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VI  PREFACE. 

And  then  the  author  doubteth  not,  bnt  that  the  composure 
itself,  when  judiciously  considered,  will  prevent  another  censure, 
viz.  That  it  is  a  needless  work,  ns  having  been  done  already  by 
others :  this  being  a  performance  of  another  nature  than  any  yet 
extant,  and  will  be  more  serviceable  in  sundry  views.  For,  not- 
withstanding any  other  helps,  the  finding  out  of  apt  Scriptures  for 
illustrating  or  confirming  any  truth  which  may  be  upon  our 
thoughts,  has  ever  been,  and  still  is,  a  difficult  and  laborious 
work;  and  thence  men  ofttimes  use  Scriptures,  either  not  apt, 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  or  such,  the  genuine 
sense  of  which  is  doubted. 

And  as  for  the  use  of  concordances  herein,  each  man'^s  memory 
must  record  the  Scriptures;  for  they  must  first  occur  to  his 
thoughts,  then  his  jttgment  must  fix  upon  some  word  therein, 
under  which  the  text  is  placed ;  and  it  is  possible  not  to  hit  the 
right  term  under  which  it  is ;  and  oftentimes  look  a  long  time  ere 
he  comes  to  it,  because  of  the  multitude  of  words  there  used ;  and 
haply  miss  it  at  last  too,  and  be  put  upon  searching  under  another 
term.  But  here  we  need  only  turn  to  the  subject  inquired  after, 
and,  without  any  such  stops,  find  Scriptures  full  and  apt  thereto 
(by  whatsoever  terms  or  phrases  they  are  expressed)  occur  to  our 
eye  at  an  instant ;  and,  mostly,  all  that  the  Scripture  afibrds  on 
that  subject. 

II.  To  give  some  light  into  the  method,  and  the  use  of  this 
work. 

1.  Take  notice,  that,  in  Chap.  XL  [0/  the  Failings  of  GocTs 
Children^]  the  first  texts  are  to  prove  each  person's  title  to  that 
appellation,  then  the  next  following,  his  failings :  and  this  is  done 
on  purpose,  that  it  might  appear  these  are  the  Failings  of  God's 
Children ;  and  so  proper  to  the  Head. 

2  Note  also.  That  the  words  in  a  parenthesis,  beginning  with 
(or)  are  the  marginal  readings. 

3.  Some  general  heads  have  no  particulars  following,  but  the 
whole  placed  under  that  general  head.  This  is  so  done,  either 
because  the  texts  which  the  Scripture  affords  on  that  subject  are 
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but  few,  and  easily  nui  through ;  or  that  the  matters  are  so 
various,  that  almost  every  verse  carries  a  distinct  meaning  in  it, 
yet  still  relating  to  the  general  head ;  as  in  that  [The  Privileges 
of  the  BighUotiSy^  each  text  is  almost  a  distinct  privilege  :  so  in 
that  [0/  the  Character  of  SaintSy]  and  some  others  of  like  nature. 
And  here  to  have  descended  to  particular  heads,  would  have  been 
tedious  and  unnecessary ;  for  the  words  being  there  transcribed, 
the  reader  may  presently  inform  himself  in  the  whole,  and  in 
every  particular. 

Lastly.  A  little  pains  in  observing  the  Table  of  Contents  iu 
the  front  of  the  book,  which  doth  contain  the  general  and  par- 
ticular heads,  and  also  the  references  thereto,  directing  to  chapter 
and  page,  where  each  lieth,  will  enable  us  to  discern  more  of  the 
method  and  usefidness  of  the  work,  than  ca^"  be  well  expressed  in 
a  short  Introduction. 

This  therefore  shall  suffice,  presuming  the  work  itself  will  shew 
its  own  usefnlness  and  advantage ;  holding  a  man  to  one  subject, 
and  yielding  variety  of  matter  to  enforce  it  upon  the  mind,  and 
leave  impressions  there  :  when  the  bare  reading  a  chapter  or  two, 
which  some  use  to  do  as  a  task,  proves  not  effectual  for  that  end ; 
and  searching  proves  laborious^  and  often  discouraging  and  fruit- 
less too.

Sbctiom  1- — Sfietoing  roliat  Religion 
it,  and  Horn  tka  hnomlcdge  of  it  is 
to  be  obtained. 

Under  the  name  of  Religion  is  com- 
prehended all  that  morskip  and  tercice 
'which  is  due  from  Tnen  to  God:  what- 
ever we  ought  or  are  bound  to  do  in 
obedience  to  him;  whatever  he  will 
reward  ns  for  doing,  or  punish  iis  for 
not  doin^. 

Id  order,  therefore,  to  worship  and 
Krve  God  as  we  onght  to  do,  we  must 
first  believe  that  he  is;  that  he  hath 
ctven  lu  laws  and  commandments  to 
keep ;  that  heixa  rewarder,  of  them 
who  diligently  seek  him,  and  of  such 
as  do  according  to  all  that  he  hath 
commanded  them:  and  that  he  taketh 
Teaeeanee  on  them  that  obej  hitn  not. 
And  for  the  better  understanding  the 
nature  and  extent  of  our  duty,  in  all 
respects,  togetlier  with  the  grounds 
and  reasons  of  our  obligations;  it 
behoves  us  in  tlie  nent  place  to  inform 
ourselves  as  truly  and  particularly  as 
we  can,  ivho  the  Lord  is  mhom  we  are 
to  serve;  what  attributes  and  perfec- 
tions belong  to  him,  and  what  works 
he  hath  wrought ;  as  also,  what  man- 
ner of  beings  we  ourselves  are,  who 
are  commanded  to  serve  him ;  what 
capacities  and  inclinations  nc  have ; 
what  ntate  and  condition  we  are  in, 
and  in  whet  relation  we  stand  to  God. 
Afler  which  it  will  be  necessary  for 
us  to  inqnire,  how  and  in  what  manner 


God  is  to  be  worshipped,  and  what 
tliose  laws  and  ordinances  are,  which 
be  liath  commanded  us  tq  observe. 

And  then,  for  our  greater  encou- 
ragement to  serve  God,  in  all  such 
tiling's  as  we  shall  find  to  be  enjoined 
11^,  and  to  persevere  in  our  obedience 
fo  Itiin  ;  it  is  requisite  for  us  to  know 
^vbat  happiness  God  liath  prepared 
far  them  who  love  and  obey  him,  and 
nlint  misery  he  hath  provided  for 
such  as  tranMrets  hit  commandments. 
How  great,  how  certain,  and  of  what 
continuance,  both  the  joy  and  the 
terror  of  the  Lord  are.

searching  the  Scriptures: 

For  they  are  tfiey  which  testify  of 
God;  which  s/tem  us  what  is  good, 
nnd  what  the  Lord  doth  require  of 
us :  which  set  before  us  the  way  of 
Ufe,  and  the  way  of  death ;  and  which 
tciirh  us  what  roe  must  do  to  be  saved 
from  themrath  to  come,  and  to  inherit 
eternal  life. 

The  nay  of  man  is  tiot  now  in  him- 
f/p  it  is  not  in  man  that  walheth  to 
din-ct  kit  steps.  Though  we  can  by 
iifiliire  do  many  things  contained  in 
flic  law  of  Ood;  and  though  we  can 
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tadnanf  casesj  even  af^ufneloesy  judge 
what  is  righty  our  conscience  bearing 
>iH^n«sc  tcwliatiis  g(K)d  or  evil)  bj/ 
jexcnmngi,  4»r  else  aeeusing  us  accord- 
ifagfy';  lyet'  we'  are  a^t  a  sufficient 
mvmnio  eui'telves.  Notwithstanding 
therefore  the  law  written  in  our 
'  Jkearts^  we  shall-  never  oome  lo  the  full 
knowledge  of  that  good  and  aoeept- 
SLbU  and  perfect  wiUiof  Qody  which 
h  to  direct  us  in  tliis  Jife,  hot  by  his 
word  which  he  liath  in  due  time  mani- 
fested to  OS :  from  whence  we  may  be 
Ailly  instructed  in  all  things  which 
belong  unto  our  peace  and  salvation, 
even  the  salvation  of  our  souls. 
>  And  if  any  man  sin,  (as  in  many 
things  we  offend  ali»)  there  is  no  other 
way  of  being  assured  that  we  shall  not 
ull  perish^  out  from  the  Scriptures; 
which  acquaint  us,  that  me  have  an 
advocate  nriik  the  Father :  and  give 
OS  an  account  in  what  manner,  and 
upon  what  terms  God  is  pleased  to 
reconcile  us  to  himself  [See  Bisliop 
OoMtreWs  Institutes.] 

Sect.  3.  —  Of  the  Scriptures j  the 
written  word  of  Oodj  the  word  of 
truth;  their  authority ^  ttse^  end, 
and  excellency.

What  nation  so  great,  that  hath  sta- 
tutes and  judgments  so  righteous  as 
all  tliis  law  which  I  set  before  you  this 
day? — Deut.  iv.  8;  Ps.  cxix.  138, 
139. 

Therefore  shall  ye  lay  up  these  my 
words  in  your  heart,  and  in  your  soul, 
and  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your 
hand,  that  they  may  be  as  frontlets  be- 
tween your  eyes.  And  ye  shall  teach 
them  your  children,  speaking  of  them 
when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and 
when  thou  walkest  by  the  way ;  when 
thou  liest  down^  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon 
the  iloor-posts  of  thine  house,  and 
upon  thy  gates,  that  your  days  may 
be  multiplied,  &c. — Deut.  xi.  18—21 ; 
vi.  6—8. 

Thou  shalt  read  the  law  before  all 
Israel  in  their  hearing,  kc.  that  they 


may  hear,  that  they  may  learn  and 
fear  the  Lord  your-  God,  «nd  observe 
to  do  all  the  words  of  this  law  :  and 
that  their  children,  who-  hare-  not 
known,  may  hear,  and  learn  to  fetvr 
the  Lord,  &c.-*--Dent*  xxxi.  11 — 18 ; 
xvii.  18—20;  Josh.  i.  7. 

When  Josiab  heard  it  read,  be  rent 
his  clotheB.-^2  Kings  xxii.  11,  &c. ; 
Ezra  ix.  4.         .•  > 

I  have  esteemed  (hid,  or  laid  up) 
the  words  of  his  mouth,  more  than 
my  necessary  food,  (or  appointed  por- 
tion.)— Job  xxiii.  12. 

The  word  of  the  Lord  is  tried,  (or 
refined.) — Ps.  xviii.  30 ;  xii.  6. 

The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect, 
converting  the  soul:  the  testimony 
of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the 
simple :  the  statutes  of  the  Lord  are 
right,  rejoicing  the  heart:  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord  is  pure,  en- 
lightening the  eyes,  &c. :  the  judg- 
ments of  the  Lord  are  true  and  right- 
eous altogether:  more  to  be  desired 
than  fine  gold ;  sweeter  also  than 
honey,  and  the  honey-comb.  More- 
over, by  them  is  thy  servant  warned, 
&c. — Ps.  xix.  7 — 11 ;  xciii.  5;  cxix. 
72.105;  2  Sam.  xxii.  31. 

Lo,  I  come :  in  the  volume  of  the 
book  it  is  written  of  me. — Ps.  xl.  7. 

He  established  a  testimony  in  Ja- 
cob, and  appointed  a  law  in  Israel, 
which  he  commanded  our  fathers  that 
they  should  make  them  known  to 
their  children :  that  the  generation  to 
come  might  know,  the  children  which 
should  be  born,  should  arise  and  de- 
clare to  their  children,  that  they  might 
set  their  hope  in  God,  and  not  forget 
the  works  of  God,  but  keep  his  com- 
mandments, and  might  not  be  as  their 
fathers,  &c.

Call  for  Simon,  who  shall  tell  thee 
words  whereby  thou  and  all  thy  house 
shall  be  saved.

Sergius  Paulus  desired  to  hear  the 
word  of  God,  &c.  Almost  the  whole 
city  came  together  to  hear  the  word 
of  God,  &c. — Acts  xiii.  7.  44 — 46;

These  were  more  noble  than  those 
in  Thessalonicay  in  that  they  received 
the  word  with  all  readiness  of  mind, 
and  searched  the  Scriptures  daily, 
whether  those  things  were  so. — Acts 
xvii.  11. 

Apollos,  &c.  mighty  in  the  Scrip- 
tures, &c.  mightily  convinced  the 
Jews  and  that  publicly :  shewing  by 
the  Scriptures,  that  Jesus  was  Christ. 
—Acts  xviii.  24,  25.  28 ;  xvii.  2,  3. 

Paul  said,  I  wist  not,  brethren,  that 
he  was  the  hieh  priest ;  for  it  is  writ- 
ten. Thou  shalt  not  speak  evil  of  the 
ruler,  &c. — Acts  xxiii.  5. 

After  the  way  they  call  heresy, 
so  worship  1,  &c.  believing  all  things 
which  are  written  in  the  law,  and 
the  prophets. — ^Acts  xxiv.  14;  John 
ii.  22. 

Saying  none  other  things  than 
those,  which  the  prophets  and  Moses 
did  say  should  come. — Acts  xxvi.  22. 

There  came  many  to  Paul,  &c.  to 
whom  he  expounded  and  testified  the 
kingdom  of  God;  persuading  them 
concerning  Jesus,  both  out  of  the  law 
of  Moses,  and  out  of  the  prophets, 
from  morning,  &c. — Acts  xxviii.  23. 

Which  he  nad  promised,  &c.  by  his 
prophets,  in  the  holy  Scriptures,  &c. 
The  gospel  of  Christ ;  for  it  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation,  &c. — 
Rom.  i.  2.  16,  &c. 

What  advantage  ?  &c.  Much:  be- 
cause that  unto  them  were  committed 
the  oracles  of  God.  By  the  law  is 
the  knowledge  of  sin. — Rom.  iii.  1, 
2.20. 


Ye  have  obeyed  that  form  of  doc- 
trine which  was  delivered  you. —

When  the  apostle  had  mentioned 
many  things  which  Israel  did,  ^c,  he 
saith,  Now  all  these  things  happened 
unto  them  for  ensamples:  and  they 
are  written  for  our  admonition,  upon 
whom  the  ends  of  the  world  are  come. 
— 1  Cor.  X.  11 ;  Rom.  iv.  23,  24. 

Ye  keep  the  ordinances  (or  tradi- 
tions) as  I  delivered  them  to  you. —

I  declare  unto  you  the  gospel  which 
I  preach,  &c.  By  which  also  ye  are 
saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory,  &c.  For 
I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all  that 
which  I  also  received ;  how  that  Christ 
died  for  our  sins,  according  to  the 
Scriptures  ;  that  he  was  buried ;  that 
he  rose  again  the  third  day,  accord- 
ing to  the  Scriptures.

CHAPTER  II. 

OF  GOD  ;    BIS  NATURE,  ATTRIBUTES, 
AND  WORKS. 

That  which  may  be  known  of  God 
is  manifest :  for  the  heavens  declare 
the  glory  of  God,  and  the  firmament 
sheweth  his  handy  work :  so  that  we 
are  without  excuse,  if,  by  the  thin^ 
which  are  made,  ne  do  not  clearly 
perceive  and  understand  his  eternal 
power  and  Grodhead. 

The  Lord  is  also  known  by  the 
judgment  which  he  executeth. 

But  the  scriptures  having  given  us 
a  plainer  and  fuller  aocount  of  the 
divine  Being,  than  the  reason  of  man 
can  discover  of  itself;  the  best  and 
easiest  way  of  coming  to  the  right 
knowledge  of  God,  is  by  his  word. 
From  whence  we  learn,  that  He  is 
the  Maker,  Preserver,  and  Governor 
of  all  things :  that  he  is  a  Being  eyety 
way  perfect ;  the  only  God ;  who  hath 


none  other  like  him ;  and  who  is 
greater,  and  more  excellent  than  all 
other  Beings:  that  He  is  a  Spirit, 
eternal  and  unchangeable,  and  fills 
all  places  by  his  presence;  that  his 
happiness,  knowledge,  wisdom,  and 
power  are  infinite;  diat  he  is  per- 
fectly good  and  gracious,  righteous 
and  just,  true  and  faithful,  pure  and 
holy;  and  that,  after  all  we  do,  or 
can  know  of  him,  he  is  incomprehen- 
sible.

Adam  gave  names  to  all  the  crea- 
tures whicn  were  brought  to  him. —

God  hath  made  man  upright,  &c. —

Adam,  ready  to  excuse  his  nn,  laid 
it  upon  JSve ;  and  Eve  laid  it  upon 
the  serpent. — Gen.  iii.  12, 13. 

Cain  was  very  wroth,  and  his  coun- 
tenance fell,  because  Ood  had  not  re- 
spect unto  his  offering^  as  untoAheVs; 
nnd  he  rose  up  against  his  brother,  and 
slew  him. — Gren.  iv.  5.  8. 

And  Ood  saw  that  the  wickedness 
of  man  was  great  in  the  earth,  and 
eyery  imagination  of  the  thoughts  of 
his  heart  for  the  whole  imagination, 
porpoMO,  and  desires)  was  only  evil 
continually,  &c.  The  earth  also  was 
corrupt  before  Ood :  and  the  earth 
was  filled  with  violence,  &;c.  for  all 
flesh  had  corrupted  his  way  upon  the 
earth,  &c. — Oen.  vi.  6. 11, 12. 

The  imaginations  of  man's  heart 
are  evil  from  his  youth. — Gen.  viii. 
21 ;  xi.  4—6. 

The  wickedness  of  SodotUy  at  the 
time  when  Ood  came  to  destroy  it. — 
G^n.  xix. 

Esau  sold  his  birthright  for  a  mess 
of  pottage. — Gen.  xxv.  30—33. 

Esau  hated  his  brother,  because  of 
the  blessing  wherewith  his  father 
blessed  him:  and  Esau  said  in  his 
heart,  &cc.  then  will  I  slay  my  brother 
Jacob. — Gen.  xxvii.  41. 

Joseph's  brethren  hated  him,  could 
not  speak  peaceably  to  him,  and  en- 
vied  him  ;  they  conspired  against  him 
to  slay  him,  and  covered  it  with  a  lie.

And  Pharaoh  said.  Who  is  the 
Lord,  that  I  should  obey  his  voice  to 
let  Israel  go?  I  know  not  the  Lord, 
neither  whI  I  let  Israel  go.

After  a  II  the  wonders  Moses  wrought , 
and  the  judgments  against  Egypt,  his 
heart  was  still  hardened  against  God, 
and  would  not  yield ;  though  the  ma- 
gicians acknowledged  the  finger  of 
Ood.

Ahaziah,  being  sick,  sent  to  an  idol 
to  inquire  ;  aiid  after  sent  a  captain 
with  his  fifty  to  take  ike  prophet^ 
whom  Ooa  destroyed  with  fire ;  yet 
he  sent  again  and  again.

Who,  &c.  hath  delivered,  kc.  that  the 
Lord  should  deliver  Jerusalem  out  of 
my  hand?  &c. — 2  Kings  xviii.  19.  29, 
30.  32,  33.  35 ;  Isa.  xxxvi ;  xxxvii. 

The  words  of  Sennacherib,  who  hath 
sent  him  to  reproach  the  living  God, 
8cc.

Even 
against  the  H0I7  One  of  Israel,  by  thy 
messengers  thou  hast  reproached  the 
Lord,  &c.— 2  Kings  xix.

Being 
filled  with  all  unrighteousness,  forni- 
cation, wickedness,  covetousness,  ma- 
liciousness; full  of  envy,  murder, 
debate,  deceit,  malignity ;  whisperers, 
backbiters,  haters  of  God,  despiteful, 
proud,  boasters,  inventors  of  evil 
things,  disobedient  to  parents,  &;c. 
covenant-breakers,  without  natural 
affection,  implacable,  unmerciful,  &c. 
Not  only  do  the  same,  but  have  plea- 
sure in  them  who  do  them. — Rom.  i. 
21.  23—27.  29—32. 

There  is  none  righteous,  no  not  one. 
They  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,

us :  and  wliat  can  the  Almighty  do 
for  (or  by)  them  ?

They  are  those  who  rebel  against 
the  light;  they  know  not  the  ways 
thereof,  nor  abide  in  the  paths  there- 
of.— Job  xxiv.

Great  men  are  not  always  wise:

But  unto  tlie  wicked,  God  saitb, 
What  hast  thou  to  do  to  declare  mv 
statutes?  &c.  seeing  thou  hatest  in- 
struction, and  castest  my  words  be- 
hind thee  ?  &c.  Thou  though  test  that 
I  was  altogether  such  a  one  as  thy- 
self.—Ps.  1.  16,  17.  21. 

They  slay  the  widow,  &c.  yet  they 
say,  The  Lord  shall  not  see,  neither 
shall  the  God  of  Jacob  regard.  Un- 
derstand, O  ye  brutish,  &:c.  He  who 
planted  the  ear,  shall,  &c. — Ps.  xciv. 
0—9. 

Evil  men  understand  not  judg- 
ment.— Prov.  xxviii.  5. 

The  ox  knoweth  his  owner,  and  the 
ass  his  master's  crib ;  Israel  doth  not 
know,  my  people  do  not  consider. — 
Isa.  i.  3. 

He  heweth  down  cedars,  &c.  for  a 
man  to  burn,  and  warm  himself,  k,c. 
Yea,  he  maketh  a  god,  and  worship- 
poth  it ;  he  maketh  a  graven  image, 
and  falleth  down  thereto :  he  bnmeth 
part  thereof,  &c.  the  residue  thereof 
he  maketh  a  god,  and  worshippeth  it, 
and  prayeth  to  it,  and  saith,  Deliver 
me,  for  thou  art  my  god.  They  have 
not  knovvn,  nor  understood,  &c.  none 
considereth  in  his  heart;  neither  is 
there  knowledge  nor  understanding 
to  say,  I  have  burned  part,  &c.  shall 
I  make  the  residue  thereof  an  abo- 
mination? shall  I  fall  down  to  the 
stock  of  a  tree  ? — Isa.  xliv.  14 — 19. 

They  have  not  known  me;  they 
are  sottish  children,  and  they  have  no 
understanding. — Jer.  iv.  22. 

The  word  of  the  Lord  is  unto  them 
a  reproach ;  they  have  no  delight  in 
it. — Jcr.  vi.  10. 

Tliough  Nebuchadnezzar  had  ac- 
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hunvledged  the  God  of  Daniel  to  be 
the  God  of  gods,  and  a  Lord  of  kings, 
&c.  yet  he  jtretently  mahes  a  molten 
imagey  and  commands  his  people  to 
worship  iiy  (^v.  and  saySj  Who  is  that 
God  who  shall  deliv«r  you  out  of  my 
hands  ? — Dan.  ii.  47 ;  iii.  1. 4 — 6. 15. 

Belshazzar  and  his  princes,  &c. 
praised  the  gods  of  gold,  and  of  silver, 
&c. — Dan.  V.  3,  4. 

She  did  not  know  that  I  gave  her 
com  and  wine,  &c. — Hos.  ii.  8. 

The  Oergesenee  so  ignorant ^  that, 
because  of  the  loss  of  their  swine, 
the  whole  city  came  out  to  meet  Je- 
sus, &c«  and  besought  him  to  depart 
out,  kc. — Matt.  viii.  32 — 34. 

O  Jerusalem,  &c.  how  often  would 
I  have  gathered?  &c.  and  ye  would 
not! — Luke  xiii.  34;  xix.  14. 

Christ  was  in  the  world,  &c.  and 
the  world  knew  him  not,  kc.  He 
came  unto  his  own,  and  his  own  re- 
ceived him  not. — John  i.  10, 11. 

Li^ht  is  come  into  the  world,  and 
men  loved  darkness  rather  than  light. 
— John  iii.  19. 

If  thou  knewcst  the  gift  of  God, 
and  who  it  is  that  saitli,  kc.  Give 
me,  kc.  thon  wonldest  have  asked  of 
him,  kc.  Jesus  saith  to  the  woman. 
Ye  worship  ye  know  not  what — John 
iv.  10.  21,  22. 

Ye  will  not  come  to  me,  that  ve 
might  have  life. — John  v.  40. 

JesuB  said,  The  world,  &;c.  Me  it 
hateth,  because  I  testify  of  it  that,  kc, 
— John  vii.  7. 

The  Spirit  of  truth,  whom  the  world 
cannot  receive,  because  it  seeth  him 
not,  neither  knoweth  him. — John  xiv. 
17. 

The  world,  kc.  hated  me  be£)re  it 
hated  you.  Because  I  have  chosen 
you,  kc,  therefore  the  world  hateth 
you,  kc.  These  things  will  they  do, 
kc.  Because  they  know  not  him  who 
tent  me,  they  hated  both  me  and  my 
Father.— John  xv.  18, 19.  21.  24. 

Simon  Magus  so  sottish^  that  he 
offered  money  for  power  to  confer  the 
Holy  Ohost  by  imposition  of  hands. 
—Acts  viii.  18—20. 


When  the  people  saw  what  Paul 
had  done,  they  lift  up  their  voices, 
saying.  The  gods  are  come  down  to 
us  in  the  likeness  of  men,  &c.  and  the 
priest,  &;c.  would  have  done  sacrifice, 
kc. — Acts  xiv.  11 — 14. 

While  Paul  waited  for  them  at 
Athens,  &c.  he  saw  the  city  wholly 
given  to  idolatry,  (or  full  of  idols,) 
^c.  Certain  philosophers,  kc.  en- 
countered him ;  and  some  said.  What 
will  this  babbler  (or  base  fellow)  say  ? 
Other  some.  He  seemeth  to  be  a  set- 
ter forth  of  strange  gods  :  because  he 
preached  unto  them  Jesus,  and  the 
resurrection,  &;c.  I  perceive,  saith 
Paul,  ye  are  too  superstitious,  &c. 
I  found  an  altar  with  this  inscription. 
To  the  unknown  God.  Whom  there- 
fore ye  ignorantly  worship.  Him  de- 
clare I  unto  you. — Acts  xvii.  IG.  18. 
22,23. 

When  Paul  preached,  many  be- 
lieved not,  but  spake  evil  of  that  way 
before  the  multitude,  kc.  Demetrius 
and  his  company  cry  out,  Great  is 
Diana,  the  goddess,  &c.  And  cried 
out  against  Paul  for  saying,  that  they 
were  no  gods  which  are  made  with 
hands ;  and  endeavouring  to  turn  men 
to  the  tnie  God,  &c.  The  town-clerk 
said.  The  whole  city  is  a  worshipper 
of  the  great  goddess  Diana,  and  of  the 
image  which  fell  down  from  Jupiter. 
—Acts  xix.  9.  24 — 41. 

Certain  questions,  kc.  of  one  Jesus 
which  was  dead ;  whom  Paul  affirmed 
to  be  alive. — Acts  xxv.  19. 

Professing  themselves  to  be  wise, 
they  became  fools,  and  changed  the 
glory  of  the  incorruptible  God,  into 
an  image  made  like  to  corruptible 
man,  and  to  birds,  kc. — Rom.  i.  22, 
23. 

The  way  of  peace  have  they  not 
known. — Rom.  iii.  17. 

The  carnal  mind  is  enmity  against 
God,  for  it  is  not  subject  to  the  law 
of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be. — Rom. 
vni.  7. 

The  preaching  of  the  cross  ia  to 
them  who  perish,  foolishness,  kc. 
After  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God  the 
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world  bv  wisdom  tnew  not  Grod. — 
1  Cor.  i".  18.  21. 

The  natural  man  receiveth  not  the 
tilings  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  for  they 
are  foolishness  unto  him ;  neither  can 
he  know  them,  because  they  are  spi- 
ritually discerned. — 1  Cor.  ii.  14; 
John  viii.  43. 

In  whom  the  god  of  this  world  hath 
blinded  the  minds  of  men  who  be- 
lieve not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious 
rNspel,  &c.  should  shine  unto  them. — 
Cor.  iv.  4 ;  Acts  xxvi.  17, 18. 

Howbeit  then,  when  ye  knew  not 
God,  ye  did  service  unto  them  which 
bv  nature  are  no  gods. — Gal.  iv.  8 ;

Walk  not  as  other  Gentiles  walk, 
in  the  vanity  of  their  mind ;  having 
the  understanding  darkened,  being 
alienated  from  the  life  of  God,  through 
the  ignorance  which  is  in  them,  be- 
cause of  the  blindness,  &c. — Eph.  iv. 
17, 18. 

Ye  were  sometimes  darkness,  but 
now,  &c. — Eph.  V.  8. 

Not  in  the  lust  of  concupiscence ; 
even  as  the  Gentiles  which  know  not 
God. — 1  Thess.  iv.  5. 

The  world  knoweth  us  not,  because 
it  knew  him  not. — 1  John  iii.  1. 

Sect.  3. — In  Servitude  and  Subject 
tion  to  Satan  and  Sin. 

In  the  parable  of  the  sower ^  Christ 
saithy  The  tares  are  the  children  of 
the  wicked  one,  &c.  The  enemy  who 
soweth  them  is  the  devil. — Matt.  xiii. 
38,39, 

When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth 
his  palace,  his  goods  are  in  peace; 
but  when  a  stronger  than  he  shall 
come  upon  him,  &;c. — Luke  xi.  21, 
22. 

Then  Satan  entered  into  Judas,  &c. 
and  he  went  his  way  to  the  chief 
priests,  and  agreed  to  betray  Christ, 
&c. — Luke  xxii.  3 — 6. 

Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil ;  and 
the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do. — 
John  viii.  44. 

To  whom  ye  yield  yourselves  ser- 
vants to  obey,  his  servants  ye  are  to 


whom  ye  obey ;  whether  of  sin  unto 
death,  &:c.  Ye  were  servants  of  sin. — 
Rom.  vi.  16.  20 ;  2  Pet.  ii.  19. 

Them  that  are  lost;  in  whom  the 
god  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the 
minds,  &c. — ^2  Cor.  iv.  3,  4. 

The  prince  of  tlie  power  of  the 
air,  the  spirit  who  now  worketh  in 
the  children  of  disobedience. — Eph. 
ii.2. 

Thanks  he  to  God,  &c.  who  hath 
delivered  us  from  the  power  of  dark- 
ness, &c. — Col.  i.  12, 13. 

That  they  may  recover  themselves 
out  of  the  snare  of  the  devil,  who  are 
taken  captive  by  him  at  his  will. — 
2  Tim.  ii.  26 ;  AcU  xxvi.  28.- 

In  this,  &c.  are  manifest,  and  the 
children  of  the  devil :  whosoever 
doeth  not  righteousness,  is  not  of 
God;  neither  he  who  loveth  not  his 
brother. — And  Cain,  who  was  of  that 
wicked  one,  &c. — 1  John  iii.  10. 12. 

Sect.  4. — Tlie  sad  Fruit  and  End  of 
such  a  State, 

When  Adam  and  Eve  had  wmedf 
they  hid  themselves  from  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Lord  God,  &c.  and  voere 
afraid,  because  naked :  and  in  canm* 
quencc  sorrow  on  the  woman^  and  a 
curse  on  the  earth  are  denounced, — 
Gen.  iii.  8.  10.  16, 17. 

Sin  wade  Cain  cry  outj  and  sau^ 
His  punishment  vmu  greater  than  he 
could  bear.  So  Lamech. — Gen.  iv. 
13.  23, 24. 

Aaron  made  Israel  naked  by  sin, — 
Exod.  xxxii.  25. 

Lest  there  be  any  among  you,  kc. 
And  it  come  to  pass,  &c.  That  he 
bless  himself  in  his  heart,  saying,  I 
will  have  peace,  though  I  walk  in  the 
imagination  (or  stubbornness)  of  my 
heart  to  add  drunkenness  to  thirst; 
the  Lord  will  not  spare  him :  but 
then  the  anger  of  the  Lord,  and  his 
jealousy  shall  smoke  against  that  man, 
and  all  the  curses  which  are  written 
in  this  book  shall  lie  upon  him ;  and 
the  Lord  shall  blot  out  his  name  from 
under  heaven. — Dent.  xxix.  18 — 20. 

If  a  man  sin  against  the  Lord,  who 
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sball  intreat  for  him  ?  They  who  de- 
spise me,  saith  the  Lord,  shall  be 
hghtlj  esteemed. — 1  Sam,  ii.  25.  30. 

Sauts  sin  mad^  him  cry  out  in 
his  distress,  Tliat  God  had  departed 
from  him. — I  Sam.  xxviii.  15. 

The  triumphing  of  the  wicked  is 
bat  short,  &c.  Though  his  excellency 
mount  up  to  the  heavens,  and  his 
head  reach  unto  the  clouds,  he  shall 
perish  for  ever,  like  his  own  dung, 
ice. — Job  XX.  5,  &c. ;  xi.  20. 

How  oft  is  the  candle  of  the  wicked 
put  out,  and  how  ofl  cometh  their 
destruction  upon  them  ?  God  distri- 
buteth  sorrows  in  his  anger:  they 
are  as  stubble,  &c.  his  eyes  shall  see 
his  destruction,  and  he  shall  drink  of 
the  wrath  of  the  Almighty,  &c.  The 
wicked  is  reserved  unto  the  day  of 
destruction ;  they  shall  be  brought 
forth  to  the  day  of  wrath. — Job  xxi. 
17 — 19.  30;  xxvii.  13, 14,  &c. ;  xxxi. 
2,3. 

The  ungodly  are  like  the  chaff, 
which  the  wind  driveth  away,  &c. 
They  shall  not  stand  in  the  judgment, 
&c.  The  way  of  the  ungodly  shall 
perish. — Ps.  i.  4 — 6. 

Thou  art  not  a  God  who  hath  plea- 
sure in  wickedness,  &c.  Thou  hatest 
all  workers  of  iniquity. — Ps.  v.  4, 5. 

The  wicked  his  soul  hateth.  Upon 
the  wicked  he  shall  rain  snares,  fire, 
and  brimstone,  and  an  horrible  (or 
burning)  tempest:  this  shall  be  the 
portion  of  their  cup. — Ps.  xi.  5,  6 ; 
isa.  xxxiii.  14. 

Because  they  regard  not  the  works 
of  the  Lord,  &;c.  he  shall  destroy 
them,  and  not  build  them  up,  &c. — 
Ps.  xxviii.  5 ;  cxix.  155. 

The  face  of  the  Lord  is  against 
them  that  do  evil,  to  cut  off  the  re- 
membrance, &c. — Ps.  xxxiv.  16;  1 
Pet.  iii.  12. 

The  transgressors  shall  be  destroyed 
together.  The  end  of  the  wicked  shall 
be  cut  off. — Ps.  xxxvii.  38.  2. 

Unto  the  wicked  God  saith,  What 
hast  thou  to  do  to  declare  my  statutes? 
or  that  thou  shouldest  take  my,  &c. 
Consider,  ye  who  forget  God,  lest  I 


tear  you  in  pieces,  and  there  be  none 
to  deliver. — Ps.  I.  16..  22;  Prov.  xi. 
21;   Ps.  ix.  17. 

Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine 
anger?  Even  according  to  thy  fear, 
so  is  thy  wrath. — Ps.  xc.  11. 

When  the  wicked  spring  as  the 
grass,  and  when  all  the  workers  of 
iniquity  do  flourish,  it  is  that  they 
should  be  destroyed  for  ever. — Ps. 
xcii.7.  10;  xlix.17.19. 

Such  as  turn  aside  unto  their 
crooked  ways,  the  Lord  shall  lead 
forth  with  the  workers  of  iniquity. — 
Ps.  cxxv.  5. 

They  shall  eat  of  the  fruit  of  their 
own  way,  and  be  filled  with  their  own 
devices.— Prov.  i.

The  name  of  the  wicked  shall  rot, 
k,c.

The  woman  whose  heart  is  snares 
and  nets,  &c.  the  sinner  shall  be  taken 
by  her. — Eccles.  vii.  26. 

But  it  shall  not  be  well  with  the 
wicked,  &c.  because  he  feareth  not 
before  God. — Eceles.  viii.  13;  Isa. 
iii.  11. 

Woe  unto  them  who  draw  iniquity 
with  cords  of  vanity,  and  sin,  as  it 
were,  with  a  cart-rope,  &c. — ^^Isa.  v. 
18,  &c.;   Micah  ii.  1— -3. 

No  peace,  saith  the  Lord,  unto  the 
wicked. — Isa.  xlviii.  22 ;  Ivii.  20. 

Against  whom  do  ye  sport  your- 
selves ?  &c.  when  thou  criest,  Let  thy 
companions  deliver  thee,  &c. — Isa. 
Ivii.  4. 13. 

They  shall  look  on  the  carcases  of 
men,  who  have  transgressed  against 
me;  for  their  worm  shall  not  die, 
neither  shall  their  fire  be  quenched, 
and  they  shall  be  an  abhorring  unto 
all  fiesh. — Isa.  Ixvi.  24 ;  xxxiii.  14. 

Every  one  shall  die  for  his  own 
iniquity. — Jer.  xxxi.  30. 
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The  donl  that  sinneth,  it  sliall  die.

Can  thine  heart  endure,  or  can 
thine  hands  he  strong,  in  the  day  that 
I  shall  deal  with  thee  ?  I  the  Lord 
have  spoken,  and  will  do.

Many  shall  awake;  some,  &c.  to 
shame  and  everlasting  contempt. — 
Dan.  xii.  2. 

Behold,  the  day  cometh  which  shall 
hum  as  an  oven :  and  all  the  proud, 
yea,  and  all  who  do  wickedly,  shall 
he  stubble;  and  the  day  which  cometh 
shall  burn  them  up,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  and  it  shall  leave  them  neither 
root  nor  branch.

The  angels  shall  gather  out  of  his 
kingdom,  &c.  them  which  do  iniquity, 
and  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace  of 
fire,  tliere  shall  be  wailing  and  gnash- 
ing of  teeth,  &c.  At  the  end  of  the 
world,  the  angels  shall  come  forth, 
and  sever  the  wicked  from  among  the 
just :  and  shall  cast  them  into  the 
furnace  of  fire,  &c. — Matt.  xiii.  41, 
42.49,50.

Every  plant  which  my  heavenly 
Father  hath  not  planted  shall  be 
rooted  up,  &c.  Both  fall  into  the 
ditch. — Matt.  xv.  13,  14. 

Cast  the  unprofitable  servant  into 
outer  darkness,  there  shall  be  weep- 
ing, &c.  When  the  Son  of  man  shall 
come,  &c.  then  shall  he  say  unto 
them  on  the  left  hand,  Depart  from 
me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire, 
prepared  for  the  devil,  &c.  for  I  was 
an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  no 
meat,  &c.  These  shall  go  away  into 
everlasting  punishment. — Matt.  xxv. 
30,  31.  41,  42.  46;  xxiii.  33;  viii. 
11,  12. 
Judas'n  sin  made  him  to  go  out, 


and  he  went  and  hanged  himself.^-^ 
Matt,  xxvii.  3 — 5. 

The  chafi'  he  will  bum  with  fire 
unquenchable. — Luke  iii.  17 ;  Matt 
iii.  12. 

The  parable  of  the  rich  man*$ 
death,  and  being  in  hell  in  the  flames.

Those  mine  enemies  who  would  not 
that  I  should  reign  over  them,  &c.

Except  a  man  be  bom  ^ain,  he 
cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God,  &c.

They  who  do 
such  things,  shall  not  inherit  the  king- 
dom of  God.— Gal.

You,  &c.  were  dead  in  trespasses 
and  sins,  &c.  by  nature  the  children 
of  wrath,  even  as  well  as  others.  Ye 
were  without  Christ ;  being  aliens 
from  the  commonwealth  oi  Israel, 
and  strangers  from  the  covenant  of 
promise ;  having  no  hope,  and  with- 
out God  in  the  world. — £ph.  ii.  1.  3. 
12. 

No  whoremonger,  nor  unclean  per- 
son, &c.  hath  any  inheritance  in  the 
kingdom  of  Christ,  and  of  God,  &c. 
Because  of  these  things  comctli  the 
wrath  of  God  upon  the  children  of 
disobedience,  (or  unbelief.) — Eph.  v. 
5,  6 ;  Colos.  iii.  5,  6 ;  Heb.  xiii.  4. 

Many  walk,  &c.  whose  end  is  de- 
struction.— Phil.  iii.  18, 19. 

When  they  say  peace,  &c.  then  sud- 
den destruction  comcth  upon  them, 
as  travail  upon  a  woman  with  child ; 
and  they  shall  not  escape. — 1  Thcss. 
V.  3. 

The  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed 
from  heaven,  &c.  taking  vengeance 
on  them  who  know  not  God,  and  who 
obey  not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ:  who  shall  be  punished  with 
everlasting  destruction  from  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Lord,  and  the  glory  of 
his  power.  When,  &c. — 2  Thess.  i.

That  they  all  might  be  damned, 
who  believed  not,  &:c.

To  them  who  are  unbelieving  is 
nothing  pure,  &;c. — ^Tit.  i.  lo. 

It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall  into  the 


hands  of  the  living  God. — Heb.  x. 
31 ;  Ps.  ii.  12. 

Whoremongers  and  adulterers  God 
will  judge. — Heb.  xiii.  4. 

Judgment  must  begin  at  the  house 
of  God :  and  if  it  first  begin  at  us, 
what  shall  the  end  be  of  them  that 
obey  not  the  gospel  of  God?  &c. 
Where  shall  the  ungodly  and  sinner 
appear  ? — 1  Pet.  iv.  17, 18. 

The  Lord  kuoweth  how,  &c.  to  re- 
serve the  unjust  unto  the  day  of  judg- 
ment, to  be  punished,  &c.  The  day  of 
judgment  and  perdition  of  ungodly 
men. — 2  Pet.  ii.  9 ;  iii.  7 ;  Jude  15. 

Ye  know  that  no  murderer  hath 
eternal  life  abiding  in  him. — 1  John 
iii.  15. 

And  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  the 
great  men,  and  the  rich  men,  and  the 
chief  captains,  and  the  mighty  men, 
and  every  l)ond-man,  and  every  free- 
man, hid  themselves  in  the  dens,  and 
in  the  rocks,  &c.  and  said  to  the 
mountains  and  rocks.  Fall  on  us ;  and 
hide  us  from  the  face  of  him  who 
sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  from  the 
wrath  of  the  Lamb :  for  the  great  day 
of  his  wrath  is  come ;  and  who  shall 
be  able  to  stand  ? — Rev.  vi.  15 — 17. 

Whosoever  was  not  found  in  the 
book  of  life,  was  cast  into  the  lake  of 
fire. — Rev.  xx.  35. 

The  fearful  and  unbelieving,  and 
tlic  abominable,  Sec,  shall  liavc  their 
part  in  the  lake  which  burnetii  with 
fire  and  brimstone :  which  is  the  se- 
cond death,  &c.  Tliere  shall  in  no 
wise  enter  into  the  JVe?y  Jerusalem, 
any  tiling  that  dcfileth  or  worketh 
abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie. — Rev. 
xxi.  8.  27. 

For  without  arc  dogs,  and  sorcerers, 
and  whoremongers,  and  murderers, 
&c. — Rev.  xxii.  15. 

Fourthly,  Under  what  Case  tlie 
Law  concludes  Men. 

Sbct.  1. — Under  Sin  aitd  Guilt. 

If  thou.  Lord,  shouldest  mark  ini- 
quities ;  O  Lord,  who  shall  standi — 
Ps.  cxxx.iJ*,  Jo\>\x.Sl,^. 
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Do  not  think  that  I  will  accuse  you 
to  the  Father :  there  is  one  who  ac- 
cuseth  you,  even  Moses,  in  whom  ye 
trust.— John  v.  45. 

We  have  before  proved  (or  chained) 
both  Jews  and  Gentiles,  that  they 
are  all  under  sin;  as  it  is  written, 
There  is  none  righteous,  &c.  What 
things  soever  the  law  saith,  it  saith 
to  tnem  who  are  under  the  law :  that 
every  mouth  may  be  stopped ;  and  all 
the  world  may  become  guilty  before 
God,  (or  subject  to  the  judgment  of 
God,)  &c.  There  is  no  difference: 
for  all  have  sinned,  and  come  short  of 
the  glory  of  God. — Rom.  iii.  9,  10. 
19. 22,  23. 

Where  no  law  is,  there  is  no  trans- 
gression.— Rom.  iv.  15. 

Until  the  law,  sin  was  in  the  world : 
but  sin  is  not  imputed,  when  there  is 
no  law,  &c.  The  law  entered,  that 
the  offence  might  abound,  &;c. — Rom. 
V.  13.  20 ;  Gal.  iii.  19. 

I  had  not  known  sin  but  by  the 
law,  &c.  without  the  law,  sin  was 
dead.  I  was  alive  without  the  law 
once,  but  when  the  commandment 
came,  sin  revived,  and  I  died,  &c. 
That  sin  might  appear  sin,  &c.  and 
by  the  commandment  might  become 
exceeding  sinful. — Rom.  vii.  7 — 9. 
13. 

For  God  hath  concluded  them  all 
or  shut  them  up  together)  in  unbelief, 
c. — Rom.  xi.  32. 

The  strength  of  sin  is  the  law. — 
1  Cor.  XV.  56. 

The  scripture  hath  concluded  all 
men  under  sin. — Gral.  iii.  22 ;  Rom. 
V.  12 ;  Ps.  cxliii.  2. 

We  know  that  the  law  is  good,  if 
a  man  use  it  lawfully ;  shewing  this, 
that  the  law  is  not  made  for  a  right- 
eous man ;  but  for  the  lawless  and 
disobedient :  for  the  ungodly,  &c. — 
1  Tim.  i.  8—10. 

Whosoever  shall  keep  the  whole 
law,  and  yet  offend  in  one  point,  he 
is  guilty  of  all,  &c. — James  ii.  10. 

Sect.  2. — Under  the  Curse  thereof. 
Cursed  be  he  who  confirmeth  not  all 
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the  words  of  this  law  to  do  them ; 
and,  &c. — Dent  xzvii.  26. 

If  thou  wilt  not  hearken,  &c.  to  do 
all  his  commandments  and  his  statates, 
which  I  command  thee,  &c.  all  these 
curses  shall  come  upon  thee.  Cursed 
shalt  thou,  &c. — Deut.  xxviii.  15,  &c. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel, 
Cursed  be  the  man  who  obeyeth  not, 
&c. — Jer.  xi.  3,  4. 

For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of 
the  law,  are  under  the  curse ;  for  it 
is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  who 
continueth  not  in  all  things  which  are 
written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to  do 
them. — Gal.  iii.  10. 

Sect.  3. — The  Deeds  of  the  Law^  or 
Sacrifices  under  it,  cannot  justify ^ 
or  purge  from  Sin  ;  but  still  ledme 
Sinners  under  OuUt,  CondemnO' 
tion,  and  Wrath. 

How  should  man  be  just  with  God 
(or  before  God)  ?  If  he  will  contend 
with  him,  he  cannot  answer  him  one 
of  a  thousand. — Job  ix.  2,  3. 

If  thou  be  righteous,  what  ffiyest 
thou  him  ?  or  what  receiveth  ne  of 
thine  hand  ? — Job  xxxv.  7. 

Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  didst  not 
desire. — Ps.  xl.  6,  7. 

Enter  not  into  judgment,  &c.  for 
in  thy  sight  shall  no  man  living  be 
justified. — Ps.  cxliii.  2. 

Ye  who  kindle  a  fire,  that  compass 
yourselves,  &c.  walk  in  the  light  of 
your  fire,  &c.  ye  shall  lie  down  in 
sorrow. — Isa.  1. 11. 

When  ye  shall  have  done  all  those 
things  which  are  commanded  you, 
say,  We  are  unprofitable  servants,  &c. 
— Luke  xvii.  10. 

The  parable  of  such  who  trusted  in 
themselves,  that  they  were  righteous, 
&c.  Two  men  went  up  into  the  temple, 
&c.  The  publican  went  down  to  his 
house  justified  rather  than  the  Phari- 
see, who  boasted  much  of  his  doings. 
All  these  things  have  I  kept  from  mj 
youth ;  Christ  said.  Yet  lackest  thou 
one  thing,  &c. — Luke  xviii.  9 — 14. 
20—23 ;  Matt.  iii.  9. 

There  is  one  who  accuseth  you, 
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eren  Moses,  in  whom  ye  trust. — John 
V.  45. 

By  him  all  who  believe  are  justified 
from  all  thingBv  from  which  ye  could 
not  be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses. — 
Acts  xiii.  99. 

By  the  deeds  of  the  law  there  shall 
no  Mesh  be  justified  in  his  sight. — 
Rom.  iii.  20. 

For  if  they  which  are  of  the  law  be 
faeirsy  faith  is  made  void,  and  the  pro- 
mise made  of  none  effect. — Because 
the  law  worketh  wrath. — Rom.  iv. 
14,  16. 

For  when  we  were  yet  without 
strength,  in  due  time  Christ  died, 
&c. — Rom.  V.  6.  10. 

What  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that 
it  was  weak  through  the  flesh,  &c. — 
Som.  viii.  3. 

Israel,  which  followed  after  the  law 
of  righteousness,  hath  not  attained  to 
the  law  of  righteousness.  Where- 
fore ?  Because  they  sought  it  not  by 
ftith,  but  as  it  were  by  the  works  of 
the  law:  for  thev  stumbled  at  that 
stumbling  stone. — Rom.  ix.  31,  32. 

Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for 
righteousness  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth. — Rom.  x.  4. 

I  know  nothing  by  myself;  yet  am 
I  not  hereby  justified :  but  he  that 
jndgeth  me  is  the  Lord. — 1  Cor.  iv.  4. 

The  strength  of  sin  is  the  law. — 
1  Cor.  XV.  56. 

A  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works 
of  the  law,  &c.  For  by  the  works  of 
the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified,  &c. 
If  righteousness  come  by  the  law, 
then  Christ  is  dead  in  vain. — Gal.  ii. 
16.  21. 

That  no  man  is  justified  by  the  law 
in  the  sight  of  Grod,  it  is  evident ;  for, 
The  just  shall  live  by  faith.  And  the 
law  is  not  of  faith,  but,  The  man  who 
doeth  them,  shall  live  in  them,  &c. 
Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law?  it 
was  added  because  of  transgressions, 
till  the  seed  should  come,  &c.  If 
there  had  been  a  law  given  which 
could  have  eiven  life,  verily  righte- 
ousness should  have  been  by  the  law, 
&c.  Wherefore  the  law  was  our  school- 


master to  bring  us  unto  Christ.-^GaI. 
iii.  11, 12.  19.  21.  24;  iv.  1— o. 

Christ  is  become  of  no  eflect  unto 
you :  whosoever  of  you  are  justified 
by  the  law,  ye  are  fallen  from  grace. 
—Gal.  V.  4. 

By  grace  ye  are  saved,  &c.  not  of 
works,  lest  any  man  should  boast. — 
Eph.  ii.  8,  9. 

We  are  the  circumcision  which 
worship  God  in  the  Spirit,  &c.  and 
have  no  confidence  in  the  flesh,  &c. 
Paul  was  very  zealous  of  the  law, 
and  if  any  man  had  whereof  to  boast 
in  that  respect,  he  more:  yet  he 
counted  all  but  loss  and  dung  for 
Christ ;  and  that  he  might  be  found  in 
him,  not  having  his  own  righteousness, 
which  is  of  the  law. — Phil.  iii.  3,  &c. 

The  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use  it 
lawful! V :  knowing  that  the  law  is  not 
made  tot  the  righteous  man,- but  for 
the  lawless  and  disobedient,  &;c. — 
1  Tim.  i.  8,  9. 

Not  by  works  of  righteousness  which 
we  have  done,  but  according  to  his 
mercy  he  hath  saved  us. — Titus  iii.  5. 

If  therefore  perfection  were  by  the 
Levitical  priesthood,  &c.  what  further 
need  was  there  that  another  priest 
should  rise  ?  &c.  For  the  law  made 
nothing  perfect,  but  the  bringing  in 
of  a  better  hope  did. — Heb.  vii.  11. 
19 ;  viii.  5,  6.  8. 

In  which  were  oflered  both  &:ifts 
and  sacrifices,  that  could  not  makehim 
that  did  the  service  perfect,  as  per- 
taining to  the  conscience. — Heb.  ix.9. 

For  the  law  having  a  shadow  of 
good  things  to  come,  and  not  the  verv 
image  of  the  things,  can  never  with 
those  sacrifices  which  they  offered  year 
by  year  continually,  make  the  comers 
thereunto  perfect:  for  then  would 
they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered, 
because  that  the  worshippers  once 
purged,  should  have  had  no  more  con- 
science of  sins ;  but  in  those  sacrifices 
there  is  a  remembrance  again  made  of 
sins  every  year :  for  it  is  not  possible 
that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats 
should  take  away  sins,  &c.  Sacrifice 
and  offering  thou  wouldest  not,  &c.

In  burnt-offeriDgSy  &c.  thou  hast  had 
no  pleasure,  &c.  Sacrifices,  which 
can  never  take  away  sin.

Micah  vi.  6,  7. 

Whosoever  shall  keep  the  whole 
law,  and  yet  offend  in  one  point,  he 
10  guilty  of  all.  For  he  who  said, 
&c. — James  ii.  10,  11. 

We  are  all  as  an  unclean  thing,  and 
all  our  righteousnesses  are  as  filthy 
rags. — Isa.  Ixiv.  6. 

When  ye  shall  have  done  all  those 
things  which  are  commanded  you, 
say.  We  are  unprofitable  servants; 
we  have  done  that  which  was  our  duty 
to  do. — Luke  xvii.  10. 

If  the  ministration  of  death,  written 
and  engraven  in  stones,  was  glorious, 
so  thatlhe  children  of  Israel  could  not 
steadfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses, 
for  the  glory  of  his  countenance,  which 
glory  was  to  be  done  away ;  how  shall 
not  the  ministration  of  the  Spirit  be 
rather  glorious  ?  For  if  the  ministra- 
tion of  condemnation  be  glory ;  much 
more  doth  tlie  ministration  of  righte- 
ousness exceed  in  glory :  for  even 
that  which  was  made  ulorious,  had 
no  glory  in  this  respect,  by  reason  of 
the  glory  which  excelleth :  for  if  that 
which  is  done  away  was  glorious, 
much  more  that  which  remainetli  is 
glorious. — 2  Cor.  iii.  7 — 11. 

This  only  would  I  learn  of  you, 
Received  ye  the  Spirit  by  the  works 
of  the  law,  or  by  the  hearing  of  faith? 
Are  ye  so  foolish?  having  begun  in 
the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  made  perfect 
by  the  flesh  ?  &c. — Gal.  iii.  2,  3.  5.

What  is  man,  that  thou  sliouldest 
magnify  him,  and  that  thou  shouldest 
set  thine  heart  upon  him  ? — ^Job  vii. 
17 ;  Ps.  viii.  4 ;  cxliv.  3 ;  Heb.  ii.  6. 
None  rail  by  any  means  redeem  his 


brother,  nor  give  to  God  a  ramtom 
for  him  :  for  the  redemption  of  their 
soul  is  precious,  &c.  that  he  should 
still  live  for  ever. — Ps.  xlix.  7 — ^9.. 

W^ill  theliOrd  be  pleased  with  thou- 
sands of  rams,  or  with  tea  tbousakids 
of  rivers  of  oil  ?  Shall  I  give  nay  Urstr 
born  for  my  transgression  ?  The  fruit 
of  my  body  for  the  sin  of  my  soul? 
&c. — Micah  xi.  7 ;  Heb.  x.  5,  & 

Ye  were  not  redeemed  with  cor- 
ruptible things,  as  silver  and  gold, 
&C.-1  Pet.  i.  18. 

He  saw  that  tliere  was  no  man,  and 
wondered  that  there  was  no  inter- 
cessor; therefore  his  arm  brought 
salvation  to  him,  &c.  And  the  Re- 
deemer shall  come  to  Zion,  &g. — Isa. 
lix.  16.  20. 

The  year  of  my  Redeemer  is  come : 
And  I  looked,  and  there  was  none  to 
help ;  therefore  my  own  arm  brought 
salvation  unto  me,  &c. — Isa.  Ixiii.  4, 
5;  Ps.  xcviii.  1 — 3. 

Then  thou  spakest  in  vision  to  thy 
Holy  One,  and  saidst,  I  have  laid 
help  upon  one  who  is  mighty  :  I  have 
exalted  one  chosen  out  of  the  |)eople, 
&.C. — Ps.  Ixxxix.  10. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Behold,  I  lay 
in  Zion  for  a  foundation,  a  stone,  a 
tried  stone,  a  precious  corner-stone, 
a  sure  foundation,  &c. — Isa.  xxviii. 
IG ;  1  Pet/  ii.  G. 

The  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  re- 
vealed, and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  to- 
gether, 6ic. — Isa.  xl.  5 ;  Luke  iii.  4 — C. 

Behold  my  servant,  whom  I  uphold: 
mine  elect,  in  whom  mv  soul  de- 
lightetli.  I  have  put  my  spirit  upon 
him ;  he  shall  bring  forth  judgment 
to  the  Gentiles,  &c.  I  the  Low  have 
called  thee  in  righteousness,  &c.  and 
give  thee  for  a  covenant  to  the  people : 
for  a  light  of  the  Gentiles ;  to  open 
the  blind  eyes ;  to  bring  out  the  pri- 
soners, &:c. — Isa.  xlii.l.  o — 7;  xlix.  8. 

I  have  raised  him  up,  kc.  He  shall 
let  go  my  captives,  not  for  a  price 
nor  reward,  saith  the  Lord. — Isa.  xl?. 
13.  22. 

I  will  bring  near  my  righteousness; 
it  shall  not  be  afar  ofl*;  and  my  sal- 
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ration  shall  not  tarry:  and  I  will 
place  salration  in  ZIon  for  Israel. — 
Isa.  xlvi.  13. 

It  is  a  light  thing  that  thon  shouldest 
be  my  servant,  to  raise  up  the  tribes 
of  Jacob,  and  to  restore  the  preserved 
of  Israel.  I  will  also  give  thee  for  a 
light  to  the  Gentiles,  that  thou  mayest 
he  my  salvation  unto  the  end  of  the 
earth,  &c.  That  thou  mayest  say  to 
the  prisoners,  Go  forth,  &c. — Isa. 
xlix.  6. 9 ;  Acts  xiii.  46, 47 ;  Isa.  liv. 
1,2. 

To  whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  re- 
vealed ?  For  he  shall  grow  up  before 
him  as  a  tender  plant,  and  as  a  root 
out  of  a  dry  ground,  &c. — Isa.  liii.  1,2. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me, 
because  the  Lord  hath  anointed  me 
to  preach  good  tidings  unto  the  meek : 
he  hath  sent  me  to  bind  up  the  broken- 
hearted, to  proclaim  liberty  to  the  cap- 
tives, and  the  opening  of  die  prison  to 
them  that  are  bound ;  to  proclaim  the 
acceptable  year,^.  to  comfort  all  that 
mourn,  &c. — Isa.  Ixi.  1 — 3. 

Saith  the  Lord,  I  will  raise  unto 
I>avid  a  righteous  Branch,  &c.  In  his 
days  Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Israel 
shall  dwell  safely:  and  this  is  his 
name  whereby  he  shall  be  called,  the 
LoBD  OUR  Righteousness,  &;c.— -Jer. 
xxiii.  5,  6 ;  Acts  xiii.  23. 

O  Israel,  thou  hast  destroyed  thy- 
self, but  in  me  is  thine  help. — Hosea 
xiii.  9. 

Bethlehem,  &c.  Out  of  thee  shall 
be  come  forth  unto  me,  that  is  to  be 
Ruler  in  Israel ;  whose  going,  &c. — 
Micah  T.  2. 

Behold,  I  will  bring  forth  my  servant 
the  Branch. — Zech.  iii.  8 ;  vi.  12, 13. 

Behold,  I  will  send  my  messenger, 
&c.  And  the  Lord,  whom  ye  seek, 
shall  suddenly  come  to  his  temple; 
even  the  messenger  of  the  covenant, 
whom  ye  delight  in ;  Behold,  he  shall 
come,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  &;c. 
Then  shall  the  offerings  of  Judah  and 
Jerusalem  be  pleasant  unto  the  Lord.

Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  leirael, 
for  be  bath  visited  and  redeemed  liis^ 


people;  and  hath  raised  up  an  horn

&c.  To  perform  the  mercy  promised 
to  our  fathers,  and  to  remember  his 
holy  covenant,  &c.  To  give  know- 
ledge of  salvation  unto  his  people,  by 
the  remission  of  their  sins,  through 
the  tender  mercy  of  our  God,  where- 
by the  dayspring  Tor  sunrising,  or 
branch)  from  on  high  hath  visited  us : 
to  give  light,  &c. — Luke  i.  6B-— 72. 
77—79. 

Mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation, 
which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the 
face  of  all  people :  a  light  to  lighten 
the  Gentiles,  &c. — Luke  ii.  30 — 32. 

God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he 
gave  his  only-begotten  Son,  that  who- 
soever believeth  in  him  should  not 
perish,  &;c.  that  the  world  through  him 
might  be  saved. — John  iii.  16,  17. 

If  thou  knewest  the  gifl  of  God, 
and  who  it  is  that  saith  unto  thee,  &;c.

I  came  down  from  heaven,  to  do  the 
will  of  him  who  sent  me :  and  this  is 
the  Father's  will,  who  hath  sent  me.

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What  the  law  could  not  do,  &c. 
God  sending  his  own  Son,  &c.  Spared 
not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him 
up  for  us.

Who  is  a  liar,  but  he  who 
denicth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ? — 
1  John  ii.  1, 2. 22. 

And  ye  know  that  he  was  mani- 
fested to  take  away  our  sins,  and  in 
him  is  no  sin,  &c.  For  this  purpose 
the  Son  of  God  was  manifested  that 
he  might  destroy  the  works  of  the 
devil. — 1  John  iii.  5.  8. 

God  sent  his  only  begotten  Son 
into  the  world,  that  we  might  live 
through  him,  6cc.  We,  &c.  testify 
that  the  Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  the 
Saviour  of  the  world.

Noman  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven, 
but  he  who  came  down  from  heaven, 
even  the  Son  of  man  which  is  in  hea* 
ven,  &c.

Thou  art  worthy 
to  take  the  book,  and  to  open  it,  &c. 
Worthy  is  the  Lamb  which  was  slain, 
to  receive  power,  and  riches,  and 
wisdom,  and  strength, and  honour,  and 
glory,  and  blessing,  &c.  Blessin^^ 
and  honour,  atvd  ?^Vorj ,  wvdi  ^^ct Xs^ 
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unto  him  wbo  sitteth  upon  the  throne, 
and  unto  the  Lamh  for  ever,  &c.  The 
elders  fell  down  and  worshipped  him 
who  liveth  for  ever. — Rev.  v.  6.  9.

And  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  the 
great  men,  &c.  said  to  the  mountains,

Fourthly,  In  his  Nature. 

He  shall  feed  his  flock,  like  a  shep- 
herd :  he  shall  gather  the  lambs  with 
his  arms,  and  carry  them  in  his  bosom; 
and  shall  gently  lead  those  that  are 
with  young,  (or  give  suck.) — Isa.  xl. 

He  shall  not  cry,  nor  lift  up,  nor 
cause  his  voice  to  be  heard  m  the 
street.  A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not 
break,  and  the  smoking(or  daily  burn- 
ing) flax  shall  he  not  quench. — Isa. 
xlii.  2,  3 ;  Matt.  xii.  18—20. 

I  gave  my  back  to  the  smiters,  and 
my  cheeks  to  them  that  plucked  ofl* 
the  hair :  I  hid  not  my  face  from 
shame  and  spitting. — Isa.  1. 6 ;  Matt, 
xxvi.  67. 

He  was  oppressed,  &c.  he  opened 
not  his  mouth.  He  is  brought  as  a 
lamb  to  the  slaughter :  and  as  a  sheep 
before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  he 
openeth  not  his  mouth,  &c.  He  had 
done  no  violence,  neither  was  any 
deceit  in  his  mouth. — Isa.  liii.  7.  9 ; 
Mai.  ii.  6. 

Thy  king  cometh  unto  thee ;  he  is 
just,  &c. — ^lowly,  and  riding  upon  an 
aas. — Zech.  ix.  9. 


The  Sun  of  righteousness  shall 
arise,  with  healing  in  his  wings. — 
Mai.  iv.  2. 

Jesus  sat  at  meat,  &c.  many  Pub« 
licans  and  sinners  came,  &c.  The 
Pharisees  said.  Why  eateth  your 
Master  with  Publicans  and  sinners  ? 
&c.  Jesus  said  unto  them.  They  who 
are  whole  need  not  a  physician ;  bat 
they  that  are  sick.  But  go  ye  and 
learn  what  that  meaneth,  I  will  haye 
mercy  and  not  sacrifice ;  for  I  am  not 
come  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sinners 
to  repentance,  &c.  When  he  saw  the 
multitudes,  he  was  moved  with  com- 
passion on  them,  because  they  tlunted, 
(or  were  tired,)  and  were  scattered 
abroad,  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd, 
&c.  He  healed  their  sick,  &c.  would 
not  send  them  away  fasting,  &;c. — 
Matt.  ix.  10—13.  36;  xiv.  14,  15; 
XV.  32;  XX.  34 ;  John  iv.  31,  &c. 

Learn  of  me,  for  I  am  meek,  and 
lowly  in  heart. — Matt.  xi.  29. 

When  Peter  was  sinking,  and  cried 
out.  Lord,  save  me,  &c.  immediately 
Jesus  stretched  forth  his  hand,  ana 
caught  him,  and  said  unto  him,  &c. 
Whereforedidst,&c.— Matt.xiv.30,31. 

O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  thou  who 
killest  the  prophets,  &c.  How  often 
would  I  have  gathered  thy  children 
together,  even  as  a  hen  gathereth  her 
chickens  under  her  wings,  and  ye 
would  not  ? — Matt,  xxiii.  37. 

Christ  excused  his  disciples  when 
they  slept,  &c.  He  said,  The  spirit 
indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesn  is 
weak. — Matt.  xxvi.  41. 

The  Son  of  man  is  not  come  to  de- 
stroy men's  lives,  but  to  save  them. — 
Luke  ix.  56. 

The  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek 
and  to  save  that  which  was  lost,  &c. 
When  he  came  near  the  city,  he  wept 
over  it,  saying.  If  thou  hadst  known, 
even  thou,  at  least  in  this  thy  day, 
the  things  which  belong  unto  thy 
peace,  &c. — Luke  xix.  10.  41,  42; 
Mark  iii.  5. 

Jesus  said.  Father,  forgive  them ; 
for  they  know  not  what  they  do.— - 
Luke  xxiii.  34. 
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And  the  Word  was  made  flesh, 
&;c  fiiU  of  grace  and  truth. — John 
L14. 

When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her 
weeping,  &c.  he  groaned  in  the  spirit, 
and  was  troubled,  &c.  Jesus  wept. 
Then  said  the  Jews,  Behold,  how  he 
lored  him!— John  xi.  33.  35,  36; 
Lake  vii.  12 — 14. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled :  ye 
bdieye  in  Crod,  &c.  Peace  I  leave 
with  you  :  my  peace  I  give  unto  you, 
kc*  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled, 
neither  let  it  be  afraid. — John  xiv.  1. 
27;  Matt  xiv.  27. 

I  have  yet  many  things  to  say  unto 
vou,  but  ye  cannot  bear  them  now : 
howbeit,  &c. — John  xvi.  12, 13. 

When  Mary  sought  JesuSy  weeping, 
ks  appeared  to  her^  to  comfort  her, 
^.  He  sliewed  himself  also  to  his 
disciples,  his  hands  and  side;  and 
the  second  time  to  Thomas,  when  he 
would  not  believe  the  report  of  the 
r«l.— John  XX.  11. 14— la  19.  25. 
27. 

Christ  gave  charge  three  times  to 
JPHeTf  that  if  he  laved  him,  he  should 
feed  his  lambs,  and  his  sheep. — John 
wJ.  15—17. 

Ye  denied  the  Holy  One  and  the 
Just. — Acts  iii.  14. 

I  obtained  mercy,  for  this  cause, 
diat  in  me  first  Jesus  Christ  might 
shew  forth  all  longsuffiering,   for   a 

Cttem  to  them  who  should  hereafter 
lieve  on  him. — 1  Tim.  i.  16. 

In  that  he  himself  hath  suffered, 
being  tempted,  he  is  able  to  succour 
them  who  are  tempted. — Heb.  ii.  18; 
iv.  15. 

Who  is  holy,  harmless,  undefiled. 
Ice— Heb.  vii.  26. 

Christ,  as  of  a  lamb  without  ble- 
mish, and  without  spot — 1  Pet.  i.  19. 

Hereby  perceive  we  the  love  of 
Grod,  because  he  laid  down  his  life 
for  us,  &c.

CHAPTER  VI. 

Horn  Christ  wrought  this  Salvation 
for  Sinners,  and  what  he  was  made 
and  is;  wliat  he  undertook^  and 
did  in  order  to  do  it. 

Sect.  1. — He  is  Mediator. 

There  is  one  God,  and  one  Mediator 
between  God  and  men,  the  man  Christ 
Jesus. — 1  Tim.  ii.  5. 

By  so  much  was  Jesus  made  a 
surety  of  a  better  testament. — Heb. 
vii.  22. 

He  is  the  Mediator  of  a  better  co- 
venant, which  was  established  upon 
better  promises. — Heb.  viii.  6. 

Ana  for  this  cause  he  is  the  Medi- 
ator of  the  new  testament,  that,  &c — 
Heb.  ix.  15. 

And  to  Jesus,  the  Mediator  of  the 
new  covenant,  (or  testament.) — Hek 
xii.  24. 

Sect.  2. — He  took  upon  him  the  Na- 
ture of  Man,  a  Body  of  Flesh,  and 
humbled  himself 

Gon  said  to  the  serpent,  &c.  I  will 
put  enmity  between  thee  and  the 
woman,  and  between  thy  seed  and 
her  seed;  it  shall  bruise  thy  head, 
and  thou  shalt  bruise  his  heel. — Gen. 
iii.  14,  15. 

Behold  a  virgin  shall  conceive  and 
bear  a  Son,  and  shall  call  his  name 
Imraanuel. — Isa.  vii.  14 ;  ix.  6. 

And  there  shall  come  forth  a  rod 
out  of  the  stem  of  Jesse,  and  a  branch 
shall  grow  out  of  his  roots ;  and  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  shall  rest  upon  him, 
&c. — Isa.  xi.  1,  2 ;   Acts  xiii.  22,  23. 

His  visage  was  so  marred,  more 
than  any  man,  and  his  form  more 
than  the  sons  of  men. — Isa.  Iii.  14. 

He  hath  no  form  nor  comeliness; 
and  when  we  shall  see  him,  there  is 
no  beauty  that  we  should  desire  him. 
He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men, 
a  man  of  sorrows,  &c.  We  hid,  as  it 
were,  oar  faces  from  him;  he  was 
despised,  and  we  esteemed  him  not — 
Isa.  liii.  2,  3. 

The  Lord  haJii  cteote^  %  t^^  ^tq!^ 
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in  the  earth :  a  woman  shall  compass 
a  man. — JiBr.  xxxi.  22. 

They  shall  smite  the  judge  of  Is- 
rael with  a  rod  upon  the  cheek. — 
Micah  Y.  1. 

The  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on 
this  wise,  &c.  Mary  was  found  with 
child  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  &c.  She 
had  brought  fortn  her  firstborn  son, 
and  he  called  hb  name  Jesus. — Matt 
i.  18.  20.  23.  25. 

Thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb, 
and  bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt  call 
his  name  J  esus.  That  holy  thing  which 
shall  be  born  of  thee  shall  be  called 
the  Son  of  God. — Luke  i.  31.  35. 

He  was  tempted  of  the  devil. — 
Matt.  iv.  1 — ^9. 

And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  The 
foxes  have  holes,  and  the  birds  of  the 
air  have  nests :  but  the  Son  of  man 
hath  not  where  to  lay  his  head. — 
Matt.  viii.  20. 

Is  not  this  the  carpenter's  son  ?  Is 
not  his  mother  called  Mary  ?  and  his 
brethren  James  ?  &c.  And  they  were 
offended  in  him. — Matt.  xiii.  55 — 57. 

The  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be 
ministered  unto,  but  to  minister. — 
Matt.  XX.  28. 

He  rode  upon  an  om  into  the  city 
of  Jerusalem, — Matt.  xxi.  2.  4.  7. 

She  brought  forth  her  firstborn 
son,  and  wrapped  him  in  swaddling 
clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger, 
because  there  was  no  room  for  them 
in  the  inn,  &c.  He  went  down  with 
them,  &c.  and  was  subject  unto  them : 
But  his  mother  kept,  &c. — Luke  ii. 
6,  7.  51. 

And  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and 
dwelt  among  us. — John  i.  14. 

Jesus  therefore  being  wearied  with 
his  journey,  sat  thus  on  the  well. — 
John  iv.  6. 

The  bread  that  I  will  give,  is  my 
flesh,  which  I  will  give  for  the  life  of 
the  world. — John  vi.  51. 

The  high  priest  prophesied  that 
Jems  should  die^  ^c,  and  gather  the 
dispersed  sons  of  God  into  one, — 
John  xi.  49,  &c. 

David^  &c.  knowing  that  God  had 


sworn  with  an  oath  to  him,  that  of 
the  fruit  of  his  loins,  according  to  the 
flesh,  he  would  raise  up  Christ,  &c. — 
Acts  ii.  29,  30. 

Concerning  his  Son  Jesus  Christ, 
our  Lord,  who  was  made  of  the  seed 
of  David,  according  to  the  flesh. — 
Rom.  i.  3;  2  Tim.  ii.  8;  Rev.  xxiL  16. 

God,  sending  his  own  Son  in  the 
likeness  of  sinful  flesh. — Rom.  viii.  3. 

Of  whom,  as  concerning  the  flesh, 
Christ  came. — Rom.  ix.  5. 

Ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ;  that  though  he  was 
rich,  yet  ibr  your  sakes  ne  became 
poor,  &c. — 2  Cor.  viii.  9. 

Though  he  was  crucified  through 
weakness,  yet  he  liveth. — ^2  Cor.  xiiL  4. 

God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made  of  a 
woman,made  under  the  law.— Ghd.iT.4. 

But  madehimself  of  no  reputation, 
and  took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  ser- 
vant, and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of 
men ;  and  being  found  in  fashion  as 
a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  and  be- 
came obedient,  &c. — Phil.  ii.  7,  8. 

Hath  he  reconciled,  in  the  body  of 
his  flesh,  through  death,  &c. — CoL  i. 
2f ,  22. 

Great  is  the  mystery  of  godliness : 
God  was  manifest  in  the  flesh. — 1 
Tim.  iii.  16. 

Jesus,  who  was  made  a  little  lower 
than  the  angels,  for  the  suffering  of 
death,  &c.  He  who  sanctifleth,  and 
they  who  are  sanctified,  are  all  of  one : 
for  which  cause  he  is  not  ashamed  to 
call  them  brethren,  &c.  As  the  chil- 
dren are  partakers  of  flesh  and  blood, 
he  also  himself  likewise  took  part  of 
the  same,  that  through  death,  &c. 
Verily,  he  took  not  on  nim  the  nature 
of  angels,  but  he  took  on  him  the  seed 
of  Abraham ;  wherefore,  in  all  things 
it  behoved  him  to  be  made  like  unto 
his  brethren.— Heb.  ii.9. 11. 14. 16, 17. 

Who,  in  the  days  of  his  flesh,  when 
he  had  offered  up  prayers,  &c.  Though 
he  were  a  Son,  yet  learned  he  obe- 
dience, &c. — Heb.  V.  7,  8. 

Sacrifice,  &c.  thou  wouldest  not, 
but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared  me, 
kc.   A  new  and  living  way,  which  he 
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hath  consecrated  (or  made)  for  us, 
through  the  veil,  that  is  to  say,  his 
flesh.— Heb.  x.  5.  20 ;  Ps.  xl.  6,  7. 

Every  spirit  that  confesseth  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh,  is 
of  God ;  and  every  spirit  which  con- 
fesseth not  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come 
in  the  flesh,  is  not  of  God. — I  John 
iv.  2,  8. 

Many  deceivers  are  entered  into 
the  world,  who  confess  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh. — 2  John  7. 

Sect.  3. — He  is  made  an  High  Priest. 

Akd  I  will  raise  me  up  a  faithful 
priest,  who  shall  do  according  to  that 
which  is  in  mine  heart,  and  in  my 
mind:  and  I  will  build  him  a  sure 
house,  and  he  shall  walk  before  mine 
anointed  for  ever. — 1  Sam.  ii.  95. 

The  Lord  hath  sworn,  and  will  not 
rep^t,  Thou  art  a  Priest  for  ever, 
after  the  order  of  Melchisedec. — Ps. 
ex.  4 ;  Heb.  v.  6,  6. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  David  shall 
never  want  a  man,  &c.  Neither  shall 
the  priests,  the  Levites,  want  a  man 
before  me,  to  ofier,  &c. — Jer.  xxxiii. 
17,  18. 

The  man  whose  name  is  the  Branch, 
&c.  he  shall  be  a  Priest  upon  his 
throne ;  and,  &c. — Zech.  vi.  12, 13. 

It  behoved  him  in  all  things  to  be 
made  like  his  brethren,  that  he  might 
be  a  merciful  and  faithful  High  Pnest 
in  things  pertaining  to  God,  to  make 
reeonciuation  for  sins :  for  in  that  he 
himself  hath  suffered,  being  tempted, 
he  is  able  to  succour  them  who  are 
tempted. — Heb.  ii.  17,  18 ;  Luke  iv. 
1—12. 

Consider  the  Apostle  and  High 
Priest  of  our  profession,  Christ  Jesus, 
who  was  faithful  to  him  that  ap- 
pointed him ;  as  also  Moses,  &c. — 
Heb.  iii.  1, 2. 

Seeing  then  that  we  have  a  great 
High  Priest,  who  is  passed  into  the 
heavens,  Jesus  the  Son  of  God ;  let 
us  hold  fast,  &c.  For  we  have  not  an 
High  Priest,  which  cannot  be  touched 
with  the  feeUngof  our  infirmities:  but 
was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as  we 


are,  yet  without  sin. — Heb.  iv.  14, 15; 
V.  2. 

For  every  high  priest  taken  from 
among  men  is  ordained  for  men  in 
things  pertaining  unto  God,  that  he 
may  offer,  &c.  Who  can  have  com- 
passion on  (or  can  reasonably  bear 
with)  the  ienorant,  and  on  them  who 
are  out  of  tne  way,  &c.  And  no  man 
taketh  this  honour  to  himself,  but  he 
that  is  called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron. 
So  also  Christ  glorified  not  himself  to 
be  made  an  High  Priest :  but  he  who 
said  unto  him.  Thou  art  my  Son,  &c. 
Thou  art  a  Priest,  &c. — Heb.  v.  1 — 6. 

Hope,  which  we  have  as  an  anchor 
of  the  soul,  both  sure  and  stedfast, 
and  which  entereth  within  the  veil; 
whither  the  forerunner  is  for  us  en- 
tered; even  Jesus,  made  an  High 
Priest  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Mel- 
chisedec.— Heb.  vi.  19, 20. 

For  this  Melchisedec,  king  of  Sa- 
lem, priest  of  the  most  high  Crod,  &c. 
having  neither  beginning  of  days,  nor 
end  of  life ;  but  made  like  unto  the 
Son  of  God,  abideth  a  priest  conti- 
nually. After  the  similitude  of  Mel- 
chisedec there  ariseth  another  Priest, 
who  is  made,  not  after  the  law  of  a 
carnal  commandment,  but  after  the 
power  of  an  endless  life  :  for  he  testi- 
fieth.  Thou  art  a  Priest  for  ever  after 
the  order  of  Melchisedec.  Not  with- 
out an  oath,  for  those  were  made 
without  an  oath,  but  this  with  an  oath, 
by  him  who  said  unto  him,  The  Lord 
sware  and  will  not  repent.  Thou  art  a 
Priest,  &c.  And  they  truly  were  many 
priests  because  they  were  not  suffered 
to  continue,  by  reason  of  death ;  but 
this  man,  because  he  eontinueth  for 
ever,  hath  an  unchangeable  priest- 
hood, (or  which  passeth  not  from  one 
to  another,)  wherefore  he  is  able  to 
save  them  to  the  uttermost,  (or  for 
evermore,)  who  come  unto  God  by 
him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make 
intercession  for  them.  For  such  an 
High  Priest  became  us,  who  is  holy, 
dec.  who  ncedeth  not  daily,  as  those 
high  priests,  to  offer,  &c.  for  this  he 
did  once,  when  V\e  oSet^^  M^Vvcsv'e*^. 
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For  the  law  maketh  men  )iigh  priests 
which  have  infirmity;  but  the  word 
of  the  oathy  which  was  since  the  law, 
maketh  the  Son  who  is  consecrated 
(or  perfected)  for  evermore. — Heb. 
viL  1.  3.  L5--17.  20, 21.  2*— 28. 

Now  of  the  things  which  we  have 
spoken,  this  is  the  sum :  we  have  such 
an  High  Priest,  who  is  set  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  throne  of  the  Ma- 
jesty in  the  heavens.  A  minister  of 
the  sanctuary  (or  holy  things)  which 
the  Lord  pitched,  and  not  man.  For 
every  high  priest  is  ordained  to  offer 
gifts  and  sacrifices,  wherefore  it  is 
of  necessity  that  this  man  should  have 
somewhat  also  to  offer. — Heb.  yiii. 
1—3. 

But  Christ  being  come  an  High 
Priest  of  eood  things  to  come  by  a 
ereater  and  more  perfect  tabernacle, 
«c. — Heb.  ix.  11. 

Sect.  4. — He  offered  hinuelf  as  a 
Sacrifice  to  Gvd,  mjifferedfor  the 
Sins  of  Mankind,  and  so  made 
Peace  through  the  shedding  of  his 
onm  Bloody  by  which  he  entered 
into  t/ie  Holiest  for  us, 

I  AM  a  worm,  and  no  man;  a  reproach 
of  men,  and  despised  of  the  people.  All 
they  that  see  me,  laugh  me  to  scorn, 
ice.  and  shake  the  head,  saying,  He 
trusted  on  the  Lord,  that  he  would 
deliver  him  :  let  him  deliver  him,  see- 
ing he  delighted  in  him,  &c.  The  as- 
sembly of  the  wicked  have  inclosed 
me ;  they  pierced  my  hands  and  my 
feet,&c.  they  part  my  garments  among 
them,  and  cast  lots  upon  my  vesture. 
— Ps.  xxii.  6—8. 16. 18 ;  Matt,  xxvii. 
3^—43 ;  Ps.  cix.  25. 

False  witnesses  are  risen  up  against 
me,  and  such  as  breathe  out  cruelty. 
— Ps.  xxvii.  12;  Matt  xxvi.  60,61. 

For  thy  sake  1  have  borne  reproach, 
shame  hath  covered  my  face:  I  am 
become  a  stranger  unto  my  brethren, 
an  alien  unto  my  mother's  children : 
for  the  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  eaten 
me  up ;  and  the  reproaches  of  them 
that  reproach  thee,  are  fallen  upon 
Joe,  Sec,    Heproach  hath  broken  my 


heart,  and  I  am  fall  of  heayiness,  &c. 
They  gave  me  also  gall  for  my  meat, 
and  in  my  tliirst  they  gave  me  vinegar 
to  drink.  —  Ps.  Ixix.  7—8.  20,  21  j 
Matt,  xxvii.  34. 

Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of 
thy  right  hand,  upon  the  Son  of  man, 
&c. — Fs,  Ixxx.  17. 

I  gave  my  back  to  the  smit^rs,  and 
my  cheeks  to  them  that  pluck^  off 
the  hair :  I  hid  not  my  face  from  shame 
and  spitting. — Isa.  1.  6 ;  Matt.  xxvi. 
67,  68 ;  Job  xvi.  10. 

He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men, 
a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted  with 
grief,  &c.  Surely  he  hath  borne  our 
griefs,  and  carried  our  sorrows:  yet 
we  did  esteem  him  stricken,  smitten  of 
God,  and  afflicted :  he  was  wounded 
for  our  transgressions;  he  was  bruised 
for  our  iniquities,  the  chastisement  of 
our  peace  was  upon  him,  and  with  his 
stripes  (or  bruises)  we  are  healed, 
&c.  We  have  turned  every  one  to 
his  own  way,  and  the  Lord  hath  laid 
on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all,  (or  he 
hath  made  the  iniquity  of  us  all  to 
meet  upon  him.)  He  was  oppressed, 
he  was  afflicted,  &c.  he  was  taken 
from  prison,  and  from  judgment,  &c. 
he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the 
living,  for  the  transgression  of  my 
people  was  he  stricken,  (or  was  a 
stroke  upon  him.)  He  made  his  grave 
with  the  wicked,  ice.  It  pleased  the 
Lord  to  bruise  him ;  he  hath  put  him 
to  ericf :  when  thou  shalt  make  bis 
soul  an  offering  (or  when  his  soul  shall 
make  an  offering)  for  sin,  &c.  He 
shall  bear  their  iniquities,  ice.  He 
hath  poured  out  his  soul  unto  death ; 
and  he  was  numbered  with  the  trans- 
gressors ;  and  he  bare  the  sin  of  many, 
and  made  intercession  for  the  trans- 
gressors.— Isa.  liii.  3 — 12 ;  Ps.  cxvi. 
3 ;  Luke  xxii.  37 ;  Matt,  xxvii.  38. 

Who  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom, 
with  dyed  garments  from  Bozrah?  &:c 
Wherefore  art  thou  red  in  thine  ap- 
parel ?  &c.  I  have  trodden  the  wine- 
press alone,  and  of  the  peo|p1e  there 
was  none  with  me. — Isa.  bdii.  1 — 3; 
Gen.  xlix.  IL 
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Shall  Messiah  be  cat  off,  but  not 
for  himself,  &c.  aod  he  shall  confirm 
the  covenaot  with  many,  &c.  He 
shall  cause  the  sacrifice  and  oblation 
to  cease. — Dan.  ix.  26, 27. 

By  the  blood  of  thy  covenant  (or 
whose  covenant  is  by  blood)  I  have 
sent  forth  thy  prisoners. — Zech.  ix.  11. 

What  are  these  wounds  in  thine 
hands?  then  he  shall  answer.  Those 
with  which  I  was  wounded  in  the 
house  of  my  friends.  Awake,  O  sword, 
against  my  shepherd,  and  against  the 
man  that  is  my  fellow,  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts :  smite  the  shepherd,  &c. — 
Zech.  xiii.  6,  7 ;    Matt.  xxvi.  31.  47 


From  that  time  forth  began  Jesus 
to  shew,  kc,  how  that  he  must  suffer 
many  things  of  the  elders,  &c.  and  be 
killed,  &c.  When  Peter  had  said,  Be 
it  &r  from  thee.  Lord;  he  turned,  and 
said  nnto  Peter,  Get  thee  behind  me, 
Satan,  &c.  thou  savourest  not  the 
things  that  be  of  God,  &c. — Matt, 
xvi.  21—23 ;  Luke  xvii.  25. 

Likewise  also  shall  the  Son  of  man 
suffer  of  them,  kc.  the  Son  of  man 
shall  be  betrayed  into  the  hands  of 
men,  and  they  shall  kill  him. — Matt, 
xvii.  12. 22, 23 ;  Acts  iii.  13. 15. 

The  Son  of  man  shall  be  betrayed 
unto  the  chief  priests,  kc.  and  they 
shall  condemn  him  to  death,  and  shall 
deliver  him  to  the  Gentiles  to  mock, 
and  to  scourge,  and  to  crucify  him. — 
Matt  XX.  17 — 19 ;  Luke  xviii.  31 — 
S3 :  Acts  X.  39. 

The  chief  priests,  kc.  assembled 
and  consulted  that  they  might  take 
Jesus  by  subtilty  and  kill  him.  Jesus, 
kc.  began  to  be  sorrowful  and  very 
heavy :  then  saith  he  unto  them.  My 
soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful  even  unto 
death,^.  Put  up  thy  sword;  thinkest 
thou  that  I  cannot  now  pray  to  my  Fa- 
ther, and  he  shall  presently  give  me 
more  than  twelve  legions  of  angels  ? 
But  how  then  shall  the  scripture  be 
fulfilled,  that  thus  it  must  be  ?  They 
spit  in  his  &ce,  and  buffeted  him. — 
Matt  xxvi.  3,  4.  37,  38.  52--54.  67; 
John  xii.  27;  Mark  xiv.  33,  34. 


The  soldiers  mocked  him,  they  spit 
upon  him,  and  smote  him  on  the  head, 
kc.  They  gave  him  vinegar  to  drink, 
mingled  with  gall,  kc.  they  crucified 
him  between  two  thieves,  kc.  they 
parted  his  garments,  &c.  He  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  saying.  My  God  ! 
my  God  I  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me? 
&c.  Jesus,  when  he  had  cried  again 
with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up  the  ghost. 
—Malt,  xxvii.  27—30. 34,35. 46. 50  j 
John  xix.  23,  kc. ;  Ps.  Ixix.  21. 

The  Son  of  man  came  to  give  his 
life  a  ransom  for  many. — Mark  x.  45. 

I  have  a  baptism  to  be  baptized 
with ;  and  how  am  I  straitened  till  it 
be  accomplished ! — Luke  xii.  50. 

And  being  in  an  a^ony,  he  prayed 
more  earnestly ;  and  his  sweat  was  as 
it  were  great  drops  of  blood,  falling 
down  to  the  ground. — Luke  xxii.  44. 

Ought  not  Christ  to  have  suffered 
these  things  ?  Thus  it  is  written,  and 
thus  it  behoveth  Christ  to  suffer. — 
Luke  xxiv.  26.  46. 

My  flesh,  which  I  will  ^ive  for  the 
life  of  the  world. — John  vi.  51. 

I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep, 
&c.  I  lay  down  my  life,  that  I  may 
take  it  again,  kc.  no  man  taketh  it 
from  me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself, 
&c. — John  X.  15. 17, 18. 

It  is  expedient  for  us,  that  one  man 
should  die  for  the  people,  kc.  He 
prophesied  that  Jesus  should  die  for 
that  nation ;  and  not  for  that  nation 
only,  but,  &c. — John  xi.  50 — 52. 

Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this, 
That  a  man  lay  down  his  life  for  his 
friends. — John  xv.  13. 

The  cup  which  my  Father  hath 
given  me,  shall  I  not  drink  ? — John 
xviii.  11. 

Those  things  which  God  before  had 
shewed  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  pro- 
phets, that  Christ  should  suffer,  he 
hath  so  fulfilled. — Acts  iii.  18 ;  x.  38, 
39 ;  xiii.  29 ;  Gal.  iii.  13. 

The  church  of  God,  which  he  hath 
purchased  with  his  own  blood. — Acts 
XX.  28. 

Jesus  Christ  whom  God  hath  set 
forth  to  be  a  pTO^v\S».\Xou  %^t  i«^^ 
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through  faith  in  his  blood. — Rom.  iii. 
24,25. 

Jesus,  who  was  delivered  for  our 
offences. — Rom.  iy.  24,  25. 

Christ  died  for  the  ungodly,  &c. 
While  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ 
died  for  us,  &c.  We  were  reconciled 
to  Ood  bj  the  death  of  his  Son. — 
Rom.  V.  6.  8. 10 ;  1  Thess.  v.  10. 

God,  sending  his  Son,  &c.  and  for 
sin  (or  by  a  sacrifice  for  sins)  con- 
demned sin  in  the  fiesh,  &c.  Who  is 
he  that  condemneth?  It  is  Christ 
that  died. — Rom.  viii.  3.  34. 

We  preach  Christ  crucified  :  unto 
the  Jews  a  stumbling  block,  &c. — 
1  Cor.  i.  23 ;  ii.  2. 

Christ,  our  Passover,  is  sacrificed 
for  us. — 1  Cor.  v.  7. 

Ye  are  bought  with  a  price. — 1  Cor. 
vi.  20. 

Christ  died  for  our  sins,  according 
to  the  scriptures. — 1  Cor.  xv.  3. 

He  hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us, 
who  knew  no  sin. — 2  Cor.  v.  21. 

Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  himself  for 
our  sins,  &c. — Gal.  i.  3,  4. 

The  Son  of  God,  &c.  who  gave 
himself  for  me. — Gal.  ii.  20. 

Christ  hath  loved  us,  and  hath  given 
himself  for  us,  an  offering  and  a  sacri- 
fice to  God,  for  a  sweet  smelling  sa- 
vour, kc,  Christ  loved  the  church,  and 
gave  himself  for  it. — Eph.  v.  2.  25. 

He  became  obedient  unto  death, 
even  the  death  of  the  cross. — Phil, 
ii.  8  ;  Heb.  xii.  2,  3. 

We  have  redemption  through  his 
blood,  &c.  having  made  peace  through 
the  blood  of  his  cross,  &c.  hath  he 
reconciled  in  the  body  of  his  flesh 
through  death.— Col.  i.  14.  20—22. 

The  man  Jesus  Christ,  who  gave 
himself  a  ransom  for  all,  &c. — 1  Tim. 
ii.  5,  6. 

His  Son,  who,  &c.  when  he  had  by 
himself  purged  our  sins,  &c. — Heb. 
i.  2, 3. 

Jesus  made,  &c.  for  the  suffering 
of  death,  &c.  that  he,  by  the  grace 
of  God,  should  taste  death  for  every 
man :  for  it  became  him,  &c.  to  make 
/Ae  captain  of  their  salvation  perfect 


through  suffering,  &c.  that  tbrongh 
death  he  might  destroy  him  that  had 
the  power  of  death ;  that  is,  the  devil. 
—Heb.  ii.  9,  10. 14. 

Though  he  were  a  Son,  yet  learned 
he  obedience  by  the  things  which  he 
suffered. — Heb.  v.  8. 

Who  needed  not  daily,  as  those 
high  priests,  to  offer  up  sacrifice,  &c. 
for  this  he  did  once,  when  he  offered 
up  himself. — Heb.  vii.  27 ;  x.  26. 

Christ,  being  come,  &c.  by  his  own 
blood  he  entered  in  once  into  the 
holy  place,  &c.  How  much  more 
shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who,  through 
the  eternal  Spirit,  offered  himself 
without  spot  to  God,  purge  your  con- 
science ?  &;c.  that  by  means  of  death, 
for  the  redemption  of  the  transgres- 
sions, &c.  Where  a  testament  is,  there 
must  also  of  necessity  be  the  death 
of  the  testator.  Neither  the  first  tes- 
tament was  dedicated  without  blood. 
And  without  shedding  of  blood,  is  no 
remission.  Nor  yet  that  he  should 
offer  himself  often,  &c.  But  now 
once  in  the  end  of  the  world,  hath  he 
appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the  sacri- 
fice of  himself.  Christ  was  once  of- 
fered, to  bear  the  sins  of  many,  &c. — 
Heb.  ix.  11, 12.  14—16.  18.  22.  25, 
26. 28 ;  Lev.  xvi.  14,  &c. 

We  are  sanctified  through  the  of- 
fering of  the  body  of  Christ  once  for 
all,  &;c.  This  man,  after  he  had  of- 
fered one  sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever 
sat  down,  &c.  For  by  one  offering 
he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  who 
are  sanctified,  &c.  To  the  blood  of 
sprinkling,  which  speaketh  better 
things  than  that  of  Abel. — Heb.  x. 
10.12.14;  xii.  24. 

Jesus,  also,  that  he  might  sanctify 
the  people  with  his  own  blood, suffered 
without  the  gate. — Heb.  xiii.  13. 

The  Spirit  of  Christ,  &;c.  when  it 
testified  beforehand  the  sufferings  of 
Christ.  Ye  were  not  redeemed  with 
silver  and  gold  from  your  vain  con- 
versation received  by,  &c.  but  with 
the  precious  blood  of  Christ — 1  Pet 
i.  11. 18, 19. 

Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leaving 
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as  an  example,  &;c.  who  his  own  self 
bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  (or 
to)  the  tree.— 1  Pet.  ii.  21.  24. 

Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for 
sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  &c.  being 
put  to  death  in  the  flesn,  &c. — 1  Pet. 
ui.  18. 

Forasmuch  then  as  Christ  hath  suf- 
fered for  us  in  the  flesh,  arm  your- 
selves, &o. — 1  Pet.  iv.  1. 

Jesus  Christ  the  righteous,  &c.  he 
is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins;  and 
not  for  ours  only,  &c.  but,  &c. — 1  John 
ii.  1,  2. 

Jesus  Christ  who  gave  himself  a 
ransom  for  all,  &c. — 1  Tim.  ii.  5,  6. 

Hereby  perceive  we  the  love  of 
God,  because  he  laid  down  his  life 
for  us. — 1  John  iii.  16. 

Unto  him  that  loved  us,  and  washed 
ns  from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood. — 
Rev.  i.  5. 

Thou  wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed 
us  to  God  by  thy  blood,  &c. — Rev. 
▼.9. 

The  Lamb  slain  irom  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world. — Rev.  xiii.  8. 

He  treadeth  the  winepress  of  the 
fierceness  and  wrath  of  Almighty 
Gk>d.

Sect.  5. — He  fulfilled  all  Righteous- 
ness of  the  Law;  bare  the  Curse; 
took  army  the  Hand-ivriting  of  Or- 
dinances ;  is  our  Righteousness. 

I  WILL  make  mention  of  thy  righte- 
ousness, even  of  thine  only. — Ps. 
Ixxi.  16. 

In  thy  name  shall  they  rejoice  all 
the  day,  and  in  thy  righteousness  shall 
they  be  exalted. — Ps.  Ixxxix.  16. 

Surely,  shall  one  say.  In  the  Lord 
have  I  righteousness,  &c.  In  the 
Lord  shall  all  the  seed  of  Israel  be 
justified,  and  shall  glory. — Isa.  xlv. 
24,25. 

The  servants  of  the  Lord,  and  their 
righteousness  is  of  me,  saith  the  Lord. 
—Isa.  liv.  17. 

I  will  cause  the  Branch  of  righte- 
ousness to  grow  up  unto  David,  &c. 
aad  this  is  Uie  name  whereby  he  shall 
be  called,  The  Lord  our  biohte- 


ousNEss. — ^Jer.  xxxiii.  15,  16;  xxiii. 
6. 

Seventy  weeks  are  determined,  &c. 
to  make  an  end  of  sins,  &c.  and  to 
bring  in  everlasting  righteousness. — 
Dan.  ix.  24. 

Jesus  came  to  John  to  be  baptized, 
&c.  Jesus  said.  Suffer  it  to  be  so 
now,  for  thus  it  becometh  us  to  fulfil 
all  righteousness. — Matt.  iii.  13.  15. 

Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  de- 
stroy the  law  or  the  prophets ;  I  am 
not  come  to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil. — 
Matt.  V.  17, 18. 

The  Comforter  will  convince  the 
world,  &c.  of  righteousness,  because 
I  go  to  my  Father. — John  xvi.  8. 10. 

1  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel ; 
for  therein  is  the  righteousness  of  God 
revealed. — Rom.  i.  16,  17. 

Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law,  for 
righteousness,  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth. — Rom.  x.  4. 

Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is  made 
unto  us,  &c.  righteousness,  &c. — 1 
Cor.  i.  30,  31. 

He  hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us, 
&c.  that  we  might  be  made  the  righ- 
teousness of  God  in  him. — 2  Cor.  v.  21 . 

Christ  hath  redeemed  us  irom  the 
curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse 
for  us :  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is 
every  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree. —

But  now  in  Christ  Jesus  ye  are 
made  nigh,  &c.  For  he,  &c.  hath 
broken  down  the  middle  wall  of  par- 
tition between  us;  having  abolished 
in  his  flesh  the  enmity,  even  the  law 
of  commandmente  contained  in  ordi- 
nances,  &c. — Eph.  ii.  13 — 15. 

St.  Paul  counted  all  things  but 
dung,  that  he  might  win  Christ,  and 
be  found  in  him,  not  having  his  own 
righteousness,  &c.  but  that  which  is

Blotting  out  the  hand-writing  of 
ordinances  that  was  against  us,  which 
was  contrary  to  us ;  and  took  it  out 
of  the  way,  nailing  it  to  his  ctQ«a* — 
Col.  ii.  14, 
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Sect.  6. — He  sancUfieth  us:  is  our 
Sanctification. 

Iv  that  day  there  shall  be  a  fountain 
opened,  &c.  for  sin,  and  for  unclean- 
ness. — Zech.  xiii.  1. 

Peter  saith  unto  him,  Thou  sbalt 
never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus  answered 
him.  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no 
part  in  me.  Simon  Peter  saith  unto 
him,  Lord,  not  my  feet  only,  but  also 
my  hands  and  my  head.— ^ohn  xiii. 
8,  9. 

And  for  their  sakes  I  sanctify  my- 
self, that  they  also  might  be  sancti- 
fied through  the  truth,  (or  truly  sanc- 
tified.)— John  xvii.  19. 

Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is  made 
unto  us  wisdom,  and  righteousness, 
and  sanctification,  &c. — 1  Cor.  i.  30. 

Ye  are  washed,  ye  are  sanctified, 
&c.  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. — 
1  Cor.  vi.  11. 

Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and 
gave  himself  for  it :  that  he  might 
sanctify  and  cleanse  it,  with  the  wash- 
ing of  water,  by  the  word ;  that  he 
might  present  it  to  himself  a  glorious 
church,  not  having  spot,  or  wrinkle, 
or  any  such  thing :  but  that  he  should 
be  holy,  and  wimout  blemish. — Eph.

— For  by  one  offer- 
ing (or  one  only  oblation)  he  hath 
perfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanc- 
tified, &c.  and  hath  counted  the  blood 
of  the  covenant,  wherewith  he  was 
sanctified,  an  unholy  thing,  &c. —

Jesus  also,  that  he  might  sanctify 
the  people  with  his  own  blood,  suf- 
fered without  the  gate,   &c. — Heb. 
JFJJJ,  22, 
Jesus,  Sec.  that  loved  us,  and  washed 


us  from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood. —

These  are  they  which  came  out  of 
great  tribulation,  and  have  washed 
their  robes,  and  made  them  white  in 
the  blood  of  the  Lamb.

Jesus  said.  He  must  go,  &;c.  and  be 
killed,  and  be  raised  again  the  third 
day.

Tell  the  vision  to  no  man,  until  the 
Son  of  man  be  risen  a^in  from  the 
dead,  &c.  They  shall  kill  him,  and 
the  third  day  he  shall  be  raised  again. 
—Matt.  xvii.  9.  23. 

The  angel  said,  &c.  He  is  not 
here ;  for  he  is  risen,  as  he  said,  &c. 
The  eleven  disciples  saw  him,  they 
worshipped  him. — Matt,  xxviii.  6. 
16, 17  ;  Luke  xxiv.  5,  6. 15.  30,  31. 
38-40.46. 

The  world  seeth  me  no  more,  but 
e  see  me:  because  I  live,  ye  shall 
ive  also. — John  xiv.  19. 

Mary  saw  Jesus  after  he  was  risen ; 
he  saith  unto  her,  Touch  me  not ;  for 
I  am  not  yet  ascended,  &;c. — John  xx. 
14.  16,  17. 

This  is  now  the  third  time  that 
Jesus  shewed  himself,  &c.  after  that 
he  was  risen  from  the  dead. — John 
xxi.  14. 

Whom  God  hath  raised  up,  having 
loosed  the  pains  of  death,  because  it 
was  not  possible  that  he  should  be 
holden  of  it,  &c.  This  Jesus  hath 
God  raised  up,  whereof  we  all  are 
witnesses. — Acts  ii.  24.  31,  32. 

Christ,  whom  ye  crucified,  whom 
Gx>d  raised  firom  the  dead,  &c.  and 
with  great  power  gave  the  apostles 
witness  of  the  resurrection  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. — Acts  iv.  10.  33. 
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The  God  of  oar  fathers  raised  up 
JesQSy  whom  ye  slew,  &c. — Acts  v.  30. 

Whom  they  slew,  and  haneed  on  a 
tree;  him  God  raised  up  the  third 
day,  and  shewed  him  openJy,  &c.  unto 
witnesses  chosen  before  of  God. — 
Acts  X.  39 — 41. 

God  raised  him  from  the  dead,  &c. 
And  as  concerning  that  he  raised  him 
up  from  the  deaoy  now  no  more  to 
return  to  corruption^  he  said  on  this 
wise;  I  will  give  you  the  sure  mercies 
of  Davidy  &c.  He  whom  God  raised 
again,  saw  no  corruption. — Acts  xiii. 
30.  33,  34.  37. 

He  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the 
which  he  will  judge  the  world,  &c.  by 
that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained; 
whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto 
all  men,  m  that  he  hath  raised  him 
from  the  dead. — Acts  xvii.  31. 

The  prophets  and  Moses  did  say, 
kc,  that  Christ  should  suffer,  and  that 
he  should  be  the  first  that  should  rise 
from  the  dead. — ^Acts  xzvi.  22,  23. 

Concerning  his  Son  Jesus  Christ 
oar  Lord,  &c.  declared  to  be  the  Son 
of  Gh>d  with  power,  &c.  by  the  resur- 
rection from  the  d^. — Rom.  i.  3, 4. 

Who  raised  up  Jesus  our  Lord  from 
the  dead ;  who  was  delivered  for  our 
ofiences,  and  was  raised  again  for  our 
justification. — Rom.  iv.  24,  25. 

Knowing  that  Christ,  being  raised 
from  the  dead,  dieth  no  more ;  death 
hath  no  more  dominion  over  him. — 
Som.  yi.  9. 

And  God  hath  both  raised  up  the 
Lord,  and  will  also  raise  up  us  by  his 
own  power. — 1  Cor.  vi.  14. 

I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all 
that  which  I  also  received ;  how  that 
Christ  died,  kc.  That  he  rose  again 
the  third  day,  according  to  the  scrip- 
tores  :  and  that  he  was  seen  of  Cephas, 
&G.  If  Christ  be  not  risen,  then  is 
our  preaching  vain,  and  your  faith  is 
abo  vain,  &c.  ye  are  yet  in  your  sins, 
fcc  Bot  now  IS  Christ  risen  from  the 
dead,  and  become  the  first-fruits  of 
them  that  slept. — ^1  Cor.  xv.  3—5. 
14.  17.  20. 

Though  he  was  crucified  through 


weakness,  yet  he  liveth  by  the  power 
of  God. — 2  Cor.  xiii.  4 ;  Eph.  i.  19, 
20 ;  Rom.  vi.  4. 

And  you,  being  dead,  &:c.  hath  he 
quickened  together  with  him,  &c. 
through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of 
God,  who  hath  raised  him  from  the 
dead.— Col.  ii.  12, 13. 

Wait  for  his  Son  from  heaven, 
whom  he  raised  from  the  dead. — 1 
Thess.  i.  10. 

Great  is  the  mystery  of  godliness : 
God  was  manifest  in  the  flesh,  justified 
in  the  Spirit,  &c. — 1  Tim.  iii.  16. 

Remember  that  Jesus  Christ  of  the 
seed  of  David  was  raised  from  the 
dead,  according  to  my  gospel. — ^2 Tim. 
ii.  8. 

Now  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought 
again  from  the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus, 
&c. — Heb.  xiii.  20. 

Blessed  be  God,  &c.  which  hath 
begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively  hope 
by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus,  &c.  who 
by  him  do  believe  in  God  that  raised 
him  up  from  the  dead,  that  your,  &c. 
— 1  Pet.  i.  3.  21. 

Christ,  &c.  being  ])ut  to  death  in 
the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the  Spirit; 
by  which,  &c.  Not  the  putting  away 
of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  tne  an- 
swer of  a  good  conscience  towards 
God,  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ.— 1  Pet.  iii.  18. 21. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  first-begotten  of 
the  dead. — Rev.  i.  5. 

Sect.  8. — He  ascended  into  Heaven; 
is  our  way  to  the  Father  ;  our  Ad' 
vocate  and  Intercessor  there. 

Thou  hast  ascended  on  high :  thou 
hast  led  captivity  captive,  &c. — Ps. 
Ixviii.  18 ;  Eph.  iv.  8. 

So  then  after  the  Lord  had  spoken 
unto  them,  he  was  received  up  into 
heaven,  and  sat  on  the  ri^ht  hand  of 
God. — Mark  xvi.  19 ;  Luke  xxiv.  51. 

Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired 
to  have  you,  that  he  might  sift  you 
as  wheat ;  but  I  have  prayed  for  thee, 
that  thy  &ith  fail  not. — Luke  xxii. 
31,  32. 

I  am  the  door  *,  \>y  iivfe  \^  wvj  tiwxi 
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enter  in,  he  shall  he  saved,  and  shall 
go  in  and  out  and  find  pasture. — 
John  X.  9. 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way, 
and  the  truth,  and  the  life ;  no  man 
cometh  unto  the  Father,  hut  by  me. — 
John  xiv.  6. 

It  is  expedient  for  you  that  I  go 
away,  &;c.  If  I  depart,  I  will  send 
the  Comforter  unto  you;  and  when 
he  is  come,  he  will  reprove  the  world, 
&c.  of  righteousness,  because  I  go  to 
my  Father,  &c.  I  came  forth  from  the 
Father,  and  am  come  into  the  world : 
again  I  leave  the  world,  and  go  to  the 
Father.— John  xvi.  7,  8. 10.  10.  28. 

Christ  frayz  for  his  at  large. — 
John  xvii ;    Ps.  Ixix.  7 — 10. 

Jesus  said  unto  her.  Touch  me  not, 
for  I  am  not  yet  ascended  to  my  Fa- 
ther :  but  go  to  my  brethren,  and  say 
unto  them,  I  ascend  unto  my  Father, 
and  your  Father;  and  to  my  Grod, 
and  your  God. — John  xx.  17. 

All  that  Jesus  began  both  to  do  and 
teach,  until  the  day  in  which  he  was 
taken  up,  after  that  he  had  given 
commandments  to  the  apostles,  &c. 
To  whom  also  he  shewed  himself 
alive  after  his  passion,  &c.  When  he 
had  spoken  these  things,  while  they 
beheld,  he  was  taken  up,  and  a  cloud 
received  him  out  of  their  sight.  And 
while  they  looked  stedfestly  toward 
heaven  as  he  went  up,  behold,  two 
men,  &c.  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee, 
why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven  ? 
This  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up 
from  you  into  heaven,  shall,  &c. — 
Acts  i.  1—3.  9—11. 

This  Jesus,  &c.  being  by  the  right 
hand  of  God  exalted,  &c.  For  David 
is  not  ascended  into  the  heavens : 
but  he  saith  himself,  The  Lord  said 
unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right 
hand,  &c.  God  hath  made  that  same 
Jesus,  whom  ye  have  crucified,  both 
Lord  and  Christ. — Acts  ii.  32 — 34. 
36. 

Jesus,  &c.  whom  the  heavens  must 
receive  until  the  times  of  restitution, 
&;c. — Acts  iii.  20,  21. 

Behold  (said  Stephen)  I  see  the 


heavens  opened,  and  the  Son  of  man 
standing  on  the  right  hand  of  Gt)d. — 
Acts  vii.  56. 

Reconciled  to  God  by  the  death  of 
his  Son,  much  more,  &c.  we  shall  be 
saved  bv  his  life. — Rom.  v.  10. 

Who  is  he  that  condemneth  ?  It  is 
Christ  that  died,  &c.  who  is  even  at 
the  right  hand  of  God:  who  also 
maketh  intercession  for  us. — Rom. 
viii.  34. 

He  raised  him  from  the  dead,  and 
set  him  at  his  own  right  hand,  in  the 
heavenly  places,  &c. — Eph.  i.  20. 

But  now  in  Christ  Jesus,  ye,  who 
sometimes  were  far  off,  are  made 
nigh,  &c.  Through  him  we  both  have 
access  by  one  Spirit  unto  the  Fa- 
ther :  now,  therefore,  ye  are  no  more 
strangers,  but  fellow-citizens,  &c.  of 
the  household  of  Grod. — Eph.  ii.  13. 
18,  19. 

Jesus,  our  Lord :  in  whom  we  have 
boldness  and  access  with  confidence, 
by  the  faith  of  him. — Eph.  iii.  11, 12; 
Fs.  cxxxviii.  3. 

Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of 
God,  &c.     Do  all  in  the  name  of  the  . 
Lord  Jesus. — Col.  iii.  1.  17 ;   Hcb. 
xiii.  15 ;  1  Pet.  ii.  5. 

God  was  manifest  in  the  flesh,  kc. 
received  up  into  glory. — 1  Tim.  iii. 
16. 

When  he  had  by  himself  purged 
our  sins,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand 
of  the  Majesty  on  high. — Heb.  i.  3; 
xii.  2. 

Seeing  then  that  we  have  a  great 
High  Priest,  that  is  passed  into  the  hea- 
vens, Jesus,  the  Son  of  God,  &c.  Let 
us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the 
throne  of  grace,  &c. — Heb.  iv.  14 — 16. 

Within  the  veil,  whither  the  fore- 
runner is  for  us  entered :  even  Jesus, 
made  an  High  Priest  for  ever. — Heb. 
vi.  19,  20. 

He  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the 
uttermost  (or  for  evermore)  that  come 
unto  God  by  him;  seeing  he  ever 
liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them. 
For  such  an  High  Priest  became  us, 
who  is,  &c.  made  higher  tlian  the 
heavens. — Heb.  vii.  25,  26. 
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We  have  snch  an  High  Priest,  who 
is  set  OD  the  right  hand  of  the  throne 
of  the  Majesty  in  the  lieavens. — Ileb. 
viii.  1. 

But  Christ  being  come  an  High 
Priest  of  good  things  to  come,  by  a 
greater  and  more  perfect  tabernacle, 
not  made  with  hands,  &c.  By  his 
own  blood  he  entered  in  once  into 
the  holy  place,  kc.  For  Christ  is  not 
entered  into  the  holy  places  made 
with  hands,  &c.  but  into  heaven  it- 
self, now  to  appear  in  the  presence 
of  God  for  OS.— Heb.  ix.  11, 12.  24; 
Eph.  iv.  8. 

After  he  had  offered  one  sacrifice, 
&c.  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of 
God,&c.  Having, therefore, brethren, 
boldness  to  enter  into  tlie  holiest  by 
the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and 
living  way,  which  he  had  consecrated 
(or  new  made)  for  us,  kc.  let  us  draw 
near,  &c-— Heb.  x.  12.  19—22. 

Ye  are  come  to  the  heavenly  Jeru- 
salem,  &c.  and  to  Jesus  the  mediator 
of  the  new  covenant,  and  to  the  blood 
of  sprinkling,  which  speaketh  better 
things  than  that  of  Abel. — Heb.  xii. 
22  24 

Christ  hath  once  suffered  for  sins, 
the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  he  might 
bring  us  to  Ood,  &c.  Who  is  gone 
into  heaven,  and  is  on  the  right  hand 
ofGod.— lPet.iii.  18.  22. 

If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advo- 
cate with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the 
righteous. — 1  John  ii.  1. 

Sect.  9. — He  is  made  our  King  and 
Heady  to  encounter  and  conquer  our 
Hnemies,  to  rule  for  usy  and  in  us. 

There  shall  come  a  Star  out  of  Jacob, 
and  a  Sceptre  shall  rise  out  of  Israel. 
— Numb.  xxiv.  17 ;  Gen.  xh'x.  10. 

Yet  have  I  set  my  Kin^  (or  mine 
Anointed)  upon  my  holy  hill  of  Sion. 
I  shall  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine 
inheritance,  &c- — Ps.  ii.  0.  8. 

Thine  arrows  are  sharp  in  the  heart 
of  the  king's  enemies,  whereby  tlie 
people  fall  under  thee.  Thy  throne,  O 
God,  is  for  ever  and  ever ;  the  sceptre 
of  thy  kingdom  is  a  right  sceptre,  kc. 


Therefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath 
anointed  thee  with  the  oil,  kc. — Ps. 
xlv.  5—7 ;  Heb.  i.  8. 

Thou  hast  ascended  on  higb,  thou 
hast  led  captivity  ca])tive,  thou  hast 
received  gifts  for  men. — Ps.  Ixviii.  18; 
Isa.  liii.  12. 

He  shall  judge,  &c.  He  shall  save 
the  children  of  the  needy,  and  shall 
break  in  pieces  the  oppressor. — Ps. 
Ixxii.  2.  4.  12—14. 

Unto  us  a  Son  is  given,  and  the 
government  shall  be  upon  his  shoul- 
(ler,  kc.  Of  the  increase  of  his  go- 
vernment shall  be  no  end ;  upon  the 
throne  of  David,  and  upon  Ins  king- 
dom, to  order  it,  &c. — Isa.  ix.  6,  7; 
xxxii.  1 ;  xi.  1,  &:c. ;  Iv.  4. 

The  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  I  will  raise  unto  David  a  right- 
eous Branch,  and  a  King  shall  reign 
and  prosper,  kc.  in  his  days  shall 
Judah  be  saved,  and  Israel  sliall  dwell 
safely.

Jesus ;  he  shall  be  great,  &c.  And 
the  Lord  shall  give  him  the  throne  of 
his  father  David,  and  he  shall  reign, 
kc.  for  ever ;  and  of  his  kingdom  there 
shall  be  no  end. — Luke  i.  31 — 33. 

When  a  strong  man  armed  kcepeth 
his  palace,  his  goods  are  in  peace : 
but  when  a  stronger  than  he  shall

God  hath  made  that  same  Jesus, 
whom  ye  have  crucified,  both  Lord 
and  Christ.  —  Acts  ii.  36;  Ps.  ex. 
1—3 ;  Luke  xx.  42,  43.     • 

Him  hath  God  exalted  with  his 
right  hand,  to  be  a  Prince,  and  a 
Saviour,  &c. — Acts  v.  31. 

O  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O 
grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  &c. 
Thanks  be  to  God  which  giveth  us 
the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus. 
—1  Cor.  XV.  55 — 57. 

Christ,  &c.  when  he  (God)  set  him 
at  his  own  right  hand  in  the  heavenly 
places,  far  above  all  principality,  and 
power,  and  might,  and  dominion,  &c. 
And  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet, 
and  given  him  to  be  the  head  over  all 
tilings  to  the  church. — Eph.  i.20 — 22. 

Grow  up  in  him  in  all  things,  who 
is  the  head,  even  Christ,  &c. — Eph.

Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church, 
and  Saviour  of  the  body.

He  is  the  head  of  the  body,  th(? 
church,  &c.  that  in  all  things  he  might 
have  the  pre-eminence.

He  blotted  out  the  hand-writing  of 
ordinances  that  was  against  us,  which 
was  contrary  to  us ;  and  took  it  out 
of  the  way,  &c.  and  having  spoiled 
principalities  and  powers,  he  made  a 
show  of  them  openly,  triumphing  over 
them  in  it,  (or  in  himself.) — Col.  ii. 
14,  ]5. 

It  became  him,  &c.  in  bringing 
many  sons  unto  glory,  to  make  the 
Captain  of  their  salvation  perfect,  &c. 
He  also  himself  likewise  took  part  of 
the  same,  that  through  death  he  might 
destroy  him  who  had  the  power  of 
death,  that  is,  the  devil :  and  deliver 
them  \vlio  through  fear  of  death  were 
all  their  lifetime  subject  to  bondage.

These  shall  make  war  with  the 
Lamb,  and  the  Lamb  shall  overcome 
them;  for  he  is  the  Lord  of  lords, 
and  King  of  kings. — Rev.  xvii.  14. 

Sect.  10. — He  is  our  great  Prophet 
and  Sliepherdy  to  teach,  guide,  and 
feed  us. 

The  Lord  thv  God  will  raise  up  unto 
thee  a  prophet  from  the  midst  of 
thee,  of  thy  brethren,  like  unto  me ; 
unto  him  ye  shall  hearken,  &c.  And 
the  Lord  said.  They  have  well  spoken, 
&c.  I  will  raise  them  up  a  prophet, 
kc.  and  I  will  put  my  words  in  his 
mouth,  and  he  shall  speak  unto  them 
all  that  I  shall  command  him  :  and  it 
shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever 
will  not  hearken  unto  my  words  which 
he  shall  speak  in  my  name,  I  will  re* 
quire  it  of  him. — Deut.  xviii.  15—19; 
Acts  iii.  22,  23  ;  vii.  37. 

I  will  declare  thy  name  unto  my 
brethren. — Ps.  xxii.  22. 

I  have  preached  righteousness  in 
the  great  congregation,  &c.  I  have 
declared  thy  faithfulness,  and  thy  sal- 
vation, &c. — Ps.  xl.  9, 10. 

Thou  hast  received  gifls  for  men; 
yea,  for  the  rebellious  also.  —  Ps, 
Ixviii.  18. 

Unto  us  a  Son  is  given,  &c.  his 
name  shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Coun- 
sellor.— Isa.  ix.  6. 

Behold,  the  Lord  God  will  come, 
&c.  He  shall  feed  his  flock  like  a 
shepherd;  he  shall  gather  the  lambs 
with  his  arm,  and  carry  them  in  his 
bosom,  and  shall  gently  lead  those 
that  are  with  young. —  Isa.  xl.  10, 11- 

A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break, 
and  the  smoking  flax  shall  he  not 
quench  :  he  shall  bring  forth  judg- 
ment unto  truth,  kc.  The  isles  shtul 
wait  for  his  law.  I  the  Lord  give 
thee,  &c.  a  light  of  the  Gentiles,  to 
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open  the  blind  eyes,  to  bring  out  the 
prisoners  from  the  prison,  and  them 
that  sit  in  darkness^  out  of  the  prison- 
house. — Isa.  zlii.  dy  4.  6,  7. 

Behold,  I  have  given  him,  kc.  a 
leader,  and  a  commander  unto  the 
people. — Isa.  Iv.  4. 

The  Lord  hath  anointed  me  to 
preach  good  tidinss  to  the  meek,  kc, 
to  bind  up  the  brd^en-hearted,  to  pro- 
claim liberty  to  the  captives,  and  the 
opening  of  the  prison  to  them  that 
are  bound:  to  proclaim  the  accept- 
able year  of  the  Lord,  &c.  To  ap- 
point unto  them  that  mourn  in  Zion, 
to  give  unto  them  beauty  for  ashes, 
the  oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  &c. — 
Isa.  Izi.  1— --3. 

I  will  feed  them  in  a  good  pasture, 
and  they  shall  lie  in  a  good  fold :  and 
in  a  fat  pasture  shall  they  feed  upon 
the  mountains  of  Israel.  I  will  teed 
my  flock,  and  will  cause  them  to  lie 
down,  saith  the  Lord  God;  I  will 
seek  that  which  was  lost,  and  bring 
again  that  which  was  driven  away : 
I  will  bind  up  that  which  was  broken, 
and  will  strengthen  that  which  was 
sick,  &c.  And  I  will  set  up  one  shep- 
herd over  them,  and  he  shall  feed 
them ;  even  my  servant  David,  he 
shall  feed  them,  and  he  shall  be  their 
shepherd. — £zek.  xxxiv.  14 — 10.  23; 
LuKe  xix.  10. 

Out  of  thee  sliall  come  a  governor 
(or  captain)  that  shall  rule  (or  feed) 
my  people. — Matt.  ii.  6. 

All  tilings  are  delivered  unto  me  of 
my  Father :  and  no  man  knoweth  the 
Son,  but  the  Father;  neither  knoweth 
any  man  the  Father,  save  the  Son, 
and  he  to  whomsoever  the  Son  will 
reveal  him,  &c.  Learn  of  me. — Matt. 
xi.27.  29;  Luke  X.  22,  23. 

The  dayspring  from  on  high  hath 
visited  us,  to  give  light  to  them  that 
sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of 
death,  to  guide  our  feet  in  the  way  of 
peace.— Luke  i.  78,  70;  ii.  32. 

I  will  give  you  a  month,  and  wis- 
dom, which  all  your  adversaries  shall 
not  be  able  to  gainsay,  nor  resist. — 
Luke  xxi.  16 ;    Matt.  x.  19,  20. 


Jesus,  beginning  at  Moses  and  all 
the  prophets,  expounded  unto  them 
in  all  the  scriptures  the  things  con- 
cerning himself.  Then  opened  he 
their  understanding,  that  they  might 
understand  the  scriptures.  —  Luke

I  am  the  light  of  the  world :  he 
that  followeth  me,  shall  not  walk  in 
darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light  of 
life,  &c.  If  ye  continue  in  my  word, 
then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed ;  and

I  am  the  good  shepherd  :  the  good 
shepherd  givcth  his  life  for  the  sheep,

To  this  end  was  I  horn,  and  for 
this  cause  came  I  into  the  world,  that 
I  should  bear  witness  unto  the  truth  : 
every  one  that  is  of  tlic  truth  heareth 
my  voice. — John  xviii.  37. 

God,  who,  kc.  spake  in  times  past 
to  the  fathers  by  the  prophets,  hath 
in  these  last  days  spoken  unto  us  by 
his  Son,  &c.  Therefore  we  ought  to 
give  the  more  earnest  heed  to  the 
things  which  we  have  heard,  &c. — 
Heb.  i.  1,  2;  ii.  1. 

Wherefore,  kc.  consider  the  Apo- 
stle and  High  Priest  of  our  profes- 
sion Christ  Jesus,  who  was  faithful 
to  him  that  appointed  him;  as  also 
Moses  was  faithful  in  all  his  house, 
&c.  Christ  as  a  Son  over  his  own 
house ;  whose  house  are  we,  kc. 
Wherefore,  &c.  lo-daj  \^  ^^  nn^\v»x 
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his  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts. — 
Heb.  ill.  1—^.  5—8. 

Our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shep- 
herd of  the  sheep. — Heb.  xiii.  20. 

Ye  were  as  sheep  going  astray; 
but  are  now  returned  unto  the  Shep- 
herd and  Bishop  of  your  souls. — 
1  Pet.  ii.  25. 

Sect.  11. — He  is  our  ALL  in  all 
Things  J  our  Completeness  and  Per- 
fection, 

I  WILL  make  him  my  first-born,  &c.

All  the  promises  of  God  in  hira  are 
Yea,  and  in  him  Amen,  unto  the  glory 
of  God.— 2  Cor.  i.

Chosen 
us  in  him,  &c.  predestinated  us  unto 
the  adoption  of  children  by  Jesus 
Christ,  &c.  he  hath  made  us  accepted 
in  the  beloved,  &c.  that  he  might  ga- 
ther 'together  in  one  all  things  in 
Christ,  both  which  are  in  heaven,  and 
which  are  on  earth,  even  in  him,  &c. 
that  filleth  all  in  all.— Eph.  i.  3—6. 
10.  23. 

Hath  quickened  us  together  with 
Christ,  &:c.  and  hath  raised  us  up  to- 
gether, and  made  us  sit  together  in 
heavenly  places,  in  Christ  Jesus ; 
Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief 
corner-stone,  in  whom  all  the  building, 
fitly  framed  together,  groweth  unto  an 
holy  temple  in  the  Lord,  in  whom  ye 
are  builded  together  for  an  habitation 
of  God,  &c.— Eph.  ii.

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That  the  Gentiles  should  be  fellow- 
heirs,  and  of  tlie  same  body,  and  par- 
takers of  his  promise  in  Christ,  Sec.

Grow  up  into  him  in  all  things, 
who  is  the  bead,  Christ :  from  whom 
the  whole  body  b  fitly  joined  toge- 
ther.— Eph.  iv.

We  are  the  circumcision,  kc.  which 
rejoice  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  have  no 
confidence  in  the  flesh. — Phil.  iii.  3. 
It  pleased  the  Father,  that  in  him 
should  all  fiilness  dwell,  &c.  Christ 
in  (or  among)  you  the  hope  of  glory, 
whom  we  preach,  warning  every  man, 
kc,  that  we  may  present  every  man 
perfect  in  Christ  Jesus. — Col.  i.  19. 
27,28. 

In  him  dwelleth  all  the  fulness  of 
the  Grodhead  bodily;  and  ye  are  com- 
plete in  him,  who  is  the  head,  &c. 
Not  holding  the  head,  from  which 
all  the  body,  by  joints  and  bands, 
having  nourishment  ministered  and 
knit  together,  increaseth  with  the  in- 
crease of  God. — Col.  ii.  9, 10.  19. 

Your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God. 
When  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  &c. 
I^nt  on  the  new  man,  kc.  Where 
there  is  neither  Greek  nor  Jew,  &;c. 
bat  Christ  is  all  in  all,  kc.  And  what- 
soever ye  do,  in  word,  or  deed,  do  all 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  &c. — 
Col.  iii.  3, 4. 10, 11. 17;  1  Cor.  i.  30; 
ii.  2. 

JesoB  Christ,  who  hath  abolished 
death,  and  hath  brought  life  and  im- 
mortality to  light  through  the  gos- 
pel—2  Tim.  i.  9, 10. 

How  shall  we  escape,  if  we  neglect 
so  great  salvation  ? — Heb.  ii.  3. 

In  that  he  himself  hath  sufiered 
being  tempted,  he  is  able  to  succour 
them  that  are  tempted. — Heb.  ii.  18. 
By  one  ofiering,  he  hath  perfected 
for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified,  kc.

Ye  are  built  up,  to  ofier  up  spi- 
ritual sacrifices,  acceptable  to  God 
by  JesuB  Christ — IPet.  ii.

I  WILL  be  gracious  to  whom  I  will 
be  gracious;  and  I  will  shew  mercv 
to  whom  I  will  shew  mercy. — Exod. 
xxxiii.  19. 

And  ye  shall  be  holy  unto  me,  for 
I,  the  Lord,  am  holy,  and  have  se- 
vered you  from  other  people,  that  ye 
should  be  mine. — Levit.  xx.  26. 

Thou  art  an  holy  people  unto  the 
Lord  thy  God;  the  Lord  thy  God 
hath  chosen  thee  to  be  a  special  peo- 
ple unto  himself,  above  all  people  that 
are  upon  the  face  of  the  earth :  the 
Lord  did  not  set  his  love  upon  you, 
nor  choose  you,  because  you  were 
more  in  number  than  any  people :  for 
ye  were  the  fewest  of  all  people :  but 
because  the  Lord  loved  you,  &c. — 
Deut.  vii.  6 — 8 ;  xiv.  2. 

Only  the  Lord  had  a  delight  in  thy 
fathers  to  love  them,  and  he  chose 
their  seed  after  them,  even  you  above 
all  people,  as  it  is  this  day. — Deut. 
X.  15. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared 
unto  Manoah's  wife,  and  said  unto 
her,  &c.  Thou  shalt  conceive  and 
bear  a  son,  &c.  the  child  shall  be  a 
Nazarite  unto  God  from  the  womb. — 
Judges  xiii.  2 — 5. 

The  Lord  will  not  forsake  his  peo- 
ple for  his  great  name's  sake,  because 
It  hath  pleased  the  Lord  to  make  you 
his  people. — 1  Sam.  xii.  22. 

And  what  one  nation  in  the  earth 
is  like  thy  people,  like  Israel^  yrKoxci 
God  went  to  redeem  fox  ^  ^^^^  ^» 
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himself,  and  to  make  him  a  name,  and 
to  do  for  you  great  things  ?  &c.  For 
thou  hast  confirmed  to  thyself  thy 
people  Israel,  to  be  a  people  unto 
thee  for  ever;  and  thou.  Lord,  art  be- 
come their  God. — 2  Sam.  vii.  23,  24. 

When  Elijah  hid  cairfplained 
against  Israel,  and  concluded,  saying, 
And  I,  even  I  only,  am  left,  and  they 
seek  my  life:  God  answered  him. 
Yet  I  have  lefl  me  seven  thousand  in 
Israel,  all  the  knees  which  have  not 
bowed  unto  Baal,  and  every  mouth 
which  hath  not  kissed  him. — 1  Kings 
xix.  4.  10.  18. 

Woe  unto  him  who  striveth  with  his 
Maker:  let  the  potsherd  strive  with 
the  potsherds  of  the  earth :  shall  the 
clay  say  to  him  that  fashioneth  it. 
What  makest  thou?  Woe  unto  him 
who  saith  unto  his  father.  What  be- 
gettest  thou?  &c. — Isa.  xlv.  9,  10. 

I  have  chosen  thee  in  the  furnace 
of  affliction,  &c.  for  mine  own  sake 
will  I  do,  &c. — Isa.  xlviii.  10,  11 ; 
Zech.  xiii.  9. 

The  Lord  hath  called  thee  as  a 
woman  forsaken,  and  grieved  in  spirit, 
and  a  wife  of  youth,  when  thou  wast 
refused,  saith  thy  God. — Isa.  liv.  5, 6. 

I  am  found  of  them  that  sought  me 
not :  I  said.  Behold  me,  behold  me, 
tinto  a  nation  that  was  not  called  by 
my  name. — Isa.  Ixv.  1;  Rom.  x.  20; 
XV.  21 ;  Isa.  Iv.  5. 

The  Lord  said  to  Jeremiah,  Before 
I  formed  thee  in  the  belly  I  knew  thee : 
and  before  thou  camest  out  of  the 
womb  I  sanctified  thee,  and  I  ordained 
thee  a  prophet  unto  the  nations. — 
Jer.  i.  5. 

I  have  loved  thee  with  an  everlast- 
ing love,  therefore,  with  loving-kind- 
ness have  I  drawn  thee. — Jer.  xxxi. 
3;  Hosea  xiv.  4. 

When  God  gave  out  the  great  prO' 
mises  of  a,  ne,w  heart,  a  new  spirit,  &c. 
He  said.  Not  for  your  sakes  do  I  this, 
be  it  known  unto  you ;  be  ashamed, 
&c. — Ezek.  xxxvi.  22.  25 — 32;  xx. 
43,44. 

When  I,  &;c.  saw  thee  polluted  in 
fAj^  blood,  I  said  ante  thee  when  thou 


wast  in  thy  blood,  Live,  &c. — Ezek. 
xvi.  6.  8. 

It  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  the 
place  where  it  was  said  unto  them. 
Ye  are  not  my  people ;  there  it  shall 
be  said  unto  tnem,  Ye  are  the  sons  of 
the  living  God. — Hosea  i.  10. 

I  will  have  mercy  upon  her  that 
had  not  obtained  mercy :  and  I  will 
say  to  them  which  were  not  my  peo- 
ple. Thou  art  my  people:  and  they 
shall  say,  Thou  art  my  Gt>d. — Hosea 
ii.  23;   Zech.  ii.  10,  11. 

Afterward  shall  the  people  of  Israel 
return  and  seek  the  Lord  their  God, 
&;c.  and  shall  fear  the  Lord,  &c. — 
Hoseaiii.5;  ii.19,20;  Zech.xii.9,&c. 

When  Israel  was  a  child,  then  I 
loved  him,  &c.  I  taught  Ephraim  also 
to  go,  taking  them  by  their  arms :  but 
they  knew  not  that  I  healed  them.  I 
drew  them  with  cords  of  a  man,  with 
bands  of  love,  &c. — Hosea  xi.  1—4. 

0  children  of  Israel,  &c.  you  only 
have  I  known  of  all  the  fiunilies  of 
the  earth. — Amos  iii.  1,  2. 

1  have  loved  you,  saith  the  Lord, 
&c.  Was  not  Esau  Jacob's  brother? 
&c.  yet  I  loved  Jacob  and  hated 
Esau. — Mai.  i.  2,  3. 

At  that  time  Jesus  answered  and 
said,  I  thank  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of 
heaven  and  earth,  because  thon  hast 
hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and 
prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto 
babes.  Even  so,  Father,  for  so  it 
seemed  good  in  thy  sight.^ — Matt.  xi. 
25,26;  Luke  X.  21. 

It  is  given  unto  you  to  know  the 
mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ; 
but  to  them  it  is  not  given,  &c.  There- 
fore speak  I  to  them  in  parables; 
because  they,  seeing,  see  not,  &c. 
Blessed  are  your  eyes,  for  they  see; 
and  your  ears,  for  they  hear. — Matt, 
xiii.  11.  13.  16;  Mark  iv.  11, 12.  34. 

I  will  give  unto  this  last,  even  as 
unto  thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to 
do  what  I  will  with  mine  own?  Is 
thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am  good? 
So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first 
last :  for  many  be  called,  but  few 
chosen,   &c.     To   sit    on    ray    right 
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hand,  and  on  my  left,  is  not  mine  to 
give ;  bat  it  shall  be  given  to  them  for 
whom  it  is  prepared  of  my  Father. — 
Matt.  XX.  14—16. 21.23;  Mark  x.40. 

Jesus  called  Simon,  and  Andrew, 
and  James,  and  John,  to  follow  him ; 
and  they  did  so. — Mark  i.  16 — ^20. 

Except  that  the  Lord  had  shortened 
those  days,  no  flesh  should  be  saved ; 
but  for  the  elect's  sake^whom  he  hath 
chosen,  he  hath  shortened  the  days. — 
Mark  xiii.  20. 

Thy  wife  Elizabeth  shall  bear  thee 
a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name 
John :  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight 
of  the  Lord,  &c.  He  shall  be  filTed 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  from  his 
mother's  womb. — Luke  i.  13. 15. 

Many  widows  were  in  Israel  in  the 
days  of  Elias,  &c.  when  great  famine 
was  throughout  all  the  land :  but  unto 
none  of  mem  was  Elias  sent,  save 
unto  Sarepta,  &c.  And  many  lepers 
were  in  Israel  in  the  time  of  Eliseus 
the  prophet,  and  none  of  them  was 
cleansed,  saving  Naaman  the  Syrian. 
—Luke  iv.  25—27. 

Christ  called  Zacchtsui  to  come 
donfUf  ^c,  and  he  received  him  joy- 
fully :  and  Jesus  said  unto  him.  This 
day  is  salvation  come  to  this  house  : 
fbrsomnch  as  he  also  is  a  son  of  Abra- 
ham. For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to 
seek  and  save  that  which  was  lost. — 
Lake  xix.  6, 6. 8—10. 

All  that  the  Father  giveth  me,  shall 
come  to  me :  and  him  that  cometh 
to  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out,  &c. 
This  is  the  Father's  will,  &c.  that  of 
all  which  he  hath  given  me  I  should 
lose  nothing,  &c.  There  are  some  of 
you  that  believe  not,  &c.  No  man  can 
come  onto  me,  except  it  were  given 
him  of  my  Father.— John  vi.  37. 39. 
64^65. 

Jetus  cidled  the  blind  man,  whom 
he  had  healed,  and  discovered  himself 
to  him, — John  ix.  35 — 39. 

Other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not 
of  this  fold :  them  also  I  must  bring, 
and  they  shall  hear  my  voice,  and  there 
shall  be  one  fold,  &c.  Ye  believe  not, 
because  ye  are  not  of  my  sheep,  kc. 


My  sheep  hear  my  voice. — John  x. 
IG.  26,  27. 

They  believed  not  on  him,  that  the 
saying  of  Esaias  the  prophet  might 
be  fulfilled,  &c.  Lord,  who  hath  be- 
lieved? &c.  Therefore  they  could 
not  believe,  because  that  Esaias  said 
again.  He  hath  blinded  their  eye?, 
&c. — John  xii.  37—41. 

I  speak  not  of  you  all,  I  know 
whom  I  have  chosen. — John  xiii.  18. 

Yc  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have 
chosen  you,  and  ordained  you,  that 
you  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit,. 
&c.     I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the 
world,  &c. — John  xv.  16.  19. 

That  he  should  give  eternal  life  to 
as  many  as  thou  hast  given  him,  &c. 
I  have  manifested  thy  name  unto  the 
men  which  thou  gavest  me  out  of  the 
world :  thine  thov  were,  and  thou 
gavest  them  me,  &c.  I  pray  not,  &c. 
but  for  them  which  thou  gavest  mc 
out  of  the  world. — John  xvii.  2.  6.  9. 

The  promise  is  made  to  you  and 
your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar 
off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God 
shall  call,  &;c.  And  the  Lord  added 
to  the  church  daily  such  as  shoidd  be 
saved. — Acts  ii.  39.  47. 

Philip  sent  on  purjwse  to  meet  the 
^umichy  and  commanded  to  go  near 
his  chartotj  where  he  preached  unto 
him,  and  converted  him, — Acts  viii. 
26—29.  36,  37. 

Paul  was  persecuting  the  Church, 
^*c,  and  wa^  converted  in  the  midst 
of  his  rage,  4"^.  And  Christ  said  to 
Ananias,  Go  thy  way,  for  he  is  a 
chosen  vessel  to  bear  my  iiaruc  before 
the  Gentiles,  &c.  And  I  will  shew 
him  how  great  things  he  must  suffer 
for  my  name. — Actsix.  1 — 6.  15, 16; 
xxii.  14. 

God  in  a  special  manner  calls  Cor- 
nelins  to  the  faith. — Acts  x.  1,  2,  &c. 

Which  extraordinary  call,  Peter 
afterwards  declares  at  large  to  those 
of  the  circumcision, — Acts  xi.  2,  &e. 

When  the  Gentiles  heard,  ^c.  as 
many  as  were  ordained  to  eternal  life 
believed. — Acts  xiii.  48. 

How  God  at  ftt^t  ^\A.  Nm\.N\\^^«^- 
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tiles',  to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for 
his  name. — Acts  xv.  14. 

Paul  and  others  were  forbidden 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  preach  the  word 
in  Asia,  &c.  They  essayed  to  go  into 
Bithynia,  but  the  Spirit  suffered  them 
not,  &c.  When  Paul  preached  at 
Philippic  ^c,  Lydia  heard  him,  and 
the  Lord  opened  her  heart,  that  she 
attended  unto  the  things  which  were 
spoken,  &c.  and  was  baptized. — Acts 
xvi.  G,  7.  14, 15. 

Paul  came  to  Corinth^  ^*c.  Then 
spake  the  Lord  to  Paul  in  the  night, 
by  a  vision :  be  not  afraid,  but  speak, 
and  hold  not  thy  peace,  &c.  for  I  bave 
much  people  in  this  city. — Acts  xviii. 
1.9,10. 

We  know  that  all  things  shall  work 
together  for  good  to  them  that  love 
God  ;  to  them  who  are  the  called  ac- 
cording to  his  purpose :  for  whom  he 
did  foreknow,  he  also  did  predesti- 
nate to  be  conformed  to  the  image  of 
his  Son,  &c.  Whom  he  did  predes- 
tinate, them  he  also  called :  whom  he 
called,  them  he  justified,  &c.  them 
he  also  glorified.  Who  shall  lay  any 
thing  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect  ? — 
Rom.  viii.  28—30. 33. 

When  Rebecca  also  had  conceived 
by  one,  even  Isaac,  the  children  not 
yet  born,  neither  having  done  any 
good  or  evil,  that  the  purpose  of  God 
according  to  election  might  stand, 
not  of  works  but  of  him  that  calleth, 
it  was  said  unto  her.  The  elder  shall 
serve  the  younger;  as  it  is  written, 
Jacob  have  I  loved,  but  Esau  have  I 
hated,  &c.  Is  there  unrighteousness 
with  God  ?  God  forbid.  For  he  saith 
to  Moses,  I  will  have  mercy  on  whom 
I  will  have  mercy ;  and  1  will  have 
compassion  on  whom  I  will  have  com- 
passion. So  then,  it  is  not  of  him 
that  willeth,  nor  of  him  that  runneth, 
but  of  God  that  sheweth  mercy.  For 
the  scripture  saith  unto  Pharaoh,  &c. 
Thou  wilt  say  unto  me.  Why  doth  be 
yet  find  fault  ?  For  who  hath  resisted 
his  will  ?  Who  art  thou  that  repliest 
against  (or  answcrest,  or  disputcst 
w/t/jj  God?    Shall  the  thing  formed 


say  to  him  that  formed  it,  Why  hast 
thou  made  me  thus?  &;c. — Rom.  iz. 
10—17.  19,  &c.;  Mai.  i.  2,  3;  Isa- 
xlv.  9, 10. 

God  hath  not  cast  away  his  people 
which  he  foreknew,  &c.  J  have  re- 
served to  myself  seven  thousand  men, 
who  have  not  bowed  the  knee  to  the 
image  of  Baal.  Even  so  then  at  this 
present  time  also,  there  is  a  remnant 
according  to  the  election  of  grace :  if 
by  grace,  then  it  is  no  more  of  works, 
otherwise  grace  is  no  more  grace,  &c. 
The  election  hath  obtained  it,  and  the 
rest  were  blinded  (or  hardened^  as  it 
is  written,  &c.  The  gifts  and  call- 
ing of  God  are  without  repentance. 
As  ye  in  the  times  past  have  not  be- 
lieved God,  vet  have  now  obtained 
mercy,  &;c.  O  the  depth  of  the  riches 
both  of  the  wisdom  and  knowledge  of 
God !  how  unsearchable  are  his  judg- 
ments, and  his  ways  past  finding  out ! 
for  who  hath  known  the  mind  of  the 
Lord,  or  who  hath  been  his  counsellor, 
&c.  For  of  him,  and  through  him,  and 
to  him  are  all  things. — Rom.  xi.  2.4 — 
8. 29, 30. 33, 34. 36 ;  1  Kings  xix.  18. 

God  is  faithful,  by  whom  ye  were 
called  into  the  fellowship  of  his  Son, 
&c.  For  ye  see  your  calling,  brethren, 
how  that  not  many  wise  men  after  the 
flesh,  not  many  mighty,  &;c.  but  God 
hath  chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the 
world,  &c.  that  no  flesh  shomd  glory 
in  his  presence.  But  of  him  are  ye 
in  Christ  Jesus,  &c.  As  it  is  written, 
He  that  glorieth,  let  him  glory  in  the 
Lord.— 1  Cor.  i.9. 26 — 31 ;  James  ii.  5. 

I  am,  &c.  not  meet  to  be  called  an 
Apostle,  &c.  but  by  the  grace  of  God 
I  am  what  I  am. — 1  Cor.  xv.  9, 10. 

But  if  our  gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to 
them  that  are  lost ;  in  whom  the  Gknl 
of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds, 
&c.  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious  gos- 
pel of  Christ,  &c.  should  shine  unto 
them. — 2  Cor.  iv.  3,  4. 

He  that  hath  wrought  us  for  the 
self-same  thing  is  God,  &c.  All  things 
are  of  God,  who  bath  reconciled  us  to 
himself  by  Jesus  Christ. — 2  Cor.  v.  5. 
18. 
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When  it  pleased  God,  who  sepa- 
rated me  from  my  mother's  womb^ 
and  called  me  by  his  eraee,  to  reyeal 
his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach, 
&c.— GaL  i.  15,  la 

Blessed  be  God,  &c.  according  as 
he  hath  chosen  us  in  him,  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  &c.  Having 
predestinated  us  unto  the  adoption  of 
children  by  Jesus  Christ,  according 
to  the  good  pleasure  of  his  will ;  to 
the  praise  or  the  glory  of  his  grace, 
kc.  Having  made  Known  unto  us  the 
mystery  of  his  will,  accordinp^  to  his 
good  pleasure,  which  he  hath  purposed 
in  himself,  &e.  Being  predestinated 
according  to  the  purpose  of  him,  who 
worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel 
of  his  own  will. — Eph.  i.  3 — 7. 9. 11 ; 
u. 

Which  in  other  ages  was  not  made 
known,  &c.  That  the  Gentiles  should 
be  fellow-heirs,  and  of  the  same  body, 
and  partakers  of  his  promise  in  Christ. 
— Eph.  iii.  5,  6.  11. 

Work  out  your  own  salvation.  Sec, 
for  it  is  Grod  which  worketh  in  you 
both  to  will  and  to  do  of  his  good 
pleasure. — Phil.  ii.  12, 13. 

Giving  thanks  unto  the  Father, 
which  bath  made  us  meet  to  be  par- 
takers of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints 
in  light ;  who  hath  delivered  us  from 
the  power  of  darkness,  and  hath  trans- 
lated us  into  the  kingdom  of  his  dear 
Son.— Col.  i.  12, 13. 

Knowing,  &e.  your  election  of  God : 
ibr  our  gospel  came  not  unto  you  in 
word,  but  also  in  power,  &c. — 1  Thess. 
i.  4,5;  1  Cor.  i.  18.  24. 

God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wrath : 
but  to  obtain  salvation  by  our  Lord. —

Crodhath  from  the  beginning  chosen 
you  to  salvation,  &c.  Whereunto  he 
called  you  by  our  gospel. — 2  Thess.

God  who  hath  saved  us,  and  called 
us  with  an  holy  calling,  not  according 
to  our  works,  but  according  to  his  own 
purpose  and  grace,  which  was  given 
us  in  Christ  Jesus,  before  the  world 
began.

To  the  strangers,  &c.  elect,  accord- 
ing to  the  foreknowledge  of  God  the 
Father.— 1  Pet.  i.

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CHAPTER  VIII. 

PAKDON  AND  REMISSION  OF  SINS, 
RECONCILIATION  AND  PEACE  WITH 
OOD;  JUSTIFICATION  AND  SANCTl- 
FICATION  BEFORE  GOD;  ETERNAL 
LIFE  AND  SALVATION,  FREE  THROUGH 
THE  GRACE  OF  GOD  ONLY;  BT  THE 
DEATH,  SACRIFICE,  AND  SUFFERINGS 
OF  CHRIST. 

In  general. 

It  is  the  blood  that  maketh  an  atone- 
ment for  the  soul. — Lev.  xvii.  11. 

The  law  was  given  by  Moses,  but 
grace  and  truth  came  by  Jesus  Christ. 
— John  i.  17. 

Surely  his  salvation  is  nigh,  &c. 
mercy  and  truth  are  met  together, 
righteousness  and  peace  have  kissed 
each  other. — Ps.  Ixxxv.  9,  10. 

In  thy  sight  shall  no  man  living  be 
justified. — Fs.  cxliii.  2. 

Jesus  spake  a  parable  unto  certain 
which  trusted  in  themselves  that  they 
were  righteous,  (the  Pharisee  and 
the  Publican  :)  the  Publican  standing 
afar  off,  &c.  saying,  God  be  merciful 
to  me  a  sinner.  I  tell  you  (said 
Christ)  this  man  went  down  to  his 
house  justified  rather  tlian  the  other. 
— Luke  xviii.  9 — 14. 

They  were  pricked  in  their  heart, 
and  said,  Men  and  brethren,  what 
shall  we  do?  Then  Peter  said.  Re- 
pent, and  be  baptized  every  one  of 
you,  in  the  name  of  Christ,  for  the 
remission  of  sins. — Acts  ii.  37,  38. 

The  keeper  of  the  prison  said. 
Sirs,  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved  ?  and 
they  said.  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be  saved,  and 
thy  house.— Acts  xvi.

They,  being  ignorant  of  God's  right- 
eousness, and  going  about  to  establish 
their  own,  have  not  submitted  them- 
selves unto  the  righteousness  of  God ; 
for  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for 
righteousness  to  every  one  that  be- 
lie veth.

If  by  grace,  then  is  it  no  more  of 

works,  otherwise  grace   is  no  more 

gn^  -?,  &c.    O  the  depth  of  the  riches, 


both  of  the  wisdom,  &c. — Rom.  xi. 
6.33. 

Christ  is  become  of  no  effect  unto 
you ;  whosoever  of  you  are  justified 
by  the  law,  ye  are  fallen  from  grace. — 
Gal.  V.  4. 

By  grace  ye  are  saved,  &c.  not  of 
works,  lest  any  man  should  boast. — 
Eph.  ii.  5.  8, 9 ;  i.  2,  &c. ;  2  Thess.  li. 
16. 

We  are  the  circumcision  which 
worship  God  in  the  spirit,  and  rejoice 
in  Christ,  and  have  no  confidence  in 
the  flesh.— Phil.  iii.  3. 

Be  strong  in  the  grace  that  is  in 
Christ  Jesus.  And  that  they  may 
obtain  the  salvation  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus,  with  eternal  glory. — 2  Tim.  ii.

The  grace  of  God  that  bringeth 
salvation,  hath  appeared  to  all  men. —

After  that  the  kindness  and  love  of

Be  not  carried  about  with  divers 
and  strange  doctrines :  for  it  is  a  good 
thing  that  the  heart  be  established 
with  grace,  not  with  meats,  which 
have  not  profited. — Heb.  xiii.  8,  9. 

Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who,  accord- 
ing to  his  abundant  mercy,  hath  be- 
gotten us  again  to  a  lively  hope,  by 
the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from 
the  dead,  &;c.  of  which  salvation  the 
prophets  have  inquired,  &;c.  who  pro- 
phesied of  the  grace  that  should 
come  unto  you.  Searching,  &c.  what 
the  Spirit  of  Christ  which  was  in 
them  did  signify,  when  it  testified 
the  sufferings  of  Christ  and  the  glory 
that  should  follow. — 1  Pet.  i.  3.  10, 
11. 

Thou  art  worthy,  &c.  for  thou  wast 
slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God 
by  thy  blood,  out  of  every  kindred, 
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and  tongue,  and  people,  and  nation. — 
Rev.  V.  9. 

Sect.  1. — In  Particular. 
Pardon  of  Sins, 

Tub  Lord  proclaimed  himself,  The 
Lord,  the  Lord  God,  merciful  and  gra- 
cious, longBuffering,  and  abundant  in 
goodness  and  truth,  &c.  forgiving  ini- 
quity, and  transgression,  and  sm. — 
£xod.  xxxiv.  6, 7 ;  Numb.  xiv.  17 — 19. 

Blessed  is  he  whose  transgression 
is  foreiven,  whose  sin  is  covered : 
blessed  is  the  man  unto  whom  the 
Lord  imputeth  not  iniquity.  I  said, 
I  will  confess  mj  transgressions  unto 
the  Lord,  and  thou  forgavest  the  ini- 
quity of  my  sin. — Ps.  xxxii.  1,  2.  5 ; 
Rom.  iv.  7,  8. 

As  for  our  transgressions,  thou 
shall  purge  them  away. — Ps.  Ixv.  3. 

Thou  wast  a  God  that  forgavest 
them :  thou  tookest  vengeance  of 
their  inventions. — Ps.  xcix.  8. 

But  there  is  forgiveness  with  thee 
that  thou  mayest  be  feared. — Ps. 
cxxx.  4. 

Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they 
shall  be  as  white  as  snow :  though 
they  be  red  like  crimson,  they  shall 
be  as  wool. — Isa.  i.  18. 

I  am  he  that  blotteth  out  thy  trans- 
gressions for  mine  own  sake,  and  will 
not  remember  thy  sins — Isa.  xliii.  25. 

I  have  blotted  out  as  a  thick  cloud 
thy  tran^ressions,  and  as  a  cloud  thy 
sins.  Siiiff,  O  heavens,  for  the  Lord 
hath  done  it. — Isa.  xliv.  22,  23. 

He  was  wounded  for  our  transCTcs- 
sions ;  he  was  bruised  for  our  iniqui- 
ties, &c. — ^The  Lord  hath  laid  on  him 
the  iniquity  of  us  all,  &c.  He  shall 
bear  their  iniquities. — Isa.  liii.  5,6. 11. 

Let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and 
he  will  have  mercy  upon  him;  and 
unto  our  God,  for  he  will  abundantly 
pardon, (or  multiply  pardons;)  for  my 
thoughts  are  not  as  your  thoughts,  &c. 
— Isa.  Iv.  7 — 9;  Ezek.  xxxiii.  14---16. 

I  will  make  a  new  covenant,  &c. 
for  I  will  forgive  their  iniquity,  and 
will  remember  their  sin  no  more. — 
Jer.  xxxi.  31.  34  j  Heb.  x.  17,  18. 


I  will  cleanse  them  from  all  their 
iniquity  whereby  they  have  sinned 
against  me;  and  I  will  pardon  all 
their  iniquities  whereby  they  have 
sinned,  and  whereby  they  have  trans- 
gressed against  me. — Jcr.  xxxiii.  8. 

In  those  days,  and  in  that  time, 
saith  the  Lord,  the  iniquity  of  Israel 
shall  be  sought  for,  and  there  shall 
be  none;  and  the  sins  of  Judah,  and 
they  shall  not  be  found;,  for  I  will 
pardon  them  whom  I  reserve. — Jer. 
1.  20 ;  Isa.  xxxiii.  24. 

Seventy  weeks  are  determined,  &c. 
to^  finish  the  transgression,  and  to 
make  an  end  of  sins,  and  to  make  re- 
conciliation for  iniquity,  &c.  The 
Messiah  shall  be  cut  off,  but  not  for 
himself,  &c. — Dan.  ix.  24.  2G. 

Who  is  a  God  like  unto  thee  ?  that 
pardoneth  iniquity,  and  passeth  by 
the  transgression  of  the  remnant  of 
his  heritage  ?  &c.  Thou  wilt  cast  all 
their  sins  into  the  dcptlis  of  the  sea. — 
Micah  vii.  18,  19. 

In  that  day  there  shall  be  a  fountain 
opened  to  the  house  of  David,  and  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  for  sin 
and  for  uncleanness. — Zech.  xiii.  1. 

Thou  shalt  call  his  name  Jesus,  for 
he  shall  save  his  people  from  their 
sins. — Matt.  i.  21. 

Jesus  said  unto  the  sick  of  the 
palsy,  Son,  be  of  good  cheer,  thy  sins 
be  forgiven  thee,  &c.  Ye  may  know 
that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  on 
earth  to  forgive  sins. — Matt.  ix.  2.  G. 

All  manner  of  sin  and  blasphemy 
shall  be  forgiven  to  men,  but  the 
blasphemy  against  tlie  Holy  Ghost 
shall  not  be  rorgiven  unto  men.  And 
whosoever  speaketh  a  word  against 
the  Son  of  man,  it  shall  be  forgiven 
him ;  but  whosoever  speaketh  against 
the  Holy  Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  for- 
given him,  neither  in  this  world,  nei- 
ther in  the  world  to  come. — Matt, 
xii.  31,  32. 

This  is  my  blood,  &c.  which  is  slied 
for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins. — 
Matt.  xxvi.  28. 

To  give  knowledge  of  salvation 
unto  his  peop\c,  \iN  \\v^  xeivawviTv  ^S. 
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their  sins,  through  the  tender  mercy 
of  our  God,  whereby  the  dayspring 
from  on  high  hath  visited  us. — Luke 
i.  77,  78. 

I  say  unto  thee,  Her  sins,  which 
are  many,  are  forgiven  ;  for  she  loved 
much :  but  to  whom  little  is  forgiven, 
the  same  loveth  little.  And  he  said 
unto  her,  Thy  sins  are  forgiven. — 
Luke  vii.  47,  48. 

It  behoved  Christ  to  suffer,  &c.  and 
that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins 
should  be  preached  in  his  name. — 
Luke  xxiv.  46,  47. 

Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  wh^ch 
taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world. — 
John  i.  29. 

Repent,  &c.  that  your  sins  may  be 
blotted  out,  when  the  times  of  re- 
freshing shall  come  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord  :  and  he  shall  send  Jesus, 
&c. — Acts  iii.  19,  20. 

Jesus,  &c.  hath  God  exalted  with 
his  right  hand,  to  be  a  Prince  and  a 
Saviour,  for  to  give  repentance  to 
Israel,  and  forgiveness  of  sins. — ^Acts 
v.  30,  31. 

To  him  gave  all  the  prophets  wit- 
ness, that  through  his  name  whoso- 
ever believeth  in  him  shall  receive  re- 
mission of  sins. — Acts  x.  43. 

Be  it  known  unto  you,  &c.  that 
through  this  man  is  preached  unto  you 
the  forgiveness  of  sins. — Acts  xiii.  38. 

To  open  their  eyes,  &c.  that  they 
may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins,  &c. 
by  faith  in  me,  &c. — Acts  xxvi.  18. 

Whom  God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a 
propitiation  through  faith  in  his  blood, 
to  declare  his  righteousness  for  the 
remission  (or  passmg  over)  of  sins. — 
Rom.  iii.  25. 

Christ  died  for  our  sins,  according 
to  the  scriptures,  &c.  If  Christ  be 
not  raised,  &c.  ye  are  yet  in  your  sins, 
&c.  The  sting  of  death  is  sin,  and  the 
strength  of  sin  is  the  law ;  but  thanks 
be  to  God  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. — 
1  Cor.  XV.  3.  17.  56,  57. 

God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the 

world  unto  himself,  not  imputing  their 

trespasses  unto   thew,   &c.     For  he 


hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us. — 
2  Cor.  V.  19.  21. 

Jesus  Christ  who  gave  himself  for 
our  sins. — Gal.  i.  3,  4. 

In  whom  we  have  redemption 
through  his  blood,  the  forgiveness  of 
sins,  according  to  the  ricnes  of  his 
grace;  wherem  he  hath  abounded, 
&c.— Eph.  i.  7,  8  ;  Col.  i.  14. 

And  you,  &;c.  hath  he  quickened 
together  with  him,  having  forgiven 
you  all  trespasses.— Col.  ii.  13. 

Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  himself  for 
us,  that  he  might  redeem  us  from  all 
iniquity. — ^Titus  ii.  13,  14. 

His  Son,  &c.  when  he  had  by  him- 
self purged  our  sins,  sat  down. — Heb. 
i.  2,  3. 

Wherefore  it  behoved  him  to  be 
made  like  unto  his  brethren,  &c.  to 
make  reconciliation  for  the  sins  of  the 
people. — Heb.  ii.  17. 

I  will  be  merciful  to  their  unrighte- 
ousnesses, and  their  sins  and  their 
iniquities  I  will  remember  no  more. — 
Heb.  viii.  12. 

If  the  blood  of  bulls,  &;c.  sanctifieth, 
&c.  how  much  more  shall  the  blood 
of  Christ,  who  offered  himself,  &c 
purge  your  conscience,  &c.  by  means 
of  aeath  for  the  redemption  of  the 
transgression?  Without  shedding  of 
blood  is  no  remission  of  sin,  &c. 
Once  in  the  end  of  the  world  hath  he 
appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the  sa- 
crifice of  himself,  &c.  Christ  was 
once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many. 
—Heb.  ix.  13—15.  22.  26.  28. 

This  man,  afler  he  had  offered  one 
sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat  down, 
&c.  moreover,  where  remission  of 
these  is,  there  is  no  more  offering  for 
sin,  &c. — Heb.  x.  12.  18. 

Who  his  own  self  bare  our  sins  in 
his  own  body  on  (or  to)  the  tree,  &c. 
by  whose  stripes  ye  were  healed. — 
1  Pet.  ii.  24. 

Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for 
sin,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  he 
might  bring  us  to  God. — 1  Pet  iii.  18. 

The  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son 
cleanseth  us  from  all  sin,  &;c.  If  we 
confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and 
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just  to  for^ve  ns  our  sins,  and  to 
cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness. 
—1  John  i.  7.  9. 

If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advo- 
cate with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the 
righteous,  and  he  is  the  propitiation 
for  our  sins;  and  not  for  ours  only, 
but  also  for  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world,  &c.  I  write  unto  you,  little 
children,  because  your  sins  are  for- 

f'ven  you  for  his  name^s  sake. — 
John  ii.  1,  2. 12. 

He  was  manifested  to  take  away 
our  sins,  &c. — 1  John  iii.  5. 

Herein  is  love,  not  that  we  loved 
God,  but  that  he  loved  us,  and  sent 
his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our 
sins. — 1  John  iv.  10. 

Jesus  Christ,  &c.  who  hath  loved 
us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in 
his  own  blood. — Rev.  i.  5. 

SfiCT.  2. — Reconciliation  to,  and 
Peace  with  God. 

Merct  and  truth  are  met,  righteous- 
ness and  peace  have  kissed  each  other. 
— Ps.  Ixxxv.  10. 

Fury  is  not  in  me,  &c.  Let  him 
take  hold  of  my  strength ;  he  may 
make  peace  with  me ;  he  shall  make 
peace  with  me. — Isa.  xxvii.  4, 5. 

The  Lord  is  well  pleased  for  his 
righteousness  sake. — Isa.  xlii.  21. 

The  chastisement  of  our  peace  was 
upon  him,  and  with  his  stripes  we  are 
healed. — Isa.  liii.  5. 

Seventy  weeks  are  determined,  &c. 
to  make  reconciliation  for  iniquity. — 
Dan.  ix.  24. 

He  shall  be  a  Priest  upon  his  throne, 
and  the  counsel  of  peace  shall  be  be- 
tween them  both. — ^Zech.  vi.  13. 

This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I 
am  well  pleased. — ^Matt.  iii.  17. 

Go  to  my  brethren,  and  say  unto 
them,  I  ascend  unto  my  Father,  and 
your  Father,  and  to  my  God,  and 
your  God. — John  xx.  17. 

The  word  which  God  sent  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by 
Jesus  Christ — ^Acts  x.  3G. 

We  have  peace  with  God,  through 
our  I«ord  Jesus  Christ,  kc.     For  if 


when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  re- 
conciled to  God  by  the  death  of  his 
Son;  much  more  being  reconciled, 
&c.  We  joy  in  God,  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have 
now  received  the  atonement. — Rom. 
V.  1.  10, 11. 

God  who  hath  reconciled  us  to  him- 
self by  Jesus  Christ,  and  hath  given 
to  us  the  ministry  of  reconciliation ; 
to  wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ,  recon- 
ciling the  world  unto  himself,  not  im- 
puting their  trespasses,  &c. — 2  Cor.  v. 
18, 19. 

The  glory  of  his  grace,  wherein  he 
hath  made  us  accepted  in  the  Beloved. 
— Eph.  i.  6. 

But  now  in  Christ  Jesus,  ye,  who 
sometime  were  afar  off,  arc  made  nigh 
by  the  blood  of  Christ ;  for  he  is  our 
peace,  who  hath  made  both  one,  and 
nath  broken  down  the  middle  wall  of 
partition  between  us;  having  abo- 
lished in  his  flesh  the  enmity,  the  law 
of  commandments  contained  in  ordi- 
nances, for  to  make  in  himself,  of 
twain,  one  new  man ;  so  making  peace. 
That  he  might  reconcile  both  unto 
God  in  one  body  by  the  cross ;  having 
slain  the  enmity  tnereby  (or  in  him- 
self) and  came  and  preached  peace  to 
yon  which  were  afar  off,  and  to  them 
that  were  nigh,  &c.  Now  therefore  ye 
are  no  more  strangers  and  foreigners, 
but  fellow-citizens  with  the  saints, 
and  of  the  household  of  God. — Eph. 
ii.  13—19. 

And  having  madc(or  making) peace 
through  the  blood  of  his  cross,  by 
him  to  reconcile  all  things  unto  him- 
self; by  him,  whether  they  be  things, 
&c.  And  you  that  were  sometime 
alienated,  and  enemies  in  your  minds 
by  wicked  works,  yet  now  hath  he 
reconciled  in  the  body  of  his  flesh 
through  death,  to  present  you  holy  and 
unblamcable,  &c. — Col.  i.  20 — 22. 

It  behoved  him  to  be  made  like 
unto  his  brethren,  that  he  might  be  a 
merciful  and  faithful  High  Priest,  &c. 
to  make  reconciliation  for  the  sins  of 
the  people. — Heb.  ii.  17. 

Who  his  own  sc\t  b^ixe  omx  otv%,^^. 
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by  whose  stripes  ye  were  healed :  for 
ye  were  as  sheep  going  astray,  but  are 
now  returned  unto  the  Shepherd  and 
Bishop  of  your  souls. — 1  Pet.  ii.  24,25. 
For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered 
for  sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  he 
might  bring  us  to  God. — 1  Pet.  iii.  18. 

Sect.  3. — Justification  and  Sanjcti- 
Jication  before  God, 

Let  not  them  that  wait  on  thee,  O 
Lord  God  of  hosts,  be  ashamed  for 
my  sake :  let  not  those  that  seek  thee 
be  confounded  for  my  sake,  O  God  of 
Israel.  Because  for  thy  sake  I  have 
borne  reproach,  shame  hath  covered 
my  face :  I  am  become  a  stranger  unto 
ray  brethren,  &c.  for  the  z^al  of  thine 
house,  &c.  and  the  reproaches  of  them 
who  reproached  thee,  have  fallen  on 
me,  &c. — Ps.  Ixix.  6,  &c. 

Surely,  shall  one  say,  in  the  Lord 
have  I  righteousness  and  strength,  &c. 
in  the  Lord  shall  all  the  seed  of  Israel 
be  justified,  and  shall  glory.  —  Isa. 
xlv.  24,  25. 

By  his  knowledge  shall  my  right- 
eous servant  justify  many ;  for  he  shall 
bear  their  iniquities. — Isa.  liii.  11. 

I  will  sprinkle  clean  water  upon 
you,  and  ye  shall  be  clean  from  all 
your  filthiness ;  and  from  all  your 
idols  will  I  cleanse  you,  &c.  I  will 
also  save  you  from  all  your  unclean- 
nesses,  &c.  Not  for  your  sakes  do  I 
this,  saith  the  Lord  God,  be  it  known 
unto  you :  be  ashamed  and  confounded 
for  your  own  ways,  O  house  of  Israel. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  In  the  day 
that  I  shall  have  cleansed  you  from 
all  your  iniquities,  &c. — £zek.  xxxvi. 
25.  29.  32,  33. 

The  Lord  whom  ye  seek  shall  sud- 
denly come,  &c.  for  he  is  like  a  re- 
finer's fire,  &c.  He  shall  purify  the 
sons  of  Levi,  and  purge  them  as  gold 
and  silver,  &c.  Then  shall  the  offering 
of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  be  pleasant 
unto  the  Lord. — Mai.  iii.  1 — 4. 

The  Pharisee  prayed  thus :  God,  I 

thank  thee  that  I  am  not  as  other  men 

are,  extortioners,  &c.  I  fast  twice  in 

/Ae  week,  &c.     And  the  Publican, 


standing  afar  off,  would  not  lifl  up  so 
much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  &c. 
saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sin- 
ner. I  tell  you,  this  man  went  down 
unto  his  house  justified  rather  than 
the  other. — Luke  xviii.  10 — 14. 

For  their  sakes  I  sanctify  myself, 
that  they  also  might  be  sanctified,  &c. 
— John  xvii.  19. 

And  by  him  all  that  believe  are 
justified  from  all  things,  from  which 
ye  could  not  be  justified  by  the  law 
of  Moses. — Acts  xiii.  39. 

Therein  is  the  righteousness  of  God 
revealed,  from  faith  to  faith ;  as  it  is 
written.  The  just  shall  live  by  faith. — 
Rom.  i.  17. 

The  righteousness  of  God  without 
the  law  is  manifested,  being  witnessed 
by  the  Law  and  the  Prophets ;  even 
the  righteousness  of  God,  which  is 
by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  unto  all,  and 
upon  all  them  that  believe,  &c.  Being 
justified  freely  by  his  grace,  through 
the  redemption  that  is  in  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  God  hath  set  forth,  &c.  to  de- 
clare his  righteousness,  &:c.  to  declare, 
I  say,  his  righteousness;  that  he  might 
be  just,  and  the  justifierof  him  which 
believeth  in  Jesus.  Where  is  boasting 
then?  &c.  Therefore  we  conclude, 
that  a  man  is  justified  by  faith,  with- 
out the  deeds  of  the  law. — Rom.  iii. 
21,22.24—28. 

Abraham  believed  God ;  and  it  was 
counted  unto  him  for  righteousness. 
Now  to  him  that  worketh,  is  the  re- 
ward not  reckoned  of  grace,  but  of 
debt.  But  to  him  that  worketh  not, 
but  believeth  on  him  that  justifieth 
the  ungodly,  his  faith  is  counted  uiito 
him  for  righteousness :  even  as  David 
describeth  the  blessedness  of  the  man 
unto  whom  God  imputeth  righteous- 
ness without  works,  &c.  He  received 
the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of 
the  righteousness  of  the  faith,  &:c. 
that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them 
that  believe,  though  they  be  not  cir- 
cumcised, that  righteousness  might 
be  imputed  unto  them  also,  &:c.  For 
the  promise,  &c.  not  to  Abraham,  or 
to  his  seed,  through  the   law ;   but 
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throogli  the  righteousness  of  faith,  &c. 
It  was  imput^  to  him  for  righteous- 
ness :  now  it  was  not  written  for  his 
sake  alone,  that  it  was  imputed  unto 
him  ;  but  for  us  also,  to  whom  it  shall 
be  imputed,  if  we  believe  on  him  that 
raised  up  Jesus,  &e.  who  was  delivered 
for  our  offences,  and  was  raised  again 
for  our  justification. — Rom.  iv.  3— -6. 
11. 13. 22—25 ;  Gen.  xv.  6. 

Being  justified  by  fitith,  &c.  much 
more  then  bein^  now  justified  by  his 
blood,  we  shall  be  saved,  &c.  The 
free  gift  is  of  many  offences  unto  justi- 
fication, &e.  As  by  the  offence  of  one, 
judgment  came  upon  all  men  to  con- 
demnation ;  even  so  by  the  righteous- 
ness of  one  (or  by  one  righteousness) 
the  fi-ee  gift  came  upon  all  men  unto 
justification  of  life,  &c.  By  the  obe- 
dience of  one  shall  many  be  made 
righteous. — Rom.  v.  1. 9. 16^19. 

There  is  therefore  now  no  condem- 
nation to  them  which  are  in  Christ 
Jesus,  &c.  Whom  he  did  foreknow, 
them  he  also  justified,  &c.  Who  shall 
lay  any  thing  to  the  charge  of  God's 
elect?  It  is  God  that  justifieth:  Who 
is  he  that  condemneth  ?  It  is  Christ 
that  died:  yea,  rather,  that  is  risen 
again,  &c. — Rom.  viii.  1.  29,  30.  33, 
34. 

The  Gentiles,  which  followed  not 
after  righteousness,  have  attained  to 
righteousness,  &c.  which  is  of  faith. 
But  Israel,  which  followed  after  the 
law  of  righteousness,  hath  not  attained 
to  the  law  of  righteousness.  Where- 
fore ?  Because  they  sought  it  not  by 
faith,  but  as  it  were  by  the  works  of 
the  law. — Rom.  ix.  30-— 32 ;  John  vi. 
28,29. 

They  being  ignorant  of  God's  righte- 
ousness, and  going  about  to  establish 
their  own  righteousness,  have  not  sub- 
mitted themselves  unto  the  righteous- 
ness of  Grod :  for  Christ  is  the  end 
of  the  law  for  righteousness  to  every 
one  that  believetb,  &c.  The  righte- 
ousness which  is  of  faith  speaketh  on 
this  wise,  &c.  For  with  the  heart 
man  believetb  unto  righteousness. — 
Rom*  X.  3, 4. 6—10 ;  viii.  3,  4. 


Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is  made 
unto  us  wisdom,  and  righteousness, 
and  sanctification,  &c. — 1  Cor.  i.  30. 

But  ye  are  washed,  but  ye  are 
sanctified,  but  ye  are  justified  in  the 
name  of  tlie  Lord  Jesus. — 1  Cor.  vi. 
11. 

God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the 
world  unto  himself,  not  imputing  their 
trespasses  unto  them.  He  hath  made 
him  to  be  sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin, 
that  we  might  be  made  the  righteous- 
ness of  God  in  him. — 2  Cor.  v.  19. 21. 

A  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works 
of  the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Even  we  have  believed,  &c. 
that  we  may  be  justified  by  the  faith 
of  Christ,  and  not,  &c. — Gal.  ii.  16. 

Paul  to  the  Galatians  doth  argue 
this  at  large. — Gal.  iii. 

We,  through  the  Spirit,  wait  for 
the  hope  of  righteousness  by  faith, 
&c. — Gal.  V.  5. 

His  grace,  wherein  he  hath  made  us 
accepted  in  the  Beloved. — Eph.  i.  6. 

Christ  gave  himself,  &c.  that  he 
might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it,  &c. 
that  he  might  present  it  to  himself  a 
glorious  church,  not  having  spot,  or 
wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing ;  but  that  it 
should  be  holv,  and  without  blemish. 
—Eph.  v.  2.>-27. 

When  Paul,  above  any  others,  had 
whereof  to  boast  for  his  exactness  in 
keeping  the  law,  he  said.  But  what 
tilings  were  gain  to  me,  those  I 
counted  loss  lor  Christ,  &c.  that  I 
may  win  Christ,  and  be  found  in  him ; 
not  having  mine  own  righteousness, 
which  is  of  the  law  ;  but  that  which 
is  through  the  faith  of  Christ,  the 
righteousness  which  is  of  God  by 
faith.— Phil.  iii.  4—9. 

And  you,  &c.  hath  he  reconciled  in 
the  body  of  his  flesh,  through  death  ; 
to  present  you  holy,  and  unblameable, 
and  unreproveable  in  his  sight. — Col. 
i.  21,  22. 

And  ye  are  complete  in  him  who 
is  the  head  of  all  principality,  &c. — 
Col.  ii.  10. 

Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  himself  for 
us,  that  he  m\w\\t  xei^ersv  nsa  ^twoL  ^ 
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iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself  a 
peculiar  people. — ^Titus  ii.  13, 14. 

After  that  the  kindness  and  love 
of  God  appeared,  not  by  the  works  of 
righteousness  which  we  have  done, 
&c.  that  being  justified  by  his  grace, 
we  should  be  made  heirs,  &c. — Titus 
iii.  4, 5.  7. 

Who,  &c.  when  he  had  by  himself 
purged  our  sins,  sat  down,  &c. — 
Heb.  i..3. 

If  the  blood  of  bulls,  &c.  sanctified 
to  the  purifying  of  the  flesh;  how 
much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ, 
who,  &c.  purge  your  conscience  from 
dead  works  ?  &c. — Heb.  ix.  13, 14. 

By  the  which  will  we  are  sancti- 
fied, through  the  offering  of  the  body 
of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all,  &;c.  By 
one  offering  he  hath  jierfected  for 
ever  them  that  are  sanctified,  &c. — 
Heb.  X.  10. 14.  29. 

Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that  he  might 
Banctify  the  people  with  his  own 
blood,  suffered  without  the  gate,  &c. 
—Heb.  xiii.  12. 

Who  his  own  self  bare  our  sins,  &c. 
by  whose  stripes  ye  were  healed. — 
1  Pet.  ii.  24 ;  Isa.  liii.  5. 

Jesus,  &;c.  who  hath  loved  us,  and 
washed  us  in  his  own  blood,  &c. — 
Rev.  i.  5. 

These  were  redeemed  (or  bought) 
from  among  men,  &c.  they  were  with- 
out fault  before  the  throne  of  God. — 
Rev.  xiv.  4, 5. 

Sect.  4. — Eternal  Life  and 
Salvation, 

Thb  just  shall  live  by  faith. — Heb. 
X.38. 

Fear  not,  little  flock ;  for  it  is  your 
Father's  good  pleasure  to  give  you  the 
kingdom. — Luke  xii.  32. 

Christ  said  unto  Zacchaeus,  This 
day  is  salvation  come  to  this  house, 
&c.  for  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to 
seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost. 
— Luke  xix.  9, 10. 

So  must  the  Son  of  man  be  lifted 

up,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him 

should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal 

///e.     For  God  so  loved  the  world, 


that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life, 
&c.  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son, 
hath  everlasting  life,  &c. — John  iii.

Ye  will  not  come  unto  me,  that  ye 
might  have  life.

The  bread  of  G^  is  he  which 
Cometh  down  from  heaven,  and  giveth 
life  unto  the  world,  &c.  I  am  the 
bread  of  life,  &c.  This  is  the  will  of 
him  that  sent  me,  That  every  one 
which  seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth 
on  him,  may  have  everlasting  life ; 
and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last 
day,  &c.  This  is  the  bread  which 
Cometh  down  from  heaven,  that  a  roan 
may  eat  thereof,  and  not  die.  I  am 
the  living  bread  which  came  down 
from  heaven  :  if  any  man  eat  of  this 
bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever :  and  the 
bread  that  I  will  give  is  my  flesh, 
which  I  will  give  tor  the  life  of  the 
world,  &c.  Whoso  eateth  my  flesh, 
hath  eternal  life,  &c.  As,  &c.- 1  live 
by  the  Father,  so  he  that  eateth  me, 
even  he  shall  live  by  me,  &c.  Lord, 
to  whom  shall  we  go  ?  Thou  hast  the 
words  of  eternal  life. — John  vi.  33.35. 
40. 50,  51. 54. 57,  58.  68 ;  v.  24. 

I  am  the  door :  by  me  if  any  man 
enter  in,  he^hall  be  saved,  &:c.  I  am 
come,  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abun- 
dantly. My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  &c. 
And  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life, 
and  they  shall  never  perish,  neither 
shall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my 
hand.— John  x.  9, 10.  27,  28. 

Because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also. — 
John  xiv.  19. 

As  thou  hast  given  him  power  over 
all  flesh,  that  he  should  giv^  eternal 
life  to  as  many  as  thou  hast  given  him. 
— John  xvii.  2. 

These  things  are  written,  that  ye 
might  believe  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ, 
tlie  Son  of  God ;  and  that,  believing, 
ye  might  have  life  through  his  name. 
— John  XX.  31. 

Why  tempt  ye  God  to  put  a  yoke 
upon  the  neck  of  the  disciples  ?  &c. 
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But  we  believe  that  through  the  grace 
of  the  Lord  JesuB  Christ,  we  shall  be 
aaved  even  as  they. — Acts  xv.  10,  II. 

I  send  thee  (said  Christ  to  Paul) 
to  open  their  eyes,  &c.  that  they  may 
receive  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  an 
inheritance  among  them  which  are 
sanctified  by  fiuth  that  is  in  me. — 
Acts  xxTi.  17, 18. 

Being  justified  by  his  blood,  we 
shall  be  saved  firom  wrath,  through 
him,  &c.  Much  more,  being  recon- 
ciled, we  shall  be  saved  by  his  life, 
&c.  If  by  one  man's  ofience  death 
reined  by  one,  how  much  more  they 
which  receive  abundance  of  grace, 
&c.  shall  rei^ipi  in  life  by  one,  Jesus 
Christ.  That  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto 
death,  even  so  might  grace  reign 
through  righteousness  unto  eternal 
life,  by  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. — Rom. 
V.  9, 10. 17.  21. 

The  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. — 
Rom.  vi.  23. 

Whom  he  justified,  them  also  be 
glorified.  What  shall  we  then  say  ? 
«c. — ^Rom.  viii.  30,  31. 

I  declare  unto  you  the  gospel,  &c. 
by  which  also  ye  are  saved,  &;c. — 
1  Cor.  XV.  1 — 4. 

In  Christ,  &c.  in  whom  also  we 
haye  obtained  an  inheritance. — £ph. 
i.  10, 11. 

Grod,  who  is  rich  in  mercy,  for  his 
great  love  wherewith  he  hath  loved 
us,  even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins, 
hath  quickened  us  together  with 
Christ.  By  grace  are  ye  saved,  that 
in  the  ages  to  come  he  might  shew 
the  exceeding  riches  of  his  grace,  &c. 
for  by  grace  are  ye  saved  through 
faith.  Sec,  not  of  works,  lest  any  man 
should  boast. — ^Eph.  ii.

Christ  in  (or  amonest)  you,  the 
hope  of  glory. — Col.  i.  27, 

Ye  are  dead,  and  your  life  is  hid 
with  Christ  in  God :  when  Christ, 
who  is  our  life,  &c. — Col.  iii.  3,  4. 

Jesus,  which  delivered  us  from  the 
wrath  to  come. — 1  Thess.  i.  10. 

God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wrath ; 
but  to  obtain,  salvation  by  our  Lord 


Jesus  Christ,  who  died  for  us,  that 
whether  we  wake  or  sleep,  we  should 
live  together  with  him. — 1  Thess.  v. 
9,10;  2Tim.  i.  9;  ii.  10,  IL 

Believe  on  him  to  life  everlasting. —

Not  by  works  of  righteousness

Let  us  put  on  the  breastplate  of 
faith.

The  just  shall  live  by  his  faith. — 
Hab.  ii.  4. 

Abram  believed  in  the  Lord,  and 
be  counted  it  to  him  for  righteous- 
ness.— Gen.  XV.  6 ;  Rom.  iv.  3. 

Jesus,  seeing  their  faith,  said  unto 
the  sick  of  the  palsy.  Son,  be  of  good 
cheer,  thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee. — 
Matt.  ix.  2. 

He  that  believeth,  and  is  baptized, 
shall  be  saved. — Mark  xvi.  16. 

Blessed  is  she  that  believed,  for 
there  (or  that  there)  shall  be  a  per- 
formance of  those  things  which  were 
told  her  from  the  Lord — Luke  i.  45 ; 
Acts  xxvii.  25. 

Jesus  said  to  the  woman.  Thy  sins 
are  forgiven,  &c.  Thy  faith  hath 
saved  thee;  go,  &c.

The  Son  of  man  must  be  lifted 
up,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal 
life,  &c.  He  that  believeth  in  him, 
is  not  condemned,  &c.  He  that  be- 
lieveth on  the  Son,  hath  everlasting 
life.— John  iii.  14^16.  18.  36. 

Whosoever  drinketh  of  the  water 


that  I  shall  give  him,  shall  never 
thirst,  &c. — Jonn  iv.  14. 

He  that  heareth  my  word,  and  be* 
lieveth  on  him  that  sent  me,  hath 
everlasting  life,  and  shall  not  come 
into  condemnation,  but  is  passed  from 
death  unto  life,  &c.  Whom  he  hath 
sent,  him  ye  believe  not.  And  ye 
will  not  come  to  me,  that  ye  might 
have  life.--John  v.  24.  38.  40. 

What  shall  we  do,  that  we  may 
work  the  works  of  Grod  ?  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them.  This  ib 
the  work  of  God,  that  ye  believe  on 
him  whom  he  hath  sent.  He  that 
Cometh  to  me,  shall  never  hunger; 
and  he  that  believeth  on  roe,  snail 
never  thirst.  This  is  the  will  of  him 
that  sent  me,  that  everv  one  who  aeeth 
the  Son,  and  believetn  on  him,  may 
have  everlasting  life,  &c.  He  that 
believeth  on  me,  hath  everlasting  life. 
I  am  the  living  bread  which  came 
down  from  heaven ;  if  any  man  eat 
of  this  bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever, 
&c.  Whoso  eateth  my  flesh,  and 
drinketh  my  blood,  hath  eternal  life, 
&c.  he  dwelleth  in  me,  and  I  in  him. 
I  live  by  the  Father ;  so  he  that  eat- 
eth me,  even  he  shall  live  by  me. 
This  is,  &c.— John  vi.  28,  29.  35; 
40.  47.  51.  54.  56—58. 

He  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he 
were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live ;  and  who- 
soever liveth  and  believeth  in  me, 
shall  never  die,  &c. — John  xi.  25, 26. 

Jesus  said  to  Thomas,  Reach  hi- 
ther thy  finger,  &c.  Be  not  Pithless, 
but  believing.  Because  thou  hast 
seen  me,  thou  hast  believed :  blessed 
are  they  that  have  not  seen,  and  yet 
have  believed.  These  things  are 
written,  that  ye  mi^ht  believe  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God ; 
and  that  believing,  ye  might  have 
life  through  his  name. — John  xx.  27. 
29.  31. 

Through  his  name :  whosoever  be- 
lieveth in  him,  shall  receive  remission 
of  sins. — Acts  x.  43. 

By  him  all  that  believe  are  Justified 
from  all  things,  &c. — ^Acts  xiii.  39. 

We  believe  that  through  the  grace 
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of  the  Lord  Jasns  we  shall  6e  saved. — 
Acts  XT.  IL 

Sin,  what  most  I  do  to  be  saved  ? 
And  they  said,  Believe  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Cmist,  and  thou  shalt  be  saved, 
and  thine  house. — ^Acts  xvi.  90,  31 : 
iL38. 

I  Kept  back  nothing  that  was  pro- 
fitable, &c.  TestifyiihP  both  to  the 
Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  repent- 
ance towards  GM,  and  &ith  towards 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. — ^Acts  xx.  20, 
21. 

That  ihev  may  receive  forgiveness 
of  sins,  and  inheritance  among  them 
which  are  sanctified  by  fiuth  that  is 
in  me. — ^Acts  xxvL  18. 

The  gospel  of  Christ :  for  it  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every 
one  that  believeth,  &c.  For  therein 
is  the  righteousness  of  God  revealed, 
from  fiuth  to  faith :  as  it  is  written, 
The  just  shall  live  by  faith. — Rom.  i. 
16, 17. 

Now  the  righteousness  of  God 
without  the  law  is  manifest,  &c.  even 
the  righteousness  of  God  which  is 
by  fiith  of  Jesus  Christ  unto  all,  and 
upon  all  them  that  believe,  &c.  Jesus 
Christ,  whom  God  hath  set  forth  to 
be  a  propitiation  through  faith  in  his 
blood,  &c.  That  he  might  be  just, 
and  the  justifier  of  him  which  be- 
lieveth in  Jesus.  We  conclude  that 
a  man  is  justified  by  faith,  without, 
&c.  It  is  one  God  which  shall  jus- 
tify the  circumcision  by  faith,  and 
uncircumcision  through  mith. — ^Rom. 
iiL  21,  22.  24—26. 28.  30. 

To  him  that  worketh  not,  but  be- 
lieveth on  him  that  justifieth  the  un- 
godly, hia  fhith  is  counted  for  righte- 
ousneas,  &c.  We  say,  that  &ith  was 
reckoned  to  Abraham  for  righteous- 
ness. Ice.  Therefore  it  is  of  faith, 
that  it  might  be  by  grace,  &c.  It  was 
imputed  to  him  for  righteousness,  &c. 
For  OS  also,  to  whom  it  shall  be  im- 
puted, if  we  believe  on  him  that 
raised  up  Jesus  our  Lord,  &c. — 
Rom.  iv.  6.  9.  16.  22—24;  Gen. 
XV.  a 

justified  by  faith,  we  have 


peace  with  God,  &c.  We  have  access 
by  faith  into  his  grace,  wherein  we 
stand,  &c. — Rom.  v.  1,  2. 

We  are  saved  by  hope,  &c. — Rom. 
viii.  24. 

The  Gentiles,  &c.  have  attained 
unto  this  righteousness  which  is  of 
faith,  &c.  But  Israel  hath  not  at- 
tained, &c.  because  they  sought  it 
not  by  faith. — Rom.  ix.  30 — 32. 

Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for 
righteousness  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth, &c.  If  thou  shalt  confess 
with  thv  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
shalt  believe  in  thine  heart,  that  God 
hath  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou 
shalt  be  saved.  For  with  the  heart 
man  believeth  unto  ri^bteousness, 
&c.  For  the  scripture  saith,  Whoso- 
ever believeth  on  him  shall  not  be 
ashamed. — Rom.  x.  4.  9 — 11 ;  Isa. 
xxviii.  16. 

For  by  faith  ye  stand. — 2  Cor.  i. 
24. 

A  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works 
of  the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ:  even  we  have  believed  in 
Jesus  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justi- 
fied by  the  faith  of  Christ,  and  not 
by  the  works  of  the  law,  &;c.  And 
the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh, 
I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God. 
—Gal.  li.  16.  20. 

Abraham  believed  God,  and  it  was 
accounted  to  him  for  righteousness, 
&c.  They  which  are  of  faith,  the 
same  are  the  children  of  Abraham. 
And  the  scripture,  foreseeing  that 
God  would  justify  the  heathen  through 
faith,  &c.  Thev  which  be  of  faith, 
are  blessed  wiu  faithful  Abraham^ 
&c.  That  the  promise  by  faith  of 
Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them 
that  believe,  &c.  Ye  are  all  the  chil- 
dren of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus. 
— Gal.  iii.  6— 9.  11.22.26. 

We,  through  the  Spirit,  wait  for 
the  hope  of  righteousness  by  faith. 
For  in  Jesus  Christ  neither  circum- 
cision availeth  any  thing,  nor  uncir- 
cumcision; but  faith  which  worketh 
by  love. — Gal.  v.  5,  6. 

In  whom  also,  afler  that  ye  be- 
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lieved,  ye  were  sealed  with  that  Holy 
Spirit,  &c. — Eph.  i.  13. 

By  grace  are  ye  saved  through 
faith.— -Eph.  ii.  8. 

We  have  boldness  and  access  with 
confidence  by  the  faith  of  him,  &c. 
that  Christ  may  dwell  in  your  hearts 
by  faith.— Eph.  iii.  12.  17. 

Not  having  mine  own  righteous- 
ness, &c.  but  that  which  is  through 
the  faith  of  Christ. — Phil.  iii.  9. 

You  are  risen  with  him,  through 
the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God,  Sec. 
—Col.  ii.  12. 

God  hath,  &c.  chosen  you  to  sal- 
vation through  sanctification,  &c.  and 
belief  of  the  truth.— 2  Thess.  ii.  13. 

Now  the  end  of  the  commandment 
is  charity,  &c.  of  faith  unfeigned. — 
1  Tim.  i.  5. 

Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith  ;  lay 
hold  on  eternal  life. — 1  Tim.  vi.  12. 

Wise  unto  salvation,  through  faith, 
which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. — 2  Tim. 
iii.  15. 

Leaving  the  principles  of  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ,  &c.  Of  faith  to- 
wards God,  &c.  but  followers  of  them 
who  through  faith  and  patience  inhe- 
rit the  promises. — Heb.  vi.  1,  12. 

Unto  them  that  look  for  him,  shall 
he  appear  the  second  time  without  sin 
unto  salvation. — Heb.  ix.  28. 

Cast  not  away  therefore  your  con- 
fidence, which  hath  great  recompense 
of  reward,  &c.  Yet  a  little  while, 
and  he  that  shall  come  will  come,  and 
will  not  tarry.  Now  the  just  shall 
live  by  faith,  &c.  We  are  not  of 
them  who  draw  back  unto  perdition ; 
but  of  them  who  believe  to  the  saving 
of  the  soul.— Heb.  x.  22.  35. 37—39; 
Col.  i.  23. 

By  faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a 
more  excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain,  by 
which  he  obtained  witness  that  he 
was  righteous,  &c.  By  faith  Enoch 
was  translated,  that  he  should  not 
see  death,  &c.  He  had  this  testi- 
mony, that  he  pleased  God;  but 
without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please 
God :  for  he  that  cometh  to  God, 
must  believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is 


a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently 
seek  him.  Bv  faith  Noah,  &c.  be- 
came heir  of  the  righteousness  which 
is  by  faith. — Heb.  xi.  4 — 7',  Gen.  iv. 
3,  &c. 

For  you,  who  are  kept  by  the  power 
of  God  through  faith  unto  salvation, 
&c.  receiving  the  end  of  your  f£th, 
even  the  salvation  of  your  souls,  &c. 
For  you,  who  do  believe  in  God  who 
raised  him,  &c. — 1  Pet  i.  5.  9.  21. 

Behold,  I  lay  in  Sion  a  chief  cor- 
ner-stone, &c.  and  he  that  believeth 
on  him  shall  not  be  confounded. — 
1  Pet.  ii.  6 ;  Isa.  xxviii.  16. 

This  is  his  commandment,  That  we 
should  believe  on  the  name  of  his 
Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  love,  &c. — 
1  John  iii.  22,  23. 

Whosoever  believeth  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ,  is  bom  of  God,  &c.  This 
is  the  victory  that  overcometh  the 
world,  even  our  faith.

Blessed  be  God,  &c.  who,  accord- 
ing to  his  abundant  mercy,  hath  be- 
gotten us  again  unto  a  livelv  hope  by 
the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from 
the  dead. — 1  Pet.  i.  3.

Simon  Peter  said,  Thou  art  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  living  God.  And  Je- 
sus said  unto  him,  Blessed  art  thou, 
&c.  for  flesh  and  blood  hath  not  re- 
vealed it  unto  thee,  but  my  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. — Matt.  xvi.  16, 17 ; 
Mark  viii.  29 ;  Luke  ix.  20. 

The  woman,  who  had  the  bloody 
issue,  said.  If  I  may  but  touch  his 


clothes,  I  shall  be  whole,  &c.  Jesus 
said  unto  her.  Thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole;  go  in  peace. — Mark  v. 
27—29.  34;  Matt.  ix.  18.  21. 

Jesus  said  unto  them.  Have  faith  in 
God,  &c.  Whosoever  shall  say,  &c.

O  fools,  and  slow  of  heart  to  be- 
lieve all  which  the  prophets  have 
spoken !

His  own  received  him  not,  but  as 
many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave 
he  power  to  become,  &c.  those  who 
believe  in  his  name.

Andrew  said 
to  his  brother  Simon,  We  have  found 
the  Mcssias,  which  is,  being  inter- 
preted, the  Christ,  8cc.  Philip  said  to 
Nathanael,  We  have  found  him  of 
whom  Moses  in  the  Law  and  the  Pro- 
phets did  write,  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  the 
son  of  Joseph,  &c.  Nathanael  saith. 
Thou  art  the  Son  of  God ;  thou  art 
the  King  of  Israel.  Jesus  said,  Be- 
cause I  said,  &c.  believest  thou  ?  thou 
shalt  see  greater,  &c. — John  i.  11, 12. 
29,  30.  34.  36.  40,  41.  45.  49, 50. 

The  disciples,  &c.  believed  the 
scripture,  ana  the  word  which  Jesus 
had  said. — John  ii.  22, 23. 

He  that  hath  received  his  testimony, 
hath  set  to  his  seal  that  God  is  true. — 
John  iii.  33. 

The  Samaritans  believed  on  him 
for  the  saying  of  the  woman,  &c.  and 
more  believed  because  of  his  own 
word,  and  said  unto  the  woman,  Now 
we  believe,  not  because  of  thy  say- 
ing ;  for  we  have  heard  him  our- 
selves, and  know  that  this  is  indeed 
the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the  world, 
&;c.  Jesus  said  to  the  nobleman,  Go 
thy  way,  thy  son  liveth ;  and  the  man 
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believed  the  word  that  Jesus  had 
spoken  unto  him,  and  he  went  his 
way,  &c.  And  himself  believed,  and 
his  whole  house. — John  iv.  39. 41, 42. 
49, 50.  53. 

He  that  believeth  on  him  that  sent 
me,  kc.  Had  je  believed  Moses,  &c. 
But  if  je  believe  not  his  writings,  &c. 
—John  V.  24.  46,  47. 

This  is  the  work  of  God,  that  ye 
believe  on  him  whom  he  hath  sent,&c. 
Simon  Peter  answered  him,  Lord,  to 
whom  shall  we  eo?  thou  hast  the 
words  of  eternal  life.  And  we  believe 
and  are  sure  that  thou  art  that  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  living  God. — John  vi. 
29.  68, 69. 

For  if  ye  believe  not  that  I  am  he, 
ve  shall  die  in  your  sins,  &c.  Abra- 
ham saw  my  day,  &c. — John  viii.  24.

The  man  who  was  born  blind  Christ 
cured :  and  when  the  Jews  had  cast 
him  out,  Jesus  heard  of  it :  and  when 
he  had  found  him,  he  said  unto  him, 
Dost  thou  believe  on  the  Son  of  God  ? 
And  he  answered  and  said,  Who  is 
he,  Lord,  that  I  might  believe  on  him  ?

He  that  believeth  on  me,  believeth 
not  on  me,  but,  &c.

If  thou  believest  with  all  thine  heart, 
thou  mayest.  And  he  answered  and 
said,  I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
Son  of  God.  He  baptized  him. —

Paul  preached  Christ  in  the  syna- 

fogues,  that  he  is  the  Son  of  God,  &o. 
^roving  that  this  is  very  Christ. —

God  gave  them  the  like  gift,  kc. 
Then  hath  God  also  to  the  Gentiles 
granted  repentance  unto  life. — Acts

even  as  they. — Acts  xv.  11. 

Testifying  both  to  the  Jews,  &c.

That  they  may  receive  forgiveness 
of  sins,  &c.  by  faith  that  is  in  me. — 
Acts  xxvi.  18. 

Paul  said.  Be  of  good  cheer,  for 
there  shall  be  no  loss,  &c.  Be  of  good 
cheer :  for  I  believe  God,  that  it  shall 
be  even  as  it  was  told  me. — Acts  xxvii. 
21—25. 

To  him  that  worketh  not,  but  be- 
lieveth on  him  that  justifieth  the  un- 
godly, his  faith  is  counted  for  righte- 
ousness, kc.  Abraham  against  hope 
believed  in  hope,  &c.  And  being  not 
weak  in  faith,  he  considered  not  his 
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own  body  now  dead,  &c.  but  was 
strong  in  faith,  giving  glory  to  God ; 
and  being  fully  persuaded  that  .what 
he  had  promised  he  was  able  also  to 
perform:  and  therefore  it  was  im- 
puted to  him  for  righteousness. — 
Rom.  iv.  5.  16. 18—22. 

Now  if  we  be  dead  with  Christ,  we 
believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with 
him. — Rom.  vi.  8. 

We  are  saved  by  hope;  but  hope 
that  is  seen  is  not  hope :  for  what  a 
man  seeth,  why  doth  he  yet  hope  for? 
But  if  we  hope  for  that  we  see  not, 
then  do  we  with  patience  wait  for  it, 
&c  I  am  persuaoed  that  neither  life, 
^cc— Rom.  viii.  24,  25.  38,  39. 

The  righteousness  which  is  of  &ith 
speaketh  on  thb  wise:  say  not  in 
tnine  heart,  Who  shall  ascend  into 
heaven?  that  is,  to  bring  Christ  down 
from  above :  or,  Who  shall  descend 
into  the  deep?  that  is,  to  bring  up 
Christ  aeain  from  the  dead.  But 
what  saith  it?  The  word  is  nigh  thee, 
in  thy  month,  and  in  thy  heart ;  that 
is,  the  word  of  fiiith  which  we  preach ; 
that  if  thoa  shalt  confess  with  thy 
month  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  be- 
lieve in  thine  heart  that  Grod  hath 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt 
be  saved :  for  with  the  heart  man  be- 
lievetb  onto  righteousness. — Rom.  x. 

e— 10. 

Bntpntye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
&c. — ^Rom.  xiii.  14. 

No  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the 
Lord  but  by  the  Holy  Ghost— 1  Cor. 
xii.  3. 

My  preaching  was  not  with  entic- 
ing words,  &c.  uiat  your  &ith  should 
not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men,  but 
in  the  power  of  Ood. — 1  Cor.  ii.  4, 5. 

We  also  believei  and  therefore 
speak ;  knowing  that  he  which  raised 
up  the  Lord  Jesus,  shall  raise  up  us 
also,  by  Jesus,  and  shall  present  us 
with  joxkf  kc.  While  we  look  not  at 
the  things  which  are  seen,  but  at  the 
things  wnich  are  not  seen,  kc,  which 
are  eternal. — 2  Cor.  iv.  13, 14.  18. 

We  know  that  if  our  earthly  house 
of  tfai*  tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we 


have  a  building  of  God,  an  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  hea- 
.vens,  &c.  Wc  arc  confident,  I  say, 
and  willing  rather  to  be  absent  from 
the  body,  and  to  be  present  with  the 
Lord,  &c.  Knowing  therefore  the 
terror  of  the  Lord,  we  persuade  men, 
&c.— 2  Cor.  v.  1.  6.  8.  11. 

That  we  should  be  to  the  praise  of 
his  glory,  who  first  trusted  (or  hoped) 
in  Christ. — Eph.  i.  12. 

Buried  with  him  in  baptism ;  where- 
in also  you  are  risen  with  him,  through 
the  faiUi  of  the  operation  of  God,  who 
hath  raised  him  from  the  dead. — 
Col.  ii.  12. 

We  pray  always  for  you,  that  our 
God  would,  &c.  fulfil  all  the  good 
pleasure  of  his  goodness,  and  the  work 
of  faith,  with  power. — 2  Thess.  i.  11. 

Therefore  we  both  labour,  and  suffer 
reproach,  because  we  trust  in  the  living 
God,  who  is  the  Saviour  of  all  men, 
especially  of  those  that  believe. — 1 
Tim.  iv.  10. 

Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith  ;  lay 
hold  on  eternal  life. — 1  Tim.  vi.  12. 

When  I  call  to  remembrance  the 
unfeigned  faith  that  is  in  thee,  &c. 
I  am  not  ashamed,  for  1  know  whom 
1  have  believed;  and  1  am  persuaded, 
that  he  is  able  to  keep  that  which  I 
have  committed  unto  him  against  that 
day. — 2  Tim.  i.  5.  12;  James  i.  5, 6. 

According  to  the  faith  of  God's 
elect,  &c.  In  hope  of  eternal  life, 
which  God,  that  cannot  lie,  promised 
before  the  world  began,  &c.  Rebuke 
them  sharply,  that  they  may  be  found 
sound  in  tne  faith.

And  faith  which  thou  hast  towards 
the  Lord  Jesus.

The  word,  &c.  did  not  profit  them, 
not  being  mixed  with  faith  m  them  that 
heard  it,  &c.  We  which  have  believed 
do  enter  into  rest. — Heb.  iv.  2,  3. 

We,  &c.  who  have  fled  for  refuge 
to  lay  hold  upon  the  hope  set  before 
us. — Heb.  vi.  18. 

Faith  is  the  substance  of  things 
hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not 
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seen.  For  he  that  cometh  to  God 
must  believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he 
is  a  rewarder  of  them  ^at  diligently 
seek  him,  &c.  By  faith  Abraham, 
&c.  sojourned  in  the  land  of  promise, 
&c.  For  he  looked  for  a  city  which 
hath  foundations,  whose  builder  and 
maker  is  GkKl.  Through  faith  also 
Sarah  herself  received  strength,  &c. 
because  she  judged  him  iaithful  who 
had  promised,  &c.  These  all  died  in 
faith,  not  having  received  the  pro- 
mises, but  having  seen  them  a&r  off, 
and  were  persuaded  of  them,  and  em- 
braced them,  and  confessed,  &c.  Abra- 
ham offered  Isaac,  &c.  accounting  that 
God  was  able  to  raise  him  up  from 
the  dead,  &c.  Moses  had  respect  unto 
the  recompense  of  reward,  &c.  as 
seeing  him  who  is  invisible.  And 
some  refused  deliverance,  that  they 
might  obtain  a  better  resurrection. — 
Heb.  xi.  1.  6.  8—11. 13. 17. 19.  26, 
27.  35 ;  vi.  18. 

If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him 
ask  of  God,  &c.  but  let  him  ask  in 
faith,  nothing  wavering :  for  he  that 
wavereth  is  like  a  wave  of  the  sea, 
&c.  For  let  not  that  man  think  that 
he  shall  receive  any  thing  of  the 
Lord. — James  i.  6 — 7. 

Blessed  be  God,  &c.  which  hath 
begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively  hope, 
through  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ,  &c.  whom,  having  not  seen, 
ye  love;  in  whom,  though  now  you 
see  him  not,  yet  believing,  &c.  who 
by  him  do  believe  in  God,  &c.  that 
your  faith  and  hope  might  be  in  God.

Who  is  a  liar,  but  he  that  denieth 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ?

Jesus  said  to  the 
ruler,  (when  news  was  brought  that 
his  daughter  was  dead,)  Be  not  afraid ; 
only  believe :  and  Christ  raised  her. 
—Mark  v.  27—29. 35, 36. 42. 

If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things  are 

Sissible  to  him  that  believeth,  &c. 
e  cried  out.  Lord,  I  believe :  help 
thou  my  unbelief.  Jesus  healed  his 
child.— Mark  ix.  23—27. 

What  things  soever  ye  desire  when 
ye  pray,  believe  that  ye  receive  them, 
and  ye  shall  have  them. — Mark  xi.24;

Be  readv  always  to  give,  &c.  a 
reason  of  the  hope  that  is  in  yon. — 
1  Pet.  iii.  15. 

Abimelech  and  Pharaoh's  servants, 
believing  the  divine  threatenings, 
obeyed  God.  —  Gen.  xx.  7,  &c; 
Exod.ix.  19,20. 

He  that  believeth,  shall  not  make 
haste. — Isa.  xxviii.  16 ;  vii.  9 ;  Prov. 
xvi.  3 ;  2  Chron.  xx.  20. 

The  people  of  Nineveh  believed 
God,  and  proclaimed  a  fast,  and  put 
on  sackcloth,  &c.  Who  can  tell  if 
God  will  turn  and  repent  ?  &c.  And 
God  saw  their  works,  that  they  turned 
from  their  evil  way,  &c.

&ith  Moses  refused  to  be  called  the 
son  of  Pharaoh's  daughter ;  choosing 
rather  to  suffer  affliction  with  the 
people  of  God,  than  to  enjoy  the  plea- 
sures of  sin  for  a  season :  esteeming 
the  reproach  of  Christ  greater  riches 
than  tne  treasures  in  Egypt :  for,^. 
—Heb.  xi.  7,  8. 13.  17, 18.  24—26. 

What  doth  it  profit,  my  brethren, 
though  a  man  say  he  hath  faith,  and 
have  not  works :  can  faith  save  him  ? 
Faith,  if  it  hath  not  good  works,  is 
dead,  being  alone,  or  by  itself.  Yea, 
a  man  may  say.  Thou  hast  faith,  and 
I  have  works;  shew  me  thy  faith 
without  thy  works,  and  I  will  shew 
thee  my  faith  by  mv  works.  Thou 
believest  that  there  is  one  God,  &c. 
but  wilt  thou  know,  O  vain  man,  that 
faith  without  works  is  dead?  Was 
not  Abraham  our  father  justified  by 
works,  when  he  had  offered  Isaac  his 
son  upon  the  altar  ?  Seest  thou  how 
faith  wrought  with  his  works  ?  and  by 
works  was  faith  made  perfect,  &c. 
Faith  without  works  is  dead. — James 
ii.  14. 17—22.  26. 

Jesus  Christ,  whom  having  not 
seen,  ye  love ;  in  whom,  though  now 
ye  see  him  not,  yet  believing,  ye  re- 
joice with  joy  unspeakable  and  full  of 
glory.- 1  Pet.  i.  7,  8. 

Unto  you  therefore  which  believe, 
he  is  precious,  (or  an  honour.) — 1  Pet. 
11.  7. 

We  know  that  when  he  shall  ap- 
pear, we  shall  be  like  him,  for  we 
shall  see  him  as  he  is.  And  every 
man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him,  pun- 
ficth  himself,  as  he  is  pure.^ — 1  John 
iii.  2,  3.

CHAP.  n. 


Sect.  5. — The  Dangerous  State  and 
Issue  of  Unbelief. 

The  old  world,  though  informed  of 
the  flood  by  Noah,  yet,  because  of  un- 
belief, was  destroyed  by  it — Gen.  vi.  7. 

When  Lot  had  told  his  sons-in-law 
that  God  would  destroy  the  city,  and 
had  advised  them  to  get  out,  they  be- 
lieved him  not;  and  were  destroyed 
in  the  overthrow. — Gen.  xix.  12 — 14. 
25;   Exod.  ix.  19.  21.  25. 

How  long  will  it  be  ere  they  believe 
me  ?  I  will  smite  them. — Numb.  xiv. 
11, 12. 

I  will  hide  my  face,  &c.  for  they 
are  children  in  whom  is  no  faith. — 
Deut.  xxxii.  20. 

The  lord,  in  Samaria,  because  he 
believed  not  the  word  of  God  con- 
cerning relief  of  provision  then  in  the 
sore  famine  as  God  had  spoken,  was 
threatened,  that  he  should  not  eat 
thereof;  and  accordingly  was  trod  to 
death ;  and  saw  it,  but  did  not  eat. — 
2  Kings  vii.  1,  2.  17—20. 

A  fire  was  kindled  against  Jacob, 
and  anger  also  came  up  against  Israel, 
because  they  believed  not  in  God, 
and  trusted  not  in  his  salvation. — Ps. 
Ixxviii.  21,  22. 

Woe  unto  thee,  &c.  for  if  the 
mighty  works,  &c.  had  been  done  in 
Tyre,  &c.  they  would  have  repented, 
&c.— Matt.  xi.  21.  23. 

Ha  did  not  many  mighty  works 
there,  because  of  their  unbelief. — 
Matt.  xiii.  58. 

Peter  began  to  sink  through  unbe- 
lief. Jesus  said  unto  him,  O  thou  of  lit- 
tle faith,  wherefore  didst  thou  doubt? 
—Matt.  xiv.  29^-51 ;  Luke  xxii.  31— 
34. 

He  appeared  unto  the  eleven,  and 
upbraided  them  with  their  unbelief 
and  hardness  of  heart ;  because  they 
believed  not  them  who  had  seen  him 
after  he  was  risen,  &c.  But  he  that  be- 
lieveth  not  shall  be  damned. — Mark 
xvi.  14.  16. 

Thou  shalt  be  dumb,  and  not  able 
to  speak,  until  the  day  that  these 
things  shall  be  performed:   because 


thou  believest  not  my  words,  which 
shall  be  fulfilled,  &c. — Luke  i.  20. 

The  Son  of  man  when  he  cometh, 
shall  he  find  faith  on  the  earth? — 
Luke  xviii.  8. 

But  those  mine  enemies,  which 
would  not  that  I  should  reign  over 
them,  bring  hither,  and  slay  them 
before  me. — Luke  xix.  27 ;  John  v. 
40.  43. 

He  that  believeth  not,  is  condemned 
already:  because  he  haih  not  believed 
in  the  name  of  the  only  beeotteo  Son 
of  God,  &c.  He  that  believeth  not 
the  Son,  shall  not  see  life;  but  the 
wrath  of  Gk>d  abideth  on  him. — John 
iii.  18.  36. 

Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  ex- 
cept ye  ^t  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of 
man,  and  drink  his  blood,  ye  have  no 
life  in  you. — John  vi.  53. 

I  said  therefore  unto  you,  that  ye 
shall  die  in  your  sins ;  for  if  ye  be- 
lieve not  that  I  am  he,  ye  shall  die  in 
your  sins. — John  viii.  24. 

Ye  believe  not,  because  ye  are  not 
of  my  sheep ;  as  I  said  unto  you,  My 
sheep  hear  my  voice,  &c.— John  z. 
26,  27;  V.  38. 

If  any  man  hear  my  words,  and 
believe  not,  &c.  He  that  reject- 
eth  me,  and  receiveth  not  my  words, 
hath  one  that  judgeth  him ;  the  word 
that  I  have  spoken,  the  same  shall 
judge  him  in  tne  last  day. — John  xii. 
47,  48. 

If  a  man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is 
cast  forth  as  a  branch,  and  is  wither- 
ed ;  and  men  gather  them  and  cast 
them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burn- 
ed.— John  XV.  6. 

He  will  reprove  the  world  of  sin, 
&c.  Of  sin,  because  they  believe  not 
on  me. — John  xvi.  8,  9. 

Beware,  therefore,  lest  that  come 
upon  you,  &c.  Behold,  ye  despisers, 
and  wonder,  and  perish :  for  I  work 
a  work  in  your  days,  a  work  which 
ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe,  though  a 
man  declare  it  unto  you. — Acts  xiii. 
40,  41. 

How  shall  they  call  on  him,  whom 
thev  have  not  believed  ? — Rom.  x.  14« 
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Well,  because  of  unbelief  they  were 
broken  off;  and  thou  standest  hj 
hithf  &c.  God  spared  not  the  natural 
branches,  &c. — Rom.  xi.  20,  21. 

He  that  doubteth,  is  damned  if  be 
eat,  because  he  eateth  not  of  faith; 
for  whatsoever  is  not  of  faith,  is  sin. — 
Rom.  xiY.  23. 

The  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed 
from  heaven,  taking  vengeance  on 
them,  &c.  that  obey  not  the  gospel  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ :  who  shall  be 
punished  with  everlasting  destruction, 
&c.— 2  Thess.  i.  7,  8. 

Antichrist  shall  prevail  upon  such 
who  shall  perish;  because  thev  re- 
ceived not  the  love  of  the  truth  (or 
the  truth  in  the  love  thereof)  that 
they  might  be  saved.  And  for  this 
cause  God  shall  send  them  strong  de- 
lusion, that  they  should  believe  a  lie ; 
that  they  all  might  be  damned  who 
believed  not  the  truth,  but  had  plea- 
sure in  unrighteousness. — 2  Thess.  ii. 
8—12. 

Holding  faith,  &c.  which  some  hav- 
ing put  away,  concerning  faith  have 
made  shipwreck ;  of  whom  is  Hyme- 
neus  and  Alexander,  whom  I  have  de- 
livered unto  Satan,  that  being  chas- 
tised, they  may  learn  not  to  blas- 
pheme.— 1  Tim.  i.  19,  20. 

Unto  them  that  are  defiled  and  un- 
believing, is  nothing  pure,  but  even 
their  mind  and  conscience  is  defiled. 
—Titus  i.  15. 

If  the  word  spoken  by  angels  was 
stedfast,  and  every  transgression  and 
disobedience  received  a  iust  recom- 
pense of  reward :  how  snail  we  es- 
cape, if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation, 
which  at  the  first  began  to  be  spoken 
by  the  Lord  ?  &c.— Heb.  ii.  2,  3. 

I  sware  in  mv  wrath,  they  shall 
not  (or  if  they  shall)  enter  into  my 
rest  Take  heed,  brethren,  lest  there 
be  in  any  of  you  an  evil  heart  of  un- 
belief, in  departing  firom  the  living 
God.  And  to  whom  sware  he,  that 
they  should  not  enter  into  his  rest, 
but  to  them  that  believed  not?  So 
we  see,  that  they  could  not  enter  in, 
because  of  unbelief. — Heb.  iii.  11, 12. 


18,  19;   Numb.  xiv.  21—23;    Ps. 
cvi.  24—26. 

The  word  preached  did  not  profit 
them ;  not  being  mixed  with  faith  (or 
because  they  were  not  united  by  faith 
to  it)  in  them  that  heard  it.  They  to 
whom  it  was  first  preached  (or,  the 
gospel  was  first  preached)  entered 
not  in,  because  of  unbelief. — Heb. 
iv.  2.  6. 

If  we  sin,  &c.  there  remaineth  no 
more  sacrifice,  &c.  but  a  certain  fear- 
fiil  looking  for  of  judgment  and  fiery 
indication,  &c.  The  just  shall  live 
by  faith :  but  if  any  man  draw  back, 
my  soul  shall  have  no  pleasure  in  him. 
But  we  are  not  of  them  that  draw  back 
unto  perdition,  but  of  them  that  be- 
lieve unto  the  saving  of  the  soul. — 
Heb.  X.  26—29.  38,  39. 

Without  faith  it  is  impossible  to 
please  God :  for  he,  &c. — Heb.  xi.  6. 

See  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that 
speaketh.  For  if  they  escaped  not, 
who  refused  him  that  spake  on  earth ; 
much  more  shall  not  we  escape,  if  we 
turn  away  from  him  that  speaketh 
from  heaven. — Heb.  xii.  25. 

Let  him  ask  in  faith,  &c.  for  he 
that  wavereth  is  like,  &c.  Let  not 
that  man  think  he  shall  receive,  &c. — 
James  i.  5 — 7, 

Unto  you  which  believe,  he  is  very 
precious;  but  unto  them  which  be 
disobedient,  the  stone  which  the 
builders  disallowed,  the  same  is  made 
the  head  of  the  corner ;  and  a  stone 
of  stumbling,  and  a  rock  of  offence  to 
them  which  stumble  at  the  word,  be- 
ing disobedient ;  whereunto  also  they 
were  appointed.— ^1  Pet.  ii.  7,  8. 

What  shall  the  end  be  of  them  that 
obey  not  the  gospel  of  God  ? — 1  Pet. 
iv.  17,  18. 

He  that  believeth  not  God,  hath 
made  him  a  liar,  because  he  believeth 
not  the  record  that  God  gave  of  hb 
Son ;  and  this  is  the  record.  That 
God  hath  given  to  us  eternal  life,  and 
this  life  is  in  his  Son,  &c.  He  that 
hath  not  the  Son,  hath  not  life. — 
1  John  V.  10—12.

Sect.  1. — Jliat  such  may  be  known 
from  others  by  their  Fruiti,  We 
should  try. 

Search  me,  O  God,  and  know  my 
heart:  try  me,  and  know  my  thoughts. 
— Ps.  cxxxix.  23,  24. 

Let  us  search  and  try  our  ways, 
and  turn  again  unto  the  Lord. — Lam. 
iii.  40. 

Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  firuits : 
do  men  gather  grapes  of  thorns  ?  kc. 
— Matt.  vii.  16,  &c. 

The  tree  is  known  by  his  fruit.  O 
generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye,  being 
evil,  speak  good  things?  for  out  of 
the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth 
speaketh .  A  good  man  out  of  the  good 
treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth 
good  things:  and  an  evil  man  out 
of  the  evil  treasure  bringeth  forth  evil 
things. — Matt.  xii.  3S-— o5 ;  John  iii. 
6 ;  Luke  vi.  43—45. 

Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon, 
&c.  That  which  is  highlv  esteemed 
among  men,  is  abomination,  &c. — 
Luke  xvi.  13. 15. 

Some  have  not  the  knowledge  of 
God :  I  speak  this  to  your  shame. — 
1  Cor.  XV.  34. 

Examine  yourselves  whether  ye  be 
in  the  feith :  prove  your  own  selves : 
know  ye  not  your  own  selves,  how 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  in  you,  except  ye 
be  reprobates? — 2  Cor.  xiii.  5;  Gkil. 
vi.  4 ;  Ps.  iv.  4. 

Now  if  any  man  have  not  the  Spirit 
of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. — BLom. 
viii.  9. 


If  a  man  think  himself  to  be  some- 
thing, when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiveth 
himself. — Gral.  vi.  3.  7. 

Doth  a  fountain  send  forth  at  the 
same  place  sweet  water  and  bitter? 
Can  the  fig-tree,  my  brethren,  bear 
olive-berries  ?  either  a  vine,  fies  ?  So 
can  no  fountain  both  yield  salt  water 
and  fresh.  Who  is  a  wise  man  and 
endued  with  knowledge  amongst  you  ? 
let  him  shew  out  of  a  good  conversa- 
tion iiis  works  with  meekness  and 
wisdom.  But  if  ye  have  bitter  envy- 
ing, &c.  this  wisdom  deecendefli  not 
from  above,  but  is  earthly,  sensual, 
devilish. — James  iii.  11 — 14. 

Be  ready  always  to  eive  an  answer 
to  everv  man  that  askeui  you  a  reason 
of  the  hope  that  is  in  you,  with  meek- 
ness and  fear. — ^1  Pet.  iii.  15. 

Let  every  man  prove  his  own  work, 
and  then  shall  he  have  rejoicing' in 
himself  alone,  &c. — GkJ.  vi.  4. 

Sect.  2. — Of  the  particular  Fruits 
of  the  Spirit  which  are  indispenson 
oly  necessary  to  real  Saints. 

A  ooon  man  out  of  the  good  treasure 
of  his  heart  bringeth  forth  that  which 
is  good,  &c. — Luke  vi.  45. 

And  Enoch  walked  with  God,  &c. 
three  hundred  years,  &c.  and  Enoch 
walked  with  God,  and  was  not,  &c. 
(or,  walked  according  to  God  con- 
tinually.)—Gen.  V.  22.  24. 

Noui  was  a  just  man,  and  perfect 
in  his  generations ;  and  Noah  walked 
with  God. — Gren.  vi.  9. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Noah, 
Come,  &c.  for  thee  I  have  seen  right- 
eous before  me  in  this  generation,  &c. 
And  Noah  did  according  unto  all 
that  God  commanded  him. — Gen.  vii. 
1.5. 

Abraham  went  into  a  strange  plaee 
out  of  his  own  country,  when  God  bid 
him. — G^en.  xii.  1—4. 

And  Abraham  said  unto  Lot,  Let 
there  be  no  strife,  I  Pi^y  thee,  be* 
tween  me  and  thee,  ror  we  be  bre- 
thren. Is  not  the  whole  land  before 
thee  ?  If  thou  wilt  take  the  left  hand, 
then  1  will  go  to  the  right ;  or  if  thou 
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depart  to  the  nefat  hand,  then  I  will 
go  to  the  left. — <}en.  xiii.  8, 9. 

And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  said, 
Abrahaniy  kc,  for  now  I  know  that 
thoa  ieareet  Ood,  seeing  thou  hast 
not  withheld  thy  son,  thine  only  be- 
gotten son  from  me. — Cten,  zxii.  11, 
12;  zYiii.l9. 

The  saintB  are  grieved  at  the  wick- 
edness of  men. — &en.  xxxiv.  7;  Neh. 
xiii.  8 ;  Jer.  ix.  1, 2 ;  xiii.  17. 

When  Joseph's  mistress  tempted 
him  to  sin,  he  said.  How  then  can  I 
do  this  great  wickedness,  and  sin 
against  Grod  ? — Gen.  xxxix.  9. 

When  Pharaoh  said  onto  Joseph, 
I  have  heard  saj  of  thee,  thou  canst 
understand  a  dream  to  interpret  it: 
Joseph  answered  Pharaoh,  saying, 
It  is  not  in  me,  Qod  shall  give  "Pha- 
raoh an  answer  of  peace.---6en.  xli. 
15,16;  xl.8. 

The  midwiyes  feared  Ood,  and 
obeyed  not  the  king's  command  to 
kill  the  male  children. — Exod.  i.  16, 
17. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  I 
have  seen  this  people,  &c.  Now  let 
me  alone,  that  my  wrath  may  wax 
hot  against  them,  and  I  will  make  of 
thee  a  great  nation.  And  Moses  be- 
sought the  Lord,  saying,  Wherefore 
should  the  Egyptian  say.  For  mis- 
chief did  he  bring  them  out,  to  slay 
them  in  the  mountains?  &c. — Remem- 
ber Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Israel,  thy 
seryants,  to  whom  thou  swarest  by 
thine  own  seU^  &»•  Now  if  thou  wilt 
fingiye  their  sins :  and  if  not,  I  pray 
thee  blot  me  out  of  thy  book  which 
thoa  hast  written. — ^Exod.  xxxii.  9— 
13.92. 

When  Moses  was  told  that  Eldad 
and  Medad  did  prophesy  in  the  camp, 
and  his  serrant  haa  said  to  him,  My 
lord  Moses,  forbid  them ;  Moses  said 
unto  him,  Enyiest  thou  fer  my  sake  ? 
Would  God  that  all  the  Lord's  people 
were  prophets,  and  that  the  Lord 
would  put  his  Spirit  upon  them. — 
Numb.  xi.  26—29. 

Qod  said  unto  Moses,  I  will  smite 
them,  fcc.  and  make  of  thee  a  greater 


nation,  and  mightier  than  they.  And 
Moses  said  unto  the  Lord,  Then  the 
Egyptians  shall  hear  it,  (for  tbou 
broughtest  up  this  people  in  thy  might 
from  among  them,;  and  they  will  tell 
it  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  land ;  for 
they  haye  heard  that  thou,  Lord,  art 
amon^  this  people,  &c.  Now  if  thou 
shalt  kill  all  this  people  as  one  man, 
then  the  nations  which  haye  beard 
the  i&me  of  thee  will  speak,  saying, 
Because  the  Lord  was  not  able  to 
bring  this  people  into  the  land  which 
he  sware  unto  them,  therefore  he  hath 
slain  them  in  the  wilderness,  &c. — 
Numb.  xiy.  12,  &c. ;  Deut.  ix.  26 — 
28. 

When  God  had  told  Moses  that  he 
must  die,  Moses  prays  for  Israel: 
Let  the  Lord,  the  Goa  of  the  spirits 
of  all  flesh,  set  a  man  oyer  the  con- 
legation,  which  may  go  out  before 
them,  &c.  that  the  congregation  of 
the  Lord  be  not  as  sheep  which  haye 
no  shepherd,  &c.  And  he  appointed 
Joshua. — Numb,  xxyii.  12 — 18, 

He  exhorts  Israel  at  large  to  cleaye 
to  the  Lord,  when  he  was  to  die. — 
Deut.  iy.  22,  &c. 

When  Israel  fell  before  Ai,  &c. 
Joshua  said,  O  Lord,  what  shall  I 
say  when  Israel  tumeth  their  backs 
before  their  enemies?  For  the  Ca- 
naanites  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  the 
land  shall  hear,  &c.  and  what  wilt  thou 
do  unto  thy  great  name  ? — Joshua  yii. 
4— 6.8,9;  Joel  ii.  17. 

Choose,  &c.  whom  you  will  serye, 
&c.  But  as  for  me  and  my  house, 
we  will  senre  the  Lord. — Joshua  xxiy. 
15. 

Eli,  when  he  heard  the  ark  of  the 
Lord  was  taken,  fell  backward  and 
died  :  and  his  daughter-in-law  cried 
out,  the  glory  is  departed  from  Israel, 
because  the  ark  of  God  was  taken. 
Yet  she  was  not  so  much  concerned 
at  the  news  of  her  husband's  death, 
and  herself  being  near  death  at  the 
same  time. — 1  Sam.  iy.  17 — ^22. 

Dayid's  heart  smote  him,  because 
he  cut  off  Saul's  skirt — 1  Sam.  xxiy. 
5. 
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When  David's  wife  had  blamed  him 
for  dancing  before  the  ark,  he  told 
her,  It  was  before  the  Lord,  &c.  I 
will  play  before  the  Lord,  and  I  will 
yet  be  more  vile  than  thus,  and  will 
be  base  in  mine  own  sight. — 2  Sam. 
vi.  20—22. 

When  king  David  sat  in  his  house, 
and  the  Lord  had  given  him  rest 
round  about  from  all  his  enemies;  the 
king  said  unto  Nathan  the  prophet, 
See  now  I  dwell  in  an  house  of  cedar ; 
but  the  ark  of  God  dwelleth  within 
curtains,  &c. — 2  Sam.  vii.  1 — 5. 

Uriah  said  unto  David,  The  ark, 
and  Israel,  and  Judah,  abide  in  tents; 
and  my  lord  Joab,  and  the  servants  of 
my  lord  are  encamped  in  the  open 
field ;  shall  I  then  go  into  mine  house 
to  eat  and  to  drink,  and  to  lie  with 
my  wife?  &c.  —  I  will  not  do  this 
thin^. — 2  Sam.  xi.  II. 

I  nave  kept  the  ways  of  the  Lord, 
and  have  not  wickedly  departed  from 
my  God  :  for  all  his  judgments  were 
before  me  :  and  as  for  his  statutes,  I 
did  not  depart  from  them.  I  was 
also  upright  before  (or  to)  him  ;  and 
have  kept  mvself  from  mine  iniquity. 
—2  Sam.  xxii.  22—24. 

And  David's  heart  smote  him,  after 
that  he  had  numbered  the  people. 
And  David  said  unto  the  Lord,  I  have 
sinned  greatly,  &c.  And  the  Lord 
sent  a  pestilence  upon  Israel  for  it, 
&c.  And  David  said,  Lo,  I  have 
sinned ;  I  have  done  wickedly ;  but 
these  sheep,  what  have  they  done? 
let  thine  hand  be  against  me,  and 
against  my  father's  house. — 2  Sam. 
xxiv.  10.  15.  17 ;  1  Sam.  xxiv.  5. 

When  Josiah  heard  the  book  of  the 
law,  he  rent  his  clothes,  &c.  and  his 
heart  was  tender,  &c. — 2  Kings  xxii. 
II.  13.18,19;  Ezraix.  4. 

Esther,  when  the  Jews  were  in 
danger  by  Haman,  ventured  her  life, 
and  all  for  their  security;  she  said. 
Go  fast  ve  for  me,  &c.  I  also,  and 
my  maiaens  will  fast  likewise:  and 
so  will  I  ao  unto  the  king,  which  is 
not  according  to  the  law ;  and  if  I 
periBh^  I  perish. — Esther  iv.  16. 


Job,  a  man  perfect  and  upright^ 
one  that  feareth  God,  and  escheweth 
evil. — Job  i.  1. 8;  xxxi.  Id,&c.;  xxix. 
12,  13. 

His  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the 
Lord ;  and  in  his  law  doth  he  medi- 
tate day  and  night ;  he  shall  be  like 
a  tree  planted  by  the  rivers  of  water. 
— Ps.  i.  2,  3;  xcii.  12—14;  Job 
xxiii.  12. 

Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of 
the  Lord  ?  and  who  shall  stand  in  his 
holy  place  ?  He  that  hath  clean  hands 
and  a  pure  heart ;  who  hath  not  lifted 
up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn 
deceitfully,  &c.  This  is  the  genera- 
tion of  them  that  seek  him,  that  seek 
thy  face,  &c. — Ps.  xxiv.  3 — 6;  xv.  1,2. 

I  have  loved  the  habitation  of  thy 
house,  and  the  place  where  thine  ho- 
nour dwelleth. — Ps.  xxvi.  8. 

Seek  ye  my  face;  my  heart  said 
unto  thee.  Thy  face,  Lord,  will  I  seek. 
— Ps.  xxvii.  8. 

The  righteous  sheweth  mercy,  and 
giveth  &c.  is  ever  merciful  and  lend- 
eth,  &c.  The  mouth  of  the  righteous 
speaketh  wisdom,  and  his  tonffue 
talketh  of  judgment:  the  law  of  liis 
God  is  in  nis  heart. — Ps.  xxxvii.  21. 
26.30—32;  cxii.  5. 

My  tongue  also  shall  talk  of  thy 
righteousness  all  the  day  long. — Ps. 
Ixxi.  24 ;  cxix.  46. 

How  amiable  are  thy  tabernacles, 

0  Lord,  &c.  My  soul  longeth,  yea, 
even  fainteth  for  the  courts  of  the 
Lord :  my  heart  and  my  flesh  crieth 
out  for  the  living  God,  &c.  For  a  day 
in  thy  courts  is  better  than  a  thousand: 

1  had  rather  be  a  door-keeper  in  the 
house  of  my  God,  than  to  dwell  in 
the  tents  of  wickedness. — Ps.  Izzxiv. 
I,  2.  10. 

Thou  shalt  arise  and  have  mercy 
upon  Zion,  &c.  for  thy  servants  take 
pleasure  in  her  stones,  and  favoor 
the  dust  thereof. — Ps.  cii.  13, 14. 

He  shall  not  be  afraid  of  evil  tidings; 
his  heart  is  fixed,  trusting  in  the  Lord. 
— Ps.  cxii.  7. 

I  have  rejoiced  in  the  way  of  thy 
testimonies  as  much  as  in  all  riches, 
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&c.  I  will  delight  myself  in  thy 
statutes,  &c.  Thy  testimonies  are  my 
delight  and  my  counsellor,  &c.  I  am 
a  companion  of  all  them  that  fear 
thee  and  keep  thy  preceptSi  &c.  *  O 
how  I  love  thy  law !  it  is  my  medita- 
tion all  the  day,  &c.  Better  to  me 
than  thousands  of  gold,  &c.  How 
sweet  are  thy  words !  &c. — Ps.  cxix. 
14.  16.  20.  24.  63.  72.  97. 103.  172. 
174. 

I  was  glad  when  they  said  unto 
me.  Let  us  go  into  the  house  of  the 
Lord. — Ps.  cxxii.  1. 

If  I  forget  thee,  O  Jerusalem,  &c. 
If  I  do  not  remember  thee,  let  my 
tongue  cleave  to  the  roof  of  my 
mouth ;  if  I  prefer  not  Jerusalem 
above  my  chiet  joy. — ^Ps.  cxxxvii.  5, 
6;  IxxiY.  1.  &c.;  cxxii.  6. 

I  hate  them  that  hate  thee;  am 
not  I  grieved  with  those  that  rise  up 
against  thee? — Ps.  cxxxix.  21,  22; 
cxix.  53. 126. 136. 158. 

I  will  speak  of  the  glorious  honour 
of  thj  majesty,  and  of  thy  wondrous 
works;  and  men  shall  speak  of  the 
misbt  of  thy  terrible  acts,  and  I  will 
declare  thy  greatness.  They  shall 
abundantly  utter  the  memory  of  thy 
great  goodness ;  and  shall  sing  of  thy 
rnghteonsness,  &c.  Thy  saints  shall 
blesB  thee ;  Uiey  shall  speak  of  the 
gloiy  of  thy  kingdom,  ana  talk  of  thy 
power;  to  make  known  to  the  sons 
of  men  his  migh^^  acts,  and  the  glo- 
rious majesty  of  his  kingdom. — -Ps. 
cxlv. »— 7. 10—12. 

The  path  of  the  Just  is  as  the 
shining  light,  that  shineth  more  and 
more  imto  the  perfect  day. — Prov.  iv. 

The  iear  of  the  Lord  is  to  hate 
evil,  pride,  and  arrogancy,  and  the 
evil  way. — Prov.  viii.  13. 

A  ri^teous  man  reeardeth  the  life 
of  his  beast — Prov.  xii.  10. 

He  that  walketh  righteously,  and 
speaketh  uprightly,  he  that  despiseth 
tne  gain  of  oppression,  that  shaketh 
his  hands  from  holding  of  bribes ;  that 
stoppeth  his  ears  from  hearing  of 
blood,   and    shntteth  his  eyes  from 


seeing  evil;  he  shall  dwell  on  high, 
&c. — Isa.  xxxiii.  15, 16. 

I  remember,  8cc,  the  love  of  thine 
espousals,  when  thou  wentest  after  me 
in  the  wilderness,  &c. — Jer.  ii.  2. 

When  the  king  asked  Daniel  thus : 
Art  thou  able  to  make  known  unto  me 
the  dream  which  I  have  seen,  and  the 
interpretation  thereof?  Daniel  an- 
swered in  the  presence  of  the  king, 
and  said,  The  secret  which  the  king 
hath  demanded,  cannot  the  wise  men, 
&c.  shew  unto  the  king  ?  But  there 
is  a  God  in  heaven  that  revealeth  se- 
crets, and  maketh  known  to  the  king, 
&c.— Dan.  ii.  26—28. 

Then  they  that  feared  the  Lord, 
spake  oflen  one  to  another;  and  the 
Lord  hearkened  and  heard,  &c. — Mai. 
iii.  16;  Matt.  xiii.  51,52. 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit,  for 
theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
Blessed  are  they  that  mourn,  for  they 
shall  be  comforted.  Blessed  are  the 
meek,  &c.  Blessed  are  they  which 
do  hunger  and  thirst  afler  righteous- 
ness, for  they  shall  be  filled.  Blessed 
are  the  merciful,  for  they  shall  obtain 
mercy.  Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart, 
for  they  shall  see  God.  Blessed  are 
the  peace-makers,  for  they  shall  be 
called  the  children  of  God.  Blessed 
are  they  which  are  persecuted  for 
righteousness  sake,  for  theirs  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. — Matt.  v.  3—10; 
John  xvi.  20;  Prov.  xxvii.  7. 

He  that  lovcth  father  or  mother 
more  than  me,  is  not  worthy  of  me : 
and  he  that  loveth  son  or  daughter 
more  than  me,  is  not  worthy  of  me  : 
and  he  that  taketh  not  his  cross,  and 
followeth  after  me,  is  not  worthy  of 
me.

He  that  is  not  with  me,  is  against 
me :  and  he  that  gathercth  not  with 
me,  scattereth  abroad.

The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto 
a  treasure  hid  in  a  field,  the  which 
when  a  man  hath  found,  he  hideth, 
and  for  joy  thereof,  goeth  and  sellcth 
all  that  he  hath,  and  buyctli  that  field.

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Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Except  ye 
be  converted,  and  become  as  little 
children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.

Zacharias  was  righteous  before  God, 
walking  in  all  the  commandments  of 
the  Lorn  blameless. — Luke  i.  5,  6. 

The  woman  to  whom  much  was 
forgiven,  loved  Christ  much. — Luke 
vii.  37, 38.  45--47. 

If  I  have  taken  any  thing  from  any 
man  bv  false  accusation,  I  restore  him 
fourfold. — Luke  xix.  8. 

When  Andrew  had  found  Christ 
himself,  he  tells  his  brother  Simon, 
and  brings  him  to  Jesus }  Philip  tells 
Nathanael,  and  leads  him  to  Jesus. — 
John  i.  40-45 ;  iv.  28, 29. 

Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  except 
a  man  be  born  again  (or  from  above) 
he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  G^, 
&c.  Except  a  man  be  bom  of  water, 
and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is 
bom  of  the  flesh  is  flesh;  and  that 
which  is  bora  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit, 
&c.  Every  one  that  doeth  evil,  hateth 
the  light,  &c.  But  he  that  doeth 
truth,  Cometh  unto  the  light,  that  his 
deeds  may  be  made  manifest  that  they 
are  wrought  in  God. — John  iii.  3.  5, 
6.  20,  2L 

John  was  a  buming  and  a  shining 
light,  &c.  Ye  have  not  his  word 
abiding  in  you ;  for  whom  he  hath 
sent,  him  ye  believe  not. — John  v. 
35.38. 

Simon  Peter  answered  him.  Lord, 
to  whom  shall  we  so  ?  Thou  hast  the 
words  of  eternal  lite. — John  vi.  68. 

If  ye  continue  in  my  word,  then  are 
ye  my  disciples  indeed,  &c.  If  ye  were 
Abraham's  children,  you  would  do  the 
works  of  Abraham,  &c.  If  God  were 
your  Father,  ye  would  love  me;  for 

1  proceeded  forth  and  came  from  God, 
&c.  He  that  is  of  God,  heareth  God*s 
words;  ye  therefore  hear  them  not, 
because  ye  are  not  of  God. — John 
viii.  31.  39.  42.  47 ;    1  John  ii.  24; 

2  John  9. 

The  sheep  hear  his  voice,  &c.    The 


sheep  follow  him,  for  they  know  his 
voice;  and  a  stranger  they  will  not 
follow,  but  will  flee  m>m  him,  for  they 
know  not  the  voice  of  strangers,  &c. 
I  know  my  sheep,  and  am  &own  of 
mine,  &c.  My  sheep  hear  my  voice, 
&c.  and  they  follow  me. — John  x.  3 
—5. 14.  27. 

Jesus  said.  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thoa 
hast  no  part  with  me.  Simon  Peter 
saith  unto  him.  Lord,  not  my  feet 
only,  but  also  my  hands  and  my  head, 
&c.  By  this  shall  all  men  know  that 
ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love 
one  to  another.— John  xiii.  8.  35. 

If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  command* 
ments,  &c.  He  that  hath  my  com- 
mandments, and  keepeth  them,  be  it 
is  that  loveth  me,  &c.  If  a  man  love 
me,  he  will  keep  my  words. — John 
xiv.  15.  21.  23;  xv.  14. 

Ever^  branch  in  me  that  beareth 
not  fruit,  he  taketh  away,  and  eyery 
branch  that  beareth  fmit,  he  pureeth 
it,  that  it  may  bring  forth  more  miit, 
&c.  If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the 
world  would  love  his  own :  but  be- 
cause ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but  I 
have  chosen  you  out  of  the  world, 
therefore  the  world  hateth  you. — John 
XV.  2. 16. 18, 19. 

The  world  hath  hated  them,  because 
they  arc  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I, 
&c. — John  xvii.  14. 

Ve  shall  weep  and  lament,  but  the 
world  shall  rejoice :  and  ye  shall  be 
sorrowful,  &c. — John  xvi.  20. 

Every  one  that  is  of  the  trath, 
heareth  my  voice. — John  xriii.  37; 
viii.  37.  47. 

They  were  pricked  in  their  heart, 
and  said,  Men  and  brethren,  what 
shall  we  do? — Acts  ii.  37;  xvi.  90. 

When  they  saw  the  boldness  of 
Peter  and  John,  and  perceived  that 
they  were  unlearned  and  ignorant 
men,  they  marvelled ;  and  took  know- 
ledge of  them,  that  they  had  been 
with  Jesus.  We  cannot  but  speak 
the  things  which  we  have  seen  and 
heard. — ^Acts  iv.  13.  20. 

Saul,  when  Christ  came  to  him, 
and  converted  him,  said.  Lord,  what 
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wilt  thou  have  me  to  do  ? — ^Acts  ix.  6; 
ii.  d7y  ice. ;  xvi.  30,  kc. 

Grod  is  no  respecter  of  persons ;  but 
in  every  nation,  he  that  feareth  him, 
and  worketh  righteonsness,  is  accepted 
with  him. — ^Acts  x.  34,  35. 

When  the  priest  of  Jupiter  would 
have  done  sacrifice  to  the  apostles, 
Barnabas  and  Paul,  they  rent  their 
clothes,  and  ran  in  among  the  people, 
crying  out,  and  saying.  Sirs,  why  do 
ye  these  things?  We  also  are  men 
of  like  passions  with  you ;  and  preach 
unto  yon,  that  ye  should  turn  from 
these  vanities,  unto  the  living  God. — 
Acts  xiv.  la— 15;  iii.  12, 13. 

Apollos,  that  eloquent  man,  was 
content  to  learn  the  way  of  God  more 
perfectly  of  Aquila  and  Priscilla,  tent 
makers. — ^Acts  xviii.  24 — 26. 

Many  that  believed  came  and  con- 
fessed, and  shewed  their  deeds.  Many 
also  of  them  which  used  curious  arts, 
brought  their  books  together,  and 
burned  them;  and  they  couuted  the 
price  of  them,  and  found  it  fifty  thou- 
sand pieces  of  silver. — ^Acts  xix.  18, 
19. 

None  of  these  thinffs  move  me; 
neither  count  I  my  life  dear  unto  my- 
self, so  that  I  might  finish  my  course 
with  joy,  and  the  minist^  which  1 
have  received. — Acts  xx.  24. 

I  am  ready,  not  to  be  bound  only, 
but  also  to  die  for  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. — Acts  xxi.  13. 

I  wist  not  that  he  was  the  high 
priest:  for  it  is  written.  Thou  shalt 
not  speak  evil  of  the  ruler,  &c. — Acts 
xxiii.  4, 5. 

Paul  coniesseth  freely  thus :  I  verily 
thooght  with  myself,  that  I  ought  to 
do  many  thii^  contrary  to  the  name 
of  Jesus.  Which  thing  I  also  did  in 
Jerusalem;  and  many  of  the  saints 
did  I  shut  np  in  prison,  &c.  and  being 
exoeedine  mad  against  them,  I  per- 
secuted &em,  &c.  I  would  to  God, 
that  not  only  thou,  but  also  all  that 
hear  me,  he.  were  both  almost  and 
altogether  such  as  I  am,  except  these 
bonds. — ^Acts  xxvi.  9 — 11. 29 ;  Gal.  i. 
IS;  Acts  xxii.  19.  22. 


We  glory  in  tribulations  also,  know- 
ing that  tribulation  worketh  patience, 
&c.  The  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad 
in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost. — 
Rom.  V.  3.  5. 

How  shall  we  that  are  dead  to  sin, 
live  any  longer  therein  ?  &c.  Ye  were 
the  servants  of  sin;  but  ye  have  obeyed 
from  the  heart  that  form  of  doctrine 
wliich  was  delivered  you :  being  made 
free  from  sin,  ye  became  the  servants 
of  righteousness. — Rom.  vi.  2. 17,18. 

That  which  I  do,  I  allow  not :  what 
I  would,  that  I  do  not,  but  what  I 
hate,  that  do  1,  &c.  1  consent  unto 
the  law,  that  it  is  good:  now  then, 
it  is  no  more  1  that  do  it,  but  sin  that 
dwelieth  in  me,  &c.  To  will  is  pre- 
sent with  me,  &:c.  The  good  that  I 
would,  I  do  not,  kc.  1  find  then  a 
law,  that  when  1  would  do  good,  evil 
is  present  with  me :  for  I  delight  in 
the  law  of  God,  afler  the  inward  man; 
but  I  see  another  law  in  my  members, 
warring  against  the  law  of  my  mind, 
&c.  O  wretched  man  that  I  am ! 
Who  shall  deliver  me  ?  &c.  I  thank 
God,  through  Jesus,  &c.  So,  then, 
with  my  mind  I  myself  serve  the  law 
of  God ;  but  with  the  flesh,  the  law 
of  sin. — Rom.  vii.  15 — 25. 

There  is  therefore  no  condemnation 
to  them  which  are  in  Christ  Jesus; 
who  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after 
the  Spirit,  &c.  For  they  that  are  after 
the  flesh,  do  mind  the  thines  of  the 
flesh :  but  they  that  are  afler  tne  Spirit, 
the  things  of  the  Spirit,  &c.  If  any 
roan  have  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he 
is  none  of  his:  and  if  Christ  be  in 
you,  the  body  is  dead  because  of  sin, 
but  the  Spirit  is  life  because  of  right- 
eousness, &c.  As  many  as  are  led 
by^the  Spirit  of  God,  are  the  sons  of 
God:  for  ye  have  not  received  the 
spirit  of  bondage  again  to  fear,  but  ye 
have  received  the  Spirit  of  adoption, 
whereby  we  cry  Abba,  Father,  &c. 
We  ourselves  groan  within  ourselves, 
waiting  for  the  adoption,  the  redemp- 
tion of  our  body,  &c. — Rom.  viii.  1. 5. 
9, 10.  14, 15.  23. 

I  have  great  heaviness^  aud  CQi\!k- 
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tinual  sorrow  in  my  heart,  &c.  for  tdy 
brethren,  my  kinsmen  according  to 
the  flesh,  &c. — Rom.  ix.  2,  3;  x.  1. 

The  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat 
and  drink,  but  righteousness,  and 
peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 
For  he  that  in  these  thines  serveth 
Christ,  is  acceptable  to  God,  and,  &c. 
— Rom.  xiv,  17, 18. 

The  preaching  of  the  cross,  is  to 
them  that  perish,  foolishness:  but  unto 
us,  which  are  saved,  it  is  the  power 
of  God,  &c.  Christ  crucified,  unto 
the  Jews  a  stumbling-block,  &c.  but 
unto  them  which  are  called,  both  Jews 
and  Greeks,  Christ  the  power  of  God, 
and  the  wisdom  of  G^. — 1  Cor.  i. 
18.  23, 24. 

Such  were  some  of  you,  but  ye  are 
washed,  but  ye  are  sanctified,  &c. — 
1  Cor.  vi.  11. 

That  no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is 
the  Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Ghost. — 
1  Cor.  xii.  3. 

Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of 
men  and  of  angels,  and  have  not  cha- 
rity, I  am  become  as  sounding  brass, 
or  a  tinkling  cymbal :  and  though  I 
have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  under- 
stand all  mysteries,  and  all  knowledge ; 
and  though  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I 
could  remove  mountains,  and  have  not 
charity,  I  am  nothing :  and  though  I 
bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor, 
and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be 
burned,  and  have  not  charity,  it  pro- 
fiteth  me  nothing. — 1  Cor.  xiii.  1 — 3. 

We,  beholding,  &c.  the  glory  of  the 
Lord,  are  changed  into  the  same 
image,  &c.  by  the  Spirit. — 2  Cor.  iii. 
18. 

We  having  the  same  spirit  of  &ith, 
according  as  it  is  written,  I  believed, 
and  therefore  have  I  spoken :  we  also 
believe,  and  therefore  speak. — 2  Cor. 
iv.  13 ;  Ps.  cxvi.  10 ;  Acts  iv.  20. 

In  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring 
to  be  clothed  upon  with  our  house 
firom  heaven,  &c.  that  mortality  might 
be  swallowed  up  of  life.  We  are 
willing  rather  to  be  absent  from  the 
body,  and  to  be  present  with  the  Lord : 
wherefore  we  labour,  that  whether 


present,  &c.  we  may  be  accepted  of 
iiim,  &c.  Knowing  therefore  the  ter^ 
ror  of  the  Lord,  we  persuade  men, 
&c.  The  love  of  Chnst  constraineth 
us,  &c.  If  any  man  be  in  Christ,  he 
is  a  new  creature :  old  things  are 
passed  away;  behold,  all  thii^  are 
become  new. — 2  Cor.  v.  2. 4. 8, 9. 11. 
14.  17 ;  Phil.  i.  21.  23. 

Jesus  Christ  is  in  you,  except  ye 
be  reprobates,  &c.  We  can  do  nothing 
against  the  truth,  but  for  the  truth. — 
2  Cor.  xiii.  5.  8. 

When  it  pleased  Grod,  &c.  to  reveal 
his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach 
him,  &c.  immediately  I  cbnferred  not 
with  flesh  and  blood. — Gal.  i.  15, 16. 

I  am  crucified  with  Christ ;  never- 
theless, I  live :  yet  not  I,  but  Christ 
liveth  in  me. — Gal.  ii.  20. 

The  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest, 
which  are  these,  adultery,  &c.  Bat  the 
fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
lon^-sufiering,  gentleness,  goodness, 
faitn,  meekness,  temperance :  and  they 
that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  tile 
flesh,  with  the  afiections  (or  passions) 
and  lusts; — Gal.  v.  19 — ^24. 

God  forbid  that  I  should  glory, 
save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  by  whom  (or  whereby)  the 
world  is  crucified  unto  me,  and  I  unto 
the  world;  for  in  Christ  Jesus  nei- 
ther circumcision  availeth  any  thin?, 
&c.  but  a  new  creature. — Gai«  vi.  14, 
15. 

This  I  say,  therefore,  and  testifi^ 
in  the  Lord,  lliat  ye  henceforth  walk 
not  as  other  Gentiles  walk,  in  the 
vanity  of  their  minds,  &c.  But  ye 
have  not  so  learned  Christ :  if  so  be 
that  ye  have  heard  him,  and  have 
been  taught  by  him,  as  the  truth  is  in 
Jesus. — -Eph.  iv.  17 — ^21. 

For  ye  were  sometimes  darkness, 
but  now  are  ye  light  in  the  Lord: 
walk  as  children  of  light,  for  the  fruit 
of  the  Spirit  is  in  all  goodness,  righte- 
ousness, and  truth. — %ph.  v.  8,  9. 

Some  preach  Christ  out  of  envy 
and  strife,  &c.  What  then?  not- 
withstanding, every  way,  whether 
in  pretence,  or  in   truth,  Christ  is 
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preached,  and  I  therein  do  rejoice^ 
yea,  and  will  rejoice. — Phil.  i.  15 — 
18. 

We  are  the  circnmcision,  which 
worship  God  in  the  spirit,  and  re- 
joice in  Christ  Jesus,  ana  have  no  con- 
fidence in  the  flesh,  kc.  What  things 
were  eain  to  me,  those  1  counted  loss 
for  Christ:  yea  doubtless,  and  I 
count  ail  things  but  loss,  for  the  ex- 
cellency of  the  knowledge  of  Christ 
Jesus,  my  Lord,  &c.  that  I  may  know 
bim,  and  the  power  of  his  resurrec- 
tion, being  made  conformable  unto 
his  death,  if  by  any  means  I  might 
attain  unto  Hob  resurrection  of  the 
dead :  not  as  though  I  had  already 
attained,  either  were  already  perfect ; 
but  I  foUow  afler,  &c.  but  this  one 
thing  I  do,  ibreetting  those  things 
which  are  behind,  and  reaching  forth 
unto  those  things  which  are  before,  I 
press  toward  the  mark,  &c  Let  us, 
tlierefbre,  as  many  as  be  perfect,  be 
thus  minded,  &c.  Our  conversation 
tt  in  heaven,  from  whence  also  we 
look  for  the  Saviour,  &c. — Phil.  iii. 
a  7,  8. 10—15.  20. 

I  have  learned  in  whatsoever  estate 
I  am,  therewith  to  be  content.  I 
know  both  how  to  be  abased,  and  1 
know  how  to  abound:  every  where, 
and  in  all^things  I  am  instructed,  both 
to  be  full  and  to  be  hungry ;  both  to 
abound,  and  suffer  neea :  I  can  do 
all  things  through  Christ  who  strength- 
eneth  me- — Phil.  iv.  11 — 13. 

And  bringeth  forth  fruits,  as  it  doth 
abo  in  yon,  since  the  day  ye  heard  of 
it,  and  knew  the  grace  of  God  in  truth. 
—Col.  i.  6.     , 

If  ye  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek 
those  things  which  are  above,  &c. 
Set  your  affections  on  things  above, 
not  on  thines  on  the  earth,  &c.  See- 
ine  that  ye  nave  put  off  the  old  man, 
with  his  deeds ;  and  have  put  on  the 
new  man,  which  is  renewed  in  know- 
ledge, after  the  image  of  him  that 
created  him. — Col.  ill.  1,  2.  9,  10. 

Remembering  without  ceasing  your 
work  of  faith  and  labour  of  love,  &c. 
knowing,  beloved,  your  election  of 


God.  For  our  gospel  came  not  unto 
you  in  word  only,  but  also  in  power, 
&c.  and  ye  became  followers  of  us, 
and  of  the  Lord,  having  received  the 
word  in  much  affliction,  &c.  yc  turned 
to  God,  to  serve  the  living  and  true 
God,  and  to  wait  for  his  Son. — 
1  Thess.  i.  3—6.  9, 10. 

The  word  of  God,  which  effectu- 
ally worketh  also  in  you  that  believe : 
for  ve,  brethren,  became  followers 
of  the  churches  of  God,  which  in 
Judea  are  in  Christ  Jesus:  for  ye 
also  have  suffered  like  things  of  your 
own  countrymen. — 1  Thess.  ii.  13, 
14. 

Ye,  brethren,  are  not  in  darkness, 
that  that  day  should  overtake  you  as 
a  thief:  ye  are  all  the  children  of  the 
light,  &c.

They  who  believe,  desire  a  better 
country;  that  is,  an  heavenly,  &c. 
Moses,  &c.  choosing  rather  to  suffer 
affliction  with  the  people  of  God,  than 
to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a 
season;  esteeming  the  reproach  of 
Christ  greater  riches  than  the  trea- 
sures of  Egypt,  &c. — Heb.  xi,  16.

Follow  peace  with  all  men,  and 
holiness,  without  which,  no  man  shall 
see  the  Lord.

We  trust  we  have  a  good  conscience 
in  all  things,  willing  to  live  honestly.

If  any  man  among  you  seem  to  be 
religious,  and  bridleth  not  his  tongue, 
but  deceiveth    his   own   hearty  this 
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man's  religioii  is  vain.  Pure  relig;iony 
and  undenledy  before  God  and  the 
Father,  is  this.  To  visit  the  father- 
less and  widows  in  their  affliction,  and 
to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the 
world. — James  i.  26,  27. 

What  doth  it  profit,  my  brethren, 
though  a  man  say  he  hath  faith,  and 
have  not  works,  &c.  Faith,  if  it  hath 
not  works,  is  dead,  &c.  I  will  shew 
thee  my  faith  by  my  works,  &c.  Faith 
without  works  is  dead. — James  ii.  14. 
17, 18.  26. 

Who  is  a  wise  man,  and  endued 
with  knowledge  amongst  you?  Let 
him  shew  out  of  a  good  conversation 
his  works,  with  meekness  of  wisdom. 
But  if  ye  have  bitter  envying,  &c. 
this  wisdom  descendeth  not  from 
above,  &c.  But  the  wisdom  that  is 
from  above,  is  first  pure,  then  peace- 
able, gentle,  and  easy  to  be  intreat- 
ed;  full  of  mercy,  and  good  fruits, 
without  partiality,  and  without  hy- 
pocrisy :  and  the  fruit  of  righteous- 
ness is  sown  in  peace,  &c. — James  iii.

The  time  past  of  our  life  may  suf- 
fice, &c.  when  we  walked  in  lasci- 
viousness,  &c.  wherein  they  think  it 
strange  that  you  nin  not  with  them 
to  the  same  excess  of  riot. — 1  Pet.  iv. 
3,4. 

Having  escaped  the  corruption  that 
is  in  the  world  through  lust.  Add  to 
your  faith  virtue,  and  to  virtue  know- 
ledge, &c.  for  if  these  things  be  in 
you,  and  abound,  they  make  you  that 
ye  shall  neither  be  barren  nor  unfruit- 


ful in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
Jesus:  but  he  that  lacketh  these 
things  is  blind,  and  cannot  see  afar 
off,  &c.— 2  Pet.  i.  4—9. 

Just  Lot,  vexed  with  the  filthy  con- 
versation of  the  wicked:  for  that 
righteous  man  dwelling  among  them, 
in  seeing  and  hearing,  vexed  his 
righteous  soul  from  day  to  day  with 
their  unlawful  deeds. — i  Pet.  ii.  7, 8; 
Ps.  cxix.  53.  126.  136. 158 ;  Jer.  ix. 
1,  2;  xiii.  17. 

God  is  light,  kc.  If  we  say,  we  have 
fellowship  with  him,  and  walk  in  dark- 
ness, we  lie,  &c.  But  if  we  walk  in 
the  light,  &c.  If  we  say  we  have  no 
sin,  we  deceive  ourselves. — 1  John  i. 
5-«. 

Hereby  we  know  that  we  know  him, 
if  we  keep  his  commandments.  He 
who  saith  I  know  him,  and  keepeth 
not  his  commandments,  is  a  liar,  and 
the  truth  is  not  in  him,  Sec,  He  Uiat 
abideth  in  him,  ought  himself  also 
to  walk  even  as  he  walked,  &c.  He 
that  saith  he  is  in  the  light,  and 
hateth  his  brother,  is  in  darkness 
even  until  now:  he  that  loveth  his 
brother,  abideth  in  the  light,  &c. 
If  any  man  love  the  world,  the  love 
of  the  Father  is  not  in  him,  kc. 
If  ye  know  that  he  is  righteous,  ye 
know  (or  know  ye)  that  eyery  one 
that  doeth  righteousness  is  bom  of 
God.— 1  John  ii.  3,  4.  6.  9—11. 15. 
29. 

We  shall  see  him  as  he  is.  And 
every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him, 
purifieth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure, 
&c.  Whosoever  abideth  in  him,  sin- 
neth  not,  &c.  He  who  committeth 
sin  (or  giveth  his  labour  to  sin)  is  of 
the  devu,  kc.  Whosoever  is  bom  of 
God,  doth  not  commit  sin,  for  his 
seed  remaineth  in  him,  and  he  cannot 
sin,  because  he  is  bom  of  GUmI.  In 
this  the  children  of  God  are  manifest, 
and  the  children  of  the  devil :  who- 
soever doeth  not  righteousness,  is  not 
of  God;  neither  he  that  loveth  not 
his  brother,  &c.  we  know  that  we  have 
passed  from  death  unto  life,  because 
we  love  the  brethren,  &c.     Whoeo- 
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ever  hateth  his  brother,  is  a  murderer : 
aod  ye  know  that  no  murderer  hath 
eternal  life  abiding  in  him,  &c.  Who- 
so hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth 
his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth 
np  his  bowels  of  compassion  from  him ; 
how  dwelleth  the  love  of  Ood  in  him? 
&c.  Let  U8  not  love  in  word,  neither 
in  tongue ;  but  in  deed  and  in  truth. 
And  bereby  we  know  that  we  are  of 
the  truth ;  and  shall  assure  our  hearts 
before  God,  &c.  For  if  our  hearts 
condemn  us,  he  is  greater,  &c.  And 
hereby  we  know  that  he  abideth  in  us, 
by  the  spirit  which  he  hath  given  us. 
—1  John  iii.  2, 3.  5, 6.  8—10. 14, 15. 
17—19.  24;  iv.  12»  13;  v.  18. 

Whoso  luioweth  Gk>d,  heareth  us : 
he  that  is  not  of  God  heareth  not  us. 
Hereby  we  know  the  Spirit,  &c.  Love 
is  of  Clod :  and  every  one  that  loveth, 
b  bom  of  God,  and  knoweth  Grod,  &c. 
God  is  loye :  he  that  dwelleth  in  love, 
dwelleth  in  God,  and  God  in  him,  &;c. 
If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth 
his  brother,  he  is  a  liar :  for  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brother  whom  he  hath 
seen,  how  can  he  love  God  whom 
he  hath  not  seen? — ^1  John  iv.  6,  7. 
16.20;  r.l. 

Whosoever  believeth  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ,  is  bom  of  God :  and  every 
one  that  loveth  him,  &;c.  Whatsoever 
is  bom  of  Gk>d,  overcometh  the  world : 
and  this  is  the  victory  that,  &c.  Who- 
soever is  bora  of  God,  sinneth  not; 
but  be  that  is  begotten  of  God,  keep- 
eth  himself,  and  that  wicked  one 
toncheth  him  not. — 1  John  v.  1.  4. 
18. 

He  that  abideth  in  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,  hath  both  the  Father  and  the 
8oD.— 2  John  0.

CHAPTER  XI. 

THE  CHILDREN  OF  GOD  THEMSELVES 
MAY  BE  OVERTAKEN  WITH  FAULTS, 
AND  ARE  NOT  FREE  FROM  SINFUL 
DISPOSITIONS  AND  INCLINATIONS 
IN  THIS  LIFE  ;  AND  THEREFORE 
MAY  DESERVE  TO  BE  CHASTISED  OF 
OOD. 

Sect.  1. — In  general  it  is  affirmed. 

For  there  is  no  man  that  sinneth  not. 
— 1  Kings  viii.  46. 

How  snould  man  be  just  with  God 
(or  before  God)  ?  If  he  will  contend 
with  him,  he  cannot  answer  him  one 
of  a  thousand,  &c.  Whom,  though 
I  were  righteous,  yet  would  I  not 
answer:  I  would  make  supplication 
to  my  judge,  &c.  If  I  justify  myself, 
mine  own  mouth  shall  condemn  me. 
If  I  say,  I  am  perfect,  it  shall  also 
prove  me  perverse. — Job  ix.  1 — 3. 
15.  20. 

Who  can  understand  his  errors? 
Cleanse  thou  me  from  secret  faults: 
keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  pre- 
sumptuous sins;  let  them  not  have 
dommion  over  me. — Ps.  xix.  12,  13. 

If  thou,  Lord,  shouldest  mark  ini- 
quities, O  Lord,  who  shall  stand  ? — 

1*8.  cxxx.  3. 

The  rod  of  the  wicked  shall  not 
rest,  &c.  lest  the  righteous  put  fortli 
their  hands  unto  iniquity — Ps.  cxxv.3. 

Who  can  say,  I  liave  made  my  heart 
clean,  I  am  pure  from  my  sin? — Prov. 
XX.  9. 

A  just  man  falleth  seven  times  a  day, 
and  riseth  up  again. — Prov.  xxiv.  16. 

For  there  is  not  a  just  man  upon 
earth,  that  doeth  good,  and  sinneth 
not. — Eccles.  vii.  20. 

The  flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit, 
&c.  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things 
that  ye  would. — Gal.  v.  17;  Rom. 
vii.  14,  &c. 

If  any  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault, 
ye  which  are  spiritual,  restore  such, 
&c.  considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also 
be  tempted. — Gal.  vi.  1,  2. 

I  have  no  man  like-minded,  &c.  for 
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all  sjek  their  own,  not  the  things 
which  are  Jesus  Christ's. — Phil.  li. 
20,21. 

Paul  saith,  I  count  not  myself  to 
have  apprehended :  but  this  one  thing, 
&c.  1  press  towards  the  mark,  &c. 
Let  us  therefore,  as  many  as  be  per- 
fect, be  thus  minded. — Phil.iii.l3— 15. 

For  in  many  things  we  offend  all : 
if  any  man  offend  not  in  word,  the 
same  is  a  perfect  man. — James  iii.  2. 

If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we 
deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not 
in  us.  If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is 
faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our 
sins,  &c.  If  we  say  that  we  have  not 
sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar,  and  his 
word  is  not  in  us. — 1  John  i.  8 — 10. 

If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin 
not  unto  death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he 
shall  give  him  life  for  them  that  sin 
not  unto  death.  There  is  a  sin  unto 
death:  I  do  not  say  that  he  shall 
pray  for  it. — ^1  John  v.  16. 

Sect.  2. — Particular  Instances  of  the 
failings  of  Ood's  Children  recorded. 

Noah  was  a  just  man,  and  perfect  in 
his  generations.  Noah  wallced  with 
God. — Gen.  vi.  9 ;  vii.  1. 

Noah  drank  of  the  wine,  and  was 
drunken,  and  he  was  uncovered  with- 
in his  tent. — Gen.  ix.  21. 

Abraham  believed  in  the  Lord,  and 
he  counted  it  to  him  for  righteous- 
ness, &c.  Abraham,  my  friend.  He 
staggered  not  through  unbelief. — 
Gen.  XV.  6;  Isa.  xli.  8;  Rom.  iv.  20. 

They  will  kill  me ;  but  they  will 
save  thee  alive ;  say,  I  pray  thee,  thou 
art  my  sister,  &c.  And,  when  God 
had  promised  him  to  inherit  the  land, 
he  said,  Lord  God,  whereby  shall  I 
know  that  I  shall  inherit  it?  &c. 
When  the  promise  was  made  to  him 
of  a  child,  he  fell  on  his  face,  and 
laughed,  and  said  in  his  heart.  Shall 
a  child,  &c.  O,  that  Ishmael  might 
live  before  thee,  &c.  He  said  of  his 
wife,  She  is  my  sister,  again  at  Gerar, 
for  fear  of  being  slain. — Gen.  xii.  12, 
13;  XV.  7,  8;  xvii.  16—18;  xx.  2.  11. 

Sarah  laughed  at  the  promise^  and 


then  denied  that  she  had  laughed. — 
Gen.  xviii.  12, 13.  15. 

Isaac  said  of  his  wife  also.  She  is 
my  sister,  for  fear  of  the  men  of  the 

Elace,  lest  they  should  kill  him  for 
er.— Gen.  xxvi.  7. 

Just  Lot,  vexed  with  the  filthy 
conversation  of  the  wicked :  for  that 
righteous  man,  &c. — 2  Pet.  ii.  7,  8. 

He  lingered;  the  men  laid  hold 
upon  his  hand,  &c.  and  said.  Go, 
escape  for  thy  life,  &c.  And  Lot  said 
unto  them,  O,  not  so,  my  Lord,  kc, 
I  cannot  escape  to  the  mountain,  le9t 
some  evil  take  me,  and  I  die :  behold 
this  citv  is  near  to  flee  unto;  is  it 
not  a  httle  one,  &c.  He  aflerwards 
drank  wine,  and  then  lay  with  his  two 
daughters. — Gen.  xix.  16 — 20.  33— 

Jacob,  when  he  heard  his  brother 
Esau  was  coming  with  four  hundred 
men  against  him,  was  greatly  afraid 
and  distressed,  &c.—G^n.  xxxii.6,&c. 

He  was  sore  distressed  when  one 
of  his  sons  was  kept  by  Joseph,  and 
another  sent  for. — G^n.  xlii.  36,  kc. 

Moses  spied  an  £^3rptian  smiting 
an  Hebrew,  one  of  his  brethren,  &c. 
he  slew  the  Egyptian,  and  hid  him  in 
the  sand. — Exod.  ii.  11, 12. 

Moses  was  very  meek,  above  all  the 
men  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  &c. 
My  servant  Moses  is  faithful  in  all 
mine  house.  Moses  my  servant  is 
dead.  And  Moses,  verily,  was  faithful 
in  all  his  house,  as  a  servant — Numb, 
xii.  3. 7 ;  Josh.  i.  2. 13;  Heb.  iii.  2. 5. 

When  God  was  sending  Moses,  he 
said,  O  my  Lord,  I  am  not  eloquent, 
&c.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him. 
Who  hath  made  man's  mouth?  &c. 
And  he  said,  O  my  Lord,  send,  I 
pray  thee,  by  the  hand  thou  wilt  (or 
shouldest)  send.  And  the  anger  of 
the  Lord  was  kindled  against  Moses, 
&c.  Moses  returned  unto  the  Lord 
and  said.  Wherefore  hast  thou  so 
evil  entreated  this  people?  Why  is 
it  that  thou  hast  sent  me  ?  &c.  Moses 
was  very  wroth,  &c.  Now,  ye  rebels. 
Must  we  fetch  ye  water  out  of  this 
rock  ?  &c.     I  am  not  able  to  bear  all 
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this  people,  fcc.  If  than  deal  thus  with 
me.  Kill  me  I  pray  thee  out  of  hand, 
&c.  And  Moses  said,  &c.  Shall  the 
flocks  and  the  herds  be  slain  for  them, 
to  suffice  them?  &c.  He  believed 
not  Grod,  to  sanctify  him.  He  spak^ 
onadvisedly  with  his  lips,  being  pro- 
voked in  his  spirit. — Exod.  iv.  10 — 
14;  Y.  22,23;  Numb.  zi.  11, 12. 14, 
15.  21—23;  xvi.  15;  xx.  10—12; 
Ps.  cvi.  92,  33 ;  Numb,  xzvii.  14. 

Joshua  also  erred,  and  wished  they 
had  not  come  over  Jordan. — Josh. 
▼11.  7. 

Aaron  made  a  molten  calf  for  Israel, 
&c.  He  built  an  altar  before  it ;  and 
Aaron  made  proclamation,  and  said, 
To-morrow  is  a  feast  to  the  Lord,  &c. 
And  Moses  saw  that  the  people  were 
naked,  £>r  Aaron  had  made  them 
naked  unto  their  shame,  amongst 
their  enemies. — Exod.  xzxii.  l'—6. 
25 ;  Numb.  xii.  1.  5.  9. 

When  Grod  had  told  Gideon,  Surely 
I  will  be  with  thee,  and  thou  shaft 
smite  the  Midianites  as  one  man  :  he 
said  unto  him.  Sec,  Shew  me  a  sign 
that  thou  talkest  with  me,  &c.  If  thou 
wilt  save  Israel  by  mine  hand,  as  thou 
hast  said ;  behola,  I  will  put  a  fleece 
of  wool  in  the  floor,  &c.  Let  not 
thine  anger  be  hot  against  me,  and  I 
wiU  speak  but  this  once.  Let  me 
prove,  I  pray  thee,  but  this  once  with 
the  fleece,  &c. — Judges  yi.  10,  17. 
96--I0 ;  Heb.  zi.  32. 

Eli  is  chareed  with  iniquity,  in  not 
rertrainine  his  sons  from  yiolence. — 
1  Sam.  iii.  13. 

My  servant  David,  who  kept  my 
oommandmentB,  and  who  followed  me 
with  all  his  heart,  to  do  that  only 
which  is  right  in  mine  eyes,  &c. — 
1  Kings  zi.  32—34. 38 ;  Acts  xiii.  22. 

David  hastily  resolved  to  have 
avenged  himself  on  Nabal,  by  cutting 
off  him  and  all  his  males,  &c.  Ana 
David,  &c.  was  sore  afraid  of  Achish, 
the  king  of  Gath :  and  be  changed  his 
behaviour  before  them,  and  feigned 
himself  mad  in  their  hands,  &c.  Da- 
vid said  in  his  heart,  I  shall  now 
perish  one  day  by  the  hand  of  Saul,  &e. 


He  passed  on  in  the  rearward  with  the 
Philistines  against  Israel, &c.  He  sent 
messengers  to  fetch  Uriah's  wife; 
and  he  lay  with  her :  and  to  cover  it, 
made  Uriah  drunk ;  and  then  sent  to 
Joab,  to  set  Uriah  in  the  hottest 
battle,  and  then  retire  from  him,  that 
he  might  be  smitten,  and  die,  &c.  O 
my  son  Absalom !  my  son !  my  son, 
Absalom !  Would  (iod  I  had  died 
for  thee !  He  caused  the  children  of 
Israel  to  be  numbered,  &c.  I  said  in 
my  haste,  I  am  cut  ofl*  from  before 
thme  eyes,  &c.  I  said  in  my  haste 
that  all  men  are  liars,  &c. — 1  Sam 
xxv.  12 — 14;  xxi.  12,  13;  xxvii.  1 
xxix.  2;  2  Sam.  xi.  3,  4.  13--15 
xviii.  33;  xxiv.  1,  &c.;  Ps.  xxxi.  22 
cxvi.  11 ;  1  Sam.  xx.  6.  29. 

When  Ood  bid  Samuel  go,  he  said. 
How  can  I  go  ?  If  Saul  hear  of  it,  he 
will  kill  me. — 1  Sam.  xvi.  1,  2. 

And  Asa  did  that  which  was  right 
in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord,  as  did  David 
his  father,  &c.  Asa's  heart  was  per- 
fect with  the  Lord  all  his  days. — 
1  Kings  XV.  11.  14. 

But  he  removed  not  the  high  places. 
— 1  Kings  XV.  14. 

Asa  took  out  silver  and  gold  out  of 
the  treasures  of  the  house  of  the  Lord, 
&c.  made  a  league  with  the  king  of 
Syria :  and  Hanani  tlie  seer  came  to 
him,  and  said,  Because  thou  hast  re- 
lied on  the  king  of  Syria,  and  not 
relied  on  the  Lord  thy  God,  &c.  Then 
Asa  was  wrath  with  the  seer,  and  put 
him  in  a  prison-house ;  for  he  was  in 
a  rage  with  him  because  of  this  thing. 
And  Asa  oppressed  (or  crushed)  some 
of  the  people  at  that  time,  &e.  In  his 
disease,  he  sought  not  to  the  Lord, 
but  to  the  physicians. — 2  Chron.  xvi. 
1-4.  7.  10.  12. 

Solomon  failed  very  greatly. — 
1  Kings  xi.  1,  &c. 

When  Elijah  the  prophet  was  in 
trouble,  he  said.  It  is  enough :  now, 
O  Lord,  take  away  my  life ;  for  I  am 
no  better  than  my  fathers. — 1  Kings 
xix.  4. 

And  Jehoshaphat  walked,  &c.  doing 
that  which  was  right  in  the  eyes  of 
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the  Lord.^-2  Chron.  xx.  32;  1  Kings 
xxii.  42, 43. 

The  seer  meets  him,  afler  he  had 

fone  out  with  the  wicked  kins  of 
srael,  and  said  unto  him,  Shouidest 
thou  help  the  ungodly,  and  love  them 
that  hate  the  Lord?  Therefore  is 
wrath  upon  thee  from  before  the  Lord. 
—2  Chron.  xix.  1, 2;  xx.  33.  37. 

Hezekiah  did  that  which  was  right 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.  He  removed 
the  high  places,  &c.  He  trusted  in 
the  Lord  Grod  of  Israel ;  so  that  af^er 
him  was  none  like  him,  &c.  for  he 
clave  to  the  Lord,  and  departed  not 
from  following  him,  &c. — 2  Kings 
xviii.  1.  3—6;  2  Chron.  xxxi.  21. 

When  Isaiah  had  told  Hezekiah, 
beine  sick,  that  he  should  be  healed, 
&c.  he  said  unto  Isaiah,  What  shall 
be  the  sign  that  the  Lord  will  heal 
me?  &;c.  He  shewed  his  treasures 
to  the  messengers  of  the  king  of  Ba- 
bylon's son :  for  which  God  was  angry, 
&c.  Hezekiah  rendered  not  again  ac- 
cording to  the  benefit  done  unto  him ; 
for  his  heart  was  lifted  up :  therefore 
there  was  wrath  upon  him,  &;c.  In 
the  business  of  the  ambassadors  of 
the  princes  of  Babylon,  &c.  God  left 
him,  to  try  him,  that  he  mi&^ht  know 
all  that  was  in  his  heart. — 2  Kings  xx. 
8, 9.  12—18 ;  2  Chron.  xxxii.  SS.  31. 

Good  Josiah  (though  warned  to  the 
contrary)  followed  Pharaoh  Necho, 
and  was  slain. — 2  Chron.  xxxv.  20 — 
23. 

Job,  that  man  was  perfect  and  up- 
right, one  that  fearea  God  and  es- 
chewed evil.  Hast  thou  considered 
ray  servant  Job,  that  there  is  none 
like  him  in  the  earth,  a  perfect  and 
an  upright  man?  &c.  Ye  have  not 
spoken  of  me  the  thing  which  is  right, 
like  my  servant  Job,  &c.  Ye  have 
heard  of  the  patience  of  Job. — Job  i. 
1.  8;  xlii.  8;  James  v.  11. 

After  this  opened  Job  his  mouth, 
and  cursed  his  day,  &c. — See  at  large, 
Job  iii.  1,  &c. 

O  that  I  might  have  my  request, 
and  that  God  would  grant  me  the 
thwg  that  I  long  for,  even  that  it 


would  please  God  to  destroy  me,  that 
he  would  let  loose  his  hand  and  cut 
me  oft*,  &c.  So  that  my  soul  chooseth 
strangling,  and  death,  rather  than  life, 
&c.  He  confesseth  thus :  I  have  ut* 
tered  that  I  understood  not;  things 
too  wonderful  for  me,  which  I  knew 
not;  wherefore  I  abhor  myself,  and 
repent  in  dust  and  ashes. — Job  vi.  8, 
9 ;  vii.  15 ;  xlii.  3.  6. 

As  for  me,  my  feet  were  almost 
gone,  &c.  for  I  was  envious  at  the 
loolish,  when  I  saw  the  prosperity  of 
the  wicked,  &c.  Verily  I  have  cleansed 
my  heart  in  vain,  &c.  So  foolish  wbs 
I,  and  ignorant,  as  a  beast,  &c. — Ps. 
Ixxiii.  2,  3.  13.  22 ;  Jer.  xxi.  1,  2. 

Will  the  Lord  cast  off  for  ever? 
Will  he  be  fttvourable  no  more  ?  Is 
his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  ?  Doth 
his  promise  fail  for  evermore  ?  Hath 
Goa  forgotten  to  be  gracious  ?  Hath 
he  in  anger  shut  up  his  tender  mercies? 
I  said,  this  is  mme  infirmity. — Ps. 
Ixxvii.  7 — 10. 

The  prophet  Jeremiah  in  his  afflic- 
tions spake  hard  words  of  God ;  said, 
he  would  not  speak  in  his  name,  &c. 
curseth  the  day  of  his  birth. — Jer.  xx. 
7.  9.  14,  &c. ;  xii.  1. 

The  church,  the  spouse  of  Christ, 
in  a  sluggish  posture. — Cant.  v.  2, 3 ; 
Matt.  XXV.  5. 

The  prophet  Jonah  was  very  angry 
because  God  spared  Nineveh,  and  said. 
Therefore  now,  O  Lord,  take,  I  beseech 
thee,  my  life  from  me ;  for  it  is  better 
for  me  to  die  than  to  live.  Then  said 
the  Lord,  Doest  thou  well  to  be  angry? 
&c.  again  he  said  so :  and  Jonah  said, 
I  do  well  to  be  angry,  even  unto  death. 
— Jonah  iv.  1 — 4.  8,  9 ;  i.  1 — 3. 

John  sent  two  of  his  disciples  to 
Christ,  and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou 
he  that  should  come,  or  do  we  look 
for  another  ? — Matt.  xi.  2, 3. 

When  Zacharias  had  a  son  promised 
him,  he  said  unto  the  angel.  Whereby 
shall  I  know  this,  for  I  am  an  old 
man,  and  my  wife  well  stricken  in 
years,  &c.  Behold,  thou  shalt  be 
dumb,  &c.  because  thou  believest  not 
my  words,  &c. — Luke  i.  13.  18.  20. 
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Jesus  said  unto  Peter,  Blessed  art 
thouy  Simon,  &c. — ^Matt.  xvi.  17. 

Jesus  said  unto  Peter,  O  thou  of 
little  iaith  I  wherefore  didst  thou 
doubt  ?— Matt-  xiv.  31 ;  viii.  24—26. 

When  Jesus  spake  of  his  being 
killed,  Peter  said.  Be  it  far  from  thee, 
Lord ;  this  shall  not  be  unto  thee :  but 
he  turned  and  said  unto  Peter,  Get 
thee  behind  me,  Satan;  thou  art  an 
offence  unto  me;  for  thou  savourest 
not  the  things  that  be  of  Grod,  but  those 
that  be  of  men,  &;c.  Thou  wast  with 
Jesus,  Sas,  But  he  denied  before  them 
all,  saying,  I  know  not  what  thou 
sayest,  ic6.  And  again  he  denied 
with  an  oath,  I  do  not  know  the  man. 
Then  began  he  to  curse  and  swear,  I 
know  not  the  man,  kj6. — Matt.  xvi. 
21—23;  xxvi.  e9, 70. 72. 74. 

When  the  disciples  could  not  cure 
the  poor  man's  son,  he  came  to  Jesus ; 
Jesus  said  of  his  disciples,  O  faithless 
and  perverse  generation,  how  long  shall 
I  suffer  you  ^— Matt.  xvii.  15, 16.  • 

Wben  Peter  was  come  to  Antioch,  I 
withstood  him  to  the  &ce,  because  he 
was  to  be  blamed ;  for  before  that  cer- 
tain came  from  James,  he  did  eat  with 
the  Gentiles;  but  when  they  were 
come,  he  withdrew,  and  separated 
himself,  fearing  them  which  were  of 
the  circumcision.  And  the  other  Jews 
dissembled  likewise  with  him,  inso- 
much that  Barnabas  also  was  carried 
away  with  their  dissimulation. — Gal. 

iL  11— la 

The  wise  virgins,  as  well  as  the  fool- 
ish, while  the  bridegroom  tarried,  all 
slumbered  and  slept. — Matt.  xxv.  5. 

When  the  mother  of  Zebedee's  chil- 
dren asked  of  Christ,  that  her  sons 
might  sit,  one  on  his  right  hand,  and 
the  other  on  his  left  in  his  kingdom, 
&c.  The  ten  heard  it;  they  were 
moved  with  indignation  against  the 
two  brethren,  Sec, — Matt  xx.  20,  21. 
24. 

One  of  his  disciples  stretched  out  his 
band  and  drew  his  sword,  and  struck 
a  servant  of  the  high  priest,  and  smote 
off  his  ear.  Christ  rebuked  him  for 
it,  &a    Then  all  the  disciples  forsook 


him  and  fled,  &c.  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  Why  reason  ye  because  ye  have 
no  bread  ?  Perceive  ye  not  yet,  neither 
understand  ?  Have  ye  your  hearts  yet 
hardened  ?  Do  ye  not  remember, 
when  I  brake  the  five  loaves  ?  &c. — 
Matt.  xxvi.  51.  56;  John  xvi.  32; 
Mark  viii.  17 — 19;  John  vi.  52. 

And  there  was  also  a  strife  amongst 
them,  which  of  them  should  be  ac- 
counted the  greatest.  Jesus  appeared 
unto  the  eleven,  &c.  and  upbraided 
them  with  their  unbelief,  and  nardncss 
of  heart,  because  they  believed  not 
them  which  had  seen  him,  &c. — Luke 
xxii.  24 ;  Mark  xvi.  14 ;  Luke  xxiv. 
21.  25. 

Christ  rebuked  his  disciples  for 
their  great  fear  in  the  storm. — Mark 
iv.  37-41 ;  ix.  6. 

Master,  we  saw  one  casting  out 
devils  in  thy  name,  and  we  rorbad 
him,  because  he  followed  not  with  us. 
And  Jesus  said.  Forbid  him  not,  &c. 
James  and  John  would  have  had  fire 
come  down  from  heaven  upon  the  Sa- 
maritans; Jesus  rebuked  them,  and 
said.  Ye  know  not  what  manner  of 
spirit  ye  are  of,  &c.  Thomas  said, 
Except  I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the 
print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger 
into  the  print  of  the  nails,  &c.  I  will 
not  believe,  &c. — Luke  ix.  49, 50. 54, 
55 ;  John  xx.  25. 

Joseph  of  Arimathsea,  though  a 
disciple,  yet  secretly  for  fear  of  the 
Jews,  &c. — John  xix.  38,  39. 

The  church  praying  for  Peter  did 
not  believe  his  deliverance :  for  when 
he  knocked  at  the  door,  and  the  dam- 
sel had  acknowledged  she  heard  his 
voice,  thev  believed  not. — Acts  xii. 
5. 12—16.* 

Paul  said,  I  have  lived  in  all  good 
conscience  before  God  until  this  day. 
Barnabas  and  Paul,  men  that  have 
hazarded  their  lives  for  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. — ^Acts  xxiii. 
1 ;  XV.  25,  26. 

Barnabas  determined  to  take  with 
them  John,  &c.  but  Paul  thought  not 
good  to  take  him  with  them,  &c.  And 
the  contention  was  so  shar^^  that  tha^ 
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departed  asunder  one  from  the  other, 
&c. — Acts  XV.  37 — 39 ;  xxiii.  3. 

When  we  were  coine  into  Macedo- 
nia, our  flesh  had  no  rest,  &c.  without 
were  fightings,  within  were  fears. — 
2  Cor.  vii.  5. 

Paul  did  what  he  hated,  &c.  and 
said,  O  wretched  man  that  I  am^  &c. 
—Rom.  vii.  14, 15. 18, 19.  24. 

Many  saints  being  compelled  did 
blaspheme. — Acts  xxvi.  10,  11. 

1,  brethren,  could  not  speak  unto  you 
as  unto  spiritual,  but  as  unto  carnal, 
as  unto  babes  in  Christ.  I  have  fed 
you  with  milk,  and  not  with  meat: 
for  hitherto  ye  were  not  able  to  bear 
it,  neither  yet  now  are  ye  able;  for 
ye  are  yet  carnal.  There  is  among 
you  envying  and  strife,  and  divisions 
(or  factions).  Are  ye  not  carnal,  and 
walk  as  men?  &c.  They  were'  very 
disorderly  in  the  Lord's  supper. — 
1  Cor.  iii.  1 — 3 ;  xi. 

Nay,  you  do  wrong,  and  defraud, 
and  that  your  brethren. — 1  Cor.  vi. 

Ye  suffer  fools  gladly,  &c.  Ye  suffer 
if  a  man  bring  you  into  bondage,  if  a 
man  devour  you,  if  a  man  take  of  you, 
if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man  smite 
you  on  the  face. — 2  Cor.  xi.  19,  20. 

I  fear,  lest  when  I  come  I  shall  not 
find  you  such  as  I  would,  &c.  Lest 
there  be  debates,  envyings,  wraths, 
strifes,  backbitings,  whisperings,  swell- 
ings, tumults  :  lest  when  1  come  again 
my  God  will  humble  me  among  yon, 
and  that  1  shall  bewail  many  which 
have  sinned  already,  and  have  not  re- 
pented of  the  uncleanness,  and  forni- 
cation, and  lasciviousness,  which  they 
have  committed. — 2  Cor.  xii.  20, 21. 

I  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon  re- 
moved from  him  that  called  you  into 
the  grace  of  Christ,  unto  another  gos- 
pel, &c.  And  now,  afler  that  ye  have 
known  God,  or  rather  are  known  of 
God,  how  turn  ye  back  to  the  weak 
and  beggarly  elements  (or  rudiments) 
whereunto  ye  desire  again  to  be  in 
bondage  ?  Ye  observe  days,  and 
months,  and  times,  and  years,  &c. — 
GaJ.  J.  6;  iv.  9—11. 


Paul  complains  thus,  I  have  no  man 
like-minded,  who  will  naturally  care 
for  your  state  :  for  all  seek  their 
own,  not  the  things  which  are  Jesus 
Christ's.— Phil.  ii.  20,  21. 

Ye  are  dull  of  hearing ;  for  when 
for  the  time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers, 
ye  have  need  that  one  teach  you  again 
which  be  the  first  principles  of  the 
oracles  of  God ;  and  are  become  such 
as  have  need  of  milk. — Heb.  v.  11, 12. 

Thou  hast  borne  and  hast  patience, 
and  for  my  name's  sake  hast  laboured, 
and  hast  not  fainted;  nevertheless  1 
have  somewhat  against  thee,  because 
thou  hast  left  thy  first  love,  &c.  to 
the  church  of  Pergamos,  &c.  and  the 
church  of  Thyatira,  &c.— See  Rev.  ii. 
3,  4. 12—15. 18—20. 

Sbct.  3. — God  will  punish  or  correct 
the  righteous  for  Sin. 

Goo  was  wrath  with  Moses  for  his 
sin,  and  would  not  suffer  him  to  go 
into  the  good  land. — Deat  iii.  25— 
27 ;  iv.  21,  22. 

God  said  to  Moses,  Die  in  the 
mount,  as  Aaron  thy  brother  died  in 
mount  Hor :  because  ye  trespassed 
against  me  among  the  cnildren  of  Is- 
rael, &c.  Because  ye  sanctified  me 
not  in  the  eyes  of  the  children  of  Is- 
rael, &c.  Because  ye  believed  me 
not,  &c. — Deut.  xxxii.  48. 50,51 ;  Ps. 
cvi.  32,  33 ;  Numb.  xx.  12. 

Aaron  shall  be  gathered  unto  his 
eople,  he  shall  not  enter  into  the 
ana,  &c.  because  ye  rebelled  against 
my  word,  &c. — Numb.  xx.  24. 

I  will  be  his  father,  and  he  shall  be 
my  son  :  if  he  commit  iniquity,  I  will 
chasten  him  with  the  rod  of  men, 
and  with  the  stripes  of  the  children 
of  men ;  but  my  mercy  shall  not  de- 
part away  from  him. — 2  Sam.  vii.  14, 
16. 

God  punished  Solomon  for  his  sin 
in  his  old  age. — 1  Kings  xi. 

David  said  unto  Nathan,  I  have 
sinned  against  the  Lord ;  and  Nathan

Eut  away  thy  sin,  thou  shalt  not  die ; 
owbeit,  because  by  this  deed  thou 
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hast  given  great  occasion  to  the  ene- 
mies of  the  Lord  to  hlaspheme,  the 
child  shall  surely  die.

Hezekiah  sinned,  and  there  was 
wrath  npon  him. — 2  Chron.  zxzii. 
25;   2  Kings  zx.  12,  &c. 

If  his  chudren  forsake  my  law,  and 
walk  not  in  m^  judgments,  &c.  Then 
will  I  visit  their  trai^gression  with  the 
rody  and  their  iniquity  with  stripes. — 
Ps.  Ixxxix.  30— ^2. 

The  man  of  God  for  his  disobe- 
dience was  slain. — 1  ELings  xiii.  18, 
&c. 

Thou  wast  a  God  that  forgavest 
them,  though  thou  tookest  vengeance 
of  their  inventions. — Ps.  xcix.  8. 

Christ  withdrew  himself  from  his 
Spouse,  when  she  grew  sluggish  and 
mindless  of  him.— %ant  v.  1,  &c. 

For  the  iniquitv  of  his  covetousness 
was  I  wrath,  and  smote  him :  I  hid 
me,  and  was  wrath :  and  he  went  on 
frowardlv  (or  turning  away)  in  the 
way  of  his  heart :  I  have  seen  his 
ways,  and  I  will  heal  him. — Isa.  l?ii. 
17, 18. 

I  have  forsaken  my  house,  &c.  I 
have  ^ven  the  dearly  beloved  of  my 
soul  into  the  hands  of  enemies. —

I  will  correct  thee  in  measure,  and 
will  not  leave  thee  altogether  unpun- 
ished.— Jer.  XXX.  11;  xlvi.  28. 

Yon  only  have  I  known  of  all  the 
&milies  of  the  earth :  therefore  I  will 
punish  ^ou  for  all  your  iniquities. —

When  Gkxi  sent  Jonah  to  Nineveh, 
he  fled  from  Qod*B  presence,  &c.  but 
the  Lord  sent  out  a  ^reat  wind,  &c.

Zacharias  was  struck  dumb  for  not 
helievine.

Enoch  walked  with  God,  and  was 
not,  for  God  took  him. — Gen.  v.  24. 

Noah  found  erace  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Lord. — Gen.  vi.  8. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Noah, 
Come  thou  and  all  thy  house  into  the 
ark :  for  thee  have  1  seen  righteous 
before  me  in  this  generation. — Gen. 
vii.  1 ;   2  Pet.  ii.  5. 

And  the  Lord  plagued  Pharaoh  and 
his  house  with  great  plagues,  because 
of  Sarai,  Abram's  wife. — Gen.  xii. 
17;  XX.  2,  3. 

The  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto 
Abram  in  a  vision,  saying.  Fear  not, 
Abram,  I  am  thy  shield,  thy  exceed- 
ing great  reward. — Gen.  xv,  1 ;  xvii. 

God  said,  Shall  I  hide  from  Abra- 
ham that  thing  which  I  am  about  to 
do  ?  &c.  The  cry  of  Sodom,  &c.  is 
great,  &c.  Abraham  interceded  with 
God  for  Sodom,  and  God  granted  him 
as  much  as  he  asked. — See  at  large.

When  God  had  sent  his  angels  to 
destroy  Sodom,  they  said  unto  Lot, 
Hast  thou  any  here  besides?  son-in- 
law,  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  daughters, 
and  whatsoever  thou  hast  in  the  city, 
bring  out  of  this  place,  &,c.  They 
hastened  Lot,  saying.  Arise,  take  thv 
wife,  and  thy  two  daughters,  whicli 
are  here,  lest  thou  be  consumed. 
And  while  he  lingered,  the  men  laid 
hold  upon  his  hand,  and  upon  the 
hand  of  his  wife,  and  upon  the  hand 
of  his  two  daughters,  the  Lord  being 
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merciful  unto  him,  and  thej  brought 
liim  forth,  &c.  He  prevailed  with 
God  to  spare  Zoar,  &c.  Haste  thee, 
escape  thither:  for  I  cannot  do  any 
thing  till  thou  be  come  thither,  &c. 
God  remembered  Abraham,  and  sent 
Lot  out  of  the  midst  of  the  over- 
throw, &c. — Gen  xix.  12.  15 — 02, 
29;  2Pet.  ii.  6,  7. 

And  God  said  unto  Abraham,  &c. 
Of  the  son  of  the  bond- woman  will  I 
make  a  nation,  because  he  is  thj  seed. 
— Gen.  xxi.  12,  13. 

God  spake  to  Jacob  friendly,  when 
he  fled  from  his  brother  Esau. — Gen. 
xxviii.  13—15. 

Laban  said  unto  Jacob,  I  have 
learned  by  experience,  that  the  Lord 
hath  blessed  me  for  thy  sake,  &c. 
Jacob  said  unto  him,  &c.  The  Lord 
hath  blessed  thee  since  my  coming, 
(or  at  my  foot^) — Gen.  xxx.  27.  ^, 
80;   Prov.  xi.  10, 11. 

When  Laban  was  pursuing  Jacob, 
God  came  to  Laban,  &c.  and  said, 
Take  heed  that  thou  speak  not  to 
Jacob  either  good  or  bad,  (or  from 
good  to  bad,)  Sec.  Laban  saia.  It  is  in 
the  power  of  my  hand  to  do  you  hurt : 
but  the  God  of  your  father  spake  unto 
me  yesternight,  saying.  Take  thou 
heed,  &c. — Gen.  xxxi.  24.  29. 

Jacob  prevailed  with  God,  &c.  I 
have  seen  God  face  to  face. — Gen. 
xxxii.  28.  30. 

When  Jacob  and  his  family  were 
journeying,  the  terror  of  God  was 
upon  the  cities  round  about  them;  and 
God  appeared  unto  Jacob  again,  and 
blessed  iiim,  &c. — Gen.  xxx  v.  5. 9. 13. 

The  Lord  was  with  Joseph,  and  he 
was  a  prosperous  man,  &c.  and  his 
master  saw  that  the  Lord  was  with 
him,  and  made  all  that  he  did  to  pros- 
per in  his  hand,  &c.  The  Lord 
messed  the  Egyptian's  house  for  Jo- 
seph's sake,  iui.  The  Lord  was  with 
Joseph,  and  gave  him  favour  in  the 
sight  of  the  keeper,  &c.  When  Jo- 
seph had  the  custody  of  the  prisoners, 
that  which  he  did,^  the  Lora  made  it 
to  prosper. — Gen.  xxxix.  2,  3.  5. 
21—23. 


Joseph  said  unto  hils  brethren,  &c. 
As  for  you,  ye  thought  evil  against 
me,  but  God  meant  it  unto  good,  to 
bring  to  pass,  as  it  is  this  day,  &c. — 
Gen.  1.  19,  20. 

God  gave  Israel  favour  in  the  sight 
of  the  Egyptians,  and  Pharaoh's  ser- 
vants :  and  Moses,  &c.  There  shall 
be  a  great  cry  throughout  all  the  land 
of  Egypt,  such  as  there  was  none  like 
it,  &c.  But  against  any  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel  shall  not  a  dog  move 
his  tongue,  against  man  or  beast; 
that  ye  may  know  how  that  the  Lord 
doth  put  a  difference  between  the 
Egyptians  and  Israel. — Exod.  xi.  3. 
6,7. 

I  will  pass  through  the  land  of 
Egypt  this  night,  and  will  smite  all 
the  nrst-bom,  &c.  and  the  blood  shall 
be  to  you  for  a  token,  &c.  When  I 
see  the  blood,  I  will  pass  over  yon, 
and  the  plague  shall  not  be  upon  you 
to  destroy  you,  &c. — Exod.  xii.  12, 13. 

I  will  dwell  among  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  will  be  their  G^,  &;o. — 
Exod.  xxix.  45. 

When  God  had  said  to  Moses,  Let 
me  alone,  that  my  wrath  may  wax  hot 
against  them,  that  I  may  consume 
them,  &c.  Moses  prayed  for  Israel, 
and  prevailed  often  for  them :  and 
the  Lord  said,  I  have  pardoned  ac- 
cording to  thy  word. — Exod.  xxxii. 
9—15 ;   Numb,  xiv.  11—13.  19,  20. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses 
face  to  face,  as  a  man  speaketh  unto 
his  friend,  &c.  When  Moses  had 
said,  I  beseech  thee,  shew  me  thy 
glory :  He  said,  I  will  make  all  my 
gooaness  pass  before  thee,  &c. — 
Exod.  xxxiii.  11. 17—19;  xix.  19, 20; 
xxxiv.  2, 3.  5,  6. 

My  servant  Moses  is  not  so,  who 
is  faithful  in  all  mine  house:  with 
him  will  I  speak  mouth  to  mouth; 
even  apparently,  and  not  in  dark 
speeches :  and  the  similitude  of  the 
Lord  shall  he  behold. — Numb.  xii.  7, 8. 

He  hath  blessed,  and  I  cannot  re* 
verse  it.  He  hath  not  beheld  iniquity 
in  Jacob,  neither  hath  he  seen  per- 
verseness  in   Israel :    the   Lord  his 
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God  b  with  him,  and  the  shout  of  a 
king  is  among  them.  Surely  there  is 
no  enchantment  against  Jacob ;  nei- 
ther is  there  any  divination  against 
Israel.— Numb,  xxiii.  20,  21.  23;

For- what  nation  so  great  who  hath 
God  so  nigh  unto  them,  as  the  Lord 
our  Gkxi  is  in  all  things  that  we  call 
upon  him  £>r  ?  And  what  nation  so 
^eat  that  hath  statutes  and  judg- 
ments so  righteous  as  all  this  law? 
&C. — Did  ever  people  hear  the  voice 
of  God,  &c.  as  thou  hast  heard,  and 
live?— Deut.  iv.  7,  8.  83;  Rom.  iii. 
1,2. 

Thou  art  an  holy  people  unto  the 
Lord  thy  Grod,  and  the  Lord  hath 
chosen  wee  to  be  a  peculiar  people 
unto  himself,  above  all  the  nations 
that  are  upon  the  earth. — Deut.  xiv. 
1,2;  XXVI.  17— 19. 

For  the  Lord's  portion  is  his  peo- 
ple :  Jacob  is  the  lot  of  his  inherit- 
ance, &c.  He  led  him  about,  he  in- 
structed him,  he  kept  him  as  the  ap- 
ple of  his  eye. — Deut.  xxxii.  9, 10 ; 
1  Pet.  V.  3 ;  Jer.  xii.  7.  10. 

The  etarnal  God  is  thy  refuge ;  and 
underneath  are  the  everlasting  arms, 
kc* — ^Happy  art  thou, O  Israel:  who 
is  like  unto  thee,  O  people,  saved  by 
the  Lord,  the  shield  of  thy  help,  and 
who  is  the  swo/d  of  thine  excellency ! 
— ^Dent  xxxiii.  27.  29. 

At  the  word  of  Joshua,  the  sun 
stood  still,  and  the  moon  stayed. — 
Josh.  X.  12—14. 

When  Gideon  asked  signs  of  God, 
he  gave  them  to  him.--nrudges  vi. 
17.21.36—40. 

Manoah  entreated  the  Lord,  &c. 
and  Gk>d  hearkened,  &c.  And  the 
angel  came  again,  &c. — Judges  xiii. 
8,9.23. 

He  will  keep  the  feet  of  his  saints. 
— ^1  Sam.  ii.  9. 

The  Lord  will  not  forsake  his  peo- 
ple fi>r  his  great  name's  sake :  because 
It  h^h  pleased  the  Lord  to  make  you 
his  people. — ^1  Sam.  xii.  22. 

God  answered  David,  when  he  in 
his  distress  had  inquired  of  him. — 


1  Sam.  xxiii.  9 — 13;  2  Sam.  v.  18,

David  went  on,  and  grew  great, 
and  the  Lord  God  of  hosts  was  with 
him.

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou 
choosest  to  approach  unto  thee,  &c. 
We  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  good- 
ness of  thy  house,  even  of  thy  holy 
temple.

Truly,  God  is  good  to  Israel,  to 
such  as  are  of  a  clean  heart. — Ps.

Sect.  1. — Torvards  Godj  in  tJie 
General. 

To  live  to  Godj  twt  to  themselves :  to 
be  holt/y  fruitful^  walking  in  the 
lighty  in  an  honest,  heavenly ^  and 
spiritual  conversation^  iwrthy  of 
their  high  calling;  to  glorify  God, 
and  mind  the  thi?igs  above. 

Fear  God  and  keep  his  command- 
ments, for  this  is  the  whole  duty  of 
man. — Eccles.  xii.  13, 14. 

Enoch  walked  with  God. — Gen.  v. 
22.24. 

Noah  walked  with  God. — Gen.  vi.9. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Noah, 
Come  thou,  &c.  For  thee  have  I  seen 
righteous  before  me  in  this  generation, 
&c.  And  Noah  did  according  unto 
all  that  the  Lord  commanded  him. — 
Gen.  vii.  1.  5. 

I  am  tlie  Lord  your  God  :  ye  shall 
therefore  sanctify  yourselves,  and  ye 
shall  be  holy,  for  I  am  holy. — Lev. 
xi.  44,  45;  xix.  2. 

Seek  not  after  your  own  heart,  &c. 
but  be  ye  holy  unto  your  God,  &c. — 
Numb.  XV.  39,  40. 
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Thou  art  an  holy  people  unto  the 
Lord^  &c.  Thou  shalt  not  eat  anj 
abominable  thing.^*-Deut.  xiv.  2,  8. 

Those  that  honour  me,  I  will  ho* 
nour :  and  they  that  deBpise  me,  shall 
be  lightly  esteemed.-^l  Sam.  ii.  90l 

Holiness  becometh  thine  house,  O 
Lord,  for  ever. — Ps.  xciii.  5. 

In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  him, 
and  he  shall  direct  thy  paths. — Prov. 
iii.  6. 

Behold,  all  souls  are  mine ;  as  the 
soul  of  the  father,  so  also  the  soul  of 
the  son  is  mine  :  the  soul  that  sinneth, 
it  shall  die. — Ezek.  xviii.  4. 

Israel  is  an  empty  vine,  he  bringcth 
forth  fruit  unto  himself. — Hosea  x.  1. 

He  hath  shewed  thee,  O  man,  what 
is  good,  &c.  but  to  do  justly,  love 
mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy 
God. — Micah  vi.  8. 

Is  it  time  for  you,  O  ye,  to  dwell 
in  your  cieled  houses,  and  this  house 
lie  waste  ?  &c.  Ye  have  sown  much, 
and  bring  in  little,  &c.  Why  ?  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts.  Because  of  mine 
house  that  is  waste ;  and  ye  run  every 
man  unto  his  own  house,  therefore, 
&c.— Hag.  i.  4.  6.  9, 10. 

If  I  be  a  father,  where  is  mine 
honour?  If  I  be  a  master,  where  is 
my  fear  ?  saith  the  Lord. — Mai.  i.  6. 

Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  meet 
for  repentance,  &c.  The  axe  is  laid 
unto  the  root  of  the  trees,  therefore 
evciT  tree  which  bringeth  not  forth 
good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast 
into  the  fire. — Matt.  iii.  8. 10;  Luke 
iii.  8;  Matt.  v.  29,  &c. 

Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men, 
that  they  may  see  your  good  works, 
and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven. — Matt.  v.  IC;  1  Sam.  ii.30; 
John  XV.  8. 

Lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in 
heaven,  &c.  For  where  your  treasure 
is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also,  &c. 
Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  Gk>d,  &c. 
—Matt.  vi.  20, 21. 83 ;  Luke  xii.  33, 
34 ;  John  vi.  27. 

Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn 
of  me,  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in 
heart;   and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto 


your  souls :  for  my  yoke  is  eaay,  and 
my  burden  is  light. — Matt  xi.  29,  80; 
1  Pet  ii.  21—23. 

A  good  man  out  of  the  ffood.  tvea- 
sure  of  the  heart  bringcth  forth  good 
things. — Matt.  xii.  85  ^  vii.  17, 18. 

They  are  to  improve  their  talents. 
See  the  Parable. — Matt  xzv.  14,  Ibc. 

Behold,  these  three  years  I  come 
seeking  fruit  on  this  6g-tree,  and  find 
none ;  cut  it  down,  why  cumbeveth  it 
the  ground  ?  &c.  Strive  to  enter  in 
at  the  strait  gate. — Luke  xiiL  7.  24. 

When  ye  shall  have  done  all  those 
things  which  are  commanded  you, 
say,  We  are  unprofitable  servants,  we 
have  done  that  which  was  our  doty 
to  do. — Luke  xvii.  10. 

Walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  lest 
darkness  come  upon  you. — JcAn  xii. 

Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord ;  and . 
ye  say  well :  for  so  1  am. — John  xiii. 
13. 

Every  branch  in  me  that  beareth 
not  fruit,  he  taketh  away;  and  every 
branch  that  beareth  fi*uit,  he  pureeth 
it,  that  it  may  bring  forth  more  miit, 
&c.  Herein  is  my  &ther  glorified, 
that  ye  bear  much  fruit,  &o.  I  have 
chosen  you,  and  ordained  you,  that 
you  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit, 
and  that  your  fruit  shoula  remain. — 
John  XV.  2. 8. 16. 

In  every  nation,  he  that  fcareth 
God,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is 
accepted  with  him. — Acts  x.  35. 

Herein  do  I  exercise  myself,  to  have 
always  a  conscience  void  of  ofience 
toward  God,  and  toward  men. — ^Acts 
xxiv.  IG. 

I  have  shewed,  that  thev  should 
repent,  and  do  works  meet  for  repent- 
ance.— Acts  XXV i.  20. 

We  also  should  walk  in  newness  of 
life,  &c.  Yield  yourselves  unto  Gk)d, 
as  those  that  are  alive  from  the  dead, 
and  your  members  as  instruments  of 
righteousness  unto  God.  Know  ye 
not,  that  to  whom  ye  yield  yourselves 
servants  to  obey,  his  servants  ye  are 
to  whom  ye  obey;  whether  of  sui 
unto   death,   or    of  obedience   unto 
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ri^hteousDCtt  ?   fa^-^Rom.  vi.  4.  13. 
la  19. 

Ye  are  also  become  dead  to  the  law, 
ko,  that  we  thoald  bring  forth  fruit 
unto  Godf  &e.  That  we  should  serve 
in  newness  of  spirit^  and  not  in  the 
oldnesB  of  the  leCter.«-^Rom.  vii.  4. 6. 

We  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh, 
to  live  after  the  flesh :  finr  if  ye  live 
after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die;  but  if 
ye  throngh  the  spirit  do  mortify  the 
deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live. — 
Rom.  viii.  12, 18. 

I  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the 
mercies  of  God,  that  ye  present  your 
bodies  a  liring  sacrifice,  holy,  ac* 
ceptable  unto  God,  your  reasonable 
service;  and  be  not  conformed  to 
thb  world,  but  be  ye  transformed  by 
the  renewing  of  your  mind,  that  ye 
may  prove  what  is  that  good,  and 
acceptable  will  of  God,  &o.  Provide 
things  honest  in  the  sight  of  all  men. — 
Rom.  xii.  1,  2. 17;  Eph.  v.  10. 

It  18  hi^  time  to  awake  out  of 
sleep,  4cc.  Trhe  night  is  far  spent,  the 
day  18  at  hand :  let  us  therefore  cast 
on  the  works  of  darkness,  and  let  us 
put  on  the  armour  of  light.  Let  us 
walk  honestlv  as  in  the  day,  not  in 
rioting  and  drunkenness,  &c.  bat  put 
ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  and 
make  not  provision  for  the  flesh,  to 
fulfil  the  lusts  thereof. — Rom.  xlii. 
11—14. 

None  of  us  liveth  to  himself,  and 
no  man  dieth  to  himself:  for  whether 
we  lite,  we  live  unto  the  Lord,  &c. 
Whether  we  live  therefore,  or  die,  wc 
are  the  Lord's.  Righteousness  and 
peace,  tec.  For  he  that  in  these  things 
serveth  Christ  is  acceptable  to  God, 
and  approved  of  men. — Rom.  xiv.  7 — 
9.  17, 18;  xi.  36;  1  Pet.  iv.  2.  6. 

I  would  have  you  wise  unto  that 
which  is  good,  and  simple  concerning 
evil. — ^Rom.  xvi.  19. 

The  body  is  not  for  fornication, 
but  for  the  Lord,  &c.  Your  bodies 
are  the  members  of  Christ,  &;c.  And 
ye  are  not  your  own ;  for  ye  are 
bought  with  a  price:  therefore  glo- 
rify Gkid  in  your  body,  and  in  your 


spirit,  which  are  God's. — 1  Cor.  vi. 
13. 15. 19,  20;  iii.  16,  17. 

Whether  therefore  ye  eat  or  drink, 
or  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to  tlie 
glory  of  God. — 1  Cor.  x.  31. 

Be  ye  followers  of  me,  as  I  also  am 
of  Christ. — 1  Cor.  xi.  1. 

Be  ye  stedfast,  &c.  always  abound- 
ing in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  foras- 
much as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is 
not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. — 1  Cor.  x  v.58. 
Wherefore  we  endeavour  (or  la- 
bour) that  whether  present,  or  absent, 
we  mav  be  accepted  of  him.  The 
love  of  Christ  constraineth  us,  be- 
cause we  thus  judge,  that  if  one  died 
for  all,  then  were  all  dead,  &;c.  That 
they  which  live,  should  not  henceforth 
live  unto  themselves,  but  unto  him 
which  died  for  them. — 2  Cor.  v.  9. 
14,  15. 

Having  therefore  these  promises 
(dearly  beloved)  let  us  cleanse  our- 
selves from  all  filthiness  of  the  flesh 
and  spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in  the 
fear  of  Gkni. — 2  Cor-  vii.  1. 

Providing  for  honest  things,  not 
only  in  the  sisht  of  the  Lord,  but  also 
in  the  sight  of  men. — 2  Cor.  viii.  21 ; 
1  Tim.  ii.  2;   Hcb.  xiii.  18. 

Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall 
not  fulfil  (or  fulfil  not)  the  lust  of  the 
flesh.— Gal.  v.  16,  17. 

Be  not  deceived,  God  is  not 
mocked ;  for  whatsoever  a  man 
sowetli,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  For 
be  that  soweth  to  the  flesh,  shall  of 
the  flesh  reap  corruption :  but  he  that 
soweth  to  the  Spirit,  shall  of  the 
Spirit  reap  life,  &c.  For  in  Christ 
Jesus  neither  circumcision  availetli 
any  thin^,  &c.  but  a  new  creature. — 
Gal.  vi.  7,  8.  15;  v.  16. 

According  as  he  hath  chosen  us  in 
him,  &c.  that  wc  should  be  holy,  and 
without  blame  before  him  in  love. — 
Eph.  i.  4. 

Created,  &c.  unto  good  works, 
which  God  hath  before  ordained,  that 
wc  should  walk  in  them. — £ph.  ii.  10; 
Titus  ii.  14. 

I  therefore  beseech  you,  that  yo 
walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  viVwix^ 
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with  ye  are  called.  This  I  say  there- 
forOy  and  testify  in  the  Lord,  that  ye 
henceforth  walk  not  as  other  Gentiles 
walky  in  the  vanity  of  their  mind,  &c. 
But  ye  have  not  so  learned  Christ, 
kc.  That  ye  put  off  concerning  the 
former  conyersation  the  old  man, 
which  is  corrupt  according  to  the  de- 
ceitful lust;  and  be  renewed  in  the 
spirit  of  your  mind  :  and  that  ye  put 
on  the  new  man,  which,  afler  God,  is 
created  in  righteousness,  and  true  ho- 
liness.—Eph.  iv.  1.  17,  20.  ^J— 24; 
Col.  iii.  9,  10. 

Be  ye  therefore  followers  of  God, 
as  dear  children,  &c.  Ye  were  some- 
times darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light 
in  the  Lord :  walk  as  children  of  the 
light,  &c.  Have  no  fellowship  with 
the  unfruitful  works  of  darkness,  but 
rather  reprove  them,  &c.  See  then 
Ihat  ye  walk  circumspectly,  not  as 
foob,  but  as  wise,  redeeming  the  time. 
—Eph.  V.  1.  8. 11. 15, 16. 

That  ye  may  approve  things  that 
are  excellent,  (or  try  things  which 
differ,)  that  ye  may  be  sincere,  and 
without  offence,  till  the  day.  of  Christ, 
&c.  Being  filled  with  the  fruits  of 
righteousness,  which  are  by  Jesus 
Christ,  unto  the  glory  and  praise  of 
God,  &c.  According  to  my  earnest 
expectation,  &c.  Christ  shall  be  mag- 
nified in  my  body,  whether  it  be  by 
life  or  by  death,  &c.  Let  your  con- 
versation be  as  it  becometh  the  gospel 
of  Christ.— Phil.  i.  10, 11.  20.  27. 

Work  out  your  own  salvation  with 
fear  and  trembling,  &c.  That  ye  may 
be  blameless  and  harmless,  the  sons 
of  God  without  rebuke,  in  the  midst 
of  a  crooked  and  perverse  nation, 
among  whom  ye  shine  (or  shine  ye) 
as  lights  in  the  world,  &c.  All  seek 
their  own  things,  not  the  things  which 
are  Jesus  Christ's. — Phil.  ii.  12.  15. 
21, 

Brethren,  be  ye  followers  of  me, 
and  mark  them  which  walk  so,  as  ye 
have  us  for  an  example:  for  many 
walk,  of  whom  I  have  told  you,  &c. 
even  weeping,  they  are  the  enemies 
of  the  cross  of  Christy  &c.  who  mind 


earthly  things:  for  our  conyersation 
is    in    heaven. — Phil.    iii.    17 — 20; 

1  Cor.  xi.  1. 

Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever  things 
are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  honest, 
whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  what- 
soever things  are  of  good  report ;  if 
there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these 
things.  Those  things  which  ye  have 
both  learned,  and  received,  and  heard, 
and  seen  in  me,  do,  &c.

Let  him  eschew  evil,  and  do  good, 
&c.  Who  is  he  that  will  harm  you,  if 
ye  be  followers  of  that  which  is  good  ?

I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  record  this 
day  against  you,  that  I  have  set  be- 
fore you  life  and  death,  blessing  and 
cursing;  therefore  choose  life;  that 
thou  mayest  love  the  Lord  thy  God, 
that  thou  mayest  obey  his  Yoice,  and 
that  thou  mayest  cleave  unto  him; 
for  he  is  thy  life,  &c. — Deut.  xxx.  15, 
16.  19,  20;  xiii.  4;  xxxii.  46,  47; 
Prov.  xix.  16;   Isa.  i.  19, 20. 

Take  diligent  heed  to  do  the  com- 
mandment and  the  law,  &c.  to  love  the 
Lord  your  God,  and  to  walk  in  all  his 
ways,  and  to  keep  all  his  command- 
ments, and  to  cleave  unto  him,  and 
to  serve  him,  with  all  your  heart,  &c. 
— Josh.  xxii.  5;   Deut.  x.  12, 13. 

If  ye  will  fear  the  Lord,  and  serve 
him,  and  obey  his  voice,  and  not  rebel 
against  the  commandment  of  the 
Lord;  then  shall  both  ye,  and  the 
king  that  reigneth  over  you,  continue, 
&c. — 1  Sam.  xii.  14. 

Behold,  to  obey  is  better  than  sacri- 
fice, and  to  hearken,  than  the  fat  of 
rams:  for  rebellion  is  as  the  sin  of 
witchcraft,  &c. — 1  Sam.  xv.  22,  23. 

David  charged  Solomon  to  keep  the 
charge  of  the  Lord,  his  statutes,  his

Hear,  O  my  people;  and  I  will 
testify  unto  thee,  O  Israel ;  if  thou 
wilt  licarken  unto  me,  &e.  But  my 
people  would  not  hearken  unto  my 
voice ;  and  Israel  would  none  of  roe : 
80  I  prave  them  up  unto  their  own 
hearts'  lust,  and  they  walked  in  their 
own  counsels.  O  that  my  people  had 
hearkened  unto  me,  ana  Israel  had 
walked  in  my  ways:  I  should  soon 
have  subdued  their  enemies,  &c. — Ps. 
Ixxxi.  8.  11 — 14.  16;  2  Kings  xxi. 
8,9. 

Becauise  they  rebelled  against  the 
words  of  God,  and  contemned  the 
(*ounsel  of  the  Most  High ;  therefore 
he  brought  down  their  heart  with 
labour. — Ps.  evii.  11, 12. 

Thou  hast  commanded  us  to  keep 
thy  precepts  diligently,  &c.  Then 
shall  I  not  be  ashamed,  when  I  have 
respect  unto  all  thy  commandments, 
&c.  I  will  run  the  way  of  thy  com- 
mandments, when  thou  shalt  enlarge 
my  heart,  &c.  O  how  love  I  thy  law  ! 
kc.  I  love  thy  testimonies,  &c.  It  is 
time  for  thee,  O  Lord,  to  work ;  for 
they  have  made  void  thy  law.  There- 
fore I  love  thy  commandments  above 
gold,  &c.  Rivers  of  waters  run  down 
mine  eyes,  because  they  keep  not  thy 
law,  &c.  My  soul  hath  kept  thy  testi- 
monies; and  I  love  them  exceedingly. 
— Ps.  cxix.  4. 6. 32. 97. 119, 120. 126, 
127.  laa  168. 167. 

Because  I  have  called,  and  ye  re- 
fused, I  have  stretched  out  my  hand, 
and  no  man  regarded;  but  ye  have 
set  at  nought  all  my  counsel,  and 
would  Done  of  my  reproof:  I  also  will 
laugh  at  your  calamity ;  I  will  mock 
when  your  fear  cometh,  &c. — Prov.  i. 
24—26.30,31. 

My  son,  forget  not  my  law;  but 
let  thine  heart  keep  my  command- 
ments.— Prov.  iii.  1. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  heareth  me, 
watching  daily  at  my  gates,  waiting  at 
the  posts  of  my  doors. — Prov.  viii.  34. 

He  that  tumeth  away  his  ear  from 


hearing  the  law,  even  his  prayer  shall 
he  abomination. — Prov.  xxviii.  9. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Thy  Re- 
deemer, &c.  O  that  thou  hadst 
hearkened  to  my  commandments : 
then  had  thy  peace  been  as  a  river, 
&c. — Isa,  xlyiii.  17,  18. 

I  have  spread  out  my  hands  all  the 
day  unto  a  rebellious  people,  which 
walketh  in  a  way  that  is  not  good, 
after  their  own  thoughts. — Isa.  Ixv.  2. 

I  will  bring  their  fears  upon  them, 
because  when  I  called,  none  did  an- 
swer; when  I  spake,  they  did  not  hear, 
but  they  did  evil,  &c. — Isa.  Ixvi.  4 ;

Be  thou  instructed,  O  Jerusalem, 
lest  my  soul  depart  from  thee,  &c. 
Their  ear  is  uncircumciscd,  and  they 
cannot  hearken.

I  spake  not  unto  your  fathers,  &;c. 
But  this  thing  commanded  I  them, 
saying.  Obey  my  voice,  and  I  will  be 
your  God,  and  ye  shall  be  my  people : 
and  walk  ye  in  all  the  ways  that  I 
have  commanded  you,  that  it  may  be 
well  unto  you.  But  they  hearkened 
not,  nor  inclined  their  car,  but  walked 
in  the  counsels,  and  in  the  imagina- 
tions of  their  evil  heart,  &c. — Jer.  vii.

Cursed  be  the  man  that  obeyelh 
not  the  words  of  this  covenant. — Jer,

hearkened,  nor  inclined  your  ear,  &c.

The  words  of  Jonadab  the  son  of 
Rechab,  that  he  commanded  his  sons, 
not  to  drink  wine,  are  performed  ; 
for  unto  this  day  they  drink  none,  but 
obey  their  father's  commandment : 
notwithstanding  I  have  spoken  unto 
you,  rising  early,  and  speaking,  but 
ye  hearkened  not  unto  me.  —  Jer. 
XXXV.  13 — 15. 

As  for  the  word  thou  hast  spoken 
unto  us  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  we  will 
not  hearken  ui\lo  xVvee. — 5 ex.  tXxs  A^. 
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Thou  shalt  speak  my  words  onto 
them,  whether  they  will  hear,  or  whe- 
ther they  will  forbear. — Ezek.  ii.  7; 
iii.  11.  27. 

For  they  hear  thy  words,  but  they 
do  them  not. — Ezek.  xxxiii.  32. 

Thus  speaketh  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
saying.  Execute  true  judgment,  &c. 
But  they  refused  to  hearken,  and 
pulled  away  the  shoulder,  and  stopped 
their  ears  that  they  should  not  hear ; 
yea,  they  made  their  hearts  as  an 
adamant  stone,  lest  they  should  hear 
the  law,  and  the  words  which  the 
Lord  of  hosts  hath  sent  in  his  Spirit, 
by  the  former  prophets,  &c.  There- 
fore it  is  come  to  pass,  that  as  he 
cried,  and  they  would  not  hear;  so 
they  cried,  and  I  would  not  hear,  &c. 
— Zech.  vii.  9 — 13. 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me, 
Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  heaven ;  but  he  who  doeth  the 
will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 
Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these 
sayings  of  mine,  and  doeth  them,  I 
will  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man  which 
built  his  house  upon  a  rock,  &c.  And 
every  one  that  hearotb  tiiese  sayings 
of  mine,  and  doeth  them  not,  shall  be 
likened  unto  a  foolish  man  which  built 
his  house  upon  the  sand,  &c. — Matt, 
vii.  21.  24—27 ;  James  i.  23—25 ; 
Matt.  V.  18—20;  John  ix.  31. 

Whosoever  shall  not  receive  you, 
nor  hear  your  words;  when  ye  de- 
part, &c.  shake  off  the  dust  of  your 
feet.  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
the  land  of  Sodom,  &c. — Matt.  x.  14, 
15. 

Whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven,  the  same 
is  my  brother,  and  sister,  and  mother. 
— ^Matt.  xii.  50. 

Zacharias,  &c.  walking  in  all  the 
commandments  and  ordinances  of  the 
Lord  blameless. — Luke  i.  5,  6. 

Whjr  call  ye  me  Lord,  and  do  not 
the  thmgs  which  I  say? — Luke  vi. 
46,  &c. 

But  the  Pharisees  and  lawyers  re- 
jected the  counsel  of  God  against  (or 
within)  themselves. — Luke  vii.  30. 


Yea,  rather,  blessed  are  they  that 
hear  the  word  of  God,  and  keep  it — 
Luke  xi.  28;  Rom.  ii.  13;  James  i.  25. 

And  that  servant  which  knew  his 
Lord's  will,  and  did  it  not,  shall  be 
beaten  with  many  stripes. — Luke  xii. 
47 ;  James  iv.  17. 

If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he 
shall  know  of  the  doctrine  whether  it 
be  of  God,  &c. — John  vii.  17. 

He  that  is  of  God,  heareth  God's 
words ;  but  ye  hear  not  my  word,  be- 
cause ye  are  not  of  God,  &c.  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  nnto  yon.  If  a  man  keep 
my  sayings,  he  shall  never  see  death. 
—John  viii.  47.  51. 

If  ye  know  these  things,  happy  are 
ye  if  ye  do  them. — John  xiii.  17; 
James  i.  22,  23.  25. 

If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  command- 
ments, &c.  He  that  hath  my  com- 
mandments, and  keepeth  them,  he  it 
is  that  loveth  me,  &c.  Jesus  said. 
If  a  man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my 
words,  &c.  He  that  loveth  me  not 
keepeth  not  my  sayings. — John  xiv. 
15.  21.  23,  24. 

If  ye  keep  my  commandments,  ye 
shall  abide  in  mv  love,  even  as  I  have 
kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and 
abide  in  his  love,  &c.  Ye  are  my 
friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  com- 
mand you. — John  xv.  10.  14. 

Now  therefore  are  we  all  here  pre- 
sent before  God,  to  hear  all  things 
that  are  commanded  thee  of  God. — 
Acts  X.  33. 

Ye  have  obeyed  from  the  heart  that 
form  of  doctrine  which  was  delivered 
unto  you. — Rom.  vi.  17. 

The  law  is  holy,  and  the  command- 
ment holy,  just,  and  good. — Rom. 
vii.  12.       / 

Circumcision  is  nothing,  and  uncir- 
cumcision  is  nothing ;  but  the  keeping 
of  the  commandments  of  God. — 1  Cor. 
vii.  19. 

Do  all  things  without  murmurings 
and  disputings. — Phil.  ii.  14. 

To-day  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice, 
harden  not  your  hearts. — Heb.  iv.  7 ; 
Ps.  xcv.  7,  8. 

He  became  the  author  of  eterual 
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salvation  nnto  all  them  that  obey  him. 
— Heb.  V.  9. 

See  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that 
speaketh :  for  if  they  escaped  not, 
who  refiiaed  him  that  spake  on  earth, 
much  more  shall  not  we  escape,  if 
we  turn  away  from  him  that  speaketh 
from  heaven,  whose  voice  then  shook, 
&c.— Heb.  xii.  25,  26. 

But  be  doers  of  the  word  of  God, 
and  not  hearers  only,  deceiving  your 
own  selves. — James  i.  21 — ^23. 

Therefore  to  him  that  knoweth  to 
do  good,  and  doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is 
sin. — James  iv.  17. 

That  righteous  man  dwelling  among 
them,  in  seeing,  and  hearing,  vexed  his 
righteous  soul  from  day  to  day  with 
their  unlawful  deeds. — 2  Pet.  ii.  8. 

Hereby  we  do  know  that  we  know 
him,  if  we  keep  his  commandments. 
He  that  saith,  I  know  him,  and 
keepeth  not  his  commandments,  is  a 
liar,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  him ;  but 
whoeo  keepeth  his  word,  in  him  verily 
is  the  love  of  God  perfected.  Hereby 
know  we  that  we  are  in  him,  &c.  He 
that  doeth  the  will  of  God  abideth  for 
ever. — 1  John  ii.  3 — 5.  17. 

Love  not  in  word,  neither  in  tongue, 
but  in  deed  and  in  truth,  &c.  And 
whatsoever  we  ask,  we  receive  of  him, 
hecause  we  keep  his  commandments, 
&c.  This  is  his  commandment,  That 
we  should  believe  on  the  name  of  his 
Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  love  one  an- 
other, kc.  And  he  that  keepeth  his 
commandments,  dwellcth  in  him,  and 
he  in  him. — 1  John  iii.  18.  22 — ^24. 

By  this  we  know  that  we  love  the 
children  of  God,  when  we  love  God 
and  keep  bis  commandments ;  for  this 
is  the  love  of  God,  that  we  keep  his 
commandments,  and  his  command- 
ments are  not  grievous. — 1  John  v. 
2,  3. 

And  this  is  love,  that  we  walk  after 
his  commandments. — 2  John  6. 

Blessed  are  they  that  do  his  com- 
mandments, that  they  may  have  right 
to  the  tree  of  life,  and  may  enter  in 
through  the  gates  into  the  city. — 
Rev*  zxiL  14.

Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  be- 
fore me.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto 
thee  any  graven  image,  &c.  thou  shalt 
not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor 
serve  them  :  for  I,  the  Lord  thy  God, 
am  a  jealous  God,  &;c.  In  all  places 
where  I  record  my  name,  I  will  come 
unto  thee,  and  I  will  bless  thee. — 
Exod.  XX.  3-^.  24. 

Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  to  their 
gods,  nor  serve  them,  &e.  ye  shall 
serve  the  Lord  your  God,  &c. — 
Exod.  xxiii.  24,  25. 

There  will  I  meet  with  thee,  and 
commune  with  thee  from  above  the 
mercy-seat.  At  the  door  of  the  ta- 
bernacle of  the  congregation,  &c. 
where  I  will  meet  you,  to  speak  there 
unto  thee.  And  there  I  will  meet 
with  the  children  of  Israel ;  and  the 
tabernacle  (or  Israel)  shall  be  sanc- 
tified by  my  glory,  &c. — Exod.  xxv. 
22 ;  xxix.  42,  43 ;  xx.  24. 

Thou  canst  not  see  my  face:  for 
there  shall  no  man  see  me  and  live. — 
Exod.  xxxiii.  20. 

Thou  shalt  worship  no  other  god : 
for  the  Lord,  whose  name  is  Jealous, 
is  a  jealous  God. — Exod.  xxxiv.  14 ; 
Deut.  vi.  15. 

When  the  tabernacle  was  set  up, 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the  taber- 
nacle.— Exod.  xl.  33 — 35. 

When  Aaron's  sons  were  consumed 
for  offering  strange  fire,  Moses  said 
unto  Aaron,  This  is  it  that  the  Lord 
snake,  saying,  I  will  be  sanctified  in 
them  that  come  nigh  me,  and  before

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And  now,  Israel,  what  doth  the 
Lord  require  of  thee,  but  to  fear  the 
Lord,  &c.  and  to  serve  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul?  &c.  Behold,  the  heaven, 
and  heaven  of  heavens  is  the  Lord's 
thy  God,  the  earth  also,  with  all  that 
therein  is,  &c.  For  the  Lord  your 
God,  is  God  of  gods,  and  Lord  of 
lords,  a  ^eat  God,  a  mighty  and  ter- 
rible, which  regardeth  not  persons,  &c. 
worship  him. — Deut.  x.  12.  14.  17. 
20;  xi.  30. 

Thou  mayest  not  sacrifice  the  pass- 
over  within  any  of  thy  gates,  &c. 
But  at  the  place  which  the  Lord  thy 
God  shall  choose  to  place  his  name 
in,  there  thou  shalt  sacrifice. — Deut. 
xvi.  5,  6. 

Serve  ye  the  Lord ;  and  if  it  seem 
evil  unto  you  to  serve  the  Lord,  &c. 
But  as  for  me  and  my  house,  we  will 
serve  the  Lord.  And  the  people  an- 
swered and  said,  God  forbid  that  we 
should  forsake  the  Lord  to  serve  other 
gods,  &c.  He  is  an  holy  God,  he  is 
a  jealous  God. — Josh.  xxiv.  14 — 16. 
19. 

Elkanah  went  up  out  of  his  city 
yearly, to  worship  and  to  sacrifice  unto 
the  Lord  of  hosts. — 1  Sam.  i.  1.  3. 

Prepare  your  hearts  unto  the  Lord, 
and  serve  him  only. — 1  Sam.  vii.  3. 

Only  fear  the  Lord,  and  serve  him 
in  truth,  with  all  your  heart. — 1  Sam. 
xii.  24. 

And  Elijah  came  unto  all  the  peo- 
ple, and  said,  How  long  halt  ye  be- 
tween two  opinions,  Tor  thoughts?)  if 
the  Lord  be  God,  follow  him ;  but  if 
Baal,  follow  him. — 1  Kings  xviii.  21. 

That  the  heart  be  prepared  to  serve 
God,  is  expected,  commended, and  the 
contrary  taken  notice  of. — 2  Chron.

Serve  the  Lord  with  fear,  and  re- 
joice with  trembling. — Ps.  ii.  11. 

But  as  for  me,  I  will  come  into 
thy  house,  and  in  thy  fear  will  I 
worship  towards  thy  holy  temple, 
(or  the  temple  of  thy  holiness.) — Ps.

Who  is  God,  save  the  Lord  ? — Ps, 
xviii.

O  come, 
let  us  worship  and  bow  down ;  let  us 
kneel  before  the  Lord  our  maker ;  for 
he  is  our  Grod,  and  we  are  the  people 
of  his  pasture. — ^Ps.  xcv.  3. 6, 7. 

The  Lord  reignetb,  &c.  worship 
him  all  ye  gods,  &e.  for  thou.  Lord, 
art  high  above  all  the  earth;  thou 
art  exalted  far  above  all  gods. — Ps. 
xcvii.  1.7.  9. 

Exalt  ye  the  Lord  our  God,  and 
worship  at  his  footstool,  for  he  is  holy. 
— Ps.  xcix.  5.  9. 

Serve  the  Lord  with  eladness,  come 
before  his  presence  with  singing,  &c. 
He  is  God.— Ps.  c.  2, 3. 

Holy  and  reverend  is  his  name. —

I  will  worship  toward  thy  holy 
temple. — Ps.  cxxxviii.  2. 

Keep  thy  foot  when  thou  goest  to 
the  house  of  God ;  and  be  more  ready 
to  hear,  than  to  give  the  sacrifice  of 
fools,  &c  Be  not  rash  with  thy 
mouth,  and  let  not  thine  heart  be 
hasty  to  utter  any  thing  (or  word) 
before  God ;  for  God  is  in  heaven, 
and  thou  upon  earth ;  therefore  let 
thy  words  be  few. — Eccles.  v.  1,  2. 

Be  not  riehteous  over  much,  nei- 
ther make  thyself  over  wise,  &c. — 
Eccles.  vii.  16. 

Who  hath  measured  the  waters  in 
the  hollow  of  his  hand,  kc,  to  whom 
then  will  ye  liken  God  ?  or  what,  kc, 
— Isa.  xl.  12—18. 

I  am  the  Lord,  that  is  my  name ; 
and  my  glory  will  I  not  give  to  ano- 
ther.— Isa.  xlii.  8. 

That  ye  may  know  and  believe  me, 
and  understand  that  I  am  He :  before 
me  there  was  no  God  formed,  (or  no- 
thing formed  of  God,)  neither  shall 
there  be  after  me.  I  am  the  Lord, 
and  beside  me  there  is  no  saviour. 
I  have  declared,  and  have  saved,  and 
I  have  shewed  when  there  was  no 
strange  god  among  you :  therefore  ye 
are  my  witnesses,  saith  the  Lord,  that 


I  am  God ;  yea,  before  the  day  was, 
I  am  He ;  and  there  is  none  that  can 
deliver  out  of  my  hand.  I  will  work, 
and  who  shall  let  it  ?  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  your  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One 
of  Israel,  &c.  But  thou  hast  not 
called  upon  me,  O  Jacob. — Isa.  xliii. 
10—15.  22. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  the  King  of 
Israel,  and  his  redeemer  the  Lord 
of  hosts ;  I  am  the  first,  and  I  am  the 
last,  and  beside  me  there  is  no  God, 
&c.  Ye  are  my  witnesses ;  is  there  a 
God  beside  me?  yea,  no  God,  I 
know  not  any,  &c.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  &c.  I  am  the  Lord  that  maketh 
all  things,  that  stretcheth  forth  the 
heavens  alone,  that  spreadeth  abroad 
the  earth  by  myself,  &c. — Isa.  xliv. 
6.  8.  24 ;  Ps.  xcvi.  5. 

I  am  the  Lord,  and  there  is  none 
else ;  there  is  no  God  beside  me.    I 

firded  thee,  though  thou  hast  not 
nown  me.  That  they  may  know 
from  the  rising  of  the  sun,  and  from 
the  west,  that  there  is  none  beside 
me.  I  am  the  Lord,  and  none  else ; 
I  form  the  light,  and  create  darkness ; 
I  make  peace,  and  create  evil :  I  the 
Lord  do  all  these  things,  &c.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  that  created  the  hea- 
vens, God  himself  that  formed  the 
earth,  and  made  it,  he  hath  established 
it,  &c.  I  am  the  Lord,  and  there  is 
none  else. — Isa.  xlv.  6—7. 18. 21, 22. 

I  am  God,  and  there  is  none  be- 
side me.  I  am  God,  and  none  like 
me,  declaring  the  end  from  the  be- 
ginning ;  ana  from  ancient  times  the 
things  that  are  not  yet  done :  saying. 
My  counsel  shall  stand,  and  I  will  do 
all  my  pleasure. — Isa.  xlvi.  9,  10; 
xli.  4. 

But  the  Lord  is  the  true  God,  he 
is  the  living  God,  and  an  everlasting 
King :  at  his  wrath  the  earth  shaU 
tremble,  &c.  He  hath  made  the  earth 
by  bis  power,  he  hath  established 
the  world  by  his  wisdom,  and  hath 
stretched  out  the  heavens  bv  his  dis- 
cretion. When  he  uttereth  his  voice, 
&c.-»-Jer.  X.  10 — 13;  Heb.  m.  14. 

Yet  I  am  the  Lcixdi  >Xv^  ^o^^i  ^si^ 
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thou  shalt  know  no  god  but  me :  for 
there  is  no  saviour  beside  me. — 
Hosea  xiii.  4 ;  Isa.  xxxyii.  20. 

I  hate,  I  despise  your  feasts,  and  I 
will  not  smell  in  your  solemn  assem- 
bliesy  &c.  But  let  judgment  run  down, 
&c. — Amos  V.  21 — ^24;  Ps.  Ixvi.  18; 
Isa.  Ixvi.  3;  Jer.  vi.20;  Isa.  i.  11, &c. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that 
every  one  that  is  lefl  of  all  the  na- 
tions which  came  against  Jerusalem, 
shall  even  go  up  from  year  to  year,  to 
worship  the  King,  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
&c. — Zech.  xiv.  16. 

If  then  I  be  a  father,  where  is  mine 
honour?  &c.  And  if  ye  offer  the 
blind  and  the  lame,  &c.  offer  it  now 
unto  thy  governor,  will  he  be  pleased 
with  thee,  or  accept  thy  person  ?  &e. 
Ye  brought  that  which  was  torn,  and 
the  lame,  and  the  sick ;  thus  ye 
brought  an  offering :  Should  I  accept 
this  of  your  hands  ?  saith  the  Lord. 
But  cursed  be  the  deceiver,  which 
hath  in  his  flock  a  male,  and  Toweth 
and  sacrificeth  unto  the  Lord  a  cor- 
rupt thing^:  for  I  am  a  great  King, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  my  name 
is  dreadful  among  the  heathen. — Mai. 
i.  6.  8. 13, 14 :  ii.  2, 3. 13. 

The  Lord  whom  ye  seek  shall  sud- 
denly come,  kc.  Then  shall  the  of- 
fering of  Judah  be  pleasant  unto  the 
Lord. — Mai.  iii.  1.  4. 

Get  thee  hence,  Satan  :  for  it  is 
written.  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord 
thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt  thou 
serve. — Matt.  iv.  10. 

Where  two  or  three  are  gathered 
together  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in 
the  midst  of  them. — Matt,  xviii.  20. 

There  is  one  God,  and  there  is  none 
other  but  he. — Mark  xii.  32. 

Our  fathers  worshipped  in  this 
mountain,  and  ye  say  that  in  Jeru- 
salem is  the  place  where  men  ought 
to  worship,  &c.  The  hour  cometh, 
when  ye  shall  neither  in  this  moun- 
tain, nor  yet  at  Jerusalem,  worship 
the  Father.  Ye  worship  ye  know  not 
what,  &c.  But  the  hour  cometh,  and 
now  is,«when  the  true  worshippers 
sAs/J  worship  the  Father  in  spirit  and 


in  truth :  for  the  Father  seeketh  such 
to  worship  him.  God  is  a  Spirit;  and 
they  that  worship  him,  most  worship 
him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. — John  iy. 
20-24. 

The  Father,  himself,  &c.  ye  have 
neither  heard  his  voice  at  any  time, 
nor  seen  his  shape. — John  v.  37; 
Exod.  xxxiii.  20. 

And  he  said.  Lord,  I  believe  ;  and 
he  worshipped  him.— John  ix.  S8. 

The  Most  High  dwelleth  not  in 
temples  made  with  hand^,  &c.  Heaven 
is  my  throne,  &c.  hath  not  my  hand 
made  all  ?  &c. — Acts  vii.  48 — 50. 

Whom  ye  ignorantly  worship,  him 
declare  I  unto  you.  God  that  made 
the  world  and  all  things  therein,  see- 
ing that  he  is  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  dwelleth  not  in  temples  made 
with  hands :  neither  is  worshipped  with 
men's  hands,  as  though  he  needed  any 
thing,  seeing  he  ^iveth  to  all  life,  and 
breath,  and  all  thmgs :  and  hath  made 
of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to 
dwell  on  all  the  fiBLce  of  the  earth,  and 
hath  determined  the  times  before  ap- 
pointed, and  the  bounds  of  their  ha- 
bitation, &c. — Acts  xvii.  23 — 26. 

Afler  the  way  whicli  they  call 
heresy,  so  worship  I  the  God  of  my 
fathers. — Acts  xxiv.  14. 

God  whom  I  serve  with  my  spirit, 
&c.  The  invisible  things  of  him  from 
the  creation  of  the  world  are  clearly 
seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power 
and  godhead  :  so  that  they  are  with- 
out excuse;  because  that  when  they 
knew  God,  they  glorified  him  not  as 
God,  but  became  vain,  &c.  changed 
the  truth  of  God  into  a  lie,  and  wor- 
shipped and  served  the  creature  more 
than  the  Creator,  who  is  blessed  for 
ever,  Amen. — Rom.  i.  9.  20,  21.  23. 
26;  2  Tim.  i.  3. 

Not  slothful  in  business,  fervent  in 
spirit,  servingtbe  Lord. — Rom.  xii.  11. 

This  I  speak,  &c.  that  ye  may  at- 
tend upon  the  Lord  without  distrac- 
tion.— 1  Cor.  vii.  35. 

We  know  that  an  idol  is  nothing 
in  the  world,  and  that  there  is  none 
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other  Ood  bat  one.  For  though  there 
be  that  are  called  gods,  &c.  but  to 
us  there  is  but  one  God,  the  Father, 
of  whom  are  all  things,  and  we  in  (or 
for)  him ;  and  one  I^rd  Jesus  Christ, 
bj  whom  are  all  things,  and  we  bv 
him. — 1  Cor.  viii.  4 — 6 ;  1  Tim.  ii.  6. 

So  falling  down  on  his  face,  he  will 
worship  God,  and  report  that  Gx>d  is 
in  you  of  a  truth. — I  Cor.  xiv.  25 ; 
Gen.  xxiy.  26. 52;  Exod.  iv.  31 ;  xii. 
27 ;  xxxiy.  8 ;  Joshua  v.  14. 

We  are  the  circumcision,  which 
worship  Gk>d  in  the  spirit — Phil.  iii. 
3. 

When  he  bringeth  in  the  first  be- 
gotten into  the  world,  he  saith,  And 
let  all  the  angels  of  God  worship  him. 
— Heb.  i.  6. 

Qodf  &C.  because  he  could  swear 
by  noereater,  he  sware  by  himself, 
kc.  The  living  God,  &c. — Heb.  vi. 
13;  ix.14. 

Wherefore  we  receiving  a  kingdom 
which  cannot  be  moved,  let  us  have 
grace  (or  hold  fast^  whereby  we  may 
serve  Ood  acceptably  with  reverence 
and  godly  fear :  for  our  God  is  a  con- 
suming nre. — Heb.  xii.  28, 29. 

Ye  also,  as  lively  stones,  are  built 
up  a  spiritual  house,  an  holy  priest- 
hood, to  ofier  up  spiritual  sacrifice, 
acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus  Christ. — 
1  Pet.  ii.  6. 

No  roan  hath  seen  God  at  any 
time. — ^1  John  iv.  12. 

The  four  and  twenty  elders  fall 
down  before  him  that  sat  on  the 
throne,  and  worship  him  that  liveth. 
—Rev.  iv.  10, 11. 

Fear  God,  and  £cive  glory  unto  him, 
ke.  And  worship  hmi  that  made 
heaven  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and 
the  fountains  of  waters. — Rev.  xiv.  7; 
XV.  4;  iv.8— 11;  v.  13. 

Worship  God. — Rev.  xix.  10;  xxii. 
9. 

Sanctify  the  Lord  God  in  your 
hearts. — 1  Pet.  iii.  15. 

The  Lord,  &c.  he  will  famish  all 
the  gods  of  the  earth,  and  men  shall 
worship  him,  every  one. — Zeph.  ii. 
11. 


Sect.  5. — Believe,  and  be  found  in  the 
Practice  concerning  the  thbigs  of 
Ood^  and  his  Worship,  but  that 
which  clearly  (according  to  the 
Precepts,  Rules,  and  ^Examples 
of  the  Scriptures)  appears  to  be 
ChrisCs  mind,  upon  which  we  can 
in  Faith  expect  acceptance. 

And  Moses  came  and  told  the  people 
all  the  words  of  the  Lord,  and  all  the 
judgments :  and  all  the  people  an- 
swered with  one  voice,  and  said.  All 
the  words  which  the  Lord  hath  said, 
will  we  do.  And  Moses  wrote  all 
the  words  of  the  Lord,  &c.  And  he 
took  the  book  of  the  covenant,  and 
read  in  the  audience  of  the  people ; 
and  thev  said.  All  that  the  Lord  hath 
said,  will  we  do,  and  be  obedient. — 
Exod.  xxiv.  3,  4. 7. 

And  let  them  make  me  a  sanctuary, 
that  I  may  dwell  amongst  them  :  ac- 
cording unto  all  that  I  shew  thee, 
afler  the  pattern  of  the  tabernacle, 
and  the  pattern  of  all  the  instruments 
thereof;  even  so  shall  ye  make  it. — 
Exod.  XXV.  8, 9. 

In  the  tabernacle,  without  the  veil 
which  is  before  the  testimony,  Aaron 
and  his  sons  shall  order  it  from  even- 
ing^to  morning  before  the  Lord,  &c. 
—Exod.  xxvii.  21. 

And  these  are  the  garments  which 
they  shall  make;  a  breastplate,  &c. 
And  they  shall  make  holy  ^rments 
for  Aaron  thy  brother,  and  his  sons, 
that  he  may  minister  unto  me  in  the 
priest's  office,  &c. — Exod.  xx  viii.  4,  &c. 

They  made  the  holy  garments  for 
Aaron,  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses, 
&c. — Exod.  xxxix.  1. 

Thus  did  Moses :  according  to  all 
that  the  Lord  commanded  him,  so  did 
he,  &;c.  He  spread  abroad  the  tent 
over  the  tabernacle,  &c.  as  the  Lord 
commanded  Moses,  &c.  And  he 
lighted  the  lamps  before  the  Lord, 
as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses,  &c. 
When  they  came  near  unto  the  altar, 
they  washed,  as  the  Lord  commanded 
Moses.— Exod.  xl.  16. 19. 21.  23, 25^ 
27.29.32-,  LeV\UVm.\,^-^. 
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So  did  David  in  all  he  did,  as  he 
received  from  God.  1  Chron.  xxviai. 
12, 13. 19 ;  2  Chron.  xxix.  25. 

Nadab  and  Abihu,  the  sons  of 
Aaron,  &c.  offered  strange  fire,  which 
he  commanded  them  not ;  and  there 
went  out  fire  from  the  Lord,  and  de- 
voured them,  and  they  died  before  the 
Lord.  Aud  Moses  said  unto  Aaron, 
This  is  it  that  the  Lord  spake,  I  will 
he  sanctified  in  them  that  come  nigh 
me,  and  before  all  the  people,  &c. — 
Levit.  X.  1 — 3. 

After  the  doings  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  &c.  and  after  the  doings  of 
the  land  of  Canaan,  &c.  shall  ye  not 
do :  neither  shall  ye  walk  in  their 
ordinances.  Ye  shall  do  my  judg- 
ments, and  keep  mine  ordinances,  to 
walk  therein :  I  am  the  Lord  your 
God. — Levit.  xviii.  3, 4. 

And  they  kept  the  passover  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  the  first  month,  at 
even,  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai :  ac- 
cording to  all  that  the  Lord  com- 
manded Moses,  so  did  the  children 
of  Israel,  &c.  They  shall  leave  none 
of  it,  &c.  According  to  all  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  passover  they  shall 
keep  it.  Moses  inquired  of  God,  in 
an  unrevealed  case,  about  the  pass- 
over. — Numb.  ix.  5 — 10.  12;  Levit. 
xix.  5,  6;  xxii.  30 — 32. 

Ye  shall  not  add  unto  the  word 
which  I  command  you ;  neither  shall 
you,  &c. — Deut.  iv.  2. 

Ye  shall  utterly  destroy  all  the 
places,  wherein  the  nations  which  ye 
shall  possess  served  their  gods,  &c. 
Ye  shall  not  do  so  unto  the  Lord  your 
God :  but  unto  the  place  which  the 
Lord  vour  God  shall  choose  out  of  all 
your  tribes,  to  put  his  name  there; 
unto  his  habitation  shall  ye  seek,  and 
thither  thou  shalt  come,  and  thither 
ye  shall  brine  your  burnt-offerings, 
&c.  and  ye  snail  not  do,  &c.  every 
man  whatsoever  is  right  in  his  own 
eyes,  &c.  When  you  go  over  Jordan, 
&c.  then  there  shall  l^  a  place  which 
the  Lord  your  God  shall  choose,  to 
cause  his  name  to  dwell  there ;  thither 
shall  ye  bring  all  that  I  command 


you,  your  bumt-oflferings,  &c.  Take 
heed  to  thyself,  that  thou  be  not 
snared  by  following  them,  &c.  And 
that  thou  inquire  not  after  their  gods, 
saying,  How  did  these  nations  serve 
their  gods  ?  Even  so  will  I  do  like- 
wise. Thou  shalt  not  do  so  unto 
the  Lord  thy  God,  &c.  What  things 
soever  I  command  you,  observe  to  do 
it ;  thou  shalt  not  add  thereto,  nor 
diminish  from  it. — Deut.  xii.  2. 4 — 6. 
8.  10,  11.  13.  30—32;  Numb.  xv. 
39,40. 

Secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord 
our  God  ;  but  those  things  which  are 
revealed  belong  unto  us,  and  to  oar 
children  for  ever,  that  we  may  do  all 
the  words  of  this  law. — Deut  xxix.29. 

Rebel  not,  &c.  in  building  you  an 
altar,  beside  the  altar  of  the  Lord  onr 
God. — Josh.  xxii.  19.  29. 

Jeroboam  ordained  a  feast,  &c.  like 
unto  the  feast  in  Judah,  &c.  even  in 
the  month  which  he  had  devised  of 
his  own  heart — 1  Kings  xii.  32,  33 ; 
2  Kings  xvii.  8. 

Israel  had  sinned,  &c.  in  walking 
in  the  statutes  of  the  heathen,  &c.  and 
of  the  kings  of  Israel,  which  they  had 
made,  &c. — 2  Kings  xvii.  7,  8. 19. 

Be  not  righteous  over  much  ;  nei- 
ther make  thyself  over  wise. — Eccles. 
vii.  16. 

To  the  law,  and  to  the  testimony :  if 
they  speak  not  according  to  this  word, 
it  is  because  there  is  no  light  in  them. 
— Isa.  viii.  20;  Jer.  viii.  9. 

The  earth  also  is  defiled  under  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  because  they  have 
transgressed  the  laws,  changed  the 
ordinances,  &c. — Isa.  xxiv.  5. 

And  the  wisdom  of  all  is  become 
unto  you  as  the  words  of  a  book  that 
is  sealed,  &c.  Wherefore  the  Lord 
said.  Forasmuch  as  this  people  draw 
near  me  with  their  mouth,  &c.  and 
their  fear  toward  me  is  taught  by  the 
precept  of  men ;  therefore,  benold, 
I  will  proceed  to  do  a  marvellous 
work,  &c.  The  wisdom  of  their  wise 
men  shall  perish,  &c. — Isa.  xxix* 
11^14. 

I  have  spread  out  my  hands  all  the 
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day  unto  a  rebelliotui  people,  which 
walketh  in  a  way  that  was  not  good, 
after  their  own  thoughts,  &c.  that 
sacrificeth  iu  gardens,  and  bumeth 
incense  upon  altars  of  brick,  &c. — 
Isa.  IxT.  2,  3. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Stand  ye  in 
the  ways,  and  see,  and  ask  for  the 
old  paths,  where  is  the  eood  way,  and 
walk  therein,  and  ye  shall  find  rest, 
&c. — Jer.  vi.  16. 

I  spake  not  unto  your  fathers,  nor 
commanded  them,  &c.  concerning 
bumt-ofTerings,  &c. — Jer.  vii.  22, 23. 
31. 

The  place  of  my  throne,  &c.  shall 
the  house  of  Israel  no  more  defile; 
neither  they,  nor  their  kings,  by  their 
whoredom,  kc.  in  their  setting  of  their 
threshold  by  my  thresholds,  and  their 
posts  by  my  posts,  &c. — Ezek.  xliii. 

Son  of  man,  mark  well,  &c.  all  that 
I  say  unto  thee  concerning  ail  the 
ordinances  of  the  house  of  tne  Lord, 
and  all  the  laws  thereof,  &c.  And 
thou  shalt  say  to  the  rebellious,  &c. 
Ye  have  brought  into  my  sanctuary 
straneers,  uncircumcised  m  heart,  kc, 
to  pollute  it;  even  my  house,  when 
ye  ofifer  my  bread,  &c.  And  ye  have 
not  kept  the  charge  of  mine  holy 
things;  but  ye  have  set  keepers  of 
my  charge  (or  ordinance)  in  my  sane- 
tuaiT    for  yourselves. — Ezek.   xiiv. 

If  ye  offer  the  blind,  &c.  offer  it 
unto  thy  governor,  &c.  I  am  a  great 
KinfT,  &c.— MaL  i.  6.  8. 13,  14. 

Why  do  you  transgress  the  com- 
mandmeot  of  God  by  your  tradition  ? 
For  God  commanded,  saying,  &c. 
But  ye  say,  &c.  Thus  have  ye  made 
the  commandment  of  God  of  none 
effect  by  your  tradition,  &c.  In  vain 
do  they  worship  me,  teaching  for 
doctrines  the  commandments  of  men. 
—Matt.  xv«  3—6.  8,  9;   Mark  vii. 


Where  two  or  three  are  gathered 
together  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in 
the  midst  of  them. — Matt,  xviii.  20. 

Teaching  them  to  observe  all  tilings. 


whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you. —

That  which  is  highly  esteemed 
amongst  men,  is  abomination  in  the 
sight  of  God.

nients  and  doctrines  of  men  ?  which 
things  have,  indeed,  a  show  of  wis- 
dom in  will  worship. — Col.  ii.  8. 20 — 
23. 

We  beseech  you,  brethren,  and  ex- 
hort you  by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  as 
ye  have  received  of  us  how  ye  ought 
to  walk,  and  to  please  Grod,  so  ye 
would  abound,  &c. — 1  Thess  iv.  1. 

Prove  all  things:  hold  fast  that 
which  is  good. — 1  Thess.  v.  21. 

Therefore,  brethren,  stand  fast; 
and  hold  the  traditions  which  ye  have 
been  taught;  whether  by  word  or 
our  epistle. — 2  Thess.  ii.  15. 

Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words, 
which  thou  hast  heard  of  me. — ^2  Tim. 
1.13. 

Continue  thou  in  the  things  which 
thou  hast  learned,  and  hast  been  as- 
sured of;  knowing  of  whom  thou 
hast  learned  them.

0  Lord  God  of  my  master  Abra- 
ham, 1  pray  thee  send  me  good  speed 
this  day,  &c. — Let  it  come  to  passy 
that  the  damsel  to  whom  I  shall  say,

And  Isaac  entreated  the  Lord  for 
his  wife,  because  she  was  barren; 
and  the  Lord  was  entreated  of  him, 
and  Rebecca  his  wife  conceived. —

tress about  Esau,  and  prevailed. —

1  besoui^ht  the  Lord  at  that  time, 
saying,  O  Lord  God,  thou  hast  begun 
to  shew  thy  servant,  &c. — Dent.  iii. 
23,  &c. 

If  from  thence  thou  shalt  seek  the 
Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt  find  him,  if 
thou  seek  him  with  all  thy  heart,  &c 
— Deut.  iv.  29. 

Josbua  prayed  when  Israel  had  fled 
before  the  men  of  Ai. — Josh,  vii.5 — ^9. 

Go  and  cry  unto  the  gods  which 
ye  have  chosen  :  let  them  deliver,  &c. 
Deliver  us  only,  we  pray  thee,  this 
day. — Judges  x.  14,  15. 

Then  Manoah  entreated  the  Lord, 
and  said,  O  my  Lord,  let  the  man  of 
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Ood  which  thou  didst  send,  come 
again  unto  us,  and  teach  us  what  we 
shall  do  unto  the  child.

While  the  child  was  alive,  I  fasted; 
and  I  said,  Who  can  tell  whether  God 
will  he  gracious?

God  said  to  Solomon,  Ask  what  I 
shall  give  thee.

Now  when  Daniel  knew  that  the 
writing  was  signed,  he  went  into  his 
house;  and  his  windows  being  open 
in  his  chamber  towards  Jerusalem, 
he  kneeled  upon  his  knees  three  times 
a  day,  and  prayed,  and  gave  thanks 
before  his  God,  as  he  did  aforetime.

— To  take  special  notice  of 
tlie  acts  of  GotTs  Goodness  and 
Mercy,  keep  Memorials  thereof 
celebrate  his  Praises^  extol  him, 
and  stir  up  others  so  to  do. 

Abraham's  servant,  when  God  had 
heard  his  request,  bowed  down  his  .

Let  us  arise 
and  go  up  to  Bethel,  and  I  will  make 
there  an  altar  unto  God,  who  answered

called  the  place  El-bethel,  because 
there  God  appeared  unto  him,  when 
he  fled  from  the  face  of  his  brother.

And  Moses  told  unto  Jethro  his 
father-in-law  all  that  the  Lord  had 
done  unto  Pharaoh,  and  to  the  Egyp- 
tians for  Israel's  sake,  &c.  And  Je- 
thro rejoiced  for  all  the  goodness 
which  the  Lord  had  done  unto  Israel, 
&c.  and  said.  Blessed  be  the  Lord  who 
hath  delivered  you,  &c.  Now  I  know 
that  the  Lord  is  greater  than  all  gods.

Hannah  sung  praise,  when  she 
brought  Samuel  her  son  to  the  house 
of  the  Lord,  whom  the  Lord  had  given 
her  upon  her  prayer.

Wnen  the  Philistines  were  beaten, 
Samuel  set  up  a  stone ;  and  called  the 
name  of  it  Ebenezer,  saying,  Hitherto 
hath  the  Lord  helped  ns. — ^1  Sam.

When  Abigail  met  David,  and  pre- 
vented him  in  his  hasty  purpoee  con- 
cerning Nabal's  house,  ne  said  unto

Fear  not,  Abram :  I  am  thy  shield, 

thy  exceeding  great  reward. — Gen. 

XV.  1. 

God  appeared  unto  Isaac  the  same 
niffht,  and  said,  I  am  the  God  of 
Abraham  thy  father,  fear  not,  for  I 
am  with  thee,  &c. — Gen.  xxvi.  24. 

Moses  said  to  Israel,  Fear  not ;  for 
God  is  come  to  prove  you,  that  his 
fear  may  be  before  your  faces,  &c. — 
£xod.  XX.  20. 

If  thou  shalt  say  in  thine  heart, 
These  nations  are  more  than  I,  how 
can  I  dispossess  them?  Thou  shalt 
not  be  afraid  of  them ;  but  shalt  well 
remember  what  the  Lord  thy  God 
did  unto  Pharaoh,  &c.  Thou  shalt 
not  be  affrighted  at  them:  for  the 
Lord  thy  God  is  among  you ;  a 
mighty  God  and  terrible,  &c. — Deut. 
vii.  17,  18.  21 ;  XX.  1. 

Be  strong,  and  of  a  ^ood  courage : 
fear  not,  nor  be  afraid  of  them ;  for 
the  Lord  thy  God,  he  it  is  that  doth 
go  with  thee,  he  will  not  fail  thee, 
nor  forsake  thee. — Deut.  xxxi.  6.  8; 
Josh.  i.  5 — ^9. 

Nehemiah  feared  not,  when  the 
enemy  designed  to  make  him  afraid, 
and  sin,  &c. — Neh.  vi.  10,  &c. 

I  will  not  be  afraid  of  ten  thou- 
sands of  people  that  have  set  them- 
selves against  me  round  about. — Ps. 
iii.  6,  7 ;  2  Chron.  xx.  15 — 17. 

I  will  both  lay  me  down  in  peace, 
and  sleep ;  for  thou,  Lord,  only  makest 
me  dwell  in  safety. — Ps.  iv.  8. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the 
valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will 
fear  no  evil :  for  thou  art  with  me, 
&c. — Ps.  xxiii.  4. 

The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  sal- 
vation; whom  shall  I  fear?  The 
Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life;  of 
whom  shall  I  be  afraid  ?  &c.  Though 
an  host  should  encamp  against  me, 
my  heart  shall  not  fear,  &c.

Say  ye  not  a  confederacy,  &c.  nei- 
ther fear  ye  their  fear,  nor  be  afraid, 
&c.-:-l8a.  viii.  12 ;  vii.  3 — 6. 

Say  to  them  that  are  of  a  fearful 
heart,  Be  strong,  fear  not:  behold, 
your  God  will  come. — Isa.  xxxv.  4. 

Fear  thou  not,  for  I  am  with  thee ; 
be  not  dismayed,  for  I  am  thy  Grod, 
&c.  fear  not,  I  will  help  thee,  &c. 
Fear  not,  thou  worm,  Jacob,  and  ye 
men  of  Israel,  I  will  help  thee,  saith 
the  Lord.

For  Grod  hath  not  given  us  the  spirit 
of  fear,  but  of  power. — 2  Tim.  i.  7. 

Moses's  parents  feared  not  the  king's 
edict,  nor  the  king's  wrath. — Heb.  xi. 
23.27. 

We  may  boldly  say.  The  Lord  is 
my  helper,  and  I  will  not  fear  what 
man  shall  do  unto  me. — Heb.  xiii.  6. 

If  ye  suffer  for  righteousness'  sake, 
happy  are  ye :  and  be  not  afraid  of 


their  terror,  neither  be  troubled,  but 
sanctify  the  Lord,  &c.  —  1  Pet.  iii. 
14-15. 

There  is  no  fear  in  love ;  but  per- 
fect love  casteth  out  fear,  because 
fear  hath  torment.  He  that  feareth, 
is  not  made  perfect  in  love. — 1  John 
iy.  18. 

II.  Fear  God. 

God  said  unto  Abraham,  Now  I  know 
that  thou  fearest  God,  &c. — Gen. 
xxii.  12. 

Now  I  know  that  thou  fearest  God, 
seeing  thou  hast  not  witliheld  thy 
son. — Gen.  xxii.  12. 

But  the  raidwiyes  feared  God,  and 
did  not  as  the  king  of  Egypt  com- 
manded them,  but  saved  the  men- 
children  alive,  &c.  Therefore  God 
dealt  well  with  the  midwives,  &c. — 
Exod.i.  17.  20,21. 

I  will  at  this  time  send  all  my 
plagues,  &c.  that  thou  mayest  know 
that  there  is  none  like  me  in  all  the 
earth,  &c.  He  that  feared  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  among  the  servants  of 
Pharaoh,  made  his  servants,  &c.  flee 
into  the  houses. — Exod.  ix.  14.  16. 
20;  x.  1,2. 

Israel  saw  that  great  work  of 
drowning  the  Egyptians,  which  the 
Lord  did ;  and  the  people  feared  the 
Lord,  and  believed  the  Lord. — Exod. 
xiv.  31. 

The  sea  covered  them,  &c.  Who  is 
like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  amongst  the 
gods,  (or  mighty  ones  ?)  Who  is  like 
thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in 
praises,  doing  wonders? — Exod.  xv. 
10, 11. 

When  God  appeared  upon  the 
mount,  with  a  sound  of  a  trumpet, 
&c.  all  the  people  that  were  in  the 
camp  trembled. — Exod.  xix.  16. 18. 

Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of 
the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain;  for  tlie 
Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  who 
taketh  his  name  in  yain,  &c.  God 
appeared  on  Mount  Sinai  terribly, 
that  the  people  might  fear  him. — 
Exod.  XX.  7. 18—20. 

Thou  canst  not  see  my  face;   for 
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there  shall  no  man  see  me,  and  live. — 
Exod.  xxxiii.  20,21.23. 

Thou  shalt  not  curse  the  deaf,  &c. 
but  shalt  fear  thjr  God.  I  am  the 
Lord,  &;c. — Levit.  xix.  14. 32. 

Ye  shall  not  therefore  oppress  one 
another ;  but  thou  shalt  fear  thy  God: 
for  I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  &c. — 
Levit.  XXV.  17.  36. 43. 

Did  ever  people  hear  the  voice  of 
God,  &c.  as  tnou  hast  heard,  and  live? 
&c.  Unto  thee  it  was  shewed,  that 
thou  mightest  know,  that  the  Lord 
he  is  God,  there  is  none  else  beside 
him. — Deut.  iv.  33. 35. 

O  that  there  were  such  a  heart  in 
them,  that  they  would  fear  me,  and 
keep,  &c. — Deut.  v.  29. 

Thou  shalt  fear  the  Lord  thy  God, 
and  serve  him,  &c.  —  Deut.  vi.  13; 
X.  20 ;  1  Sam.  xii.  24. 

Understand  therefore  this  day,  that 
the  Lord  thy  God  is  he  which  goeth 
over  before  thee ;  as  a  consuming  fire 
he  shall  destroy,  &c.  I  was  afraid  of 
the  anger  and  hot  displeasure  where- 
with the  Lord  was  wrath  against  you, 
&c. — Deut.  ix.  3. 19. 

And  now,  Israel,  what  doth  the 
Lord  thy  God  require  of  thee,  but  to 
fear  the  Lord  thy  God  ?  &c.  Behold, 
the  heaven,  and  the  heaven  of  hea- 
vens is  the  Lord's,  &c.  For  the  Lord 
your  God  is  God  of  gods,  and  Lord 
of  lords ;  a  great  God,  a  mighty  and 
a  terrible,  which  regardeth  not  per- 
sons, nor  taketh  reward.  —  Deut.  x. 
12. 14. 17. 

Read  this  law  before  all  Israel,  &c. 
that  they  may  learn,  and  fear  the 
Lord,  &c. — Deut.  xxxi.  11 — 13. 

I,  even  I,  am  he,  and  there  is  no 
god  with  me:  I  kill,  &c.  neither  is 
there  any  that  can  deliver  out  of  my 
hands,  &;c.  If  I  whet  my  glittering 
sword,  &c. — Deut.  xxxii.  39.  41. 

That  all  the  people  of  the  earth 
might  know  the  hand  of  the  Lord, 
that  it  is  migh^,  that  ye  might  fear 
the  Lord  your  God  for  ever. — Josh, 
iv.  24 ;  Deut  iii.  24. 

There  is  none  holy  as  the  Lord,  &c. 
The  Lord  killeth  and  maketh  alive : 


he  brineeth  down  unto  the  grave,  and 
bringeth  up :  the  Lord  maketh  poor, 
&c. — 1  Sam.  ii.  2. 6 — 8. 

Who  is  able  to  stand  before  this 
holy  Lord  God  ?— 1  Sam.  vi.  20. 

Then  the  earth  trembled:  the 
foundations  of  heaven  moved  and 
shook,  because  he  was  wrath ;  there 
went  up  a  smoke  out  of  his  noBtrils, 
&c. — 2  Sam.  xxii.  8 — 12. 

My  servant  Job,  &c.  one  that 
feareth  God,  and  escheweth  evil. — 
Job  i.  1. 8. 

How  should  man  be  just  with  Grod, 
&c.  He  is  wise  in  heart,  and  mighty 
in  strength.  Who  hath  hardened  him- 
self agamst  him,  and  hath  prospered  ? 
which  removeth  the  mountains,  and 
they  know  not:  which  overtometh 
them  in  his  anger:  which  shaketh 
the  earth  out  of  her  place,  and  the 
pillars  thereof  tremble :  which  com- 
mandeth  the  sun,  and  it  riseth  not: 
and  sealeth  up  the  stars :  which  alone 
spreadeth  oilt  the  heavens,  kc. — Job 
ix.  2—14. 

Canst  thou  by  searching  find  out 
God?  canst  thou  find  out  the  Al- 
mighty ? — Job  xi.  7 — 10. 

The  Lord  hath  wrought  this:  in 
whose  hand  is  the  soul  (or  life)  of 
every  living  thing,  and  the  breath  of 
all  mankind. — Job  xii.  9, 10. 

Will  you  speak  wickedly  for  Gt)d  ? 
&;c.  Shall  not  his  excellency  make 
you  afraid  ?  and  his  dread  fidl  upon 
you  ? — Job  xiii.  7, 8. 11. 

Therefore  am  I  troubled  at  his 
presence,  when  I  consider  I  am  afraid 
of  him. — Job  xxiii.  15 ;  Ps.  cxix,  120. 

And  unto  man  he  said.  Behold,  the 
fear  of  the  Lord,  that  is  wisdom. — 
Job  xxviii.  28. 

God  said  to  Job,  None  is  so  fierce 
that  dare  stir  him  up,  (speaking  of  a 
creature :)  who  then  is  able  to  stand 
before  me  ? — Job  xii.  10. 

Stand  in  awe,  and  sin  not. — Ps. 
iv.  4 ;  Neh.  v.  9. 15. 

Who  is  this  King  of  glory  ?  The 
Lord  of  hosts,  he  is  the  Kmg  of  glory. 
• — Ps.  xxiv.  10. 

What  man  is  he  that  feareth  the 
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Lord  ?  Him  he  shall  teach  in  the  way 
that  he  shall  chooee,  &c.  The  secret 
of  the  Lord  is  with  them  that  fear 
him,  and  he  will  shew  them  his  cove- 
nant.— Ps.  XXV.  12 — 14. 

O  how  great  is  thy  goodness  which 
thou  hast  laid  up  for  them  that  fear 
thee  I — Ps.  xxxi.  19. 

He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea 
tc^ether,  kc.  Let  all  the  earth  fear 
the  Lord;  let  all  the  inhabitants  of 
the  world  stand  in  awe  of  him :  for  he 
spake,  and  it  was  done,  &c.  Behold, 
the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that 
fear  him,  kc. — Ps.  xxxiii.  7 — ^9. 18. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  eucampeth 
round  about  them  that  fear  him,  and 
delivereth  them,  kc.  O  fear  the  Lord, 
ye  his  saints :  ^r  there  is  no  want  to 
them  that  fear  him,  kc.  Hearken 
unto  me,  I  will  teach  you  the  fear  of 
the  Lord. — Ps.  xxxi  v.  7. 9. 11. 

The  transgression  of  the  wicked 
saith  within  my  heart,  that  there  is 
no  fear  of  God  before  his  eyes. — Ps. 
xxxvi.  1. 

He  uttered  his  voice,  the  earth 
melted.^ — Ps.  xlvi.  6. 

The  Lord  most  high  is  terrible,  he 
is  a  great  king  over  all  the  earth. — 
Ps.  xlviL  2. 

Because  they  have  no  change^, 
therefore  they  fear  not  God.  —  Ps. 
Iv.  19. 

To  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heaven 
of  heavens  of  old :  lo,  he  doth  send 
(or  give)  out  his  voice,  and  that  a 
mighty  voice,  kc.  His  excellency  is 
over  Israel,  and  his  strength  in  the 
clouds,  (or  heavens :)  O  God,  thou  art 
terrible  out  of  thy  holy  places. — Ps. 
Ixviii.  3a--35. 

At  thy  rebuke,  O  God  of  Jacob, 
both  the  chariot  and  the  horse  are 
cast  into  a  dead  sleep. — ^Thou,  even 
thou  art  to  be  feared ;  and  who  may 
stand  in  thy  sight  when  once  thou  art 
angry?  &c.  The  earth  feared  and  was 
stiU.— Ps.  Ixxvi.  6-«. 

Surely  his  salvation  is  nigh  them 
that  fear  him. — Ps.  Ixxxv.  9. 

Grod  is  greatly  to  be  feared  in  the 
assembly  of  the  saints,  and  to  be  had 


in  reverence  of  all  about  him. — Ps. 
Ixxxix.  7. 

Before  the  mountains  were,  &;c. 
even  from  everlasting  to  everlasting 
thou  art  God:  thou  tumest  man  to 
destruction,  and  say  est,  Return,  ve 
children  of  men.  Who  knoweth  tne 
power  of  thine  anger  ?  even  accord- 
mg  to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath. — Ps. 
xc.2,3.11. 

The  Lord  reisneth,  he  is  clothed 
with  majesty;  the  Lord  is  clothed 
with  strength,  kc.  Thy  throne  is 
established  of  old,  thou  art  from 
everlasting,  &c.  The  Lord  on  high 
is  mightier  than  the  noise  of  many 
waters. — Ps.  xciii.  1, 2. 4. 

The  Lord,  a  ^reat  God,  and  a  great 
King  above  all  gods. — Ps.  xcv.  3; 
cxxxv.  5 — 7. 

The  Lord  is  great,  kc.  he  is  to  be 
feared  above  all  gods,  &c.  The  Lord 
made  the  heavens;  honour  and  ma- 
jesty are  before  him,  kc.  Fear  before 
him  all  the  earth. — Ps.  xcvi.  4 — 6.9; 
1  Chron.  xvi.  25. 

A  fire  goeth  before  him>  and  burn- 
eth  up  his  enemies  round  about ;  his 
lightnings  enlightened  the  world :  the 
earth  saw  and  trembled;  the  hills 
melted  like  wax  at  the  presence  of  the 
Lord :  at  the  presence  of  the  Lord  of 
the  whole  earth. — Ps.  xcvii.  3—5. 9. 

The  Lord  reigneth ;  let  the  people 
tremble :  he  sitteth  between  the  che- 
rubims ;  let  the  earth  be  removed,  (or 
stagger.)  The  Lord  is  great  in  Zion, 
he  is  bi^h  above  all  people  :  let  them 
praise  thy  great  and  terrible  name, 
for  it  is  holy. — Ps.  xcix.  1 — 3. 

As  the  heaven  is  high  above  the 
earth,  so  great  is  his  mercy  toward 
them  that  fear  him,  &c.  As  a  father 
pitieth  his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth 
them  that  fear  him,  &c.  The  mercy 
of  the  Lord  is  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting,  upon  them  that  fear  him. 
— Ps.  ciii.11.13.  17. 

He  hath  given  meat  unto  them  that 
fear  him,  &c.  Holy  and  reverend  is 
his  name.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the 
beginning  of  wisdom. — Ps.  cxi.  5. 9, 10. 

Tremble  thou  earth  at  the  presence 
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of  the  Lord,  at  the  presence  of  the 
God  of  Jacob ;  which  turned  the  rock 
into  a  standing  water,  the  flint  into  a 
fountain  of  waters. — Ps.  cxiv.  7, 8. 

He  will  bless  them  that  fear  the 
Lord,  both  small  and  great. — Ps. 
cxv.  13 ;  cxxviii.  1,  &c. 

He  will  fulfil  the  desire  of  them 
that  fear  him,  he  also  will  hear,  &c. 
— Ps.  cxlv.  19. 

The  Lord  taketh  pleasure  in  them 
that  fear  him,  &c. — Fs.  cxlvii.  11. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  begin- 
ning of  knowledge. — Prov.  i.  7;  ix.  10. 

Fear  the  Lord,  and  depart  from 
evil. — Prov.  iii.  7. 

In  the  fear  of  the  Lord  is  strong 
confidence,  &c.  It  is  the  fountain  of 
life,  to  depart  from  the  snares  of 
death.— Prov.  xiv.  26,  27. 

Better  is  a  little  with  the  fear  of 
the  Lord,  than  great  treasures,  &c. — 
Prov.  XV.  16. 

By  the  fear  of  the  Lord  men  depart 
from  evil. — Prov.  xvi.  6. 

Let  not  thine  heart  envy  sinners; 
but  be  thou  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord 
all  the  day  long. — Prov.  xxiii.  17. 

Whatsoever  God  doeth,  it  shall  be 
for  ever,  &c.  and  God  doeth  it,  that 
men  should  fear  before  him. — Eccles. 
iii.  14» 

It  shall  be  well  with  them  that  fear 
God,  which  fear  before  him. — Eccles. 
viii.  12. 

Fear  God  and  keep  his  command- 
ments, for  this  is  the  whole  duty  of 
man. — Eccles.  xii.  13. 

The  Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted  in 
that  day,  &c.  And  they  shall  go  into 
the  holes,  &c.  for  fear  of  the  Lord, 
and  for  the  glory  of  his  majesty: 
when  he  ariseu  to  shake  terribly  the 
earth.— Isa.  ii.  17.  19.  21. 

I  saw  also  the  Lord  sitting  upon  a 
throne,  &c.  and  one  cried  unto  an- 
other, and  said.  Holy,  holy,  holy  is 
the  Lord  of  hosts ;  the  whole  earth  is 
full  of  his  glory.  Then  said  I,  Woe 
is  me,  &c.  because  I,  a  man  of  unclean 
lips,  &;c.  have  seen  the  King,  the  Lord 
or  hosts. — Isa.  vi.  1.  3.  5. 

Sanctify  the  Lord  of  hosts  himself. 


and  let  him  be  your  fear,  and  let  him 
be  your  dread. — Isa.  viii.  13. 

The  Lord  of  hosts  hath  sworn, 
saying.  Surely,  as  I  have  thouffhty 
shall  it  come  to  pass ;  and  as  1  have 
purposed  it,  so  shall  it  stand,  &e. 
The  Lord  of  hosts  hath  purposed, 
and  who  shall  disannul  it?  And  his 
hand  is  stretched  out,  and  who  shall 
turn  it  back  ? — Isa.  xiv.  24.  27. 

Thou  hast  made  of  a  city  an  heap, 
&c.  therefore  shall  the  strong  people 
glorify  thee  :  the  city  of  the  terrible 
nations  shall  fear  thee. — Isa.  xxv.  2,3. 

Who  would  set  the  briars  and  thorns 
against  me  in  battle  ?  I  would  bom 
them  together. — Isa.  xxvii.  4. 

Forasmuch  as  this  people  draw 
near  me  with  their  mouth,  &c.  and 
their  fear  towards  me  is  taught  by 
the  precept  of  men;  therefore,  kc 
they  shall  sanctify  my  name,  and 
sanctify  the  Holy  One  of  Jacob,  and 
shall  fear  the  God  of  Israel. — Isa. 
xxix.  13,  14.  23. 

Behold,  the  Lord  God  will  come, 
&c.  who  hath  measured  the  waters  in 
the  hollow  of  his  hand,  and  meted  oat 
heaven  with  a  span,  and  comprehended 
the  dust  of  the  earth  in  a  measure,  &c. 
Behold,  the  nations  are  as  a  drop  of 
a  bucket,  and  are  counted  as  the  small 
dust  of  the  balance :  behold,  he  taketh 
up  the  isles  as  a  very  little  thine,  &c. 
all  nations  before  him  are  as  nothing. — 
Isa.  xl.  10.  12.  15.  17. 

I  the  Lord,  the  first,  and  with  the 
last ;  I  am  he.  The  isles  saw  it,  and 
feared,  the  ends  of  the  earth  were 
afraid,  drew  near,  &;c. — Isa.  xli.  4,5; 
xliii.  10— 13. 

The  heaven  is  my  throne  and  the 
earth  is  my  footstool ;  where  is  the 
house  ? — Isa.  Ixvi.  1 ;  Acts  vii.  48 — 
50. 

Know  therefore  and  see,  that  it  is 
an  evil  thing,  and  bitter,  that  thou 
hast  forsaken  the  Lord  thy  God,  and 
that  my  fear  is  not  in  thee. — Jer.  ii. 
19. 

When  God  had  put  away  Israel, 
yet  her  treacherous  sister  Judah  feared 
not ;  but,  &c. — Jer.  iii.  8. 
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O  foolish  people,  &c.  fear  je  not 
me,  saith  the  Iiord!  Will  ye  not 
tremble  at  my  presence  ?  Which  have 
placed  the  sana  for  the  bound  of  the 
sea,  bj  a  perpetual  decree  that  it 
cannot  pass  it,  &c.  But  this  people 
bare  revolted,  &c.  Neither  say  they 
in  their  hearts.  Let  us  now  fear  the 
Lord  our  God,  who  giveth  rain,  &c. 
— Jcr.  V.  21— 24. 

None  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord ;  thou 
art  ereat,  and  thy  name  is  great  in 
m^t.  Who  would  not  fear  thee, 
O  King  of  nations?  for  to  thee  doth 
it  appertain.  The  Lord  is  the  true 
God,  he  is  the  living  God,  and  an 
everlasting  Kins:  at  his  wrath  the 
earth  shall  trenoble,  and  the  nations 
shall  not  be  able  to  abide  his  indig- 
nation, &c. — Jer.  X.  6, 7. 10. 12, 13 ; 
Dan.  ii.  20-22. 47 ;  iv.  17.  32. 

0  house  of  Israel,  cannot  I  do  with 
yon  as  this  potter,  saith  the  Lord? 
Behold,  as  the  clay  is  in  the  potter's 
hand,  so  are  ye  in  my  hand,  O  house 
of  Israel. — Jer.  xviii.  6. 

Can  any  hide  himself  in  secret 
places,  that  I  shall  not  see  him  ?  saith 
the  Lord.  Do  not  I  fill  heaven  and 
earth  ? — Jer.  xxiii.  24. 

The  great,  the  mighty  God,  the 
Lord  of  Jiosts  is  his  name ;  great  in 
counsel,  and  mighty  in  work,  &c.  I 
will  give  them  one  heart,  and  one 
way,  that  they  may  fear  me  for  ever, 
&c.  I  will  put  my  fear  in  their  hearts. 
—Jer.  xxni.  18, 19. 30, 40. 

The  children  of  Israel,  &c.  shall 
fear  the  Lord,  and  his  goodness  in  the 
latter  days. — Hosea  iii.  5. 

The  Lord  shall  utter  his  voice  be- 
fore his  army,  &c.  for  the  day  of  the 
Lord  is  great,  and  very  terrible,  and 
who  can  abide  it? — Joel  ii.  11. 

1  fear  the  Lord  the  God  of  heaven, 
&c.  Then  the  men  feared  the  Lord 
exceedingly,  &o. — Jonah  i.  9. 16. 

God  is  jealous,  the  Lord  revengeth, 
&c.  He  rebuketh  the  sea,  and  mcu^eth 
it  dry,  &c.  The  mountains  (make  at 
him,  and  the  hills  melt,  &c.— Nahum 
L2— 6. 

If  I  be  a  master,  where  is  my  fear  ? 


I  am  a  great  King,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts :  and  my  name  is  dreadful  among 
the  heathen. — Mai.  i.  6. 14. 

I  will  be  a  swifl  witness  against 
the  sorcerers,  &c.  and  aeainst  those, 
&c.  who  fear  not  me,  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  &c.  A  book  of  remembrance 
was  written  before  him  for  them  that 
feared  the  Lord, and  that  thought  upon 
his  name.  And  they  shall  be  mme, 
saith  the  Lord. — Mai.  iii.  5. 16, 17. 

But  unto  you  that  fear  my  name, 
shall  the  Sun  of  righteousness  arise 
with  healing  in  his  wings,  and  ye 
shall  grow,  &c. — Mai.  iv.  2. 

Fear  him,  which  is  able  to  destroy 
both  soul  and  body  in  hell. — Matt.  x. 
Mi, 

His  mercy  is  on  them  that  fear  him, 
from  generation  to  generation ;  he 
hath  shewed  strength,  &c.  he  hath 
put  down  the  mighty,  &c. — Luke  i. 
50—52. 

The  Most  High  dwelleth  not  in 
temples  made  with  hands,  &c.  Hea- 
ven is  my  throne,  &c.  Hath  not  my 
hand  made  all  these  things? — Acts 
vii.  48—50. 

The  churches  were  edified;  and 
walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  were 
multiplied. — ^Acts  ix.  31. 

Cornelius,  &;c.  a  devout  man,  and 
one  that  feared  God  with  all  his  house, 
&c.  In  every  nation  he  that  feareth 
him,  &c.  is  accepted  with  him. — 
Acts  X.  2. 35 ;  xiii.  26. 

God  that  made  the  world,  and  all 
things  therein,  seeing  he  is  Lord  of 
heaven,  &c. — Acts  xvii.  24,  &c. 

All  things  are  naked  and  open  unto 
the  eyes  of  him  with  whom  we  have 
to  do. — Heb.  iv.  13. 

It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  living  God. — Heb.  x.  31. 
So  terrible  was  the  sight,  that 
Moses  said,  I  exceedingly  fear  and 
quake,  &c.  Let  us  have  grace,  where- 
by we  may  serve  God  acceptably, 
with  reverence  and  godly  fear.  For 
our  God  is  a  consuming  fire. — Heb. 
xii.21.28,29.

CHAP.  XIT. 


Fear  God.— 1  Pet.  ii.  17. 

Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to  him, 
for  the  hour  of  his  judgment  is  come. 
— Rev.  xiv.  7. 

Great  and  marvellous  are  thy  works, 
Lord  God  Almighty,  &c.  who  shall 
not  fear  thee,  O  Lord,  and  glorify 
thy  name  ?  for  thou  only  art  holy. — 
Rev.  XV.  3, 4.

The  Bahel  builders  trusted  to  a  city 
Qnd  tower  for  their  security,  but  God 
scattered  them. — Gen.  xi.  4,  &c. 

There  is  none  beside  thee,  neither 
is  there  any  rock  like  our  God. — 
1  Sam.  ii.  2. 

Because  thou  hast  relied  on  the 
king  of  Syria,  and  not  relied  on  the 
Lord  thy  God ;  therefore  is  the  host 
of  the  king  of  Syria  escaped  out  of 
thy  hands,  &:c.  Asa  in  nis  disease 
sought  not  to  the  Lord,  but  to  the 
physicians. — 2  Chron.  xvi.  7. 12. 

I  would  seek  unto  God,  and  unto 
God  would  I  commit  my  cause. — 
Job  V.  8. 

There  is  no  king  saved  by  the  mul- 
titude of  an  host.  A  mighty  man  is 
not  delivered  by  much  strength.  An 
horse  is  a  vain  thing  for  safety ;  nei- 
ther shall  he  deliver  any  by  his  great 
strength. — Ps.  xxxiii.  16,  17;  Isa. 
xxxi.  1.3;  Job  xv.  31 ;  Ps.  xx.  7. 

I  will  not  trust  in  my  bow,  neither 
shall  my  sword  save  me.  Thou  hast 
saved.

They  that  trust  in  their  wealth,  and 
boast  themselves  in  the  multitude  of 
their  riches :  none  of  them  can  by 
any  means  redeem  his  brollier,  nor 
give  to  God  a  ransom  for  him,  &c. 
that  he  should  live  for  ever. — Ps. 
xlix.  6,  7. 9 ;  Ezek.  vii.  19. 

Lo,  this  is  the  man  that  made  not 
God  his  strength ;  but  trusted  in  the 
abundance  of  his  riches,  &c.  But  I 
trust  in  the  mercy  of  God  for  ever. — 
fs.  \u.  7, 8. 


Give  ns  help  from  trouble,  for  vam 
is  the  help  of  man. — Ps.  Ix.  11. 

Surely,  men  of  low  degree  are  va- 
nity, and  men  of  high  degree  are  a  lie; 
to  be  laid  in  the  balance,  they  are  al- 
together lighter  than  vanity.  Trust  not 
in  oppression,  &o. — Ps.  Ixii.  9y  10. 

Put  not  your  trust  in  princes,  nor 
in  the  son  of  man,  in  whom  b  no 
help;  his  breath  goeth  forth,  he  re- 
turneth  to  his  earth ;  in  that  very  day 
his  thoughts  perish. — Ps.  cxlvi.  3,4; 
ex  vii  i.  8,  9. 

He  that  trusteth  in  his  riches  shall 
fall.— Prov.  xi.  28. 

He  that  trusteth  in  his  own  heart 
is  a  fool. — Prov.  xxviii.  26. 

Cease  ye  from  man,  whose  breath 
is  in  his  nostrils :  for  wherein  is  he 
to  be  accounted  of? — Isa.  ii.  22. 

What  will  ye  do  in  the  day  of  visi- 
tation, &c.  to  whom  will  ye  flee  for 
help  ?  &c. — Isa.  x.  3 ;  xx.  6. 

Thou  didst  look  in  that  day  unto 
the  armour  of  the  house  of  the  forest, 
&;c.  ye  made  also  a  ditch  between  the 
two  walls,  &c.

7. 15—17 ;  i.  28,  &c. 

Woe  to  them  that  go  down  to 
Egypt,  &c.  stay  on  horses,  and  trust 
in  cnariots,  because  they  are  many, 
&c. — Isa.  xxxi.  1.3. 

Thou  hast  trusted  in  thy  wicked- 
ness :  thou  hast  said.  None  seeth  me : 
thou  hast  said  in  thine  heart,  I  am, 
and  none  else  beside  me.  Stand  now 
with  thine  enchantments,  &c«  let  them 
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stand  up  and  sare  thee,  &c.  Behold, 
they  shall  be  as  stubblei  &c.  None 
shall  sare  thee. — Isa.  xlvii.  10. 12— 
15. 

Let  thy  companies  deliver  thee :  but 
the  wind  shall  carry  them  all  away : 
▼anity  shall  take  them. — Isa.  Ivii.  13. 

Truly,  in  vain  k  salvation  hoped 
for  from  the  hills,  and  from  the  mnl- 
titade  of  moontains,  &c. — Jer.  iii.  23. 

Trust  ye  not  in  lying  words,  saying. 
The  temple  of  the  I^rd,  &c. — Jer. 

Til.  4. 

Trust  ye  not  in  any  brother,  for 
every  brother  will  utterly  supplant. — 
Jer.  ix.  Af  6. 

This  is  thy  portion,  kc.  because 
thou  hast  forgotten  me,  and  trusted 
in  fiilsehood :  therefore  will  I  dis- 
cover thy  skirts  upon  thy  face,  kc. — 
Jer.  xiii.  25, 26. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Cursed  be  the 
man  that  trusteth  in  man,  and  maketh 
flesh  his  arm,  and  whose  heart  de- 

Krteth  from  the  Lord ;  for  he  shall 
like  the  heath  in  the  desert,  kc, — 
Jer.  xvii.  5, 6L 

For  because  thou  hast  trusted  in 
thy  works,  and  in  thy  treasures,  thou 
shalt  also  be  taken,  &c.-^er.  xl  viii.

Wherefore  gloriest  thou  in  the  val- 
leys, &o.  O  oacksliding  daughter? 
tliat  trusted  in  her  treasures,  saying, 
Who  shall  come  unto  me?

Ephraim  feedeth  upon  wind,  kc. 
they  do  make  a  covenant  with  the 
Assyrians,  kc. — Hosea  xii.  1. 

Woe  to  them  that  are  at  ease  (or 
secure)  in  Zion,  and  trust  in  the 
mountain  of  Samaria. — Amos  vi.  1. 

Trust  yc  not  in  a  friend,  put  ve 
not  confidence  in  a  guide ;  keep  the 
doors  of  thy  mouth  from  her  that 
lieth  in  thy  bosom.  For  tlie  son  dis- 
honoureth  the  father,  kc. — Micah  vii. 
5,6. 

Charge  them  that  are  rich,  &c.  that 
they  trust  not  in  uncertain  riches,  kc. 
— 1  Tim.  vi.  17. 

We  had  the  sentence  of  death  in 
ourselves,  that  we  should  not  trust  in 
ourselves. — 2  Cor.  i.  9. 

II.  In  God  alone. 

QoD  said,  Let  there  be  light,  and  there 
was  light,  &c. — Gen.  i.  3. 6. 9,  &c. 

When  Sarah  doubted  of  the  pro- 
mise, because  of  her  age,  the  Lord 
said  to  Abraham,  Wherefore  did  Sarah 
laugh,  saying,  Shall  I  of  a  surety  bear 
a  child,  which  am  old  ?  Is  any  thin^ 
too  hard  for  the  Lord? — Gen.  xviii. 
12—14 ;  Luke  i.  37. 

When  Hagar  saw  Ishmael  fainting, 
and  thought  there  was  no  way  but 
death  with  her  child,  God  shewed  her 
a  well  of  water,  &c — Gen.  xxi.15— 19. 

When  Joseph's  brethren  had  con- 
spired to  kill  him,  God  works  his  de- 
liverance.— Gen.  xxxvii.  17,  &c. 

When  God  was  sending  Moses 
upon  a  great  work,  Moses  said  unto 
the  Lord,  O  my  Lord,  I  am  not  elo- 
quent, &c.  but  I  am  slow  of  speech, 
&c.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him, 
Who  hath  made  man's  mouth?  Or 
who  maketh  the  dumb,  or  the  deaf,  or 
the  seeing,  or  the  blind  ?  Have  not  I, 
the  Lord  ?  Now  therefore  go,  and  I 
will  be  with  thv  month,  &c. — Exod. 
iv.  10—12. 
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And  Moses  said  unto  the  people. 
Fear  je  not ;  stand  still,  and  see  the 
salvation  of  the  Lord|  which  he  will 
shew  to  you  to-day,  &c.  the  Lord  shall 
fight  for  you,  &c.  And  the  angel  of 
God,  which  went  before  the  camp, 
removed,  and  went  behind  them,  be- 
tween the  camp  of  the  Egyptians  and 
the  camp  of  Israel,  &c.  Led  them 
through  the  Red  Sea. — Exod.  xiv.  13, 
14. 19—22. 

The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and 
ever. — Exod.  xv.  18. 

The  Lord,  &c.  proclaimed  the  name 
of  the  Lord :  the  Lord,  the  Lord  God; 
merciful  and  gracious,  long-suffering, 
and  abundant  in  goodness  and  truth ; 
keeping  mercy  S>t  thousands;  for- 
giving iniquihr,  transgression,  and 
sin,  &c. — Exod.  xxxiv.  5 — 7, 

And  Moses  said,  The  people, 
amongst -whom  I  am,  are  six  hundred 
thousand,  kc.  Shall  the  flocks  and  the 
herds  be  slain  for  them,  to  suffice 
them?  Or  shall  all  the  fish  of  the  sea 
be  gathered  together  for  them  ?  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Is  the 
Lord*s  hand  waxed  short  ?  Thou  abalt 
see,  &c. — Numb.  xi.  21 — ^23. 

God  is  not  a  man,  that  he  should 
lie :  neither  the  son  of  man,  that  he 
should  repent.  Hath  he  said,  and 
shall  he  not  do  it?  Or  hath  he  spoken, 
and  shall  he  not  make  it  good  f  Be- 
hold, &c.  he  hath  blessed,  and  I  can- 
not reverse  it. — Numb,  xxiii.  19,  20 ; 
Titus  i.  2 ;  Heb.  vi.  18. 

What  God  is  there  in  heaven  or  in 
earth  that  can  do  according  to  thy 
works,  and  according  to  thy  might? 
— Deut.  iii.  24. 

Unto  thee  it  was  shewed,  that  thou 
mightest  know  that  the  Lord  he  is 
God :  there  is  none  else  beside  him, 
&c.— Deut.  iv.  35.  39. 

Know  therefore,  that  the  Lord  thy 
Qod,  he  is  God,  the  faithful  God: 
which  keepeth  covenant  and  mercy 
with  them  that  love  him,  &c. — Deut. 
vii.  9. 

Understand  therefore  this  day,  that 
the  Lord  thy  God  is  he  which  goeth 
before  thee  as  a  consuming  fire,  he 


shall  destroy  them,  and  be  shall  bring 
them  down  before  thy  face :  so  shaft 
thou  drive  them  out,  &c. — Dent.  ix. 
3 ;  xxxi.  6. 

There  shall  be  no  man  able  to  stand 
before  you,  for  the  Lord  your  God 
shall  lay  the  fear  of  you,  &c. — Deut 
xi.  25;  Josh.  v.  1;  2Chron.  xiv.  14; 
xvii.  10. 

Their  rock  is  not  as  our  rock,  even 
our  enemies  themselves  being  judges. 
See  now,  that  I,  even  I  am  he ;  and 
there  is  no  god  with  me :  I  kill,  and 
make  alive ;  I  wound,  and  heal :  nei- 
ther is  there  any  that  can  deliver  oat 
of  my  band;  for  I  lift  np  mj  hand 
to  heaven,  and  sav,  I  live  for  ever, — 
Deut.  xxxii.  31. 39, 40. 

There  is  none  like  unto  the  Qod  of 
Jeshurun,  who  rideth  upon  the  heaven 
for  thy  help,  and  in  his  excellency  on 
the  sky:  the  eternal  Grod,  thy  re- 
fuge; and  underneath  are  the  ever- 
lasting arms :  and  he  shall  thrust  out 
the  enemy  from  before  thee,  &c. — 
Deut.  xxxiii.  26, 27. 

Hereby  ye  shall  know  that  the  livine 
God  is  among  you,  &c.— Josh.  iii.  l£ 

Not  one  thing  hath  failed  of  all  the 
good  things  which  the  Lord  your  God 
spake  concerning  you ;  all  are  come 
to  pass  unto  you,  and  not  ope  thing 
hatli  failed  thereof,  &c. — Josh,  xxiii. 
14 ;  xxi.  45 ;  1  Kings  viii.  56. 

There  is  none  beside  thee ;  neither 
is  there  any  rock  like  our  Gk>d,  &c. 
The  Lord  killeth,  and  maketh  alive ; 
he  bringeth  down  to  the  grave,  and 
bringeth  up ;  the  Lord  maketh  poor, 
and  maketh  rich;  he  bringeth  low, 
and  lifteth  up :  he  raiseth  up  the  poor 
out  of  the  oust,  and  lifteth  up  the 
beggar  from  the  dunghill,  to  set  them 
among  princes,  and  to  make  them 
inherit  tne  throne  of  glory :  for  the 
pillars  of  the  earth  are  the  Lord's,  and 
he  hath  set  the  world  upon  them. — 
1  Sara.  ii.  2. 0—8 ;  Luke  i.  51—53. 

It  may  be  the  Lord  will  work  for 
us ;  for  there  is  no  restraint  to  the 
Lord,  to  save  by  many  or  by  few. — 
1  Sam.  xiv.  6;  2Chron.  xiv.  11. 

Then  said  David  to  the  Philistine, 
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Thou  comest  to  roe  with  a  Bword,  and 
with  a  spear,  and  with  a  shield :  but 
I  come  to  thee  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  of  hosts,  the  Grod  of  the  armies 
of  Israel,  &c.  I  will  smite  thee,  &c. 
that  all  the  earth  may  know  there  is 
a  God  in  Israel. — 1  Sam.  xvii.  45—47. 

And  David  was  greatly  distressed, 
for  the  people  spake  of  stoning  him, 
&c.  But  David  encouraged  himself 
in  the  Lord  his  (}od.

The  Lord  is  mv  rock,  &c.  the  God 
of  my  rock ;  in  him  will  I  trust,  &c. 
He  is  a  buckler  to  all  them  that  trust 
in  him :  for  who  is  Grod,  save  the 
Lord?  and  who  is  a  rock,  save  our 
God?— 2  Sam.  xxii.  2,  3.  31,  32. 

Alas,  my  master !  how  shall  we  do  ? 
And  he  answered,  Fear  not,  for  they 
that  be  with  us  are  more  than  they 
that  be  with  them.  And  Elisha 
prayed,  &c. — 2  Kings  vi.  15 — 17. 

The  children  of  Judah  prevailed, 
because  they  relied  upon  the  Lord 
Grod  of  their ''fathers. — 2  Chron.  xiii. 
18;  xvi.  7;  xx.  20;  xiv.  11. 

Hezekiah  said  unto  the  people, 
(when  the  king  of  Assyria  came 
against  him,)  Be  strong  and  cou- 
rageous; be  not  afraid  or  dismayed 
for  the  king  of  Assyria,  nor  for  all  the 
multitude  Uiat  is  with  him ;  for  there 
are  more  with  us  than  with  him : 
with  him,  an  arm  of  flesh ;  but  with 
us,  the  Lord  our  God,  to  help  us,  and 
to  figbt  our  battles. — 2  Chron.  xxxii. 
6—8;  Dent  xxxi.  6.  8. 

The  Lord  stirred  up  the  spirit  of 
Cyrus,  that  he  made  a  proclamation 
for  the  building  of  Jerusalem,  the 
temple,  and  restoring  the  vessels  of 
the  Donse  of  the  Lord,  when  the  Jews 
were  in  captivity. — Ezra  i.  1 — 4.7. 11. 

I  woula  seek  unto  God,  and  unto 
Grod  would  I  commit  my  cause. — 
Job  Y.  8. 

Canst  thou  by  searching  find  out 
God  ?  &c.  If  he  cut  off,  and  shut  up, 
or  gather  together,  then  who  can 
hinder  him,  (or  turn  him  away?) — 
Job  xi.  7.  10. 

Though  he  slay  me,  yet  will  I  trust 
in  him*— Job  xiii.  15. 


Job  reckons  up  many  works  of 
God ;  and  concludes  thus :  Lo,  these 
are  parts  of  his  ways :  but  how  little 
a  portion  is  heard  of  him!  —  Job 
xxvi.  14. 

I  know  that  thou  canst  do  every 
thing;  and  that  no  thought  can  be 
witfaholden  from  thee,  (or  no  thought  of 
thine  can  be  hindered.)— -Job  xlii.  2. 

Kiss  the  Son,  &e.  Blessed  are  all 
they  that  put  their  trust  in  him. — Ps. 
ii.  12. 

I  will  both  lay  me  down  in  peace, 
and  sleep ;  for  thou,  Lord,  only  makest 
me  dwell  in  safety. — Ps.  iv.  8;  iii.5,6. 

The  Lord  also  will  be  a  refuge  for 
the  oppressed,  a  refuee  in  times  of 
trouble :  and  they  that  know  thy 
name,  will  put  their  trust  in  thee ;  for 
thou,  Lora,  bast  not  forsaken  them 
that  seek  thee. — Ps.  ix.  9,  10. 

In  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust :  how 
say  ye  to  my  soul,  Flee  as  a  bird?

Some  trust  in 
chariots  and  some  in  horses :  but  we 
will  remember  the  name  of  the  Lord 
our  God.

The  king  trusteth  in  the  Lord : 
and  through  the  mercy  of  the  Most 
High  he  shall  not  be  moved. — Ps. 
xxi.  7. 

Our  fathers  trusted  in  thee;  they 
trusted,  and  thou  didst  deliver  them. 
They  trusted  in  thee,  and  were  not 
confounded. — Ps.  xxii.  4, 5 ;  1  Chron. 
V.  20. 

Who  is  this  King  of  glory  ?  The 
Lord,  strong  and  mighty  :  the  Lord, 
mighty  in  battle.  The  Lord  of  hosts, 
he  IS  the  King  of  glory. — Ps.  xxiv.  8.

The  Lord  is  my  strength,  and  my 
shield ;  my  heart  trusted  in  him,  and 
I  am  helped.

for  with  my  staff  I  passed  over,  &c. — 
Gen.  xxxii.  9, 10. 

Pharaoh  said  unto  Joseph,  &c.  1 
have  heard  say  of  thee,  that  thou  canst 
understand  a  dream,  to  interpret  it. 
And  Joseph  answered  Pharaoh,  say- 
ing, It  is  not  in  me ;  God  shall  give 
Pharaoh  an  answer  of  peace. — Gen. 
xli.  15,  IG;  Exod.  iii.  11. 

Moses  said,  kc.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  &c.  How  Ion?  wilt  thou  refuse 
to  humble  thyself  before  me  ? — Exod. 
X.  3. 

I  know  that  the  Lord  is  greater 
than  all  gods :  for  in  the  thing  wherein 
they  dealt  proudly,  he  was  above 
them. — Exod.  xviii.  11.

wherefore  then  lift  you  up  yourselves 
above  the  congregation  of  the  Lord  ? 
&c.  Moses  sent  to  call  Dathan  and 
Abiram,  &c.  which  said,  We  will  not 
come  up,  &;c.  Grod  was  angry,  and  the 
earth  opened  and  swallowed  them  up. 
—Numb.  xvi.  1—3. 12. 21. 31, 32. 

Israel  warned,  that  when  they  should 
be  full,  they  should  not  be  lifted  up  in 
heart. — Deut.  viii.  10 — 14. 

Speak  not  thou  in  thine  heart,  after 
that  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  cast  them 
out  from  before  thee,  saying,  For 
my  righteousness  the  Lord  hath 
brought  me  in  to  possess  this  land, 
&c.  Understand  therefore,  that  the 
Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee  not  this 
good  land  to  possess  it,  for  thy  righte- 
ousness: for  thou  art  a  stiff-necked 
people,  &c. — Deut.  ix.  4 — 6. 

Saul  hath  slain  his  thousands,  and 
David  his  ten  thousands;  and  Saul 
was  very  wroth,  and  the  saying  dis- 
pleased him  ;  and  he  said.  They  have 
ascribed  unto  David  ten  thousands, 
and  to  me  they  have  ascribed  but 
thousands;  and  what  can  he  have 
more  but  the  kingdom? — 1  Sam. 
xviii.  7,  8. 

I  will  yet  be  more  vile  than  thus, 
and  will  be  base  in  mine  own  sight. — 
2  Sam.  vi.  21—23. 

But  thine  eyes  are  upon  the  haugh- 
ty, that  thou  roayest  bring  them  down. 
—2  Sam.  xxii.  28;  Obad.  3,  4. 

Seest  thou  how  Ahab  humbleth 
himself,  &c.  because  he  humbleth 
himself  before  me,  I  will  not  bring 
the  evil  in  his  days. — 1  Kings  xxi.  29. 

Naaman  was  wroth,  and  went  away, 
and  said.  Behold,  I  thought  he  will 
surely  come  out  unto  me,  &c.  Are 
not,  &c.  rivers  of  Damascus,  better 
than  all  the  waters  of  Israel?  &c. 
So  he  turned,  and  went  away  in  a 
rage,  kc, — 2  Kings  v.  11 — 14. 

JBecauBe  their  heart  was   tender, 


and  thou  hast  humbled  thyself  before 
the  Lord,  &c.  behold  therefore,  &c. 
thou  shalt  be  gathered  into  thy  grave 
in  peace,  and  thine  eyes  shall  not  see 
all  the  evil  which  I  will  bring,  kc. — 
2  Kings  xxii.  19,  20. 

Who  am  I  ?  and  what  is  my  people, 
that  we  should  be  able  to  offer?  &c 
of  thine  own  haye  we  given  thee. — 

1  Chron.  xxix.  14. 

When  Uzziah  was  strong,  his  heart 
was  lifted  up  to  his  destruction.— 

2  Chron.  xxvi.  16. 

But  Hezekiah  rendered  not  i^in 
according  to  the  benefit  done  unto 
him;  for  his  heart  was  lifted  up, 
therefore  there  was  wrath  upon  him, 
&;c.  Notwithstanding  Hezekiah  hum* 
bled  himself  for  the  pride  of  his  heart, 
(or  lifting  up  of  his  neart,)  so  that  die 
wrath  of  the  Lord  came  not  upon 
them  in  the  days  of  Hezekiah.  God 
left  him,  &c.  that  he  might  know  all 
that  was  in  his  heart. — 2  Chron.  zzxii. 
25,  26.  31 ;  Isa.  xxxix. 

Haman ;  his  pride  put  him  upon  re- 
yenge  and  blooa,  and  that  proved  hit 
ruin. — Esth.  iii.  6, 6;  v.  6. 9,  &c.;  vii. 

What  is  roan  that  thou  shouldest 
magnify  him?  and  that  thou  shouldest 
set  thine  heart  upon  him  ? — Job  vii« 
17 ;  Ps.  cxliv.  3 ;  xc.  6,  6. 

For  vain  Tor  empty)  man  would  be 
wise;  thougn  man  be  bom  like  a 
wild  ass's  colt. — Job  xi.  12. 

Wilt  thou  break  a  leaf  driven  to 
and  fro?  and  wilt  thou  pursue  the 
dr^  stubble?  for  thou  wntest  bitter 
thmgs  a^inst  me. — Job  xiii.  26,  26. 

Man  tliat  is  bom.  of  a  woman  is  of 
few  days,  and  full  of  trouble;  be 
cometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and  is  cut 
down;  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow, 
and  continueth  not;  and  dost  thou 
open  thine  eyes  upon  such  an  one  ?—

When  men  are  cast  down,  then  thou 
shalt  say.  There  is  lifting  up :  and  be

The  stars  are  not  pure  in  his  sight : 
how  much  less  man  that  is  a  worm  ? 
— Job  XXV.  6,  6;  xxxv.  6 — 8. 
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Eliha  being  Yonngy  woald  not  speak 
before  the  old  men  had  spoken. — 
Job  zxxii.  4 — 6. 

Job  said.  Behold,  I  am  vile ;  what 
shall  I  answer  thee?  I  will  lay  my 
hand  upon  my  mouth :  once  have  I 
spoken^  kc.  bat  I  will  proceed  no 
farther.— Job xl.  3-^;  Ezra  ix.  10. 13. 

Now  mine  eye  seeth  thee;  where- 
fore I  abhor  myself^  and  repent  in 
dust  and  ashes.— Job  xlii.  5,  Cl 

When  I  consider  thy  heavens,  &c. 
what  is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful  of 
him  ?  and  the  son  of  man,  that  thou 
visitest  him? — Ps.  viii.  3,  4;  Heb.  ii.

He  forgetteth  not  the  cry  of  the 
humble.

Lord,  mv  heart  is  not  haughty,  nor 
mine  eyes  lofty,  &c. — Ps.  cxxxi.  1, 2. 

Though  the  Lord  be  high,  yet  hath 
he  respect  unto  the  lowly;  but  the 
proud  he  knoweth  afar  o£P. — Ps.

Lord,  what  is  man,  that  thou  takest 
knowledge  of  him?  &c.  that  thou 
makest  account  of  him  ?

These  things  doth  the  Lord  hate, 
a  proud  look,  (or  haughty  eyes.) —

When  pride  cometh,  then  comcth 
shame ;  but  with  the  lowly  is  wisdom. 
— Prov.  xi.  2. 

The  way  of  the  fool  is  right  in  his 
own  eyes. — Prov.  xii.  15. 

Only  by  pride  cometh  contention. — 
Prov.  xiii.  10. 

Before  honour  is  humility. — Prov. 
XV.  33 ;  xviii.  12. 

All  the  ways  of  a  man  are  clean  in 
his  own  eyes,  &c.  every  one  that  is 
proud  in  heart,  is  an  abomination  to 
the  Lord,  &c.  Pride  goeth  before 
destruction,  and  an  haughty  spirit 
before  a  fall ;  better  it  is  to  be  of  an 
humble  spirit  with  the  lowly,  than  to 
divide  the  spoil  with  the  proud. —

Whoso  mocketh  the  poor,  reproach- 
eth  his  Maker. — Prov.  xvii.  5. 

Most  men  will  proclaim  eveir  one 
his  own  goodness,  (or  bounty.) — Prov.

Every  way  of  a  man  is  ri^ht  in  his 
own  eyes,  but  the  Lord  pondereth  the 
heart. — Prov.  xxi.  2. 

Put  not  forth  thyself  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  king,  and  stand  not  in 
the  place  of  great  men.  For  better 
it  is  that  it  be  said  unto  thee,  Come 
up  hither;  than  that  thou  shouldest 
be  put  lower  in  the  presence  of  the 
prince. — Prov.  xxv.  6,  7. 

Seest  thou  a  man  wise  in  his  own 
conceit  ?  there  is  more  hope  of  a  fool 
than  of  him. — Prov.  xxvi.  12. 

Let  another  man  praise  thee,  and 
not  thine  own  mouth ;  a  stranger, 
and  not  thine  own  lips.  The  full  soul 
loatheth  the  honey-comb ;  but  to  the 
hungry  soul  every  bitter  thing  is 
sweet. — Prov.  xxvii.  2.  7. 

He  that  is  of  a  proud  heart,  stir- 
reth  up  strife. — Prov.  xxviii.  25. 

A  roan's  pride  shall  bring  him  low : 
but  honour  shall  uphold  the  humble 
in  spirit. — Prov.  xxix.  23. 

Surelv  I  am  more  brutish  than  any 
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man,  and  have  not  the  understanding 
of  a  man,  &c.  There  is  a  generation 
pure  in  their  own  ejes^  and  yet  not 
washed  from  their  filthiness,  &c.  how 
lofty  are,  &c. — Prov.  xxx.  2. 12, 13. 

The  lofty  looks  of  man  shall  be 
humbled,  and  the  haughtiness  of  man 
shall  be  brought  down,  &c.  for  the 
day  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  shall  be 
upon  every  one  that  is  proud  and  lofty, 
and  upon  every  one  that  is  lifted  up, 
and  he  shall  be  brought  low,  &c. 
Cease  ye  from  man,  whose  breath  is 
in  his  nostrils:  for  wherein  b  he  to 
be  accounted  of? — Isa.  ii.  11 — 13. 
17.  22 ;  V.  15 ;  Job  ix.  13. 

Woe  unto  them  that  are  wise  in 
their  own  eyes,  and  prudent  in  their 
own  sight. — Isa.  v.  21. 

Woe  is  me,  &c.  I  am  a  man  of  un- 
clean lips,  &c.  for  mine  eyes  have 
seen  the  King,  the  Lord  of  hosts. — 
Isa.  vi.  5. 

I  will  punish  the  fruit  of  the  stout 
heart  of  the  kin^  of  Assyria,  and  the 

flory  of  his  high  looks  :  for  he  saith, 
\y  the  strength  of  my  hand  I  have 
done  it,  &c.  Shall  the  axe  boast  it- 
self against  him  that  heweth  there- 
with ?  &c.  Therefore  shall  the  Lord, 
the  Lord  of  hosts,  send  amon^  his  fat 
ones,  leanness :  and  under  his  glory 
he  shall  kindle  a  fire,  &c.  The  hign 
ones  of  stature  shall  be  hewn  down, 
and  the  haughty  shall  be  humbled. — 
Isa.  X.  12, 13. 15,16.33;  xiv.ll— 15. 

The  Lord  of  hosts  hath  purposed 
it  to  stain  (or  pollute^  the  pride  of  all 
glory;  and  to  bring  mto  contempt  all 
Vie  honourable  of  the  earth. — Isa. 
xxiii.  9. 

Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord,  you 
scornful  men,  &c.  because  you  said 
we  have  made  a  covenant  with  death, 
&c.  it  shall  be  disannulled,  &c. — Isa. 
xxviii.  14, 15. 18. 

Thus  saith  the  high  and  lofty  One, 
&c.  I  dwell  in  the*  high  and  holy 
place ;  with  him  also  that  is  of  a  con- 
trite and  humble  spirit,  to  revive  the 
spint  of  the  humble,  and  to  revive 
tne  heart  of  the  contrite  ones. — Isa. 
JvjL  15, 


Thus  saith  the  Lord,  The  heaven 
is  my  throne,  &c.  but  to  this  man  will 
I  look,  to  him  that  is  pure  and  of  a 
contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth  at  my 
word. — Isa.  Ixvi.  1,  2. 

Let  not  the  wise  man  elory  in  his 
wisdom,  neither  the  mighty  man  in 
his  might,  &c. — Jer.  ix.  28. 

I  wUl  mar  the  pride  of  Judahy  and 
the  great  pride  of  Jerusalem,  &c. 
which  refuse  to  hear  my  words,  &c. — 
Jer.  xiii.  9, 10. 15. 17, 18. 

O  house  of  Israel,  cannot  I  do  with 
you  as  this  potter?  saith  the  Lord, 
behold,  as  the  clay  is  in  the  potter's 
hands,  so  are  ye  in  mine  hand,  O 
house  of  Israel. — Jer.  xviii.  6. 

When  the  prophet  Jeremiah  had 
spoken  all  the  words  of  the  Lord  to 
tne  people,  then  spake  Azariah,  &c 
and  all  the  proud  men,  saying  uuto 
Jeremiah,  Thou  speaketh  falsely :  the 
Lord  our  God  hath  not  sent  thee  to 
say,  &c. — Jer.  xliii.  1,  2. 

Behold,  I  am  against  thee,  O  thou 
most  proud,  (or  pride,)  saith  the  Lord 
Ood  of  hosts,  &c.  And  the  most 
proud  shall  stumble  and  fall,  &c. — 
Jer.  1.31,32. 

Behold,  this  was  the  iniquity  of 
thy  sister  Sodom,  pride,  &c.  and  they 
were  haughty,  &c. — Ezek.  xvi.  49,50. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  &c.  exalt  him 
that  is  low,  and  abase  him  that  is 
high. — Ezek.  xxi.  26. 

God  threatens  the  prince  of  Tyrus 
for  his  sacrilegious  pride.  —  ]^k« 
xxviii.  1,  &c. 

When  the  king  said  unto  Daniel, 
Art  thou  able  to  make  known  unto 
me  the  dream  ?  &c.  Daniel  answered, 
&c.  There  is  a  God  in  heaven  that 
rcvealeth  secrets,  &c.  but  as  for  me, 
this  secret  is  not  revealed  to  me  for 
any  wisdom  that  I  have  more  than  any 
living,  &c.— Dan.  ii.  25—28.  30. 

Is  not  this  great  Babylon  that  I 
have  built  by  the  might  of  my  power, 
and  for  the  honour  of  my  majesty  ? 
While  the  word  was  in  the  king^s 
mouth,  there  fell  a  voice  from  heaven, 
saying,  &c.  The  kingdom  is  departed 
from  thee,  &c.     He  was  driven  from 
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men,  and  did  eat  grass  as  oxen,  &c. 
Those  that  walk  in  pridey  he  is  able 
to  abase.— Dan.  iv.  29—38.  37. 

When  his  heart  was  lifted  up,  and 
his  mind  hardened  in  pride,  (or  to 
deal  proudly,)  he  was  aeposed  from 
his  km^lj  throne,  and  his  glory  taken 
firom  hun,  &;c.  and  thou  his  son,  O 
Belsbazzar,  hast  not  humbled  thine 
heart,  although  thou  knewest  all  this, 
but  hast  lifted  up  thyself  against  the 
Lord  of  heaven,  &c. — Dan.  v.  20 — 
23. 

'  Their  heart  was  exalted,  therefore 
have  they  for^tten  me. — Hoseaxiii.  6. 

He  hath  shewed  thee,  O  man,  what 
is  good:  and  what  doth  the  Lord 
reauire  of  thee,  but  to  do  justly,  and 
to  love  merc^,  and  walk  humbly  with 
thy  God  ?— Micah  vi.  8. 

Behold,  his  soul  which  is  lifted  up 
is  not  upright  in  him. — Hab.  ii.  4. 

Moab  shall  be  as  Sodom,  &c.  This 
shall  they  have  for  their  pride,  because 
they  have  reproached  and  magnified 
themselves  against  the  people  of  the 
Lord  of  hosts. — Zeph.  ii.  9,  10 ;  Jer. 
xlviii.  26,  27.  29. 

Behold,  thy  kine  cometh  unto  thee, 
he  is  just,  &c.  lowTy. — Zech.  ix.  9. 

The  day  cometh  that  shall  bum  as 
an  oven,  and  all  the  proud,  &c.  shall 
be  stubble. — Mai.  iv.  1. 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit,  for 
theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. — 
Matt  V.  3. 

The  centurion  answered,  and  said, 
Lord,  I  am  not  worthy  that  thou 
shouldest  come  under  my  roof. — 
Matt.  viii.  8;  Luke  vii.  6,  7. 

Thou  Capernaum,  which  art  ex- 
alted unto  neaven,  shall  be  brought 
down  to  hell:  for  if  the  mighty  works, 
&c.  Learn  of  me,  for  1  am  meek  and 
lowly  in  heart,  and  ye  shall  find  rest. 
—Matt.  xi.  23.  29. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  bumble 
himself  as  this  little  child,  the  same 
is  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
— ^Matt  xviii.  4;  Luke  ix.  46^ — 48; 
Mark  x.  15. 

When  the  ten  heard  it,  they  were 
ipoved  with  indignation  against  the 


two  brethren ;  but  Jesus  called  them 
unto  him,  and  said,  Ye  know  that  the 
princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  do- 
minion over  them,  and  they  that  are 
great  exercise  autliority  upon  them : 
but  it  shall  not  be  so  amongst  you : 
but  whosoever  will  be  great  among 
you,  let  him  be  your  minister,  &c. 
even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to 
be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister. — 
Matt  XX.  24— 28;  xxiii.ll,12j  Luke 
xxii.  24,  &c. 

One  is  your  Master,  even  Christ, 
and  all  ve  are  brethren,  &c.  Whoso- 
ever  shall  exalt  himself  shall  be 
abased ;  and  he  that  shall  humble 
himself  shall  be  exalted. — Matt,  xxiii. 
8.  12. 

When  Christ  had  said,  One  of  you 
shall  betray  me,  each  disciple  said. 
Is  it  I  ?  Is  it  I  ?  &c.  Peter,  notwith- 
standing his  confidence,  denied  Christ 
three  times,  being  left  to  himself. — 
Matt.  xxvi.  21,  22*  09,  &c. ;  Luke 
xxii.  32—34.  55—61. 

Peter  fell  down  at  Jesus'  knees, 
and  said,  Depart  from  me,  for  I  am 
a  sinful  man,  O  Lord. — Luke  v.  8. 

Rejoice  not  that  the  spirits  are 
made  subject  to  you,  but  rather  re- 

i'oice  that  your  names  are  written  in 
leaven. — Luke  x.  20. 

When  thou  art  bidden  of  any  man 
to  a  wedding,  si^  not  down  in  the 
highest  room,  lest  a  more  honourable 
man  than  thou  be  bidden. — Luke 
xiv.  8. 

When  ye  have  done  all,  &c.  say. 
We  are  unprofitable  servants. — Luke 
xvii.  10. 

He  spake  this  parable  unto  certain 
which  trusted  in  themselves  that  they 
were  righteous,  and  despised  others, 
&c.  The  publican  standing  afar  off, 
would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes 
to  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast, 
saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me  a 
sinner. — Luke  xviii.  9. 13,  &c. ;  John 
ix.  34,  35. 

Beware  of  the  Scribes,  which  de- 
sire to  walk  in  long  robes,  and  love 
greetings,  &c.  and  the  highest  scats 
m  the  synagogues. — Luke  xx.  40.

CHAP.  XIY. 


This  my  joy  therefore  is  fulfilled  : 
he  must  increase,  but  I  must  decrease. 
—John  iii.  29,  30. 

Jesus  washed  the  disciples'  feet,  &;c. 
If  I  then  3U)ur  Lord  and  Master  have 
washed  your  feet,  ye  also  ought  to 
wash  one  another's  feet;  for  1  have 
given  you  an  example. — John  xiii.  4, 
5.  14, 15. 

Ye  men  of  Israel,  why  marvel  ye 
at  this?  or  why  look  you  so  earnestly 
on  us,  as  though  by  our  own  power 
or  holiness  we  had  made  this  man  to 
walk  ?  &c.  Through  faith  in  his  name, 
hath  made  this  man  strong. — Acts  iii. 
12,13.16;  iv.9.  11. 

Cornelius  met  Peter,  fell  down  at 
his  feet,  and  worshipped  him ;  but 
Peter  took  him  up,  saying.  Stand  up, 
I  myself  also  am  a  man. — Acts  x. 
25,  26. 

Herod's  pride,  in  not  giving  God 
the  glory,  was  his  ruin,  so  that  he 
was  smote  by  the  angel  of  God, 
and  eaten  of  worms. — Acts  xii.  21 — 
23. 

When  the  priest  of  Jupiter  and  the 
people  would  have  done  sacrifice  to 
Paul  and  Barnabas,  they  said.  We 
are  men  of  like  passions  with  you, 
and  preach  unto  you,  that  you  should 
turn  from  these  vanities,  &c. — Acts 
xiv.  13 — 15. 

Apollos,  an  eloquent  man,  and 
mighty  in  the  scriptures,  yet  submits 
to  be  taught  the  way  of  God  more 
perfectly  by  Aquilla  and  Priscilla, 
tent-makers. — Acts  xviii.  2.  24 — ^26. 

I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons, 
serving  the  Lord  with  all  humility  of 
mind. — Acts  xx.  18,  19. 

The  apostle  blames  the  Jews  for 
boasting  of  the  law,  and  of  their 
knowleage  and  ability  to  instruct 
others,  &c. — Rom.  ii.  17 — 21. 

For  I  know  that  in  me  (that  is,  in 
my  flesh)  dwelleth  no  good  thing. — 
Rom.  vii.  18. 

They,  going  about  to  establish  their 
own  righteousness,  have  not  submitted 
themselves  to  the  righteousness  of 
God,  &c. — Rom.  x.  3. 

Boast  not  against  the   branches : 


but  if  thou  boast,  thou  bearest  not 
the  root,  but  the  root  thee.  Thoa 
wilt  say,  The  branches  were  broken 
off,  that  I  might  be  grafted  in.  Well; 
because  of  unbelief  they  were  broken 
off,  and  thou  standest  by  faith.  Be 
not  high-minded,  but  fear,  &c. — ^Rom. 
xi.  18—21.  25. 

For  I  say,  &c.  to  every  man  among 
you,  not  to  think  of  himself  more 
nighly  than  he  ought  to  think;  bnt 
to  think  soberly  according  as  God 
hath  dealt  to  every  man  the  measure 
of  faith,  &c.  Mind  not  high  things, 
but  condescend  to  men  of  low  estate, 
(or  be  content  with  mean  things;) 
be  not  wise  in  your  own  conceits. — 
Rom.  xii.  3.  16. 

God  hath  chosen  the  foolish  things 
of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise, 
&c.  that  no  flesh  should  glory  in  his 
presence. — 1  Cor.  i.  27 — 29, 

If  any  man  among^  you  seemeth  to 
be  wise  in  this  world,  let  him  become 
a  fool  that  he  may  be  wise ;  for  the 
wisdom  of  this  world  is  foolishness 
with  God,  &c.  therefore  let  no  man 
gloiy  in  men. — 1  Cor.  iii.  18,  19.  21. 

That  ye  might  learn  in  us  not  to 
think  of  men  above  that  which  is 
written,  that  no  one  of  you  be  pufied 
up  one  ag-ainst  another;  for  who 
maketh  thee  to  differ,  (or  distinguish- 
cth  thee  ?)  and  what  hast  thon  which 
thou  didst  not  receive  ?  Now  if  thon 
didst  receive  it,  why  dost  thon  glory 
as  if  thou  hadst  not  received  it  f  &c. 
The  kingdom  of  God  is  not  in  word, 
but  in  power. — 1  Cor.  iv.  6,  7.  20. 

If  any  man  think  that  he  knoweth 
any  thing,  he  knoweth  nothing  as  he 
ought  to  know. — 1  Cor.  viii.  2. 

Wherefore  let  him  that  thinketb 
he  standeth,  take  heed  lest  he  fall. — 
1  Cor.  X.  12 ;  Matt.  xxvi.  33.  35. 70. 
72.74;  John  xiii.  37,  38. 

To  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the 
word  of  wisdom,  &c.  but  ail  these 
worketh  that  one  and  the  self-same 
Spirit,  dividing  to  every  man  severally 
as  he  will,  &c.  The  eye  cannot  say 
unto  the  hand,  I  have  no  need  of  thee. 
Nor  again,  the  head  to  the  feet,  I  have 
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no  need  of  you,  &c. — 1  Cor.  xii.  8 — 
11.  20,  21. 

Charity  vauntcth  not  itself,  (or  is 
not  rash,)  is  not  pufied  up. — 1  Cor. 
xiu.  4. 

I  am  the  least  of  the  apostles,  that 
am  not  meet  to  be  called  an  apostle, 
&c.  But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am 
what  I  am,  &c.  not  I,  but  the  grace  of 
GkKi  which  was  with  me. — 1  Cor.  xv. 
9,  10 ;  1  Tim.  i.  12,  13.  15. 

Not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  our- 
selves to  think  any  thing,  as  of  our- 
selves :  but  our  sufficiency  is  of  God. 
— 2  Cor.  iii.  6,  6. 

We  have  this  treasure  in  earthen 
vessels,  that  the  excellency  of  the 
power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of  us. 
— 2  Cor.  IV.  7. 

Some  that  commend  themselves; 
but  they  measuring  themselves  by 
themselves,  &;c.  are  not  wise ;  but  we 
will  not  boast  of  things  without  our 
measure,  kc.  But  he  that  gloricth, 
let  him  glory  in  the  Lord  :  for  not  he 
that  commendeth  himself  is  approved, 
but  whom  the  Lord  commendeth. — 
2  Cor.  X.  12,  13,  17, 18. 

And  lest  I  should  be  exalted  above 
measure  through  the  abundance  of  the 
revelations,  there  was  given  to  me  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh,  &c.  though  I  am 
nothing. — 2  Cor.  xii.  7. 11. 

Grod  accepteth  no  man's  person, 
&c.  I  live,  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth 
in  me. — Gal.  ii.  6.  20 ;  Eph.  vi.  9. 

After  that  ye  have  known  God,  or 
rather  are  known  of  God. — Gal.  iv.  9. 

Let  US  not  be  desirous  of  vainglory, 
provoking  one  another,  &c. — Gal.  v. 
26. 

For  if  a  man  think  himself  to  be 
something,  when  he  is  nothing,  he 
deceiveth  himself — Gal.  vi.  3. 

Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least 
of  all  saints,  is  this  grace  given. — 
Eph.  iii.  8. 

Walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  where- 
with ye  are  called,  with  all  lowliness 
and  meekness,  &c.  unto  every  one  of 
us  is  given  grace  according  to  the 
measure  of  the  gift  of  Christ. — Eph. 
iv.  1,  2.  7. 


Submitting  yourselves  one  to  an- 
other in  the  fear  of  God. — Eph.  v.  21, 

Let  nothing  be  done  through  strife 
or  vain  glory,  but  in  lowliness  of 
mind;  let  each  esteem  other  better 
than  themselves :  look  not  every  man 
on  his  own  things,  &c.  Let  this  mind 
be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ, 
&c.  He  humbled  himself,  &c.  Work 
out  vour  own  salvation  with  fear  and 
trembling.— Phil.  ii.  3—5.  8.  12. 

Not  as  though  I  were  already  per- 
fect, but  I  press  forward,  &c. — Phil, 
iii.  12—14. 

1  know  both  how  to  be  abased,  and 
I  know  how  to  abound :  every  where, 
and  in  all  things,  I  am  instructed, 
&c.— Phil.  iv.  12. 

Charge  them  that  are  rich  that  they 
benot  high-minded,  &c.— 1  Tim.  vi.  17. 

Put  on  therefore,  as  the  elect  of 
God,  holy  and  beloved,  &c.  humble- 
ness of  mind,  meekness,  &c. — Col. 
iii.  12. 

If  any  man  teach  otherwise,  &c.  he 
is  proud,  knowing  nothing,  doting, 
&c. — 1  Tim.  vi.  3,  4. 

Let  us  therefore  fear,  lest  a  pro- 
mise being  left  of  entering  into  his 
rest,  any  of  you  should  seem  to  come 
short  of  it. — Heb.  iv.  1. 

The  rich,  in  that  he  is  made  low ; 
because,  as  the  flower  of  the  grass,  he 
shall  pass  away. — ^James  i.  10,  11 ; 
Isa.  xt.  6—8 :  1  Pet.  i.  24. 

Have  not  the  faith  of  our  Lord  Je- 
sus with  respect  of  persons.  For  if 
there  come  unto  your  assembly  a  man 
with  a  gold  ring,  in  goodly  apparel ; 
and  there  come  in  also  a  poor  man, 
in  vile  raiment ;  and  ye  have  respect 
to  him  that  weareth  the  gay  clothing, 
and  say  unto  him,  Sit  thou  here,  in  a 
good  place,  (or  well,  or  seemly ;)  and 
say  unto  the  poor,  Stand  thou  there, 
or  sit  here  under  my  footstool;  are 
you  not  then  partial  in  yourselves? 
&c.  Hath  not  God  chosen  the  poor  of 
this  world,  rich  in  faith?  &c.  Ye  have 
despised  the  poor. — James  ii.  1 — 6. 

My  brethren,  be  not  many  masters ; 
knowing  that  we  shall  receive  the 
greater  condemnation.     For  u\  vaaja.^ 
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things  we  offend  ally  &c. — James  iii. 
1,2. 

God  resisteth  the  proud,  but  giveth 
grace  unto  the  humble.  Submit  your- 
selves therefore  to  God,  &c.  humble 
yourselves  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
and  he  shall  lifl  you  up. — James  iv. 
6,  7.  10. 

All  flesh  is  as  grass,  and  all  the 
glory  of  man  as  the  flower  of  grass. 
The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fall-, 
eth.— 1  Pet.  i.  24. 

Likewise,  ye  younger,  submit  your- 
selves unto  the  elder :  yea,  all  of  you 
be  subject  one  to  another,  and  be 
clothed  with  humility ;  for  God  re- 
sisteth the  proud,  and  giveth  grace 
to  the  humble.  Humble  yourselves 
therefore  under  the  mighty  hand  of 
God,  that  he  may  exalt  you  in  due 
time. — 1  Pet.  v.  5,  6. 

Thou  sayest,  I  am  rich,  and  in- 
creased with  goods,  and  have  need 
of  nothing:  and  knowest  not  that 
thou  art  wretched,  and  miserable,  and 
poor,  and  blind,  and  naked. — Rev. 
111.  17. 

Sect.  12. — The  Excellence  of  Meek- 
ness  and  Patience:  the  Encourage- 
ments  thereto, 

Simeon  and  Levi  are  brethren :  in- 
struments of  cruelty,  for  their  swords 
are  weapons  of  violence:)  O  my 
soul,  come  not  thou  into  their  secret, 
&c.  for  in  their  anger  they  slew  a 
man ;  and  in  their  self-will  they  dig- 
ged down  a  wall.  Cursed  be  their 
anger,  for  it  was  fierce ;  and  their 
wrath,  for  it  was  cruel. — Gen.  xlix. 
5 — 7 ;  xxxiv.  25 — ^27. 

Now  the  man  Moses  was  very  meek, 
above  all  the  men  on  the  fiice  of  the 
earth. — Numb.  xii.  3. 

When  Eli  had  charged  Hannah 
with  drunkenness,  she  meekly  an- 
swered. No,  my  lord,  &c. — 1  Sam.  i. 
15—17. 

David  had  rashly  and  hastily  re- 
solved to  have  avenged  himself  upon 
Nabal  and  his  house :  and  he  blessed 
God  for  Abigail's  counsel,  which  hin- 
dered  Jiim.—l  Sam.  xxv.  22.  32—34. 


With  the  froward  thon  wilt  shew 
thyself  unsavoury,  (or  thou  wilt 
wrestle.) — 2  Sam.  xxii.  27. 

The  meek  shall  eat,  and  be  satis- 
fied.— Ps.  xxii.  26. 

The  meek  will  he  guide  in  judg- 
ment, and  the  meek  will  he  teach  his 
way. — Ps.  xxv.  9. 

Fret  not  thyself  because  of  evil 
doers;  neither  be  thou  envious  against 
the  workers  of  iniquity.  Fret  not. 
Sec.  because  of  the  man  who  bringeth 
wicked  devices  to  pass,  &c.  Cease 
from  anger,  and  forsake  wrath :  fret 
not  thyself  in  any  wise  to  do  evil,  &c. 
But  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  earth. 
— Ps.  xxxvii.  1.  7,  8.  11. 

The  earth  feared,  &c.  when  Grod 
arose  to  judgment  to  save  all  the  meek 
of  the  earth.

A  sofl  answer  tnmeth  away  wrath, 
but  grievous  words  stir  up  anger,  &c. 
A  wrathful  man  stirreth  up  strife; 
but  he  that  is  slow  to  anger  appeaaeth 
strife. — Prov.  xv.  1.  18. 

A  froward  man  soweth  strife,  &c. 
He  that  is  slow  to  anger,  is  better 
than  the  mighty :  and  he  that  ruleth 
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bis  spirit,  than  he  that  taketh  a  cify. 
— Prov.  xvi.  28.  32 ;  xxv.  28. 

The  be^nning  of  strife  is  as  when 
one  letteth  out  water,  &c.  He  that 
hath  a  froward  heart,  findeth  no  good : 
and  he  that  hath  a  perverse  tongue, 
ialleth  into  mischief. — Prov.  xvii.  14. 
20. 

The  discretion  of  a  man  deferreth 
his  anger :  and  it  is  his  glory  to  pass 
over  a  transgression,  &c.

is  a  fool.  In  the  multitude  of  words 
there  wanteth  not  sin;  but  he  that 
refraineth  his  lips,  is  wise.

He  that  speaketh  truth  sheweth 
forth  righteousness,  &c.  Lying  lips

He  that  keepeth  his  mouth,  kecp- 
eth  his  life  :  but  jie  that  openeth  wide 
his  lips,  shall  have  destruction,  kc.

A  sofl  answer  turneth  away  wrath : 
but  grievous  words  stir  up  anger. 
The  tongue  of  the  wise  useth  know- 
ledge aright :  but  the  mouth  of  fools 
poureth  out  foolishness,  &c.  A  whole- 
some tongue  is  a  tree  of  life  :  but  per- 
verseness  therein  is  a  breach  in  the 
spirit,  &c.  The  lips  of  the  wise  dis- 
perse knowledge,  &c.  A  man  hath 
joy  by  the  answer  of  his  mouth  :  and 
a  word  spoken  in  due  season,  how 
good  is  it  ?  The  heart  of  the  righteous 
studieth  to  answer :  but  the  mouth  of 
the  wicked  poureth  out  evil  things. — 
Prov.  XV.  1,  2.  4.  7.  23.  28. 

Righteous  lips  are  the  delight  of 
kings :  and  they  love  him  that  speak- 
eth right,  &c.  The  heart  of  the  wise 
tcacheth  bis  mouth,  and  addeth  learn- 
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ing  unto  his  lips.  Pleasant  words  are 
as  an  honey-comb,  sweet  to  the  soul. 
— Prov.  xvi.  13.  23,  24. 

Excellent  speech  becometh  not  a 
fool :  much  less  do  lying  lips  a  prince. 
He  that  hath  a  perverse  tongue,  fall- 
eth  into  mischief,  &c.  He  that  hath 
knowledge,  spareth  his  words,  &c. 
Even  a  fool,  when  he  holdeth  his 
peace,  is  counted  wise  :  he  that 
shutteth  his  lips,  is  esteemed  a  man 
of  understanding.

A  fool's  lips  enter  into  contention, 
and  his  mouth  calleth  for  strokes,  &;c. 
His  mouth  is  his  destruction,  and  his 
lips  the  snare  of  his  soul.  The  words 
of  a  talebearer  (or  whisperer)  are  aa 
wounds,  &c.  He  that  answereth  a 
matter  before  he  heareth ;  it  is  folly 
and  shame  unto  him,  &c.  Death  and

He  that  speaketh  lies  shall  not  es- 
cape, &c.  he  shall  perish.

A  word  fitly  spoken,  is  like  apples 
of  gold  in  pictures  of  silver.

The  words  of  a  wise  man's  month 
are  gracious,  Tor  grace,)  &c.  A  fool 
also  is  full  or  words :  a  man  cannot 
tell  what  shall  be.

The  words  of  the  wise  are  as  goads, 
and  as  nails  fastened  by  the  masters 
of  assemblies. — Eccles.  xii.  11. 

I  hearkened,  and  heard ;  but  they 
spake  not  aright,  &c.

They  bent  their  tongues  like  thar 
bow,  for  lieb :  but  they  are  not  valiant 
for  the  truth,  &c.  they  will  not  speak 
the  truth ;  they  have  taught  their 
tongue  to  speak  lies,  &c.

The  prudent  shall  keep  silence  in 
that  time,  for  it  is  an  evil  time. — 
Amos  V.  13. 

Keep  the  doors  of  thy  mouth  from 
her  that  lieth  in  thy  bosom. — Micah 
vii.  5. 

Speak  ye  every  man  the  truth  to 
his  neighbour. — Zech.  viii.  16. 

Let  your  communication  be  yea, 
yea ;  nay,  nay ;  for  whatsoever  is 
more  than  these  cometh  of  evil. —

How  can  ye,  being  evil,  speak  good 
things  ?  for  out  of  tne  abundance  of 
the  neart  the  mouth  speaketh.  A 
good  man,  out  of  the  good  treasure 
of  the  heart,  bringeth  forth  good 
things :  and  an  evil  man,  out  of  the 
evil  treasure  of  his  heart,  bringeth 
forth  evil  things.  But  I  say  unto 
you.

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Every  scribe  instracted^  &c.  is  like 
unto  a  man  that  is  an  householder, 
which  bringeth  forth,  &c.  both  new 
and  old.

Those  things  which  proceed  out  of 
the  mouth,  come  forth  from  the  heart, 
and  they  defile  the  man. — Matt  xv.  18. 

And  all  wondered  at  the  gracious 
words  which  proceeded  out  of  his 
mouth.

Peter  (too  rashly)  said  unto  Christ, 
Thoa  shalt  never  wash  my  feet —

Evil  communications  corrupt  good 
manners.

Wherefore  puttine  away  lying, 
speak  every  man  truth  with  his  neigh- 
bour, &c.  Let  no  corrupt  communi- 
cation proceed  out  of  your  mouth, 
but  that  which  is  good,  to  the  use  of 
edifying  (or  to  edify  profitably)  that 
it  may  minister  grace  unto  the  hearers : 
and  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
God,  &c.  Let  all  bitterness,  &c.  and 
clamour,  and  evil  speaking  be  pui 
a\niy.— Eph.  iv.  25.  29—31. 

But  fornication,  &c.  let  it  not  be 
once  named  amonest  you,  as  becometh 
saints;  neither  filthiness,  nor  foolish 
talking,  nor  jesting,  which  are  not 
convenient — ^£ph.  v.  3,  4. 

But  now  ye  also  put  off  all  these, 
&e.  blasphemy,  filthy  communication 
out  of  your  mouths.  Lie  not  one  to 
another,  &c. — Col.  iii.  8,  9. 

Let  your  speech  be  alway  with 
grace,  seasonea  with  salt,  that  ye  may 
know  how  ye  ought  to  answer  every 
man. — Col.  iv.  6. 

Neither  give  heed  to  fables.  Sec. 
which  minister  questions,  rather  than 
godly  edifying. — 1  Tim.  i.  4. 


They  learn  to  be  idle,  &c.  and  not 
only  idle,  but  tattlers  also,  and  busy- 
bodies;  speakin?  things  which  they 
ought  not. — 1  Tim.  v.  13. 

Doting  about  questions,  and  strifes 
of  words;  whereof  cometh  envy,  strife, 
railing,  &;c.  perverse  disputings  of 
men  of  corrupt  minds,  &c. — 1  Tim. 
vi.  4, 5. 

Charging  them  before  the  Lord, 
that  they  strive  not  about  words  to  no 
profit,  but  to  the  subverting  of  the 
hearers,  &c.  Shun  profane  and  vain 
babblings,  for  they  will  increase  unto 
more  ungodliness ;  and  their  word 
will  eat  as  doth  a  canker,  &c.  But 
foolish  and  unlearned  questions  avoid, 
knowing  that  they  do  gender  strifes. 
—2  Tim.  ii.  14. 16.  17.  23. 

In  all  things  shew  thyself  a  pat- 
tern, &c.  Sound  speech,  that  cannot 
be  condemned ;  that  he  that  is  of  the 
contrary  part  may  be  ashamed. — 
Titus  ii.  7,  8. 

Speak  evil  of  no  man,  to  be  no 
brawlers,  &c. — ^Titus  iii.  2. 

Let  every  man  be  swift  to  hear, 
slow  to  speak,  &c.  If  any  man  among 
you  seem  to  be  religious,  and  bridleth 
not  his  tongue,  but  deceiveth  his  own 
heart,  this  man's  religion  is  vain. — 
James  i.  19.  26. 

If  any  man  offend  not  in  word,  the 
same  is  a  perfect  man,  and  able  also 
to  bridle  ttie  whole  body.  Behold, 
we  put  bits  in  the  horses'  mouths,  kc. 
The  ships,  though  great,  &c.  yet  are 
they  turned  about  with  a  very  small 
helm  whithersoever  the  governor  list- 
eth  :  so  the  tongue  is  a  little  member, 
and  boasteth  great  things,  &c.  And 
the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a  world  of  ini- 
quity :  so  is  the  tongue  amongst  our 
members,  that  it  defiletli  the  whole 
body,  and  setteth  on  fire  the  course 
of  nature :  and  it  is  set  on  fire  of 
hell.  For  everv  kind  of  beasts,  &c. 
hath  been  tamed!  of  mankind ;  but  the 
tongue  can  no  man  tame :  it  is  an  un- 
ruly evil,  full  of  deadly  poison.  There- 
with bless  we  God,  even  the  Father: 
and  therewith  curse  we  men,  &c.  Out 
of  the  same  moutli  proceedeth  blessvu^

Wherefore  laying  aside  all  malice, 
&c.  and  evil  speaking. — 1  Pet.  ii.  1. 

Not  rendering,  &c.  railing  for  rail- 
ing: but  contrariwise,  blessing,  &c. 
He  that  will  love  life,  and  see  good 
days,  let  him  refrain  his  tongue  from 
evil,  and  his  lips  that  they  speak  no 
guile. — 1  Pet.  iii.  9,  10. 

But  these,  as  natural  brute  beasts, 
&c.  speak  evil  of  the  thines  that  they 
understand  not. — 2  Pet.  ii.  12. 

The  Lord,  &;c.  to  convince  all.  Sec. 
of  all  their  hard  speeches,  which  un- 
godly sinners  have  spoken  against 
him. — Jude  14, 15. 

All  liars  shall  have  their  part  in 
the  lake  which  bumeth,  &c.  and  there 
shall  in  no  wise  enter  in,  &c.  whoso- 
ever worketh  abomination,  or  maketh 
a  lie. — Rev.  xxi.  8.  27. 

Without  are  dogs,  &c.  and  whoso- 
ever loveth  and  maketh  a  lie. — Rev. 
xxii.  15. 

— To  confess  and  mourn  for 
Siny  depart  from  itj  and  watch 
against  it :  the  Arguments,  God's 
Complaint  against,  and  Reasoning 
with  Sinners:  his  Threatenings  and 
Judgments  against  Sin  and  Sinners. 

I.  Wfiat  Sin  is. 

By  the  law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin. — 
Rom.  iii.  20;  vii.  7.  13. 

Sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  law.

All  unrighteousness  is  sin. — 1  John 
V.  17. 

Whosoever  shall  keep  the  wliole 
law,  and  yet  offend  in  one  point,  he  is 
guilty  of  all. — James  ii.  10. 

II.  To  confess  our  Sins  unto  God; 
both  our  own  and  others ;  and  to 
mourn  for  them. 

And  Mobob  returned  unto  the  Lord, 


and  said,  O,  this  people  have  sinned 
a  great  sin,  and  have  made  them  gods 
of  gold,  &c. — Exod.  xxxii.  31 ;  Deut 
ix.  16.  18—20. 

And  Aaron  shall  lay  both  his  hands 
upon  the  head  of  the  live  goat,  and 
confess  over  him  all  the  iniquities  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  all  their 
transgressions,  and  all  their  sins,  &c. 
— Levit.  xvi.  21. 

If  they  shall  confess  their  iniauity, 
and  the  iniquity  of  their  fathers; 
with  their  trespasses  which  they  have 
trespassed  against  me :  and  that  also 
they  have  walked  contrary  unto  me, 
&c.  then  will  I  remember  my  cove- 
nant.— Levit.  xxvi.  40.  42. 

When  a  man  or  woman  shall  com- 
mit any  sin,  &c.  then  they  shall  con- 
fess their  sin  which  they  have  done. — 
Numb.  V.  6, 7. 

Joshua  said  unto  Achan,Give  glory 
to  the  God  of  Israel,  and  make  con* 
fession,  &c. — Josh.  vii.  19. 

And  David  said  unto  Nathan,  I 
have  sinned  against  the  Cbrd. — 2 
Sam.  xii.  13. 

David's  heart  smote  him,  &c.  And 
David  said  unto  the  Lord,  I  have 
sinned  greatly  in  that  I  have  done. — 
2  Sam.  xxiv.  10. 

Wicked  Ahab  by  his  mourning  kept 
off  the  threatened  judgments  m  his 
days. — 1  Kings  xxi.  27.  29. 

Ezra  said,  I  am  ashamed,  and  blusb 
to  lift  up  my  face  to  thee,  my  God : 
for  our  iniquities  are  increased  over 
our  head,  and  our  trespasses,  &c. — 
Ezra  ix.  5,  &;c. ;  x.  6 ;  2  Kings  xxii. 
11.  13.  19. 

Nehcmiah  confesseth  thus :  Both  I 
and  my  father's  house  have  sinned : 
we  have  dealt  very  corruptly  against 
thee,  and  have  not  kept,  &c. — Neh.  i. 
C,  7;  ix,  16,  &c. 

Job  saith,  I  have  sinned :  what 
shall  I  do  unto  thee,  O  thou  preserver 
of  men  ? — ^Job  vii.  20 ;  ix.  2,  3. 

If  any  say,  I  have  sinned,  and  per- 
verted that  which  was  right,  and  it 
profited  me  not;  he  will  deliver  his 
soul,  &c. — Job  XXX iii.  27,  28. 

Job  answered  the  Lord,  and  said. 
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Behold,  I  am  Tile :  what  shall  I  an- 
swer thee  ?  I  will  lay  mine  hand  upon 
my  mouth. — Job  xl.  3,  4. 

I  acknowledged  my  sin  unto  thee ; 
and  mine  iniquity  have  I  not  hid : 
I  said,  I  will  confess  my  transgres- 
sions unto  the  Lord;  and  thou  for- 
gavest  the  iniquity  of  my  sin. — Ps. 
zxxii.  5. 

I  will  declare  mine  iniquity :  I  will 
be  sorry  for  my  sin. — Ps.  xxxviii.  18. 

For  I  acknowledge  my  transgres- 
sions, and  my  sin  is  ever  before  me. 
Against  thee  only  have  I  sinned,  and 
done  this  evil  in  thy  sight,  &c. — Ps. 
li.  3—5. 

We  have  sinned  with  our  fathers : 
we  have  committed  iniquity,  &c. — 
Ps.  cvi.  6. 

Horror  hath  taken  hold  upon  me, 
because  of  the  wicked  that  forsake  thy 
law,  ice.  Rivers  of  water  run  down 
mine  eyes,  because  they  keep  not  thy 
law,  &c.  I  beheld  the  transgressors, 
and  was  grieved :  because  they  keep 
not  thy  word. — Ps.  cxix.<33. 136. 158; 
Neh.  xiii.  7,  8 ;  J^er.  ix.  1,  2 ;  Gen. 
xxxiv.  7 ;  Mark  iii.  5 ;  Jer.  xiii.  17 ; 
Ps.  cxxxix.  21, 22. 

If  thou  shouldest  mark  iniquities,  O 
Lord,  who  shall  stand? — Ps.  cxxx.  3. 

He  that  covereth  his  sins  shall  not 
prosper:  but  whoso  confesseth  and 
forsaketh  them,  shall  have  mercy. — 
Prov.  xxviii.  13. 

Our  transgressions  are  multiplied 
before  thee,  and  our  sins  testify 
against  us,  &c.  In  transgressing  and 
lying  against  the  Lord,  and  departing 
away  from  our  God,  &c. — Isa.  lix. 
12, 13. 

Behold,  thou  art  wroth,  for  we  have 
sinned,  &c.  We  are  all  as  an  unclean 
thins^ :  and  all  our  righteousnesses  arc 
as  filthy  rags,  &c. — Isa.  Ixiv.  5 — 7. 

Yet  thou  sayest.  Because  I  am 
innocent,  surelv  his  anger  shall  turn 
from  me.  Behold,  I  will  plead  with 
thee,  because  thou  sayest,  I  have  not 
sinned. — Jer.  ii.  35. 

Go,  and  proclaim  these  words,  &c. 
Return,  thou  backsliding  Israel,  saith 
the  Lord :  I  will  not  cause  my  anger 


to  fall  upon  you,  &c.  Only  acknow- 
ledge thine  iniquity,  that  thou  hast 
transgressed  against  the  Lord  thy 
God,  and  hast  scattered  thy  ways,  &c. 
— Jer.  iii.  12,  13 ;  1  Sam.  xii.  9,  10. 
If  ye  will  not  hear  it,  my  soul  shall 
weep  in  secret  places  for  your  pride, 
and  mine  eyes  shall  weep  sore.---Jer. 
xiii.  17. 

0  Lord,  though  our  iniquities  tes- 
tify against  us,  do  thou  it  for  thy 
name's  sake :  for  our  backslidings  are 
many ;  we  have  sinned  against  thee, 
&c.  We  acknowledge,  O  Lord,  our 
wickedness,  and  the  iniquity  of  our 
fathers:  for  we  have  sinned  against 
thee. — Jer.  xiv.  7.  20. 

The  Lord  is  righteous,  for  I  have 
rebelled  against  bis  commandment,

Ye  shall  remember  your  ways,  &c. 
and  ye  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your 
own  sight,  for  all  your  evils  that  ye 
have  committed. — Ezek.  xx.  43;  xvi. 
63. 

1  prayed  unto  the  Lord  my  God, 
and  made  my  confession,  &c.  We 
have  sinned,  and  have  committed  ini- 
quity, &c. — Dan.  ix.  3 — 6.  15. 

1  will  go  and  return  to  my  place  till 
they  acknowledge  their  oflcnce,  and 
seek  my  face. — Hosca  v.  15. 

Turn  ye  unto  me  with  all  your 
heart,  with  fasting,  with  weeping,  and 
witli  mourning.  Rend  your  hearts, 
and  not  your  garments. — Joel  ii.  12,

Blessed  are  thev  that  mourn,  for 
they  shall  be  comforted.

I  rejoice,  not  that  ye  were  made 
sorry,  but  that  ye  sorrowed  to  re- 
pentance :  for  ye  were  made  sorry 
after  a  godly  manner,  (or  according  to 
God,)  £c.  For  godly  sorrow  worketh 
repentance  to  salvation  not  to  be  re- 
pented of:  but  the  sorrow  of  the 
world  worketh  death,  &c.  Ye  sor- 
rowed after  a  godly  sort,  what  care- 
fulness it  wrought  in  you,  yea,  what 
clearing  of  yourselves;  yea,  what 
indignation,  yea,  what  fear,  yea, 
what  vehement  desire,  yea,  what  zeal, 
yea,  what  revenge ! — 2  Cor.  vii.  9 — 
11. 

And  lest  when  I  come  again,  my 
God  will  humble  me  among  you,  and 
that  I  shall  bewail  many  which  have 
sinned  already,  &c. — 2  Cor.  xii.  21. 

Many  walk,  of  whom  I  have  told 
you  often,  and  now  tell  you  weeping, 
that  they  are  the  enemies,  &c. — Phil,

Delivered  just  Lot,  vexed  with  the 
filthy  conversation  of  the  wicked ;  for 
that  righteous  man  dwelling  amongst 
them,  m  seeing  and  hearing,  vexed 
his  righteous  soul  from  day  to  day 
with  their  unlawful  deeds.

Thsrb  shall  not  be  found  among  you, 
&c.  that  useth  divination,  or  an  ob- 
server of  times,  or  an  enchanter,  or  . 
a  witch,  or  a  charmer,  or  a  consnlter 
with  familiar  spirits,  &c.  All  that  do 
these  things  are  an  abomination  unto 
the  Lord,  &c. — Deut.  xviiL  10 — ^12. 
14. 

When  Adam  had  sinned,  he  hid 
himself,  was  afraid,  because  naked. — 
Gen.  iii.  8.  10 ;  Exod.  xxxii.  25. 

Abimelech  said  unto  Isaac,  What 
is  this  thou  hast  done  unto  as?  one 
of  the  people  might  lishtly  have  lain 
with  thy  wife,  and  Siou  shouldest 
have  brought  guiltiness  upon  ns. 
And  Abimelech  charged  all  nis  peo- 
ple, saying.  He  that  toucheth  this 
man  or  his  wife  shall  surely  be  pat 
to  death. — Gen.  xxvi.  10, 11 ;  xx.  2,

I  kept  myself  from  mine  iniquity. — 
Ps.  xviii.  23. 

I  have  hated  the  congregation  of 
evil  doers,  &c.  I  will  wash  mine 
hands  in  innocency,  and  so  will  I 
compass  thine  altar,  O  Lord. — Ps.

Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good. —

O  Jerusalem,  wash  thine  heart  from 
wickedness,  that  thou  mayest  be  sav- 
ed :  how  long  shall  thy  vain  thoughts 
lodge  within  thee  ?  &c.  Thy  way 
and  thy  doings  have  procured  these 
things  unto  thee  :  this  is  thy  wicked- 
ness, because  it  is  bitter,  because  it 
reacheth  unto  tliine  heart.

Awake  to  righteousness,  and  sin 
not,  kc.  The  sting  of  death  is  sin. —

What  fellowship  hath  righteous- 
ness with  unrighteousness  ?  and  what 


communion  hath  light  with  darkness?

She  that  liveth  in  pleasure,  is  dead 
while  she  liveth,  kc.

The  children  of  Israel  murmured 
against  Moses  and  against  Aaron; 
and  said,  Would  God  we  had  died  in 
the  land  of  Egypt,  &c.  Wherefore 
hath  the  Lord  brought  us  unto  this 
land  to  fall  by  the  sword,  that  our 
wives  and  children  should  be  a  prey  ? 
&c.  Let  us  make  us  a  captain,  and  let 
us  return,  &c.

But  your  little 
ones,  which  ye  said  should  be  a  prey, 
them  will  I  bring  in,  and  they  shall 
know  the  land  which  ye  have  de- 
spised, &c.  Those  who  brought  up 
tne  evil  report  upon  the  land,  died  of 
the  plague,  &c. — Numb.  xiv.  1 — 4. 
11, 12.  23.  29.  31,  32.  36,  37. 

Korah  and  his  company,  for  rebel- 
ling against  Moses,  and  against 
Aaron,  were  swallowed  up  of  the 
earth,  &c.  The  people  murmured 
against  Moses  for  this :  and  God  sent 
the  plague  amongst  them. — Numb, 
xvi.  1—3.  30—33.  41.  45,  46. 

Aaron  and  Moses  both  died,  and 
were  not  sufiered  to  enter  into  the 
land,  because  they  rebelled  against 
God's  word  at  the  waters  of  Meribah. 
—Numb.  XX.  12.  23,  24;  Deut.  iii. 
27;  xxxii.  48—51;  iv.  21,  22. 

O  that  there  were  such  a  heart  in 
them,  that  they  would  fear  me,  &;c. — 
Deut.  V.  29. 

The  people  spake  against  God, 
and  agamst  Moses :  Wherefore  have 
ye  brought  us  up  out  of  Egypt,  to  die 
in  the  wilderness?  for  there  is  no 
bread,  neither  is  there  any  water; 
and  our  soul  loatheth  this  light  bread. 
And  the   Lord   sent    fiery  ser^rents 
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among  the  people,  and  thejr  bit  the 
people,  and  much  people  of  Israel 
died. — Numb.  xxi.  5,  6. 

The  people  began  to  commit  whore- 
dom with  the  daughters  of  Moab,  &c. 
and  bowed  down  to  their  gods,  &c. 
And  the  anger  of  the  Lord  was  kin- 
dled against  Israel,  and  there  was 
a  plague  amongst  them,  whereof 
twenty  and  four  thousand  died. —

If  thou  wilt  not  hearken  unto  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  observe 
to  do  all  his  commandments,  and 
his  statutes,  which  I  command  thee 
this  day  ;  all  these  curses  shall  come 
upon  thee,  and  overtake  thee ;  cursed 
shalt  thou  be  in  the  city,  and  cursed 
shalt  thou  be  in  the  6eld,  &c. — Deut.

Do  ye  thus  requite  the  Lord,  O  fool- 
ish people  and  unwise  ?  Is  not  he  thy 
father?  &c. — Deut.  xxxii.  6.  32,  &c. 

Achan  sinned  in  taking  the  cursed 
thing ;  and  the  anger  of  the  Lord  was 
kindled  against  the  children  of  Israel, 
See,  and  the  men  of  Ai  smote  of 
them,  &c.  The  Lord  said,  &c. 
Neither  will  I  be  with  you  any  more, 
except  ye  destroy  the  accursed  from 
among  yoo.  Up,  &c.  And  God  said. 
He  that  is  taken  with  the  accursed 
thing' shall  he  burnt  with  fire,  he  and 


all  that  he  hath|  became  he  hath 
transgressed,  &c.  And  accordingly, 
Achan  and  his  were  stoned  and  burnt.

God's  judgments  upon  the  Philis- 
tines while  they  kept  tne  ai^  of  God 
amongst  them. — 1  Sana.  v.  6,  &c. 

He  smote  the  men  of  Bethshemesb, 
because  they  had  looked  into  the  ark 
of  the  Lord,  &c.  fifty  thousand  and 
threescore  and  ten  men. — 1  SaiB«  vi. 
19. 

The  elders  of  Israel  came  to  Sa- 
muel, and  said.  Make  us  a  king  to 
judge  us,  like  all  the  nations,  fcc. 
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And  the  Lord  said  unto  Samuel,  &;c. 
Thej  have  not  rejected  thee,  but  they 
have  rejected  me,  that  I  should  not 
reign  over  them,  &;c.  And  God  said, 
Ye  shall  cry  out,  because  of  your 
king,  &c.  and  the  Lord  will  not  hear 
you  in  that  day. — 1  Sam.  viii.  4,  5. 7. 
18,19;  X.  19. 

The  Lord  sent  thunder  and  rain  In 
wheat  harvest;  and  all  the  people 
greatly  feared  the  Lord  and  Samuel. 
We  have  added  unto  all  our  sins 
this  evil,  to  ask  us  a  king,  &c.  If  ye 
shall  still  do  wickedly,  ye  shall  be 
consumed,  both  ye  and  your  king. — 
1  Sam.  xii.  17— 19.  25. 

Saul  offered  sacrifice  himself,  kc. 
Samuel  said  to  him.  Thou  hast  done 
foolishly,  &c.  but  now  thy  kingdom 
shall  not  continue. — 1  Sam.  xiii.  9, 
10.  13, 14. 

Samuel  said  unto  Saul,  Because 
thou  hast  reiected  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  he  hatn  also  rejected  thee  from 
being  king. — 1  Sam.  xv.  9.  11.  17. 
22,  23.  28. 

The  Lord  also  took  away  his  Spirit 
from  Saul,  and  an  evil  spirit  from 
the  Lord  troubled  him. — 1  Sam.  xvi. 
1. 14;  xix.  9. 

And  when  Saul  inquired  of  the 
Lord,  the  Lord  answered  him  not, 
neither  by  dreams,  nor  by  Urim,  nor 
by  prophets,  &c.  Then  he  goes  to  a 
fiimiliar  spirit,  &c.  Samuel  said,  Why 
hast  thou  disquieted  me,  &c.  And 
Saul  said,  Ood  is  departed  from  me, 
and  answereth  me  no  more,  &c.  The 
Lord  hath  rent  the  kingdom  out  of 
thine  hand :  because  thou  obeyedst 
not  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  nor  execut- 
edst  his  fierce  wrath  upon  Amalek; 
therefore  hath  the  Lord  done  this 
thing  unto  thee  this  day,  &c. — 1  Sam. 
xxvuL  6,  7. 15—19;  2  Chron.  x.  13, 
14. 

Uzzah  put  forth  his  hand  to  the 
ark  of  God,  and  took  hold  of  it,  &c. 
and  the  anger  of  the  Lord  was  kin- 
dled against  Uzzah ;  and  God  smote 
him  there  for  his  error,  (or  rashness,) 
and  there  he  died,  &c.  Michal,  Da- 
vid's wife,  despised  David  for  his 


dancing  before  the  ark,  &c.  therefore 
she  had  no  child  unto  the  day  of  her 
death,  &c.— 2  Sam.  vi.  6— 8.'l6. 23. 

David's  sin  in  the  matter  of  Uriah's 
wife,  &c.  displeased  the  Lord.  — 
2  Sam.  xi.  27. 

And  Nathan  said  unto  David,  &c. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  I 
anointed  thee  king  over  Israel,  &c. 
and  if  that  had  been  too  little,  I  would 
moreover  have  given  unto  thee  such 
and  such  things :  wherefore  hast  thou 
despised  the  commandment  of  the 
Lord,  to  do  evil  in  his  sight?  that 
thou  hast  killed  Uriah,  kc.  Now 
therefore  the  sword  shall  never  depart 
from  thy  house,  &c.  Behold,  I  will 
raise  up  evil  against  thee  out  of  thine 
own  house  ;  and  I  will  take  thy 
wives  before  thine  eyes,  and  give 
them  unto  thy  neighbour,  and  he  snail 
lie  with  thy  wives  in  the  sight  of  this 
sun,  &c.  The  child  also  shall  surely 
die,  &c.  And  the  child  died. — 2  Sam. 
xii.  7—12.  14.  18. 

Then  Amnon,  David's  son,  forceth 
Tamar,  sister  of  Absalom,  &c.  And 
Absalom  killeth  Amnon. — ^2  Sam.  xiii. 
11—14.  28,  29. 

Absalom  conspireth  against  David, 
and  rebels. — 2  Sam.  xv. 

Absalom  went  in  unto  his  father's 
concubines,  in  the  sight  of  all  Israel. 
—2  Sam.  xvi.  21,  22. 

Ahithophel's  wickedness  in  adher- 
ing to  Absalom  against  David;  and 
his  wicked  counsels  are  punished,  by 
his  being  rejected  and  given  up  to 
hang  himself. — 2  Sam.  xvii.  1 — 3. 23. 

Absalom  is  slain  himself. — 2  Sam. 
xviii.  14,  15. 

There  was  a  famine,  &o.  And  Da- 
vid inquired  of  the  Lord:  and  the 
Lord  answered,  It  is  for  Saul,  and  for 
his  bloody  house;  because  he  slew 
the  Gibeonites,  &c.  The  children  of 
Israel  had  sworn  imto  them :  and  Saul 
sought  to  slay  them  in  his  zeal.-^ 
2  Sam.  xxi.  1,  2;  Josh.  ix.  15. 

And  the  anger  of  the  Lord  was 
kindled  against  Israel,  &c.  David  said, 
Go,  number  ye  the  people,  &c.  So  the 
Lord  sent  a  pestilence  u^iv  l^'WksX.j 
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&c.  and  there  died  seventy  thousand 
men. — 2  Sam.  xxiv.  1,  2. 15. 

Adonijah  put  to  deadi  by  Solomon*s 
order;  and  Joab  for  his  sin  in  kill- 
ing of  Abner,  and  Amasa  also  put  to 
death  :  and  Shimei  also  put  to  death 
for  his  cursing  of  David. — 1  Kings 
ii.  24,  25.  28.  31—34.  36.  46. 

If  you  shall  at  all  turn  from  follow- 
ing of  me,  you  or  your  children ;  and 
will  not  keep  my  commandments,  &c. 
then  will  I  cut  off  Israel  out  of  the 
land  which  I  have  given  them :  and 
this  house,  which  I  have  hallowed  for 
my  name,  will  I  cast  out  of  my  sight ; 
and  Israel  shall  be  a  proverb,  and  a 
by-word,  &c. — 1  Kings  ix.  6—8. 

And  the  Lord  was  angry  with  Solo- 
mon, because  his  heart  was  turned 
from  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  which 
had  appeared  unto  him  twice,  &c. 
Wherefore  the  Lord  said  unto  Solo- 
mon, Forasmuch  as  this  is  done  of 
thee,  and  thou  hast  not  kept  my  cove- 
nant, &c.  I  will  surely  rend  the  king- 
dom from  thee,  and  will  give  it  to  thy 
servant. — 1  Kings  xi.  9—11. 

It  was  charged  me  by  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  saying,  Eat  no  bread,  &c. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Forasmuch  as 
thou  hast  disobeyed  the  mouth  of  the 
Lord,  Sec.  and  hast  eaten  bread,  and 
drank  water,  £cc.  thy  carcase  shall 
not  come  unto  the  sepulchre  of  thy 
fathers,  &c.  A  lion  met  him  by  the 
way,  and  slew  him,  &c.  It  is  the  man 
of  God.— 1  Kings  xiii.  8,  9.  21,  22. 
24.26. 

Tell  Jeroboam,  &c.  Forasmuch  as 
I  have  exalted  thee  from  among  the 
people,  and  made  thee  prince,  &c.  yet 
thou  hast  done  evil  above  all  that 
were  before  thee ;  for  thou  hast  gone 
and  made  thee  other  gods,  &c.  There- 
fore, behold,  I  will  bring  evil  upon 
the  house  of  Jeroboam,  and  will  cut 
off  from  Jeroboam  him  that  pisseth 
against  the  wall,  &c.  Him  that  dieth 
of  Jeroboam  in  the  city,  shall  the 
dogs  eat ;  and  him  that  dieth  in  the 
field,  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air  eat ; 
for  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. — 1  Kings 
jr/V,  7—22, 


Baasha  smote  all  the  house  of  Je- 
roboam ;  he  left  not  to  Jeroboam 
any  that  breathed,  until  he  had  dcr 
stroyed  him ;  according  to  the  saying 
of  the  Lord,  &c.  Because  of  the  sins 
of  Jeroboam,  which  he  had  sinned, 
and  by  which  he  made  Israel  to  sin. 
— 1  Kings  XV.  27.  29,  30;  2  Chron. 
xii.  1,  2.  4,  5. 

The  yery  like  threatening  did  God 
send  to  Baasha  for  his  sins,  &c.  and 
accordingly  executed  it  by  Zirori  his 
servant. — 1  Kings  xvi.  1—4.  9 — 13. 

God  threatens,  and  sends  a  famine 
in  Israel,  for  the  sins  of  Ahab,  &c. — 

1  Kings  xvii. 

He  killed  Naboth,  and  possessed 
his  vineyard,  &c.  Thus  saith  the  Lord, 
Hast  thou  killed,  and  also  taken  pos- 
session ?  &c.  In  the  place  where  dogs 
licked  the  blood  of  Naboth,  shall  dogs 
lick  thy  blood,  even  thine,  ice.  All 
this  is  executed  against  him,  Jezebel, 
and  Ahab's  house. — 1  Kings  xxi.  14. 
19.21—24;  XXU.38;  2  Kings  ix.  33. 
35.  37. 

Ahaziah  fell  down,  &c.  He  sent  to 
inquire  of  the  god  of  Ekron,  &c.  And 
the  Lord,  by  Elijah,  sends  thus :  Is 
it  not  because  there  is  not  a  Gk>d  in 
Israel,  that  ye  go  to  inquire  of  Baal- 
zebub,  the  God  of  Ekron?  Now  there- 
fore thus  saith  the  Lord,  Thou  shalt 
not  come  down  from  that  bed,  kc. 
but  shalt  surelv  die,  &c.  So  be  died 
according  to  tne  word  of  the  Lord. — 

2  Kings!  2-4.  6. 17. 

God  punished  Gehazi  for  his  covet- 
ousness  with  leprosy. — 2  Kings  v.  20, 
&c. 

So  it  was,  that  the  children  of  Is- 
rael had  sinned  against  the  Lord  their 
God,  &c.  and  walked  in  the  statutes 
of  the  heathen,  &c.  The  Lord  testi- 
fied against  them  by  all  the  prophets, 
all  the  seers,  saying.  Turn  ye  from 
your  ways,  &c.  Notwithstanding, 
they  would  not  hear,  but  hardened 
their  necks,  &c.  Therefore  the  Lord 
was  very  angry  with  Israel,  and  re- 
moved them  out  of  his  sight,  &c.  And 
the  Lord  rejected  all  the  seed  of  Is- 
rael, and  afflicted  them,  and  delivered 
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tbem  into  the  hand  of  spoilers,  until 
he  had  cast  them  out  of  his  sight. — 
2  Kings  xvii.  7, 8.  13—16. 18—20. 

Sennacherib  and  his  army  smitten, 
for  bis  blasphemy  and  pride.  —  2 
Kings  xix.  21—28.  35.  87. 

Because  Manasseb  king  of  Judah 
hath  done  these  abominations,  and 
bath  done  wickedly,  above  all  that 
the  Amorites  did,  &c.  and  hath  made 
Jadab  also  to  sin,  &c.  therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord  Gt>d  of  Israel,  Behold, 

1  am  bringing  such  evil  upon  Jerusa- 
lem and  Judah,  that  whosoever  hear- 
eth  of  it,  both  his  ears  shall  tingle, 
&c.  I  will  forsake  the  remnant  of 
mine  inheritance,  and  deliver  them 
into  the  hand  of  their  enemies,  &c. 
becaose  they  have  done  evil,  &c. — 

2  Kings  xxi.  11—15. 

The  Lord  tamed  not  from  the 
fierceness  of  his  great  wrath,  where- 
with bis  anger  was  kindled  against 
Judah,  because  of  all  the  provoca- 
tions that  Manasseb  had  provoked 
him  withal :  and  the  Lord  said,  I  will 
remove  Jadab  also  out  of  my  sight, 
as  I  have  removed  Israel;  and  will 
cast  off  this  city  Jerusalem,  which  I 
have  chosen ;  and  the  house  of  which 
I  have  said,  My  name  shall  be  there. 
—2  Kings  xxiii.  26, 27. 

Crod  accordingly  gives  them  up 
wholly  to  their  enemies. — 2  Kings 
xxiv;  XXV. 

Jehoram's  wickedness  surely  pu- 
nished by  the  Lord. — 2  Chron.  xxi. 
4.  a  11.  13,  &c. 

Uzziah  the  king,  when  he  was 
strong,  his  heart  was  lifted  up  to  his 
destruction,  &c.  He  went  into  the 
temple  of  the  Lord,  to  burn  incense : 
and  when  the  priests  withstood  him, 
be  was  wroth ;  and  while  he  was 
wroth  with  the  priests,  the  leprosy 
even  rose  up  in  bis  forehead,  &c.  The 
Lord  bad  smitten  him :  and  Uzziah 
the  king  was  a  leper  unto  the  day  of 
bis  dei&. — 2  Chron.  xxvi.  16—22. 

The  Lord  brought  Judah  low,  be- 
cause of  Ahaz,  &c.  for  he  made  Judah 
naked,  and  transgressed  sore  against 
the  Lord,  &c. — 2  Chron.  xxviii.  19. 


Moreover,  all  the  chief  of  the  priests 
and  the  people  transgressed  very  much, 
&c.  And  the  Lord  God  of  their  fathers 
sent  to  them  by  his  messengers,  &c. 
But  they  mocked  the  messengers  of 
God,  and  despised  his  words,  and 
misused  his  prophets,  until  the  wrath 
of  the  Lord  arose  against  his  people, 
till  there  was  no  remedy:  therefore 
he  brought  upon  them  the  king  of  the 
Chaldecs,  &c. — 2  Chron.  xxxvi.  14 — 
17;  Jer.xxxii.  31,32.34^-36;  xliv. 
2,  &c. 

The  Psalmist  reckons  up  the  several 
rebellions  of  Israel,  and  Uod's  jiids- 
ments  against  tbem  for  sin.-Ps.  Ixxviii. 

My  people  would  not  hearken  to 
my  voice,  and  Israel  would  none  of 
me:  so  I  gave  them  up  unto  their 
own  hearts'  lust,  &c.  O  that  my  peo- 
ple had  hearkened  unto  me !  &c.  — 
Ps.  Ixxxi.  11 — 13;  Dent.  V.  29;  xxxii. 
28—30. 

Israel's  behaviour  and  rebel]ions« 
together  with  God's  dealings  with 
them,  summed  up  by  the  Psalmist. — 
Ps.  cvi;  xcv.  9---11;  Ezek.  xx. 

Because  they  rebelled  against  the 
words  of  God,  and  contemned  the 
counsel  of  the  Most  High,  therefore 
he  brought  down  their  heart  with 
labour;  they  fell  down,  and  there 
was  none  to  help. — Ps.  cvii.  11,  12. 

How  lone:,  ye  simple  ones,  will  ye 
love  simplicity?  &c.  Turn  you  at  my 
reproof,  &c.  Because  I  have  called, 
and  ye  refused ;  I  have  stretched  out 
my  hand,  and  no  man  regarded ;  but 
ye  have  set  at  nought  all  my  counsel, 
and  would  none  of  my  reproof:  I 
also  will  laueh  at  your  calamity,  I 
will  mock  wnen  your  fear  coraeth : 
when  your  fear  cometh  as  a  desola- 
tion, &c.  Then  shall  they  call  upon 
me,  but  I  will  not  answer ;  they  snail 
seek  me  early,  but  they  shall  not  find 
me :  for  that  they  hated,  &c. — Prov. 
i.  22—30 ;  Zeeb.  vii.  9—13. 

Hear,  O  heavens,  &c.  I  have  nou- 
rished and  brought  up  children,  and 
they  have  rebelled  against  me.  The 
ox  knoweth  his  owner,  &c.  but  Israel 
doth  not  kuow  •,  lu^  \jeo^\^  ^^''^  '^^N. 
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consider,  &c.  Why  should  ye  be 
stricken  any  more?  ye  will  revolt 
more  and  more,  kc.  To  what  purpose 
is  the  multitude  of  your  sacrifices  unto 
me  ?  saith  the  Lord,  &c.  When  ye 
make  many  prayers,  I  will  not  hear 
you,  for  your  hands  are  full  of  blood. 
Wash  you,  make  you  clean,  &cc.  Come 
now,  and  let  us  reason,  &;c.  but  if  ye 
refuse,  and  rebel,  ye  shall  be  devoured 
with  the  sword,  &;c.  Ah,  I  will  ease 
me  of  mine  adversaries. — Isa.  i.  2,  3. 
6.  IL  15, 16. 18.  20.  23, 24. 

Therefore  thou  hast  forsaken  thy 
people,  because,  &;c.  their  land  is  full 
of  idols. — Isa.  ii.  6,  &c. 

Jerusalem  is  ruined,  and  Judah  is 
fallen,  because  their  tongue  and  their 
doings  are  against  the  Lord,  to  pro- 
voke the  eyes  of  his  glory.  Because 
the  daughters  of  Zion  are  haughty, 
and  walk  with  stretched  forth  necks, 
&;c.  therefore  the  Lord  shall  smite 
with  a  scab,  &c.  the  Lord  will  take 
away  the  bravery  of  their  tinkling  or- 
naments, &c. — Isa.  iii.  8.  16—24. 

Judge,  I  pray  you,  betwixt  me  and 
my  vineyard.  What  could  have  been 
done  more  to  my  vineyard,  that  I  have 
not  done  in  it?  wherefore,  when  I 
looked    that   it   should    bring   forth 

? rapes,  brought  it  forth  wild  grapes  ? 
will  take  away  the  hedge  thereof,  &c. 
The  prophet  pronounceth  many  woes 
against  several  sinners. — Isa.  v.  3—26. 

God  gave  up  Israel  to  hardness  and 
blindness  for  their  sins,  till  they  should 
be  laid  waste. — Isa.  vi.  10 — 12. 

God  threatens  Jacob  and  Israel  for 
their  pride  and  stoutness  of  heart, 
because  they  turned  not  unto  him  that 
smote  them.  Their  leaders  cause  them 
to  err,  that  he  will  cut  off,  &c.  And 
for  all  this,  his  anger  is  not  turned 
away. — Isa.  ix.  8 — §1. 

O  Assyrian,  &c.  I  will  send  him 
against  an  hypocritical  nation ;  and 
against  the  people  of  my  wrath  will 
I  give  him  a  charge,  to  take  the  spoil, 
&c. — Isa.  X.  5,  6. 

God's  great  judgments  threatened 
against  Babylon. — Isa.  xiii;  xiv.  4, 
^./  xlvjj. 


It  is  a  people  of  no  understanding : 
therefore  he  that  made  them  will  not 
have  mercy  on  them,  &c. — Isa.  xxvii. 
11. 

They  would  not  hear,  &c.  Ye  scorn- 
ful men,  &c.  ye  shall  be  trodden  down. 
— Isa.  xxviii.  12.  14.  18,  &c. 

The  Lord  said.  Forasmuch  as  this 
people  draw  near  with  their  mouth, 
&;c.  but  have  removed  their  heart  &r 
from  me;  and  their  fear  toward  me 
is  taught  by  the  precept  of  men; 
therefore,  &c.  the  wisdom  of  their 
wise  men  shall  perish;  and  the  un- 
derstanding of  their  prudent  men  ahall 
be  hid.  Woe  unto  them  that  seek 
deep,  to  hide  their  counsel  from  the 
Lord :  and  their  works  are  in  the  dark. 
— Isa.  xxix.  13 — 16;  xxiv.  6,  ice. 

God  threatens  Israel  for  leaning 
upon  Egypt  for  help,  and  not  hearken- 
ing to  stay  on  God. — Isa.  xxx.  1 — 17; 
xxxi.  1. 

This  people  have  I  formed  for  my- 
self, &c.  JBut  thoQ  hast  not  called 
upon  me,  O  Jacob :  but  thou  hast 
been  weary  of  me,  O  Israel.  Thou 
hast  not  brought  me  the  small  cattle, 
&;c.  but  thou  hast  made  me  to  serve 
with  thy  sins :  thou  hast  wearied  me 
with  thine  iniquities,  &c.  Thy  first 
father  hath  sinned,  and  thy  teachers, 
&c.  therefore  I  have  profaned  the 
princes  of  the  sanctuary;  and  have 
given  Jacob  to  the  curse,  and  Israel  to 
reproaches. — Isa.  xliii.21 — 24.27,28. 

0  that  thou  hadst  hearkened  to  my 
commandments ;  then  had  thy  peace 
been  as  a  river,  &c. — Isa.  xlviiL  18; 
Deut.  xxxii.  28—30. 

Your  iniquities  have  separated  be- 
tween you  and  your  God :  and  your 
sins  have  hid  his  face  from  yon,  that 
he  will  not  hear :  for  your  hands  are 
defiled  with  blood,  &c.  None  calleth 
for  justice. — Isa.  lix.  1,  &c. ;  1.  1,  2. 

1  have  spread  out  my  hands  all  the 
day  unto  a  rebellious  people,  which 
walketh  in  a  way  that  was  not  good, 
&c.  I  will  not  keep  silence ;  but  will 
recompense,  even  recompense  into 
their  bosom,  &c.  Ye  are  they  that 
forsake  the  Lord,  that  forget  my  holy 
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moaotain,  &c.  therefore  will  I  number 
you  to  the  sword,  &c. — Isa.  Ixy.  2, 3. 
6.  11,  12,  kc. ;  Rom.  z.  21. 

They  have  chosen  their  own  ways, 
and  their  soul  delighteth  in  their  abo- 
minations: I  also  will  choose  their 
delusions,  and  will  bring  their  fears 
upon  them;  because  when  1  called, 
none  did  answer,  &c.  but  they  did 
evil  before  mine  eyes,  &c. — Isa.  Ixvi. 
3,  4 ;  Jer.  xviii.  12, 13. 16,  17. 

What  iniquity  have  your  fathers 
found  in  me,  that  they  are  gone  far 
from  me  ?  &c.  Wherefore  will  I  yet 
plead  with  you,  saith  the  Lord ;  and 
with  your  children,  &c.  See  if  there 
be  such  a  thing.  Hath  a  nation 
changed  their  gods?  &c.  ^  But  my 
people  have  changed  their  glory,  &c. 
Be  astonished,  O  ye  heavens!  &c. 
They  have  forsisJ^en  me,  the  fountain, 
&c.  Hast  thou  not  procured  this  unto 
thyself?  &c.  Thine  own  wickedness 
shall  correct  thee,  and  thy  backsliding 
shall  reprove  tbee,  &c.  In  vain  have 
I  smitten  your  children ;  they  re- 
ceived no  correction,  &c.  Have  I 
been  a  barren  wilderness  ?  &c.  Can  a 
maid  forget  her  ornaments  ? — Jer.  ii. 
5.  ft— 13.  17.  19.  30—32 ;  Isa.  1.  1 ; 
Hosea  vii.  1, 2 ;  Isa.  xvii.  10 ;  Ezek. 
xxiv.  IS. 

And  I  saw,  when  for  all  the  causes 
whereby  backsliding  Israel  committed 
adultery,  I  had  put  her  away,  kc.  yet 
her  treacherous  sister  Judah  feared 
not,  but  went  and  played  the  harlot 
also,  &c.  Judah  nath  not  turned 
unto  me  with  her  whole  heart,  but 
feignedly. — Jer.  iii.  8 — 10. 

O  Jerusalem,  wash  thine  heart  from 
wickedness,  that  thou  mayest  be 
saved :  how  lone  shall  thy  vain 
thoughts  lodge  wimin  thee?  &c.  Thy 
way  and  thy  doings  have  procured 
the^  things  unto  thee:  this  is  thy 
wickedness,  because  it  is  bitter,  be- 
cause it  reacheth  unto  thine  heart. — 
Jer.  iv.  14.  18. 

How  shall  I  pardon  thee  for  this  ? 
Thy  children  have  forsaken  me,  and 
sworn  by  them  that  are  no  gods. 
When  I  bad  fed  them  to  the  full,  they 


then  committed  adultery,  and  as- 
sembled themselves  by  troops  in  the 
harlots'  houses :  thev  were  as  fed 
horses  in  the  mornmg,  every  one 
neighed  after  his  neighbour's  wife. 
Shall  I  not  visit  for  these  things? 
saith  the  Lord :  and  shall  not  my 
soul  be  avenged  on  such  a  nation  as 
this  ?  Go  ye  up  upon  her  walls,  and 
destroy,  &c.  Your  iniquities  have 
turned  away  these  things,  and  your 
sins  have  withholden  good  things 
from  you,  &c.  A  wonderful  and  hor- 
rible thing  is  committed  in  the  land : 
the  prophets  prophesy  falsely,  and  the 
priests  bear  rule  by  their  means,  and 
mv  people  love  to  have  it  so :  and 
what  will  ye  do  in  the  end  thereof? 
_Jer  V.  7—10.  25.  29-^1 ;  ix.  3— 
9;  Ezek.  xx.  15,  16. 

Thus  hath  the  Lord  of  hosts  said, 
&c.  Cast  a  mound  against  Jerusalem : 
this  is  the  city  to  be  visited,  she  is 
wholly  oppression  in  the  midst  of  her, 
&c.  Be  thou  instructed,  O  Jerusalem, 
lest  my  soul  depart  from  thee,  &c.  I 
will  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  the 
inhabitants  of  the  land,  saith  the 
Lord :  for  from  the  least  of  them, 
even  to  the  greatest  of  them,  every 
one  is  given  unto  covetousness ;  and 
from  the  prophet,  even  unto  the  priest, 
eyery  one  dcaleth  falsely,  &c.  Hear, 
O  earth :  Behold,  I  will  bring  evil 
upon  this  people,  &c. — Jer.  vi.  6.  8. 
12—16.  18,  19 ;  vii.  8,  &c. 

They  were  not  ashamed,  neither 
could  they  blush  :  therefore  shall  they 
fall,  &;c.— Jer.  viii.  12,  &c. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel, 
Cursed  be  the  man  that  obeyetb  not 
the  words  of  this  covenant.  They  are 
turned  back  to  the  iniquities  of  their 
forefathers,  which  refused  to  hear  my 
words.  Therefore,  thus  saith  the 
Lord,  Behold,  I  will  bring  evil  upon 
them,  which  they  shall  not  be  able  to 
escape:  and  though  they  shall  cry 
unto  mc,  I  will  not  hearken  unto 
them,  &c.  Therefore  pray  not  thou 
for  this  people,  for  I  will  not  hear 
thera,  &c. — Jer.  xi.  3.  10,  11.  14  j 
XXXV.  17;  xiv.  11,  12^  xviiu  17»

CHAP.  XIY. 


Their  tongue  is  as  an  arrow,  &c. 
Shall  I  not  visit  them  for  these  things? 
saith  the  Lord. — Jer.  ix.  8, 9. 
^  What  wilt  thou  say  when  he  shall 
punish  thee  ?  &c.  Snail  not  sorrows 
take  thee^  as  a  woman  in  travail  ?  &c. 
For  the  greatness  of  thine  iniquity 
are  thy  skirts  discovered,  &c.  Woe 
unto  thee,  &c.  Wilt  thou  not  be  made 
clean?  &c.— Jer.  xiii.  21,  22.  27; 
xiv.  11, 12. 

Though  Moses  and  Samuel  stood 
before  me,  yet  my  mind  could  not  be 
toward  this  people :  cast  them  out 
of  my  sight,  &c.  such  as  are  for  death, 
to  death,  &c.  Who  shall  have  pity 
upon  thee,  O  Jerusalem?  who  shall 
bemoan  thee?  &c.  Thou  hast  for- 
saken me,  saith  the  Lord. — Jer.  xv. 
1,  2.  5,  &c. 

Ye  have  done  worse  than  your 
fathers;  for,  behold,  ye  walk  every 
one  after  the  imagination  of  his  evil 
heart,  that  they  may  not  hearken  unto 
me :  therefore  will  I  cast  you  out  of 
this  land,  &c. — Jer.  xvi.  12,  &c. 

The  sin  of  Judah  is  written  with  a 
pen  of  iron ;  and  with  a  point  of  a 
diamond,  it  is  graven  upon  the  tables 
of  their  hearts,  &c. — Jer.  xvii.  1.  23. 
27. 

Return  ye,  &c.  And  they  said. 
There  is  no  ho{>e :  but  we  will  walk 
after  our  own  devices,  &c. — Jer.  xviii. 
11, 12.  15,  &c. 

The  land  is  full  of  adulterers :  for 
because  of  swearing  (or  cursing)  the 
land  mourneth ;  the  pleasant  places 
of  the  wilderness  are  dried  up. — Jer. 
xxiii.  10.  39,  40. 

As  the  evil  figs,  &c.  so  will  I  give 
the  king  and  his  princes,  and  the 
residue  of  Jerusalem  that  remain  in 
this  land,  and  them  that  dwell  in  the 
land  of  Egypt;  and  I  will  deliver 
them  to  be  removed  into  all  the  king- 
doms of  the  earth  for  their  hurt,  to 
be  a  reproach,  &c.  And  I  will  send 
the  sword,  the  famine,  and  the  pes- 
tilence among  them,  till  they  be  con- 
sumed from  off  the  land. — Jer.  xxiv. 
8—10;  XXV.  7— 11. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord,  If  they  will 


hearken,  and  turn  every  man  from  his 
evil  way,  that  I  may  repent  me  of  the 
evil  which  I  purpose  to  do  unto  them, 
because  of  the  evil  of  their  doings, 
&c.  If  ye  will  not  hearken,  &c.  then 
will  I  make  this  house  like  Shiloh ; 
and  will  make  this  city  a  curse  to  all 
the  nations  of  the  earth. — Jer.  xxvi. 
2—6. 

God  threatened  and  punished  many 
for  prophesying  falsely,  and  for  utter- 
ing lies  to  Israel. — Jer.  xxviii.  15-^ 
17 ;  xxix.  21.  31,  32. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Thy  bruise  is 
incurable,  &c.  for  the  multitude  of 
thine  iniquity ;  because  thy  sins  were 
increased,  I  have  done  these  things 
unto  thee. — Jer.  xxx.  12 — 15. 

Because  of  all  the  evil  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  &c.  this  city,  &c.  shall 
be  delivered  into  the  hand,  &c. — Jer. 
xxxii.  32.  36,  &c. ;  fulfilled,  xxxix. 

Ye  have  not  hearkened  unto  me,  in 
proclaiming  liberty  every  one  to  hb 
brother,  and  every  man  to  his  neigh- 
bour :  behold,  I  proclaim  a  liberty 
for  you,  saith  the  Lord,  to  the  sword, 
and  to  the  pestilence,  &c. — Jer. 
xxxiv.  17. 

This  Jerusalem,  &;c.  bath  changed 
my  judgments  into  wickedness,  more 
than  the  nations,  &c.  Therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord,  I,  even  I,  am  against 
thee,  &c.  therefore  the  fathers  shall 
eat  the  sons,  &c. — Ezek.  v.  5 — 10. 

When  God  had  shewed  Ezekiel 
Judah's  abominations,  he  saith  unto 
him,  Therefore  will  I  also  deal  in 
fury  :  mine  eyes  shall  not  spare,  nei- 
ther will  I  have  pity:  and  though 
they  cry,  &c.  yet  will  I  not  hear  them. 
— Ezek.  viii.  18 ;  ix.  8 — 10;  vii.  3, 4 
8,9. 

But  as  for  them  whose  heart  walk- 
eth,  &c.  I  will  recompense  their  way 
upon  their  own  head.  The  glory  of 
the  Lord  went  up  from  the  midst  of 
the  city.— Ezek.  xi.  21—23. 

When  the  land  sinneth  against  me 
by  trespassing  grievously,  then  will  I 
stretch  out  mine  hand  upon  it,  and 
will  break  the  staff  of  the  bread 
thereof,  and  will  send  famine  upon  it. 
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and  wiD  cot  ofF  man  and  beast  from 
it.  Though  these  three  men,  Noah, 
Daniel,  and  Job  were  in  it,  they 
shoald  deliver  but  their  own  souls, 
&c.— Ezek.  xiv.  13—20. 

Pride,  fulness  of  bread,  and  abun- 
dance of  idleness,  were  Sodom's  sins, 
for  which  God  took  her  away. — Ezek. 
xxi.  49,  50. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Ood,  Are  ye 
come  to  inquire  of  me  ?  As  I  live, 
saith  the  Lord  God,  I  will  not  be  in- 
quired of  by  you,  &c. — Ezek.  xx.  3, 4. 

God  reckons  up  many  sins  of  Jeru- 
salem, and  then  says,  Can  thine  heart 
endure?  Can  thine  hands  be  strong 
in  the  days  that  I  shall  deal  with  thee  ? 
I  the  Lon}  have  spoken  it,  and  will 
do  it :  and  I  will  scatter  thee,  &c. — 
Ezek.  xxii.  1 — 15. 

When  the  righteous  man  tumeth 
from  his  righteousness,  and  commit- 
teth  iniquity,  he  shall  even  die  there- 
by.—Ezek.  xxxiii.  12, 13.  18. 

The  heathen  shall  know,  that  the 
house  of  Israel  went  into  captivity 
for  their  iniquity,  because  they  tres- 
rassed  against  me;  therefore,  &;c. — 
Ezek.  xxxix.  23,  24. 

The  kings  of  Babylon  punished  for 
their  pride,  kc, — Dan.  iv.  31,32;  v. 

Let  her  therefore  put  away  her 
iprhoredoms  out  of  her  sight,  &c.  lest 
I  strip  her  naked,  and  set  her  as  in 
the  day  that  she  was  born,  Sec,  and  I 
wiU  not  have  mercy  upon  her  chil- 
dren, &c. — Hosea  ii.  2—5. 

The  Lord  hath  a  controversy  with 
the  land,  because  no  truth,  nor  mercy, 
nor  knowledge  of  God  is  in  the  land : 
by  swearing,  and  lying,  and  killing, 
and  stealing,  and  committing  adul- 
tery, they  break  out,  and  blood  touch- 
eth  blood:  therefore  shall  the  land 
mourn,  &c.  Ephraimisjoined  to  idols: 
let  him  alone. — Hosea  iv.  1 — 17. 

The  pride  of  Israel  doth  testify  to 
his  face:  therefore  shall  Israel  and 
Ephraim  fall  in  their  iniquity.  Judah 
also  shall  fall  with  them :  they  shall 

fo  with  their  flocks  and  with  their 
erds  to  seek  the  Lord:   but  they 
shall  not  find:   he  hath  withdrawn 


himself  from  them.  They  have  dealt 
treacherously  against  the  Lord. — 
Hosea  v.  5—7;  Zech.  vii.  11 — 13. 

They  consider  not,  &c.  now  their 
own  doings  have  beset  them  about, 
they,  &c.  Woe  unto  them,  for  they 
have  fled  from  me  ;  destruction  unto 
them,  because  tliey  have  transgressed, 
&c.  They  return,  but  not  to  the  Most 
High :  they  are  like  a  deceitful  bow: 
their  princes  shall  fall  by  the  sword, 
&c. — -Hosea  vii.  2. 13 — 16. 

Woe  to  them  when  I  depart  from 
them :  for  the  wickedness  of  their 
doings  I  will  drive  them  out  of  my 
house ;  I  will  love  them  no  more,  &c. 
— Hosea  ix.  12.  15. 

How  shall  I  give  thee  up,  Ephraim? 
how  shall  I  deliver  thee,  Israel  ?  how 
shall  I  make  thee  as  Admah  ?  &c. 
mine  heart  is  turned  within  me,  &c. — 
Hosea  xi.  8, 9 ;  vi.  4. 

They  hate  him  that  rebuketh  in 
the  gate  :  they  abhor  him  that  speak- 
eth  uprightly,  &c.  I  hate,  I  despise 
your  feast  days,  and  I  will  not  smell 
in  your  solemn  assemblies,  &c. — Amos 
V.  10—12.  21—23. 

Woe  to  them  that  are  at  ease  in 
Zion,  &c.  that  put  far  away  the  evil 
day,  &c.  that  lie  upon  beds  of  ivory, 
and  stretch  themselves  upon  their 
couches,  &c.  that  chant  to  the  sound 
of  the  viol,  and  invent  to  themselves 
instruments  of  music,  like  David : 
that  drink  wine  in  bowls,  &c.  but 
they  are  not  grieved  for  the  affliction 
of  Joseph  ;  therefore  now  shall  they 
go  captive,  &c.  I  abhor  the  excel- 
lency of  Jacob,  and  hate  his  palaces. 
— Amos  vi.  1.3— -8;  Isa.v.ll — 13,22. 

Though  they  dig  into  hell,  thence 
shall  mme  hand  take  them;  though 
they  climb  up,  &c.  thence  will  I,  &c. 
— Amos  ix.  2,  &c. 

They  shall  cry  unto  the  Lord,  but 
he  will  not  hear  them  ;  he  will  even 
hide  his  face  from  them :  as  they 
behaved  themselves  ill  in  their  doings, 
&c.  They  build  up  Zion  with  blood, 
and  Jerusalem  with  iniquity;  the 
heads  thereof  judge  for  reward,  and 
the  priests  thereof   tfi^cVi  ^<?i^  Vect^> 
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and  the  prophets  thereof  divine  for 
money ;  yet  will  they  lean  upon  the 
Lord,  and  say,  Is  not  the  Lord 
among  us  ?  none  evil  can  come  upon 
us:  tnerefore  shall  Zion  for  your 
sake  be  plowed  as  a  field,  and  tferu- 
salem  snail  become  heaps,  &c. — 
Micah  iii.  3—5.  10-:-12 :  i.  1—6. 

God  warned  Nineveh  of  her  deso- 
lation for  her  sins,  if  she  repented 
not. — Jonah  i.  2 ;  iii.  2 — 4. 

Hear  ye,  O  mountains,  the  Lord*s 
controversy,  &c.  for  the  Lord  hath  a 
controversy  with  his  people,  and  he 
will  plead  with  Israel ;  O  m v  people, 
what  have  I  done  unto  thee,  and 
wherein  have  I  wearied  thee  ?  testify 
against  me :  for  I  have  brought  thee 
up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  kc. 
There  are  yet  the  treasures  of  wicked- 
ness in  the  house  of  the  wicked,  &c. 
the  rich  men  thereof  are  full  of  vio- 
lence, &c.  therefore  also  will  I  make 
thee  sick,  &c. — Micah  vi.  2—4. 10 — 
18  ;  Amos  ii.  4,  &c. 

Several  woes  pronounced  against 

rrsons  for  divers  sins. — Hab.  ii.  6. 
12.15.  19:  Micah  ii.  1,  &c. 

I  will  punish  the  princes,  and  the 
kin^s  children,  and  all  such  as  are 
dotned  with  strange  apparel,  &c.  all 
those  who  leap  on  the  threshold, 
which  fill  their  masters'  houses  with 
violence  and  deceit,  &c.  I  will  punish 
the  men  that  are  settled  on  their  lees, 
and  say  in  their  heart,  the  Lord  will 
not  do  good,  neither  will  he  do  evil, 
&c.  and  I  will  bring  distress  upon 
men,  &c.  because  they  have  sinned, 
ice.  He  shall  make  a  speedv  riddance 
of  all  them  that  dwell  in  the  land. — 
Zeph.  i.  8,  9.  12.  17,  18. 

Is  this  a  time  for  you  to  dwell  in 

Sour  cieled  houses,  and  this  house 
e  waste?  &c.  Because  of  mine 
house  that  is  waste,  and  ye  run  every 
man  unto  his  own  house :  therefore 
the  heaven  over  you  is  stayed  from 
dew,  and  the  earth  is  stayed  from  her 
fruit,  and  I  called  for  a  drought  upon 
^he  land. — Hag.  i.  4.  9 — 11. 

Coursed  he  the  deceiver,  which  hath 
ur  his  £ock  B  male,  and  voweth  and 


sacrificeth  unto  the  Lord  a  corrupt 
thing. — Mai.  i.  14. 

I  will  be  a  swifl  witness  against 
the  sorcerers,  and  against  the  adul- 
terers, and  against  false  swearers,  and 
against  those  that  oppress  the  hire- 
ling in  his  wages,  the  widow  and  the 
fatnerless  :  that  turn  aside  the  stran- 
ger, &c.  Ye  are  gone  away  from 
mine  ordinances,  &c.  ye  are  cursed 
with  a  curse,  for  ye  have  robbed  me, 
&c.  your  words  have  been  stout 
against  me,  saith  the  Lord :  yet  ye 
say.  What  have  we  spoken  so  much 
against  thee?  ye  have  said.  It  is  in 
vain  to  serve  God,  &:c. — Mai.  iii.  5. 
7.  9. 13,  14. 

Behold,  the  day  cometh  that  shall 
burn  as  an  oven,  and  all  the  proud, 
yea,  and  all  that  do  wickedly,  shall 
be  stubble :  and  the  day  that  cometh 
shall  burn  them  up,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them  neither 
root  nor  branch. — Mai.  iv.  1. 

Christ  pronounceth  a  woe  against 
Chorazin,  Bethsaida,  and  Capernaum, 
for  not  repenting. — Matt.  xi.  21 — ^24 ; 
xii.  41,  42.  • 

Wherefore  ye  be  witnesses  unto 
yourselves,  that  ye  are  the  children 
of  them  which  killed  the  prophets : 
fill  ye  up  then  the  measure  of  your 
fathers.  Ye  serpents,  ye  generation 
of  vi{>ers,  how  can  ye  escape  the 
damnation  of  hell?  Wherefore  be- 
hold, I  send  unto  you  prophets,  and 
wise  men,  and  scribes,  ana  some  of 
them  ye  shall  kill  and  crucify,  and 
some  of  them  shall  ye  scourge  in  your 
synagogues,  and  persecute  uiem'from 
city  to  city ;  that  upon  you  may 
come  all  the  righteous  blood  shed 
upon  the  earth,  from  the  blood  of 
righteous  Abel,  unto  the  blood  of 
Zacharias,  &c.  whom  ye  slew  be- 
tween the  temple  and  the  altar. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you.  All  these 
things  shall  come  upon  this  genera- 
tion. O  Jerusalem  !  Jerusalem!  thou 
that  killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest 
them  which  are  sent  unto  thee,  how 
oflen  would  I  have  gathered  thy  chil- 
dren together?    &c.  and  ye  would 
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not:  behold  your  house  b  left  unto 
you  desolate. — Matt,  xxiii.  31 — 38. 

Ananias  and  Sapphira,  fer  their 
lying  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Herod, 
for  pride,  slain. — Acts  v.  5.  10 ;  xii. 
21—23;  xiii.  10,  11. 

Because  when  they  knew  God,  they 
glorified  him  not  as  God,  neither  were 
thankful,  &c.  wherefore  God  also 
gave  them  up  to  uncleanness,  through 
the  lusts  of  their  own  hearts,  to  dis- 
honour their  own  bodies  between 
themselves ;  who  changed  the  truth 
of  God  into  a  lie,  &c.  lor  this  cause 
God  gave  them  up  unto  vile  affections, 
&c.  God  gave  them  over  to  a  re- 
probate mind. — Rom.  i.  21,  &c. 

Thinkest  thou  this,  O  man,  that 
judgest  them  which  do  such  things, 
and  doest  the  same,  that  thou  shalt 
escape  the  judgment  of  God? — Rom. 
iL  3. 

We  are  sure  that  the  judgment  of 
Grod  is  according  to  truth,  against 
them  which  commit  such  things,  k.c, 
who  will  render  to  every  man  ac- 
cording to  his  deeds. — Rom.  ii.  2 — 6 ; 
Gal.  VI.  7,  8 :  Eph.  v.  5,  6;  Col.  iii. 
5,  6 ;  Heb.  xiii.  4. 

For  this  cause  many  are  weak  and 
sickly  among  you,  and  many  sleep, 
&C.— 1  Cor.  xi.  30,  31. 

The  apostle  reckons  up  some  of 
the  sins  and  punishments  of  Israel; 
and  concludes.  Now  all  these  things 
happened  unto  them  for  ensamples, 
and  they  are  written  for  our  admo- 
nition, upon  whom  the  ends  of  the 
world  are  come. — 1  Cor.  x.  6 — 11. 

Now  the  works  of  the  flesh,  &c. 
adultery,  &;c.  they  which  do  such 
things  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom 
of  God.— Gal.  V.  19—21 ;  1  Cor.  vi. 
9, 10 ;  Eph.  V.  5. 

If  we  sin  wilfully  after  that  we 
have  received  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth,  there  remaineth  no  more  sacri- 
fice for  sins,  but  a  certain  fearful 
looking  for  of  judgment,  and  fier^^ 
indignation,  which  shall  devour  the 
adversaries. — Heb.  x.  26,  27. 

If  any  shall  worship  the  beast,  &c. 
the  {same  shall  drink  of  the  wine 


of  the  wrath  of  God,  &c. — Rev.  xiv, 
9,  10. 

He  that  is  unjust,  let  him  be  un- 
just still :  and  he  which  is  filthy,  let 
him  be  filthy  still,  &c.  Behold,  I 
come  quickly,  &c. — Rev.  xxii.  11. 

The  great  judgments  denounced 
against  Babylon,  for  her  great  sins 
and  persecutions. — Rev.  xviii. 

See  more  on  the  Duty  of  Obedience 
in  this  cJiapter.

I.  To  own  and  confess  the  true  God 
and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  before 
Men. 

I  KNOW  that  mj  Redeemer  liveth, 
and  that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter 
day  upon  the  earth. — Job  xix.  25. 

I  will  speak  of  thy  testimonies  also 
before  kings,  and  will  not  be  ashamed, 
&c.  I  am  a  companion  of  all  them 
that  fear  thee. — Fs.  cxix.  46.  63; 
xvi.  2,  3. 

None  calleth  for  justice,  nor  any 
pleadeth  for  truth. — Isa.  lix.  4. 

Our  God  whom  we  serve,  is  able 
to  deliver  us  from  the  burning  fiery 
furnace ;  and  he  will  deliver  us  out 
of  thine  hand,  O  king :  but  if  not, 
be  it  known  unto  thee,  O  king,  that 
we  will  not  serve  thy  gods. — Dan.  iii. 
17,  18. 

When  Daniel  knew  that  the  writ- 
ing was  signed,  he  went  into  his 
house,  and  his  windows  being  open  in 
his  chamber  toward  Jerusalem,  he 
kneeled  upon  his  knees  three  times 
a  day,  ana  prayed,  and  gave  thanks 
before  his  God. — Dan.  vi.  10. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess 
me  before  men,  him  will  I  confess 
also  before  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven:  but  whosoever  shall  deny 
me  before  men,  him  will  I  also  deny 
before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 
—Matt.  X.  32,  33  :  Luke  xii.  8,  9. 

A  damsel  came  unto  Peter,  saylu^j,^ 
Thou  tt\ftO  Yf«a\.m\5cL  ^^%va  oH^^ii^^' 
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But  he  denied  before  them  all,  say- 
ing, I  know  not  what  thou  sayest,  &e. 
And  again  he  denied  with  an  oath, 
saying,  I  do  not  know  the  man^  &c. 
Then  began  he  to  curse  and  to  swear, 
saying,  I  know  not  the  man. — Matt. 
xxvi.  09,  70.  72.  74. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  be  a- 
shamed  of  me,  and  of  my  words,  in 
this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation, 
of  him  also  shall  the  Son  of  man  be 
ashamed,  when  he  cometh  in  the 
glory  of  his  Father  with  the  holy 
angels. — Mark  viii.  38. 

The  parents  of  the  blind  man  durst 
not  confess  Christ,  but  answered,  He 
is  of  age,  ask  him.  These  words 
spake  his  parents,  because  they  feared 
tne  Jews;  for  the  Jews  had  agreed 
already,  that  if  any  man  did  confess 
that  he  was  Christ,  that  he  should  be 
put  out  of  the  synagogue ;  therefore 
said  his  parents,  B^  is  of  age,  ask 
him,  &c.  But  the  son  confessed  him. 
—John  ix.  19—23.  30,  &c. 

Nevertheless  among  the  chief  rulers 
also  many  believed  on  him ;  but  be- 
cause of  the  Pharisees  they  did  not 
confess  him,  lest  they  should  be  put 
out  of  the  synagogue :  for  they  loved 
the  praise  of  men  more  than  the 
praise  of  God. — John  xii.  42, 43. 

Let  all  the  house  of  Israel  know 
assuredly,  that  God  hath  made  that 
same  Jesus,  whom  ye  have  crucified, 
both  Lord  and  Christ. — Acts  ii.  36. 

The  God  of  our  fathers  hath  glori- 
fied his  Son  Jesus,  whom  ye  deli- 
vered up,  &c.  but  ye  denied  the  Holy 
One  and  Just,  &c.  and  killed  the 
Prince  of  life,  &c. — Acts  iii.  13 — 15. 

Be  it  known  unto  you  all,  that  by 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth, 
whom  ye  crucified,  &c.  even  by  him 
doth  this  man  stand  before  you  whole. 
This  is  the  stone  which  was  set  at 
nought  by  you  builders,  &c.  We 
cannot  but  speak,  &c. — Acts  iv.  10, 
11.  20. 

Did  we  not  straitly  command  you, 

that  you  should   not  teach   in   this 

name  ?  Sec,  Then  Peter  and  the  other 

apostles  answered  and  said.  We  ought 


to  obey  God  rather  than  men :  the 
God  of  our  fathers  raised  up  Jesus 
whom  ye  slew,  &c.  Him  hath  God 
exalted  with  his  right  hand,  &c. — 
Acts  V.  28—31. 

Be  it  known  to  you  therefore,  men 
and  brethren,  that  through  this  man 
is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness 
of  sins. — Acts  xiii.  38. 

This  I  confess  unto  thee,  that  after 
the  way  which  they  call  heresy,  so 
worship  I  the  God  of  my  fathers. — 
Acts  xxiv.  14. 

If  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy 
mouth  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
&c.  For  with  the  heart  man  be- 
lieveth  unto  righteousness ;  and  with 
the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto 
salvation.

As  oflen  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and 
drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew  (or  shew 
ye)  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. —

are  much  more  bold  to  speak  the 
word  without  fear.

Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly 
exalted  him,  &c.  that  at  the  name  of 
Jesus,  &c.  and  that  every  tongue 
should  confess  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord, 
to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. —

Be  not  thou  therefore  ashamed  of 
the  testimony  of  our  Lord,  nor  of  me 
his  prisoner,  &c.  I  am  not  ashamed, 
for  I  know  whom  I  have  believed. —

If  we  suffer,  we  shall  also  reign 
with  him :  if  we  deny  him,  he  also 
will  deny  us. — 2  Tim.  ii.  12. 

They  profess  that  they  know  God, 
but  in  works  they  deny  him:  being 
abominable,  and  disobedient,  &c. — 
Titus  i.  16. 

Let  us  go  forth  therefore  unto  him 
without  the  camp,  bearing  his  re- 
proach.— Heb.  xiii.

All  the  ways  of  a  man  are  clean  in 
his  own  eyes  :  but  the  Lord  weigheth 
the  spirits.

The  just  man  walketh  in  his  inte- 
grity.— Prov.  XX.  7. 

Every  way  of  a  man  is  right  in  his 
own  eyes:  but  the  Lord  pondereth 
the  hearts. — Prov.  xxi.  2. 

My  son,  give  me  thine  heart. — 
Prov.  xxiii.  26 ;  Joel  ii.  12, 13. 

If  thou  sayest,  Behold,  we  know  it 
not:  doth  not  he  that  pondereth  the 
heart  consider  it? — Prov.  xxiv.  12. 

A  faithful  man  shall  abound  with 
blessings.

The  upright  love  thee,  (or  they  love 
thee  uprightly.) — Cant.  i.  4. 

The  way  of  the  Just  is  uprightness: 
thou,  most  upright,  dost  weigh  the 
path  of  the  just. — Isa.  xxvi.  7. 

Hezekiah  prayed,  &c.  Remember 
now,  O  Lord,  I  beseech  thee,  how 
I  have  walked  before  thee  in  truth, 
and  with  a  perfect  heart,  &c. — Isa. 
xxxviii.  2,  3. 

Hearken  unto  me,  &c.  the  people 
in  whose  heart  is  my  law :  fear  ye 
not. — Isa.  li.  7. 

Is  it  such  a  fast  that  I  have  chosen  ? 
&c.  to  bow  down  his  head  as  a  bul- 
rush ?  &c.  Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I 
have  chosen,  to  loose  the  bands  of 
wickedness? — Isa.  Iviii.  5,  6. 

From  the  prophet  unto  the  priest, 
every  one  dealeth  falsely:  for  they 
have  healed  the  hurt  of  the  daughter 
of  my  people  slightly,  saying,  Peace, 
&c.— Jer.  viii.  10, 11. 

O  Lord  of  hosts,  that  judgest  righte- 
ously ;  that  triest  the  reins  and  the 
heart.

Daniel  purposed  in  his  heart  that 
he  would  not  defile  himself  with  the 
portion  of  the  king's  meat,  &c. —

Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed- 
nego  answered,  and  said  to  the  king, 
O  Nebuchadnezzar,  we  are  not  care- 
ful to  answer  thee  in  this  matter,  &c.

did  ye  at  all  fast  unto  me,  even  unto 
me  ? — Zech.  vii.  6 — 7. 

Ye  brought  that  which  was  torn: 
and  the  lame,  and  the  sick,  &c.  cursed 
be  the  deceiver  that,  &c.  sacrificeth  to 
the  Lord  a  corrupt  thing,  &c. — Mai.

Whosoever  looketh  on  a  woman  to

Not  every  one  that  saith,  Lord  I  Lord !  I 
shall  enter  into  the  kingdom^  &e. — 
Matt.  vii.  14.  21. 

Because  they  had  no  root,  they 
withered  away. — Matt.  xiii.  5,  6. 

Not  that  which  goeth  into  the 
mouth  defileth  a  man^  but  that  which 
cometh  out,  &c.  those  things  which 
proceed  out  of  the  month,  come  from 
the  heart:  and  they  defile  the  man. 
—Matt.  XV.  11. 18;  xxiii.  25,  26. 

Jesus  said,  If  any  man  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and 
take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me. — 
Matt.  xvi.  24,  25. 

The  wise  virgins  took  oil  in  their 
vessels,  with  their  lamps,  &c.  The 
Lord  said  unto  him,  who  had  im- 
proved his  talents,  Well  done,  thou 
good  and  faithful  servant ;  thou  hast 
been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things : 
enter  thou  into  the  joy,  &c. — Matt. 
XXV.  3, 4.  20, 21. 

Watch,  &c.  the  spirit  indeed  is 
willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. — Matt, 
xxvi.  41. 

Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you. 
— Matt,  xxviii.  20. 

When  Jesus  called  the  blind  man, 
he  cast  away  his  garment,  rose,  and 
came  to  Jesus. — Mark  x.  49,  50. 

Zacharias  and  Elizabeth  walked  in 
all  the  ordinances  and  commandments 
of  the  Lord  blameless. — Luke  i.  5,  6. 

Mary  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her 
heart. — Luke  ii.  51. 

Simon,  James,  and  John  forsook 
all,  and  followed  Christ,  &o.  Levi 
left  all,  rose  up,  and  followed  Christ, 
when  he  had  called  him. — Luke  v. 
10,  11.  27,  28. 

Jesus  said  unto  another,  Follow 
me ;  but  he  said,  Lord,  suffer  me  to 
go  and  bury  my  father,  &c.  Another 
said,  Lord,  I  will  follow  thee ;  but  let 
me  first  go  bid  them  farewell,  &c. 
Jesus  saioT  unto  him.  No  man  having 
put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  and  look- 
ing back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of 
God.— Luke  ix.  59.  61,  62;  viii.  14. 

Beware  je  of  hypocrisy,  for  there 


is   nothing   hid,   that    shall    not  be 
known. — -Luke  xii.  1,  2. 

If  any  man  come  to  mc,  and  hate 
not  his  father,  and  mother,  and  wife, 
and  children,  and  brethren,  and 
sisters,  yea,  and  his  own  life  also, 
he  cannot  be  my  disciple :  and  who- 
soever doth  not  bear  his  cross,  and 
come  after  me,  cannot  be  my  disciple, 
&c.  Whosoever  he  be  of  you  that  for- 
saketh  not  all  he  hath,  he  cannot  be 
my  disciple. — Luke  xiv,  26, 27.  33. 

No  servant  can  serve  two  masters : 
for  either  he  will  hate  the  one,  &c. 
Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon. 
Ye  are  they  which  justify  yourselves 
before  men ;  but  God  knoweth  your 
hearts:  for  that  which  is  highly  es- 
teemed amongst  men,  is  abomination 
in  the  sight  of  God. — Luke  xvi.  13. 15. 
Jesus  saw  Nathanael,  &c.  and  saith 
of  him,  Behold  an  Israelite  indeed,  in 
whom  is  no  guile. — John  i.  47. 

God  is  a  Spirit :  and  they  that  wor- 
ship him,  must  worship  him  in  spirit 
and  in  truth. — John  iv.  24. 

Among  the  chief  rulers  also  many 
believed  on  him  :  but  because  of  the 
Pharisees  they  did  not  confess  him, 
lest  they  should  be  put  out  of  the  sy- 
nagogue :  for  they  loved  the  praise  of 
men  more  than  the  praise  of  God. — 
John  xii.  42,  43. 

The  Eunuch  said.  See,  here  is 
water;  what  doth  hinder  me  to  be 
baptized  ?  And  Philip  said,  If  thou 
believest  with  all  thine  heart,  thou 
raayest. — Acts  viii.  36,  37. 

Barnabas  exhorted  them  all,  that 
with  purpose  of  heart  they  would 
cleave  unto  the  Lord. — Acts  xi.  22, 
23. 

None  of  these  things  move  me : 
neither  count  I  my  hfe  dear  unto 
myself,  so  that  I  might  finish  my 
coui-se  with  joy,  and  the  ministry, 
&c. — Acts  XX.  24. 

I  was  not  disobedient  unto  the  hea- 
venly vision :  but  shewed,  &c. — Acts 
xxvi.  19. 

He  is  not  a  Jew  which  is  one  out- 
wardly, neither  is  that  circumcision 
which  is  outward  in  the  fiesh :   but 
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he  is  a  Jew  which  is  one  inwardly, 
and  circumcision  is  that  of  the  hearty 
in  the  spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter: 
whose  praise  is  not  of  nien,  hut  of 
God.— Rom.  ii.  28, 29. 

Ye  have  obeyed  from  the  heart  that 
form  of  doctrine  which  was  delivered 
you. — Rom.  vi.  17. 

That  which  I  would,  that  do  I  not ; 
but  what  I  hate,  that  do  I,  kc,  I 
consent  unto  the  law,  &c.  with  the 
mind  I  serve  the  Lord,  &c. — Rom.' 
vii.  15,  16.  25. 

Let  love  be  without  dissimulation  : 
abhor  that  which  is  evil,  cleave  to  that 
which  is  good,  &c.  Not  slothful  in 
business,  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the 
Lord. — Rom.  xii.  9. 11 ;  Amos  v.  15. 

For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  in 
word,  but  in  power. — 1  Cor.  iv.  20. 

Let  us  keep  the  feast,  &c.  with  the 
unleavened  bread  of  sincerity  and 
truth. — 1  Cor.  v.  8. 

Ye  are  bought  with  a  price :  be  not 
ye  the  servants  of  men,  &c.  let  every 
man  wherein  he  is  called,  therein  abide 
with  God,  &c.  They  that  have  wives 
be  as  though  they  had  none,  Sec.  that 
you  may  attend  upon  the  Lord  with- 
out distraction. — 1  Cor.  vii,  23,  24. 
29,  30.  35,  &c. 

So  run,  that  ye  may  obtain. — 1  Cor, 
ix.  24;  Heb.  xii.  1. 

Be  ye  followers  of  me,  even  as  I 
also  am  of  Christ. — 1  Cor.  xi.  1. 

Though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to 
feed  the  poor,  &c.  and  have  not  cha- 
rity, it  profiteth  me  nothing. — 1  Cor. 
xiii.  1—3. 

Our  rejoicing  is  this,  the  testimony 
of  our  conscience,  that  in  simplicity, 
and  godly  sincerity,  &c.  we  have  had 
our  conversation  in  the  world. — 2  Cor. 
i.  12. 

We  are  not  as  many  which  corrupt 
the  word  of  God ;  but  as  of  sincerity, 
but  as  of  God,  in  the  sight  of  God 
speak  we  in  Christ. — 2  Cor.  ii.  17. 

We  have  renounced  the  hidden 
things  of  dishonesty,  not  walking  in 
craftiness,  nor  handling  the  word  of 
God  deceitfully. — 2  Cor.  iv.  2. 

Let  us  cleanse  ourselves,  &c.  per- 


fecting holiness  in  the  fear  of  God. — 
2  Cor.  vii.  1. 

If  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it 
is  accepted,  according  to  that  a  man 
hath,  and  not,  &c. — 2  Cor.  viii.  12. 

Every  man,  according  as  he  pur- 
poseth  in  heart,  kc,  God  loveth  a 
cheerful  giver. — 2  Cor.  ix.  7. 

Be  perfect,  &c. — 2  Cor.  xiii.  11. 

When  it  pleased  God,  &c.  to  reveal 
his  Son  in  me,  &c.  immediately  I  con- 
fen*ed  not  with  flesh  and  blood,  &c. 
but  I  went,  &c. — Gal.  i.  15 — 17. 

Peter,  &c.  was  to  be  blamed :  for 
before  that  certain  came  from  James, 
he  did  eat  with  the  Gentiles;  but 
when  they  were  come,  he  withdrew, 
and  separated  himself,  fearing  them 
which  were  of  the  circumcision  :  and 
the  other  Jews  dissembled  likewise 
with  him ;  insomuch,  that  Barnabas 
also  was  carried  away  with  their 
dissimulation.  But  when  I  saw  that 
they  walked  not  uprightly,  according 
to  the  truth  of  the  gospel,  I  said  unto 
Peter,  &c. — Gal.  ii.  11 — 14. 

But  it  is  good  to  be  zealously  af- 
fected always  in  a  good  thing,  and 
not  only  when  I  am  present  with  you. 
—Gal.  iv.  18. 

Speaking  the  truth  (or  being  sin- 
cere) in  love,  may  grow  up  into  him. 
— Eph.  iv.  15. 

Be  ye  therefore  followers  of  God 
as  dear  children,  &c.  We  are  mem* 
bers  of  his  body,  &c.  for  this  cause 
shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mo- 
ther, and  shall  be  joined  unto  his 
wife,  and  they  two  shall  be  one  flesh : 
this  is  a  great  mystery,  but  I  speak 
concerning  Christ  and  the  churcn. — 
Eph.  V.  1.  30— 32. 

Servants,  be  obedient,  &c.  in  single- 
ness of  your  heart  as  unto  Chnst; 
not  with  eye-service  as  men-pleasers ; 
but  as  the  servants  of  Christ,  doine 
the  will  of  God  from, the  heart;  with 
good  will  doing  service  as  to  the  Lord, 
and  not  to  men. — Eph.  vi.  5—7 ;  Col. 
iii.  22,  23. 

This  I  pray,  &c.  that  ye  may  be 
sincere  and  without  ofience  till  the 
day  of  Christ.— Phil.  i.  9, 10. 
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Do  all  things  without  murmurings 
or  disputings,  that  ye  may  be  blame- 
less, and  harmless,  (or  sincere,)  and 
without  rebuke,  &c.  AH  seek  their 
own  things,  not  the  things  which  are 
Jesus  Christ's.— Phil.  ii.  14, 15.  21. 

If  by  any  means  I  might  attain 
unto  the  resurrection  of  the  dead ; 
not  as  though  I  had  already  attained, 
either  were  already  perfect :  but  I 
follow  afler,  if  that  I  may  apprehend, 
&c.  This  one  thing  I  do,  forgetting 
those  things  which  are  behind,  and 
reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which 
are  before;  I  press  toward  the  mark, 
&c.— Phil.  iii.  11—14;  2  Cor.  vii.  1; 
2  Thess.  i.  3. 

Epaphras,  ^c.  always  labouring  (or 
striving)  fervently  for  you  in  prayers, 
that  ye  may  stand  perfect  and  com- 
plete in  all  the  will  of  God ;  for  I 
I>car  him  record  that  he  hath  a  great 
zeal  for  you. — Col.  iv.  12,  13. 

They  received  not  the  love  of  the 
truth,  that  they  might  be  saved. — 
2  Thess.  ii.  10. 

I  charge  you  before  God,  &c.  that 
you  observe  these  things  without  pre- 
ferring (or  prejudice)  one  before  an- 
other, doing  nothing  by  partiality. — 
1  Tim.  V.  21. 

No  man  that  warreth  entangleth 
himself  with  the  affairs  of  this  life, 
that  he  may  please  him  who  hath 
chosen  him  to  be  a  soldier. — 2  Tim. 
ii.  4. 

In  all  things  shewing  thyself  a  pat- 
tern, &c.  in  doctrine,  shewing  uncor- 
ruptness,  gravity,  sincerity,  &c.  who 
gave  himself  for  us,  that  he  might,  &c. 
purify  unto  himself  a  peculiar  people 
zealous  of  good  works. — Titus  ii.  7. 
14. 

We  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest 
heed  to  the  things  which  we  have 
heard,  lest  at  any  time  we  should  let 
them  slip,  (or  they  slide  from  us.) — 
Heb.  ii.  1. 

All  things  arc  naked  and  open  unto 
the  eyes  of  him  with  whom  we  have 
to  do. — Heb.  iv.  13 ;  Luke  xii.  1, 2. 

Let  us  go  on  unto  perfection,  not 
Inking  again   the  foundation  of  re- 


pentance from  dead  works,  &c.  We 
desire  that  every  one  of  you  do  shew 
the  same  diligence,  to  the  full  assur- 
ance of  hope  unto  the  end :  that  ye 
be  not  slothful,  but  followers  of  thera, 
who  through  faith  and  patience  in- 
herit the  promises. — Heb.  vi.  1.  11, 
12. 

Make  straight  (or  even)  paths  for 
your  feet,  lest  that  which  is  lame  be 
turned  out  of  the  way. — Heb.  xii.  13. 

The  wisdom  which  is  from  above  is 
pure,  &c.  without  partiality,  and  with- 
out hypocrisy,  &c. — James  iii.  17. 

Know  ye  not,  that  the  friendship 
of  the  world  is  enmity  with  God: 
whosoever  therefore  will  be  a  friend 
of  the  world,  is  the  enemy  of  God. 
Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  he  will  draw 
nigh  to  you,  &c.  Purify  your  hearts, 
ye  double-minded. — James  iv.  4.  8. 

Seeing  you  have  purified  your  souls 
in  obeying,  &c.  unto  unfeigned  love 
of  the  brethren,  see  that  ye  love  one 
another  with  a  pure  heart,  fervently. 
—1  Pet.  i.  22. 

Wherefore  laying  aside,  &c.  all 
guile  and  hypocrisies;  neither  was 
guile  found  in  Christ's  mouth. — 1  Pet. 
li.  1.  22. 

Whose  adorning,  let  it  not  be  that 
outward,  &c.  but  the  hidden  man  of 
the  heart. — 1  Pet.  iii.  3,  4. 

Giving  all  diligence,  add  to  your 
faith  virtue,  &c.  wherefore  the  rather, 
brethren,  give  diligence  to  make  your 
calling  and  election  sure :  for  if  ye  do 
these  things  ve  shall  never  fall,  &c. — 
2  Pet.  i.  5— '10. 

Seeing  that  ye  look  for  such  things, 
be  diligent,  that  ye  may  be  found  of 
him  in  peace,  without  spot  and  blame- 
less, &c.  but  grow  in  grace,  and  in 
the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus,  &c. 
—2  Pet.  iii.  14.  18. 

If  we  say  we  have  fellowship  with 
him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we  lie, 
and  do  not  the  truth. — 1  John  i.  6. 

Let  us  not  love  in  word,  &c.  but 
in  deed  and  in  truth,  &c.  If  our  heart 
condemn  us,  God  is  greater,  &c. — 
1  John  iii.  18—21. 

I  rejoiced  greatly  that  I  found  of 
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thy   children    sincerely  walking    in 
truth. — 2  John  4. 

The  brethren  by  their  testimony 
did  commend  thy  sincerity  as  thou 
walkest  sincerely,  &c.  I  have  no 
greater  joy,  than  to  hear  that  my  chil- 
dren walk  in  truth.  Beloved,  thou 
doest  faithfully  whatsoever  thou  doest 
to  the  brethren  and  to  strangers. — 
3  John  3-  5. 

But  ye,  beloved,  building  up  your- 
selves on  your  most  holy  faith,  &c. — 
Jude  20. 

Be  thou  faithful  unto  death,  and  I 
will  ffive  thee  a  crown  of  life. — Rev. 
II.  10. 

Thou  hast  a  name  that  thou  livest, 
and  art  dead  ;  be  watchful,  and 
strengthen  the  things  which  remain : 
I  have  not  found  thy  works  perfect 
before  God,  &c.  Thou  hast  a  few 
names  even  in  Sardis,  which  have  not 
de61ed  their  garments,  &c.  I  know 
thy  works,  that  thou  art  neither  cold 
nor  hot ;  I  would  thou  wert  cold  or 
hot:  so  then,  because  thou  art  luke- 
warm, and  neither  cold  nor  hot,  I  will 
spue  thee  out  of  my  mouth ;  because 
thou  sayest,  I  am  rich,  &c.  and  know- 
est  not  that  thou  art  wretched,  &c. 
As  many  as  I  love,  I  rebuke,  &c.  be 
zealous  therefore,  &c. — Rev,  iii.  1 — 4. 
15—17. 19. 

These  are  they  which  were  not  de- 
filed with  women,  for  they  are  virgins; 
these  are  they  which  follow  the  Lamb 
whithersoever  he  goeth. — Rev.  xiv.  4. 

Let  every  man  prove  his  own  work, 
&c.  for  eyerj  man  shall  bear  his  own 
burden,  &c.  Be  not  deceived,  God 
is  not  mocked ;  for  whatsoever  a  man 
soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap,  &c. — 
Gal.  vi.  3—5.  7.

Of  the  Rock  that  begat 
thee  thou  art  unmindful,  and  hast 
forgotten  God  that  formed  thee ;  and 
when  the  Lord  saw  it,  he  abhorred 
them. — Deut.  xxxii.  15.  18,  19;  Ps. 
Ixxviii.  56—^9 ;  Jer.  vi.  28.  30. 

Cleave  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  as 
ye  have  done  unto  this  day. — Josh, 
xxiii.  8 ;  Deut.  x.  20 ;  xxx.  20. 

Choose  you  whom  ye  will  serve, 
&e.  but  as  for  me  and  my  house,  we 
will  serve  the  Lord. — Josh.  xxit.  15. 

Israel  departed  from  God  after 
Joshua  and  all  that  generation  were 
dead. — Judges  ii.  8,  &c. 

Seek  the  Lord  and  his  strength ; 
seek  his  face  continually. — 1  Chron, 
xvi.  11. 

Thou  Solomon,  my  son,  know  thou 
the  God  of  thy  ^ther,  &c.  If  thou 
seek  him  he  will  be  found  of  thee ; 
but  if  thou  forsake  him  he  will  cast 
thee  off  for  ever. — 1  Chron.  xxviii,  9.

I  am  a  companion  of  all  them  that 
fear  thee,  &c. — Ps.  cxix.  63. 

Love  covereth  all  sins. — Prov.  x. 
12 ;  1  Pet.  iv.  8. 

Better  is  a  dinner  of  herbs  where 
love  is,  than  a  stalled  ox  and  hatred 
therewith. — Prov.  xv.  17. 

Open  rebuke  is  better  than  secret 
love. — Prov.  xxvii.  5. 

Love  is  as  strong  as  death,  &c. 
many  waters  cannot  quench  love. —

bour as  thyself:  on  these  two  com- 
mandments hang  all  the  law  and  the 
prophets.

Above  all  these  things,  put  on 
charity,  which  is  the  bond  of  perfect- 
ness.

As  touching  brotherly  love,  ye 
need  not  that  1  write  unto  you :  for 
ye  yourselves  are  taught  of  God  to 
love  one  another,  &c.  but  we  beseech 
you,  that  ye  increase  more  and  more.

We  are  bound  to  thank  God,  &c. 
because  that  your  faith  groweth  ex- 
ceedingly, and  the  charity  of  every 
one  of  you  all  toward  each  other 
aboundeth.

Now  the  end  of  the  commandment 
is  charity  out  of  a  pure  heart. — 1  Tim.

I  thank  my  God,  &c.  hearing  of 
thy  love,  &c.  toward  all  saints. —

He  that  saith  he  is  in  the  light,  and 
hateth  his  brother,  is  in  darkness 
even  until  now :  he  that  loveth  his 
brother,  abideth  in  the  light. — 1  John 
ii.  9—11. 

Is  not  of  God,  neither  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brother :  for  this  is 
the  message  that  ye  heard  from  the 
beginning,  that  we  should  love  one 
another,  &c.  We  know  tliat  we  have 
passed  from  death  unto  life,  because 
we  love  the  brethren,  &c.  We  ought 
to  lay  down  our  lives  for  the  brethren : 
let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither  in 
tongue,  but  in  deed  and  in  truth. 
This  is  his  commandment.  That  we 
should,  &c.  love  one  another. — 1  John 
iii.  10,  IL 14. 16.18,19.23. 

Let  us  love  one  another ;  for  love 
is  of  God,  and  every  one  that  loveth, 
is  bom  of  God,  and  knoweth  God. 
He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth  not 
God,  for  God  is  love,  &c.  If  God  so 
loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one 
another,  &;c.  If  any  man  say  he 
loveth  God,  and  hateth  his  brother, 
he  is  a  liar,  &c.  This  commandment 
we  have  from  him.  That  he  who  loveth 
God,  love  his  brother  also. — 1  John 
iv.  7, 8. 11. 20, 21;  2  John  5;  Levit. 
xix.  17, 18. 

I  have  somewhat  aeainst  thee,  that 
thou  hast  left  thy  first  love.— Rev.  ii.4. 

Sect.  2. — We  should  sympathize  with 
each  other  in  Pity  and  CompaS' 
sion;  help  and  comfort  one  another ^ 
and  hear  one  another^s  Burdens. 

The  children  of  Israel,  when  they 
had  in  battle  cut  off  the  Benjamites, 
(bemoaned  them,)  they  lift  up  their 
voices  and  wept  sore;  and  said,  O 
Lord  God  of  Israel,  why  is  this 
come  to  pass  in  Israel,  diat  there 
should  be  to-day  one  tribe  lacking  in 
Israel  ?  &c.  and  it  repented  them  for 
Benjamin  their  brother ;  and  they 
said.  There  is  one  tribe  cut  off  from 
Israel  this  day ;  how  shall  we  do  for 
wives  for  them  ?  &c. — Judges  xxi. 
1__3.  6, 7. 12—16. 
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With  the  merciful  thou  wilt  shew 
thyself  merciful. — 2  Sam.  xxii.  26; 
Ps.  xviii.  25 ;  Prov.  xi.  17. 

Thus  speaketh  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
&c.  Shew  mercy  and  compassion 
every  man  to  his  brother,  and  oppress 
not  the  widow. — Zech.  vii.  9, 10. 

Blessed  are  the  merciful :  for  they 
shall  obtain  mercy. — Matt.  v.  7. 

Come  ye  blessed,  kc.  I  was  an 
hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  meat;  I 
was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  drink ;  I 
was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in ; 
naked,  and  ye  clothed  me ;  I  was  sick, 
and  ye  visited  me ;  I  was  in  prison, 
and  ye  came  nnto  me,  &c.

Now  are 
ye  the  body  of  Christ,  and  members 
in  particular.

Comfort  the  feeble-minded,  sup- 
port the  weak.

If  she  have  washed  the  saints'  feet, 
if  she  have  relieved  the  afflicted,  &c.

Ye  endured  a  great  fight  of  afflic- 
tions, &c.  by  reproaches  and  afflic- 
tions, and  partly  whilst  ye  became 
companions  of  them  that  were  so 
used :  for  ye  had  compassion  of  me 
in  my  bonds.

If  thou  shalt  hear  say,  &c.  then 
shalt  thou  inquire,  and  make  search, 
and  ask  diligently ;  and  behold  if  it 
be  truth,  and  the  thing  certain,  that 
such  abomination  is  wrought  among 
yqu,  then  thou  shalt  surely  smite,  &c. 
— Deut.  xiii.  12 — 14. 

When  the  children  of  Reuben,  the 
children  of  Gad,  and  the  half  tribe  of 
Manasseh  had  built  an  altar  to  a  good 
end ;  the  rest  of  their  brethren  heard 
of  it,  and  presently  conclude  it  to  be 
a  turning  away  from  the  Lord:  and 
they  resolve  rashly  to  ^o  to  war 
against  them. — Josh.  xxii.  10 — 12.

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when  indeed  she  was  praying. — 1  Sam.

Saul  too  rashly  resolved  Jonathan 
his  son  should  die,  ere  he  heard  the 
cause  why  he  had  tasted  honey,  con- 
trary to  his  father's  charge  to  Israel. 
—1  Sam.  xiv. 

When  Ahsalom  designed  his  rebel- 
lion, there  went  two  hundred  men 
out  of  Jerusalem  with  him,  and  they 
went  in  their  simplicity,  and  they  knew 
not  any  thing. — 2  Sam.  xv.  10,  11. 

David  conceived  evil  of  Mephibo- 
sheth  without  cause,  through  Ziba's 
lie. — 2  Sam.  xvi.  3,  4 ;  xix.  24,  &c.

Lord,  how  oft 
shall  my  brother  sin  against  me,  and 
I  forgive  him  ?  till  seven  times  ?  Je- 
sus saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto 
thee,  until  seven  times,  but  until 
seventy  times  seven,  &c.  I  forgave 
thee  all  that  debt,  &c.  Shouldest  not 
thou  also  have  had  compassion  on  thy 
fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had  pity  on 
thee?  and  his  Lord  was  wroth,  &c. 
So  likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father 
do  also  unto  you,  if  ye  from  your 
hearts  forgive  not  every  one  his  bro- 
ther their  trespasses. — Matt,  xviii.

The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is,  &c.  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  &c.  meekness.

Brethren,  if  (or  although)  a  man 
be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which  are 
spiritual  restore  such  a  one  in  the 
spirit  of  meekness :  consideryig  thy- 
self lest  thou  also  be  tempted :  bear 
ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  ful- 
fil the  law  of  Christ. — Gal.  vi.  1,  2. 

Walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  where- 
with ye  are  called,  with  all  lowliness 
and  meekness,  with  long-suffering, 
forbearing  one  another  in  love,  &c. 
Be  ve  tender-hearted,  forgiving  one 
another,  even  as  God  for  Christ's 
sake  hath  forgiven  you. — Eph.  iv.  1, 
2.82. 

But  now  you  also  put  off  all  these : 
anger,  wrath,  malice,  &c.  Put  on 
therefore,  as  the  elect  of  God,  &c. 
bowels  of  mercies,  &c.  meekness, 
long-suffering,  forbearing  one  an- 
other, and  forgiving  one  another.  If 
any  man  have  a  quarrel  (or  complaint) 
against  any,  even  as  Christ  forgave 
you,  so  also  do  ye, — Col.  iii.  8. 12, 13. 

Let  every  man  be,  &c.  slow  to 
wrath :  for  the  wrath  of  man  work- 
eth  not  the  righteousness  of  God. —

Speak  not  evil  one  of  another,  bre- 
thren; for  he  that  speaketh  evil  of 
his  brother,  speaketh  evil  of  the  law, 
&c.  Who  art  thou  that  judgest  an- 
other?— James  iv.

Above  all  things  have  fervent  cha- 
rity amone  yourselves:  for  charity 
shall  (or  will)  cover  the  multitude  of 
sins.

A  tale-bearer  revealeth  secrets:  but 
he  that  is  of  a  faithful  spirit  conceal- 
eth  the  matter.

A  whisperer  separateth  chief  friends. 
— Prov.  xvi.  28. 

He  that  repeateth  the  matter,  sepa- 
rateth friends,  &c.  The  beginning  of 
strife,  is  as  when  one  letteth  out 
water :  therefore  leave  off  contention 
before  it  be  meddled  with. — Prov. 
xvii.  9.  14;  xxvi.  21. 
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The  words  of  a  tale-bearer  are  as 
wounds. — Prov.  xviii.  8. 

It  is  an  honour  for  a  man  to  cease 
from  strife,  &c.

Let  us  therefore  follow  after  the 
things  which  make  for  peace,  and 
things  wherewith  one  may  edify  an- 
other.— Rom.  xiv.  19. 

Ye  are  yet  carnal:  for  whereas 
there  is  among  you  envyings,  and 
strife,  and  divisions,  (or  factions,)  are 
ye  not  carnal,  and  walk  as  men  ? 
For  while  one  saith,  I  am  of  Paul,  &c. 
are  ye  not  carnal? — 1  Cor.  iii.  3,  4; 
i.  10—12. 

Is  it  so,  that  there  is  not  a  wise 
man  amongst  you  ?  no,  not  one  that 
shall  be  able  to  judge  between  his 
brethren?  but  brother  goeth  to  law 
with  brother,  &c.  now,  therefore, 
there  is  utterly  a  fault  among  you, 

cause  ve  go  to  law,   &c. — ^1  Cor. 


Charity  envieth  not. — 1  Cor.  xiii.4. 

For  I  fear,  &c.  lest  there  be  de- 
bates, envyings,  wraths,  strifes,  back- 
bitings,  whisperings,  &c. — ^2  Cor.  xii. 
20. 

Brethren,  &c.  live  in  peace,  and 
the  God  of  love  and  peace  shall  be 
with  you. — ^2  Cor.  xii.  11. 

If  ye  bite  and  devour  one  another, 
take  heed  that  ye  be  not  consumed 
one  of  another,  &c.  The  fruit  of  the 
spirit  is,  &c.  peace,  long-suffering, 
gentleness,  &c.  Let  us  not  be  de- 
sirous of  vain  glory,  provoking  one 
another,  envying  one  another. — Gal. 
V.  15.  22.  26 ;  Eph.  iv.  2. 

Endeavouring  to  keep  the  unity  of 
the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of^  peace.  There 
is  one  body,  &c.  Let  all  bitterness, 
and  wrath,  and  anger,  and  clamour, 
&c.  be  put  away  from  you. — Eph.  iv. 
3—6.  31. 

Let  nothing  be  done  through  strife 
or  vain  glory,  &c. — Phil.  ii.  3. 

That  ye  study  (or  ambitiously 
striving)  to  be  quiet,  and  do  your  own 
business,  &c. — 1  Thess.  iv.  11. 

Be  at  peace  among  yourselves. — 
1  Thess.  V.  13. 

They  learn  to  be  idle,  wandering 
about  from  house  to  house ;  and  not 
only  idle,  but  tattlers  also,  and  busy- 
bodies  :  speaking  things  which  they 
ought  not.— 1  Tim.  v.  13;  2  Thess. 
iii.  11,  12. 

Doting  about  questions  and  strifes 
of  words,  whereof  cometh  envy, 
strife,  railings,  &c. — 1  Tim.  vi.  4. 
20. 

Charging  them,  &c.  that  they  strive 
not  about  words  to  no  profit,  &c. 
Shun  profane  and  vain  babblings,  &c. 
Follow  peace  with  them  that  call  on 
the  Lord,  &c.  but  foolish  and  unlearn- 
ed questions  avoid,  knowing  that  they 
do  gender  strifes. — ^2  Tim.  ii.  14.  16, 
17.  22,  23. 

The  aged  women,  that  they  be  not 
false  accusers,  (or  makebates.)— Titus 
ii.  3. 

Avoid  foolish  questions,  &c.  con- 
tentions and  strivings  about  the  law  : 
for  they,  &c. — Titus  iii.  9. 
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Follow  peace  with  all  men. — Heb. 
xii.  14. 

If  ye  have  bitter  envying  and  strife 
in  your  hearts,  glory  not,  &c.  This 
wisdom  descendeth  not  from  above, 
&c.  for  where  envying  and  strife  is, 
there  is  confusion  and  every  evil  work : 
but  the  wisdom  that  is  from  above, 
is,  &c.  peaceable,  gentle,  and  easy  to 
be  entreated,  &c.  And  the  fruit  of 
righteousness  is  sown  in  peace  of 
them  that  make  peace. — James  iii. 
14—18. 

Whence  come  wars  and  fightings 
among  you?  Come  they  not  hence, 
even  of  your  lusts  ?  &c.  Speak  not 
evil  one  of  another,  brethren. — James 
iv.  1. 11. 

Wherefore,  laying  aside  all  malice, 
&c.  and  envyings,  and  evil  speakings. 
— lPet.ii.1. 

Whose  adorning,  let  it  not  be  that 
outward,  &c.  but  let  it  be  the  hidden 
man,  &c.  of  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit, 
which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of  great 
price,  &c.  not  rendering  evil  for  evil, 
or  railing  for  railing:  he  that  will 
love  life,  and  see  good  days,  &c.  let 
him  seek  peace,  and  ensue  it. — 1  Pet. 
iii.  3. 9—11. 

Sect.  6. — To  rebuke^  refprovBy  exhort , 
admonish,  and  warn  each  other 
concerning  Sin  and  Duty.  And 
to  take  such  rebukes  kindly  from 
each  other. 

I.  To  Rebuke,  ^c. 

Tnou  shalt  not  hate  thy  brother  in 
thine  heart:  thou  shalt  in  any  wise 
rebuke  thy  neighbour,  and  not  suffer 
sin  upon  him.  Tor  that  thou  bear  not 
sin  for  him.)— Levit.  xix.  17. 

He  that  reproveth  a  scomer,  get- 
teth  to  himself  shame,  &c.  Reprove 
not  a  scomer,  lest  he  hate  thee. — 
Prov.  ix.  7, 8. 

Debate  thy  cause  with  thy  neigh- 
bour himself,  and  discover  not  a  se- 
cret to  another,  &c.  As  an  earring 
of  gold,  &c.  so  is  a  wise  reprover 
upon  an  obedient  ear. — Prov.  xxv. 
9.12. 


Open  rebuke  is  better  than  secret 
love. — Prov.  xxvii.  5. 

He  that  rebuketh  a  man,  afterwards 
shall  find  more  favour  than  he  that 
flattereth  with  the  tongue. — Prov. 
xxviii.  23. 

If  thy  brother  shall  trespass  aeainst 
thee,  go,  and  tell  him  his  fault  be- 
tween thee  and  him  alone,  &c.  If 
he  will  not  hear  thee,  then  take  with 
thee  one  or  two  more,  &c. — Matt, 
xviii.  15 — 17 ;  Luke  xvii.  3,  4. 

Ye  also  are  full  of  goodness,  filled 
with  all  knowledge :  able  also  to  ad- 
monish one  another. — Rom.  xv.  14. 

Paul  rebuked  Peter  for  not  walking 
uprightly. — Gal.  ii.  11 — 14. 

If  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault, 
ye  which  are  spiritual,  restore  such 
a  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness. — 
Gal.  vi.  1. 

Let  the  word  of  Chrbt  dwell  in  yoii 
richly,  &c.  teaching  and  admonishing 
one  another. — Col.  iii,  16. 

Comfort  (or  exhort)  yourselves  to- 
gether, and  edify  one  another,  even 
as  also  ye  do,  &c.  Warn  them  that 
are  unruly,  (or  disorderly;)  comfort 
the  feeble-minded— 1  Thess.  v.  11. 14; 
2  Cor.  i.  4. 

If  any  man  obey  not,  &c.  have  no 
company  with  him,  &c.  but  admonish 
him  as  a  brother.— 2  Thess.  iii.  14, 15. 

Rebuke  not  an  elder,  but  entreat 
him  as  a  father,  and  the  younger  men 
as  brethren  :  the  elder  women  as 
mothers,  the  younger  as  sisters,  &c. 
Them  that  sin  rebuke  before  all,  that 
others  also  may  fear. — 1  Tim.  v.  1, 
2.20. 

Exhort  one  another  daily,  &o.  lest 
any  of  you  be  hardened  through  the 
deceitfulness  of  sin. — Heb.  iii.  13. 

Let  us  consider  one  another,  to  pro- 
voke unto  love  and  to  good  works : 
not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  our^ 
selves,  &c.  but  exhorting  one  another. 
—Heb.  X.  24, 25. 

Brethren,  if  any  one  of  you  do  err 
from  the  truth,  and  one  convert  him ; 
let  him  know,  that  he,  &c.  shall  save 
a  soul  from  death,  and  shall  hide  a 
multitude  of  €,m%.— 5^\si^'s»  n  ,^Sa^^>S^^ 
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Of  some  have  compassion,  making 
a  difference:  and  others  save  witn 
fear,  palling  them  out  of  the  fire: 
hating  even  the  garment  spotted  by 
the  flesh.— Jude  22, 23. 

II.  To  take  Rebuke,  Admonition,  ^c. 
weUfrom  each  other. 

When  David  had  rashly  resolved  to 
cat  off  all  Nabal's  familv ;  and  Abi- 
gail had  met  him,  and  humbly  and 
wisely  admonished  him ;  David  ac- 
cepts of  the  advice,  and  saith.  Blessed 
be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  which 
sent  thee  this  day  to  meet  me :  and 
blessed  be  thy  advice;  and  blessed 
be  thou  which  hast  kept  me  this  day 
from  shedding  of  blood,  &c.  I  have 
hearkened  to  thy  voice. — 1  Sam.  xxv. 
22—33. 

When  Nathan  had  told  David  his 
sin  in  the  matter  of  Uriah ;  David 
said,  I  have  sinned  against  the  Lord. 
— 2  Sam.  xii.  7. 13. 

When  Joab  had  told  the  king  of  his 
error,  in  mourning  so  for  Absalom, 
as  to  discourage  his  subjects  who  had 
fought  for  him;  David  hearkened  and 
arose,  and  sat  in  the  gate,  as  Joab 
advised. — 2  Sam.  xix.  5 — 8. 

Let  the  righteous  smite  me,  it  shall 
be  a  kindness;  and  let  him  reprove 
me,  it  shall  be  an  excellent  oil  which 
shall  not  break  my  head. — Ps.  cxli.  5. 

A  wise  man  will  hear,  and  will  in- 
crease learning. — Prov.  i.  5. 

He  that  rebuketh  a  scomer,  getteth 
to  himself  shame ;  and  he  that  re- 
buketh a  wicked  man,  getteth  a  blot. 
Reprove  not  a  scomer,  lest  he  hate 
thee ;  rebuke  a  wise  man,  and  he  will 
love  thee :  give  instruction  to  a  wise 
man,  and  he  will  be  yet  wiser,  &c. — 
Prov.  ix.  7 — ^9 ;  xix.  25. 

He  is  in  the  way  of  life  that  keep- 
eth  instruction :  but  he  that  refuseth 
reproof,  erreth,  (or  causeth  to  err.) — 
Prov.  X.  17. 

Whoso  loveth  instruction,  loveth 
knowledge :  but  he  that  hateth  re- 
proof, is  brutish,  &c.  He  that  heark- 
eneth  unto  counsel^  is  wise. — Prov. 
xii.  1. 15. 


A  wise  son  heareth  his  father's  in- 
struction :  but  a  scorner  heareth  not 
rebuke,  &c.  Poverty  and  shame  to 
him  that  refuseth  instruction  ;  bat 
he  that  regardeth  reproof,  shall  be 
honoured. — Prov.  xiii.  1. 18. 

A  fool  despiseth  his  father's  in- 
struction, but  he  that  regardeth  re- 
proof is  prudent,  &c.  He  that  hateth 
reproof  shall  die.  A  scomer  loveth 
not  one  that  reproveth,  &c.  The  ear 
that  heareth  the  reproof  of  life, 
abideth  among  the  wise.  He  that 
refuseth  instraction,  despiseth  his 
own  soul,  &c. — Prov.  xv.  5.  10.  12. 
31,32. 

A  reproof  entereth  more  into  a 
wise  man,  than  an  hundred  stripes 
into  a  fool. — Prov.  xvii.  10. 

As  an  earring  of  gold,  &c.  so  is  a 
wise  reprover  upon  an  obedient  ear. 
— Prov.  xxv.  12. 

He  that  being  often  reproved  hard* 
eneth  hb  neck,  shall  suddenly  be  de- 
stroyed, and  that  without  remedy. 
The  rod  and  reproof  give  wisdom.— 
Prov.  xxix.  1. 15. 

It  is  better  to  hear  the  rebuke  of 
the  wise,  than  the  song  of  fools. — 
Eccles.  vii.  5. 

Am  I  therefore  become  your  enemy, 
because  I  tell  you  the  tmth  ? — Gal. 
iv.  16. 

Submit  yourselves  one  to  another 
in  the  fear  of  God. — Eph.  v.  21. 

Ye  younger,  submit  yourselves  unto 
the  elder ;  yea,  all  of  you  be  subject 
one  to  another ;  and  be  clothed  with 
humility. — 1  Pet.  v.  5. 

VII.  To  confess  tOy  and  pray 
each  for  other. 

When  a  man  or  woman  shall  commit 
any  sin  that  men  commit,  to  do  a 
trespass  against  the  Lord,  &c.  then 
ihey  shall  confess  their  sin  which 
they  have  done  :  and  he  shall  recom- 
pense his  trespass,  &c.  and  ^ve  it 
unto  him  against  whom  he  ham  tres- 
passed.— Numb.  V.  6, 7. 

And  many  that  believed,  came  and 
confessed,  and  shewed  their  deeds. — 
Acts  xix.  18, 19. 
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Paul  confessed],  that  beyond  mea- 
sure he  persecuted  the  church  of  God, 
and  wasted  it,  kc, — Gal.  i.  13;  ITim. 
i.  12, 13. 

Confess  your  faults  one  to  another, 
and  pray  one  for  another,  that  ye  may 
be  healed. — James  v.  16. 

If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a 
ain,  not  unto  death,  he  shall  ask, 
and  he  shall  give  him  life  for  them 
which  sin  not  unto  death. — 1  John 
V.16. 

Sect.  8. — To  be  of  one  mind. 

Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant 
it  b  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in 
unity !  like  the  precious  ointment  upon 
the  head,  &c. — Ps.  cxxxiii.  1, 2. 

Christ  prays  that  they  might  be 
kept;  that  they  may  be  one  as  we 
are,  &c. — John  xvii.  11. 22. 

And  the  multitude  of  them  that 
believed  were  of  one  heart,  and  of 
one  soul. — Acts  iv.  32. 

We,  being  many,  are  one  body  in 
Christ :  and  every  one  members  one 
of  another.  Be  of  the  same  mind  one 
toward  another. — Rom.  xii.  5. 16. 

Now  the  God,  &c.  grant  you  to  be 
like-minded  one  toward  another,  ac- 
cording to  Christ  Jesus;  that  ye  may 
with  one  mind  and  one  mouth  glorify 
God,  even  the  Father— Rom.  xv.  5, 6. 

I  beseech  you,  brethren,  &c.  that  ye 
all  speak  the  same  thing :  and  that 
there  be  no  divisions ;  but  that  ye  be 
perfectly  joined  together  in  the  same 
mind,  and  in  the  same  judgment. — 
1  Cor.  i.  10. 

Whereas  there  is  among  you,  &c. 
divisions  :  are  ye  not  carnal  ?  &c. 
One  saith,  I  am  of  Paul,  &c. — 1  Cor. 
iii.  3, 4. 

When  ye  come  together  in  the 
church,  I  hear  that  there  be  divisions 
among  yoo. — 1  Cor.  xi.  18. 

Finally,  brethren,  &c.  be  of  one 
mind. — 2  Cor.  xiii.  11 , 

Endeavouring  to  keep  the  unity  of 
the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.  There 
is  one  body,  and  one  spirit. — Eph.  iv. 
3-5, 

That  ye  stand  fast  in  one  spirit, 


with  one  mind  striving  together  for 
the  faith.— Phil.  i.  27. 

If  there  be  therefore  any  consola- 
tion in  Christ,  &c.  fulfil  ye  my  joy, 
that  ye  be  like-minded,  &c.  being  of 
one  accord,  and  of  one  mind  :  let  no- 
thing be  done  through  strife  or  vain- 
glory, &c. — Phil.  ii.  1 — 3. 

Whereto  we  have  already  attained, 
let  us  walk  by  the  same  rule,  let  us 
mind  the  same  thing. — Phil.  iii.  16. 

I  beseech  Euodias,  &c.  that  they 
be  of  the  same  mind  in  the  Lord. — 
Phil.  iv.  2. 

Finally,  be  ye  all  of  one  mind. — 
1  Pet.  iii.  8. 

Sect.  9. — To  walk  wisely  and  chor 
ritahly  one  towards  another ;  and 
in  things  indifferent  to  have  re* 
spect  to  the  Meeh;  to  avoid  Of- 
fences. 

If  ye  had  known  what  this  meaneth, 
I  will  have  mercy  and  not  sacrifice, 
ye  would  not  have  condemned  the 
guiltless. — Matt.  xii.  7;  Hosea  vi.  6. 

The  Pharisees  accused  the  disciples 
for  plucking  com,  and  Chnst  for 
heahng  a  withered  hand,  on  the 
sabbath  day :  till  he  said  unto  them, 
Which  of  you  haying  one  sheep,  &c. 
fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath  day, 
will  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out? 
&c.  It  is  lawful  to  do  well  on  the 
sabbath  days. — Matt.  xii.  1 — 4. 10 — 
12 ;  Luke  vi.  1,  &c. ;  Matt.  xv.  2. 

Whoso  shall  offend  one  of  these 
little  ones  which  belieye  in  me,  it 
were  better  that  a  mill-stone  were 
hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that  he 
were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the 
sea.  Woe  unto  the  world  because  of 
offences :  for  it  must  needs  be  that 
offences  come,  but  woe  to  that  man 
by  whom  the  offence  cometh. — Matt 
xyiii.  6,  7;  Luke  xvii.  1, 2. 

His  disciples  say  unto  him.  If  the 
case  of  the  man  be  so  with  his  wife, 
it  is  not  good  to  marry;  but  he  said 
unto  them.  All  men  cannot  receive 
this  saying,  saye  they  to  itbom  it  is . 
giyen :  for  there  are  some  eunuchs 
which  were  so  bom,  &c,  andthftt^^^^ 
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some  eUnuchs  which  have  made  them- 
selves, &c.  He  that  is  ahle  to  receive 
it,  let  him. — Matt.  xix.  10 — 12. 

Judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not  he 
judged;  condemn  not,  and  ye  shall 
not  be  condemned. — Luke  vi.  37. 

Jesus  said,  I  have  yet  many  things 
to  say  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot  bear 
them  now :  howbeit  when  he,  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he  will  guide 
you. — John  xvi.  12, 13. 

Whv  tempt  ye  God  to  put  a  yoke 
upon  the  neck  of  the  disciples?  which, 
&c.— Acts  XV.  10 ;  Gal.  v.  12, 13. 

Him  that  is  weak  in  the  faith  re- 
ceive ye,  but  not  to  doubtful  disputa- 
tions, (or  not  to  judge  his  doubtful 
thoughts :)  for  one  believeth  that  he 
may  eat  all  things ;  another  who  is 
weak  eateth  herb^ :  let  not  him  that 
eateth,  despise  him  that  eateth  not; 
and  let  not  him  that  eateth  not,  judge 
him  that  eateth :  for  God  hath  re- 
ceived him,  &c.  One  man  esteemeth 
one  day  above  another;  another  es- 
teemeth every  day  alike:  let  every 
man  be  fully  persuaded  in  his  own 
mind ;  he  that  regardeth  the  day,  re- 
gardeth  it  to  the  Lord,  &c.  Why 
dost  thou  judge  thy  brother  ?  or  why 
dost  thou  set  at  nought  thy  brother  ? 
Let  us  not  therefore  judge  one  ano- 
ther any  more ;  but  judge  this  rather, 
that  no  man  put  a  stumblingblock, 
or  an  occasion  to  fall  in  his  brother's 
way.  I  know,  &c.  that  there  is  no- 
thing unclean  of  itself;  but  to  him 
that  esteemeth  any  thing  to  be  un- 
clean, to  him  it  is  unclean.  But  if 
thy  brother  be  grieved  with  thy  meat, 
now  walkest  thou  not  charitably,  &c. 
Let  us  therefore  now  follow  after  the 
things  which  make  for  peace,  &c. 
All  things  indeed  are  pure,  but  it  is 
evil  for  that  man  who  eateth  with 
offence ;  it  is  good  neither  to  eat 
flesh,  &c.  whereby  thy  brother  stum- 
bleth,  or  is  offended,  or  is  made  weak, 
&c.  He  that  doubteth  is  damned  if 
he  eat,  &c.  for  whatsoever  is  not  of 
faith,  ifij^in. — Rom.  xiv.  1 — 3.  5,  6. 
10. 13—15. 19—21. 23. 

y^e  then  that  are  strong,  ought  to 


bear  the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  and 
not  to  please  ourselves :  let  every  one 
of  us  please  his  neighbour,  for  his 
good  to  edification.— Rom.  xv.  1,  2. 

I  have  fed  you  with  milk  and  not 
with  meat ;  for  hitherto  ye  were  not 
able  to  bear  it,  neither  yet  now  are  ye 
able  to  bear  it. — 1  Cor.  iii.  2. 

All  things  are  lawful  for  me,  bat 
all  things  are  not  expedient,  (or  pr<K 
fitable ;)  all  things  are  lawful  for  me, 
but  I  will  not  be  brought  under  the 
power  of  any. — 1  Cor.  vi.  12;  x.  23. 

1  would  that  all  men  were  even  as 
I  myself;  but  every  man  hath  his 
proper  gift  of  God ;  one  afler  this 
manner,  &c.  Is  any  man  called,  being 
circumcised  ?  let  him  not  become  an- 
circumcised ;  and  is  any  called  in  un- 
circumcision  ?  let  him  not  become 
circumcised.  Circumcision  is  no- 
thing, &c. — 1  Cor.  vii.  7. 18, 19. 

We  know  that  an  idol  is  nothing 
in  the  world,  &c.  howbeit  there  is 
not  in  every  man  that  knowledge : 
for  some,  with  conscience  of  the  idol 
unto  this  hour,  eat  it  as  a  thing  offer- 
ed unto  an  idol,  and  their  conscience 
being  weak  is  defiled.  But  meat  com- 
mendeth  us  not  to  God,  &c.  Take 
heed  lest  by  any  means  this  liberty 
of  yours  become  a  stumblingblock  to 
them  that  are  weak ;  for  if  any  man 
see  thee,  who  hast  knowledge,  sit  at 
meat  in  the  idol's  temple,  shall  not 
the  conscience  of  him  wno  is  weak  be 
emboldened  to  eat  those  things  which 
are  offered  to  idols  ;  and  through 
thy  knowledge  shall  thy  weak  bro- 
ther perish,  for  whom  Christ  died? 
but  when  ye  sin  so  against  the  bre- 
thren, and  wound  their  weak  con- 
science, ye  sin  against  Christ :  where- 
fore if  meat  make  my  brother  to  offend, 
I  will  eat  no  flesh  while  the  world 
standeth,  lest  I  make  my  brother  to 
offend. — 1  Cor.  viii.  4.  7 — 13. 

For  though  I  be  free  from  all  men, 
yet  have  I  made  myself  a  servant  unto 
all,  that  I  might  gain  the  more :  and 
unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew, 
that  I  might  gain  the  Jews,  &:c.  To 
the  weak  became  1  as  weak,  &c.  I  am

made  all  things  to  all  men,  that  I 
might  by  all  means  save  somey  kc. — 
1  Cor.  ix.  19—22. 

All  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but 
all  things  are  not  expedient,  &c.  all 
things  edifj  not;  let  no  man  seek 
his  own,  but  every  man  another's 
wealth :  whatsoever  is  sold  in  the 
shambles,  that  eat,  asking  no  ques- 
tion for  conscience  sake,  for  the  earth 
is  the  Lord's,  Sec.  If  any  of  them 
that  believe  not,  bid  you  to  a  feast, 
and  ye  be  disposed  to  go ;  what- 
soever is  set  before  you,  eat,  asking 
no  question  for  conscience  sake.  But 
if  any  man  say  unto  you.  This  b 
offered  in  sacrifice  unto  idols;  eat 
not,  for  his  sake  that  shewed  it,  and 
for  conscience  sake,  &c.  Conscience, 
I  say,  not  thine  own,  but  of  the 
other,  &c.  Give  none  oiFence,  neither 
to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  Gentiles,  nor 
to  the  church  of  God;  even  as  I 
please  all  men  in  all  things,  not  seek- 
ing my  own  profit,  but  the  profit  of 
many,  that  they  may  be  saved. — 
1  Cor.  X.  23—29.  31—33 ;  xi.  1. 

Charitjr  seeketh  not  her  own. — 
1  Cor.  xiii.  4,  5. 

Let  all  your  things  be  done  with 
charity. — 1  Cor.  xvi.  14. 

Look  not  every  man  on  his  own 
things,  but  eYery  man  also  on  the 
things  of  others :  let  this  mind  be  in 
you,  which  was  alsa  in  Christ  Jesus. 
—Phil.  ii.  4,  5. 

Let  us,'  therefore,  as  mdny  as  be 
perfect,  be  thus  minded :  and  if  in 
any  thin^  ye  be  otherwise  minded, 
God  shall  reveal  even  this  unto  you. 
Nevertheless,  whereunto  we  have  al- 
ready attained,  let  us  walk  by  the 
same  rule,  let  us  miud  the  same  thing. 
—Phil.  iii.  15, 16. 

Let  no  man  therefore  judge  you  in 
meat  or  in  drink,  (or  in  eatmg,  or  in 
drinking,)  or  in  respect  of  an  holy- 
day,  or  of  the  new  moon,  or  of  the 
sabbath  days,  which  are  a  shadow  of 
things  to  come:  but  the  body  is  of 
Christ.— Col.  ii.  16,  17. 

We  exhort  you,  brethren,  &c.  com- 
fort the  feeble-minded,  support  the 


weak,  be  patient  toward  all  men.— i- 
1  Thess.  V.  14. 

Neither  give  heed  to  fables,  &c. 
which  minister  questions,  rather  than 
godly  edifying,  which  is  in  faith : 
now  the  end  of  the  commandment  is 
charity,  &c. — 1  Tim.  i.  4,  5. 

Some  shall  depart  from  the  faith, 
&c.  forbidding  to  marry,  and  com- 
manding  to  abstain  from  meats,  which 
God  hath  created  to  be  received,  &c. 
— 1  Tim.  iv.  1.  3. 

Unto  the  pure  all  things  are  pure. 
—Titus  i.  15. 

When  Paul  was  writing  many 
things  concerning  Christ,  he  said.  Of 
whom  we  have  many  things  to  say, 
and  hard  to  be  uttered,  seeing  ye  are 
dull  of  hearing,  &c.  ye  are  become 
such  as  have  need  of  milk,  and  not 
of  strong  meat,  &c.  strong  meat  be- 
longeth  to  them  that  are  of  full  age. — 
Heb.  V.  11, 12.  14. 

It  is  a  ^ood  thing  that  the  heart 
be  established  with  grace,  not  with 
meats,  which  have  not  profited  them 
that  have  been  occupied  therein. — 
Heb.  xiii.  9. 

Charity  shall  cover  the  multitude 
of  sins. — 1  Pet.  iv.  8. 

I  will  put  upon  you  none  other 
burden :  but  that  which  ye  have  al- 
ready, hold  fast,  till  I  come. — Rev.  ii. 
24,25. 

Sect.  10. — To  distributey  and  comr 
municate  to  one  another^s  Neces- 
sities ;  give  to  the  Poor, 

If  thou  lend  money  to  any  of  mv 
people  that  is  poor  by  thee,  thou  shaft 
not  be  to  him  as  a  usurer;  neither 
shalt  thou  lay  upon  him  usury,  &c. — 
Exod.  xxii.  25. 

When  ye  reap  the  harvest  of  your 
land,  thou  shalt  not  wholly  reap  the 
corners  of  thy  field,  neither  shalt 
thou  gather  the  gleanings  of  thy  har- 
vest. And  thou  shalt  not  glean  thy 
vineyard,  &c.  Thou  shalt  leave  them 
for  the  poor  and  the  stranger :  I  am 
the  Lord  your  God. — Levit.  xix.  9, 
10;  XXV.  1,  &c. 

If  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor^  &c. 
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then  thou  shalt  reliete  him,  &c.  that 
he  may  live,  &c. — Levit.  xxv.  35. 

If  there  be  among  70a  a  poor  man 
of  one  of  thy  brethren,  within  any  of 
thy  gates,  &c.  thou  shalt  not  harden 
thme  heart,  nor  shut  thine  hand  from 
thy  poor  brother ;  but  thou  shalt  open 
thine  hand  wide  unto  him,  and  snalt 
surely  lend  him  sufficient  for  his  need, 
in  that  which  he  wanteth.  Beware 
that  there  be  not  a  thought  ^or  word) 
in  thy  wicked  heart,  saying.  The 
seventh  year,  the  year  of  release,  is  at 
hand ;  and  thine  eye  be  eyil  against 
thy  poor  brother,  and  thou  givest  him 
nought,  and  he  cry  unto  the  Lord 
against  thee,  and  it  be  sin  unto  thee : 
thou  shalt  surely  give  him,  and  thine 
heart  shall  not  be  grieved  when  thou 
^yest  unto  him :  because  that  for  this 
Sling  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  bless 
thee  in  all  thy  works,  &c.  for  the  poor 
shall  never  cease  out  of  the  land: 
therefore  I  command  thee,  &c. — 
Deut.  XV.  7 — ^11. 

If  I  have  withheld  the  poor  from 
their  desire,  &c«  or  have  eaten  my 
morsel  alone,  and  the  fatherless  haui 
not  eaten  thereof,  &c.  If  I  have  seen 
any  perish  for  want  of  clothing,  or 
any  poor  without  covering :  if  his 
loins  have  not  blessed  me,  &c.  The 
stranger  did  not  lodge  in  the  street ; 
but  I  opened  my  doors  to  the  tra- 
veller.—Job  xxxi.  16—20.  32. 

The  righteous  sheweth  mercy,  and 
giveth,  &c.  He  is  ever  merciful,  and 
lendeth. — Ps.  xxxvii.  21.  26. 

Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the 
poor,  (or  weak:)  the  Lord  will  deliver 
aim. — Ps.  xli.  1. 

A  good  man  sheweth  favour,  and 
lendeth,  &c.  He  hath  dispersed,  he 
hath  given  to  the  poor,  &c. — Ps.  cxii. 
5.9. 

Honour  the  Lord  with  thy  sub- 
stance, and  with  the  first-fruits  of 
thine  increase,  &c.  Say  not  unto  thy 
neighbour.  Go,  and  come  again,  and 
to-morrow  I  will  give,  when  thou  hast 
it  by  thee. — Prov.  iii.  9.  28. 

There  is  that  scattereth,  and  yet  in- 
creasetb,  Sec,     The  h'beral  soul  shall 


be  made  fat:  and  he  that  vratereth 
shall  be  watered  also  himself. — Proy. 
xi.  24,  25. 

He  that  hath  mercy  on  the  poor, 
happy  is  he,  &c.  He  that  oppresseth 
the  poor,  reproacheth  his  Maker : 
but  he  that  honoureth  him,  hath 
mercy  on  the  poor. — Prov.  xiy.  21. 

He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor, 
lendeth  unto  the  Lord :  and  that 
which  he  hath  given,  will  he  pay  him 
again. — Proy.  xix.  17. 

Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cry 
of  the  poor,  he  also  shall  cry  himself, 
but  shall  not  be  heard. — Proy.  xxi. 
13. 

He  that  hath  a  bountiful  eye  shall 
be  blessed :  for  he  giveth  of  his  bread 
to  the  poor. — Prov.  xxii.  9. 

He  that  giveth  unto  the  poor  shall 
not  lack. — l*roy.  xxviii.  27. 

Cast  thy  bread  upon  the  waters: 
for  thou  shalt  find  it  after  many  days. 
Give  a  portion  to  seven,  and  also  to 
eight,  &c. — Eccles.  xi.  1,  2. 

Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have 
chosen?  &c.  Is  it  not  to  deal  thy 
bread  to  the  hungry,  and  that  thou 
bring  the  poor  that  are  cast  out  to 
thy  house?  when  thou  seest  the 
naked,  that  thou  cover  him ;  and  that 
thou  hide  not  thyself  from  thine  own 
flesh?  Then  shall  thy  light  break 
forth  as  the  morning,  &c.  And  if 
thou  draw  out  thy  soiu  to  the  hungry, 
and  satisfy  the  afflicted  soul,  uien 
shall  thy  light  rise  in  obscurity,  &c. — 
Isa.  Iviii.  6—8.  10. 

I  desired  mercy,  and  not  sacrifice. 
— Hosea  yi.  6. 

Give  to  him  that  asketh  thee ;  and 
from  him  that  would  borrow  of  thee, 
turn  not  thou  away. — Matt.  v.  42. 

Take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms 
before  men,  to  be  seen  of  them,  &c. 
when  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do  not 
sound  a  trumpet  before  thee,  as  the 
hypocrites  do,  &c.  that  they  may  have 

§lory  of  men,  &c.     But  when  thou 
oest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know 
what  thy  right  hand  doeth. — Matt.  vi. 

1-3.     ^ 
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Asky  and  it  shall  be  given  you. — 
Matt.  vii.  7. 

Whosoever  shall  give  to  drink  unto 
one  of  these  little  ones  a  cup  of  cold 
TFater  only,  in  the  name  of  a  disciple^ 
verilj  I  say  unto  jou,  he  shall  in  no 
v^ise  lose  his  reward. — Matt.  z.  42 ; 
Mark  ix.  41. 

Christ  shall  saj,  I  was  an  hungered, 
and  ye  gave  me  meat :  I  was  thirsty, 
and  ye  gave  me  drink:  I  was  a 
stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in :  naked, 
and  ye  clothed  me,  &c.  When  saw 
we  thee  an  hungered?  &c.  Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  me,  kc. — Matt.  xxv.  35, 
&c. 

The  poor  widow  threw  in  two 
mites,  &c.  Jesus  said.  This  poor 
widow  hath  cast  more  in,  than  all 
they,  &c.  For  all  they  did  cast  in  of 
their  abundance ;  but  she  of  her  want 
did  cast  in  all  that  she  had. — Mark 
xii.  42 — 44 ;  Luke  xxi.  1 — 4. 

He  that  hath  two  coats,  let  him 
impart  to  him  that  hath  none,  &c.  so 
of  meat. — Luke  iii.  11. 

When  thou  makest  a  feast,  call  the 
poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the  blind : 
and  thou  shalt  be  blessed,  for  they 
cannot  recompense  thee:  thou  shalt 
be  recompensed  at  the  resurrection  of 
the  just. — Luke  xiv.  13, 14. 

Sell  all  that  thou  hast,  and  dis- 
tribute unto  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt 
have  treasure  in  heaven. — Luke  xviii. 
22. 

The  multitude  of  them  that  be- 
lieved were  of  one  heart,  &c.  neither 
said  any  of  them,  that  ausht  of  the 
things  which  he  possessed  was  his 
own,  but  they  had  all  things  common. 
—Acts  iv.  32. 

Cornelius,  a  devout  man,  &c.  which 
gave  much  alms  to  the  people,  &c. 
Thy  prayers  and  thine  alms  are  come 
up  for  a  memorial  before  God. — 
Acts  X.  1,  2.  4. 

Then  the  disciples,  every  man  ac- 
cording to  his  ability,  determined  to 
send  relief  unto  the  brethren  which 
dwelt  in  Judea. — Acts  xi.  29. 


I  have  shewed  you  all  things,  how 
that  so  labouring  ye  oueht  to  support 
the  weak,  and  to  remeniber  the  words 
of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said.  It  is 
more  blessed  to  give,  than  to  receive. 
— Acts  XX.  35. 

fie  that  giveth,  let  him  do  it  with 
simplicity,  (or  liberality:)  he  that 
sheweth  mercy,  with  cheerfulness,  &c. 
distributing  to  the  necessity  of  the 
saints:  given  to  hospitality,  &c. — 
Rom.  xii.  8. 13;  xvi.  1,  2. 

It  hath  pleased  them  of  Macedonia, 
&c.  to  make  a  certain  contribution 
for  the  poor  saints  which  are  at 
Jerusalem. — ^Rom.  xv.  26. 

Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  let 
BYery  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store, 
as  God  hath  prospered  him. — 1  Cor. 
xvi.  2. 

As  ye  abound  in  every  thing,  &c. 
see  that  ye  abound  in  this  grace  also : 
I  speak,  &c.  to  prove  the  sincerity  of 
your  love :  for  ye  know  the  grace  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  thoush 
he  was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  he 
became  poor,  that  ye  through  his 
poverty  might  be  rich,  &c.  As  there 
was  a  readiness  to  will,  so  there  may 
be  a  performance  also,  out  of  that 
which  you  have :  for  if  there  be  first 
a  willing  mind,  it  is  accepted  accord- 
ing to  tnat  a  man  hath,  and  not  ac- 
cording to  that  he  hath  not. — 2  Cor. 
viii.  7—9.  11, 12. 

He  which  soweth  sparingly,  shall 
reap  also  sparingly:  and  he  which 
soweth  bountifully,  shall  reap  also 
bountifully.  Every  man  according  as 
he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him 
give :  not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity : 
for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver.  And 
God  is  able  to  make  all  grace  abound 
toward  you,  that  ye,  always  having 
all  sufficiency  in  all  things,  may 
abound  to  every  good  work. — 2  Cor. 
ix.  6 — 8. 

As  we  have  therefore  opportunity, 
let  us  do  good  unto  all  men;  espe- 
cially unto  them  who  are  of  the  house- 
hold of  faith.— Gal.  vi.  10  j  3  John 
6,6. 

Rather  let  him   labour*^  working 
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with  his  hands  the  thing  which  is 
good,  that  he  may  have  to  give  to 
him  that  needeth. — Eph.  iv.  28. 

Paul  commends  the  Philippians  for 
their  sending  to  his  relief:  and  said, 
Not  because  I  desire  a  gift;  but  I 
desire  fruit  that  may  abound  to  your 
account,  &c.  My  God  shall  supply 
fdl  your  needs,  &c. — Phil.  iv.  14— -17. 
19. 

.  This  we  commanded  you,  that  if 
any  would  not  work,  neither  should  he 
eat,  &c.  We  command,  &c.  that  with 
quietness  they  work,  and  eat  their 
own  bread. — 2  Thess.  iii.  10 — 12. 

If  any  widow  have  children  or 
nephews,  let  them  learn  first  to  shew 
piety  (or  kindness)  at  home,  and  to 
requite  their  parents ;  for  that  is  good 
and  acceptable  before  God.  And  if 
any  provide  not  for  hb  own,  and 
especially  for  thode  of  his  own  house, 
(or  kindred,)  he  hath  denied  the  faith, 
and  is  worse  than  an  infidel,  &c.  If 
any  man  or  woman  that  believeth 
have  widows,  let  them  relieve  them ; 
and  let  not  the  church  be  charged. — 

1  Tim.  V.  4.  8.  16. 

Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this 
world,  occ.  that  they  do  good,  that 
they  be  rich  in  good  works,  ready  to 
dbtribute,  willing  to  communicate; 
laying  up  in  store  a  good  foundation. 
—1  Tim.  vi.  17—19. 

The  Lord  give  mercy  unto  the  house 
of  Onesiphorus,  for  he  oft  refreshed 
me,  &c.  and  in  how  many  things  he 
ministered  to  me  at  Ephesus,  &c. — 

2  Tim.  i.  16.  18 ;  Philem.  7. 

God  is  not  unrighteous,  to  forget 
your  work,  &c.  which  ye  have  shewed 
toward  his  name,  in  that  ye  have 
ministered  to  the  saints,  and  do  mi- 
nister.— Heb.  vi.  10. 

Be  not  forgetful  to  entertain  stran- 
gers :  for  thereby  some  have  enter- 
tained angels  unawares,  &c.  To  do 
good,  and  to  communicate,  forget  not; 
for  with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well 
pleased. — Heb.  xiii.  2.  16. 

Hath  not  God  chosen  the  poor  of 

this  world,  rich  in  faith,  and  neirs  of 

tAe  kingdom  ?   If  a  brother  or  sister 


be  naked,  &c.  and  one  of  you  say 
unto  them.  Depart  in  peace,  &c.  and 
ye  give  them  not,  &c.  what  doth  it 
profit? — James  ii.  5.  15,  16. 

Use  hospitality  one  to  another, 
without  grudging.  As  every  man 
hath  received  the  gift,  so  let  him 
minister  the  same  one  to  another,  as 
good  stewards,  &c.  If  any  man  mi- 
nister, let  him  do  it  as  of  the  ability 
which  God  giveth,  that  God  in  all 
things  may  be  glorified,  through  Jesus 
Christ.— I  Pet.  iv.  9—11. 

Whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and 
seeth  his  brother  have  need,  and 
shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compassion 
from  him ;  how  dwelleth  the  love  of 
God  in  him  ?  My  little  children,  let 
us  not  love  in  word,  neither  in  tongue, 
but  in  deed  and  in  truth. — 1  John  iii. 
17,  18. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

THE  DUTIES  OF  BELIEVERS  TOWARDS 
BACH  OTHER,  AS  THET  STAND  RE- 
LATED ONE  TO  ANOTHER  IN  THE 
FLESH. 

Sect.  1. — Husbands  to  Wives,  and 
Wives  to  HiLshands,  Of  Marriage^ 
^c.    Of  Women. 

And  the  Lord  said,  It  is  not  good 
that  the  man  should  be  alone :  I  will 
make  him  an  help  meet  for  him,  &c. 
Adam  said,  This  is  now  bone  of  my 
bone,  and  flesh  of  my  flesh ;  she  shall 
be  called  woman,  because  she  was 
taken  out  of  man.  Therefore  shall  a 
man  leave  his  father  and  his  mother, 
and  shall  cleave  unto  his  wife:  and 
they  shall  be  one  flesh. — Gen.  ii.  18. 
23,24. 

God  commanded  Abraham  to 
hearken  to  his  wife  in  the  case  of 
Ishmael  and  Isaac. — Gen.  xxi.  12. 

Jacob  loved  Rachel  more  than 
Leah,  &c.  and  when  the  Lord  saw 
that  Leah  was  hated,  he  opened  her 
womb;  but  Rachel  was  barren. — 
Gen.  xxix.  30,  31. 

And  when  Rachel  saw  that  she 
bare  Jacob  no  children,  Rachel  envied 
her  sister,  and  said  unto  Jacob,  Give 
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me  children,  or  else  I  die.  And 
Jacob's  anger  was  kindled  against 
Rachel ;  and  he  said,  Am  I  in  &od's 
stead,  who  hath  withheld  from  thee 
the  fruit  of  the  womb  ? — Gen.  xxx.  1, 
2;  1  Sam.  i.  5. 

Zipporah  the  wife  of  Moses  said  to 
him,  A  bloody  husband  art  thou  to 
me. — Exod.  iv.  25,  26. 

Moses  sanctified  the  people,  &c. 
and  he  said  unto  the  people,  Be  ready 
against  the  third  day :  come  not  at 
your  wives,  &c. — Exod.  xix.  14, 15. 

None  of  you  shall  approach  unto 
any  that  is  near  of  kin  to  him  (or 
remainder  of  his  flesh)  to  uncover 
their  nakedness :  I  am  the  Lord. 
The  nakedness  of  thy  father  or  thy 
mother,  &c. — Levit.  xviii.  6 — 19; 
Matt.  xiv.  3,  4. 

Neither  shalt  thou  make  marriages 
with  them,  &c. — Deut.  vii.  3,  4. 

The  woman  shall  not  wear  that 
which  pertaineth  unto  a  man:  nei- 
ther shall  a  man  put  on  a  woman's 
garment ;  for  all  tnat  do  so,  are  abo- 
mination unto  the  Lord  thy  God. — 
Deut.  xxii.  5. 

Hannah  wept,  and  did  not  eat. 
Then  said  Elkanah  her  husband  to 
her,  Hannah,  why  weepest  thou  ?  and 
why  eatest  thou  not  ?  and  why  b  thy 
heart  grieved?  am  not  I  better  to 
thee  than  ten  sons?  So  Hannah 
arose,  &c. — 1  Sam.  i.  8,  9. 

Saul  sent  messengers  to  David's 
house,  to  watch  him,  and  slay  him  in 
the  momine.  And  Michal,  David's 
wife,  told  nim,  &c.  And  let  him 
down  through  a  window;  and  he 
went  and  fled,  and  escaped. — 1  Sam. 
xix.  11,  &c.  She  aflerwards  despised 
him. — 1  Chron.  xv.  29. 
.  Israel's  sin  in  taking  strange  wives, 
and  their  sorrow  and  reformation. — 
Ezra  ix ;  x. 

Job's  wife  said  unto  him.  Dost 
thou  still  retain  thine  integrity  ? 
curse  God  and  die.  But  he  said 
unto  her,  Thou  speakest  as  one  of 
the  foolish  women  speaketh.  What ! 
shall  we  receive  good  ?  &c. — Job  ii. 
9,  10 ;  1  Kings  xi.  1. 4;  xxi.  25. 


A  virtuous  woman  is  a  crown  to 
her  husband;  but  she  that  maketh 
ashamed,  is  as  rottenness  in  his  bones. 
— Prov.  xii,  4;  xviii.  22. 

The  contentions  of  a  wife  are  a 
continual  droppine,  &c.  A  prudent 
wife  is  from  tne  Lord. — Prov.  xix. 
13, 14. 

It  is  better  to  dwell  in  the  wilder- 
ness, than  with  a  contentious  and  an 
angry  woman. — Prov.  xxi.  19. 

Who  can  find  a  virtuous  woman  ? 
for  her  price  is  far  above  rubies. 
The  heart  of  her  husband  doth  safely 
trust  in  her,  so  that  he  shall  have  no 
need  of  spoil.  She  will  do  him  good, 
and  not  evil,  all  the  days  of  her  life. 
She  seeketh  wool  and  flax,  and  work- 
eth  willingly  with  her  hands,  &c.— 
Prov.  XXXI.  10,  &c.;  xiv.  1. 

Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
saving  for  the  cause  of  fornication, 
causeth  her  to  commit  adultery  ;  and 
whosoever  shall  marry  her  that  isdi- 
Yorced,  committeth  adultery. — Matt. 
V.  32 ;  xix.  8. 

The  Pharisees  said.  Is  it  lawful  for 
a  man  to  put  away  his  wife  for  every 
cause?  And  he  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Have  ye  not  read,  that  he 
which  made  them  at  the  beginning, 
made  them  male  and  female?  &^. 
wherefore  they  are  no  more  twain, 
but  one  flesh.  What  therefore  God 
hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put 
asunder,  &c.  Moses,  because  of  the 
hardness  of  your  hearts,  suflered  you 
to  put  away  your  wives;  but  from 
the  beginning  it  was  not  so.  If,  &c. 
it  is  good  not  to  marry,  &c.  but  all 
men  cannot  receive  it,  &c.  he  that  is 
able,  let  him  receive  it. — Matt.  xix. 
3—12. 

The  woman  which  hath  an  hus- 
band, is  bound  by  the  law  to  her 
husband  so  long  as  he  liveth  :  but  if 
the  husband  be  dead,  she  is  loosed 
from  the  law  of  her  husband.  So 
then,  if  while  her  husband  liveth, 
she  be  married  to  another  man,  she 
shall  be  called  an  adulteress :  but  if 
her  husband  be  dead,  &c« — Rom.  vii. 
2,3. 
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It  is  good  for  a  man  not  to  touch  a 
woman:  nevertheless,  to  avoid  for- 
nication^  let  every  man  have  his  own 
wife,  and  let  every  woman  have  her 
own  husband.  Let  the  husband  ren- 
der unto  the  wife  due  benevolence: 
and  likewise  also  the  wife  unto  the 
husband.  The  wife  hath  not  power 
of  her  own  body,  but  the  husband : 
and  likewise  also  the  husband  hath 
not  power  of  his  own  body,  but  the 
wife.  Defraud  ye  not  one  the  other, 
except  it  be  with  consent  for  a  time ; 
that  ye  may  give  yourselves  to  fast- 
ing and  prayer,  and  come  together 
again,  that  Satan  tempt  you  not  for 
your  incontinency,  &c.  I  say  there- 
fore to  the  unmarried  and  widows,  it 
is  good  for  them,  if  they  abide,  even 
as  I.  But  if  they  cannot  contain,  let 
them  marry :  for  it  is  better  to  marrv 
than  to  bum.  And  unto  the  marriea, 
I  command,  yet  not  I,  bat  the  Lord ; 
Let  not  the  wife  depart  from  her 
husband :  but,  and  if  she  depart,  let 
her  remain  unmarried,  &c.  Let  not 
the  husband  put  away  his  wife,  &c. 
And  if  any  brother  hath  a  wife  that 
believeth  not,  and  she  be  pleased  to 
dwell  with  him ;  let  him  not  put  her 
away,  &c.  for  the  unbelievin?  hus- 
band is  sanctified  by  the  wite,  &c. 
else  were  your  children  unclean ;  but 
now  are  they  holy,  &c.  For  what 
knowest  thou,  O  wife !  whether  thou 
shalt  save  thy  husband?  &c.  The 
time  is  short;  it  remains,  that  both 
they  that  have  wives  be  as  though 
they  had  none,  &c.  An  unmarried 
life  commended. — 1  Cor.  vii.  1 — 16. 
29.  32,  &c. 

Have  we  not  power  to  lead  about 
a  sister,  a  wife,  as  well  as  other 
apostles,  and  as  the  brethren  of  the 
Lord,  and  Cephas  ? — 1  Cor.  ix.  5. 

The  head  of  the  woman  is  the  man, 
&c.  The  man  is  not  of  the  woman, 
but  the  woman  of  the  man ;  neither 
was  the  man  created  for  the  woman, 
but  the  woman  for  the  man,  &c. 
Nevertheless,  neither  is  the  man 
without  the  woman,  neither  is  the 
woman  irithout  the  man  in  the  Lord : 


for  as  the  woman  is  of  the  man,  even 
so  is  the  man  also  by  the  woman,  &c« 
— 1  Cor.  xi.  3.  8,  9. 11, 12. 

Let  your  women  keep  silence  in 
the  churches :  for  it  is  not  permitted 
unto  them  to  speak,  but  to  be  under 
obedience,  as  also  saith  the  law. 
And  if  they  will  learn  any  thing,  let 
them  ask  their  husbands  at  home: 
for  it  is  a  shame  for  women  to  speak 
in  the  church. — ^1  Cor.  xiv.  34, 35. 

Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  toge- 
ther with  unbelievers;  for  what  fel- 
lowship hath  righteousness  with  un- 
righteousness, &c. — 2  Cor.  vi.  14 — 
lo;  Deut.  vii.  3,  4;  1  Kings  xi.  1 — 
4;  xxi.  25. 

Wives  submit  yourselves  unto 
your  own  husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord : 
for  the  husband  is  head  of  the  wife, 
&c.  therefore  as  the  church  is  subject 
to  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to  their 
own  husbands  in  every  thing.  Hus- 
bands, love  vour  wives,  even  as  Christ 
also  loved  the  church,  &c.  So  ought 
men  to  love  their  wives,  as  their  own 
bodies;  he  that  loveth  his  wife, 
loveth  himself:  for  no  man  ever  yet 
hated  his  own  flesh,  &c.  Let  every 
one  of  you  in  particular  so  love  his 
wife,  even  as  himself:  and  the  wife 
see  that  she  reverence  her  husband. — 
Eph.  V.  22—25.  28.  33. 

Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your 
own  husbands,  as  it  is  fit  in  the  Lord. 
Husbands,  love  your  wives,  and  be 
not  bitter  against  them. — Col.  iii.  18, 
19. 

In  like  manner  also,  that  women 
adorn  themselves  in  modest  apparel, 
&c.  Let  the  woman  learn  in  silence 
with  all  subjection :  but  I  sufier  not 
a  woman  to  teach,  or  usurp  authority 
over  the  man,  but  to  be  in  silence. 
For  Adam  was  first  formed,  then  Eve : 
and  Adam  was  not  deceived,  &c. — 
1  Tim.  ii.  9—14. 

I  will,  therefore,  that  the  younger 
women  marry,  bear  children,  guide 
the  house,  give  none  occasion  to  the 
adversary  to  speak  reproachfully. — 
1  Tim.  V.  14. 

The    aged   women    likewise,  that 
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they  be.  in  behaviour  as  becometh 
holiness,  &c.  that  they  may  teach  the 
young  women  to  be  sober,  to  love 
their  husbands,  &c.  to  be  discreet, 
chaste,  keepers  at  home,  good,  obe- 
dient to  their  own  husbands,  that  the 
word  of  God  be  not  blasphemed. — 
Titus  ii.  3—6. 

Marriage  is  honourable  in  all,  and 
the  bed  undefiled :  but  whoremongers 
and  adulterers  God  will  judge. — Heb. 
xiu.  4. 

Wives,  be  in  subjection  to  your  own 
husbands,  that  if  any  obey  not  the 
word,  &c.  Holy  women  adorned  them- 
selves, being  in  subjection  to  their 
own  husbands,  even  as  Sarah  obeyed 
Abraham,  calling  him  lord,  &c.  Like- 
wise ye  husbands,  dwell  with  them 
according  to  knowledge;  giving 
honour  unto  the  wife,  as  unto  the 
weaker  vessel,  and  as  being  heirs  to- 
gether of  the  grace  of  life,  that  your 
prayers  be  not  hindered. — 1  Pet.  ill. 
1—7. 

Sect.  2. — Parents  to  their  Children^ 
and  Children  to  their  Parents, 

Childbbn  acknowledged  to  be  from 
God,  as  a  desirable  thing ;  and  bar- 
renness a  reproach. — Gen.  iv.  1.  25; 
XV.  2, 3;  xvi.  2;  xxv.  21;  xxx.  1,2. 23; 
1  Sam.  i.  5,  6. 10, 11;  Luke  i.  24, 25. 

Noah  being  uncovered  within  his 
tent.  Ham  saw  it,  and  told  his  bre- 
thren without:  who  took  a  garment 
and  laid  it  upon  both  their  shoulders, 
and  went  backntrard,  and  covered  the 
nakedness  of  their  father.  And  Noah 
arising,  from  the  relation  afterwards 
blessed  them,  and  cursed  their  bro- 
ther who  told  them. — Gen.  ix.20 — 27. 

Abraham  shall  surely  become  a 
great  and  mighty  nation,  &c.  For  1 
know  him,  that  he  will  command  his 
children  and  his  household  after  him : 
and  they  shall  keep  the  way  of  the 
Lord,  to  do  justice  and  judgment. — 
Gen.  xviii.  18, 19. 

Thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife  unto  my 
son  of  the  daughters  of  the  Canaan- 
ites,  amongst  whom  1  dwell :  but  thou 
shalt  go  unXo  my  country,  and  to  my 


kindred,  and  take  a  wife  unto  my  son 
Isaac,  &c. — Gen.  xxiv.  3, 4;  xxviii.  1, 
2.  7—9. 

Isaac,  when  he  was  old,  called  hb 
son  Esau,  that  he  might  bless  him 
before  he  died,  &c.  Rebekah  said,  &c. 
If  Jacob  take  a  wife  of  the  daughters 
of  Heth,  &c.  what  good  shall  my  life 
do  me  ? — Gen.  xxvii.  1 — 5. 46 ;  xxvi. 
34,35. 

Esau  tookwivesof  IshmaeVs^unily, 
on  purpose  because  the  daughters  of 
Canaan  pleased  not  his  fatner  and 
mother. — Gen.  xxviii.  7 — ^9. 

When  Esau  saw  the  women  and 
the  children  with  Jacob,  he  asked 
him,  Who  are  those  with  thee  ?  and 
he  said.  The  children  which  God  hath 
graciously  given  thy  servant. — Gen. 
xxxiii.  4,  5 ;  Ps.  cxxviii.  1,  3,  &c. 

Rachel  said  to  her  &ther,  Let  it  not 
displease  my  lord,  that  I  cannot  rise 
up  before  thee,  &c. — Gen.  xxxi.  35. 

Israel  loved  Joseph  more  than  all 
his  children,  because  he  was  the  son 
of  his  old  age ;  and  he  made  him  a 
coat  of  many  colours,  &c.  therefore 
his  brethren  hated  him,  and  could  not 
speak  peaceably  unto  him,  &c.  When 
tiacob  supposed  him  to  be  dead,  he 
rent  his  clothes,  and  put  sackcloth 
upon  his  loins,  &c.  refused  to  be 
comforted;  and  he  said,  For  I  will 
go  down  into  the  grave  unto  my  son 
mourning:  thus  his  father  wept  for 
him. — Gen.  xxxvii.  3, 4. 33 — 36;  xlii. 
36.38. 

Simeon  and  Levi  destroyed  the 
Shechemites:  their  father  Jacob  re- 
buked them :  they  justified  it. — Gen. 
xxxiv.  25,  26.  30,  31. 

When  Jacob  was  told  that  Joseph 
was  yet  alive,  his  heart  fainted,  for  he 
believed  them  not,  &c.  afterwards  the 
spirit  of  Jacob  revived,  and  he  said, 
I  will  go  and  see  him  before  I  die. — 
Gen.  xlv.  26—28. 

Joseph  met  his  father,  and  fell  on 
his  neck,  and  wept  on  his  neck  a  good 
while ;  and  Israel  said  unto  Joseph, 
Now  let  me  die,  since  I  have  seen  thy 
face. — Gen.  xlvi.  29,  30;  I.  1. 

When   Joseph   brought  his    sons 
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unto  his  father  Israel,  Joseph  bowed 

himself  to  the  earth. — Gen.  xWiii. 

9—12. 

.    The  sons  of  Israel  did  unto  him 

according  as  he  commanded  them: 

for,  &c.— Gen.  1. 12, 13. 

That  thou  mayest  tell  in  the  ears 
of  thy  son,  and  of  thy  son's  son,  what 
things  I  have  wrought  in  Egypt,  and 
my  signs,  &c.  that  ye  may  know  that 
I  am  the  Lord. — Exod.  x.  2. 

When  thy  son  shall  ask.  What 
means  the  offering  of  the  first-bom  ? 
&c.  Thou  shalt  say  unto  him,  By 
strength  of  hand  the  Lord  brought 
us  out  of  Egypt,  &c.  and  slew  all  the 
first-bom. — Exod.  xiii.  14,  15;  xii. 
25—27. 

Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother, 
that  thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the 
land,  &c.

Moses  went  out  to  meet  his  father- 
in-law,  and  did  obeisance,  and  kissed 
him;  and  they  asked  each  other  of 
their  welfare.

He  that  smiteth  his  father  or  his

&c.  He  that  curseth  (or  revileth)  his 
father  or  his  mother,  shall  surely  be 
put  to  death.

Ye  shall  fear  every  man  his  mother 
and  his  father:  I  am  the  Lord. —

I  will  make  them  to  hear  my  words,

Gather,  &c.  men,  women,  and  chil- 
dren, &c.  that  they  may  hear,  &c. 
that  they  may  leam  and  fear  the  Lord.

Set  your  hearts  unto  all  the  words, 
&c.  which  ye  shall  command  yoar 
children  to  observe,  to  do  all  the 
words  of  this  law.

and  he  said  unto  them.  Why  do  you 
such  things?  for  I  hear  of  your  evil 
dealings  by  all  this  people  :  nay,  m j 
sons,  for  it  is  no  good  report  that  I 
bear,  &c.  If  a  man  sin  against  the 
Lord,  who  shall  intreat  for  him? —

I  will  perform  against  Eli  all  things 
which  I  have  spoken,  &c.  for  the  ini- 
quity which  he  knoweth ;  because 
his  sons  made  themselves  vile,  and  he 
restrained  them  not,  (or  frowned  not 
upon  them.)

Bathsheba,  king  Solomon's  mother, 
went  unto  him :  he  rose  up  to  meet 
her,  and  bowed  himself  unto  her,  and 
caused  a  seat  to  be  set  for  her  on  his 
right  hand.

will  not  hide  them  from  their  chil- 
dren, shewing  to  the  ^neration  to 
come  the  praises  of  the  Lord,  &c.  that 
the  generation  to  come  might  know 
them,  even  the  children  which  should 
be  bom;  who  should  arise  and  de- 
clare them  to  their  children,  that 
they  might  set  their  hope  in  God,  and

Let  every  man  wherein  he  is  called, 
therein  abide  with  God.

Not  with  eye-service  as  men  pleasers, 
but  as  the  servants  of  Christ,  &c.  from 
the  heart,  with  good  will,  doing  service 
as  to  the  Lord,  and  not  to  men,  &c. 
And,  ye  masters,  do  the  same  things 
unto  them,  forbearing  Tor  moderating) 
threatening,  knowing  tnatyour  Master 
also  is  in  heaven  :  neither  is  there  re- 
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spect  of  persons  with  him. — Eph.  vi. 
5—9 ;  Col.  iii.  22—24. 

Masters,  give  unto  jour  servants 
that  which  is  just  and  equal ;  know- 
ing that  ye  also  have  a  Master  in 
heaven. — Col.  iv.  1. 

Let  as  many  servants  as  are  under 
the  voke  count  their  own  masters 
worthy  of  all  honour,  that  the  name 
of  God  and  his  doctrine  he  not  blas- 
phemed. And  they  that  have  be- 
lieving masters,  let  them  not  despise 
them,  because  they  are  brethren  :  but 
rather  do  service,  because  they  are 
faithful  (or  believing)  and  beloved, 
partakers  of  the  benefit :  these  things 
teach  and  exhort.  If  any  man  teach 
otherwise,  and  consent  not  to  whole- 
some words,  &c.  he  is  proud,  knowing 
nothing,  &c. — 1  Tim.  vi.  1—4. 

Exhort  servants  to  be  obedient 
unto  their  own  masters,  and  to  please 

them  well  in  all  thines,  not  answer- 
ing again,  (or  gainsaymg :)  not  pur- 
lomin^,  bpt  shewing  all  good  fidelity, 

that  tney  may  adorn  the  doctrine  of 

Grod  our  Saviour  in  all  things. — Titus 

ii.  9, 10. 

Go  to  now,  ye  rich  men,  weep  and 

howl  for  your  miseries,  &c.    Behold, 

the  hire  of  the  labourers  which  have 

reaped  down  your  fields,  which  is  of 

you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth :  and 

the  cries  of  them  which  have  reaped 

are  entered  into  the  ears  of  the  Lord. 

— James  v.  1.  4. 

Servants,  be  subject  to  your  mas- 
ters with  all  fear,  not  only  to  the  good 

and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  fi*oward. 

For  this  is  thankworthy,  if  a  man  for 

conscience  toward  God  endure  grief, 

suffering  wrongfully.    For  what  glory 

is  it,  if  when  ye  be  bufietted  for  your 

faults,  ye  shall  take  it  patiently  ?  But 

if  when  ye  do  well,  and  suffer  for  it, 

ye  take  it  patiently,  this  is  acceptable 

with  God.     For  even  hereunto  were 

ye  called.— 1  Pet.  ii.  18—21. 
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and  Subjects  to  Magistrates, 

See  Magistrates  and  Magistracy 
at  large. 


CHAPTER  XVII. 

BELIEVERS,  THEIR  DUT7  TOWARD  ALL 
MEN,  THOSE  WHO  ARE  WITHOUT,  UN- 
BELIEVERS, ENEMIES. 

Sect.  1. — In  Oeneral, 

Thou  shalt  neither  vex  a  stranger, 
nor  oppress  him :  for  ye  were  stran- 
gers in  the  land  of  Egypt.  Ye  shall 
not  afflict  any  widow  or  fatherless, 
&c. — Exod.  xxii,  21,  22. 

Thou  shalt  not  curse  the  deaf,  nor 
put  a  stumbling-block  (or  offence)  be- 
fore the  blind,  &c. — Levit.  xix.  18, 14. 

He  doth  execute  the  judgment  of 
the  fatherless  and  widow,  and  loveth 
the  stranger,  &c.  .  Love  ye  therefore 
the  stranger,  for  ye  were  strangers, 
&c. — Deut.  X.  18, 19 ;  Job  xxxi.  32. 

Who  shall  dwell  in  thy  holy  hill  ? 
&c.  he  that  doeth  no  evil  to  his  neigh- 
bour.— Ps.  XV.  1.  3. 

Thus  speaketh  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
saying.  Execute  true  judgment,  and 
shew  mercy  and  compassion  every 
man  to  his  brother,  and  oppress  not 
the  widow,  nor  the  fatherless,  the 
stranger,  nor  the  poor :  and  let  none 
of  you  imagine  evil  against  his  bro- 
ther in  your  heart. — Zech.  vii.  9, 10 ;

Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto 
the  dogs :  neitheir  cast  ye  your  pearls 
before  swine,  lest  they  trample  them 
under  their  feet,  and  turn  again  and 
rend  you.  Therefore  all  things  what- 
soever ye  would  that  men  should  do 
to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them :  for 
thirt  is  the  law  and  the  prophets. —

Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep 
in  the  midst  of  wolves :  be  ye  tliere- 
fore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless 
as  doves. — Matt.  x.  16. 

And  herein  do  I  exercise  myself, 
to  have  always  a  conscience  void  of 
offence  toward  Ood  and  toward  men. 
— Acts  xxiv.  16. 

Recompense  to  no  man  evil  for 
evil :    provide  things  honest  iti.  iVi^ 
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sight  ofall  men. — ^Rom.  xii.  17;  Levit. 
xix.  18. 

Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues, 
tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due,  cus- 
tom to  whom  custom,  fear  to  whom 
fear,  honour  to  whom  honour.  Owe 
no  man  any  thing,  but  to  love  one 
another:  for  he  that  loveth  another, 
hath  fulfilled  the  law,  &c.  Love 
worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbour. — 
Rom.  xiii.  7 — 10. 

Give  none  offence,  neither  to  the 
Jews  nor  to  the  Gentiles,  &c.  even  as 
I  please  all  men  in  all  things,  not  seek- 
ing mine  own  profit. — 1  Cor.  x.  32,33. 

Charity  thinketh  no  evil. — 1  Cor.

XI  n.  o. 

Providing  for  honest  things,  not 
only  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  but 
also  in  the  sight  of  men. — ^2  Cor.  viii. 
21. 

Look  not  every  man  on  his  own 
things,  but  every  man  also  on  the 
things  of  others,  &c.  Do  all  things 
without  murmurings  and  disputings : 
that  ye  may  be  blameless  and  harm- 
less, (or  sincere,)  the  sons  of  God, 
without  rebuke,  in  the  midst  of  a 
crooked  and  perverse  nation,  among 
whom  ye  shine  (or  shine  ye)  as  lights 
in  the  world. — Phil.  ii.  4.  14,  15. 

Let  your  moderation  be  known 
unto  all  men  :  the  Lord  is  at  hand. — 
Phil.  iv.  5. 

Walk  in  wisdom  toward  them  that 
are  without,  &c.  Let  your  speech  be 
always  with  grace,  &c.  that  ye  may 
know  how  to  answer  every  man. — 
Col.  iv.  5,  6. 

The  Lord  make  you  to  increase  and 
abound  in  love,  &c.  toward  all  men. 
—1  Thess.  iii.  12 ;  Eph.  v.  2. 

That  ye  study  to  be  quiet,  and  to 
do  your  own  business,  and  to  work 
with  your  own  hands,  &c.  That  ye 
may  walk  honestly  toward  them  that 
are  without,  and  that  ye  may  have 
lack  of  nothing,  (or  of  no  man.) — 
1  Thess.  iv.  11,  12. 

We  exhort  you,  brethren,  &c.  be 

patient  toward   all   men.      See  that 

none  render  evil  for  evil   unto  any 

jn^n;    hut  ever    follow   that   which 


is  good,  both  among  yourselves,  and 
to  all  men. — 1  Thess.  v,  14,  15. 

That  the  aged  men  be  sober,  grave, 
temperate,  sound  in  faith,  charity, 
patience.  The  aged  women  likewise, 
&c.  In  all  things  shewing  thyself  a 
pattern  of  good  works,  &c.  sound 
speech  that  cannot  be  condemned; 
tnat  he  that  is  of  the  contrary  part 
may  be  ashamed,  having  no  evil 
thing  to  say  of  you. — ^Titus  ii.  2,  3. 
6—8. 

Put  them  in  mind,  &c.  to  be  ready 
to  every  good  work,  &c.  To  be  no 
brawlers,  but  gentle,  shewing  all 
meekness  unto  all  men :  for  we,  &e. 
—Titus  iii.  1—3. 

Wherefore  laying  aside  all  malice, 
and  all  guile,  and  envies,  and  all  evil 
speakino;s,  &c.  abstain  from  fleshly 
lusts  which  war  against  the  soul ; 
having  your  conversation  honest 
amonest  the  Gentiles,  that  whereas 
they  (or  wherein  they)  speak  against 
you  as  evil  doers,  they  miy  by  your 
good  works,  which  they  shall  behold^ 

florify  God  in  the  day  of  visitation, 
'or  so  is  the  will  of  (Jod,  that  with 
well  doing  ye  may  put  to  silence  the 
ignorance  of  foolish  men,  &c.  Honour 
(or  esteem)  all  men. — 1  Pet.  ii.  1. 11, 
12.15. 17;  Job  xvii.  5. 

Sanctify  the  Lord  God  in  your 
hearts,  and  be  ready  always  to  give 
an  answer  to  every  man  that  asketli 
you  a  reason  of  the  hope  that  is  in 
you,  with  meekness  and  fear :  having 
a  good  conscience ;  that  whereas  they 
speak  evil  of  you,  as  of  evil  doers, 
they  may  be  ashamed  that  falsely  ac- 
cuse your  good  conversation  in  Christ, 
&c.— 1  Pet.  iii.  15—17. 

Sect.  2. — In  particular ;  nottojud^e 
theniy  or  speak  evil  of  them. 

Thou  givest  thy  mouth  to  evil,  &c. 
thou  sittest  and  speakest  against  thy 
brother,  &c.  thou  thoughtest  that  I  was 
altogether  such  an  one  as  thyself,  &;c. 
— Ps.  1.  19—21. 

Judffe  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged: 
for  with  what  judgment  ye  judge,  ye 
shall  be  judged. — Matt.  vii.  1,  2. 
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Judge  nothing  before  the  time, 
until  the  Lord  come. — 1  Cor.  iv.  5. 

Charity,  &c.  thinketh  no  evil. — 
1  Cor.  xiii.  5. 

Put  them  in  mind  to  speak  evil  of 
no  man,  Sec,  for  we  ourselves  also 
were  sometimes  foolish,  disobedient. 
—Titus  iii.  1—3. 

Speak  not  evil  one  of  another,  &c. 
who  art  thou  that  judgest  another  ? — 
James  iv.  11, 12. 

Wherefore  laying  aside,  &c.  all  evil 
speakings. — 1  Pet.  ii.  1. 

Sect.  3. — Se  jtistf  rigJdeouSj  true^ 
and  faithful  to  and  with  them,  in 
all  things  of  Trust  and  Dealing. 

Laban's  unjust  dealing  with  Jacob. — 
Gen.  xxxi.  38,  &c. 

That  which  is  altogether  just  (or 
justice)  shalt  thou  follow,  that  thou, 
&c. — Deut.  xvi.  20. 

Ye  shall  not,  &c.  deal  falsely,  nei- 
ther lie  one  to  another.  Thou  shalt 
not  defraud  thy  neighbour,  neither 
rob  him,  &c.  ye  shall  do  no  unrighte- 
ousness in  Judgment,  in  meteyard,  in 
weight,  or  m  measure :  just  balances, 
just  weiehts,  a  just  ephah,  and  a  just 
bin,  shsdl  ye  have:  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God.— Levit.  xix.  11. 13. 35,36; 
Job  xvii.  5 ;  Levit.  xxv.  17. 

If  thou  sell  ought  unto  thy  neigh- 
bour, or  buyest  ought  of  thy  neigh- 
bour's hand,  ye  shall  not  oppress  one 
another. — Levit.  xxv.  14. 

Thou  shalt  not  have  in  thy  house 
divers  measures,  a  great  and  a  small. 
— Deut.  xxv.  14. 

Ziba,  by  his  politic  dealings,  and 
lie  to  David,  rendered  Mephibosheth 
obnoxious  to  David's  displeasure,  and 
thereby  obtained  all  his  possessions.

The  righteous  Lord  loveth  righte- 
ousness.— Ps.  xi.  7. 

A  false  balance  is  an  abomination 
to  the  Lord :  but  a  Just  weight  is  his 
delight.

Divers  weights  (or  a  stone  and  a 
stone)  and  divers  measures,  (or  an 
ephah  and  an  ephah,)  both  of  them 


arc  alike  abomination  to  the  Lord. —

To  do  justice  and  judgment,  is 
more  acceptable  to  the  Lord  than  sa- 
crifice, &c.  It  is  joy  to  the  just  to  do 
judgment.

Remove  not  the  ancient  land  mark 
(or  bound)  which  thy  fathers  have  set. 
Enter  not  into  the  fields  of  the  father- 
less, for  their  Redeemer  is  mighty,  he

Prov.  xxii.  28;  xxiii.  10, 11. 

As  a  madman,  &c.  so  is  the  man 
that  deceivcth  his  neighbour,  and 
saith.  Am  not  I  in  sport?  —  Prov.

God  complained  against  Israel : 
none  calleth  for  justice,  nor  any 
pleadeth  for  truth. — Isa.  lix.  4. 

Woe  unto  him  that  buildeth  his 
house  by  unrighteousness,  and  his 
chambers  by  wrong:  that  useth  his 
neighbour's  service  without  wages, 
&c. — Jer.  xxii.  13. 

In  thee  have  they  dealt  by  oppres- 
sion with  the  stranger. — £zek.  xxii. 
7.  29. 

Daniel  was  faithful  in  his  trust, 
neither  was  there  any  error  or  fault 
found  in  him. — Dan.  vi.  4,  5. 

What  doth  the  Ldrd  require  of  thee, 
but  to  do  justly?  &c. — Micah  vi.  8. 

The  just  Lord  is  in  the  midst 
thereof;  he  will  not  do  iniquity. —

Have  we  not  all  one  Father  ?  Hath 
not  one  God  created  us  ?  Why  do  we 
deal  treacherously  every  man  against 
his  brother  ?

Withdraw  thy  foot  from  thy  neigh- 
bour's house,  lest  he  be  weary  of  thee, 
and  hate  thee.

Accuse  not  a  servant  to  his  master, 
lest  he  curse  thee,  &c. — Prov.  xxx.  10. 

Blessed  are  the  peacemakers,  for 
they  shall  be  called  the  children  of 
God.  Whosoever  shall  smite  thee  on 
thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other. 
—Matt.  V.  9.  39. 

If  it  be  possible,  as  much  as  lieth 
in  you,  live  peaceably  with  all  men ; 
dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  your- 
selves.— Rom.  xii.  18, 19. 

If  the  unbelieving  depart,  let  him 
depart,  &c.  but  God  hath  called  us  to 
peace. — 1  Cor.  vii.  15. 

That  ye  study  to  be  quiet,  and  to 
do  your  own  business,  and  to  work, 
&c. — 1  Thess.  iv.  11. 

We  hear  that  there  are  some  which 
walk  among  you  disorderly,  working 
not  at  all,  but  are  busybodies :  now 
them  that  are  such,  we  command  and 
exhort,  &c.  that  with  quietness  they 
work,  &c.

Withal  they  learn  to  be  idle,  wan- 
dering about  from  house  to  house:

That  they  which  have  believed  in 


God,  mieht  be  careihl  to  maintain 
good  woHLs:  these  things  are  good 
and  profitable  unto  men ;  and  let  ours 
also  leani  to  maintain  good  works  (or 
profess  honest  trades)  for  necessary 
uses,  &c. — Titus  iii.  8. 14. 

Follow  peace  with  all  men. — Heb. 
xii.  14. 

But  if  ye  have  bitter  envyins  and 
strife,  &c.  this  wisdom  descendeUi  not 
from  above,  bat  is,  &c.  The  wisdom 
that  is  from  above  is  first  pure,  then 
peaceable,  gentle,  and  easy  to  be  en- 
treated, &c.  And  the  fruit  of  righte- 
ousness is  sown  in  peace  of  them  that 
make  peace.

From  whence  come  wars  and  fight- 
ings among  you  ?  come  they  not  hence, 
even  of  your  lusts?

Let  none  of  you  suffer,  &c.  as  a

Sect.  5.  —  Not  to  he  discontented, 
angry,  or  revengeful  against  them: 
but  to  behave  themselves  meekly, 
gently,  and  patiently  toward  them; 
bearing  Wrong, 

0  Lord  God,  to  whom  vengeance  be- 
longeth. — Ps.  xciv.  1. 

Lot  speaks  to  the  wicked  men  thus, 

1  pray  you,  brethren,  do  not  so  wick- 
edly, &c. — Gen.  xix.  5 — 7. 

Simeon  and  Levi's  cruelty  in  slay- 
ing the  Shechemites  greatly  blamed. — 
Gen.  xxxiv.  25, 26.  30 ;  xlix.  5—7. 

David  resolved  in  haste  to  destroy 
Nabal's  hoiise,  because  of  Nabal's 
unkindness ;  but  Abigail  having  inter- 
posed, he  blessed  God  for  her  counsel, 
and  forbore  his  revenge. — 1  Sam.  xxv. 
32—34;  Levit.  xix.  18;  Prov.  xx.22; 
xxiv.  29. 

Israel's  rage  against  Judah  was  re- 
buked by  the  prophet.  —  2  Chron.

Fret  not  thyself  because  of  evil- 
doers, neither  be  thou  envious  against 
the   workers   of  iniquity :    for  they 
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Bhall  soon  be  cut  down. — Ps.  xxxvii.

Envy  thou  not  the  oppressor,  and 
choose  none  of  his  ways. — Prov.  iii. 
31. 

Let  not  thine  heart  envy  sinners : 
but  be  thou  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  all 
the  day  long. — Prov.  xxiii.  17. 

Whosoever  is  angry  with  his  brother 
without  a  cause,  shall  be  in  danger  of 
the  judgment. — Matt.  v.  22. 

If  we  forgive  men  their  trespasses, 
your  heavenly  Father  will  also  forgive 
you :  but  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their 
trespasses,  neither  will  your  Father 
forgive  your  trespasses. — Matt.  vi.

Learn  of  me,  for  I  am  meek  and 
lowly  in  heart — Matt.  xi.  29. 

One  of  them  which  were  with  Jesus, 
stretched  out  his  hand  and  drew  a 
sword,  and  struck  a  servant  of  the 
high  priest's,  &c.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  nim.  Put  up  again  thy  sword 
into  his  place ;  for  all  they  that  take 
the  sword  shall  perish  with  the  sword.

Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  your- 
selves, but  rather  give  place  unto 
wrath :  for  it  is  written,  Vengeance 
is  mine ;  I  will  repay,  saith  the  Lord.

Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind ; 
charity  envieth  not,  &c.  is  not  easily 
provoked;  thinketh  no  evil.— 1  Cor. 
xiii.  4,  5. 

In  malice  be  ye  children,  but  in 
understanding  be  men.  —  1  Cor.  xiv. 
20. 

The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is,  &c.  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  &c.  meekness, 
temperance. — Gal.  v.  22,  23. 


Let  all  bitterness,  and  wrath,  and 
anger,  and  clamour,  &c.  be  put  away 
from  you. — Eph.  iv.  31 ;  Col.  iii.  8. 

Let  your  moderation  be  known 
unto  all  men. — Phil,  iv.  5. 

Put  on  bowels  of  mercies,  &c.  for- 
bearing one  another,  and  forgiving 
one  another.  If  any  man  have  a 
quarrel  against  any;  even  as  Christ 
iorgave  you,  so  also  do  ye. — Col.  iii.

Be  patient  toward  all  men :  see 
that  none  render  evil  for  evil  unto 
any  man.

The  servant  of  the  Lord  must  not 
strive,  but  be  gentle  unto  all  men,  &c. 
patient,  in  meekness  instructing  those 
that  oppose  themselves :  if  God  per- 
adventure,  &c. — 2  Tim.  ii.  24,  25. 

To  speak  evil  of  no  man,  to  be  no 
brawlers :  but  gentle,  shewing  all 
meekness  unto  all  men. — Titus  iii.  2. 

Let  every  man  be  slow  to  wrath : 
for  the  wrath  of  man  workelh  not  the 
righteousness  of  God. — James  i.  19, 

20: 

The  wisdom  that  is  from  above,  is, 
&c.  gentle  and  easy  to  be  entreated, 
&c.— James  iii.  17. 

Not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or 
railing  for  railing,  &c.  knowing  that 
ye  are,  &c.

Then  shall  ye  remember 
your  own  evil  ways,  and  your  doings 
that  were  not  good,  and  shall  loathe 
yourselves  in  your  own  sight  for  your 
iniquities.

I  will  pour  upon  the  house  of 
David,  &c.  the  spirit  of  grace  and  of 
supplications :  and  they  shall  look 
upon  me  whom  they  have  pierced, 
and  they  shall  mourn  for  him. —

The  Lord  whom  ye  seek  shall  sud- 
denly come,  &c.  and  he  shall  sit  as  a 
refiner  and  purifier  of  silver,  and  he

Except  a  man  be  born  again,  (or 
from  above,)  he  cannot  see  the  king- 
dom of  God,  &c.  The  wind  bloweth 
where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell 
whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it 
goeth  :  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of 
the  Spirit.

For  as  the  Father  raiseth  up  the 
dead,  and  quickeneth  them ;  even  so 
the  Son  quickeneth  whom  he  will,  &c.

Jesus,  &c.  him  hath  God  exalted 
with  his  right  hand ;  to  be  a  Prince, 
and  a  Saviour ;  for  to  give  repentance 
to  Israel,  &c. — Acts  v.  30,  31. 

God  gave  them  the  like  gift  as  he 
did  unto  us,  &c.  They  glorified  God, 
saying.  Then  hath  God  also  to  the 
Gentiles  granted  repentance  unto  life. 
Now  they  which  were  scattered,  &c. 


spake  unto  the  Grecians,  &c.  and  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  them: 
and  a  great  number  believed,  and 
turned  unto  the  Lord. — Acts  xi.  17 
—21. 

And  now,  brethren,  I  recommend 
you  to  God,  and  to  the  word  of  his 
grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up, 
and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among 
all  them  which  are  sanctified. — Acts

Paul  having  made  complaint  of 
himself,  saith,  O  wretched  man  that 
I  am !  Who  shall  deliver  me  ?  &c. 
I  thank  God,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

I  was  found  of  them  that  sought 
me  not:  I  was  made  manifest  unto 
them  that  asked  not  afier  me. — Rom.

Christ,  &c.  wrought  by  me,  to  make

Rom.  XV.  18. 

That  no  flesh  should  glory,  &c.  but 
of  him  are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus. — 1  Cor.

I  have  planted, and  Apollos  watered, 
but  God  gave  the  increase. — 1  Cor.

There  are  diversities  of  operations ;

Work  out  your  own  salvation,  &c. 
For  it  is  God  who  worketh  in  you 
both  to  will  and  to  do  of  his  good 
pleasure.

I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ 
which  strengthenetn  me. — Phil.  iv. 
13. 

The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify 
you  wholly,  &c.  and  that  your  whole 
spirit,  and  soul,  and  body,  be  pre- 
served blameless  unto  the  coming  of 
our  Lord,  &c.  faithful  is  he  that  call- 
eth  you,  who  also  will  do  it.

Who  teacheth 
likehim?— Jobxxxvi.22;  xxxviii. 36. 

Good  and  upright  is  the  Lord, 
therefore  will  he  teach  sinners  in  the 
way:  the  meek  will  he  guide  in  judg- 
ment, and  the  meek  will  he  teach 
his  way,  &c.  What  man  is  he  that 
feareth  the  Lord  ?  him  shall  he  teach 
in  the  way  that  he  shall  choose,  &c. 
The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  with  them 
that  fear  him  ;  and  he  will  shew  them 
his  covenant. — Ps.  xxv.  8, 9. 12. 14. 

I  will  instruct  thee,  and  teach  thee 
in  the  way  which  thou  shalt  go  :  and 
I  will  guide  thee  with  mine  eye. —

truth :  let  them  lead  me,  let  them 
bring  me  unto  thy  holy  hill.

Open  thou  mine  eyes,  that  I  may 
behold  wondrous  things  out  of  thy 
law,  &c.  Teach  nie,  O  Lord,  the 
way  of  thy  statutes,  and  I  shall  keep 
it  unto  the  end :  give  me  understand- 
ing, and  I  shall  keep  thy  law. — Ps.

Cause  me  to  know  the  way  wherein 
I  should  walk :  for  I  lift  up  my  soul 
unto  thee.

his  statutes  and  his  judgments  unto 
Israel. — Ps.  cxlvii.  19. 

Wisdom  crieth,  &c.  How  long,  ye 
simple  ones,  will  ye  love  simplicity  ? 
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&c.  and  fools  hate  knowledge  ?  Turn 
you  at  my  reproof.  Behold,  I  will 
pour  out  my  Spirit  upon  you  ;  I  will 
make  known  my  words  unto  you. — 
Prov.  i.  20.  22, 23. 

If  thou  criest  after  knowledge,  &e. 
then  shalt  thou  understand  the  fear 
of  the  Lord,  and  find  the  knowledge 
of  God :  for  the  Lord  giveth  wisdom ; 
out  of  his  mouth  cometh  knowledge 
and  understanding.

In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  him ;

Blessed  art  thou,  Simon  Bar-jona;  for 
flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it 
unto  thee,  but  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven. — Matt.  xvi.  16, 17. 

The  day-spring  from  on  high  hath 
visited  us ;  to  give  light  to  them  that 
sit  in  darkness,  and  in  the  shadow  of 
death  :  to  guide  our  feet  into  the  way 
of  peace.

I  will  give  you  a  mouth  and  wis-

God,  who  commanded  the  light  to 
shine  out  of  darkness,  hath  shined  in 
our  hearts,  to  ffive  tha  light  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God,  in 
the  face  of  Jesus  Christ.  But  we 
have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels, 
that  the  excellency  of  the  power  may 
be  of  God,  and  not  of  us.

The  mystery  which  hath  been  hid 
from  ages,  but  now  is  made  manifest 
to  his  saints;  to  whom  Gt>d  would 
make  known  what  is  the  riches  of 
the  glory  of  this  mystery  among  the 
Gentiles,  which  is  Christ — Col.  i.

Let 
us  prophesy  according  to  the  pro- 
portion of  faith.

How 
long,  ye  simple  ones,  will  ye  love  sim- 
plicity ?  &c.  Turn  you  at  my  reproof. 
Behold,  I  will  pour  out  my  spirit 
unto  you ;  I  will  make  known  ray 
words  unto  you. — Prov.  i.  20 — 23; 
vn'h  1 — 11. 
Happy  18    the   man    that  iindeth 


wisdom,  and  the  man  that  getteth 
understanding,  &c.  She  is  more  pre- 
cious than  rubies,  and  all  the  things 
thou  canst  desire,  are  not  to  be  com- 
pared unto  her.  Then  shalt  thou  walk 
m  the  way  safely,  and  thy  foot  shall 
not  stumble. — Prov.  iii.  13.  15.  23. 

I  wisdom,  &c.  counsel  is  mine,  and 
sound  wisdom  ;  I  am  understanding: 
I  have  strength ;  by  me  kings  reign, 
&c.  I  love  them  that  love  me,  and 
those  that  seek  me  early  shall  find  me. 
Riches  and  honour  are  with  me ;  yea, 
durable  riches  and  righteousness.  My 
fruit  is  better  than  gold,  yea,  than  fine 
gold ;  and  my  revenue  than  choice 
silver.  1  lead  in  the  way  of  righteous- 
ness, in  the  midst  of  the  paths  of 
judgment ;  that  I  may  cause  those  that 
love  roe  to  inherit  substance,  and  I  will 
fill  their  treasures,  &c.  Now  there- 
fore hearken  unto  me,  O  ye  children  ; 
for  blessed  are  they  that  keep  my 
ways.  Hear  instruction  and  be  wise, 
and  refuse  it  not :  blessed  is  the  man 
that  heareth  me,  watching  daily  at  my 
gates,  waiting  at  the  posts  of  my 
doors :  for  whoso  findetn  roe,  findeth 
life.— Prov.  viii.  1.  12.  14,  15.  17— 
21.32—35;  ix.  1—6. 

When  the  poor  and  needy  seek 
water,  and  there  is  none,  and  their 
toneue  faileth  for  thirst ;  1  the  Lord 
will  hear  them ;  I  the  God  of  Israel 
will  not  forsake  them.  1  will  open 
rivers  in  high  places,  and  fountains  in 
the  midst  of  the  valleys :  I  will  make 
the  wilderness  a  pool  of  water,  and 
the  dry  land  springs  of  water. — Isa.

I  said  not  unto  the  seed  of  Jacob, 
Seek  ye  my  face  in  vain,  &c.  Look 
unto  roe,  and  be  ye  saved,  all  the  ends 
of  the  earth,  for  I  am  God.

Who  is  among  you  that  feareth  the 
Lord,  &c.  that  walketh  in  darkness, 
and  hath  no  light?  Let  him  trust  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon 
his  God.

Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come 
ye  to  the  waters,  and  he  that  hath 
no  mouey^  come  ye,  buy,  and  eat; 
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yea,  come,  buy  wine  and  milk  without 
money  and  without  price :  wherefore 
do  you  spend  your  money  for  that 
which  is  not  bread  ?  and  your  labour 
for  that  which  satisfieth  not?  Hearken 
diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that 
which  is  good,  and  let  your  soul  de- 
light itself  in  fatness :  incline  your 
ear,  and  come  unto  me :  hear,  and 
your  souls  shall  live :  and  I  will  make 
an  everlasting  covenant  with  you, 
even  the  sure  mercies  of  David.  Seek 
ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found ; 
call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near: 
let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  &c.

me  shall  never  hunger,  and  he  that 
believeth  on  me  shall  never  thirst,  &c. 
Him  that  cometh  to  me,  I  will  in  no 
wise  cast  out ;  for  I  came  down  from 
heaven,  not  to  do  mine  own  will,  but 
the  will  of  him  that  sent  me:  and 
this  is  the  Father's  will  which  hath 
sent  me.

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled :  ye 
believe  in  God,  believe  also  in  me. —

Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  you :  as  the 
branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of  itself,  &c. 
no  more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in 
me,  &c.  He  that  abideth  in  me,  and 
I  in  him,  the  same  bringeth  forth 
much  fruit,  &c.

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and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall 
ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done 
unto  you.

He  that  spared  not  his  own  Son, 
but  delivered  him  up  for  us  all ;  how 
shall  he  not  with  him  also  freely  give 
us  all  things?

Be  careful  for  nothing;  but  in 
every  thing  by  prayer  and  supplica- 
tion with  thanksgiving  let  your  re- 
Quest  be  made  known  unto  God :  and 
the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all 
understanding,  shall  keep  your  hearts, 
&c. — Phil.  iv.  6,  7. 

I  obtained  mercy,  that  in  me  first 
Jesus  Christ  might  shew  forth  all 
long-suffering,  for  a  pattern  to  them 
which  should  hereafter  believe  on  him 
to  life  everlasting.

God  our  Saviour,  who  will  have  all 
men  to  be  saved,  and  to  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth.

CHAPTER  XIX. 

HOW  DOTH  GOD  WORK  AND  EFFECT 
THESE  THINGS  IN  THE  HSABTS  AND 
SPIRITS  OF  BELIEVERS? 

What  shall  we  do  that  we  might  work 
the  Worhs  of  God?  Jesus  saitk 
unto  them^  This  is  the  work  of 
Godf  that  ye  believe  on  him  whom 
he  hath  sent. — John  vi.  28, 29. 

Sect.  1. — JBy  his  Spirit ^  whom,  he 
promised  to  them. — Luke  xi.  13. 

He  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  &c. — Mark  i.  8. 

Jesus,  &c.  having  received  of  the  Fa- 
ther the  promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
hath  shed  forth  this  which  ye  now 
see  and  hear. — Acts  ii.  32,  33. 

And  they  came  every  one,  &c. 
whom  his  spirit  made  willing,  and 
they  brought  the  Lord's  offering. — 
Exod.  XXXV.  21. 

Thou  gavest  also  thy  good  Spirit  to 
instruct  them. — Neh.  ix.  20. 

Renew  a  right  (or  constant)  spirit 
within  me.  Sec.  and  take  not  thy  Holy 
Spirit  from  me,  &c.  uphold  me  with 
thy  free  Spirit.— Ps.  Ii.  10—12. 

Awake,  O  north  wind,  and  come 
thou  south  wind,  and  blow  upon  my 
garden,  &c. — Cant.  iv.  16. 

He  that  is  left  in  Zion,  and  he  that 
remaineth  in  Jerusalem,  shall  be 
called  holy,  &c.  when  the  Lord  shall 
have  washed  away  the  filth  of  the 
daughter  of  Zion,  &c.  by  the  spirit  of 
judgment,  and  by  the  spirit  of  burn- 
ing.— Isa.  iv.  3,  4. 

I  will  pour  my  Spirit  upon  thy 
seed,  &CC.  and  they  shall  spring  up  as 
among  the  grass,  as  willows  by  the 
water  courses. — Isa.  xliv.  3,  4. 

I  will  put  a  new  spirit  within  you, 
&c.  that  thcv  may  walk  in  my  statutes, 
&c.— Ezek.'xi.  19,20. 
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I  will  put  my  Spirit  within  you, 
and  cause  you  to  walk  in  my  statutes. 
— Ezek.  xxxvi.  27. 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord,  when  I  have  opened  your  graves, 
&c.  and  shall  put  my  Spirit  in  you. — 
Ezek.  xxxvii.  13,  14. 

Neither  will  I  hide  my  face  any 
more  from  them :  for  I  have  poured 
out  my  Spirit  upon  the  house  of  Is- 
rael, saith  the  Lord. — Ezek.  xxxix.29. 

Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but 
by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord,  &c.  cry- 
ing, Grace,  grace. — Zech.  iv.  6,  7. 

I  will  pour  out  my  Spirit  upon  all 
ilesh  :  and  your  sons  and  your  daugh- 
ters shall  prophesy,  &c.  and  also  upon 
the  servants,  and  upon  the  handmaids 
in  those  days  will  I  pour  out  my  Spi- 
rit.—Joel  ii.  28,  29;  Acts  ii.  16, 17; 
Luke  xxiv.  49. 

I  will  pour  upon  the  house  of  Da- 
vid, &c.  the  spirit  of  grace  and  of 
supplications :  and  they  shall  look 
upon  me  whom  they  have  pierced,  &c. 
— Zech.  xii.  10 ;  Eph.  vi.  18 ;  Jude 
20. 

When  they  deliver  you  up;  take 
no  thought  how,  or  what  ye  shall 
speak,  &c.  for  it  is  not  ye  that  speak, 
but  the  Spirit  of  your  Father  which 
speaketh  in  you. — Matt.  x.  19,  20; 
Luke  xii.  12;  xvii.  20,  21. 

If  I  cast  out  devils  by  the  Spirit  of 
God,  then  the  kingdom  of  God  is 
come  unto  you. — Matt.  xii.  28. 

Jesus  said.  The  kingdom  of  God 
cometh  not  with  observation,  (or  with 
outward  show,)  &c.  Behold,  the  king- 
dom of  God  is  within  you. — Luke 
xvii.  20,  21 ;  Mark  iv.  26,  27. 

Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and 
of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  see  the  king- 
dom of  God :  that  which  is  born  of  the 
flesh,  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born 
of  the  Spirit,  is  spirit. — John  iii.  5, 6. 

It  is  the  Spirit  that  quickeneth,  the 
flesh  profiteth  nothing,  &c. — John  vi. 
63 ;  2  Cor.  iii.  6. 

He  that  believeth  on  me,  out  of 
his  belly  shall  flow  rivers  of  living 
water :  but  this  spake  he  of  the  Spirit, 
which  they  that  believe  on  him  should 


receive. — John  vii.  38,  39;  Gal.  iii. 
2.  14 ;  John  iv.  13,  14. 

I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall 
give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he 
may  abide  with  you  for  ever;  even 
the  Spirit  of  truth,  whom  the  world 
cannot  receive,  &c.  Ye  know  him, 
for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  and  shall 
be  in  you.  I  will  not  leave  you  com- 
fortless; I  will  come  to  you.  The 
Comforter,  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom 
the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he 
shall  teach  you  all  things,  and  bring 
all  things  to  your  remembrance,  what- 
soever I  have  said  unto  you. — John 
xiv.  16—18.  26. 

But  when  the  Comforter  is  come, 
whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from  the 
Father,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  &c. 
— John  XV.  26 ;  i.  33 ;  Acts  i.  5. 

It  is  expedient  for  you  that  I  go 
away :  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Com- 
forter will  not  come  unto  you  :  but  if 
I  depart,  I  will  send  him  unto  you : 
and  when  he  is  come,  he  will  convince 
the  world  of  sin,  and  of  righteous- 
ness, and  of  judgment.  I  have  yet 
many  things  to  say  unto  you,  but  ye 
cannot  bear  them  now :  howbeit, 
when  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come, 
he  will  guide  you  into  all  truth,  &c. 
he  shall  not  speak  of  himself,  but,  &c. 
he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shew  it 
unto  you. — John  xvi.  7,  8.  12 — 14. 

They  were  not  able  to  resist  the 
wisdom  and  Spirit  by  which  Stephen 
spake. — Acts  vi.  10. 

The  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad  in 
our  hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost  which 
is  given  unto  us. — Rom.  v.  5. 

If  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up 
Jesus  from  the  dead  dwell  in  you :  he 
that  raised  up  Christ  from  the  dead, 
shall  also  quicken  your  mortal  bodies 
by  his  Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  you,  &c. 
If  ye,  through  the  Spirit,  do  mortify 
the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live. 
For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit 
of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of  God. 
Likewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our 
inflrmities:  for  we  know  not  what 
we  should  pray  for  as  we  ought :  but 
the  Spirit  liimaelf  vxv^Va\.V^.\»Xrx^^'s»s^^ 
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for  us,  &c. — Rom.  yiii.  11. 13, 14. 26, 
27;  Eph.  ii.l8;  vi.  18;  Jude  20. 

That  ye  may*  abound  in  hope 
through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ohost, 
&c.  that  the  offering  up  of  the  Gen- 
tiles might  be  acceptable,  being  sanc- 
tified by  the  Holy  Ghost,  &c.  To 
make  the  Gentiles  obedient,  &c.  by 
the  power  of  the  Spirit  of  God. — 
Rom.  XV.  13.  16.  18, 19. 

Eye  hath  not  seen,  &c.  but  God 
hath  revealed  them  unto  us  by  his 
Spirit:  for  the  Spirit  searcheth  all 
things,  &c.  The  things  of  God  know- 
eth  no  man,  but  the  Spirit  of  God. 
Now  we  have  received,  &c.  the  Spirit 
of  God,  that  we  might  know  the  things 
that  are  freely  given  to  us  of  God. — 
1  Cor.  ii.  9—12. 

Such  were  some  of  you:  but  ye 
are  washed,  but  ye  are  sanctified,  &c. 
by  the  Spirit  of  our  God. — 1  Cor.  vi. 
11 ;  Titus  iii.  5. 

No  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the 
Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Ghost  Now 
there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the 
same  Spirit,  &c.  The  manifestation 
of  the  Spirit  is  given  to  every  man  to 
profit  withal.  For  to  one  is  given  by 
the  Spirit,  the  word  of  wisdom,  &c. 
But  all  these  worketh  that  one  and 
the  selfsame  Spirit,  dividing  to  every 
man  severally,  as  he  will,  &c.  By 
one  Spirit  we  are  all  baptized  into  one 
body.— 1  Cor.  xii.  3,  4.  7—11. 13. 

Ye  are  manifestly  declared  to  be 
the  epistle  of  Christ,  ministered  by 
us,  written  not  with  ink,  but  with 
the  Spirit  of  the  living  God;  not  in 
tables  of  stone,  but  in  fleshy  tables  of 
the  heart,  &c.  But  we  all,  with  open 
face  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the  glory 
of  the  Lord,  are  changed  into  the  same 
image,  from  glory  to  glory,  even  as 
by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  (or  of  the 
Lord,  the  Spirit)— 2  Cor.  iii.  3.  18. 

We,  through  the  Spirit,  wait  for 
the  hope  of  righteousness  by  faith. — 
Gal.  V.  5.  22. 

Through  him  we  both  have  an  ac- 
cess by  one  Spirit  unto  the  Father. — 
Eph.  ii.  18. 

The  mystery  of  Christy  which  in 


other  ages  was  not  made  known  unto 
the  sons  of  men,  as  it  is  now  reveal* 
ed,  &c.  by  the  Spirit,  &c.  I  bow  mj 
knees  unto  the  Father,  &e.  that  he 
would  grant  you,  &c.  to  be  strength- 
ened with  might  by  his  Spirit  in  the 
inner  man. — Eph.  iii.  4,  5.  14.  16. 

Who  declared  unto  us  your  love  in 
the  Spirit — CoL  i.  8. 

Our  gospel  came  not  unto  jrou  in 
word  only,  but  also  in  power,  and  in 
the  Holy  Ghost,  &c.  Ajid  ye  became 
followers  of  us,  and  of  the  Lord. — 
1  Thess.  i.  5,  6. 

Gx>d  hath  from  the  beffinnine 
chosen  you  to  salvation,  tn rough 
sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  and  be- 
lief of  the  truth.— 2  Thess.  ii.  13. 

That  good  thing  which  was  commit- 
ted unto  thee, keep  by  the  Holy  Ghost,^ 
which  dwelleth  in  us. — 2  Tim.  i.  14. 

He  saved  us  by  the  washing  of  re- 
generation, and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  which  he  shed  on  us  abun- 
dantly through  Jesus  Chrbt. — Titns 
iti.  5,  6 ;  Eph.  v.  26. 

Elect,  &c.  through  sanctification  of 
the  Spirit,  unto  obedience,  &c.  See- 
ing ye  have  purified  your  souls  in 
obeying  the  truth  through  the  Spirit, 
unto  unfeigned  love  of  the  brethren, 
&c.— 1  Pet  i.  2.  22. 

But  ye  have  an  unction  from  the 
Holy  One,  and  ye  know  all  things. 
But  the  anointing  which  ye  have  re- 
ceived of  him  abideth  in  you,  and  ye 
need  not  that  any  man  teach  you ;  but 
as  the  same  anointing  teacheth  you  of 
all  things,  &c. — 1  John  ii.  20.  27. 

Sbct.  2. — Of  the  Spirit  of  God 
being  given  to,  and  dwelling  in  JBe^ 
lievers,  and  working  in  them,  and 
upon  others.  The  Nature,  Ap~ 
pearance,  and  Fruits  of  the  Spirit: 
and  the  Saints^  Duty  toward  the 
Spirit,  in  following  him ;  and  not 
sinning  against, grieving,  or  quench^ 
ing  tlie  Spirit. 

I.   Of  the  Spirit  of  God  working  in 
Believers  and  upon  others. 

These  be  they  who  separate  them- 
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selves,  sensual^  having  not  the  Spirit. 
— Jude  19. 

And  Pharaoh  said  unto  his  ser- 
vants, Can  we  find  such  a  one  as  this 
is,  a  roan  in  whom  the  Spirit  of  God 
is?— Gen.  xli.  38. 

I  have  called  hj  name  Bezaleel, 
&c.  And  I  have  filled  him  with  the 
Spirit  of  God,  in  wisdom  and  in  un- 
derstanding, and  in  knowledge,  and 
in  all  manner  of  workmanship,  to  de- 
vise cunning  works,  to  work  in  gold, 
and  in  silver,  and  in  brass,  &c. —

Gather  unto  me  seventy  men  of  the 
elders  of  Israel,  &;c.  And  I  will  take 
of  the  Spirit  which  is  upon  thee,  and 
will  put  it  upon  them,  and  they  shall 
bear  the  burden  of  the  people  with 
thee,  &c.  And  the  Lord  came  down, 
k,c.  and  took  of  the  Spirit  that  was 
upon  him,  and  gave  it  unto  the  se- 
venty elders.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  when  the  Spirit  rested  upon 
them,  they  prophesied,  and  did  not 
cease,  &c.  Would  God  that  all  the 
Lord's  people  were  prophets,  and 
that  the  Lord  would  put  his  Spirit 
upon  them. — Numb.  xi.  16,  17.  25, 
26.29. 

My  servant  Caleb,  because  he  had 
another  spirit  with  him,  and  hath 
followed  me  fully,  him  will  I  bring 
into  the  land. — Numb.  xiv.  24. 

And  Balaam  lifted  up  his  eyes,  &c. 
and  the  Spirit  of  God  came  upon  him, 
and  he  blessed  Israel,  instead  of  curs- 
ing them. — Numb.  xxiv.  2,  3. 10. 

Take  thee  Joshua,  the  son  of  Nun, 
a  man  in  whom  is  the  Spirit,  and 
lay  thine  hand  upon  him. — Numb, 
xxvii.  18. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  came  upon 
Jephthah,  &c. — Judges  xi.  29. 

Samson  the  child  grew,  and  the 
Lord  blessed  him,  ana  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  began  to  move  him  at  times, 
in  the  camp  of  Dan. — Judges  xiii. 
24,  25. 

And  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  came 
mightily  upon  him,  and  he  rent  the 
lion  as  he  would  have  rent  a  kid,  &c. 
And  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  came  upon 


him,  and  he,  &c.  slew  thirty  of  them,

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  came  mighti-

The  Holy  Ghost  was  upon  Simeon. 
And  it  was  revealed  unto  him  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  thai  \va  %\tfssiK.^  ^'^\.  ^rr. 
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death  before  he  had  seen  the  Lord's 
Christ.— Luke  ii.  25,  26. 

If  ye  then  being  evil  know  how  to 

five  good  gifts  unto  your  children : 
ow  much  more  shall  your  heavenly 
Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them 
that  ask  him  ? — Luke  xi.  13. 

The  kingdom  of  God  cometh  not 
with  observation,  &;c.  Behold,  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  within  you,  (or 
among  you.) — Luke  xvii.  20,  21;

The  Spirit  of  truth,  &c.  dwelleth 
with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you.

How  is  it  that 
ye  have  agreed  together  to  tempt  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord?  &c.  She  fell 
down  and  died,  &c. — Acts  v.  3—5.

Ye  stiff-necked  and  uncircumcised 
in  heart  and  ears ;  ye  do  always  resist 
the  Holy  Ghost :  as  your  fathers  did, 
so  do  ye.  Which  of  the  prophets 
have  not  your  fathers  persecuted? 
&c. — Acts  vii.  51,  52. 

Simon  offered  money,  for  power 
to  confer  the  Holy  Ghost. — Acts  viii. 
18,  19. 

The  Sadducecs  say,  that  there  is 
no  resurrection,  neither  angel  nor 
spirit.

Keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in 
the  bond  of  peace:  and  grieve  not 
the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye 
are  sealed,  &c.

CHAPTER  XX. 

OF   AFFLICTIONS,   TROUBLES,  AND    PBR- 
8ECUTI0NS. 

Sect.  1. — To  whom  they  belong,  or 
who  may  expect  them. 

I.  Common  to  alL 

Man  is  boni  unto  trouble,  as  the 
sparks  flv  upward. — Job  v.  7. 

Man  tliat  is  born  of  a  woman  is  of 
few  days,  and  full  of  trouble. — Job 
xiv.  1. 

II.  More  especially.  Christian  JBe- 
lieversj  such  as  are  bom  of  the 
Spirit. 

First.  The  Holy  Ghost  affirms  this. 

I  WILL  be  his  Father,  and  he  shall  be 
my  son  :  if  he  commit  iniquity,  I  will 
chasten  him  with  the  rod  of  men,  and 
with  the  stripes  of  the  children  of 
men  :  but  my  mercy  shall  not  depart 
away  from  him,  &c. — 2  Sam.  vii.  14, 
15 ;  Ps.  xcix.  8. 

Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the 
righteous,  but  the  Lord  dclivereth 
him  out  of  them  all. — Ps.  xxxiv.  19. 

For  whom  the  Lord  loveth,  he  cor- 
recteth :  even  as  a  father  the  son  in 
whom  he  delighteth. — Prov.  iii.  12. 

Behold,  I  and  the  children  whom 
the  Lord  hath  given  me,  are  for  signs 
and  wonders  in  Israel. — Isa.  viii.  18. 

He  that  departcth  from  evil,  maketh 
himself  a  prey. — Isa.  lix.  15. 

They  watch  for  iniquity,  they  make 
a  man  an  offender  for  a  word,  &c. — 
Isa.  xxix.  20,  21. 

You  only  have  I  known  of  all  the 
families  of  the  earth  :  therefore  I  will 
punish  you  for  all  your  iniquities. — 
Amos  iii.  2. 

Beware  of  men,  for  they  will  de- 
liver you  up  to  the  councils :  and  they 
will  scourge  you  in  their  synagogues  : 
and  ye  shall  be  brought  before  go- 
vernors and  kings  for  my  sake,  &c. 
and  the  brother  shall  deliver  up  the 
brother  to  death,  and  the  father  the 
child,  &;c.  and  ve  shall  be  hated  of  all 
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men  for  my  name's  sake,  &c.  The 
disciple  is  not  above  his  master^  &c. 
It  is  enough  for  the  disciple  that  he 
be  as  his  master,  and  the  servant  as 
his  lord.  If  they  have  called  the 
master  of  the  house  Beelzebub,  how 
much  more  shall  they  call  them  of  his 
household?  &c.  Think  not  that  I  am 
come  to  send  peace  on  earth,  &c.  A 
man's  foes  shall  be  they  of  his  own 
household.— Matt.  x.  17, 18.  21,  22. 
24,  25.  34—36;  xxiv.  9,  10  j  Luke 
xxi.  12,  &c. ;  Mark  x.  30. 

Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples, 
If  any  man  will  come  aAer  me,  let 
him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his 
cross,  and  follow  me. — Matt.  xvi.  24; 
Mark  viii.  34,  35. 

Woe  unto  you  that  laugh  now,  for 
ye  shall  mourn  and  weep.  Woe  unto 
you  when  all  men  shall  speak  well  of 
you :  for  so  did  their  fathers  to  the 
false  prophets. — Luke  vi.  25,  26. 

Jesus  said  unto  him,  Foxes  have 
holes,  and  birds  of  the  air  have  nests, 
but  the  Son  of  man  hath  not  where  to 
lay  his  head. — Luke  ix.  58. 

If  the  w^orld  hate  you,  ye  know  that 
it  hated  me  before  it  hated  you.  If 
ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would 
love  its  own ;  but  because  ye  are  not 
of  the  world,  but  I  have  chosen  you 
out  of  the  world,  therefore  the  world 
hateth  you.  Remember  the  word 
that  I  said  unto  you,  The  servant  is 
not  greater  than  his  lord :  if  they 
have  persecuted  me,  they  will  also 
persecute  you,  &c.  All  these  things 
they  will  do  unto  you  for  my  name's 
sake,  because  they  know  not  him  that 
sent  me. — John  xv.  18—21 ;  1  John 
iii.  13;  John  xvii.  14. 

These  things  have  I  spoken  unto 
you,  that  ye  d^ould  not  be  offended : 
they  shall  put  you  out  of  the  syna- 
gogues; yea,  the  time  cometh,  that 
whosoever  killeth  you,  will  think 
that  he  doeth  God  service ;  and  these 
things  will  they  do  unto  you,  because 
they  have  not  known  the  Father,  nor 
me.  Ye  shall  weep  and  lament,  but 
the  world  shall  rejoice ;  and  ye  shall 
be  sorrowful,  &c.     In  the  world  ye 


shall  have  tribulation. — John  ^vi.  1 — 
3.  20.  22.  33. 

Of  a  truth  against  thy  holy  child 
Jesus,  &c.  both  Herod,  &c.  were  ga- 
thered together,  to  do  whatsoever  tny 
band  and  thy  counsel  determined  be- 
fore to  be  done. — Acts  iv.  27,  28. 

The  Lord  said  of  Paul,  I  will  shew 
him  how  great  things  he  must  suffer 
for  my  name. — Acts  ix.  15,  16. 

Exhorting  them  to  continue  in  the 
faith :  and  that  we  must  through  much 
tribulation  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God.— Acts  xiv.  22;  Mark  x.  30. 

The  Holy  Ghost  witnesseth  in  every 
city,  saying.  That  bonds  and  afflic- 
tions abide  me. — Acts  xx.  23. 

Always  we  which  live  are  delivered 
to  death  for  Jesus'  sake,  that  the 
life  also  of  Jesus,  &c. — 2  Cor.  iv.  11 ; 
vii.  5. 

But  as  then,  he  that  was  born  after 
the  flesh,  persecuteth  him  that  was 
born  after  the  Spirit,  so  it  is  now. — 
Gal.  iv.  29. 

We  wrestle  not  a^inst  flesh,  &c. 
but  against  principalities,  &c. — Eph. 
vi.  12, 13. 

Unto  you  it  is  given  in  behalf  of 
Christ,  not  only  to  believe  on  him, 
but  also  to  suffer  for  his  sake. — Phil, 
i.  29. 

That  no  man  should  be  moved  by 
these  afflictions :  for  yourselves  know 
that  we  are  appointed  thereunto. — 

1  Thess.  iii.  3. 

All  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ 
Jesus,    shall    suffer    persecution. — 

2  Tim.  iii.  12. 

Whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasten* 
eth,  &c.  for  what  son  is  he  whom  the 
&ther  chasteneth  not?  but  if  ve  be 
without  chastisement,  whereof  all  are 
partakers,  then  are  ye  bastards,  and 
not  sons. — Heb.  xii.  6 — 8. 

Think  it  not  strange,  concerning 
the  fiery  trial  which  is  to  tnr  you,  as 
though  some  strange  thing  Happened 
unto  you :  but  rejoice,  inasmuch  as  ye 
are  made  partakers  of  Christ's  suffer- 
ings :  judgment  must  begin  at  the 
house  of  God.— 1  Pet.  iv.  12, 13.  17. 

The  devil,  &c.   whom  resist,  &c. 
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knowing  that  the  same  afflictions  are 
accomplished  in  your  brethren. — 
1  Prt.  V.  8,  9. 

Behold,  the  devil  shall  cast  some 
of  you  into  prison,  that  ye  may  be 
tried:  and  ye  shall  have  tribulation 
ten  days. — Rev.  ii.  10. 

As  many  as  I  love,  I  rebuke  and 
chasten :  be  zealous  therefore,  &c. — 
Rev,  iii.  19. 

These  are  they  that  came  out  of 
great  tribulation,  and  have  washed, 
&c. — Rev.  vii.  14. 

Secondly.  That  live  Saints  have  been 
so  exercised  with  AffiictionSj  in 
Soul  and  Bodyy  from  God:  and 
in  tJieir  Bodies^  and  outward  con- 
cemSyfrom  Men,  by  Persecutions. 

I.  From  God  more  Immediately. — 
Prov.  xviii.  14. 

Jacob  sorely  afflicted  for  Joseph 
and  other  of  his  sons. — Gen.  xxxvi ; 
xxxiv. 

The  Almighty  hath  dealt  very  bit- 
terly with  me :  I  went  out  full,  and 
the  Lord  hath  brought  me  home  again 
empty,  &c. — Ruth  i.  20,  21. 

Job  greatly  afflicted  in  his  sub- 
stance, and  his  body. — Job  i.  13.  22  j 
ii.  5 — 8 ;  vii.  3,  &c. ;  ix.  27,  &c. 

0  that  my  grief  were  thoroughly 
weighed,  &c.  for  now  it  would  be 
heavier  than  the  sand  of  the  sea; 
therefore  my  words  are  swallowed 
up,  (or  I  want  words  to  express  my 
grief:)  for  the  arrows  of  the  Almighty 
are  within  me,  the  poison  whereof 
drinketh  up  my  spirit :  the  terrors  of 
God  do  set  themselves  in  array  against 
me. — Jobvi.  2 — 4;  xiii.  24.  20;  xix; 
XXX  ;  Ps.  xxxviii.  2 ;  Iv.  4,  5. 

1  am  full  of  confusion,  therefore 
see  thou  my  affliction. — Job  x.  15, 
&c. 

My  soul  is  also  vexed ;  O  Lord,  how 
long?  &c,  I  am  weary  with  my  groan- 
ing :  all  the  night  (or  every  night) 
make  I  my  bed  to  swim  :  I  water  my 
couch  with  my  tears  :  mine  eye  is 
consumed  because  of  grief,  &c. — Ps. 
vi.  3.  6^  7;  xxxii.  4;  cii.  3,  &c. 


The  sorrows  of  death  compassed 
me,  and  the  floods  of  ungodly  men 
made  me  afraid.  The  sorrows  of  hell 
compassed  me  about. — Ps.  xviii.  4, 5; 
cxvi.  3. 

My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou 
forsaken  me  ?  &c.  I  cry  in  the  day- 
time, but  thou  hearest  not. — Ps.  xxii. 
1,2. 

I  am  desolate  and  afflicted :  the 
troubles  of  mine  heart  are  enlarged, 
&c.— Ps.  XXV.  16, 17 ;  xl.  12 ;  cii.  3 
— 6.  9;  cxliii.  4. 

My  tears  have  been  my  meat,  while 
they  continually  say  unto  me,  Where 
is  thy  God  ?— Ps.  xlii.  3.  10. 

Make  me  to  hear  joy  and  gladness, 
that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  broken 
may  rejoice ;  hide  thy  face  from  my 
sins. — Ps.  Ii.  8,  9. 

Save  me,  O  God,  for  the  waters  are 
come  in  unto  my  soul :  I  sink  in  deep 
mire,  where  there  is  no  standing;  I 
am  come  into  deep  waters  (or  depth 
of  waters)  where  the  floods  overflow 
me :  I  am  weary  of  my  crying,  my 
throat  is  dr}' :  mine  eyes  fail,  while 
I  wait  for  my  God. — Fs.  Ixix.  1 — 3 ; 
xlii.  6,  7. 

All  the  day  long  have  I  been 
plagued,  and  chastened  every  morn- 
ing.— Ps.  Ixxiii.  14. 

In  the  day  of  my  trouble  I  sought 
the  Lord ;  my  sore  ran  in  the  night, 
and  ceased  not;  my  soul  refused  to 
be  comforted:  I  remembered  God, 
and  was  troubled ;  I  complained,  and 
my  spirit  was  overwhelmed.  Selah. 
Thou  boldest  mine  eyes  waking:  I 
am  so  troubled  that  I  cannot  speak, 
&c.  Will  the  Lord  cast  me  ofi*  for 
ever?  will  he  be  favourable  no  more? 
Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever? 
doth  his  promise  fail?  —  Ps.  Ixxvii. 
2—4.  7, 8 ;  cxlii.  3, 4. 6 ;  cxliii.  4.  7; 
Luke  xviii.  8. 

My  soul  is  full  of  troubles,  &c. 
Thou  hast  laid  me  in  the  lowest  pit, 
in  darkness,  in  the  depths :  thy  wrath 
lieth  hard  upon  me,  thou  hast  afflicted 
me  with  all  thy  waves,  &;c.  I  am  af- 
flicted, and  ready  to  die :  I  suffvr  thy 
;  terrors :  I  am  distracted :  thy  fierce 
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wrath  goeth  over  me :  thy  terrors 
have  cut  me  off. — Ps.  Ixxxviii.  3.  6, 
7.  9.  14—17;  xxxviii.  4.  6.  8.  10; 
xxxi.9,10;  Prov.  xviii.l4;  Ps.  xl.l2. 

Out  of  the  depths  have  I  cried  unto 
thee,  O  Lord. — Ps.  cxxx.  1. 

Jonah  cast  into  the  sea,  and  in  the 
belly  of  the  fish. — Jonah  i.  15. 17 ;  ii. 

For  this  cause  many  are  weak  and 
sickly  among  you,  &c.  We  are 
chastened  of  the  Lord,  &c. — 1  Cor. 
xi.  30L-32. 

We  were  troubled  on  every  side : 
without  were  fightings,  within  were 
fears. — 2  Cor.  vii.  5. 

Ye  greatly  rejoice,  though  now 
for  a  seasoi>,  if  need  be,  ye  are  in 
heaviness  through  manifold  tempta- 
tions.— 1  Pet.  i.  6. 

Hezekiah,  (Sec.  was  left  of  God,  in 
the  business  of  the  ambassadors  of 
the  princes  of  Babylon,  to  try  him, 
that  he  might  know  all  that  was  in 
his  heart. — 2  Chron.  xxxii.  31. 

II.  From  menhy  Persecutions  of 
variotLS  kinds, — Gal.  iv.  29. 

We  are  troubled  on  every  side,  yet 
not  distressed,  &c.  persecuted,  but  not 
forsaken,  &c. — 2  Cfor.  iv.  8 — 1 1. 

First.    From  Men  openly  wicked: 
Heathens,  Infidels, 

Joseph,  because  he  refused  lewd 
commerce  with  Potiphar's  wife,  was 
by  her  means  imprisoned  in  Egypt. — 
Gen.  xxxix.  7 — ^21. 

When  Israel  began  to  increase  in 
Egypt,  the  king  said.  Come  on,  let  us 
deal  wisely  with  them,  lest  they  mul- 
tiply, and  it  come  to  pass,  when  there 
faJleth  out  any  war,  &c.  Therefore 
they  did  set  over  them  task-masters, 
to  afflict  them  with  their  burdens,  &c. 
They  made  them  serve  with  rigour: 
and  they  made  their  lives  bitter  with 
hard  bondage,  &c.  ordered  the  mid- 
wives  to  kill  the  male  children. — 
Exod.  i.  7 — 17. 

Afterwards  they  laid  the  burden 
heavier,  allowing  them  no  straw,  and 
yet  required  the  tale  of  brick. — Exod. 
V.  6-9.  11. 


Pharaoh  pursued  after  Israel  with 
a  great  army  unto  the  Red  Sea. — 
Exod.  xiv.  7 — 10. 

The  adversaries  of  Judah  and  Ben- 
jamin troubled  them  in  building,  and 
hired  counsellors  against  them  to 
frustrate  their  purpose,  &c.  After- 
wards Rehum  the  chancellor  wrote 
to  the  king,  &c.  The  Jews  are  build- 
ing the  rebellious  and  bad  city,  &c. 
If  this  city  be  builded,  and  the  walls 
set  up  again,  then  will  not  they  pay 
toll,  tribute,  &c.  and  so  thou  shaft 
endamage  the  revenue  of  the  kings : 
now,  because  we  have  maintenance 
from  the  king's  palace,  and  it  was 
not  meet  for  us  to  see  the  king's  dis- 
honour, &c.  This  city  is  a  rebellious 
city,  and  hurtftil  unto  kines,  &c.  and 
that  they  have  moved  sedition  within 
the  same  of  old,  &c.  If  this  city  be 
built,  &c.  by  this  means  thou  shalt 
have  no  portion  on  this  side  the  river, 
&c.  So  they  hasted  to  Jerusalem, 
and  by  force  stayed  the  work. — Ezra 
iv.  1.  4,  5.  8.  12-^16.  23, 24. 

Sanballat  laughed  us  to  scorn,  &c. 
said,  &c.  Will  ye  rebel  against  the 
king?— Neh.  ii.  19;  vi.  6—8. 

when  Sanballat  and  others  heard 
that  the  walls  of  Jerusalem  were 
made  up,  &c.  they  were  very  wroth, 
and  conspired  all  of  them  together 
to  come  and  to  fight  against  Jeru- 
salem, and  to  hinder  it,  &c. — Neh. 
iv.  7,  8. 

They  hired  men  to  draw  Nehemiah 
to  sin,  that  they  might  have  occasion 
to  reproach  him. — Neh.  vi.  12,  13. 

When  Haman  saw  that  Mordecai 
bowed  not,  nor  did  him  reverence; 
then  was  Haman  full  of  wrath,  &c. 
wherefore  Haman  sought  to  destroy 
all  the  Jews,  &c.  said  unto  the  king. 
There  is  a  certain  people,  &c.  and 
their  laws  are  diverse  from  all  people, 
neither  keep  they  the  king's  laws; 
therefore  it  is  not  for  the  king's  profit 
to  sufier  them.  Let  it  please  the 
king  that  it  may  be  written,  that 
they  may  be  destroyed,  and  I  will 
pay,  &c.  The  king  grants  his  desire, 
&c. — Esth.  iii.  5,  6.  8—11. 
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Many  say  of  my  soul,  There  is  no 
help  for  bim  in  his  God.  Selah. — 
Ps.  iii.  2. 

The  wicked  in  his  pride  doth  per- 
secute the  poor,  &c. — Ps.  x.  2.  8,  9. 

The  wicked  bend  their  bow,  &c. 
that  they  may  privily  shoot  at  the 
upnVht  in  heart. — Ps.  xi.  2. 

All  they  that  see  me,  laugh  me  to 
scorn :  they  shoot  out  the  Tip,  they 
shake  the  head,  saying,  He  trusted  en 
the  Lord  that  he  would  deliver  him : 
let  him  deliver  him,  seeing  (or  if)  he 
delighted  in  him. — Ps.  xxii.  7,  8. 

They  devise  deceitful  matters  against 
them  that  are  quiet  in  the  land,  &c. 
They  have  said.  Aha,  aha,  our  eye 
hath  seen,  &c.  so  would  we  have  it. — 
Ps.  XXXV.  20,  21.  25. 

The  wicked  plotteth  (or  practiseth) 
against  the  just,  and  gnasneth  upon 
him  with  his  teeth,  &c.  The  wicked 
have  drawn  out  their  sword,  &c.  to 
cast  down  the  poor  and  needy,  to  slay 
such  as  be  of  upright  conversation. — 
Ps.  xxxvii.  12.  14. 

They  also  that  seek  after  my  life 
lay  snares  for  me :  and  they  that  seek 
my  hurt  speak  mischievous  things, 
and  imagine  deceit  all  the  day  long, 
&c,  when  my  foot  slippeth,  they  mag- 
nify themselves  against  me,  &c.  They 
also  that  render  evil  for  good  are  my 
adversaries,  because  I  follow  the  thing 
that  good  is. — Ps.  xxxviii.  12.  16. 
19,  20 ;  cix.  4,  5. 

For  thy  sake  are  we  killed  all  the 
day  long:  we  are  counted  as  sheep 
for  the  Slaughter. — Ps.  xliv.  22. 

Have  the  workers  of  iniquity  no 
knowledge,  who  eat  up  my  people  as 
they  eat  bread  ? — Ps.  liii.  4 ;  xxv.  19. 

Being  angry,  with  intestine  hatred 
they  persecute  me. — Ps.  Iv.  3. 

Man  would  swallow  me  up :  he, 
fighting  daily,  oppresseth  me :  mine 
enemies  would  daily  swallow  me  up, 
for  they  be  many  that  fight  against 
me,  &c.  every  day  they  wrest  my 
words :  all  their  thoughts  are  against 
me  for  evil. — Ps.  Ivi.  1,  2.  5. 

The  mighty  are  gathered  against 
me,  not  for  my  transgression,  nor  for 


my  sin,  O  Lord :  they  run  and  prepare 
themselves  without  my  fault,  &c. — 
Ps.  lix.  3,  4.  7 ;  cxix.  86. 161. 

The  workers  of  iniquity,  who  whet 
their  tongue  like  a  sword,  &c.  bitter 
words ;  that  they  may  shoot  in  secret 
at  the  perfect,  &c. — Ps.  Ixiv.  2 — 5. 

They  that  hate  me  without  a  cause 
are  more  than  the  hairs  of  mine  head. 
— Ps.  Ixix.  4 ;  cix.  2 — 4. 

They  that  hate  thee  have  lifted  up 
the  head;  they  have  taken  crafty 
counsel  against  thy  people,  and  con- 
sulted against  thy  hidden  ones :  thejr 
have  said,  Come,  and  let  us  cut  them 
oflF,  &c. — Ps.  Ixxxiii.  2 — 5 ;  xxxi.  13. 

How  long  shall  the  wicked  triumph? 
shall  they  utter  and  speak  hard  things? 
&:c.  they  break  in  pieces  thy  peo^e, 
O  Lord,  and  afflict  thine  heritage, 
&:c.  Which  frame  mischief  by  a 
law ;  they  gather  themselves  together 
against  the  soul  of  the  righteous,  and 
condemn  the  innocent  blood. — Ps. 
xciv.  3—6.  20,  21. 

The  proud  have  forged  a  lie  against 
me. — Ps.  cxix.  69.  86. 

We  are  exceedingly  filled  with  con- 
tempt :  our  soul  is  exceedingly  filled 
with  the  scorning  of  those  that  are  at 
ease,  and  with  the  contempt  of  the 
proud. — Ps.  cxxiii.  3,  4. 

The  enemy  hath  persecuted,  &c.  my 
spirit  is  overwhelmed  within  me,  my 
heart  is  desolate,  &c.  my  spirit  faileth, 
&c. — Ps.  cxliii.  3, 4.  7. 

All  that  pass  by  clap  their  hands  at 
thee:  they  hiss  and  wag  their  head 
at  the  daughter  of  Jerusalem,  saying. 
Is  this  the  city  ?  &c.  We  have  swal- 
lowed her  up:  certainly  this  is  the 
day  that  we  looked  for;  we  have 
found,  &c. — Lam.  ii.  15, 16. 

There  are  certain  Jews  whom  thou 
hast  set  over  the  affairs  of  the  pro- 
vince, &c.  These  men,  O  king,  have 
not  regarded  thee ;  they  serve  not 
thy  gods,  nor  worship  the  golden 
image,  &c.  and  they  cast  them  into  the 
fiery  furnace. — Dan.  iii.  9. 12.  20, 21. 

The  wicked  devoureth  the  man  that 
is  more  righteous  than  he. — Hab.  i. 
13.  ^ 
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The  presidents  and  princes  sought 
to  find  occasion  against  Daniel  con- 
cerning the  kingdom ;  but  they  could 
find  none,  &c.  Then  said  these  men, 
We  shall  not  find  any  occasion  against 
this  Daniel,  except  we  find  it  against 
him  concerning  tne  law  of  his  God, 
&c.  They  procure  a  law,  that  none 
should  ask  a  petition  of  any  god  or 
roan,  but  of  the  king,  &c.  watch 
Daniel,  accuse  him,  and  cast  him 
into  the  lions'  den. — Dan.  vi.  4 — 17. 
They  afflict  the  just;  therefore  the 
prudent  shall  keep  silence  in  that 
time,  for  it  is  an  evil  time. — Amos  v. 
12, 13. 

Herod  had  laid  hold  on  John,  and 
bound  him,  and  put  him  in  prison 
for  Herodias'  sake,  &c.  for  John 
said  unto  him.  It  is  not  lawful  for 
thee  to  have  her,  &c.  and  he  sent 
and  beheaded  John  in  the  prison. — 
Matt.  xiv.  3,  4.  9, 10. 

Herod  and  Pilate,  who  before  were 
at  enmity,  persecute  Christ,  and  were 
'  made  friends. — Luke  xxiii.  11, 12. 

Because  ye  are  not  of  the  world, 
&c.  therefore  the  world  hateth  you. — 
John  XV.  19. 

They  disputed  with  Stephen :  and 
they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wis- 
dom and  spint  by  which  he  spake ; 
then  they  suborned  men,  and  stirred 
up  the  people,  &c.  and  came  upon 
him,  and  caught  him,  and  brought 
him  to  the  council,  and  set  up  false 
witnesses. — Acts  vi.  9 — 13. 

Herod  the  king  stretched  forth  bis 
hands  to  vex  certain  of  the  church, 
and  he  killed  James  the  brother  of 
John  with  the  sword :  and  because 
he  saw  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  take  Peter,  and  put  him  in 
prison,  &c. — Acts  xii.  1 — 4. 

They  caught  Paul  and  Silas,  and 
drew  them  into  the  market-place 
unto  the  rulers,  and  brought  them  to 
the  magistrates,  saying*  These  men, 
being  Jews,  do  exceedingly  trouble 
our  city,  and  teach  customs  which 
are  not  lawful  for  us  to  receive, 
neither  to  observe,  being  Romans, 
&c.  they  beat  them,  and  cast  them 


into  prison. — Acts  xvi.  19 — 25 ;  xix. 
9. 

The  philosophers,  &c.  encountered 
Paul,  saying.  What  will  this  babbler 
(or  base  fellow)  say  ? — Acts  xvii.  18. 

There  arose  no  small  stir  about 
that  way:  for  a  certain  man,  &c. 
which  made  silver  shrines  for  Diana, 
&c.  complained  against  Paul,  made  a 
great  uproar,  and  laid  hold  of  Paul's 
companions. — Acts  xix.  28—30. 

We  would  not,  brethren,  have  you 
ignorant  of  our  trouble  which  came 
to  us  in  Asia. — 2  Cor.  i.  8. 

I  suffer  trouble  even  unto  bonds. — 
2  Tim.  ii.  9. 

Ye  endured  a  great  fight  of  afflic- 
tions ;  partly  whilst  ye  were  made  a 
gazing-stock,  both  by  reproaches  and 
afflictions,  &c.  Ye  took  joyfully  the 
spoiling  of  your  goods,  &r. — Heb.  x. 

Others  were  tortured,  &c.  Others 
had  trial  of  cruel  mockings  and 
scourgings :  yea,  moreover  of  bonds 
and  imprisonment,  &c.  of  whom  the 
world  was  not  worthy. — Heb.  xi. 
35—38. 

Do  not  rich  men  oppress  you  bi/ 
tyranny^  and  draw  you  before  the 
judgment-seats  ? — James  ii.  6. 

Ye  have  condemned  and  killed  the 
just:  and  he  doth  not. resist  you. — 
James  v.  6. 

They  speak  evil  of  you,  as  of  evil 
doers,  &c. — 1  Pet.  iii.  16 ;  iv.  4. 

The  world  knoweth  us  not,  be- 
cause it  knew  him  not.  Marvel  not, 
my  brethren,  if  the  world  hate  you. — 
1  John  iii.  1. 12, 13. 

I,  John,  &c.  was  in  the  isle  that  is 
called  Patmos,  for  the  word  of  God, 
and  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ. 
— Rev.  i.  9. 

Secondly. — From  hypocritical  Pro^ 
fessors  of  the  true  Ood^  Jewsj  Men 
zealous  of  the  Law  and  Traditions, 

Thb  Lord  had  respect  unto  Abel, 
and  to  his  offering;  but  unto  Cain 
and  his  offering  he  had  not  respect, 
&c.  Cain  rose  up  against  Abel 
his  brother,  and  slew  him, — Ge^v.  v^. 
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4,  5.  8 ;   1  John  iii.  12 ;  Gen.  xxvii. 
43. 

Esau  came  forth  against  Jacob 
with  four  hundred  men. — Gen.  xxxii. 
6,  &c. 

Joseph's  brethren  hated  him,  and 
could  not  speak  peaceably  unto  him, 
&c.  they  conspired  against  him  to 
slay  him,  &c.  they  cast  him  into  a 
pit,  &c.  they  sell  him  to  the  Ish- 
maelites,  &c. — Gen.  xxxvii.  4. 10, 11. 
18.  20.  24.  27,  28 ;  xlv.  4,  5. 

Joshua  envied  Eldad  and  Medad 
for  prophesying,  and  would  have 
Moses  forbid  diem,  but  Moses  re- 
bukes him. — Numb.  xi.  27 — ^29. 

Saul  eyed  David  from  that  day  for- 
ward, &c.  He  said,  I  will  smite 
David,  Sec.  he  became  his  enemv 
continually ;  and  oflen  attempted  to 
take  away  his  life. — 1  Sam.  xviii.  8, 
9.  11.  17.  29;  xix.  1.  9—11;  xxii; 
xxiv;  xxvi. 

Absalom  conspired  against  his 
father  David. — 2  Sam.  xv. 

Shimei  cursed  David  when  he  fled 
from  Absalom. — 2  Sam.  xvi.  5 — 8. 13. 

Ahab  pursued  Elijah  in  every  na- 
tion, &c.  he  said  to  Elijah,  when  he  saw 
him.  Art  thou  he  that  troubleth  Is- 
rael?— 1  Kings  xviii.  10.  17;  xxi,  20. 

Jezebel  threatens  to  take  away 
Elijah's  life. — 1  Kings  xix.  1,  2. 

llear  the  word  of  Uie  Lord,  ye  that 
tremble  at  his  word  ;  your  brethren 
that  hated  you,  that  cast  you  out  for 
my  name's  sake,  &c.  the  Lord  he 
shall  appear  to  your  joy,  and  they 
shall  be  ashamed. — Isa.  Ixvi.  5. 

Jeremiah  saith,  O  Lord,&c.  revenge 
me  of  my  persecutors,  &c.  for  thy 
sake  I  have  suffered  rebuke. — Jer.  xv. 
15;  Matt.  v.  12;  Jer.  xx.  1,  2.  7. 
10;  xxvi.  11;  xxxvii.  14 — 16;  xxxviii. 
4.6. 

They  hate  him  that  rebuketh  in 
the  gate ;  and  they  abhor  him  that 
speaketh  uprightly,  &c.  they  afflict 
the  just. — Amos  v.  10. 12;  1  Kings 
xxii.  8. 

John  came  neither  eating  nor  drink- 
ing, and  they  say.  He  hath  a  devil : 
^Ae  Son  of  man   came  eating  and 


drinking,  and  they  say,  Behold  a  man 
gluttonous. — Matt.  xi.  18, 19. 

Behold*  I  send  unto  you  prophets, 
and  wise  men,  and  scribes,  and  some 
of  them  ye  shall  kill  and  crQcify,  and 
some  of  them  shall  ye  scourge  in 
your  synagogues,  and  persecute  them 
from  city  to  city. — Matt  xxiii.  34^ 

Some  said  Christ  was  a  good  man : 
others  said,  Nay,  but  he  deceiveth  the 
people.  Howbeit  no  man  spake 
openly  of  him,  for  fear  of  the  Jews. — 
John  vii.  12, 13 ;  Luke  xxiii.  2. 

The  Jews  had  agreed  already,  that 
if  any  man  did  confess  that  he  was 
Christ,  he  should  be  put  out  of  the 
synagogue,  &c.  They  reviled  the 
man  who  owned  Christ  to  them; 
they  say,  Thou  wast  altogether  bom 
in  sins,  and  dost  thou  teach  us  ?  and 
they  cast  him  out, (or  excommunicated 
him.)— John  ix.  22.  28.  33,  34. 

The  chief  priests  consulted  that 
they  might  put  Lazarus  also  to  death, 
because  that  by  reason  of  him  many 
of  the  Jews  went  away,  and  believed 
on  Jesus. — John  xii.  10,  11.  19. 

The  chief  priests,  &c.  cried  out 
against  Christ,  (when  Pilate  had  said 
he  found  no  fault  in  him,)  saying, 
Crucify  him,  crucify  him,  &c.  by  our 
law  he  ought  to  die.  They  said  to 
Pilate,  If  triou  let  this  man  go,  thou 
art  not  Caesar's  friend;  cryinff  out. 
Away  with  him,  away  with  him  !  cru- 
cify him,  &c. — John  xix.  C,  7. 12.  15. 

When  Peter  and  John  had  spoken 
unto  the  people,  the  priests  and  the 
captain  of  the  temple  came  upon 
them,  being  grieved  that  they  taught 
the  people,  and  preached  through 
Jesus  the  resurrection,  &c.  And  they 
laid  hands  on  them,  and  put  them  in 
hold,  &c.  That  it  spread  no  further 
among  the  people,  let  us  straitly 
threaten  them,  occ.  So  when  they 
had  further  threatened  them,  &c. — 
Actsiv.  1-^.17.  21. 

The  high  priest  rose  up,  and  all 

they  that  were  with  him,  &c.  and  were 

filled    with    indignation,   (or    envy,) 

and  laid  their  hands  on  the  apostles, 

^  and  put  them  in  the  common  prison. 
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&c.  when  the  apostles  had  spoken  to 
them,  they  were  cut  to  the  heart,  and 
ihey  took  counsel  to  slay  them. — 
Acts  V.  16—18.  33 ;  Mark  .xv.  10. 

They  suborned  witnesses  against 
Stephen,  and  said,  We  have  neard 
him  speak  blasphemous  words  against 
Moses,  and  against  God,  &c.  That 
Jesus  shall  destroy  this  place,  and 
change  the  customs  which  Moses 
delivered  us. — Acts  vi.  10 — 14.  So 
against  Christ. — Matt.  xxvi.  59 — 61. 
So  against  Naboth. — 1  Kings  xxi. 
a— 13;  Ps.  cxix.  69. 

They  ran  upon  Stephen  with  one 
accord,  and  cast  him  out  of  the  city, 
and  stoned  him. — Acts  vii.  57,  58. 

There  was  a  great  peraecution 
against  the  church  which  was  at  Je- 
rusalem, and  they  were  all  scattered 
abroad,  &c.  Saul  made  havoc  of  the 
church,  entering  into  every  house, 
and  haling  men  and  women  com- 
mitted them  to  prison. — Actsviii.  1. 
3;  xxvi.  10, 11. 

Saul  breathing  out  threatenings 
and  slaughter  against  the  disciples  of 
the  Lord ;  went  unto  the  high  priest, 
and  desired  of  him  letters,  &c.  that 
if  he  found  any  of  this  way,  whether 
they  were  men  or  women,  he  might 
bring  them  bound  to  Jerusalem,  6cc. 
When  he  was  converted,  the  Jews 
took  connsel  to  kill  him,  6cc.  and  they 
watched  the  gates  day  and  night  to 
kill  him.— Acts  ix.  1,  2.  22—24; 
Gal.  i.  13, 14;  1  Tim.  i.  13. 

Herod  killed  James,  and,  because 
he  saw  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  pro- 
ceeded.— Acts  xii.  2,  3. 

When  the  Jews  saw  the  multitudes, 
they  were  filled  with  envy,  and  spake 
against  those  things  which  were 
spoken  by  Paul,  contradicting  and 
blaspheming,  &c.  But  the  Jews 
stirred  up  the  devout  and  honourable 
women,  and  the  chief  men  of  the 
city,  and  raised  persecution  against 
Paul  and  Barnabas,  and  expelled 
them  out  of  their  coasts. — Acts  xiii. 
45.50. 

In  Iconium,  they  went  both  to- 
gether into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews, 


and  so  spake,  &c.  but  the  unbelieving 
Jews  stirred  up  the  Gentiles,  ana 
made  their  minds  evil  affected  against 
the  brethren,  &:c.  and  they  fled  unto 
Lystra,  &c.  And  there  came  thither 
certain  Jews  from  Antioch  and  Ico- 
nium, who  persuaded  the  people,  and 
having  stoned  Paul,  drew  him  out  of 
the  city,  supposing  he  had  been  dead. 
— Actsxiv.  1,2.  6. 19. 

When  Paul  had  reasoned  with  them 
of  Thessalonica,  &c.  that  Christ  had 
suffered,  &c.  the  Jews  which  believed 
not,  moved  with  envy,  took  unto 
them  certain  lewd  fellows  of  the  baser 
sort,  and  gathered  a  company,  and 
set  all  the  city  in  an  uproar,  and 
assaulted  the  house  of  Jason,  &c. 
They  drew  Jason  and  certain  brethren 
unto  the  rulers  of  the  city,  crying. 
These  that  have  turned  the  world 
upside  down,  are  come  hither  also, 
whom  Jason  hath  received :  and  these 
all  do  contrary  to  the  decrees  of 
CsBsar,  saying,  That  there  is  another 
king,  one  Jesus,  Sec.  When  the  Jews 
of  Thessalonica  had  knowlege  that 
the  word  of  God  was  preached  of 
Paul  at  Berea,  they  came  thither  also, 
and  stirred  up  the  people. — Acts  xvii. 
1—7.  13. 

After  Paul  had  preached  at  Corinth, 
&c.  the  Jews  made  insurrection  with 
one  accord  against  Paul,  and  brought 
him  to  the  judgment  seat,  saying, 
This  fellow  persuadeth  men  to  wor- 
ship God  contrary  to  the  law. — Acts 
xviii.  11 — 13. 

The  Jews,  when  they  saw  Paul  in 
the  temple,  stirred  up  all  the  people, 
and  laid  hands  on  him,  crying  out, 
Men  of  israel,  help :  this  is  the  man 
that  teacheth  all  men  every  where 
against  the  people,  and  the  law,  and 
this  place,  &c.  and  hath  polluted  this 
holy  place,  &c.  They  took  Paul,  and 
drew  him  out  of  the  temple,  kc,  and 
went  about  to  kill  him. — Acts  xxi. 
27—31. 

They  cried  out  against  Paul,  and 
said,  Away  with  such  a  fellow  from 
the  earth,  for  it  is  not  fit  that  he 
should   live,  &c.     Afterwardsv  ^^^^ 
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bind  themselves  under  a  curse  to  kill 
him. — Acts  xxii.  22,  23 ;  xxiii.  12. 

The  high  priest  and  elders,  with 
Tertullus  the  orator,  said  of  Paul 
before  the  governor,  We  have  found 
this  man  a  pestilent  fellow,  and  a 
mover  of  sedition  among  all  the  Jews 
throughout  the  world,  and  a  ring- 
leader of  the  sect  of  the  Nazarenes, 
who  also  hath  gone  about  to  profane 
the  temple,  &c.  Paul  said.  Neither 
can  they  prove  the  things  whereof 
they  accuse  me:  but  this  I  confess. 
After  the  way  which  they  call  heresy, 
so  worship  I,  &c. — Acts  xxiv.  1, 2. 5, 
6.  13,  14. 

The  high  priest,  and  chief  of  the 
Jews,  informed  Festus  against  Paul, 
and  besousht  him,  &c.  that  he  would 
send  for  liim  to  Jerusalem,  laying 
wait  in  the  way  to  kill  him,  &c. 
They  laid  many  and  grievous  com- 
plaints against  him,  which  they  could 
not  prove. — Acts  xxv.  2,  3.  7. 

As  concerning  this  sect,  we  know 
that  every  where  it  is  spoken  against 
— Acts  xxviii.  22. 

Paul  confesseth  that  When  he  pro- 
fited in  the  Jews'  religion,  he  perse- 
cuted the  church. — Gal.  i.  13,  14. 

Ye  also  have  suffered  like  things 
of  your  own  countrymen,  even  as 
they  have  of  the  Jews,  who  both 
killed  the  Lord  Jesus  and  their  own 
prophets,  and  have  persecuted  us,  &c. 
forbidding  us  to  speak  to  the  Gen- 
tiles.—1  Thess.  ii.  14—16. 

Alexander  the  coppersmith  did  me 
much  evil,  &c.  of  whom  be  thou  aware 
also:  for  he  hath  greatly  withstood 
our  words. — 2  Tim.  iv.  14, 15. 

The  dragon  persecuted  dit  woman. 
—Rev.  xii.  13. 15—17. 

Sect.  2. — For  what  ends  doth  God 
chastise  his  Children,  and  suffer 
them  to  be  persecuted? 

I.  To  exercise  and  try  their  Faith 
and  obedience, 

God  did  tempt  Abraham,  when  he 
put  him  upon  offering  his  son  Isaac. 
— Gen.  xxiL  1,  Sec. 


The  Lord  thy  God  led  thee  these 
forty  years,  to  humble  thee,  and  to 
prove  thee,  to  know  what  was  in 
thine  heart,  whether  thou  wouldest 
keep  his  commandments,  or  nc-r- 
Deut  viii.  2. 16. 

I  also  will  not  henceforth  drive  out 
any  from  before  thee,  of  the  nations 
which  Joshua  left  when  he  died ;  that 
through  them  I  may  prove  Israel, 
whether  they  will  keep  the  way  of 
the  Lord,  &c.  or  not. — Judges  ii. 
21—23 ;  iii.  4. 

In  the  business  of  the  ambaasadors^ 
God  lefl  Hezekiah  to  try  him,  that  he 
mieht  know  all  that  was  in  his  heart 
— 2  Chron.  xxxii.  31. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Satan, 
Hast  thou  considered  my  servant 
Job  ?  &c.  still  he  holdeth  &st  his  in- 
tegrity, although  thou  movedst  me. 
against  him  to  destroy  him  without 
cause. — Job  ii.  3. 

What  is  man,  &c.  that  thou  shouldest 
visit  him  every  morning,  and  try  him 
evenr  moment  ? — Job  vii.  17, 18. 

He  knoweth  the  way  that  I  take : 
when  he  hath  tried  me,  I  shall  come 
forth  as  gold. — Job  xxiii.  10. 

Thou,  O  Lord,  hast  proved  us: 
thou  hast  tried  us  as  silver  is  tried : 
thou  brougbtest  us  into  the  net :  thou 
laidest  affliction  upon  our  loins. — Ps. 
Ixvi.  10—12. 

Some  of  them  of  understanding 
shall  fall,  to  try  them,  &c. — Dan.  xi. 
35. 

I  will  bring  the  third  part  through 
the  fire,  and  will  refine  them  as  silver 
is  refined,  and  will  try  them  as  gold 
is  tried. — Zech.  xiii.  9. 

Others  had  trial  of  cruel  mockings 
and  scourging,  &;c. — Heb.  xi.  36, 37. 

Count  it  all  joy  when  ye  fall  into 
divers  temptations  :  knowing  that  the 
trying  of  your  faith  worketh  patience, 
&c.  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth 
temptation ;  for  when  he  is  tried,  he 
shall  receive  the  crown  of  life,  &c. — 
James  i.  2,  3.  12. 

Though  now  for  a  season,  if  need 
be,  ye  arc  in  heaviness :  that  the 
trial  of  your  faith,  being  much  more 
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precious  than  of  gold  that  perisheth, 
&c. — 1  Pet.  i.  6,  7. 

.Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  con- 
cerning the  fiery  trial,  which  is  to  try 
yon,  as  though  some  strange  thing 
happened  unto  you :  hut  rejoice,  in- 
asmuch as  ye  are  partakers  of  Christ's 
sufferings,  &c. — 1  Pet.  iv*  12, 13. 

Fear  none  of  those  things  which 
thou  shalt  suffer:  hehold,  the  devil 
shall  cast  some  of  you  into  prison, 
that  ye  may  be  tried. — Rev.  ii.  10. 

I  will  keep  thee  from  the  hour  of 
temptation,  which  shall  come  upon 
all  the  world,  to  try  them  that  dwell 
upon  the  earth. — Rev.  iii.  10. 

II.  To  humble  and  purge  them. 

The  Lord  thy  God  led  thee  these 
forty  years  in  the  wilderness  to  hum- 
ble thee,  &c.  Who  fed  thee  in  the 
wilderness  with  manna,  which  thy  fa- 
thers knew  not,  that  he  might  humble 
thee,  &c. — Deut.  viii.  2. 16. 

So  Manasseh  made  Judah,  &:c.  to 
err,  and  to  do  worse  than  the  heathen : 
wherefore  the  Lord  brought  upon 
them  the  captains  of  the  host  of  the 
king  of  Assyria,  which  took  Manas- 
seh, &c.  bound  him  with  fetters,  and 
carried  him  to  Babylon.  And  when 
he  was  in  affliction,  he  besought  the 
Lord  his  God,  and  humbled  nimself 
greatly  before  the  God  of  his  fathers, 
Sec.  And  God  brought  him  again 
unto  his  kingdom,  &c.  He  then  took 
away  the  strange  gods,  &c.— 2  Chron. 
xxxiii.  9—13. 15, 16. 

Job  complains  of  his  afflictions; 
then  saith,  What  is  man,  that  thou 
shouldest  magnify  him  ?  &c.  I  have 
sinned ;  what  shall  I  do  unto  thee,  O 
thou  preserver  of  men? — Job  vii. 
16-20. 

Wilt  thou  break  a  leaf  driven  to 
and  fro?  and  wilt  thou  pursue  the 
dr^  stubble?  for  thou  writest  bitter 
things  against  me. — Job  xiii.  25, 26. 

He  knoweth  the  way  that  I  take : 
when  he  hath  tried  me,  I  shall  come 
forth  as  gold. — Job  xxiii.  10. 

If  they  be,  &c.  holden  in  cords  of 
affliction :  then  he  sheweth  them  their 


work,  and  their  transgressions,  that 
they  have  exceeded :  he  openeth  their 
ear  to  discipline,  and  commandeth 
that  they  return  from  iniquity. — Job 
XXX vi.  8 — 10. 

Behold,  I  am  vile:  what  shall  I 
answer  thee?  I  will  lay  my  hand  upon 
my  mouth :  once  have  I  spoken,  but 
I  will  not  answer ;  yea  twice,  but  I 
will  proceed  no  farther. — Job  xl.  4, 5. 

I  have  heard  of  thee,  &c.  but  now 
mine  eye  seeth  thee :  wherefore  I  ab- 
hor myself,  &c. — Job  xlii.  5,  6. 

Hath  he  smitten  him?  &c.  By  this 
therefore  shall  the  iniquity  of  Jacob 
be  purged :  and  this  is  all  the  fruit,  to 
take  away  his  sin. — Isa.  xxvii.  7 — ^9. 

Ephraim  by  chastisement  was  hum- 
bled and  instructed. — Jer.  xxxi.  18, 
19. 

My  fury  and  mine  anger  was  poured 
forth,  &c.  They  are  not  humbled  even 
unto  this  day;  neither  have  they 
feared,  nor  walked  in  my  law. — Jer* 
xliv.  6. 10. 

I  will  cause  you  to  pass  under  the 
rod,  &c.  and  there  shall  ye  remember 
your  ways,  &c.  and  ye  shall  lothe 
yourselves  in  your  own  sight. — ^Ezek. 
XX.  37,  38.  43. 

Some  of  them  of  understanding 
shall  fall,  &c.  to  purge  and  to  make 
them  white. — Dan.  xi.  35. 

I  will  bring  the  third  part  through 
the  fire,  and  will  refine  them  as  silver. 
— Zech.  xiii.  9. 

Lest  I  should  be  exalted  above 
measure,  &c.  there  was  given  to  me  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh,  the  messenger  of 
Satan,  to  buffet  me. — 2  Cor.  xii.  7. 

III.  To  make  them  remember  Ood^ 
and  things  above  ^  to  look  to,  own 
them,  ana  close  with  them. 

Jacob  was  greatly  afraid  and  dis- 
tressed: and  Jacob  said,  O  God  of 
my  father  Abraham,  &c.  the  Lord 
which  saidst  unto  me,  Return,  &c. — 
Gen.  xxxii.  7 — 9. 

When  Joseph's  brethren  were  dealt 
roughly  with,  they  remembered  their 
sin  against  Joseph. — Gen.  xlii.  21. 

He  suffered  thee  to  hunger,  &c. 
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that  he  might  make  thee  know  that 
roan  doth  not  live  hy  hread  alone,  hut, 
&c. — Deut.  viii.  3. 

But  when  they  in  their  trouhle  did 
turn  unto  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  and 
sought  him,  he  was  found  of  them. — 
2  Chron.  xv.  4. 

When  Manasseh  was  in  affliction, 
he  besought  the  Lord  his  God,  &c. 
then  Manasseh  knew  that  the  Lord  he 
was  God. — 2  Chron.  xxxiii.  12, 13; 
Job  xxxvi.  9, 10. 

God  hath  overthrown  me,  and  hath 
encompassed  me  with  his  net,  &c. 
For  I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth, 
and  that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter 
day  upon  the  earth,  &c.  in  my  flesh 
shall  I  see  God.— Job  xix.  6. 25—27. 

When  my  heart  is  overwhelmed, 
lead  roe  to  the  rock  that  is  higher 
than  I :  for  thou  hast  been  a  shelter. 
— Ps.  Ixi.  2,  3. 

When  he  slew  thero,  then  they 
sought  him,  and  they  returned  and 
inquired  early  after  God :  and  they 
remembered  that  God  was  their  rock,

Such  as  are  escaped  of  the  house 
of  Jacob,  shall  no  more  again  stav 
upon  him  that  smote  them ;  but  shall 
stay  upon  the  Lord,  the  Holy  One 
of  Israel,  in  truth. — Isa.  x.  20,  21. 

In  that  day  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  the  glory  of  Jacob  shall  be  made 
thin,  &c.  At  that  day  shall  a  man 
look  to  his  Maker,  and  his  eyes  shall 
have  respect  to  the  Holy  One  of  Is- 
rael; and  he  shall  not  look  to  the 
altars,  &;c. — Isa.  xvii.  4 — 8. 

In  vain  have  I  smitten  your  chil- 
dren :  they  received  no  correction. — 
Jer.  ii.  30 ;  Amos  iv.  10. 

Wherefore  doth  a  living  man  com- 
plain ?  &c.  Let  us  search  and  try  our 
ways,  and  turn  again  unto  the  Lord.

xxxi.  18, 19. 

I  will  cause  you  to  pass  under  the 
rod,  &c.  and  ye  sliall  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord. — Ezek.  xx.  37,  38. 

When  I  have  brought  them  amia 
from  the  people,  and  gathered  them 
out  of  the  enemies'  land,  &c.  then  thej 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  their 
God,  which  caused  them  to  be  led 
into  captivity  among  the  heathen,  &c. 
Ezek.  xxxix.  27,  28. 

0  king,  thb  is  the  decree  of  the 
most  High :  they  shall  drive  thee 
from  men,  &c.  until  thou  know  that 
the  most  High  ruleth  in  the  kingdom 
of  men,  and  giveth  it  to  whomsoever 
he  will.— Dan.  iv.  24, 25.  32. 

Behold,  I  will  hedge  up  thy  way 
with  thorns,  &c.   Then  shall  she  say, 

1  will  go  and  return  to  my  first  bus* 
baud,  tor  then  was  it  better  with  me 
than  now,  &c. — Hosea  ii.  6— 8;  v.  15. 

1  will  go  and  return  to  my  place 
till  they  acknowledge  their  offence, 
and  seek  my  face :  m  their  affliction 
they  will  seek  me  early.  Come,  and 
let  us  return  unto  the  Lord ;  he  hath 
torn,  and  he  will  heal  us ;  he  hath 
smitten,  and  he  will  bind  us  up. —

I  will  bring  a  third  part  throngh 
the  fire,  &;c.  they  shall  call  on  my 
name,  and  I  will  hear  them. — Zech.

We  had  the  sentence  of  death  in 
ourselves,  that  we  should  not  trust  in 
ourselves,  but  in  God  which  raiscth 
the  dead :  who  delivered  us,  &c. —

Our  light  affliction  worketh  for  us 
a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal 
weight  of  glory :  while  we  look  not 
at  tlie  things  which  are  seen,  but  at 
the  things  which  are  not  seen,  &c. — 
2Cor.iv.  17,18. 

IV.  For  God's  Glory y  and  the  far^ 
therance  of  the  GospeL 

I  will  harden  Pharaoh's  heart,  that 
he  shall  follow  afler  them :  and  I  will 
be  honoured  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon 
all  his  host,  that  the  Egyptians  may 
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know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  &c.  And 
the  Egyptians  pursued  after  them,  &c. 
and  the  children  of  Israel  were  sore 
afraid,  &c.— Exod.  xiv.  4. 9, 10. 17, 18. 

He  fed  thee  with  manna,  &c.  that 
he  might  make  thee  know  that  man 
doth  not  live  by  bread  only,  but  by 
every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of 
the  mouth  of  the  Lord  doth  man  live. 
— Dent  viii.  3. 

Howbeit,  because  by  this  deed  thou 
hast  given  great  occasion  to  the  ene- 
mies of  the  Lord  to  blaspheme,  the 
child  also  that  is  bom  unto  thee  shall 
surely  die. — 2  Sam.  xii.  14. 

Hast  thou  considered  my  servant 
Job  ?  &c.  and  still  he  holdeth  fast  his 
integrity,  although  thou  movedst  me 
against  him,  to  destroy  him  without 
cause. — Job  ii.  3. 

Surely  the  wrath  of  man  shall  praise 
thee :  the  remainder  of  wrath  shalt 
thou  restrain. — Ps.  Ixxvi.  10. 

The  three  children's  sufferings  made 
their  persecutors  to  acknowleage  and 
give  honour  to  God.-— Dan.  iii.  27—29. 

So  Daniel's  sufferings  made  Darius 
the  kin<r  Twho  had  caused  him  to  be 
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cast  into  the  lion's  den)  acknowledge 
and  honour  God.— Dan.  vi. 20.26, 27. 

Master,  who  did  sin,  this  man,  or 
his  parents,  that  he  was  born  blind  ? 
Jesus  answered.  Neither  hath  this 
man  sinned,  nor  his  parents :  but  that 
the  works  of  God  should  be  made  I 
manifest  in  him. — John  ix.  2,  3. 

Jesus  said,  This  sickness  is  not  unto 
death,  but  for  the  glory  of  God,  that 
the  Son  of  God  might  be  glorified 
thereby. — John  xi.  4. 

This  spake  he,  signifying  by  what 
death  he  should  glorify  God.— John 
xxi.  19. 

We  are  troubled  on  every  side,  &c. 
that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be 
made  manifest  in  our  body:  for  we 
which  live,  are  always  delivered  unto 
death,  that  the  life  of  Jesus  might  be 
made  manifest  in  our  mortal  flesh.— 
2  Cor.  iv.  8—11. 

When  Paul  was  buffeted,  &c.  he 
besought  the  Lord  thrice  that  it  might 
depart :  and  it  was  said.  My  grace  is 


sufficient  for  thee,  for  my  strength  is 
made  perfect  in  weakness:  most 
gladly  therefore  will  I  rather  glory  in 
my  infirmities,  that  the  power  of 
Christ  may  rest  upon  me. — 2  Cor. 
xii.  7.  10. 

I  would  have  you  understand,  bre- 
thren, that  the  ihmgs  which  have  hap- 
pened to  me,  have  fallen  out  rather 
unto  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel, 
&c.  and  many  of  the  brethren  in  the 
Lord  waxing  confident  by  my  bonds, 
are  much  more  bold  to  speak  the  word 
without  fear. — Phil.  i.  12 — 14. 

If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name  of 
Christ,  happy  are  ye ;  for  the  Spirit, 
&c.  on  your  part  he  is  glorified. — 
1  Pet.  iv.  14. 

V.  For  the  procuring  of  great  Good 
and  Advantage  to  those  who  are 
exercised  therewith. 

Joseph's  afflictions  and  sufferings, 
his  bein^  sold  by  his  brethren,  and 
aflerwards  being  imprisoned,  hap- 
pened, through  God,  to  his  great 
nonour  and  advantage :  he  is  ad- 
vanced to  be  next  the  king ;  his  bre- 
thren, who  sold  him,  are  made  to  bow 
to  him  and  honour  him,  and  are  nou- 
rished by  him ;  his  father's  sorrows 
are  also  recompensed,  in  that  Joseph 
provided  for  him  in  the  famine. — 
Gen.  xxxvii.  28. 34, 35 ;  xxxix.  5. 20; 
xii.  39— 44;  xlv.5.7,8;  xlvii.11,12. 

But  as  for  you,  ye  thought  evil 
against  me:  but  God  meant  it  unto 
good,  to  bring  to  pass  as  at  this  day, 
to  save  much  people  alive Gen.  1. 20, 

The  more  they  afflicted  them,  the 
more  they  multiplied  and  grew. — 
Exod.  i.  11, 12;  Ezra,  v;  vi. 

And  Israel  saw  that  great  work 
which  the  Lord  did  upon  the  Egyp- 
tians :  and  the  people  feared  the  Lord, 
and  believed  the  Lord  and  his  servant 
Moses. — Exod.  xiv.  31. 

Who  fed  thee  with  manna,  &:e.  that 
he  might  humble  thee,  &c.  to  do  thee 
good  at  thy  latter  end. — Dent.  viii.  16. 

Hezekiah,  left  of  God,  to  try  him, 
that  he  might  know  all  that  was  in 
his  heart. — 2  Chron.  xxxii.  31. 
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When  Manasseh  was  in  affliction, 
he  besought  the  Lord  his  God ;  and 
humbled  himself  greatly  before  the 
God  of  his  fathers,  and  prayed  unto 
him,  &c.  Then  Manassen  knew  that 
the  Lord  he  was  God,  &c.  He  took 
away  the  strange  gods,  &c. — 2  Chron. 
xxxiii.  11—13. 15, 16. 

Tatnai  the  governor's  opposing  the 
Jews,  wrought  for  their  advantage  in 
the  end. — Ezra  v ;  vi. 

If  they  be  bound  in  fetters,  &e. 
then  he  sheweth  them  their  work,  and 
their  transCTessions,  that  they  have 
exceeded:  be  openeth  also  their  ear 
to  discipline. — Job  xxxvi.  8—10. 

Before  I  was  afflicted,  I  went  astray ; 
but  now  have  I  kept  thy  word.  It  is 
good  for  n^e  that  I  nave  been  afflicted, 
Uiat  I  might  learn  thy  statutes,  O 
Lord.  Thou  in  faithfulness  hast  af- 
flicted me. — Ps.  cxix.  67.  71.  75. 

They  that  sow  in  tears  shall  reap 
in  joy.  He  that  goeth  forth,  and 
weepeth,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall 
doubtless  come  again  with  rejoicing, 
&c. — Ps.  cxxvi.  5,  6. 

It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of 
mourning,  than  to  the  house  of  feast- 
mgy  for  that  is  the  end  of  all  men^ 
and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his  heart. 
Sorrow  is  better  than  laughter;  for 
by  the  sadness  of  the  countenance 
the  heart  is  made  better. — Eccles. 
vii.  2,  3. 

When  Christ  withdrew  from  the 
spouse,  he  endeared  himself  the  more 
to  her. — Cant.  v.  6.  10, 11. 

When  the  Lord  hath  performed  his 
whole  work  upon  mount  Zion  and 
on  Jerusalem,  I  will  punish  the  fruit 
of  the  stout  heart  of  the  king  of  As- 
syria, &c.  Such  as  are  escaped  of  the 
house  of  Jacob,  shall  no  more  again 
stay  upon  him  that  smote  them,  but 
shall  stay  upon  the  Lord,  &c. — Isa. 
X.  12.  20. 

When  thy  judgments  are  in  the 
earth,  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  will 
learn  righteousness. — Isa.  xxvi.  9. 

So  will  I  acknowledge  them  that 
are  carried  away  captive  of  Judah, 
whom  I  have  sent  out  of  this  place  | 


into  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans,  for 
their  good ;  for  I  will  set  mine  eyes 
upon  tbem  for  good. — Jer.  xxiv.  5, 6. 

God's  chastening  of  Ephraim  did 
him  much  good  m  the  end. — Jer. 
xxxi.  18—20. 

They  shall  bear  the  punishment  of 
their  iniquity,  &c.  that  the  house  of 
Israel  may  go  no  more  astray  from 
me,  neither  be  polluted  any  more  with 
all  their  transgressions :  but  that  they 
may  be  my  people,  and  I  may  be  their 
God. — Ezek.  xiv.  10, 11. 

I  will  cause  you  to  pass  under  the 
rod ;  and  I  will  bring  you  into  the 
bond  of  the  covenant. — Ezek.  xx.  37. 

Daniel  and  the  three  children,  by 
their  afflictions,  were  more  advanced. 
— Dan.  iii ;  vi. 

I  will  hedge  up  thy  way  with 
thorns,  &c.  Then  shall  she  say,  I  will 
go  and  return  to  my  first  husband,  for 
men  was  it  better  with  me  than  now. 
I  will  allure  her  and  bring  her  into 
the  wilderness,  and  speak  comfort- 
ably (or  friendly)  unto  her. — Hosea 
ii.  6— S.  14. 

I  will  also  leave  in  the  midst  of 
thee  an  afflicted  and  poor  people ; 
and  they  shall  trust  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord. — Zeph.  iii.  12. 

He  that  loseth  his  life  for  my  sake, 
shall  find  it :  for  what  shall  it  profit  a 
man,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world, 
and  lose  his  own  soul? — Matt.  x.  39; 
Mark  viii.  36. 

And  every  one  that  hath  forsaken 
houses,  or  brethren,  &c.  or  lands,  for 
my  name's  sake,  shall  receive  an  hun- 
dred fold,  and  shall  inherit  everlast- 
ing life.

In  nothing  terrified  by  your  adver- 
saries ;  whicn  is  to  them  an  evident 
token  of  perdition;  but  to  you  of 
salvation,  and  that  of  God. — Fhil.  i. 
28. 

Tribulations,  that  ye  endure,  &c. 
that  ye  may  be  counted  worthy  of  the 
kingdom  of  God. — 2  Thess.  i.  4,  5. 

It  is  a  faithful  saying,  &c.  If  we 
suffer,  we  shall  also  reign  with  him. — 
2  Tim.  ii.  11,  12;  Rom.  viii.  17, 18; 
1  Pet.  iv.  13. 

We  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh, 
which  corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them 
reverence  :  shall  we  not  much  rather 
be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of 
spirits,  and  live?  for  they,  &:c.  chas- 
tened us  after  their  own  pleasure  ;  but 
he,  for  our  profit,  &c.  No  chastening 
for  the  prc^sent  seemeth  to  be  joyous, 
but  grievous ;  nevertheless,  aflerward 
it  y  ieldeth  the  peaceable  fruit  of  righte- 
ousness unto  them  which  are  exercised 
thereby. — Heb.  xii.  9 — 11. 

Ye  are  in  heaviness,  &:c.  that  the 
trial  of  your  faith,  &c.  might  be  found 
unto  praise,  and  honour,  and  glory, 
at  the  appearing  of  Jesus  Christ — 
1  Pet.  i.  6,  7. 
See  Second  Consideration  following. 

Sect.  3. — The  Considerations  which 
should  stay,  hear  up,  and  comfort 
the  Spirits  of  Christians  in  their 
Afflictions  and  under  Persecutions, 

Cons.  I.  That  it  is  their  Portion^ 
which  God  appointed  them  to  in  this 
Life;  and  that  too  for  good  Ends, 

Cons.  1 1 .  That  such  wlio  are  so  exer- 
cisedy  are  blessed  and  happy  y  and  so 
pronounced  in  Scripture;  a  Seal  of 
their  Sonship,  and  God's  choice  Love 
to  them,  and  of  their  Salvation, 

Behold,  happy  is  the  man  whom  God 


correcteth,  &c.  for  he  maketh  sore, 
and  bindeth  up,  &c. — Job.  v  17, 18. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou 
chasteneth,  O  Lord;  and  teachest 
him  out  of  thy  law. — Ps.  xciv.  12. 

Whom  the  Lord  loveth,  he  correct- 
eth ;  even  as  a  father  the  son  in  whom 
he  delighteth. — Prov.  iii.  12. 

He  that  spareth  the  rod,  hateth  his 
son  :  but  he  that  loveth  him,  chasten- 
eth him  betimes. — Prov.  xiii.  24. 

Blessed  are  they  that  mourn,  for 
they  shall  be  comforted.  Blessed  are 
they  which  are  persecuted  for  righte- 
ousness' sake,  &c.  Blessed  are  ye 
when  men  shall  revile  you,  and  per- 
secute you,  and  shall  say  all  manner 
of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for  my 
sake :  rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad.

Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger  now, 
&c.  that  weep  now,  &c.  But  woe  unto 
you  that  are  rich,  &c.  that  are  full, 
&c.  that  laugh  now,  &c.  when  all  men 
speak  well  of  you. — Luke  vi.  21,  22. 
24—26. 

In  nothing  terrified  by  your  adver- 
saries :  which  is  to  them  an  evident 
token  of  perdition;  but  to  you  of 
salvation,  and  that  of  God :  for  unto 
you  it  is  given  in  the  behalf  of  Christ, 
not  only  to  believe  on  him,  but  also 
to  suffer  for  his  sake. — Phil.  i.  28, 29. 

If  ye  endure  chastening,  God  deal- 
eth  with  you  as  with  sons :  for  what 
son  is  there  ?  &c.  If  ye  be  without 
chastisement,  &c.  then  are  ye  bastards, 
and  not  sons. — Heb.  xii.  7,  8. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth 
temptation :  for  when  he  is  tried,  &c. 
— James  i.  12. 

We  count  them  happy  which  endure. 
Ye  have  heard  of  the  patience  of  Job. 
— James  v.  11. 

If  ye  suffer  for  righteousness*  sake, 
happy  are  ye:  and  be  not  afraid. — 
1  Pet.  iii.  14. 

If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name 
of  Christ,  happy  are  ye  ;  for  the  spi- 
rit of  glory  and  of  God  resteth  upon 
you,  &c. — 1  Pet.  iv.  14. 

As  many  as  I  love,  I  rebuke  and 
chasten. — Rev.  iii.  19. 
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Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in 
the  Lordy  (or  for  the  Lord's  sake.) — 
Rev.  xiv.  13. 

Cons.  III.  Thai  God  well  knows  the 
design  and  ways  of  Satan,  and  all 
the  adversaries  of  Believers:  and 
thai  tliey  can  do  no  more,  nor  "proceed 
further  against  us  than  Oodpermits. 
He  turns  about  their  purposes. 

Your  father  deceived  me,  &c.  hut 
God  suffered  him  not  to  hurt  me.  If 
he  said  thus,  &c.  Laban  pursued  Ja- 
cob, &c.  And  God  came  to  Laban  the 
Syrian  in  a  dream  bv  night,  and  said 
tinto  him.  Take  heed  that  thou  speak 
not  to  Jacob  either  ^ood  or  bad,  (or 
from  good  to  bad,)  &c.  It  is  in  the 
power  of  my  hand  to  do  you  hurt : 
but  the  God  of  your  father  spake  unto 
me  yesternight,  saying,  Take  thou 
heed  that  thou  speak  not  to  Jacob, 
&c.— Gen.  xxxi.  7,  8.  23,  24.  29.  42. 

When  Esau  was  coming  against 
Jacob  with  four  hundred  men,  and 
Jacob  was  afraid,  yet  God  changed 
Esau's  heart;  so  that  when  he  met 
Jacob,  he  embraced  him,  &c.  which 
made  Jacob  say  to  Esau,  I  have  seen 
thy  face,  as  though  I  had  seen  the  face 
of  God,  and  thou  wast  pleased  with 
me. — Gen.  xxxii.  C--8;  xxxiii.3,4.10. 

And  the  terror  of  God  was  upon 
the  cities  that  were  roundabout  them, 
and  they  did  not  pursue  afler  the  sons 
of  Jacob. — Gen.  xxxv.  5. 

Joseph's  brethren,  when  they  saw 
him,  &;c.  conspired  against  him  to 
slay  him.  And  they  said  one  to  an- 
other. Behold,  this  dreamer  cometh; 
come  now  therefore,  and  let  us  slay 
him,  &c.  and  we  shall  see  what  will 
become  of  his  dreams,  &c.  All  which 
God  prevented,  and  purposed  better 
things. — Gen.  xxxvii.  17,  &c.;  xxxix. 
1.  19,  20. 

The  king  of  Egypt  designed  the 
weakening  of  Israel,  and  preventing 
their  increase :  but  the  more  they 
afflicted  them,  the  more  they  multi- 
plied.—Exod.  i.  9—12.  20. 

And  the  Lord  said,  I  have  surely 
seen  the  affliction  of  my  people,  &c. 


for  I  know  their  sorrows. — Exod.  iii. 
7 ;  Acts  vii.  34 ;  Ps.  x.  14. 

Pharaoh  could  not  hurt  Moses  and 
Aaron,  though  they  came  with  so 
many  threatenings  from  God. — Exod. 
vii ;  viii,  &c. 

Pharaoh's  design  in  pursuing  Is- 
rael God  knew,  and  prevented  Pha- 
raoh,and  overthrew  him.— Exod.  xiv. 

The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I 
will  overtake,  I  will  divide  the  spoil ; 
my  lust  shall  be  satisfied  upon  them ; 
I  will  draw  my  sword,  mine  hand 
shall  destroy  (or  repossess)  them. 
Thou  didst  blow  with  thy  vdnd,  the 
sea  covered  them,  they  sank  as  lead, 
&c.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord? 
— Exod.  XV.  9 — 11. 

Balak's  desim  was  to  have  Balaam 
to  curse  Israel:  but  God  overruled 
him,  so  that  he  could  not  but  bless 
Israel. — Numb,  xxii;  xxiv.  10 — 13; 
xxiii. 

Saul  designed  to  kill  David,  made 
many  attempts,  and  pursued  him ; 
yet  could  never  effect  it:  God  pre- 
vented him. — ISam.  xviii;  xix;  xxiii; 
xxiv ;  xxvi. 

Ahithophcl  gave  counsel  against 
David,  but  God  brought  it  to  nought, 
and  suffered  not  his  enemies  to  bring 
their  designs  to  pass.— 2  Sam.  xvii. 

The  king  of  Syria  went  up  against 
Samaria,  and  said,  The  gods  do  so 
unto  me,  and  more  also,  if  the  dust 
of  Samaria  shall  suffice  for  handfuls 
for  all  the  people  that  follow  me. 
But  God  prevented  him. — 1  Kings 
XX.  1,  2.  10.  21. 

God  defeated  the  king  of  Syria's 
design  againt  Elisha. — 2  Kings  vi. 
13,  &c. 

The  enemies  of  Israel  set  them- 
selves to  hinder  the  building  of  the 
temple ;  asked  who  commanded  them 
to  do  it;  wrote  to  the  king  against 
it ;  but  God  prevented  their  purpose, 
and  brought  forth  the  contrary  effect 
— Ezra  V  ;  vi. 

When  Israel  were  building,  the  ad- 
versaries conspired  together  to  come 
and  fight  agamst  Jerusalem,  and  to 
hinder   it.     And  when  our   enemies 
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heard  that  it  was  known  unto  us^  and 
God  had  brought  their  counsel  to 
nought,  we  returned^  &c. — Neh.  iv. 
7—9.  11.  15. 

Haman's  great  design  was  to  de- 
stroy Mordecai  and  all  the  Jews ;  and 
it  went  on  far :  but  God  then  turned 
it  quite  about. — Esth.  v;  vi;  vii;  viii. 

Job  could  not  be  touched  by  Satan 
any  farther,  or  otherwise,  than  so  far 
as  God  gave  him  leave. — Job  i.  9 — 
12 ;  ii.  4—6. 

He  disappointcth  the  devices  of  the 
crafty,  so  that  their  hands  cannot  per- 
form their  enterprise.  He  taketh  the 
wise  in  their  own  craAiness,  &c. 
They  meet  with  darkness  in  the  day- 
time, and  grope  in  the  noon-day. — 
Job  V.  12—14. 

Why  do  the  heathen  mgc,  and  the 
people  imagine  a  vain  thing?  The 
kings  of  the  earth  set  themselves, 
and  the  rulers  take  counsel  together, 
against  the  Lord,  &c.  Yet  have  I  set 
my  king  upon  my  holy  hill  of  Zion. — 
Ps.  ii.  1,2.  4.  6;  lix.  7,  8. 

He  ordaineth  his  arrows  against  the 
persecutors.  Behold,  he  travaileth 
with  iniquity,  and  hath  conceived  mis- 
chief, and  brought  forth  falsehood : 
he  made  a  pit,  and  digged  it,  and  is 
fallen  into  the  ditch  which  he  made : 
Iiis  mischief  shall  retui*n  upon  his  own 
head ;  and  his  violent  dealing  shall 
come  down  upon  his  own  pate. — Ps. 
vii.  13—16 ;  ix.  15, 16. 

They  intended  evil  against  thee; 
they  imagined  a  mischievous  device, 
which  they  are  not  able  to  perform. — 
Ps.  xxi.  11. 

Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me 
in  the  presence  of  mine  enemies. — 
Ps.  xxiii.  5. 

The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of 
the  heathen  to  nought:  he  maketh 
the  devices  of  the  people  of  none 
effect.  The  counsel  of  the  Lord 
standeth  for  ever,  the  thoughts  of  his 
heart  to  all  generations. — -Ps.  xxxiii. 
10,  11. 

By  this  I  know  that  thou  favour- 
cst  me,  because  mine  enemy  doth  not 
triumph  over  me. — Ps.  xli.  11. 


Surely  the  wrath  of  man  shall 
praise  thee :  the  remainder  of  wrath 
shalt  thou  restrain. — Ps.  Ixxvi.  10. 

When  Israel  were  but  few  in  num- 
ber, &c.  when  they  went  from  one 
nation  to  another,  ice,  he  suffered  no 
man  to  do  them  wrong ;  yea,  he  re- 
proved kings  for  their  sakes. — Ps.  cv. 
12—15.  O 

If  it  had  not  been  the  Lord  wW 
was  on  our  side,  when  men  rose  up 
against  us,  then  they  had  swallowed 
us  up  quick. — Ps.  cxxiv.  1 — 7;  Gen. 
xxxi.  4^. 

There  are  many  devices  in  a  man's 
heart,  nevertheless  the  counsel  of  the 
Lord,  that  shall  stand. — Prov.  xix.21. 

There  is  no  wisdom,  nor  under- 
standing, nor  counsel  against  the 
Lord. — Prov.  xxi.  30;  Gen.  xi.  4,&c. 

Be  quiet,  and  fear  not,  &c.  Because 
Syria,  &c.  have  taken  evil  counsel 
against  thee,  saying.  Let  us  go  up 
against  Judah,  and  vex  it,  &c.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God,  It  shall  not  stand, 
neither  shall  it  come  to  pass. — Isa. 
vii.  4—7 ;  Micah  iv.  11—13. 

Associate  yourselves,  O  ye  people ; 
and  ye  shall  be  broken  in  pieces,  &c. 
Gird  yourselves,  and  ye  shall  be 
broken  in  pieces.  Take  counsel  to- 
gether, and  it  shall  come  to  nought : 
speak  the  word,  and  it  shall  not 
stand  :  for  God  is  with  us. — Isa.  viii. 
9,10;  Jer.  xlviii.  30. 

O  Assyrian,  the  rod  of  mine  anger, 
&c.  I  will  send  him  against  an  ny- 
pocritical  nation,  &c.  Howbeit,  he 
meaneth  not  so,  &c.  It  is  in  his 
heart  to  destroy  and  cut  off  nations 
not  a  few.  Wherefore  it  shall  come 
to  pass,  that  when  the  Lord  hath 
performed  his  whole  work,  &c.  I 
will  punish  the  fruit,  &c. — Isa.  x. 
5—7.  12. 

Woe  unto  them  that  seek  deep  to 
hide  their  counsel  from  the  Lord; 
and  their  works  are  in  the  dark,  and 
they  say.  Who  seeth  us  ?  Surely  your 
turning  of  things  upside  down  shall 
be  esteemed  as  the  potter's  clay. — Isa. 
xxix.  15,  16. 

Sennacherib  comes  against  Jerusa^ 
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lem,  and  by  Rabshakeh  proclaims 
his  proud  design ;  but  God  wonder- 
fully disappointed  him. — Isa«  xxxvi ; 
xxxvii. 

Behold,  they  shall  surely  gather 
together,  but  not  by  me.  Whosoever 
shall  gather  together  against  thee, 
shall  fall  for  thy  sake,  &c.  No  weapon 
that  is  formed  against  thee  shall  pros- 
per.— Isa.  liv.  15.  17. 

When  the  enemy  shall  come  in 
like  a  flood,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
shall  lift  up  a  standard  against  him, 
(or  put  him  to  flight.) — Isa.  lix.  19. 

I  am  with  thee,  &c.  They  shall 
fight  against  thee,  but  they  shall  not 
prevail  against  thee;  for  I  am  with 
thee,  saith  the  Lord,  to  deliver  thee. — 
Jer.  i.  18,  19;  xv.  11.  20;  xx.  11. 

Although  I  have  scattered  them 
among  the  countries,  yet  will  I  be  to 
them  as  a  little  sanctuary  in  the  coun- 
tries where  they  shall  come,  &c.  I 
will  even  gather  you  from  the  people, 
&c.— Ezek.  xi.  16, 17. 

All  that  the  envious  presidents  and 
princes  could  do  and  devise  against 
Daniel  could  not  hurt  him ;  but  he 
prospered  in  the  reign  of  Darius,  and 
of  Cyrus.  And  so  the  three  children. 
—Dan.  vi.  28. 

Many  nations  are  gathered  against 
thee,  that  say,  Let  her  be  defiled; 
let  our  eyes  look  upon  Zion :  but 
they  know  not  the  thoughts  of  the 
Lord;  for  he  shall  gather  them  as 
the  sheaves  into  the  floor. — Micah  iv. 
11—13. 

Herod  designs  the  killing  of  the 
child  Jesus;  he  sends  to  inquire 
afler  him,  gives  order  for  the  slaying 
of  all  the  children  of  that  age  :  yet 
God  suffered  him  not  to  enect  his 
design. — Matt.  ii.  1 — 16. 

Are  not  two  sparrows  sold  for  a 
farthing  ?  and  one  of  them  shall  not 
fall  on  the  ground  without  your 
Father.  But  the  very  hairs  of  your 
head  are  all  numbered.  Fear  ye  not 
therefore,  ye  are  of  more  value  than 
many  sparrows. — Matt.  x.  29 — 31. 

There  came  certain  of  the  Phari- 
sees, saying  unto  him.  Get  thee  out. 


and  depart  hence,  for  Herod  will  kill 
thee.  And  he  said  unto  tbem.  Go 
ye,  tell  that  fox,  Behold,  I  cast  oat 
devib,  and  I  do  cures  to-dar,  and 
to-morrow,  and  the  third  day  t  shall 
be  perfected;  nevertheless,  I  must 
walk  to-day,  and  to-morrow,  and  the 
day  following,  &c. — Luke  xiii.  31 — 
33 ;  John  vii.  30. 

Ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for 
my  name's  sake ;  but  there  shall  not 
an  hair  of  your  head  perish.  In  your 
patience  possess  ye  your  soius. — 
Luke  xxi.  17 — 19. 

When  I  was  daily  with  yon  in  the 
temple,  ye  stretched  forth  no  hands 
agamst  me :  but  this  is  your  hour, 
and  the  power  of  darkness,  &c.— 
Luke  xxii.  53 ;  John  viii.  20. 

Then  saith  Pilate,  kc.  Knowest 
thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify 
thee,  and  have  power  to  release  thee? 
Jesus  answered,  Thou  couldest  have 
no  power  at  all  against  me,  except  it 
were  given  thee  from  above. — John 
xix.  10,  11. 

Against  thy  holy  child  Jesus,  both 
Herod,  &c.  were  gathered  together, 
for  to  do  what  thy  hand  and  counsel 
determined  before  to  be  done. — Acts 
iv.  27,  28. 

They  took  counsel  to  slay  the 
apostles ;  but  Gamaliel  said,  Refrain 
from  these  men,  and  let  them  alone : 
for  if  this  counsel  or  this  work  be  of 
men,  it  will  come  to  nought ;  but  if 
it  be  of  God,  ye  cannot  overthrow  it, 
lest  haply  ye  be  found  even  to  fight 
against  God. — Acts  v.  33 — 40. 

When  Saul  was  going  in  his  fury 
to  persecute  the  Christians,  Grod 
meets  with  him,  and  stays  the  perse- 
cution.— Acts  ix.  1,  &c. 

Known  unto  God  are  all  his  works 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world. — 
Acts  XV.  18. 

Speak,  and  hold  not  thy  peace; 
for  I  am  with  thee,  and  no  man  shall 
set  on  thee,  to  hurt  thee ;  for  I  have 
much  people  in  this  city. — Acts  xviii. 
9,  10. 

Manj  had  conspired  and  bound 
themselves  under  a  curse  to  kill  Paul 
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ere  they  did  eat:    jet  God  disap- 
pointed them. — Acts  xxiii.  12, 13. 

God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer 
you  to  be  tempted  above  that  you  are 
able. — 1  Cor.  x.  13. 


Cons.  IV. — Tliat  God  orders  and 
determines  the  Measure,  Manner, 
Time,  and  Contintiance  of  Afflic' 
tioTis  and  PersecutioffS,  and  that 
according  to  our  Necessities. 

God  said  unto  Abraham,  Know  of 
a  surety  that  thy  seed  shall  be  a 
stranger  in  a  land  that  is  not  theirs, 
and  shall  serve  them,  and  they  shall 
afflict  them  four  hundred  years,  &c. 
But  in  the  fourth  generation  they 
shall  come  hither  again. — Gen.  xv. 
13—16. 

And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of 
four  hundred  and  thirty  years,  the 
self-same  day  it  came  to  pass,  that  all 
the  host  of  the  Lord  went  out  from 
the  land  of  Egypt. — Exod.  xii.  40, 
41.  51. 

God  led  Israel  not  through  the 
way  of  the  land  of  the  Philistines, 
although  that  was  near  :  for  God 
said.  Lest  peradventure  the  people 
repent  when  they  see  war,  and  they 
return  to  Egypt. — Exod.  xiii.  17. 

Their  heart  was  not  right  with 
him,  &c.  but  he,  being  full  of  com- 
passion, forgave  their  iniquity,  and 
destroyed  them  not:  yea,  many  a 
time  turned  he  his  anger  away,  and 
did  not  stir  up  all  his  wrath.  For  he 
remembered  that  they  were  but  flesh ; 
a  wind  that  passeth  away,  and  cometh 
not  again. — Ps.  Ixxviii.  37 — 39. 

I  know,  O  Lord,  that  thy  judg- 
ments are  right,  and  that  thou  m 
faithfulness  hast  afflicted  me.— ^Ps. 
cxix.  75. 

It  shall  come  to  pass,  when  the 
Lord  hath  performed  his  whole  work 
upon  Mount  Zion,  and  upon  Jeru- 
salem :  I  will  punish  the  fruit  of  the 
stout  heart,  &c.  O  my  people,  be 
not  afraid  of  the  Assyrian,  he  shall 
smite  thee  with  a  rod,  &c.     For  yet 


a  very  little  while,  and  the  indig- 
nation shall  cease,  &c. — Isa.  x.  12. 
24,  25;  Deut.  xxxii.  36;  2  Kings 
xiv.  26. 

In  measure,  when  it  shooteth  forth, 
thou  wilt  debate  with  it:  he  stayeth 
his  rough  wind  in  the  day  of  the  east 
wind.— Isa.  xxvii.  8. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Afler  seventy 
years  be  accomplished  at  Babylon,  I 
will  visit  you,  and  perform  my  good 
word  toward  you,  m  causing  you  to 
return  to  this  place. — Jer.  xxix.  10; 
Ezra  i.  1 — 3. 

I  will  not  make  a  full  end  of  thee ; 
but  I  will  correct  thee  in  measure, 
and  will  not,  &c. — Jer.  xxx.  11 ;  xlvi. 
27. 

He  doth  not  afflict  willingly,  (or 
from  his  heart,)  neither  grieve  the 
children  of  men. — Lam.  iii.  33. 

This  is  your  hour,  and  the  power 
of  darkness. — Luke  xxii.  53. 

Against  thy  holy  child  Jesus,  &c. 
to  do  whatsoever  thy  hand  and  thy 
counsel  determined  before  to  be  done. 
—Acts  iv.  27,  28. 

God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer 
you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are 
able;  but  will  with  the  temptation 
also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it. — 1  Cor.  x. 
13. 

He  was  sick,  nigh  unto  death :  bat 
God  had  mercy  on  him ;  and  not  on 
him  only,  but  on  me  also,  lest  I 
should  have  sorrow  upon  sorrow.-— 
Phil.  ii.  27. 

Ye  greatly  rejoice,  though  now  for 
a  season,  if  need  be,  ye  are  in 
heaviness  through  manifold  tempta- 
tions.— 1  Pet  i.  6. 

The  God  of  all  grace,  &c.  afler 
that  ye  have  suffered  awhile,  make 
you  perfect. — 1  Pet  v.  10. 

Behold,  the  devil  shall  cast  some 
of  you  into  prison,  &c.  and  ye  shall 
have  tribulation  ten  days.  Be  thou 
faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give 
thee  a  crown  of  life. — Rev.  ii.  10. 
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Cons.  V. — Tliat  God  doth  sometimes 
make  EnemieSy  and  Persecutors 
themselves^  to  attest  the  Saints' 
innocencyj  when  they  stiffer ;  and 
will  surely  avenge  them  upon  their 
Adversaries, 

• 

God  did  so  with  Joseph's  brethren, 
and  they  acknowledged  his  innocencj, 
and  God's  justice. — Gen.  xlii.  21. 

Pharooh  acknowledged  he  had 
sinned  against  Moses,  &c.  and  begs 
forgiveness. — £xod.  x.  16, 17. 

He  will  avenee  the  blood  of  his 
senrants,  and  will  render  vengeance 
to  his  adversaries :  and  will  be  mer- 
ciful unto  his  land,  &c. — Deut.  xxxii. 
43 ;  Ps.  X.  14. 

When  the  wicked  are  multiplied, 
transgression  increaseth  :  but  the 
righteous  shall  see  their  fall. — Pro  v. 
xxix.  16. 

When  David  had  spared  Saul, 
being  in  his  hands,  Saul  said  to  David, 
Is  this  thy  voice,  my  son  David  ?  &c. 
Thou  art  more  righteous  than  I :  for 
thou  hast  rewarded  me  good,  whereas 
I  have  rewarded  thee  evil ;  and  thou 
hast  shewed  this  day  how  that  thou 
hast  dealt  well  with  me,  forasmuch 
as  when  the  Lord  had  delivered  me 
into  thine  hand,  thou  killedst  me  not, 
&c. — 1  Sam.  xxiv.  16 — 19. 

Again  in  the  like  case,  Saul  said, 
I  have  sinned,  &c.  Behold,  I  have 
played  the  fool,  and  have  erred  ex- 
ceedingly.— 1  Sam.  xxvi.  21;  £xod. 
viii.  8. 19. 

Haman,  Mordecai's  great  enemy, 
forced  to  honour  Mordecai. — Esth. 
vi.  7.  11. 

Haman  is  hanged  upon  the  same 
gallows  he  erected  for  Mordecai. — 
Esth.  vii.  9, 10. 

He  ordaincth  his  arrows  against 
the  persecutors. — Ps.  vii.  13 ;  Ixiv.  7. 

They  have  dieged  a  pit  before  me, 
into  the  midst  whereof  they  are  fallen 
themselves. — Ps.  Ivii.  6 ;  vii.  15, 16 ; 
ix.  15,  16. 

The  righteous  shall  rejoice  when 
he  seeth  the  vengeance,  &c.  so  that 
a  man  shall  say,  &c.    Verily  he  is  a 


God  that  judgeth  in  the  earth. — Ps. 
lviii.10,11. 

The  Lord  execnteth  righteousness 
and  judgment  for  all  that  are  op- 
pressed.— Ps.  ciii.  6. 

Rob  not  the  poor,  &c.  neither  op- 
press the  afflicted  in  the  gate  :  for  the 
Lord  shall  spoil  the  soul  of  those  that 
spoiled  them. — Prov.  xxii.  2^  23. 

Be  not  afraid,  &c.  for  yet  a  very 
little  while,  and  the  indienation  shall 
cease,  and  mine  anger  m  their  de- 
struction.— Isa.  X.  24,  25;  Jer.  xxx. 
16, 17.  20. 

Lord,  when  thine  hand  is  lifted  up^ 
they  will  not  see :  but  they  shall  see 
and  be  ashamed  for  their  envy  at  the 
people,  (or  toward  thy  people,)  &c. — 
Isa.  xxvi.  IJ. 

All  that  watch  for  iniquity  are  cat 
off:  that  make  a  man  an  ofiender 
for  a  word. — Isa.  xxix.  20,  21. 

Behold,  your  God  will  come  with 
vengeance ;  with  recompense  he  will 
come  and  save  vou. — Isa.  xxxv.  4. 

I  was  wroth  with  my  people,  kc 
thou  didst  shew  them  no  mercy,  &c. 
therefore  these  two  things  shall  come 
to  thee  in  a  moment,  &c. — Isa.  xlvii. 
5—9. 

Fear  ye  not  the  reproach  of  men, 
&c.  for  the  moth  shall  eat  them  up 
like  a  garment :  and  the  worm  shall 
eat  them  like  wool,  &c.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  thy  God,  &c.  that  pleadeth 
the  cause  of  his  people :  behold,  I 
have  taken  out  of  thy  hand  the  cup 
of  trembling,  even  the  dregs  of  the 
cup  of  my  fury,  &c.  but  I  will  put  it 
into  the  hand  of  them  that  afflict  thee : 
which  have  8aid  to  thy  soul.  Bow 
down,  &c.— Isa.  li.  7,  8.  20.  22,  23. 

Your  brethren  that  hated  you,  &c. 
he  shall  appear  to  your  joy,  and  they 
shall  be  ashamed. — Isa.  Ixvi.  5. 

God  threatens  several  nations  for 
their  insolent  insulting  over  his  peo- 
ple the  Jews,  and  for  tneir  cruel  usage 
of  them  :  and  declares  the  vengeance 
he  would  take  against  them.- — £zek. 
XXV ;  xxvi ;  xxxv;  xxxvi ;  Jer.  1. 11 — 
13;  XXX.  16;  xii.  14;  Chad.  8,  &c.; 
Micah  ii.  1— -3. 
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Nebuchadnezzar,  who  had  caused 
Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abednego  to 
be  cast  into  the  burning  fiery  furnace, 
now  said  unto  them,  Ye  servants  of 
the  most  high  God,  come  forth,  &c. 
and  the  king  promoted  them. — Dan. 
iii.  21.  26.  30. 

So  did  Darius,  when  Daniel,  by 
the  prosecution  of  the  presidents  and 
princes,  was  cast  into  the  lions'  den ; 
he  came  and  said,  O  Daniel,  servant  of 
the  living  God,  &c.  And  the  king  com- 
manded, and  they  brought  those  men 
which  had  accused  Daniel,  and  they 
cast  them  into  the  den  of  lions,  them, 
their  children,  and  their  wives,  &c. — 
Dan.  vi.  20.  24;  Gen.  xxvi.  27—29. 

God  threatened  the  heads  and 
princes  of  Israel,  for  their  perse- 
cuting and  oppressing  his  people. — 
Micah  iii.  1,  &c. 

I  have  heard  the  reproach  of  Moab, 
and  the  revilings  of  the  children  of 
Ammon,  whereby  they  have  reproach- 
ed my  people,  &c.  therefore  as  I  live, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of 
Israel,  surely  Moab  shall  be  as  Sodom. 
— Zeph.  ii.  8 — 11. 

I  am  very  sore  displeased  with  the 
heathen  that  are  at  ease : '  for  I  was  but 
a  little  displeased,  and  they  helped 
forward  the  affliction. — Zech.  i.  15. 

Edom  sadly  threatened,  for  his 
violence  against  his  brother  Jacob. — 
Obad.  8,  &c. 

Whoso  shall  offend  one  Of  these 
little  ones,  which  believe  in  me,  it 
were  better  for  him  that  a  mill-stone 
were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that 
he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the 
sea:  woe  unto  the  world,  because  of 
ofiences. — Matt,  xviii.  6, 7. 10;  Luke 
xvii.  1,  2. 

I  send  unto  you  prophets,  &c.  and 
some  of  them  ye  snail  kill,  &c.  that 
upon  you  may  come  all  the  righteous 
blood  shed  upon  the  earth,  from  the 
blood  of  righteous  Abel,  &c.  All 
these  things  shall  come  upon  this 
generation. — Matt,  xxiii.  34---36. 

Shall  not  God  avenge  his  own 
elect,  which  cry  day  and  ni^ht  unto 
him  ?  Though  he  bear  long  with  them. 


I  tell  you,  that  he  will  avenge  them 
speedily. — Luke  xviii.  7,  8. 

Pilate  himself  said  of  Christ,  I 
have  found  no  fault  in  him,  &c.  And 
the  centurion  said  of  Christ,  Certainly 
this  was  a  righteous  man.  —  Luke 
xxiii.  14.  47. 

King  Agrippa  and  Festus  both  said 
of  Paul,  This  man  doeth  nothing  wor- 
thy of  death  or  of  bonds. — Acts  xxvi. 
30,  31 ;  XXV.  25. 

In  nothing  terrified  by  your  adver- 
saries, which  is  to  them  an  evident 
token  of  perdition,  &c.  and  that  of 
God.— Phil.  i.  28;  Josh.  xi.  20. 

They  have  persecuted  us,  &c.  for 
wrath  is  come  upon  them  to  the 
uttermost. — 1  Thess.  ii.  15, 16. 

It  is  a  righteous  thing  with  God  to 
recompense  tribulation  to  them  that 
trouble  you,  &c. — 2  Thess.  i.  6. 

He  that  leadeth  into  captivity,  shall 
go  into  captivity:  he  that  killeth  with 
the  sword,  must  be  killed  with  the 
sword.  Here  is  the  patience  and  the 
faith  of  saints. — Rev.  xiii.  10. 

Babylon  is  fallen,  &c.  here  is  the 
patience  of  the  saints. — Rev.  xiv.  8 — 
12 ;  xviii.  2. 

Thou  art  righteous,  O  Lord,  &c. 
because  thou  hast  judged  thus :  for 
they  have  shed  the  blood  of  saints 
and  prophets,  and  thou  hast  given 
them  blood  to  drink;  for  they  are 
worthy. — Rev.  xvi.  5,  6;  xviii.  19, 
20.  24 ;  xix.  2. 

Rejoice  over  her,  ye  holy  apostles 
and  prophets,  for  God  hath  avenged 
you  on  her. — Rev.  xviii.  20 ;  xix.  2. 

Cons.  VI. — That  God  mil  comfort^ 
uphold,  and  preserve  his,  in  all 
their  Troubles;  and  not  lay  more 
on  them  than  they  can  hear. 

In  that  he  himself  hath  suffered, 
being  tempted,  he  is  able  to  succour 
them  that  are  tempted. — Heb.  ii.  18 ; 
iv.  15 ;  V.  2. 

Although  with  hatred  they  shall 
persecute  him,  &c.  yet  shall  his  bow 
remain  in  his  strength. — Gen.  xlix. 
23,24. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Pharaoh

had  let  the  people  go,  that  God  led 
them  not  througn  the  way  of  the  land 
of  the  Philistines,  although  that  was 
near :  for  God  said.  Lest  perad venture 
the  people  repent  when  they  see  war, 
and  they  return  to  Egypt,  &c.  And 
the  Lord  went  before  them  by  day  in 
a  pillar  of  a  cloud,  to  lead  them  the 
way ;  and  by  nisht  in  a  pillar  of  fire, 
to  give  them  light ;  to  go  by  day  and 
ni^t. — Exod.  xiii.  17.  21. 

Thou  shalt  not  be  affrighted  at 
them  :  for  the  Lord  th}*  God  is  among 
you,  a  mighty  God  and  terrible :  and 
the  Lord  thy  God  will  put  out  those 
nations  before  thee  by  little  and  little. 
— Deut.  vii.  21,  22. 

The  eternal  God  is  thy  refuge,  and 
underneath  are  the  everlasting  arms : 
and  he  shall  thrust  out  the  enemy 
from  before  thee. — Deut.  xxxiii.  27. 

The  Lord  will  not  forsake  his  peo- 
ple, &c. — 1  Sam.  xii.  22;  Ps.  xciv. 
14 ;  ix.  10. 

David  was  greatly  distressed,  &c. 
but  David  encouraged  himself  in  the 
Lord. — 1  Sam.  xxx.  6;  Ezra  v.  5; 
Ps.  cxlv.  14. 

Will  he  plead  against  me  with  his 
great  power?  no,  but  he  would  put 
strength  in  me. — Job  xxiii.  6. 

The  Lord  also  will  be  a  refuge  for 
the  oppressed,  a  refuge  in  times  of 
trouble :  thou  wilt  save  the  afflicted 
people. — Ps.  ix.  9 ;  xviii.  27. 

Though  I  walk  through  the  valley 
of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no 
evil :  for  thou  art  with  me :  thy  rod 
and  thy  staff,  they  comfort  me :  thou 
preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the 
presence  of  mine  enemies,  &c. — Ps. 
xxiii.  4,  5;  xli.  1 — 3. 

In  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall  hide 
me  in  his  pavilion,  in  the  secret  of 
his  tabernacle  shall  he  hide  me :  he 
shall  set  me  on  a  rock,  &c.  When  my 
father  and  my  mother  forsake  me, 
then  the  Lord  will  take  me  up,  kc» 
Wait  on  the  Lord,  &c.  he  shall 
strengthen  thine  heart. — Ps.  xxvii.  5. 
10.  14. 

Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon 
them  that  fear  him,  &c.  to  deliver 


their  soul  from  death,  and  to  keep 
them  alive  in  famine. — Ps.  xxxiiL  18, 
19 ;  Ezra  v.  5. 

The  wicked  watcheth  the  righteous, 
and  seeketh  to  slay  him;  the  Lord 
will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand,  &c. 
The  Lord,  he  is  their  strength  in 
the  time  of  trouble:  and  the  Lord 
shall  help  them  and  deliver  them,  &c. 
— Ps.  xxxvii.  32,  33.  39,  40. 

Therefore  will  we  not  fear,  though 
the  earth  be  removed,  &c.  There  is 
a  river,  the  streams  whereof  shall 
make  glad  the  city  of  God,  &c.  Gk>d 
is  in  the  midst  of  her,  she  shall  not 
be  moved :  God  shall  help  her  right 
early. — Ps.  xlvi.  2 — 5. 

Cast  thy  burden  upon  the  Lord, 
and  he  shall  sustain  thee:  he  shall 
never  suffer  the  righteous  to  be  moved. 
— Ps.  Iv.  22 ;  iii.  5,  6. 

Bless  our  God,  &c.  which  holdeth 
our  soul  in  life,  and  suffereth  not  our 
feet  to  be  moved :  for  thou,  O  Lord, 
hast  proved  us,  thou  hast  tried  as  as 
silver  is  tried :  thou  broughtest  as 
into  the  net,  thou  laidest  affliction 
upon  our  loins :  thou  hast  caused  men 
to  ride  over  our  heads,  &c. — Ps.  Ixvi. 
8—12. 

But  he,  being  full  of  compassion, 
forgave  their  iniquity,  and  destroyed 
them  not :  yea,  many  a  time  tamed 
he  his  anger  away,  and  did  not  stir 
up  his  wrath  :  for  he  remembered 
they  were  but  flesh,  a  wind  that 
passeth  away,  and  cometh  not  again. 
— Ps.  Ixxviii.  38,  39;  cvi.  43 — 45. 

He  preserveth  the  souls  of  his 
saints :  he  delivereth  them  out  of  the 
hand  of  the  wicked. — Ps.  xcvii.  10. 

Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children, 
so  the  Lord  pitieth  them  that  fear 
him  :  for  he  knoweth  our  frame,  he 
remembereth  that  we  are  but  dust. — 
Ps.  ciii.  13,  14. 

The  Lord  hath  chastened  me  sore : 
but  he  hath  not  given  me  over  unto 
death. — Ps.  cxviii.  18. 

If  it  had  not  been  the  Lord  who 
was  on  our  side,  now  may  Israel  say, 
&c.  when  men  rose  up  against  us, 
then  they  had  swallowed  us  up  quick. 
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&c.  Then  tbe  waters  had  over- 
whelmed us,  tbe  stream  had  gone 
over  our  soul :  then  the  proud  waters 
had  gone  over  our  soul. — Ps.  exxiv. 
1-^.  8 ;  xciv.  17—19. 

Though  I  walk  in  the  midst  of 
trouble,  thou  wilt  revive  me ;  thou 
shah  stretch  forth  thine  hand  against 
the  wrath  of  mine  enemies.  —  Ps. 
cxxxviii.  7. 

The  Lord  will  not  suffer  the  soul  of 
the  righteous  to  famish. — Prov.  x.  3. 

Thou  hast  been  a  strength  to  the 
poor,  a  strength  to  the  needy  in  his 
distress :  a  refuge  from  the  storm ; 
a  shadow  from  the  heat;  when  the 
blast  of  the  terrible  ones  is  as  a  storm 
against  the  wall. — Isa.  xxv.  4 ;  1. 4,  &c. 

He  stayeth  his  rough  wind  in  the 
day  of  the  east  wind. — Isa.  xxvii.  8. 

A  king  shall  reign,  &c.  and  a  man 
shall  be  as  an  hidmg-place  from  the 
windy  and  a  covert  from  the  tempest: 
as  rivers  of  water  in  a  dry  place ;  as 
the  shadow  of  a  great  rock  in  a  weary 
land. — Isa.  xxxii.  1,2;  1.  4. 

When  the  poor  and  needy  seek 
water  and  there  is  none,  and  their 
tongue  faileth  for  thirst;  I,  the  Lord, 
will  hear  them  ;  I,  the  God  of  Israel, 
will  not  forsake  them :  I  will  open 
rivers  in  high  places,  &c.  I  will  make 
the  wilderness  a  pool  of  water,  and  the 
dry  land  springs  of  water. — Isa.  xli. 
17—19. 

When  thou  passest  through  the 
waters,  I  will  be  with  thee,  and 
through  the  rivers,  they  shall  not 
overflow  thee :  when  thou  walkest 
through  the  fire  thou  shalt  not  be 
burnt,  neither  shall  the  flame  kindle 
upon  thee :  for  I  am  the  Lord  thy 
God. — Isa.  xliii.  2, 3. 

The  Lord  hath  comforted  his  peo- 
ple, and  will  have  mercy  upon  his 
afllicted. — Isa.  xlix.  13. 

Thus  saith  the  high  and  lofty  One, 
&c.  I  dwell  in  the  high  and  holy 
place ;  with  him  also  that  is  of  a 
contrite  and  humble  spirit,  to  revive 
the  spirit  of  the  humble,  and  to  re- 
vive the  heart  of  the  contrite  ones : 
for  I  will  not  contend  for  ever,  neitlier 


will  I  be  always  wroth :  for  the  spirit 
should  fail  before  me,  and  the  souls 
which  I  have  made. — Isa.  Ivii.  15, 16. 

When  the  enemy  shall  come  in  like 
a  flood,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  shall 
lift  up  a  standard  against  him. — Isa. 
lix.  19. 

Your  brethren  that  hated  you,  that 
cast  you  out  for  my  name's  sake, 
said,  Let  the  Lord  be  glorified :  but 
he  shall  appear  to  your  joy,  &c. — Isa. 
Ixvi.  5. 

Although  I  have  cast  them  far  off 
among  the  heathen,  &c.  yet  will  I  be 
to  them  as  a  little  sanctuary  in  the 
countries  where  they  shall  come. — 
Ezek.  xi.  16 ;  Ps.  cvi.  45,  46. 

God  preserved  the  three  children 
in  the  fiery  furnace,  and  Daniel  in  the 
lions'  den. — Dan.  iii.  25 ;  vi.  22. 

I  will  allure  her,  and  bring  her 
unto  the  wilderness,  and  speak  com- 
fortably unto  her. — Hosea  ii.  14. 

How  shall  I  give  thee  up,  Ephraim? 
&c.  mine  heart  is  turned  within  me, 
my  repentings  are  kindled  together : 

1  will  not  execute  the  fierceness  of 
mine  anger :  for  I  am  God,  and  not 
man,  &c. — Hosea  xi.  8,  9. 

Rejoice  not  against  me,  O  mine 
enemy;  when  I  fall,  I  shall  arise; 
when  I  sit  in  darkness,  the  Lord  shall 
be  a  light  unto  me. — Micah  vii.  8. 

The  Lord  is  good,  a  strong  hold  in 
the  day  of  trouble,  and  he  knoweth 
them  that  trust  in  him. — Nahum  i.  7. 

When  they  deliver  you  up,  take  no 
thought  how  or  what  ye  shall  speak : 
for  it  shall  be  given  you  in  that  same 
hour  what  ye  shall  speak. — Matt.  x. 
19. 

God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer 
you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are 
able ;  but  will  with  the  temptation 
also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye 
may  be  able  to  bear  it. — 1  Cor.  x.  13. 

Blessed  be  God,  &c.  the  God  of  all 
comfort,  who  comforteth  us  in  all  our 
tribulations,  &c.  For  as  the  sufferings 
of  Christ  abound  in  us,  so  our  con- 
solation also  aboundeth  by  Christ. — 

2  Cor.  i.  3—5.  7. 

We  are  troubled  on  every  side,  &c. 
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persecuted,  but  not  forsaken,  &c.  al- 
ways bearing  about  in  the  body  the 
dying  of  the  Lord  Jesus:  that  the 
life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  mani- 
fest in  our  body,  &c.  The  inward  man 
is  renewed  day  by  day. — 2  Cor.  iv. 
8—10.  16. 

We  were  troubled  on  every  side, 
&c.  Nevertheless,  God  that  comforteth 
those  that  are  cast  down,  comforted 
us,  &c. — 2  Cor.  vii.  6,  6. 

I  besought  the  Lord  thrice,  &c. 
and  he  said  unto  me.  My  grace  is 
sufficient  for  thee,  for  my  strength  is 
made  perfect  in  weakness.  —  2  Cor. 
xii.  8—10. 

Every  where  and  in  all  things  I 
am  instructed,  both  to  be  full  and  to 
be  hungry,  &c.  I  can  do  all  things 
through  Christ  which  strengtheneth 
me.— Phil.  iv.  12, 13. 

At  my  first  answer  no  man  stood 
with  me:  notwithstanding  the  Lord 
stood  with  me,  and  strengthened  me, 
&c.  And  the  Lord  shall  deliver  me, 
&c.— 2  Tim.  iv.  16—18. 

Be  content,  &c.  for  he  hath  said,  I 
will  never  leave  thee  nor  forsake  thee : 
so  that  wc  may  boldly  say.  The  Lord 
is  my  helper,  &c. — Heb.  xiii.  5,  6. 

Cons.  VII.  That  the  Righteous  are 
near  and  dear  to  God  in  Christ,  so 
that  he  takes  special  notice  of  their 
Afflictions  and  Troubles,  and  is 
said  to  be  jyersecuted  and  afflicted  in 
tfieir  Persecutions  and  Afflictions, 

And  the  Lord  said,  Surely,  I  have 
seen  the  affliction  of  my  people  which 
are  in  Egypt,  and  have  heard  their 
cry,  by  reason  of  their  taskmasters : 
for  I  know  their  sorrows,  and  I  ara 
come  down  to  deliver  them,  &c.  — 
Exod.  iii.  7—9 ;  ii.  23—25 ;  1  Sam. 
ix.  16. 

The  Lord's  portion  is  his  people; 
Jacob  is  the  lot  of  his  inheritance: 
he  found  him  in  a  desert  land,  &c. 
he  led  him  about,  (or  encompassed 
him  about :)  he  instructed  him :  he 
kept  him  as  the  apple  of  his  eye,  &;c. 
— Deut.  xxxii.  9,  10. 

Tliey  served  the  Lord,  and  his  soul 


was  grieved  for  the  misery  of  IsraeL 
— Judges  X.  16. 

For  the  Lord  saw  the  affliction  of 
Israel,  that  it  was  very  bitter. — 
2  Kings  xiv.  26. 

Thou  hast  considered  my  trouble, 
thou  hast  known  ray  soul  in  adver- 
sities.— Ps.  xxxi.  7. 

Thou  hast  known  my  reproach,  and 
my  shame,  and  my  dishonoor :  mine 
adversaries  are  all  before  thee. — Ps. 
Ixix.  19. 

The  Lord  will  not  cast  off  his  peo- 
ple: neither  will  he  forsake  his  in* 
neritance. — Ps.  xciv.  14. 

He  reproved  kings  for  their  sakes, 
saying,  Touch  not  mine  anointed,  and 
do  my  prophets  no  harm.  —  Ps.  cv. 
14,  15. 

They  provoked  him,  &c.  neverthe- 
less he  regarded  their  affliction  when 
he  heard  their  crv :  and  he  remem- 
bered  for  them  his  covenant :  and 
repented  according  to  the  multitude 
of  his  mercies. — Ps.  cvi.  43     45. 

I  was  wroth  with  my  people,  I  have 
given  them  into  thine  hand :  thou 
aidst  shew  them  no  mercy :  upon  the 
ancient  hast  thou  very  heavily  laid 
the  yoke. — Isa.  xlvii.  6. 

Zion  said,  The  Lord  hath  forsaken 
me,  and  my  Lord  hath  forgotten  me. 
Can  a  woman  forget  her  sucking  child, 
that  she  should  not  have  compassion 
on  the  son  of  her  womb  ?  Yea,  they 
may  forget,  yet  will  not  I  forget  thee: 
behold,  I  have  graven  thee  upon  the 
palms  of  my  hands  :  thy  walls  are 
continuallv  before  me.  —  Isa.  xlix. 
14—16. 

Fear  not,  for  thou  shalt  not  be 
ashamed,  &c.  for  thy  Maker  is  thine 
husband,  the  Lord  of  hosts  is  his 
name :  and  thy  Redeemer  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel. — Isa.  liv.  4,  5. 

For  he  said,  Surely  they  are  my 
people,  children  that  will  not  lie: 
so  he  was  their  Saviour :  in  all  their 
afflictions  he  was  afflicted,  and  the 
angel  of  his  presence  saved  them :  in 
his  love  and  in  his  pity  he  redeemed 
them,  &c. — Isa.  Ixiii.  8,  9. 

Is  Ephraim  my  dear  son  ?  is  he  a 
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pleasant  child  ?  for  since  I  spake 
against  him,  I  do  earnestly  remember 
him  still :  therefore  my  bowels  are 
troubled  for  him :  I  will  surely  have 
mercy  upon  him,  saith  the  Lord. — 
Jer.  XXXI.  20. 

I  see  four  men  walking  in  the  midst 
of  the  fire,  and  they  have  no  hurt : 
and  the  form  of  the  fourth  is  like  the 
Son  of  God. — Dan.  iii.  2&. 

How  shall  I  give  thee  up,  Ephraim  ? 
how  shall  I  deliver  thee,  Israel  ?,&c. 
Mine  heart  is  turned  within  me,  my 
repentings  are  kindled,  &c.  —  Hosea 
xi.  8. 

The  Lord  is  good,  a  strong  hold  (or 
strength)  in  the  day  of  trouble,  and 
he  knoweth  them  that  trust  in  him. — 
Nahum  i.  7. 

I  am  very  sore  displeased,  &c.  for 
I  was  but  a  little  displeased,  and  they 
helped  forward  the  affliction. — Zech. 
i.  15. 

He  sent  me  unto  the  nations  which 
spoiled  you :  for  he  that  toucheth 
you,  toucheth  the  apple  of  his  eye. 
For,  behold,  I  will  snake  mine  hand 
upon  them,  and  they  shall  be  a  spoil, 
&c. — Zech.  ii.  6,  9. 

The  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all 
numbered,  &c.  He  that  receiveth  you 
receiveth  me,  &c. — Matt.  x.  30.  40. 
42 ;  xviii.  5, 6. 

Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them 
on  his  right  hand,  &c.  I  was  an  hun- 
gered, and  ye  gave  me  meat,  &c. 
Then  shall  the  righteous  answer  him, 
saying,  Lord,  when  saw  we  thee  an 
hungered,  &c.  And  the  King  shall 
answer  and  say  unto  them,  Verily  I 
say  unto  you.  Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me.  Then  shall  he  say  also  unto 
them  on  the  left  hand.  Depart  from 
me,  ye  cursed,  &c.  For  I  was  an  hun- 
gered, and  ye  gave  me  no  meat: 
I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  no 
drink  :  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took 
me  not  in :  naked,  and  ye  clothed  me 
not :  sick  and  in  prison,  and  ye  visited 
me  not.  Then  snail  they  also  answer 
him,  saying,  Lord,  when  saw  we  thee 


an  hungered,  &;c.  then  shall  he  answer 
them,  saying.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of 
the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  not  to  me. 
—Matt  XXV.  a4— 37.  40—45. 

Better  a  mill-stone  were  hanged 
about  his  neck,  &c.  than  that  he 
should  offend  one  of  these,  &c. — Luke 
xvii.  1,  &c. 

And  Saul,  yet  breathing  out  threat- 
enings  and  slaughter  agamst  the  dis- 
ciples of  the  Lord,  &c.  heard  a  voice 
saying  unto  him,  Saul,  Saul,  why  per- 
secutest  thou  me?  and  he  said.  Who 
art  thou.  Lord  ?  and  the  Lord  said,  I 
am  Jesus,  whom  thou  persecutest;  it 
is  hard  for  thee  to  kick,  &c. — ^Acts  ix. 
1 — 5;  xxvi.  14,  15. 

Who  shall  separate  us  from  the 
love  of  Christ  ?  shall  affliction,  dis- 
tress, persecution  ?  &c.  nothing  shall, 
&c.— Rom.  viii.  35,  36.  38. 

We  are  members  of  his  body,  of 
his  flesh,  and  of  his  bones. — Eph.  v. 
30. 

We  have  not  an  high  priest  which 
cannot  be  touched  with  the  feelings  of 
our  infirmities ;  but  was  in  all  pomts 
tempted  like  as  we  are ;  yet  without 
sin. — Heb.  iv.  15;  ii.  18;  v.  2. 

Cons.  VIII.  That  the  greater  the 
.^^ictions  and  Distresses  of  the 
Mtghteous  have  beeriy  the  more 
astonishing  have  their  Deliverances 
been;  ana  then  hath  Salvation  op- 
peared  in  their  extremity. 

When  Lot  was  taken  prisoner  and 
carried  away,  and  all  his  goods,  God 
by  Abraham  wonderfully  recovered 
all,  and  brought  him  back  again. — 
Gen.  xiv.  11 — 16. 

Joseph's  strange  deliverance  out  of 
the  prison  and  pit. — Gen.  xli. 

Hagar  is  in  such  distress  for  her 
child,  for  want  of  water,  that  she  lays 
it  down,  and  leaves  it,  that  she  might 
not  see  it  die,  and  sits  far  off  weep- 
ing; then  God  speaks  to  her  by  the 
angel :  and  Goa  opened  her  eyes, 
and  she  saw  a  well  of  water,  &c. — 
Gen.  xxi.  14 — ^20. 

Jacob's  deliverance  from  Esau,  &c. 
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and  his  recovering  Joseph,  when  he 
.reckoned  Benjamin  lost. — Gen.  xxxii ; 
xxxiii ;  xliii.  14 ;  xlv.  27, 28. 

When  the  Egyptians  oppressed 
most,  and  made  Israel's  burdens 
heaviest,  insomuch  that  they  de- 
spaired, then  God  came,  and  made 
known  himself,  and  said  to  Moses, 
Now  shalt  thou  see  what  I  will  do 
unto  Pharaoh :  for  with  a  strong 
hand  shall  he  let  them  go,  &c.  I  have 
also  heard  the  ^roanings  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  &c.  I  will  bring  you 
out  from  under  the  burdens  of  the 
Egyptians,  and  I  will  rid  you  out  of 
their  bondage;  and  I  will  redeem 
you  with  a  stretched-out  arm,  and 
with  great  judgments,  &c. — Exod.  v; 
vi.  1—7. 

And  God  did  so  deliver  them,  after 
he  had  shewed  many  wonders  upon 
the  Egyptians,  and  smote  their  first- 
born.— Exod.  xiii.  21. 

When  Pharaoh  and  his  host  pur- 
sued Israel,  so  that  they  reckoned 
themselves  lost,  and  were  in  great 
distress,  then  the  angel  of  God  which 
went  before  the  camp  of  Israel,  re- 
moved and  went  benind  them,  &c. 
between  the  camp  of  the  Egyptians 
and  them ;  and  the  Lord  divided  the 
waters  while  Israel  passed  through, 
and  there  drowned  all  the  Egyptians. 
—Exod.  xiv.  10—12.  16,  &c. 

When  Israel  wanted  bread  in  the 
wilderness,  God  rained  manna,  and 
the  quails  came  up. — Exod.  xvi. 

The  Lord  shall  Judge  his  people, 
and  repent  bimseli  for  his  servants, 
when  he  seeth  that  their  power  is 
gone,  and  there  is  none  shut  up  or 
left. — Deut.  xxxii.  36. 

He  often  did  so  with  Israel. — 
Judges  throughout,  and  2  Kings  xiv. 
26. 

David  was  in  frequent  danger  from 
Saul,  yet  God  did  wonderfully  deliver 
him.  —  1  Sam.  xxiii.  26 — ^28;  xxiv; 
xxvi. 

When  David  was  in  great  distress, 
because  Ziklag  was  burned,  his  wives, 
and  the  wives  of  his  followers  taken 
away,  and  all  their  substance,  by  the 


Amalekites,  and  his  men  spake  of 
stoning  him;  then  God  directs  him 
to  pursue  the  Amalekites,  and  he  re- 
covered all  again  by  a  wonderful 
hand. — 1  Sam.  xxx.  1 — ^20. 

When  David  was  in  great  danger 
by  the  counsel  of  Ahithophel  in  the 
time  of  Absalom's  rebellion,  God 
overthrew  his  counsel  by  the  counsel 
of  Hushai,  and  so  marvellously  pre- 
served David. — 2  Sam.  xvii.  1,  ice. 

When  Elijah  fled  from  Ahab  in  a 
time  of  famme,  God  commanded  the 
ravens  to  feed  him,  &c.  and  the 
ravens  brought  him  bread  and  flesh 
in  the  mornmg,  &c.  when  the  brook 
dried  up,  God  sent  him  to  a  widow 
to  sustain  him ;  when  her  meal  was 
reduced  to  a  handful,  the  Lord  pro- 
nounced. The  barrel  of  meal  snail 
not  waste,  neither  shall  the  cruse  of 
oil  fail,  until  the  Lord  sendeth  rain. 
— 1  Kings  xvii.  1 — 17;  Gen.  xlv. 
6,7. 

So  aeain,  .when  he  fled  from  Jeze- 
bel, and  had  requested  of  God  that 
he  might  die,  the  angel  came  to  him, 
and  gave  him  bread  and  water  twice, 
and  then  enabled  him  to  go  in  the 
strength  thereof  many  days. — 1  Kings 
xix.  1 — 8. 

When  the  wife  of  one  of  the  sons 
of  the  prophets  was  in  distress,  be- 
cause of  poverty,  and  danger  of  cre- 
ditors, God,  by  Elisha,  makes  her  pot 
of  oil  to  increase  to  the  filling  of  many 
vessels,  to  pay  her  debts  with. — 
2  Kings  iv.  1—7. 

When  the  Syrians  came  to  Dothan 
to  take  Elisha,  God  marvellously  de- 
livered him  from  their  hands.  When 
Samaria  was  besieged,  and  in  great 
distress  by  reason  of  the  sad  famine 
in  it,  God  on  a  sudden  makes  the 
Syrians  fly,  and  leave  plenty  behind 
them  in  their  camp,  and  so  relieved 
his  people. — ^2  Kings  vi ;  vii. 

When  Jerusalem  was  in  sore  dis- 
tress, God  sent  an  angel  to  destroy 
the  Assyrians. — 2  Kings  xix.  35. 

When  Judah  was  environed,  the 
battle  was  before  and  behind  them; 
then  God  delivered  them,  and  they 
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overcame  their   enemies,  and    slew  I 
five  hundred  thousand  chosen  men. — 
2  Chron.  xiii.  14-18. 

God  delivered  the  afflicted  Jews 
by  Nehemiah  in  a  wonderful  manner. 
— Neh.  i.  2,  3 ;  ii. 

When  the  Jews  were,  by  Haman's 
procurement,  appointed  to  slaughter, 
and  the  decree  was  just  ready  to  be 
executed,  and  they  greatly  distressed 
and  helpless ;  then  God  appeared  and 
delivered  them  in  a  marvellous  man- 
ner.— Esth.  i.  19,  20;  iii;  vi;  vii. 

Thou  hast  enlarged  me  when  I  was 
in  distress. — Ps.  iv.  1. 

When  the  Psalmist  bad  reckoned 
up  the  sad  state  God's  people  had 
been  reduced  to,  he  saith,  Tnen  the 
Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of  sleep,  like 
a  mighty  man,  &c.  and  he  smote  his 
enemies  in  the  hinder  part,  he  put 
them  to  a  perpetual  reproach.  —  Ps. 
Ixxviii.  65,  66. 

Thou  turnest  man  to  destruction : 
and  sayest.  Return,  ye  children  of 
men. — Ps.  xc.  3. 

When  the  Lord  turned  again  the 
captivity  of  Zion,  we  were  like  them 
that  dream. — Ps.  cxxvi.  1. 

God  slew  the  Assyrians,  and  saved 
Judah  when  they  were  low. — Isa. 
xxxvi ;  xxxvii. 

God  delivered  Jeremiah  out  of  the 
dungeon,  when  ready  to  perish. — Jer. 
xxxviii.  6,  7.  10,  &c. 

So  when  Jerusalem  was  taken,  God 
delivered  Jeremiah. — Jer.  xxxix.  11 
— 14;  iv.l— 3. 

I  will  heal  thee,  &c.  because  they 
called  thee  an  outcast,  saying.  This  is 
Zion  whom  no  man  seeketh  after : 
thus  saith  the  Lord,  Behold,  I  will 
bring  a^ain  the  captivity  of  Jacob's 
tents. — Jer.  xxx.  17, 18. 

God  preserved  his  servants  Daniel, 
&c.  when  in  the  fire,  and  in  the  lions' 
den,  and  delivered  them. — Dan.  iii; 
vi. 

God  delivered  Jonah,  when  cast 
into  the  sea,  by  a  fish. — Jonah  i.  15. 
17 ;  ii.  10. 

When  Peter  through  unbelief  was 
sinking  in  the  sea,  Christ  stretched 


forth  bis  hand,  and  caught  him,  and 
saved  him. — Matt.  xiv.  28 — 31. 

\Vhen  the  apostles  were  put  into 
the  prison,  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
brought  them  forth. — Acts  v.  18,.  19. 
.  Peter  being  imprisoned,  in  order 
to  his  being  brought  forth  to  the  peo- 
ple, and  being  fettered  and  lying  be- 
tween two  soldiers ;  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  came,  &c.  saying.  Arise:  the 
chains  fell  off;  the  iron  gate  opened 
of  its  own  accord :  he  is  delivered. — 
Acts  xii.  1 — 12. 

When  Paul  and  Silas  were  thrust 
into  the  inner  prison,  and  their  feet 
fast  in  the  stocks,  God  made  the 
foundations  of  the  prison  to  shake, 
and  the  doors  were  opened,  and  the 
Lord  delivered  Paul  and  Silas. — Acts 
xvi.  23,  24.  26.  29,  30.  39. 

Paul,  when  the  Jews  went  about  to 
kill  bim,  was  delivered  by  the  captain, 
&c. — Acts  xxiii.  12,  &c. 

Paul  and  his  company  strangely 
saved  in  their  voyage  by  sea,  and 
shipwreck. — Acts  xxvii. 

Cons.  IX.  That  Afflictions  and  Per^ 
secutions  sliall  redound  to  the  bene- 
Jit  of  God* 8  Children. 

Jacob's  and  Joseph's  affliction  proved 
for  the  advantage  of  both. — Gen. 
xxxvii;  xli — xlvii. 

Before  I  was  afflicted  I  went  astray : 
but  now,  &c.  It  is  good  for  me  that 
I  have  been  afflicted,  &c. — Ps.  cxix. 
67.  71. 

They  that  sow  in  tears,  shall  reap 
in  joy ;  he  that  goeth  forth  and  weep- 
eth,  &c. — Ps.  cxxvi.  5,  6. 

It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of 
mourning,  than  to  go  to  the  house  of 
feasting:  for  that  is  the  end  of  all 
men,  and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  bis 
heart.  Sorrow  is  better  than  laughter: 
for  by  the  sadness  of  the  countenance 
the  heart  is  made  better. — Eccles.  vii. 
2,3. 

By  this  shall  the  iniquity  of  Jacob 
be  purged :  and  this  is  all  the  fruit, 
to  take  away  his  sin. — Isa.  xxvii.  9. 

Ephraim's  chastisement  was  greatly 
for  his  good. — Jer.  xxxi.  18 — ^20. 
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I  will  bring  the  third  part  through 
the  fire,  &c.  they  shall  call  on  my 
name,  and  I  will  hear  them,  I  will 
say.  It  is  my  people ;  and  they  shall 
say,  The  Lord  is  my  God. — Zech. 
xiii.  9. 

Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall 
revile  yoa,  and  persecute  you,  &c. 
rejoice  and  be  exceeding  glad,  for 

freat  is  your  reward   in  heaven. — 
latt.  V.  11, 12 ;  2  Cor.  iv.  17. 

Whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  for 
my  sake,  shall  find  it. — Matt.  xvi.  25; 
John  xii.  25. 

Every  one  that  hath  forsaken 
houses,  &c.  for  my  name's  sake,  shall 
receive  an  hundred  fold,  and  shall  in- 
herit everlasting  life. — Matt.  xix.  29; 
Luke  xviii.  29,  30;  Heb.  x.  34—36. 

Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger  now, 
for  ye  shall  be  filled :  blessed  are  ye 
that  weep  now,  for  ye  shall  laugh. — 
Luke  vi.  21. 

If  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him, 
that  we  may  be  also  glorified  toge- 
ther :  for  I  reckon  that  the  sufierings 
of  this  present  time  are  not  worthy 
to  be  compared  with  the  glory  which 
shall  be  revealed  in  us,  &c.  And  we 
know  that  all  things  work  together 
for  good  to  them  that  love  God. — 
Rom.  viii.  17, 18.  28. 

For  our  light  affliction,  which  is 
but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a 
far  more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight 
of  glory.— 2  Cor.  iv.  17,  18. 

In  nothing  terrified  by  your  ad- 
versaries, which  is  to  them  an  evi- 
dent token  of  perdition :  but  to  you 
of  salvation,  and  that  of  God. — Phil. 
1.28. 

It  is  a  rigliteous  thing  with  God, 
to  recompense  tribulation  to  tliem 
that  trouble  you :  and  to  you  who 
are  troubled,  rest  with  us,  when  the 
Lord,  &c.— 2  Thess.  i.  6,  7. 

Ye  took  joy  fill  ly  the  spoiling  of 
your  goods,  knowing  in  yourselves 
that  ye  have  in  heaven  a  better  and 
an  enduring  substance. — Heb.  x.  34. 

Moses,  &c.  chose  rather  to  suffer 
affliction  with  the  people  of  God, 
&c.  esteeming  the  reproach  of  Christ 


greater  riches,  &c.  for  he  had  respect 
unto  the  recompense  of  rewara. — 
Heb.  xi.  24— 26. 

Now,  no  chastening  for  the  present, 
&c.  nevertheless,  aflerward  it  yieldeth 
the  peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness. 
— Heb.  xii.  11. 

The  trying  of  your  faith  worketh 
patience,  &c.  blessed  is  the  man  that 
endureth  temptation :  for  when  he  is 
tried  he  shall  receive  the  crown  of 
life. — James  i.  3. 12. 

Ye  have  heard  of  the  patience  of 
Job,  and  have  seen  the  end  of  the 
Lord. — James  v.  11. 

Rejoice,  inasmuch  as  ye  are  par- 
takers of  Christ's  sufierings  ;  that 
when  his  glory  shall  be  revealed,  ye 
may  be  glad  also  with  exceeding  joy. 
If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name  of 
Christ,  happy  are  ye :  for  the  spirit 
of  glory  and  of  God  resteth  upon 
you. — 1  Pet.  iv.  13, 14. 

These  are  they  which  came  out  of 
great  tribulation,  &c.  therefore  are 
they  before  the  throne  of  God,  and 
serve  him  day  and  night  in  his  temple: 
and  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  shall 
dwell  among  them.  Sec,  the  Lamb  shall 
feed  them,  &;c.  and  God  shall  wipe 
away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. — Rev. 
vii.  13 — 17;  xx.  4.  0. 

See  ilie  ends  of  God's  afflicting  his 
people  in  this  chapter y  Cons.  5. 

Cons.  X.  That  God  will  not  always 

suffer  his  Children  to  be  under  Af" 

jlictions  and  Persecutions;  but  will 

bring  Deliverance  and  restore  Joy, 

Though  Joseph  was  hated,  sold,  and 
imprisoned,  yet  God  did  deliver  him 
at  last. — Gen.  xxxvii;  xxxix — xli. 

Afler  Israel  had  been  long  and 
sorely  oppressed  and  afflicted  by  the 
Egyptians,  the  Lord  sent  Moses  for 
their  deliverance ;  and  said,  I  have 
surely  seen  the  affliction  of  my  people 
which  are  in  Egypt,  and  have  heard 
their  ciy  by  reason  of  their  taskmas- 
ters, &c.  and  I  am  come  down  to  de- 
liver them  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
Egyptians,  and  to  bring  them  up  out 
of  that  land,  unto  a  good   land. — 
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Exod.  iii.  7 — 10 ;    vi.  1 — 8 ;    1  Sam. 
ix.  15,16;  Exod.  ii.  24, 25. 

Yet  for  all  that,  when  they  be  in 
the  land  of  their  enemies,  I  will  not 
cast  them  away,  neither  will  I  abhor 
them  to  destroy  them  utterly,  &c. 
but  I  will,  for  their  sakes,  remember 
the  covenant,  &c.  I  am  the  Lord. — 
Levit.  XX vi.  44,  45. 

For  the  Lord  shall  jud^e  his  people, 
and  repent  himself  for  his  servants, 
when  ne  seeth  that  their  power  is 
gone,  &;c.  he  will  be  merciful  unto 
his  land,  &c.  —  Deut.  xxxii.  36.  43; 
2  Kings  xiv.  26,  27. 

So  did  God  often  for  bis  people 
Israel. — Judges  iii ;  iv,  &c. 

I  will  for  this  afflict  the  seed  of 
David;  but  not  for  ever. — 1  Kings 
xi.  39. 

He  maketh  sore  and  bindeth  up: 
he  woundeth,  and  his  hands  make 
whole. — Job  v.  18, 19. 

God  brings  his  servants  very  low, 
and  then  delivers  them. — Job  xxxiii. 
19,  &c. 

And  the  Lord  turned  the  captivity 
of  Job,  when  he  prayed  for  his  friends; 
also  the  Lord  gave  Job  twice  as  much 
as  he  had  before. — Job  xlii.  10. 

Thou  hast  enlarged  me  when  I  was 
in  distress. — Ps.  iv.  1. 

The  needy  shall  not  always  be  for- 
gotten :  the  expectation  of  the  poor 
shall  not  perish  for  ever. — Ps.  ix.  18. 

Lord,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of 
the  humble,  &c.  to  judge  the  father- 
less and  the  oppressed,  that  the  man 
of  the  earth  may  no  more  oppress,  (or 
terrify.)— Ps.  x  17, 18 ;  cxlvi.  7—9; 
Prov.  xxii.  22,  23. 

For  the  oppression  of  the  poor,  for 
the  sighing  of  the  needy,  now  will  I 
arise,  saith  the  Lord ;  I  will  set  him 
in  safety  from  him  that  (would  ensnare 
him,  or)  puffeth  at  him. — Ps.  xii.  5. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  saints  of 
his,  &c.  for  his  anger  endureth  but  for 
a  moment :  in  his  favour  is  life :  weep- 
ing may  endure  for  a  night,  but  joy 
cometh  in  the  morning. — Ps.  xxx.  4, 5. 

The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord 
heareth  and  delivereth  them  out  of  all 


their  troubles,  Sec.  many  are  the  afflic- 
tions of  the  righteous,  but  the  Lord 
delivereth  him  out  of  them  all. — Ps. 
xxxiv.  17. 19;  xxxvii.  39,  40. 

I  waited  patiently  for  the  Lord, 
&c.  he  brought  me  out  of  an  horrible 
pit,  out  of  the  miry  clay,  and  set  my 
feet  upon  a  rock,  &c. — Ps.  xl.  1,  2. 

Call  upon  me  in  the  day  of  trouble : 
I  will  deliycr  thee,  and  thou  shalt 
glorify  me. — Ps.  1. 15;  xlvi.  1. 

Thou  who  hast  shewed  me  great 
and  sore  troubles,  shalt  quicken  me 
again,  and  shalt  bring  me  up  again 
from  the  depth  of  the  earth :  tnou 
shalt  increase  my  greatness,  and  com- 
fort me  on  every  side.  —  Ps.  Ixxi. 
20,  21. 

I  will  hear  what  God  the  Lord  will 
speak :  for  he  will  speak  peace  unto 
his  people,  and  to  his  saints  :  but  let 
them  not  turn  again  to  folly. — Ps. 
Ixxxv.  8. 

The  Lord  will  not  cast  off  his  peo- 
ple; neither  will  he  forsake  his  in- 
heritance.— Ps.  xciv.  14;  1  Sam.  xii. 
22. 

The  Lord  is  merciful  and  gracious, 
&c.  he  will  not  always  chide,  neither 
will  he  keep  his  anger  for  ever. — Ps. 
ciii.  8,  9. 13, 14 ;  Jer.  iii.  12. 

Our  soul  is  escaped  as  a  bird  out 
of  the  snare  of  the  fowler ;  the  snare 
is  broken,  and  we  are  escaped. — Ps. 
cxxiv.  7. 

The  rod  of  the  wicked  shall  not  rest 
upon  the  lot  of  the  righteous,  lest  the 
righteous  put  forth  their  hands  unto 
iniquity. — Ps.  cxxv.  3. 

When  the  Lord  turned  aeain  the 
captivity  of  Zion,  we  were  like  them 
that  dream,  &c.  They  that  sow  in 
tears,  shall  reap  in  joy :  he  that  goeth 
forth  and  weepeth,  &c.  shall  doubt- 
less come  again  with  rejoicing,  &c. — 
Ps.  cxxvi.  1, 2. 5,  6. 

The  Lord  will  judge  his  people, 
and  he  will  repent  himself  concerning 
his  servants. — Ps.  cxxxv.  14. 

He  healeth  the  broken  in  heart, 
and  bindeth  up  their  wounds. — Ps. 
cxlvii.  3. 

For  yet  a  very  little  while,  and  the 
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indication  shall  cease,  and  mine  an- 
ger m  their  destruction. — Isa.  x.  25. 

Though  thou  wast  angry  with  me, 
thine  anger  is  turned  away,  and  thou 
comfortedst  me. — Isa.  xii.  1. 

The  Lord  will  have  mercy  on  Jacob, 
and  will  yet  choose  Israel,  and  set 
them  in  their  own  land,  &c.  and  they 
shall  rule  over  their  oppressors,  &c. 
the  Lord  shall  give  thee  rest  from  thy 
sorrow,  and  from  thy  fear,  and  from 
the  hard  bondage  wherein  thou  wast 
madeto  serve.~Isa.  xiv.1-3;  xxxy.3,4. 

Comfort  ye  my  people,  &c.  and  cry 
unto  her  that  her  warfare  is  accom- 
plished.— Isa.  x1. 1,  2. 

The  Lord  hath  comforted  his  peo- 
ple, and  will  have  mercy  upon  his 
afflicted. — Isa.  xlix.  13. 

The  redeemed  of  the  Lord  shall 
return,  and  come  with  singing  unto 
Zion,  &c.  they  shall  obtain  gladness 
and  joy;  and  sorrow  and  mourning 
shall  nee  awav.  I,  even  I,  am  he 
that  comfortet^i  you,  &c.  hear  now 
this,  thou  afflicted,  &c.  I  have  taken 
out  of  thine  hand  the  cup  of  trembling, 
&c.  thou  shalt  no  more  drink  it  again.

For  a  small  moment  have  I  forsaken 
thee,  but  with  great  mercies  will  I 
gather  thee:  in  a  little  wrath  I  hid 
my  face  from  thee  for  a  moment,  but 
with  everlasting  kindness  will  I  have 
mercy  on  thee. — Isa.  liv.  7,  8. 

I  will  not  contend  for  ever,  neither 
will  I  be  always  wroth  :  for  the  spirit 
should  fail  before  me,  and  the  souls 
which  I  have  made.  For  the  iniquity 
of  his  covetousness  was  I  wroth  ;  and 
smote  him  :  I  hid  me  and  was  wroth ; 
and  he  went  on  frowardly  in  the  way 
of  his  heart.  I  have  seen  his  ways, 
and  will  heal  him.  I  will  lead  him 
also,  and  restore  comforts  unto  him, 
and  to  his  mourners.—Isa.  Ivii.  16—18. 

In  my  wrath  I  smote  thee,  but  in 
my  favour  have  I  had  mercy  on  thee. 
— Isa.  Ix.  10. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  God  is  upon 
me,  &c.  to  bind  up  the  broken-hearted, 
&c.  to  comfort  all  that  mourn  :  to  ap- 
jyoint  unto  them  that  mourn  in  Zion, 


to  give  unto  them  beauty  for  ashes, 
and  the  oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  &c. 
— Isa.  Ixi.  1 — 3. 

I  know  the  thoughts  that  I  think 
toward  you,  saith  the  Lord,  thoughts 
of  peace,  and  not  of  evil,  to  giye  you 
an  expected  end. — Jer.  xxix.  11,  «c. 

Alas !  &c.  it  is  the  time  of  Jacob's 
trouble,  but  he  shall  be  saved  out  of 
it ;  for  it  shall  come  to  pass,  &c.  I 
will  heal  thee  of  thy  wounds,  saith 
the  Lord ;  because  they  called  thee  an 
Outcast,  say  in?.  This  is  Zion,  whom  no 
man  seeketh  after. — Jer.  xxx.  7, 8. 17. 

He  that  scattered  Israel,  will 
gather  him,  &c.  I  will  tarn  their 
mourning  into  joy,  and  will  comfort 
them,  and  make  them  rejoice  from 
their  sorrow,  &c.  Is  Ephraim  my 
dear  son  ?  &c.  I  will  surely  have 
mercy  upon  him,  saith  the  Lord,  &c. 
As  I  have  watched  over  them  to 
pluck  up  and  to  break  down,  &c.  so 
will  I  watch  over  them  to  build,  and 
to  plant,  saith  the  Lord. — Jer.  xxxi. 
10. 13.  20. 28. 

For  the  Lord  will  not  cast  off  for 

ever:  but  though  he  cause  grief,  yet 

will  he  have  compassion  according  to 

the  multitude  of  his  mercies ;  for  he 

doth  not  afflict  willinglv. — Lam.  iii. 
31_33. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God, 
Now  will  I  bring  again  the  captivity 
of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy  upon  the 
whole  house  of  Israel,  and  will  be 
jealous  for  mine  holy  name,  afler  that 
they  have  borne  their  shame,  &c. — 
Ezek.  xxxix.  25,  26 ;  Ps.  cvi.  8. 

Come,  let  us  return  unto  the  Lord, 
for  he  hath  torn,  and  he  will  heal  us  : 
he  hath  smitten,  and  he  will  bind  us 
up.

Fear  them  not 
therefore.— Matt.  x.  24—26. 

If  the  world  hate  you,  ye  know 
that  it  hated  me  before  it  hated  you, 
&c.  Remember  the  word  that  I  said 
unto  you,  The  servant  is  not  greater 


than  his  lord:  if  they  have  perse- 
cuted me,  they  will  also  persecute 
you. — John  xv.  18.  20. 

We  are  made  a  spectacle  unto  the 
world,  and  to  angels,  and  to  men,  &c. 
even  unto  this  present  hour  we  both 
hunger  and  thirst,  and  are  naked, 
and  are  buffeted,  and  have  no  certain 
dwelling  place,  &c.  being  reviled,  we 
bless :  being  persecuted,  &c.  We 
are  made  as  the  filth  of  the  world,  and 
the  offscourin^  of  all  things  unto  this 
day.

There  hath  no  temptation  taken 
you,  but  such  as  is  common  to  man. 
— 1  Cor.  X.  13. 

For  we  which  live,  are  always  de- 
livered to  death  for  Jesus'  sake.

But  as  then,  he  that  was  born  afler 
the  flesh,  persecuted  him  that  was 
born  after  the  Spirit:  even  so  it  is 
now.

Wherefore  seeing  we  also  are  com- 
passed about  with  so  great  a  cloud  of 
witnesses,  &c.  let  us  run  with  pa- 
tience the  race  that  is  set  before  us ; 
looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and 
finisher  of  our  faith:  who  for  the 
joy  which  was  set  before  him  endured 
the  cross,  &c.  for  consider  him  that 
endured  such  contradiction  of  sinners 
against  himself,  lest  yc  be  wearied  and 
faint  in  your  minds. — Heb.  xii.  1 — 3* 

Take,  my  brethren,  the  prophets, 
who  have  spoken  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  for  an  example  of  suffering  af* 
fliction,  and  of  patience. — James  v.  10. 

Hereunto  also  were  ye  called :  be- 
cause Christ  also  suffered  for  us, 
leaving  us  an  example  that  we  should 
follow  his  steps. — 1  Pet.  ii.  21. 

Your  adversary  the  devil,  as  a  roar- 
ing lion,  &c.  whom  resist,  stedfast  in 
the  faith ;  knowing  that  the  same 
afflictions  are  accomplished  in  your 
brethren  that  are  in  the  world. —

How  long,  O  Lord,  holy  and  true, 
dost  thou  not  judge  and  avenge  our 
blood  on  them  that  dwell  on  the 
earth?  and  it  was  said  unto  them.

Joseph  said  to  his  brethren,  It  was 
not  you  that  sent  me  hither,  but  God. 
—Gen.  xlv.  5.  8 ;  1.  19,  20. 

I  will  harden  Pharaoh *s  heart,  that 
he  shall  follow  after  them,  &c. — 
£xod.  xiv.  4;  iv.  21. 

When  Israel  wanted  water  in  the 
desert,  they  did  not  regard  God  in  it, 
butchid  with  Moses. — Numb.  xx.2y3. 

Sihon  king  of  Heshbon  would  not 
let  us  pass  by  him  :  for  the  Lord  thy 
God  hardened  his  spirit,  and  made  his 
heart  obstinate. — Deut.  ii.  30. 

Are  not  these  evils  come  upon  us 
because  our  God  is  not  amongst  us  ? 
— Deut.  xxxi.  17. 

See  now  that  I,  even  I  am  he,  and 
there  is  no  God  with  me  :  I  kill  and  I 
make  alive;  I  wound,  and  I  heal; 
neither  is  there  any  that  can  deliver 
out  of  my  hand.

It  is  of  the  Lord's  mercies  we  are 
not  consumed,  &c.  wherefore  doth  a 
living  man  complain?  &c.  Let  us 
searcn,  and  try  our  ways,  and  turn 
again  to  the  Lord. — Lam.  iii.  22.  39, 
40.  42. 

The  crown  is  fallen  from  our  head  : 
woe  unto  us  that  we  have  sinned. — ' 
Lam.  V.  16. 

I  will  go  and  return  to  my  place, 
till  they  acknowledge  their  onence, 
and  seek  my  face :  in  their  affliction 
they  will  seek  me  early. — Hosea  v.  15. 

I  will  bear  the  indignation  of  the 
Lord,  because  I  have  sinned  against 
him. — Micah  vii.  9. 

Dost  thou  not  fear  God,  seeine 
thou  art  in  the  same  condemnation  ? 
and  we  indeed  justly,  for  we  receive 
the  due  reward  of  our  deeds,  &c. — 
Luke  xxiii.  40,  41. 

IV.  To  holdfast  to  Ood,  and  own 
the  Lord  Jesus^  his  people  and 
waySj  in  the  midst  of  trouble^  af' 
JlictionSy  and  persecutions. 

Should  such  a  man  as  I  flee,  &c. 
and  go  into  the  temple  to  save  his 
life  ?— Neh.  vi.  IL 

Job's  wife  said  unto  him,  in  his 
great  affliction.  Dost  thou  still  retain 
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thy  integrity?  Curse  God,  and  die. 
But  he  said  unto  her,  Thou  speakest 
as  one  of  the  foolish  women  speaketh : 
what,  &c.  In  all  this  did  not  Job 
sin  with  his  lips. — Job  ii.  9, 10. 

All  this  is  come  upon  us :  yet  have 
we  not  forgotten  thee,  neither  have 
we  dealt  falsely  in  thy  covenant. 
Our  heart  is  not  turned  back,  neither 
have  our  steps  declined  from  thy  way. 
Though  thou  hast  sore  broken  us  in 
the  place  of  dragons,  and  covered  us 
with  the  shadow  of  death.  If  we 
have  forgotten  the  name  of  our  God, 
&c.— Ps.  xliv.  17—20. 

The  proud  have  had  me  greatly  in 
derision :  yet  have  I  not  declined 
from  thy  law,  &c.  Many  are  my  per- 
secutors, and  mine  enemies :  yet  do  I 
not  decline  from  thy  testimonies,  &c. 
princes  have  persecuted  me  without  a 
cause :  but  my  heart  standeth  in  awe 
of  thy  word. — Ps.  cxix.  51. 157.  161. 

The  Lord  spake  thus  to  me  with 
a  strong  hand,  and  instructed  me 
that  I  should  not  walk  in  the  way  of 
this  people;  saying,  Say  ye  not,  A 
confederacy,  to  all  them  to  whom 
this  people  shall  say,  A  confederacy : 
neither  fear  ye  their  fear,  nor  be 
afraid.  Sanctify  the  Lord  of  hosts 
himself,  and  let  him  be  your  fear,  and 
let  him  be  your  dread.  And  he  shall 
be  for  a  sanctuary. — Isa.  viii.  11 — 14. 

When  Jeremiah  had  prophesied 
against  Judah,  then  spake  the  priests 
and  the  prophets  unto  the  princes, 
and  to  all  the  people,  saying,  This 
man  is  worthy  to  die;  for  he  hath 
prophesied  against  this  city,  &c. 
Then  spake  Jeremiah  unto  all  the 
princes,  and  to  all  the  people,  saying, 
The  Lord  sent  me  to  prophesy  against 
this  house,  &c.  therefore  now  amend 
your  ways,  &c.  But  as  for  me,  be- 
hold, I  am  in  your  hand  ;  do  with  mc 
as  seemcth  good  and  meet  unto  you. 
— Jer.  xxvi.  11 — 15. 

Daniel  (when  a  captive  in  Babylon) 
purposed  in  his  heart,  that  he  would 
not  defile  himself  with  the  portion  of 
the  king's  meat,  nor  with  the  wine 
which   he   drank:   and  therefore  he 


requested  of  the  prince  of  the  eanQchs, 
that  he  might  not  defile  himself,  &c. 
and  desired  pulse  to  eat,  and  water  to 
drink. — Dan.  i.  8 — 13. 

When  a  strict  law  had  been  made 
by  the  king,  that  every  one  shoald  fidl 
down  and  worship  the  golden  image 
he  had  set  up,  under  pain  of  being 
cast  into  the  nery  furnace ;  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abednego  refused  to 
do  it,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  king, 
said,  We  are  not  careful  to  answer 
thee  in  this  matter.  If  it  be  so,  our 
God  whom  we  serve  is  able  to  deliver 
us,  &c.  and  he  will,  &c.  But  if  not, 
be  it  known  unto  thee,  O  king,  that 
we  will  not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  wor- 
ship the  golden  image  which  thou 
hast  set  up. — Dan.  iii.  13— 18. 

When  a  decree  was  passed,  that 
whosoever  should  ask  a  petition  of 
any  god  or  man  for  thirty  days,  save 
of  the  king,  he  should  be  cast  into 
the  lions'  den ;  and  Daniel  knew  that 
the  writing  was  signed :  he  went  into 
his  house;  and  liis  windows  being 
open  in  his  chamber  toward  Jerusa- 
lem, he  kneeled  upon  his  knees  three 
times  a  day,  and  prayed,  as  he  did 
aforetime. — Dan.  vi.  7 — 10. 

Ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my 
name's  sake :  but  he  that  endureth  to 
the  end  shall  be  saved,  &c.  He  that 
loveth  father  or  mother  more  than 
me,  is  not  worthy  of  me,  &c.  And 
he  that  taketh  not  his  cross  and  fbl- 
loweth  after  me,  is  not  worthy  of  me, 
&c.  He  that  loscth  his  life  for  my 
sake,  shall  find  it.— Matt.  x.  22.  37— 
39;  xvi.  24—26;  xi.  6. 

He  heareth  the  word,  and  anon 
with  joy  receiveth  it :  yet  hath  he  not 
root  in  himself,  but  dureth  for  a  while ; 
for  when  tribulation  or  persecution 
ariseth  because  of  the  word,  by  and 
by  he  is  offended. — Matt.  xiii.  20, 21. 

When  Christ  was  taken,  his  disci- 
ples fled  :  Peter  denied  him  ;  but  af- 
terwards wept  bitterly  for  his  so 
doing.— Matt.  xxvi.  56. 70. 72.74,75. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  be 
ashamed  of  me,  and  of  my  words,  in 
this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation ; 
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of  him  also  shall  the  Son  of  man  ho 
ashamed,  when  he  cometh  in  the 
glory  of  his  Father  witli  the  holy  an- 
gels.— Mark  viii.  38;  John  ix.21,22. 

Those  things  have  I  spoken  unto 
yoUy  that  ye  should  not  be  offended. 
— John  xvi.  1;  Gal.  v.  11;  vi.  12. 

When  the  apostles  had  been  com- 
manded not  to  speak  at  all,  nor  teach 
in  the  name  of  Jesus,  they  said,  Whe- 
ther it  be  right  in  the  sight  of  Ood, 
to  hearken  unto  you  more  than  unto 
God,  jndge  ye:  for  we  cannot  but 
speak  the  things  which  we  have  seen 
and  heard. — Acts  iv.  18—20. 

Again:  when  they  were  charged 
with  preaching,  contrary  to  command, 
the  apostles  said,  We  ought  to  obey 
God  rather  than  men.  And  they 
preached  Christ  before  the  council, 
who  caused  them  to  be  beaten,  and 
gave  them  a  new  charge  not  to  preach : 
yet  they  daily,  in  the  temple,  and  in 
every  house,  ceased  not  to  teach  and 
preach  Jesus  Christ.— Acts  v.  27—42. 

None  of  these  things  move  me,  &c. 
so  that  I  might  finish  my  course  with 
joy,  and  the  ministry  which  I  have 
received  of  the  Lord. — Acts  xx.  24. 

I  am  ready,  not  only  to  be  bound, 
but  also  to  die  at  Jerusalem,  for  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. — Actsxxi.ld. 

Paul,  before  Felix,  said.  After  the 
way  which  they  call  heresy,  so  wor- 
ship I  the  God  of  my  fathers. — Acts 
xxiv.  14. 

If  I  preach  circumcision,  why  do  I 
yet  suffer  persecution?  Then  is  the 
offence  of  the  cross  ceased. — Gal.  v. 
11;  vi.  12. 

Many  of  the  brethren  in  the  Lord, 
waxing  confident  by  my  bonds,  are 
much  more  bold  to  speak  the  word 
without  fear,  &c.  That  ye  stand  fast 
in  one  spirit,  with  one  mind,  striving 
together  for  the  faith  of  the  gospel ; 
and  in  nothing  terrified  by  your  ad- 
versaries.— Phil.  i.  14.  27,  2§. 

Be  thou  not  therefore  ashamed  of 
the  testimony  of  our  Lord,  nor  of  me, 
his  prisoner :  but  be  thou  partaker  of 
the  afflictions  of  the  gospel,  &c.  I 
suffer  these  things;  nevertheless,  I 


am  not  ashamed. — 2  Tim.  i.  8.  12; 
Heb.  xiii.  13. 

If  we  suffer,  &c.  If  we  deny  him, 
he  also  will  deny  us. — 2  Tim.  ii.  12. 

Nor  faint  when  thou  art  rebuked  of 
him. — Heb.  xii.  5. 

If  any  man  suffer  as  a  Christian, 
let  him  not  be  ashamed,  but  let  him 
glorify  God.— 1  Pet.  iv.  16. 

Earnestly  contend  for  the  faith 
which  was  once  delivered  nnto  the 
saints. — Jude  3. 

Thou  shalt  suffer,  &c.  Be  thou 
faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give 
theeacrownoflife.— Rev.ii.lO;  xii.  11. 

V.  To  be  cheerful  under  Affliction : 
and  to  rejoice  for  our  being  counted 
worthy  to  suffer  for  Christ, 

Be  of  good  courage  and  he  shall 
strengthen  your  heart,  all  ye  that  hope 
in  the  Lord. — Ps.  xxxi.  24. 

Although  the  fig  tree  shall  not 
blossom,  neither  shall  fruit  be  in  the 
vines,  &c.  yet  I  will  rejoice  in  the 
Lord,  I  wilMoy  in  the  God  of  my 
salvation. — Hfab.  iii.  17, 18. 

When  they  shall  revile  you,  and 
persecute  you,  and  shall  say  all  man- 
ner of  evil  against  you  falsely  for  my 
sake,  rejoice,  and  be  exceedmg  glad. 
—Matt.  V.  11,12. 

He  that  taketh  not  his  cross,  and 
followeth  after  me,  is  not  worthy  of 
me. — Matt.  x.  38 ;  xvi.  24,  25. 

In  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribula- 
tion :  but  be  of  good  cheer,  I  have 
overcome  the  world. — John  xvi.  33. 

When  the  apostles  had  been  put  in 
the  common  prison,  brought  before 
the  council,  and  beaten  there,  they 
departed  from  the  presence  of  the 
council,  rejoicing  that  they  were 
counted  worthy  to  suffer  shame  for 
his  name. — Acts  v.  18.  27.  40,  41. 

Paul  and  Silas  being  thrust  into  the 
inner  prison,  and  their  feet  made  fast 
in  the  stocks,  sang  praises  unto  God ; 
and  the  prisoners  heard  them. — Acts 
xvi.  24,  25. 

Bonds  and  afflictions  abide  me ;  but 
none  of  these  things  move  me. — Acts 
XX.  23,  24. 
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What  mean  ye  to  weep,  and  to  | 
break  mine  heart?   for  I  am  ready 
not  to  be  bound  only,  but  also  to  die. 
— Acts  xxi.  13. 

And  not  only  so,  but  we  glory  in 
tribulations  also. — Rom.  v.  3. 

As  sorrowful,  vet  always  rejoicing. 
-r-2  Cor.  vi.  10. " 

Therefore  I  take  pleasure  in  infir- 
mities, in  reproaches,  in  necessities, 
in  persecutions,  in  distresses,  for 
Christ's  sake. — 2  Cor.  xii.  10. 

I  Paul,  am  made  a  minister,  who 
now  rejoice  in  my  sufferings  for  you. 
—Col.  i.  23,  24. 

That  no  man  should  be  moved  by 
these  afflictions :  for  yourselves  know 
that  we  are  appointed   thereunto. — 

1  Thess.  iii.  3. 

Thou  therefore  endure  hardness, 
as  a  good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ. — 

2  Tim.  ii.  3;  Hcb.  xii.  5. 

For  ye,  &c.  took  joyfully  the  spoil- 
ing of  your  goods,  knowing  in  your- 
selves that  ye  have  in  heaven,  &c. — 
Heb.  X.  34. 

Moses  choosing  rather  to  suffer, 
&e.  esteemed  the  reproach  of  Clirist 
greater  riches  than  the  treasures  of 
p:gypt.— Heb.  xi.  25,  26. 

Wherefore  lift  up  the  hands  which 
hang  down,  and  the  feeble  knees. — 
Heb.  xii.  12. 

My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy  when 
ye  fall  into  divers  temptations;  know- 
mg  this,  that  the  trying  of  your  faith 
worketh  patience,  &c.  Blessed  is  the 
man  that  endureth  temptation ;  for 
when  he  is  tried,  he  shall  receive  the 
crown  of  life. — James  i.  2,  3. 12. 

If  ye  suffer  for  righteousness'  sake, 
happy  are  ye;  and  be  not  afraid  of 
their  terror,  neither  be  troubled. —

Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  con- 
cerning the  fiery  trial,  which  is  to  try 
you,  &c.  but  rejoice,  inasmuch  as  ye 
are  partakers  of  Christ's  sufferings :

Jacob  in  his  great  distress,  when 
Joseph  had  kept  Simeon,  and  required 
Benjamin  also,  said,  God  Almighty 
give  you  mercy  before  the  man,  thai 
he  may  send  away  your  other  brother, 
and  Benjamin :  if  I  be  bereaved,  ice. 
— Gen.  xliii.  14. 

The  children  of  Israel  lifted  up 
their  eyes,  and  behold,  the  Egyptians 
marched  after  them,  and  they  were 
sore  afraid :  and  the  children  of  Is- 
rael cried  out  unto  the  Lord. — Exod. 
xiv.  10. 

When  all  the  waters  were  bitter, 
that  the  people  could  not  drink,  Mo- 
ses cried  unto  the  Lord. — Exod.  xv. 
23—25. 

Moses  cried  unto  the  Lord,  saying, 
What  shall  I  do  unto  this  people? 
they  be  almost  ready  to  stone  me, 
&c.  So  when  Amalek  fought  with 
Israel,  Moses  held  up  his  hand,  and 
then  Israel  prevailed,  &c. — Exod.

If  thou  afflict  them  in  any  wise, 
and  they  cry  at  all  to  me,  I  will  surely 
hear  their  cry.

In  my  distress  I  called  upon  the 
Lord,  and  cried  to  my  God ;  and  he 
did  hear  my  voice  out  of  his  temple. —

When  Jerusalem  was  in  distress, 
by  reason  of  the  Assyrians  and  Rab- 
shakeh's  railing  and  threatening,  He- 
zekiah  spread  the  letter  before  the 
Lord,  and  prayed  before  the  Lord, 
and  said,  O  Lord  God,  &c. — 2  Kings 
xix.  14,  &c. ;  Isa.  xxxvii.  14,  &c. 

Hezekiah  was  sick  unto  death,  &c. 
he  turned  his  face  to  the  wall,  and 
prayed  unto  the  Lord,  saying,  I  be- 
seech thee,  O  Lord,  &c.  and  he  wept 
sore. — 2  Kings  xx.  1 — 3:  Isa.  xxxviii. 
1—3. 

When  there  came  an  host  of  one 
thousand  thousand  against  Judah, 
Asa  cried  unto  the  Lord  his  God,  and 
said,  Lord,  it  is  nothing  with  thee  to 
help,  &c. — 2  Chron.  xiv.  9. 12. 

There  came  a  multitude  against 
Jehoshaphat,  &c.  He  feared,  and  set 
himself  to  seek  the  Lord,  and  pro- 
claimed a  fast  throughout  all  Judah. 
And  Jehoshaphat  stood  in  the  con- 
gregation, and  said,  O  Lord  God  of 
our  fathers,  art  not  thou  God  ?  &c. — 
2  Chron.  xx.  2,  &c. 

When  Manasseh  was  in  affliction, 
he  besought  the  Lord  his  God,  &c. 
and  prayed  unto  him  ;  and  he  was  in- 
treated  of  him. — 2  Chron.  xxxiii.  11 
— 13 ;  Job  xxxvi.  8,  9. 

I  am  full  of  confusion;  therefore 
see  thou  mine  affliction. — Job  x.  15 ; 
Ps.  ix.  13. 

He  heareth  the  cry  of  the  afflicted. 
— Job  xxxiv.  28 ;  Ps.  cii.  17. 

The  hypocrites  in  heart  cry  not 
when  he  bindeth  them. — Job  xxxvi. 
13. 

O  Lord,  save  me  from  all  them  that 
persecute  me;  and  deliver  me. — Ps. 
vii.  1. 


Our  fathers,  &c.  cried  unto  thee 
and  were  delivered,  &c.  He  hath  not 
despised  nor  abhorred  the  affliction 
of  the  afflicted ;  neither  hath  he  hid 
his  fece  from  him  :  but  when  he  cried 
unto  him,  he  heard.

In  the  day  of  my  trouble  I  will  call 
upon  thee;  for  thou  wilt  answer  me. —

I  called  upon  the  Lord  in  distress : 
the  Lord  answered  me,  and  set  me  in 
a  large  place. — Ps.  cxviii.  5 ;  cxxx.  1 ; 
cxlii.  1,  &c. 

The  king's  heart  is  in  the  hand  of 
the  Lord,  as  the  rivers  of  water ;  he

I  will  go,  and  return  to  my  place, 
till  they  acknowledge  their  onence, 
and  seek  my  face :  m  their  affliction 
they  will  seek  me  early.

When  the  mariners  were  in  the 
tempest,  they  called  every  man  unto 
hb  god;  and  roused  up  Jonah  to

When  Peter  saw  the  wind  boister- 
ous, he  was  afraid :  and  beginning  to 
sink,  he  cried,  saying.  Lord  save  me !

Shall  not  God  avenge  his  own 
elect,  which  cry  day  and  night  unto 
him  ?  Yea,  he  will  avenge  them. —

prisoned, and  convened  before  the 
council,  they  lif^d  up  their  voice  to 
God  with  one  accord,  and  said,  Lord, 
thou  art  God,  &c.  Behold  their 
thrcatenings,  and  grant  unto  thy  ser- 
vants that  with  all  boldness,  &c. — 
Acts  iv.  24.  29,  30. 

Peter  therefore  was  kept  in  prison : 
but  prayer  was  made  without  ceasing 
of  the  church  unto  God  for  him. —

Paul,  when  he  was  under  the  buffet- 
ing of  Satan,  saith,  For  this  thing  I 
besought  the  Lord  thrice,  tliat  it 
might  depart  from  me. — 2  Cor.  xii.

Is  any  among  you  afflicted?  Let 
him  pray,  &c.  Is  any  sick  among 
yon  ?    Let  him  call  for  the  elders  of 


the  church,  and  let  them  pray  over 
him,  &c.  and  the  prayer  of  fidth  sImII 
save  the  sick. — James  v.  13—16. 

See  more  of  Duties  in  eotmmon 
calamities, 

VII.  Not  to  fear;  but  commit  their 
cause  to  God,  and  quietly  waUfor 
his  Salvation. 

He  hath  said,  I  will  never  leave 
thee,  nor  forsake  thee.  So  that  we 
may  boldly  say.  The  Lord  b  my 
helper ;  and  1  will  not  fear  what  man 
shall  do  unto  me. — Heb.  xiii.  5,  6. 

Israel's  impatience  in  waiting  fi>r 
God,  made  them  quarrel  with  Moses; 
and  Moses  with  God ;  although  God 
was  in  his  own  way  delivering  them. 
— Exod.  V.  21—23. 

The  children  of  Israel  said  unto 
Moses,  Because  there  were  no  graves 
in  Egypt,  hast  thou  taken  us  away 
to  die  m  the  wilderness?  ^.  And 
Moses  said  unto  the  people,  Fear  ye 
not;  stand  still,  and  see  the  salva- 
tion of  the  Lord,  which  he  will  shew 
to  you  this  day,  &c.  The  Lord  shall 
fight  for  you. — Exod.  xiv.  10 — 14. 

Because  of  Israel's  unbelief,  and 
impatience  in  waiting  for  God,  they 
were  not  suffered  to  enter  Canaan; 
only  their  children,  of  whom  they  had 
said.  They  should  be  a  prey,  they  did 
possess  the  land. — Deut.  i.  32 — ^. 

As  an  encouragement,  we  should 
remember  what  God  hath  done  for- 
merly.— Deut.  vii.  17 — 19. 

And  David  was  greatly  distressed, 
&c.  but  David  encouraged  himself  in 
the  Lord  his  God. — 1  Sam.  xxx.  6; 
xvii.  34--37. 

It  may  be  that  the  Lord  will  look 
upon  my  affliction ;  and  that  the  Lord 
will  requite  me  good  for  his  cursing 
this  day. — 2  Sam.  xvi.  12. 

Elisna  said,  when  the  city  was 
environed  with  enemies,  Fear  not; 
for  they  that  be  with  us  are  more 
than  they  that  be  with  them,  &c. 
But  when  there  was  a  famine  in 
Samaria,  the  king  (because  deliver- 
ance hastened  not)  said.  Behold,  this 
evil  is  of  the  Lord :  what  should  I 
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wait  for  the  Lord  any  longer?  — 
2  Kings  vi.  14—16.  33 ;  2  Chron. 
xxxii.  7,  8. 

In  the  great  ^mine  of  Samaria, 
the  great  lord,  who  would  not  believe 
the  plenty  the  prophet  had  foretold, 
was  told  by  the  prophet,  that  he 
should  see  it,  but  not  eat  thereof: 
and  so  it  fell  out  unto  him. — 2  Kings 
vii.  1,  2.  17—20. 

Though  Judah  were  beset  by  Israel, 
yet  Judah  prevailed,  because  they 
relied  upon  the  Lord  God  of  their 
fathers. — ^2  Chron.  xiii.  14.  18;  Ezra 
viii.  21—23. 

God  was  angry  with  Asa,  for  rely- 
ing on  the  king  of  Syria,  and  not  on 
the  Lord  his  God. — 2  Chron.  xvi.  7. 

Be  not  afraid,  nor  dismayed;  for 
the  battle  is  not  yours,  but  God's,  &c. 
Stand  ye  still,  and  see  the  salvation 
of  the  Lord  with  you. — 2  Chron.  xx. 
15—17. 

To  God  I  would  commit  my  cause. 
— Job  V.  8  ;  Ps.  ix.  10 ;  x.  14 ;  xi.  1. 

I  waited  patiently  for  the  Lord, 
and  he  inclined  to  me,  and  heard  my 
cry :  he  brought  me  out  of  an  horrible 
pit. — Ps.  xl.  I,  2 ;  Ixii.  1,  2. 

Why  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my 
soul  ?  and  why  art  thou  disquieted  in 
me  ?  Hope  thou  in  God :  for  I  shall 
yet  praise  him. — Ps.  xlii.  5. 11 ;  xxxi. 
24 ;  xliii.  5. 

Cast  thy  burden  upon  the  Lord, 
and  he  shall  sustain  thee. — Ps.  Iv.  22. 

The.  Lord  is  merciful,  &c.  he  will 
not  always  chide,  &c. — Ps.  ciii.  8,  9. 

Though  I  walk  in  the  midst  of 
trouble,  thou  wilt  revive  me ;  thou 
shalt  stretch  forth  thine  hand  against 
the  wrath  of  mine  enemies,  and  thy 
right  hand  shall  save  me.  —  Ps. 
cxxxviii.  7. 

Our  bones  are  scattered  at  the 
grave's  mouth,  &c.  But  mine  eyes 
are  unto  thee,  O  God  the  Lord. —

Despise  not  the  chastening  of  thp 
Lord :  neither  be  weary  of  nis  cor- 
rection.— Prov.  iii.

The  fear  of  man  bringeth  a  snare : 
but  whoso  putteth  his  trust  in  the 
Lord,  shall  be  safe. — Prov.  xxix.  25. 

If  thou  seest  the  oppression  of  the 
poor,  &c.  marvel  not  at  the  matter; 
for  he  that  is  higher  than  the  highest 
regardeth,  &c. — Eccles.  v.  8. 

Take  heed,  and  be  quiet :  fear  not, 
neither  be  faint-hearted,  &c.  because 
Syria,  Ephraim,  and  the  son  of  Re- 
maliah,  have  taken  evil  counsel  against 
thee,  &c.  It  shall  not  stand. — Isa. 
vii.  3—7. 

And  I  will  wait  upon  the  Lord, 
that  hideth  his  face  from  the  house 
of  Jacob ;  and  I  will  look  for  him. — 
Isa.  viii.  17. 

It  shall  be  said  in  that  day,  Lo, 
this  is  our  God :  we  have  waited  for 
him,  and  he  will  save  us. — Isa.  xxv. 
9 ;  xxvi.  8. 

Thou  wilt  keep  him  in  perfect 
peace,  whose  mind  is  stayed  on  thee, 
occ.  Come,  my  people,  enter  thou 
into  thy  chambers,  and  shut  thy  doors 
about  thee;  hide  thyself,  &c.  until 
the  indignation  be  over. — Isa.  xxvi. 
3.  20. 

The  Egyptians  shall  help  in  vain, 
and  to  no  purpose :  therefore  have  I 
cried  concerning  this :  their  strength 
is  to  sit  still,  &c.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  In  returning  and  rest  shall  ye 
be  saved:  in  quietness  and  in  confi- 
dence shall  be  your  strength :  and  ye 
would  not. — Isa.  xxx.  7.  15. 

Fear  not,  for  I  am  with  thee:  be 
not  dismayed,  for  I  am  thy  God,  &o. 
— Isa.  xli.  10.  13,  14;  Gen.  xv.  1; 
xxvi.  24. 

Who  is  among  you  that  feareth  the 
Lord,  that  obeyeth  the  voice  of  his 
servant,  that  walketh  in  darkness, 
and  hath  no  light?  Let  him  trust  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon 
his  God.  Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle 
a  fire,  &c. — Isa.  1.  10, 11. 

Fear  ye  not  the  reproach  of  men, 
neither  be  ye  afraid  of  their  revilings, 
&c.  I,  even  I,  am  he  that  comforteth 
you.  Who  art  thou,  that  thou  shouldest 
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be  afraid  of  a  man  that  shall  die,  &c. 
and  forgettest  the  Lord  thy  Maker? — 
Isa.  li.  7.  12, 13;  Matt.  x.  28.  31. 

It  is  of  the  Lord's  mercies  that  we 
are  not  consumed,  because  his  com- 
passions fail  not,  &c.  It  is  good 
that  a  man  should  both  hope  and 
quietly  wait  for  the  salvation  of  the 
Lord.— Lam.  iii.  22.  25,  26. 

The  three  children  beine  threaten- 
ed, said.  Our  God,  &c.  will  deliver  us 
out  of  thy  hand. — Dan.  iii.  16,  17. 

When  my  soul  fainted  within  me, 
I  remembered  the  Lord. — Jonah  ii.  7. 

None  upright  among  men,  they  all 
lie  in  wait  to  shed  blood,  &c.  that 
they  may  do  evil  with  both  hands 
earnestly,  &c.  The  son  dishonoureth 
the  father,  &e.  therefore  I  will  look 
unto  the  Lord,  I  will  wait  for  the  God 
of  my  salvation. — Micah  vii.  2 — 7. 

The  Lord  is  good,  a  strong  hold 
In  the  day  of  trouble ;  and  he  Know- 
eth  them  that  trust  in  him. — Nahum 
i.  7. 

Take  no  thought  how  or  what  ye 
shall  speak ;  for  it  shall  be  given  you  in 
that  same  hour  what  ye  shall  speak. — 
Matt.  X.  19,  20.  28.  31 ;  vi.  27. 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour 
and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give 
you  rest. — Matt.  xi.  28. 

When  they  shall  deliver  you  up, 
&c.  study  not  beforehand  what  ye 
shall  speak ;  but  whatsoever  shall  be 
given  you  in  that  hour,  that  speak  ye. 
— Mark  xiii.  11 ;  Luke  xxiv.  14,  &c. 

God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer 
you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are 
able  to  bear ;  but  will  with  the  temp- 
tation also  make  a  way  to  escape. — 

1  Cor.  X.  13. 

We  should  not  trust  in  ourselves, 
but  in  God,  which  raiscth  the  dead : 
who  delivereth  us  from  so  great  a 
death,  and  doth  deliver :  in  whom  we 
trust,  that  he  will  yet  deliver  us. — 

2  Cor.  i.  9,  10;  Judges  xiii.  22,  23 ; 
1  Sam.  xvii,  34—37. 

In  nothing  terrified  by  your  adver- 
saries.— Phil.  i.  28. 

Be  careful  for  nothing,  but  in  every 
thing  by  prayer,  &c.  let  your  requests 


be  made  known  unto  God. — Phil. 
iv.  6. 

We  ourselves  glory  in  you  in  the 
churches  of  God,  for  your  patience 
and  faith  in  all  your  persecatioiis. — 
2  Thess.  i.  4. 

Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leaving 
us  an  example,  &c.  Who,  when  he 
suffered,  he  threatened  not,  but  com- 
mitted himself  to  him  that  Judgeth 
righteously.— 1  Pet.  ii.  21. 23. 

If  ye  suffer,  &c.  be  not  afraid  of 
their  terror,  neither  be  troubled ;  but 
sanctify  the  Lord,  &c. — 1  Pet.  iii.  14, 
15;  Hcb.  xiii.  6;  Rev.  ii.  10. 

Wherefore,  let  them  that  sofier  ac- 
cording to  the  will  of  Grod,  commit 
the  keeping  of  their  souls  to  him  in 
well  doing,  as  unto  a  &ithful  Creator. 
—1  Pet.  IV.  19. 

Secondly.  The  Duties  of  Believenj 
hom  they  ought  to  behave  toward 
Enemies  and  Persecutors^  in  a  time 
of  Persecution  and  Suffering  from 
them, 

I.  To  he  patient f  quiet ^  and  sober  Uh 
ward  tfiem :  not  revenge,  or  return 
Evil  for  Evily  or  Reviling  for  Re- 
viling;  but  forgive  them, 

Joseph,  instead  of  revenging  upon 
his  brethren  their  injury  of  him,  spake 
kindly  to  his  brethren,  and  said.  Be 
not  grieved,  nor  angry  with  your- 
selves, that  ye  sold  me  hither :  for  God 
did  send  me  before  you  to  preserve 
life,  &c.  So  now,  it  was  not  you  that 
sent  me  hither,  but  God,  &c. — Gen. 
xlv.  5— 8;  1.  19—21. 

Though  Saul  hunted  for  David's 
life,  yet  would  not  David  avenge  him- 
self u|)on  him. — 1  Sam.  xxiv  ;  xxvi. 

When  Shimei  cursed  David,  he 
bore  it  quietly,  and  would  not  avenge 
himself. — 2  Sam.  xvi.  7 — 11. 

And  afterward  Abishai  said  to 
David,  Shall  not  Shimei  be  put  to 
death  for  this,  because  he  cursed  the 
Lord's  anointed?  k,c,  David  said 
unto  Shimei,  Thou  shalt  not  *3ie. — 
2  Sam.  xix.  21—23. 

Job  quarrelled   not  with    the   in- 
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struments  which  spoiled  him,  but 
acknowledged  it  was  the  Lord. — Job 
i.  20,  21. 

O  God,  to  whom  vengeance  be- 
longeth,  shew  thyself. — Ps.  xciv.  1. 

Envy  thou  not  the  oppressor,  (or 
the  man  of  violence.) — Prov.  iii.  31. 

Say  not  thou,  I  will  recompense 
evil :  but  wait  on  the  Lord,  and  he 
shall  save  thee. — Prov.  xx.  22. 

Say  not,  I  will  do  so  to  him  as  he 
hath  done  to  me  :  I  will  render  to 
the  man  according  to  his  work. — 
Prov.  xxiv.  29. 

He  was  oppressed,  &c.  yet  he 
opened  not  his  mouth,  &c.  as  a  sheep, 
&c.  so  he  opened  not  his  mouth. — 
Isa.  liii.  7;  Ps.  xxxviii.  13, 14. 

Jeremiah  said,  As  for  me,  behold, 
I  am  in  your  hand,  do  with  me  as 
seemeth  good,  &c. — Jer.  xxvi.  11. 14. 

Resist  not  evil :  but  whosoever 
shall  smite  thee  on  the  right  cheek, 
turn  to  him  the  other  also. — Matt.  ▼. 
38,  39. 

If  ye  forgive  men  their  trespasses, 
your  heavenly  Father  will  also  forgive 
you. — Matt.  vi.  14, 15. 

When  one  of  Christ's  disciples  drew 
his  sword,  &c.  he  bid  him  put  it  up, 
&c. — Matt.  xxvi.  51,  52. 

James  and  John  said,  Lord,  wilt 
thou  that  we  command  fire  to  come 
down  from  heaven,  and  consume 
them,  even  as  Elias  did?  But  he 
turned  and  rebuked  them :  and  said. 
Ye  know  not  what  manner  of  spirit 
ye  are  of.  For  the  Son  of  man  is 
not  come  to  destroy  men's  lives,  but 
to  save  them. — Luke  ix.  53 — 56. 

Ye  shall  be  hated,  &c.  In  your 
patience  possess  ye  your  souls,  &c. — 
Luke  xxi.  17. 19. 

Paul  said  to  Festus,  (when  he  had 
said.  He  was  beside  himself,)  I  am 
not  mad,  most  noble  Festus,  &c. — 
Acts  xxvi.  24,  25. 

Recompense  to  no  man  evil  for 
evil,  &c.  Avenge  not  yourselves,  but 
rather  give  place  unto  wrath  :  for  it 
is  written,  Vengeance  is  mine;  I  will 
repay,  saith  the  Lord. — Rom.  xii.  17. 
19 ;  Deut.  xxxii.  35. 


Beins  reviled,  we  bless,  &c.  being 
defamed,  we  intreat. — 1  Cor.  iv.  12, 13. 

See  that  none  render  evil  for  evil 
unto  any  man. — 1  Thess.  v.  15. 

Ye  have  condemned  and  killed  the 
just,  and  he  doth  not  resist  yon. — 
James  v.  6. 

So  is  the  will  of  Ood,  that  with 
well  doing  ye  may  put  to  silence  the 
ignorance  of  foolish  men,  &c.  Christ 
suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an  example 
that  ye  should  follow  his  steps,  &c. 
who,  when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  hot 
again :  when  he  suffered,  he  threatened 
not.— 1  Pet.  ii.  15.  21. 23. 

Not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or  rail- 
ing for  railing,  &c. — 1  Pet.  iii.  9. 

II.  Not  to  desire^  or  rejoice  in  the  hurt 
of  Enemies  and  Persecutars. 

David  mourned  and  wept  when 
Saul  was  slain,  although  he  had  been 
his  deadly  enemy;  and  hated  and 
pursued  him  several  years. — 2  Sam. 
1.  4,  &c. 

Abner,  his  great  enemy,  who  set 
up  Ishbosheth  in  opposition  to  him, 
being  slain,  David  said,  I  and  my 
kingdom  are  guiltless  before  the  Lord 
for  ever,  &c.  He  commands  all  the 
people  to  mourn  for  him :  and  him- 
self mourned,  and  followed  him  to 
his  funeral. — 2  Sam.  iii.  27 — 29. 
31,32. 

So  David,  instead  of  rejoicing  that 
Ishbosheth  was  slain,  commanded  his 
young  men  to  kill  those  who  slew 
him.— 2  Sam.  iv.  8—12. 

When  Israel  had  conquered  Judah, 
the  prophet  commanded  them  to  let 
the  captives  go,  feed  them,  and  clothe 
them,  and  not  insult  over  them. — 
2  Chron.  xxviii.  9,  &c. 

If  I  rejoiced  at  the  destruction  of 
him  that  hated  me,  or  lifted  up  my- 
self when  evil  found  him :  neither 
have  I  suffered  my  mouth  to  sin  by 
wishing  a  curse  to  his  soul. — Job 
xxxi.  29,  30. 

He  that  is  glad  at  calamities,  shall 
not  be  unpunished. — Prov.  xvU.  & 

Rejoice  not  when  thine  enemy 
falleth,  and  let  not  thine  heart  bq 
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glad  when  he  stumbleth;  lest  the 
Lord  see  it,  and  it  displease  him,  and 
he  turn  away  his  wrath  from  him. — 
Prov.  xxiv.  17, 18. 

III.  To  pray  for y  and  do  good  to  our 
Persecutors  and  Enemies. 

If  thou  meet  thine  enemy's  ox  or 
his  ass  going  astray,  thou  shalt  surely 
bring  it  back  to  him  again,  &c.— 
Exod.  xxiii.  4. 

Miriam  had  spoken  against  Moses; 
yet  he  prayed  for  her,  to  heal  her 
leprosy. — Numb.  xii.  1. 10. 13. 

Saul  said  to  David,  thou  hast  re- 
warded me  good,  whereas  I  have  re- 
warded thee  evil. — 1  Sam.  xxiv.  17. 

Israel  came  and  fought  against 
Judah ;  and  having  overcome,  Israel 
shewed  them  kindness.  —  2  Chron. 
xxviii. 

If  thine  enemy  be  hungry,  give 
him  bread  to  eat:  and  if  he  be 
thirsty,  give  him  water  to  drink,  &c. 
— Prov.  XXV.  21 ;  Rom.  xii.  20. 

Seek  the  peace  of  the  city,  whither 
I  have  caused  you  to  be  carried  away 
captives ;  and  pray  unto  the  Lord  for 
it — Jer.  xxix.  7. 

I  say  unto  you,  Love  your  enemies, 
bless  them  that  curse  you,  do  good 
to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for 
them  which  despitefuUy  use  you  and 
persecute  you;  that  ye  may  be  the 
children  of  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven :  for  he  maketh  his  sun  to 
rise  on  the  evil,  &c.  If  ye  love 
them  which  love  you,  &c.  do  not 
even  the  Publicans  the  same? — Matt. 
V.  41     48. 

Christ  said,  (when  upon  the  cross,) 
Father,  forgive  them,  tor  they  know 
not  what  they  do. — Luke  xxiii.  34. 

They  stoned  Stephen  ;  and  he 
kneeled  down,  and  cried  with  a  loud 
voice.  Lord,  lay  not  this  sin  to  their 
charge. — Acts  vii.  59,  60. 

Paul  prayed  for  Agrippa,  that  he 
were  not  only  almost,  but  altogether 
such  as  he,  except  his  bonds. — Acts 
XX vi.  28,  29. 

Bless  them  which  persecute  you, 
&c.  Therefore  if  thine  enemy  hunger. 


feed  him,  &c.  be  not  overoome  of 
evil,  but  overcome  evil  with  good. — 
Rom.  xii.  14.  20, 21. 

Being  reviled,  we  bless ;  being  de- 
famed, we  iotreat. — 1  Cor.  iv.  12»  13. 

IV.  To  use  lawful  and  honest  means 
for  avoiding  and  delioerina  them, 
selves  from  Afflictions  ana  Perse- 
cutions. — Matt  iv.  5 — 7. 

When  there  was  a  &mine  in  the 
land  where  Abraham  was,  he  removed 
to  Egypt. — Gen.  xii.  10. 

When  Abraham  had  heard  that  Lot 
was  taken,  &c.  he  pnrsued  the  enemy, 
and  rescued  him.— Gen.  xit.  14,  &c. 

When  Jacob  heard  of  his  brother 
Esau's  coming  against  him,  he  was 
greatly  afraid  and  distressed :  and  he 
divided  the  people  that  was  with  him, 
and  the  flocks,  &c.  and  said.  If  Esin 
come  to  the  one  company  and  smile  it, 
then  the  other  company  which  is  left 
shall  escai>e,  &c.  And  lie  took  of  that 
which  came  to  his  hand,  a  present  for 
his  brother  Esau,  &c.  ^r  ne  said,  I 
will  appease  him  with  the  present  that 
goeth  before  me,  &c. — Gen.  xxziL  6 
—S.  13. 20 ;  xxxiii.  3.  8. 13, 14. 

Joseph,  in  the  dungeon,  desired  the 
king's  cupbearer  to  speak  to  the  king 
on  his  behalf. — Gen.  xl.  14,  &c. 

Saul  sought  to  smite  David,  &c.  but 
he  slipped  away  out  of  SauPs  presence, 
&c.  and  escaped  that  night.  Saul  also 
sent  messengers  unto  David's  house  to 
watch  him,  and  to  slay  him,  &c.  His 
wife  let  him  down  through  a  window, 
and  he  went  and  fled,  and  escaped. — 
1  Sam.  xix.  10 — 12. 

David  consulted  with  Jonathan 
about  his  safety  from  Saul. — 1  Sam. 

XX. 

David  consulted  with  Husbai,  and 
directed  him  what  to  do  in  order  to 
his  defeating  of  the  counsel  of  Ahi- 
thophel.— 2  Sam.  xv.  32—37. 

Elijah  being  threatened  by  Jezebel, 
arose,  and  went  for  his  life,  &c.— 
1  Kings  xix.  2,  3. 

Hezekiah  laid  figs  to  his  sore,  by 
the  prophet's  direction,  and  he  re- 
covered.— 2  Kings  XX.  7. 
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Sanballaty  &c.  conspired  all  of  them 
together  to  come  and  to  fight  against 
Jerusalem,  and  to  hinder  the  work : 
nevertheless,  we  made  our  prayer  unto 
our  God,  and  set  a  watch  against 
them  day  and  night,  because  of  them. 
— Neh.  iv.  7, 8. 

Sanballat  sent  often  to  Nehemiah, 
to  come  unto  him,  but  he  refused : 
because  he  knew  they  thought  to  do 
him  some  mischief. — Neh.  yi.  2 — 4. 

Esther  and  Mordecai  did  many 
things  to  procure  the  Jews'  escape. 
— Esth.  viii;  ix;  Prov.  xxiv.  11. 

Give  strong  drink  to  him  that  is 
ready  to  perish,  and  wine  to  those  that 
be  of  heavy  hearts. — Prov.  xxxi.  6. 

Jeremiah  intreated  the  king  that 
he  might  not  return  to  the  prison,  lest 
he  should  die  there. — Jer.  xxxvii.  18. 
20 ;  xxxviii.  7,  &c. 

Daniel  applied  himself  to  the  cap- 
tain of  the  king's  guard,  and  to  the 
king  himself,  for  himself  and  friends. 
—Dan.  ii.  18—16. 

When  Herod  sought  Christ,  to  kill 
him,  the  angel  said  unto  Joseph,  &c. 
Arise,  and  take  the  yonng  child  and 
his  mother,  and  flee  into  Egypt,  and 
be  thou  there,  &c.  for  Herod  will  seek 
the  young  child  to  destroy  him. — 
Matt.  ii.  18—15. 

Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep 
in  the  midst  of  wolves  :  be  ye  there- 
fore wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless 
as  doves,  &c.  And  when  they  perse- 
cute you  in  this  city,  flee  ye  mto  an- 
other.—Matt.  X.  16. 28. 

The  Pharisees,  &c.  held  a  council 
a^inst  him,  how  they  might  destroy 
him :  but  when  Jesus  knew  it,  he 
withdrew  himself  from  thence,  &c.  he 
charged  the  multitude  not  to  make 
him  known.  —  Matt.  xii.  14  — 16  j 
Mark  iii.  6, 7. 

When  Jesus  heard  that  John  was 
beheaded,  he  departed  thence  by  a 
ship  into  a  desert  place  apart. — Matt, 
xiv.  12, 13. 

Though  Christ  was  free,  and  ought 
not  to  be  charged  with  tribute  money ; 
yet  he  said  to  Peter,  Notwitlistanding, 
lest  we  should  offend  them,  go,  &c. 


take  and  give  unto  them  for  thee  and 
me. — Matt.  xvii.  24 — ^27. 

When  Christ  had  raised  the  ruler's 
daughter  from  the  dead,  he  com- 
manded that  something  should  be 
given  her  to  eat. — Mark  v.  41 — 43. 

Jesus  walked  in  Galilee :  for  he 
would  not  walk  in  Jewry,  because  the 
Jews  sought  to  kill  him.— John  vii.  1. 

They  took  up  stones  to  cast  at  him : 
but  Jesus  hid  himself,  and  went  out, 
&c.  and  so  passed  by. — John  viii.  59. 

From  that  day  forth  they  took 
counsel  together  to  put  him  to  death : 
Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more 
openly  among  the  Jews;  but  went 
thence  into  a  country  near  the  wilder- 
ness.— John  xi.  53, 54. 

The  doors  were  shut  where  the  dis- 
ciples were  assembled,  for  fear  of  the 
Jews. — John  xx.  19. 

When  Saul  persecuted  the  church 
at  Jerusalem,  tne  brethren  were  scat- 
tered abroad. — Acts  viii.  1.  3,  4 ;  xi. 
19, 

The  Jews  took  counsel  to  kill  Paul; 
but  their  laying  await  was  known  unto 
Saul,  and  they  watched  the  gates  day 
and  night  to  kill  him :  then  the  dis- 
ciples took  him  by  night,  and  let  him 
down  by  the  wall  In  a  basket,  &c. 
The  Grecians  went  about  to  slay  him ; 
which  when  the  brethren  knew,  they 
brought  him  down  to  Csesarea,  and 
sent  him  forth  to  Tarsus. — ^Acts  ix. 
2a— 25. 29, 80 ;  xix.  30, 81 ;  xvii.  10. 
14, 15 ;  2  Cor.  xi.  82, 88. 

Paul  and  Barnabas  being  at  Ico- 
nium,  the  Jews  and  Gentiles  made  an 
assault  to  use  them  despitefully,  and 
to  stone  them :  they  were  aware  of 
it,  and  fled  unto  Lystra  and  Derbe, 
&g. — Acts  xiv.  1.  5,  6. 

When  the  magistrates  sent  to  let  the 
apostles  go,  Paul  said.  Let  them  come 
themselves,  &c. — Acts  xvi.  86,  87. 

When  Paul  was  in  danger,  the  bre- 
thren oflen  sent  him  and  others  away 
from  the  place. — Acts  xvii.  5. 10. 13; 
xix.  30,  81. 

The  captain  commanded  that  Paul 
should  be  examined  by  scourging,  &c. 
Paul  said,  Is  it  lawful  for  you  to 
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scourge  a  man  that  is  a  Roman,  and 
uncondcmned  ?  which  prevented  his 
being  scourged. — Acts  xxii.  24 — ^26. 
29 ;  xvi.  37,  38. 

Paul  said  to  Ananias,  Sittest  thou 
to  judge  me  after  the  law,  and  com- 
mandest  me  to  be  smitten  contrary 
to  the  law  ?  &c.  But  when  Paul  per- 
ceived that  the  one  part  were  Saadu- 
cees,  and  the  other  Pharisees,  he  cried 
out  in  the  council,  Men  and  brethren 
I  am  a  Pharisee,  the  son  of  a  Pharisee ; 
of  the  hope  and  resurrection  of  the 
dead,  I  am  called  in  question,  (where- 
upon the  council  divided,  and  broke 
up.)  When  Paul  understood  that 
there  was  a  conspiracy  to  kill  him, 
he  gave  notice  thereof  to  the  chief  cajv 
tain,  who  conveyed  him  away  from 
them. — Acts  xxiii.  3. 6 — ^9. 14,  &c. 

Paul  pleaded  in  his  defence  before 
Felix ;  and  afterward  appealed  unto 
Ca^ar. — Acts  xxiv.  10,  &c.;  xxv.  8, 
9;  xxvi.  1,  &c. 

Paul  persuaded  those  in  the  ship  to 
eat  meat,  when  they  were  in  danger, 
saying.  This  is  for  your  health,  &c. — 
Acts  xxvii.  33 — 35. 

I  beseech  you,  brethren,  &c.  that 
ye  strive  together  with  me  in  your 
prayers  to  God  for  me,  that  I  may  be 
delivered  from  them  that  do  not  be- 
lieve in  Judca. — Rom.  xv.  30,  31. 

Alexander  the  coppersmith  did  me 
much  evil,  &c.  of  whom  be  thou  aware 
also,  for  he  hath  greatly  withstood  our 
words. — 2  Tim.  iv.  14, 15. 

Some,  of  whom  the  world  was  not 
worthy,  wandered  in  deserts,  and  in 
mountains,  in  dens  and  caves  of  the 
earth. — Heb.  xi.  38. 

V.  To  look  to  the  cause  of  our  Suf- 
feringSy  that  it  be  for  well  doing ^ 
for  the  sake  of  Christy  and  a  good 

Conscience:  and  not  as  Bxisyhodies 

or  Evildoers. 

They  also  that  render  me  evil  for 

food,  are  mine  adversaries :  because 
follow  the  thing  that  is  good. — Ps. 
xxxviii.  20 ;  xxxv.  20 ;  cix.  4,  5. 

Do  not  ye  serve  my  gods,  nor  wor- 
ship the  golden  image?  &:c.  but  if  ye 


worship  not,  ye  shall  be  cast  into  die 
midst  of  a  burning  fierj  funiace. — 
Dan.  iii.  14, 15. 18. 

Daniel  cast  into  the  lions'  den  for 
praying  to  God  contrary  to  the  king^s 
decree. — Dan.  vi,  7,  &c. 

Therefore  the  prudent  shall  keep 
silence  in  that  time,  for  it  is  sn  evd 
time. — Amos  v.  13;  Ps.  xxxix.  1. 

Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  re- 
vile you,  &c.  falsely  for  my  sake,  &c 
for  righteousness'  sake. — Matt.  ▼.  10, 
11. 

When  they  charged  the  apostles  not 
to  teach  in  Christ  s  name,  they  said. 
Whether  it  be  right  in  the  sight  of 
God  to  hearken  unto  you  more  than 
unto  God,  judge  ye;  for  we  cannot 
but  speak  the  things  which  we  have 
seen  and  heard. — Acts  iv.  17 — 20. 

The  high  priest  asked  them,  say- 
ing. Did  not  we  straitly  command 
you  that  ye  should  not  teach  in  this 
name  ?  &c.  Then  Peter  and  the  other 
apostles  answered  and  said.  We  onght 
to  obey  God  rather  than  men. — ^Acts 
V.  27—29. 

But  in  all  things  approving  our- 
selves, &c.  as  deceivers,  and  yet  true. 
—2  Cor.  vi.  4.  8. 

If  I  yet  preach  circumcision,  why 
do  I  yet  suffer  persecution  ?  then  is 
the  offence  of  the  cross  ceased. — GraL 
V.  ll;vi.  12. 

Having  your  conversation  honest 
among  the  Gentiles;  that  whereas 
they  speak  against  you  as  evildoers, 
&c.  So  is  the  will  of  God,  that  with 
well  doing  ye  may  put  to  silence  the 
imiorance  of  foolish  men,  &c.  This  i& 
thankworthy,  if  a  man  for  conscience 
toward  God  endure  grief,  suffering 
wrongfiilly.— 1  Pet.  ii.  12. 15. 19. 

If  ye  suffer  for  righteousness'  sake, 
happy  are  ye  :  and  be  not  afraid,  &c. 
It  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so, 
that  ye  suffer  for  well  doing,  than  for 
evil  doing. — 1  Pet.  iii.  14. 17. 

If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name 
of  Christ,  happy  are  ye,  &c.  but  let 
none  of  you  suffer  as  a  murderer,  or 
as  a  thief,  or  as  an  evildoer,  or  as  a 
busybody  in  other  men's  matters :  yet 
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if  any  suffer  as  a  Christian,  let  him 
not  be  ashamed. — 1  Pet.  iv.  14 — 16; 
Amos  V.  13. 

Thirdly.  The  Duties  of  others :  and 
how  we  ought  to  behave  toward 
such  as  are  Afflicted  and  Per- 
secuted. 

To  sympathize  with  them^  visits  help^ 
comfort,  and  pray  for  them :  tahe 
heed  we  add  not  to  their  Trouble. 

Thb  heart  knoweth  his  own  bitter- 
nessy  and  a  stranger  doth  not  inter- 
meddle with  his  joy. — Prov.  xiv.  10. 

When  Abraham  heard  that  his  bro- 
ther Lot  was  taken  captive,  he  armed 
(or  led  forth)  his  trained  (or  in- 
structed^ servants,  &c.  and  pursued 
those  wno  took  Lot:  and  he  smote 
them,  &:c.  and  he  brought  back  all  the 
goods;  and  also  brought  again  his 
brother  Lot,  and  his  goods,  and  the 
women  also,  and  the  people. —  Gen. 
xiv.  14 — 16. 

When  David  fled  from  Saul  into  a 
wood,  Jonathan  went  to  him,  and 
strengthened  his  hand  in  God. — 1 
Sara,  xxiii.  15 — 17. 

When  Nehemiah  had  heard  that 
the  Jews  were  in  ^reat  affliction  and 
reproach,  (though  he  were  then  a  ser- 
vant to  the  king :)  he  sat  down  and 
wept,  and  mourned  certain  days,  and 
fasted  and  prayed  before  the  God  of 
heaven, &c. — Neh.  i.  2,  &c. ;  Jer.  ix.  1 . 

Thou  shalt  not  vex  a  stranger,  nor 
oppress  him,  &c.  Ye  shall  not  afflict 
any  widow,  or  fatherless  child. — 
£xod.  xxii.  1.  22. 

When  Job's  three  friends  heard  of 
all  the  evil  that  was  come  upon  him, 
they  came  every  one  from  his  own 
place,  &c.  for  they  had  made  an  ap- 
pointment together  to  come  to  mourn 
with  him,  and  to  comfort  him.  They 
wept. — Job  ii.  11 — 13. 

Thou  hast  strengthened  the  weak 
hands  ;  thy  words  have  upholden  him 
that  was  falling,  and  thou  hast 
strengthened  the  feeble  knees. — Job 
iv.  3,4. 

To  him  that  is  afflicted,  pity  should 


be  shewed  from  his  friend. — Job  yi. 
14. 

Job  said  to  his  friends.  Ye  are 
forgers  of  lies ;  ye  are  all  physicians 
of  no  value :  O  that  ye  would  alto- 
gether hold  your  peace,  and  it  should 
be  your  wisdom,  &c.  will  ye  speak 
wickedly  for  God  ?  &c. — Job  xiii.  4, 
5.  7  ;  xii.  1 — 4. 

Job  answered  and  said,  I  have 
heard  many  such  things;  miserable 
comforters  are  ye  all,  (or  troublesome 
comforters  are  ye  all !)  shall  vain 
words  have  an  end  ?  &c.  I  also  could 
speak  as  ye  do,  if  your  souls  were  in 
my  soul's  stead ;  I  could  heap  up. 
words  against  you,  and  shake  mine 
head  at  you  :  but  I  would  strengthen 
you  with  my  mouth,  and  the  moving 
of  my  lips  should  assuage  your  grien 
— Job  xvi.  1 — 5. 

How  long  will  ye  vex  my  soul,  and 
break  me  in  pieces  with  words  ?  these 
ten  times  have  ye  reproached  me : 
ye  are,  &c.  He  hath  put  my  bre- 
thren far  from  me,  and  mme  acquaint- 
ance are  verily  estranged  from  me: 
my  kinsfolk  have  failed,  and  my  fami- 
liar friends  have  forgotten  me :  they 
that  dwell  in  my  house,  and  my  maids, 
count  me  for  a  stranger;  I  am  an 
alien  in  their  sight,  &c.  have  pity 
upon  me,  O  ye  my  friends ;  for  the 
hand  of  God  hath  touched  me. — 
Job  xix.  2,  3.  13—15.  21 ;  Ps.  Ixix. 
8.20. 

How  then  comfort  ye  me  in  vain, 
seeing  in  your  answers  there  remain- 
eth  mlsehood,  (or  transgression?)-— 
Job  xxi.  34. 

Because  he  hath  loosed  my  cord, 
and  afflicted  me :  they  have  also  let 
loose  the  bridle  before  me,  &c.  Did 
not  I  weep  for  him  that  was  in  trouble? 
was  not  my  soul  grieved  for  the  poor? 
— Job  XXX.  11.  25. 

Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the 
poor,  (or  sick,)  &c.  the  Lord  will 
strengtnen  him  upon  the  bed  of  lan- 
guishmg,  &c. — Ps.  xli.  1 — 3. 

God  is  said  to  be  afflicted  in  the 
afflictions  of  his  people.->-Isa.  Ixiii.  9. 

Jeremiah  bemoans  Judah*s  sad  case 
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at  large,  and  discovers  the  tender 
compassion  be  had  for  them. — Lam. 


i;  11. 


Mine  eye  runneth  down  with  rivers 
of  water,  for  the  destruction  of  the 
daughter  of  my  people;  mine  eye 
trickleth  down,  and  ceaseth  not,  with- 
out any  intermission. — Lam.  iii.  48, 
49. 

Woe  to  them  that  are  at  ease  in 
Zion,  &c.  Ye  that  put  far  away  the 
evil  day,  &c.  that  lie  upon  beds  of 
ivory,  &c.  but  they  are  not  grieved 
for  the  affliction  of  Joseph. — Amos 
vi.  1.  3—7. 

I  am  very  sore  displeased  with  the 
heathen  that  are  at  ease :  for  I  was  but 
a  little  displeased,  and  they  helped 
forward  the  affliction. — Zech.  i.  15; 
Obad.  11—14. 

When  Jesus  saw  the  multitude,  he 
had  compassion  on  them,  because 
they  fainted,  (or  were  tired  and  laid 
down,)  &c. — Matt.  ix.  36. 

I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave 
me  meat ;  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave 
me  drink ;  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye 
took  me  in ;  naked,  and  ye  clothed 
me;  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  came 
unto  mc ;  I  was  sick,  and  ye  visited 
mc,  &c.  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done 
it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me. — 
Matt.  XXV.  35—37.  40. 

When  Jesus  had  put  forth  the 
parable  of  a  man  fallen  among  thieves, 
and  wounded,  and  the  priest  and 
Invite  passing  by,  and  looking  on 
him ;  and  had  mentioned  that  the 
Samaritan  had  compassion  on  him, 
and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his 
wounds,  and  took  care  of  him  ;  he 
said.  Go,  and  do  thou  likewise. — 
Luke  X.  30—37. 

Simon,  Simon,  behold  Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sifl 
you  as  wheat :  but  I  have  prayed  for 
thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not :  and 
when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen 
thy  brethren. — Luke  xxii.  31,  3§. 

Peter  therefore  was  kept  in  prison  : 

but  prayer  was  made  without  ceasing 

or  earnest  and  instant   prayer  was 


made)  of  the  church  unto  Gkid  ibr 
him. — Acts  xii.  5.  12. 

Rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice, 
and  weep  with  them  that  weep:  be 
of  the  same  mind  one  toward  another. 
— Rom.  xii.  15, 16. 

The  members  should  have  the  sune 
care  one  for  another:  and  whether 
one  member  suffer,  all  the  members 
suffer  with  it:  or  one  member  be 
honoured,  all  the  members  rejoice 
with  it:  now  ye  are  the  body  of 
Christ,  and  members  in  particular. — 
1  Cor.  xii.  25—27. 

Blessed  be  God,  &c.  who  comfbrt- 
eth  us  in  all  our  tribulation,  that  we 
may  be  able  to  comfort  them  which 
are  in  any  trouble,  by  the  comfort 
wherewith  we  ourselves  are  comforted 
ofGod.— 2Cor.  i.  3,  4. 

Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and 
so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ. — GaL  ti.S. 

Be  kind  one  to  another,  tender- 
hearted.— Eph.  iv.  32. 

Ye  have  done  well  that  ye  did  com- 
municate with  mine  affliction,  &c 
Ye  sent  once  and  again  unto  my 
necessity. — Phil.  iv.  14 — 16;  Isa. 
Iviii.  10. 

Put  on  therefore  (as  the  elect  of 
God,  holy  and  beloved)  bowels  of 
mercies.— Col.  iii.  12. 

Be  not  thou  therefore  ashamed  of 
the  testimony  of  our  Lord,  nor  of  me 
his  prisoner:  but  be  thou  partaker 
of  tlie  afflictions  of  the  gospel,  kc 
The  Lord  give  mercy  unto  the  house 
of  Onesiphorus,  for  he  oh  refreshed 
me,  and  was  not  ashamed  of  my  chain; 
but  when  he  was  in  Rome,  he  sought 
mc  out  very  diligently,  and  found 
me :  the  Lord  grant  unto  him  that 
he  may  find  mercy  of  the  Lord  in  that 
day  :  and  in  how  many  things  he  mi- 
nistered unto  me  at  Ephesus,  thou 
knowest  very  well."2  Tim.  i.  8. 16—18. 

At  my  first  answer  no  man  stood 
with  me,  but  all  men  forsook  me :  I 
pray  God  that  it  may  not  be  laid  to 
their  charge. — 2  Tim.  iv.  16. 

Ye  endured  a  great  fight  of  afflic- 
tions :  partly,  whilst  ye  were  made 
a    gazingstock,   both   by   reproaches 
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and  afflictions :  and  partly,  whilst  je 
became  companions  of  them  that  were 
so  used;  for  ye  had  compassion  on 
me  in  my  bonds,  &c. — Heb.  x.32 — 34. 

Be  not  forgetful  to  entertain  strang- 
ers :  for  thereby  some  have  enter- 
tained angels  unawares.  Remember 
them  that  are  in  bonds,  as  bound  with 
them :  and  them  that  suffer  adver- 
sity, as  being  yourselves  also  in  the 
body. — Heb.  xiii.  2,  3. 

Pure  religion,  &c.  is  to  visit  the 
fatherless  and  the  widows  in  their 
affliction.-^ James  i.  27. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

OP  PUBLIC  OR  COMMON  CALAMITIES 
AND  JUDGMENTS,  WHENCE  TDET 
ARE. 

Sect.  1. — That  they  are  of  OocTs  ap- 
pointment^ and  none  can  keep  them 
off  J  and  none  can  guard  against 
them. 

God  saw  that  the  wickedness  of  man 
was  great  in  the  earth,  &c.  And  the 
Lord  said,  I  will  destroy  man,  whom 
I  have  created,  from  the  face  of  the 
earth,  &c.  And  behold,  I,  even  I,  do 
bring  a  flood  of  waters  upon  the  earth 
to  destroy  all  flesh,  &c.  Accordingly 
he  brings  the  flood. — Gen.  vi.  5.  7. 
17;  vii.  4;  Job  xxxvii.  11 — 13. 

The  Lord  rained  upon  Sodom  and 
upon  Gomorrah  brimstone  and  fire 
from  the  Lord  out  of  heaven :  and 
he  overthrew  those  cities. — Gen.  xix. 
24,25. 

God  said,  I  will  harden  Pharaoh's 
heart,  that  he  shall  not  let  the  people 
fo. — Exod.  iv.  21 ;  xiv.  4 ;  Josh.  xi. 


See  now  that  I  am  he,  and  there  is 
no  God  with  me :  I  kill,  and  I  make 
alive  :  I  wound,  and  I  heal ;  neither 
is  there  any  that  can  deliver  out  of 
ray  hand. — Deut.  xxxii.  39. 

God's  anger  was  hot  against  Israel, 
therefore  he  left  their  enemies  amongst 
them. — Judges  ii.  20 — ^23. 

If  ye  turn  away  and  forsake  my 
statutes,  &c.  then  will  I  pluck  them 


up  by  the  roots  out  of  my  land,  which 
I  have  given  them,  &c. — 2  Chron.  vii. 
19,  20. 

The  Lord  stirred  up  a^inst  Jeho- 
ram  the  spirit  of  the  Philistines,  and' 
of  the  Arabians,  &c.  and  they  came 
up  into  Judah,  and  brake  into  it,  &c. 
—2  Chron.  xxi.  16,  17;  2  Kings 
xxiy.  2,  3. 

They  mocked  the  messengers  of 
God,  &:c.  till  the  wrath  of  the  Lord 
arose  against  his  people,  till  there 
was  no  remedy :  therefore  he  brought 
upon  them  the  king  of  the  Chaldees, 
who  slew  their  young  men,  &c. — 2 
Chron.  xxxvi.  15 — 17. 

Affliction  cometh  not  forth  of  the 
dust,  &c.  he  maketh  sore  and  bindeth 
up.— Job  V.  16.  18;  ix.  12. 

He  turned  their  heart  to  hate  his 
people,  and  to  deal  subtilly  with  his 
servants. — Ps.  cv.  25. 

He  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  the 
heathen:  and  they  that  hated  them 
ruled  over  them. — Ps.  cvi.  41,  42; 
xliv.  10 — 14;  Ix.  10;  Lam.  ii.  17. 

0  Assyrian,  &c.  I  will  send  him 
against  an  hypocritical  nation,  &c.  to 
tread  them  down,  &c. — Isa.  x.  5,  6. 

Behold,  the  Lord  cometh  out  of  his 
place  to  punish  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth. — Isa.  xxvi.  21. 

Ye  scornful  men,  &c.  when  the  over- 
flowing scourge  shall  pass  through, 
then  ye  shall  be  overthrown  by  it, 
&c.  I  have  heard  from  the  Lord 
God  of  hosts  a  consumption  deter- 
mined upon  the  whole  earth. — Isa. 
xxviii.  14, 15.  18.  22. 

Who  gave  Jacob  for  a  spoil,  and 
Israel  to  the  robbers?  Did  not  the 
Lord;  he  against  whom  we  have 
sinned  ? — Isa.  xlii.  24 ;  Ezek.  xxxix. 
23,  24 ;  Job  xii.  23. 

1  make  peace,  and  create  evil :  I 
the  Lord  do  all  these  things. — Isa. 
xlv.  7. 

I  was  wroth  with  my  people :  I 
have  polluted  mine  inheritance,  and 
given  them  into  thine  hand,  &c. 
therefore  shall  evil  come  upon  thee, 
&c.  thou  shalt  not  be  able  to  put  it 
off^,  &c. — Isa.  xlvii.6. 11 ;  Jer. xlvi.  15. 
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I  have  forsaken  mine  house :  I 
have  lefl  mine  heritage :  I  have  given 
the  dearly  heloved  of  my  soul  into 
the  hands  of  her  enemies. — Jer.  xii. 
7—10. 

At  what  instant  I  shall  speak  con- 
cerning a  nation,  and  concerning  a 
kingdom,  to  pluck  -up,  and  to  pull 
down,  and  to  destroy  it :  if  that 
nation,  &c. — Jer.  xviii.  7,  8. 

0  thou  sword  of  the  Lord,  &c. 
how  can  it  be  quiet,  seeing  the  Lord 
hath  given  it  a  charge  against  Ash- 
kelon?  &c.

thus  saith  the  Lord,  &c.  Your  cove- 
nant with  death  shall  be  disannulled, 
&c.  when  the  overflowing  scourge 
shall  pass  through,  then  shall  ye  be 
trodden  down  by  it. — Isa.  xxviii.  14 
—16.  18. 

He  that  sitteth  upon  the  circle  of 
the  earth,  &c.  that  bringcth  the  prin- 
ces of  the  earth  to  nothing:  he  maketh 
the  judges  of  the  earth  as  vanity. — 
Isa.'  xl.  22,  23. 

Say  to  the  prince  of  Tyrus,  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God :  Because  thine 
heart  is  lifted  up,  and  thou  hast  said, 
I  am  a  god,  I  sit  in  the  seat  of  Grod, 
kc.  yet  thou  art  a  man,  and  not  God ; 
though  thou  set  thine  heart  as  the 
heart  of  God,  &c.  therefore,  thus  saith 
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the  Lord  God,  &c.  I  will  bring 
strangers  upon  thee,  &c.  and  they 
shall  bring  thee  down  to  the  pit,  and 
thou  shaltdie  the  deaths  of  thero,  &c. 
but  thou  shalt  be  a  man,  and  no  God, 
in  the  hand  of  him  that  slayeth  thee. 
— Ezek.  xxviii.  2.  6 — ^9. 

Nebuchadnezzar  the  king,  in  the 
height  of  his  pride,  driven  out  among 
the  beasts.— Dan.  iv.  30—33. 

There  is  no  respect  of  persons  with 
God. — Rom.  ii.  11. 

The  spirits  of  devils  working  mi- 
racles, which  go  forth  unto  the  kings 
of  the  earth,  to  gather  them,  &c. — 
Rev.  xvi.  13—16. 

The  kings  of  the  earth  committed 
fornication  with  the  great  whore. — 
Rev.  xvii.  1,  2. 

Sect.  3. — What  are  the  Duties  of' 
Magistrates:  and  what  they  should 
be  negatively^  and  affirmatively, 

I  coxsiDERED  all  the  oppressions  that 
are  done  under  the  sun :  and  behold 
the  tears  of  such  as  were  oppressed, 
and  they  had  no  comforter:  and  on 
the  side  of  their  oppressors  there  was 
power ;  but  they  had  no  comforter. — 
Eccles.  iv.  1. 

Thou  shalt  provide  out  of  all  the 
people  able  men,  such  as  fear  God : 
men  of  truth,  hating  covetousness ; 
and  place  such  over  them  to  be  rulers. 
— Exod.  xviii.  21. 

Thou  shalt  not  wrest  the  judgment 
of  the  poor  in  his  cause,  &c.  and  thou 
shalt  take  no  gift :  for  the  gifl  blind- 
eth  the  wise,  &c. — Exod.  xxiii.  6.  8 ; 
Deut  xvi.  19. 

Ye  shall  do  no  unrighteousness 
in  judgment:  thou  shalt  not  respect 
the  person  of  the  poor,  nor  honour 
the  person  of  the  mighty :  but  in 
righteousness  thou  shsilt  judge  thy 
neighbour. — Levit.  xix.  15;  Prov. 
zxxi.  9. 

Moses,  when  the  people  had  sin- 
ned, prayed  earnestly  for  them,  &c. — 
Numb.  xiv.  13,&c.;  Deut.  ix.  25,  &c. ; 
Josh.  vii.  7,  &c. 

Take  you  wise  men,  and  understand- 
ing, and  known  among  your  tribes. 


and  I  will  make  them  rulers  over  you, 
&c.  And  I  charged  your  judges  at 
that  time,  saying.  Hear  the  causes 
between  your  brethren,  and  judge 
righteously  between  every  man  and 
his  brother,  and  the  stranger  that  is 
with  him :  ye  shall  not  respect  persons 
in  judgment:  but  ye  shall  hear  the 
small  as  well  as  the  great:  ye  shall 
not  be  afraid  of  the  face  of  man,  for 
the  judgment  is  God's;  and  the  cause 
that  is  too  hard  for  you,  bring  it  unto 
me,  &c. — Deut.  i.  13.  15 — 17. 

The  Lord  your  God  is  God  of  gods, 
&c.  which  regardeth  not  persons  nor 
taketh  reward ;  he  doth  execute  the 
judgment  of  the  fatherless  and  widow. 
—Deut.  X.  17,  18. 

Judges  and  officers  shalt  thou  make, 
&c.  and  they  shall  judge  the  people 
with  just  judgment :  thou  shalt  not 
wrest  judgment;  thou  shalt  not  re- 
spect persons,  neither  take  a  gift :  for 
a  gifl  doth  blind  your  eyes,  &c.  that 
which  is  altogether  just  shalt  thou 
follow. — Deut.  xvi.  18.  20. 

Thou  shalt  in  any  wise  set  him 
king  over  thee  whom  the  Lord  thy 
God  shall  choose:  one  from  among 
thy  brethren  shalt  thou  set  king  over 
thee ;  thou  mayest  not  set  a  stranger 
over  thee,  wliich  is  not  thy  brother ; 
but  he  shall  not  multiply  horses  to 
himself,  &c.  And  it  shall  be  when 
he  sitteth  upon  the  throne  of  his 
kingdom,  that  he  shall  write  him 
a  copy  of  this  law  in  a  book,  &c.  and 
it  shall  be  with  him,  and  he  shall 
read  therein  all  the  days  of  his  life, 
that  he  may  learn  to  fear  the  Lord  his 
God,  to  keep  all  the  words  of  this 
law,  &c.  that  his  heart  be  not  lifted  up 
above  his  brethren,  and  that  he  turn 
not  aside  from  the  commandment. — 
Deut.  xvii.  15,  &c. ;  Josh.  i.  8. 

If  there  be  a  controversy  between 
men,  and  they  come  unto  judgment, 
that  the  judges  may  judge  them ;  then 
they  shall  justify  the  righteous  and 
condemn  the  wicked. — Deut.  xxv.  1 ; 
Prov.  xvii.  15. 

SamueFs  sons  walked  not  in  his 
ways:  but  turned  aside  adet  W«^^ 
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and  took  bribes,  and  perverted  judg- 
ment.— 1  Sam.  viii.1.3;  Prov.xvii.23. 

Samuel  said,  Whose  ox  Lave  I 
taken  ?  Whom  have  I  oppressed?  &c. 
— 1  Sam.  xii.  3,  4. 

And  David  executed  judgment  and 
justice  unto  all  his  people. — 2  Sam. 
viii.  15. 

There  was  a  famine  in  the  days  of 
David,  three  years,  year  afler  year; 
and  David  inquired  of  the  Lord,  (or 
sought  his  face.)  And  the  Lord  an- 
swered, It  is  for  Saul,  and  his  bloody 
house,  because  he  slew  the  Gibeonites, 
&c.  Now  the  children  of  Israel  had 
sworn  unto  them,  and  Saul  soueht  to 
slay  them  in  his  zeal  to  the  children 
of  Israel  and  Judah,  &c.  David  en- 
deavoured to  make  the  atonement, 
and  effected  it. — 2  Sam.  xxi.  1,  &c. 

He  that  ruleth  over  men  must  be 
(or  be  thou  the  ruler  over  men)  just, 
ruling  in  the  fear  of  God. — 2  Sam. 
xxiii.  3. 

When  the  plague  was  upon  Israel 
for  David's  sins,  he  said,  Lo,  I  have 
sinned,  and  I  have  done  wickedly : 
but  these  sheep  what  have  they  done  ? 
Let  thine  hand,  I  pray  thee,  be  against 
me,  and  against  my  father's  house, 
&c. — 2  Sam.  xxiv.  17. 

Solomon  said,  Give  therefore  thy 
servant  an  understanding  heart  to 
judge  thy  people,  that  I  may  discern 
between  ^ood  and  bad,  &c.  And  the 
speech  pleased  the  Lord. — 1  Kings 
ifi.  7_io. 

They  set  up  false  witnesses  against 
Nabotb,  against  Stephen,  and  sought 
for  such  against  Christ — 1  Kings 
xxi.  10. 13  J  Matt.  xxvi.  59 ;  Acts  vi. 
11.  13. 

Amaziah,  &c.  as  soon  as  the  king- 
dom was  confirmed  in  his  hand,  bIcw 
his  servants  which  had  slain  the  king 
his  father :  but  the  children  of  the 
murderers  he  slew  not,  according  to 
that  which  was  written,  &c.  Every 
man  shall  be  put  to  death  for  his  own 
sin. — 2  Kings  xiv.  5,  6. 

Rehoboam  took  the  counsel  of  the 
young  men,  and  rejected  the  old  men's 
advice:    and    answered   the    people 


roughly,  and  said.  He  would  add  to 
their  burdens,  and  not  ease  them : 
whereupon  many  of  the  tribes  revolt 
ed,  and  chose  them  a  king. — 2  Cbitm. 
X ;  xiv.  7,  &c. ;  1  Kings  xii.  1,  kc. 

He  was  going  to  fight  agaust  Is- 
rael, but  G^  forbade  him. — 2Cfaron. 
xi.  1.  4. 

Jehoshaphat,&c.  sent  to  his  princes, 
even  to  Ben-hail,  and  to  Obadish, 
&;c.  to  teach  in  the  cities  of  Jndah : 
and  with  them  he  sent  Levites,  even 
Shemaiah,  &c  and  thev  taoffht  in 
Judah,  and  had  the  book  of  the  Uw 
of  the  Lord  with  them :  and  went 
about  throughout  all  the  cities  of 
Judah,  and  taught  the  people. — 2 
Chron.  xvii.  7 — ^9. 

Jehoshaphat  said  to  the  judra, 
Take  heed  what  ye  do ;  for  ye  jiwp 
not  for  man,  but  for  the  Lord,  who  u 
with  you  in  the  judgment ;  wherefore 
now  let  the  fear  of  the  Lord  be  upon 
you  ;  take  heed  and  do  it,  for  there  is 
no  iniquity  with  the  Lord  our  Grod, 
nor  respect  of  persons,  nor  taking  <^ 
gifts.—2  Chron.  xix.-6,  7. 

Jehoshaphat,  in  a  time  of  danger, 
stood  in  the  congregation  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord,  and  prayed  himself  with 
them,  and  for  them  there. — 2  Chron. 
XX.  2—13 ;  1  Sam.  xii.  23 ;  2  Chron. 
XXX.  18 — 20 ;  Ezra  ix  ;  x. 

Hezckiah  sent  letters  throughout 
all  Israel  and  Judah,  to  invite  them  to 
turn  to  the  Lord. — ^2 Chron.  xxx.  6 — 0. 
Nehemiah  saith.  From  the  time 
that  I  was  appointed  to  be  their  go- 
vernor, &c.  I  and  my  brethren  have  not 
eaten  the  bread  of  the  governor  :  but 
the  former  governors,  &c.  were  charge- 
able unto  the  people,  &c.  yea,  even 
their  servants  bare  rule  over  the  peo- 
ple ;  but  so  did  not  I,  because  of  the 
fear  of  God,  &:c.— Neh.  v.  14—16. 18. 
I  gave  my  brother  Hanani,and  Ha- 
nauiah,  &c.  charge  over  Jerusalem; 
for  he  was  a  faithful  man,  and  feared 
God  above  many. — Neh.  vii.  2. 

Ahasuerus  the  king  forbade  any  to 
compel  another  to  drink,  but  accord- 
ing to  his  pleasure. — Esth.  i.  8. 
I  was  a  father  to  the  poor ;  and  the 
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cause  which  I  knew  not,  I  searched 
out;  and  I  brake  the  jaws  of  the 
wicked,  and  plucked  the  spoil  out  of 
his  teeth. — Job  xxix.  16, 17 ;  Deut. 
xix.  18. 

Neither  will  the  Almighty  pervert 
judgment. — Job  xxxiv.  12. 

Be  wise  now  therefore,  O  je  kings; 
be  instructed,  ye  judges  of  the  earth  : 
serve  the  Lord  with  fear,  and  rejoice 
with  trembling. — Ps.  ii,  10,  11. 

The  wicked  walk  on  every  side, 
when  the  vilest  men  (or  the  vilest  of 
the  sons  of  men)  are  exalted. — Ps. 
xii.  8. 

Man  that  is  in  honour,  and  under- 
standeth  not,  is  like  the  beasts  that 
perish. — Ps.  xlix.  20. 

God  standeth  in  the  congregation 
of  the  mighty ;  he  judgeth  among  the 
gods.  How  long  will  ye  judge  un- 
justly, and  accept  the  persons  of  the 
wicked?  Selah.  Defend  the  poor  and 
fatherless  :  do  justice  to  the  afflicted 
and  needy :  deliver  the  poor  and 
needy ;  rid  them  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  wicked. — Ps.  Ixxxii.  1 — 4. 

David  said,  I  will  not  know  a 
wicked  person:  whoso  privily  slan- 
dereth  his  neighbour,  him  will  I  cut 
off:  him  that  hath  an  high  look  and 
a  proud  heart,  him  will  I  not  suffer : 
mine  eves  shall  be  upon  the  faithful 
of  the  land,  that  they  may  dwell  with 
roe:  he  that  walketh  in  a  perfect 
way,  he  shall  serve  me,  &c.  I  will 
earlv  destroy  all  the  wicked  of  the 
lana,  &c. — Ps.  ci.  4,  &c. 

Where  no  counsel  is,  the  people 
fall:  but  in  the  multitude  of  coun- 
sellors there  is  safety. — Prov.  xi.  14 ; 
xxiv.  6. 

It  is  an  abomination  to  kings  to 
commit  wickedness :  for  the  throne  is 
established  by  righteousness :  righte- 
ous lips  are  the  delight  of  kings,  and 
they  love  him  that  speaketh  nght. — 
Prov.  xvi.  12,  13 ;  xxix.  12. 

It  is  not  good  to  accept  the  person 
of  the  wicked,  to  overthrow  the  righte- 
ous in  judgment. — Prov.  xviii.  o. 

A  king  that  sitteth  in  the  throne 
of  judgment,  scattereth  away  all  evil 


with  his  eyes,  &:c.  A  wise  king  scat- 
tereth the  wicked,  and  bringeth  the 
wheel  over  them,  &c.  Mercy  and 
truth  preserve  the  king,  and  his  throne 
is  upholden  by  mercy. — Prov,  xx.  8. 

To  do  Justice  and  judgment  is  more 
acceptable  to  the  Lord  tnan  sacrifice. 
— Prov.  xxi.  3;  Isa.  i.  17,  18. 

It  is  the  honour  of  kings  to  search 
out  a  matter,  &c.  Take  away  the 
wicked  from  before  the  king,  and  his 
throne  shall  be  established  m  righte- 
ousness.— Prov.  XXV.  2.  5. 

As  a  roaring  lion,  &c.  so  is  a  wicked 
ruler  over  the  poor  people :  a  prince 
that  wanteth  understanding,  &c. — 
Prov.  xxviii.  16,  16. 

When  the  righteous  are  in  autho- 
rity, the  people  rejoice;  but  when 
the  wicked  beareth  rule,  the  people 
mourn,  &c.  The  king  by  judgment 
establisheth  the  land:  but  he  that 
receiveth  gifts  overthroweth  it,  &c. 
If  a  ruler  hearken  to  lies,  all  his  ser- 
vants are  wicked.  The  king  that 
faithfully  judgeth  the  poor,  his  throne 
shall  be  established  for  ever,  kc. 
Many  seek  the  ruler's  favour,  but 
eyery  man's  judgment  cometh  from 
the  Lord. — Prov.  xxix.  2 — 4. 12. 14. 
26. 

It  is  not  for  kings  to  drink  wine ; 
nor  for  princes  strong  drink;  lest 
they  drink  and  forget  the  law,  and 
pervert  the  judgment  of  any  of  the 
afflicted. — Prov,  xxxi.  4,  5. 

I  saw  under  the  sun  the  place  of 
judgment,  that  wickedness  was  there, 
&c.  God  shall  judge  the  righteous. 
— Eccles.  iii.  16, 17. 

Better  is  a  poor  and  a  wise  child, 
than  an  old  and  foolish  king,  who 
will  no  more  be  admonished. — Eccles. 
iv.  13. 

If  thou  seest  the  oppression  of  the 
poor,  and  violent  perverting  of  judg- 
ment and  justice,  ice,  he  that  is  higher 
than  the  highest  regardeth. — Eccles. 
V.  8.  ^ 

Oppression  maketh  a  wise  man 
mad,  and  a  gifl  destroyeth  the  heart. 
— Eccles.  vii.  7. 
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Woe  to  tfaee,  O  land,  when  thy  king 
is  a  child,  and  thy  princes  cat  in  the 
morning;  hlessed  art  thou,  O  land, 
when  tliy  king  is  the  son  of  nobles, 
and  thy  princes  eat  in  due  season,  for 
strengtli,  and  not  for  drunkenness. — 
Eccles.  X.  16,  17. 

Thy  princes  are  rebellious,  and 
companions  of  thieves:  every  one 
loveth  gifls,  and  folio weth  after  re- 
wards ;  thev  judge  not  the  fatherless, 
neither  doth  the  cause  of  the  widow 
come  unto  them,  &c.  Ah!  I  will 
ease  me  of  mine  adversaries,  &c. — 
Isa.  i.  23,  24 ;  Jer.  v.  28. 

I  will  give  children  to  be  their 
princes,  and  babes  shall  rule  over 
them ;  and  the  people  shall  be  op- 
pressed every  one  by  another.  What 
mean  ye,  that  ye  beat  my  people  to 
pieces,  and  grind  the  faces  of  the 
poor  ?  &c. — 'Isa.  iii.  4,  5.  15. 

Woe  unto  them  that  decree  un- 
righteous decrees,  &c.  to  turn  aside 
the  needy  from  judgment,  &c.  what 
will  ye  do  in  the  day  of  visitation  ? 
&c. — Isa.  X.  1 — 3. 

In  that  day  shall  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
&,c.  for  a  spirit  of  judgment  to  him 
that  sitteth  in  judgment.  Hear  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  ye  scornful  men, 
that  rule  this  people,  &c.  because  ye 
have  said,  &c. — lea.  xxviii.  5,  6.  14, 
15.  18. 

He  that  despiseth  the  gain  of  op- 
pressions, who  shakcth  his  hands  from 
holding  of  bribes,  &c.  he  shall  dwell 
on  high. — Isa.  xxxiii.  15,  16. 

Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have 
chosen  ?  to  loose  the  bands  of  wicked- 
ness, to  undo  the  heavy  burdens,  and 
to  let  the  oppressed  go  free,  and  that 
ye  break  every  yoke  ? — Isa.  Iviii.  6 — 
8 :  Zech.  vii.  5,  &c. 

Judgmentis  turned  away  backward, 
and  justice  standeth  afar  off;  for  truth 
is  fallen  in  the  street,  and  equity  can- 
not enter, — Isa.  lix.  14. 

Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord,  O  king 
of  Judah,  &c.  Thus  saith  the  Lord, 
Execute  ye  judgment,  and  righteous- 
ness, and  deliver  the  spoiled  out  of 
the  hand  of  the  oppressor;  and  do 


no  wrong,  do  no  violence  to  the  atran^ 
er,  &c.  neither  shed  innocent  bkod 
in  this  place,  &c  Shalt  thou  reign, 
because  thou  closest  thyself  in  cedar? 
Did  not  thy  &ther  eat,  and  drink,  and 
do  judgment  and  justice,  and  then  it 
was  well  with  him?  he  judged  the 
cause  of  the  poor  and  needy,  then  it 
was  well  with  him,  &;c.  but  thine  eyes 
and  thine  heart  are  not  bat  for  thy 
covetousness,  and  for  to  shed  inno- 
cent blood,  and  for  oppreetion,  and 
for  violence  to  do  it — Jer.  zxii.  1 — 3. 
15 — 17 ;  £zek.  xxii.  27. 

0  princes  of  Israel,  remove  violence 
and  spoil,  and  execute  judgment  and 
justice :  take  away  your  exactioiis 
from  the  people,  saith  the  Lord  God. 
— £zek.  xlv.  9 ;  Zech.  Tiii.  16. 

King  Nebuchadnezzar,  for  his  great 
pride,  was  driven  from  men,  to  eat 
grass  as  oxen. — Dan.  iv.  30 — ^34w 

When  the  princes  had  procured  a 
wicked  law,  and  Daniel  was  taken 
upon  it,  the  king,  Darius,  was  tronbkd, 
and  would  have  delivered  him. — 
Dan.  vi. 

1  hate,  I  despise  your  feast  days, 
&c.  Let  judgment  run  down  as  waters, 
&c. — Amos  V.  21.  24;  Zech.  vii.  9. 

O  heads  of  Jacob,  and  ye  princes ! 
Is  it  not  for  you  to  know  judgment, 
who  hate  the  good,  and  love  the  evil? 
&;c.  Hear  this,  ye  princes,  &c.  that 
abhor  judgment,  &.c.  The  heads 
thereof  judge  for  reward. — Micah  iiL 
1—3.  9.  11 ;  vii.  3. 

The  law  is  slacked,  and  judgment 
doth  never  go  forth  :  the  wicked  doth 
compass  about  the  righteous,  there- 
fore wrong  judgment  proceedeth. — 
Ilab.  i.  4. 

Judge  not  according  to  the  appear^ 
ance ;  but  judge  righteous  judgment 
— John  vii.  24. 

Refrain  yourselves  from  these  meo, 
and  let  them  alone :  for  if  this  coun- 
sel or  this  work  be  of  men,  it  will 
come  to  nought :  but  if  it  be  of  GUxl, 
ye  cannot  overthrow  it. — Acts  v.  38, 
39. 

Ye  ought  to  be  quiet,  and  do  nothing 
,  rashly,  &c.  the  law  is  open,  let  them 
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implead  one  another. — ^Acts  xix.  36. 
38-40. 

Paul  said.  For  sittest  thou  to  judge 
me  afler  the  law;  and  coramandest 
me  to  be  smitten,  contrary  to  the 
law  ? — Acts  xxiii.  3. 

It  is  not  the  manner  of  the  Romans 
to  deliver  any  man  to  die,  before  that 
he  which  is  accused  have  the  accusers 
face  to  face,  and  have  licence  to  an- 
swer for  himself,  &c.  It  seemeth  to 
me  unreasonable  to  send  a  prisoner, 
and  withal  not  to  signify  the  crimes 
laid  against  him. — Acts  xxv.  16.  27. 

Rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good 
works,  but  to  the  evil,  &c.  for  he  is  the 
minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good,  &c. 
a  revenger,  to  execute  wrath  upon  him 
that  doeth  evil,  &c.  They  are  God's 
ministers,  attending  continually  upon 
this  very  thing. — Rom.  xiii.  3,  4.  o. 

Governors,  &c.  for  the  punishment 
of  evildoers,  and  for  the  praise  of  them 
that  do  well. — 1  Pet.  ii.  14. 

The  great  whore,  with  whom  the 
kings  of  the  earth  have  committed 
fornication.  The  ten  horns  shall  hate 
the  whore,  and  shall  make  her  deso- 
late, and  naked,  and  shall  eat  her 
flesh,  and  burn  her  with  fire;  for 
God  hath  put  in  their  hearts  to  fulfil 
his  will.

Israel  sinned,  &c.  in  walking  in  the 
statutes  of  the  heathen,  &c.  and  of  the 
kings  of  Israel,  which  they  had  made, 
&c.— 2  Kings  xvii.  7, 8. 19. 

Render  to  Caesar  the  things  which 
are  Csesar's ;  and  unto  God,  the  things 
that  are  God's. — Matt.  xxii.  21. 

The  king  of  Egypt  commanded  the 
midwives  to  kill  the  men  children  of 
the  Hebrews.  But  they  feared  God, 
and  obeyed  not  the  king:  and  God 
took  it  well  of  them. — £xod.  i.  15 — 
17.  20,  21. 

Saul  said,   Jonathan,   thou  shalt 


surely  die.  And  the  people  said,  &c. 
As  the  Lord  liveth,  there  shall  not 
one  hair  of  his  head  fall,  &c.  So  the 
people  rescued  Jonathan,  that  he  died 
not. — 1  Sam.  xiv.  43 — 45. 

Hezekiah,  the  Lord  was  with  him, 
&c.  and  he  rebelled  against  the  king 
of  Assyria. — 2  Kings  xviii.  7. 

Mordecai  bowed  not  to  Haman, 
notwithstandino^  the  king's  command- 
ment.— Esth.  iii.  1 — 3 ;  v.  9i 

When  king  Nebuchadnezzar  had 
commanded  the  worshipping  of  an 
image,  Shadrach,  Me8hach,and  Abed- 
ne^o  refused  to  obey;  and  said,  Be 
it  Known  unto  thee,  O  king,  that  we 
will  not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  worship  the 
golden  image,  &c. — Dan.  iii.  15-—18. 

When  Darius  had  established  the 
decree,  that  none  should  ask  any  pe- 
tition of  any  God  or  man  for  thirty 
days ;  Daniel  went  into  his  house, 
afler  his  wonted  manner,  and  prayed 
three  times  a  day. — Dan.  vi.  7 — 10. 

When  the  apostles  were  forbidden 
to  preach  in  the  name  of  Christ,  they 
answered,  &c.  Whether  it  be  right  in 
the  sight  of  God,  to  hearken  unto  you 
more  than  unto  God,  judge  ve. — Acts 
iv.  18—20. 

When  the  council  charged  them 
with  preaching  contrary  to  their 
commands,  &c.  Peter,  &c.  said.  We 
ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  man. 
—Acts  V.  27—29. 

Moses  was  hidden  three  months  of 
his  parents,  &c.  and  they  were  not 
afraid  of  the  king's  commandment, 
&c.  He  feared  not  the  wrath  of  the 
king.— Heb.  xi.  23.  27. 

Secondly.  What  they  ought  to  doy 
or  wherein  they  shoula  acknow' 
ledge  and  obey  them. 

I.  Submit  tOy  and  obey  them  in 
all  lawful  things. 

Miriam  and  Aaron  spake  against 
Moses,  and  God  smote  Miriam  with 
a  leprosy. — Numb.  xii.  1.  9 — 11. 

The  Lord  destroyed  Korah  and  his 
company,  for  their  rebellion  against 
Moses,  &c. — Numb.  xvi.  1,  &c. 
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Keep  the  king^s  commandment; 
and  that  in  regard  of  the  oath  of 
God. — Eccles.  viii,  2—4. 

If  the  spirit  of  the  ruler  rise  up 
against  thee,  leave  not  thy  place ;  for 
yielding  pacifieth  great  offences. — 
Eccles.  X.  4. 

God  threatened  the  Jews  for  revolt- 
ing from  the  king  of  Babylon,  and 
breaking  their  oath  and  covenant  with 
him. — Ezck.  xvii.  12 — ^20. 

Though  there  was  no  tribute  due 
from  Christ,  yet  he  said  to  Peter, 
Lest  we  should  offend  them,  go  thou, 
&c.  give  unto  them  for  me  and  thee. 
— l^att.  xvii.  24—27. 

Render  therefore  unto  CsBsar  the 
things  which  are  Csesar's.  —  Matt, 
xxii.  21. 

Let  every  soul  be  subject  unto  the 
higher  powers,  &c.  Whosoever  there- 
fore resisteth  the  power,  resisteth  the 
ordinance  of  God;  and  they  that 
resist,  shall  receive  to  themselves 
damnation,  &c.  Wilt  thou  then  not 
be  afraid  of  the  power?  Do  that 
which  is  good,  kc.  Ye  must  needs 
be  subject;  not  only  for  wrath,  but 
also  for  conscience  sake  :  for  for  this 
cause  pay  you  tribute,  &c.  Render 
therefore  to  all  their  dues ;  tribute  to 
whom  tribute  is  due,  custom  to  whom 
custom,  fear  to  whom  fear,  honour 
to  whom  honour. — Rom.  xiii.  1 — 7, 

Put  them  in  mind  to  be  subject  to 
principalities  and  powers,  to  obey 
magistrates,  &c. — Titus  iii.  1. 

Submit  yourselves  to  every  ordi- 
nance of  man,  for  the  Lord's  sake; 
whether  it  be  to  the  king,  as  supreme, 
or  unto  governors,  as  unto  them  that 
are  sent  by  him,  for  the  punishment 
of  evildoers,  &c.  For  so  is  the  will 
of  God,  that  with  well  doing  ye  may 
put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish 
men. — 1  Pet.  ii.  13—15. 

II.  To  give  them  Honour  and  lie* 
spect:  not  contemn  tiieir  Person^y 
or  speak  evil  of  them. 

Thou  shalt  not  revile  the  gods,  (or 
judges,)  nor  curse  the  ruler  of  tny 
people. — Exod.  xxii.  28. 


David  said  to  Saul,  My  loid  dbe 
king !  and  when  Saul  looked  behind 
him,  David  stooped  with  his  &ce  to 
the  earth,  and  bowed  himeelf^  kc 
He  said,  I  will  not  put  forth  my  hand 
against  the  Lord's  anointed. — 1  Sam. 
xxiv.  6.  8. 10 ;  xxvi.  9. 11. 

Nathan  the  prophet,  when  he  wai 
come  in  before  the  kin?,  bowed  him- 
self before  the  king  Willi  his  face  to 
the  ground,  and  said.  My  lord,  O 
king !  kc.—l  Kings  i.  23, 34. 

Is  it  fit  to  say  to  a  kins,  Then  art 
wicked  ?  and  to  prinoee.  Ye  are  an- 
godly  ? — Job  xxxiv.  18. 

The  king's  wrath  is  as  the  roarng 
of  a  lion,  £c. — Prov.  xix.  12. 

The  fear  of  a  king  is  as  the  roariag 
of  a  lion :  whoso  provoketh  him  to 
anger  sinneth  against  his  own  sooL 
— ^Frov.  XX.  2;  xvi.  14, 16. 

Put  not  forth  thyself  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  king,  kc. — ^Prov.  xxv. 
6,7. 

Where  the  word  of  a  king  is,  there 
is  power:  and  who  may  say  unto 
him.  What  doest  thou  ?  —  Eccles. 
viii.  4. 

Curse  not  the  king;  no  not  in  thy 
thoughts. — Eccles.  x.  20. 

Daniel  said  to  Darius  the  king,  0 
king,  live  for  ever! — Dan.  vi.21. 

When  the  apostle  had  spoken 
sharply  to  the  high  priest,  and  some 
who  stood  by  had  said,  Revilest  thou 
God's  high  priest?  Then  said  Paul, 
I  wist  not,  brethren,  that  he  was  the 
high  priest :  for  it  is  written.  Thou 
shalt  not  speak  evil  of  the  ruler  of  thy 
people, — Acts  xxiii.  2 — 5. 

Paul  said,  I  think  myself  happy, 
king  Agrippa,  because  I  shall  answer 
for  mysclr  this  day  before  thee,  kc 
Festus  said  with  a  loud  voice,  Paul, 
Thou  art  beside  thyself;  much  learn- 
ing doth  make  thee  mad.  But  he 
said,  I  am  not  mad,  most  noble 
Festus ;  but  speak  forth  the  words  of 
truth  and  soberness,  &c. — Acts  xxvi. 
1-^.  24, 25 ;  xxiv.  10. 

Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues, 
kc.  fear  to  whom  fear,  honour  to 
whom  honour. — Rom.  xiii.  7. 
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.  Honour  the  king. — 1  Pet.  ii.  17. 
But  chiefly  them  that  walk  in  the 
lust  of  uncleanness,  and  despise  go- 
vern ment,  &e.  and  dominion,  &c. 
They  are  not  afraid  to  spetlk  evil  of 
dignities  :  whereas  angels,  which  are 
greater  in  power  and  might,  hring 
not  railing  accusation  against  them 
hefore  the  Lord*.— 2  Pet.  ii.  10, 11 ; 
*rude  8,  9. 

III.  To  pray  for  them. 

Exhort  therefore,  that,  first  of  all, 
supplications,  prayers,  intercessions, 
and  giving  of  thanks  be  made  for  all 
men ;  for  kings,  and  for  all  that  are 
in  authority,  (or  eminent  place,)  that 
we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable 
life,  in  all  godliness  and  honesty :  for 
this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the 
sight  of  God  our  Saviour. — 1  Tim.  ii. 

IV.  To  endeavour  to  get  good 
Magistrates, 

When  Adonijah  exalted  himself, 
saying,  I  will  be  king ;  and  prepara- 
tion was  made  for  it ;  then  Bathsheba 
the  queen,  and  Nathan  the  prophet, 
made  application  to  David,  to  set  up 
Solomon  to  be  king ;  and  accordingly 
prevailed. — 1  Kings  i. 

V.  To  discover  Treasons. 

Mordecai  discovered  the  design  of 
two  of  the  king's  chamberlains  against 
him.— Esth.  ii.  21—23. 

VI.  To  submit  to  lawful  Magistrates^ 
which  God  hath  set  over  us;  even 
though  they  be  not  such  as  they 
should  be. 

When  Samuel  was  old,  he  made 
his  sons  judges  over  Israel,  kc,  and 
his  sons  walked  not  in  (or  followed 
not)  his  ways,  but  turned  aside  after 
lucre,  and  took  bribes,  and  perverted 
judgment.  Then  all  the  elders  of 
Israel  gathered  themselves  together, 
and  came  to  Samuel  unto  Ramah,  and 
said  unto  him.  Behold,  thou  art  old, 
and  thy  sons  walk  not  in  thy  ways : 
now  make  us  a  king  to  judge  us,  uke 


all  the  nations,  kc.    This  greatly  dis- 

? leased  God ;  and  he  said  to  Samuel, 
'hey  have  not  rejected  thee,  but  they 
have  rejected  me,  that  I  should  not 
reign  over  them,  &c.  And  they  said. 
Nay,  but  we  will  have  a  king  over 
us.— 1  Sam.  viii.  1—7. 19, 20. 

Ye  have  this  day  rejected  your  God 
who  himself  saved  you,  &c.  Ye  have 
said.  But  set  a  king  over  ub. — 1  Sam. 
X.  19. 

Samuel  afterwards  tells  them  their 
wickedness  was  great  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord  in  asking  a  kin^.  Which  sin 
the  people  acknowledge,  when  God 
had  sent  thunder  and  rain  in  wheat 
harvest. — 1  Sam.  xii.  16—19. 

They  have  set  up  kings,  but  not  by 
me :  they  have  made  princes,  and  I 
knew  it  not. — Hosea  viii.  4. 

And  thy  judges,  of  whom  thou 
saidst.  Give  me  a  king,  and  princes : 
I  gave  thee  a  king  in  mine  anger,  and 
took  him  away  in  my  wrath. — Hosea 
xiii.  10, 11. 

It  is  a  severe  misfortune  to  want 
magistrates. — Judges  xxi.  25. 

CHAPTER  XXIII. 

OF  AN  OATH  FOR  TESTIMONY,  CON- 
FIRMATION, AND  ENDING  OF  CON- 
TROVERSIES, AND  OTHER  OCCASIONS ^ 
AND  EVIL  OATHS. 

Abrak  said  to  the  king  of  Sodom,  I 
have  lift  up  my  hand  unto  the  Lord, 
the  most  high  God,  &;c.  that  I  will 
not  take,  kc,  any  thing  that  is  thine ; 
lest  thou  shonldest  say,  I  have  made 
Abram  rich. — Gen.  xiv.  22, 23. 

Abimelech,  &c.  spake  unto  Abra- 
ham, saying,  God  is  with  thee  in  all 
that  thou  doest :  now  therefore  swear 
unto  me  here  by  God,  that  thou  wilt 
not  deal  falsely  with  me,  nor  with  my 
son,  kc.  And  Abraham  said,  I  will 
swear,  kc.  They  swore  both  of  them. 
—Gen.  xxi.  22—24.  31;  Josh.  ii. 
12—14. 

Abraham  said  unto  his  servant. 
Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy  hand  under  my 
thigh,  and  I  will  make  thee  swear  b^

the  Lord,  the  God  of  hearen,  and 
the  God  of  the  earth,  that  thou  shalt 
not  take  a  wife  unto  my  son  of  the 
daughters  of  the  Canaanites,  &c.

2—4.9. 

Abimelech'and  Isaac  swear  one  to 
another,  not  to  hurt  one  the  other. — 
Gen.  xxvi.  28,  29.  31. 

Jacob  and  Laban  made  a  covenant, 
and  6 ware  to  it :  Jacob  swore  by  the 
fear  of  his  father  Isaac. — Gen.  xxxi. 
44.50—53. 

Joseph  swore  by  the  life  of  Pharaoh. 
— Gen.  xlii.  15, 16. 

Israel  called  Joseph  his  son  to  him, 
and  desired  him  to  swear  unto  him 
that  he  would  bury  him  not  in  Egypt, 
but  in  his  father's  burying-place.  Jo- 
seph did  swear  unto  him. — Gen.  xlvii. 
29—31 ;  I.  5. 

Joseph  had  straitly  sworn  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  saying,  &c.  Ye  shall 
carry  up  my  bones  away  hence  with 
you.  —  Exod.  xiii.  19  j  Gen.  1.25; 
Josh.  xxiv.  32. 

Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness 
against  thy  neighbour. — Exod.  xx.  16; 
Prov.  xxiv.  28;  xxv.  18. 

If  a  man  deliver  unto  his  neigh- 
bour an  ass,  &c.  and  it  die,  or  be 
hurt,  or  driven  away,  no  man  seeing 
it;  then  shall  an  oath  of  the  Lord 
be  between  them  both,  that  he  hath 
not  put  his  hand  unto  his  neighbour's 
gooas ;  and  the  owner  of  it  shall  ac- 
cept thereof. — Exod.  xxii.  10, 11. 

If  a  soul  sin,  and  hear  the  voice  of 
swearing,  and  is  a  witness  whether 
he  hath  seen  or  known  it ;  if  he  do 
not  utter  it,  then  he  shall  bear  his 
iniquity. — Levit.  v.  1.  4. 

If  a  soul  sin,  and  lie  unto  his  neigh- 
bour, &c.  or  have  found  that  which 
was  lost,  and  lieth  concerning  it,  and 
sweareth  falsely;  in  any  of  all  these 
that  a  man  doeth,  sinning  therein,  &c. 
— Levit.  vi.  1 — 3. 

And  ye  shall  not  swear  by  my 
name  falsely;  neither  shalt  thou  pro- 
fane the  name  of  thy  God. — Levit. 
xix.  12 ;  Prov.  xiv.  5. 

The  priest  was  commanded  to  take 


an  oath  of  the  woman  sospecCed  to 
clear  herself. — Numb,  t,  19- 

Thou  shalt  fear  the  Lord  thy  God, 
and  serve  him,  and  shalt  swear  by  hu 
name. — Deut.  vi.  13;  x.  20. 

At  the  mouth  of  two  witnesses,  or 
three  witnesses,  shall  he  that  is  worthy 
of  death  be  put  to  death ;  hut  at  tbie 
mouth  of  one  witness  he  shall  not  be 
put  to  death.  The  hands  of  the  wit- 
nesses shall  be  first  upon  him. — Dent 
xvii.  6,  7. 

One  witness  shall  not  rise  up  against 
a  man  for  any  iniquity,  or  for  any  sio. 
At  the  mouth  of  two  witnesses,  or  at 
the  mouth  of  three  witnesses,  shall 
the  matter  be  established.  If  a  fidse 
witness  rise  up,  &c.  the  judges  shall 
make  diligent  inquisition  :  and  if  the 
witness  be  a  false  witness,  &c.  then 
shall  ye  do  unto  him,  &c. — Dent 
xix.  15 — 19. 

Joshua  made  peace  with  the  Gi- 
beonitcs,  &c.  and  the  princes  of  the 
congregation  sware  unto  them,  kc. 
The  princes  said.  We  have  sworn 
unto  them  by  the  Lord  Gk>d  of  Is- 
rael; now  therefore  we  may  not  touch 
them. — Josh.  ix.  15.  19;  ii.  12.  14; 
vi.  22. 

The  elders  of  Gilead  said  unto 
Jephthah,  The  Lord  be  witness  be- 
tween us,  if  we  do  not  so  according 
to  thy  words. — Judges  xi.  10. 

The  men  of  Israel  had  sworn  in 
Mizpeh,  saving,  There  shall  not  any 
of  us  give  his  daughter  unto  Benjamin 
to  wife,  &c.  How  shall  we  do,  seeing 
we  have  sworn  by  the  Lord?  &c. — 
Judges  xxi.  1.  7. 18. 

Jonathan  said  to  David,  Go  in 
peace,  forasmuch  as  we  have  sworn 
both  of  us  in  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
saying,  the  Lord  be  between  me  and 
thee,  and  between  my  seed  and  thy 
seed  for  ever.  —  1  Sam.  xx.  13.  17. 
42. 

Saul  said  unto  David,  Swear  now 
therefore  unto  me  by  the  Lord,  that 
thou  wilt  not  cut  off  my  seed,  &c. 
And  David  sware  unto  Saul. — 1  Sam. 
xxiv.  17.  21,  22 ;  xxx.  15. 

The  king  said  unto  Shimei,  Thou 
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shalt  not  die ;  and  the  king  sware 
unto  him. — 2  Sam.  xix.  23. 

God  brought  a  famine  upon  Israel, 
for  the  sin  of  Saul,  in  slay  ins  the 
Gibeonites ;  with  whom  Israel  had 
made  a  covenant,  to  which  the  princes 
swore. — 2  Sam.  xxi.  1 — 3. 

David  had  sworn  to  Bathsheba  his 
queen,  by  the  Lord  his  God,  that 
Solomon  his  son  should  reign  afler 
him,  &c.  And  the  king  sware,  and 
said.  As  the  Lord  liveth,  &c.  even  as  I 
swear  unto  thee  by  the  Lord,  &c.  even 
so  will  I  certainly  do. — 1  Kings  i.  17. 
29,30. 

Thev  set  up  false  witnesses  aeainst 
Naboth. — 1  Kings  xxi.  10. 13 ;  Matt. 
xxvi.  59 ;  Acts  vi.  11.  15. 

Jehoiada  sent,  &c.  the  rulers  and 
captains,  &c.  and  made  a  covenant 
with  them,  and  took  an  oath  of  them 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  shewed 
them  the  king's  son,  &c. — 2  Kings 
xi.  4,  &c. 

Asa,  with  Judah,  entered  into  a 
covenant  to  seek  the  Lord  God  of 
their  fathers  with  all  their  heart,  and 
with  all  their  soul ;  that  whosoever 
would  not  seek  the  Lord  God  of 
Israel,  should  be  put  to  death,  &c. 
And  they  sware  unto  the  Lord  with 
a  loud  voice,  &c.  And  all  Judah  re- 
joiced at  the  oath ;  for  they  had 
sworn  with  all  their  heart. — 2  Chron. 
XV.  8,  9. 12—15. 

Ezra  made  a  covenant,  &c.  He 
made  the  chief  priests,  the  Levites, 
and  all  Israel  to  swear,  that  they 
should  do  according  to  this  word. 
And  they-  sware. — Ezra  x.  3.  5. 

Nehemiah  called  the  priests,  and 
took  an  oath  of  them,  that  they  should 
do  according  to  this  promise. — Neh. 
V.  12. 

False  witnesses  did  rise  up,  they 
laid  to  my  charge  things  that  I  knew 
not. — Ps.  XXXV.  11. 

The  king  shall  rejoice  in  God : 
every  one  that  sweareth  by  him,  shall 
glory. — Ps.  Ixiii.  11. 

These  six  things  doth  the  Lord  hate, 
&:c.  A  false  witness,  that  speaketh 
lies. — Prov.  vi.  16.  19. 


I  A  false  witness  shall  not  be  un- 
punished, &c. — Prov.  xix.  5.  9. 

Keep  the  king's  commandment ; 
and  that  in  regard  of  the  oath  of  God. 
— Eccles.  viii.  2. 

He  that  sweareth  in  the  earth,  shall 
swear  by  the  God  of  truth. — Isa.  Ixv. 
16 ;  Jer.  xii.  16. 

And  thou  shalt  swear,  the  Lord 
liveth,  in  truth,  in  judgment,  and  in 
righteousness. — Jer.  iv.  2;  xii.  16  j 
V.  2. 

How  shall  I  pardon  thee  for  this  ? 
Thy  children  have  forsaken  me,  and 
sworn  by  them  that  are  no  gods. — 
Jer.  V.  7. 

Will  ye,  &c.  swear  falsely,  &c.  and 
come  and  stand  before  me  in  this 
house,  which  is  called  by  ray  name  ? 
&c.—  Jer.  vii.  9, 10. 

Because  of  swearing  the  land 
mourneth,  &;c. — Jer.  xxiii.  10  3  Hosea 
iv.  1 — 5. 

The  king  sware  secretly  unto  Jere- 
miah, saying.  As  the  Lord  liveth,  that 
made  us  this  soul,  I  will  not  put  thee 
to  death. — Jer.  xxxviii.  16. 

God  threatened  the  Jewish  king 
for  breaking  his  covenant,  and  de- 
spising the  oath  which  he  made  to  and 
with  tne  king  of  Babylon ;  and  said. 
Surely  mine  oath  that  he  hath  de- 
spised, and  my  covenant  that  he  hath 
broken,  even  it  will  I  recompense 
upon  his  own  head,  &c.  I  will  bring 
him  to  Babvlon. — Ezek.  xvii.  15, 16. 
18—20. 

I  heard  the  man  clothed  in  linen, 
&c  when  he  held  up  his  right  hand 
and  his  left  hand  unto  heaven,  and 
sware  by  him  that  liveth  for  ever, 
that  it  shall  be  for  a  time,  &c. — Dan. 
XII.  7. 

God  threatens  to  cut  off  them  that 
swear  by  the  Lord,  and  that  swear  by 
Malcham. — Zeph.  i.  4,  5. 

Every  one  that  sweareth,  shall  be 
cut  off,  &c.  I  will  bring  it  forth,  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts ;  and  it  shall  enter 
into  the  house  of  the  thief,  and  into 
the  house  of  him  that  sweareth  falsely 
by  my  name,  &c. — Zeoh.  v.  3,  4. 

Love  no  false  oath :  for  all  these 
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are  things  that  I  hate,  saith  the  Lord. 
— Zech.  viii.  17. 

Swear  not  at  all :  neither  by  hea- 
ven, for  it  is  God's  throne :  nor  by 
the  earth,  for  it  is  his  footstool,  Sec, 
But  let  your  communication  be  yea, 
yea ;  nay,  nay :  for  whatsoever  is 
more  than  these  cometh  of  evil. — 
Matt.v.  33—37;  James  v.  12;  Exod. 
XX.  7. 

Herod  swore  rashly  to  Herodias's 
daughter. — Matt.  xiv.  6,  &c. 

They  sought  false  witness  against 
Jesus :  at  the  last  came  two  false 
witnesses.  —  Matt,  xxvi,  60;  Prov. 
xiv.  5. 

They  suborned  false  witnesses 
against  Stephen. — Acts  vi.  11.  13. 

Men  verily  swear  by  the  greater : 
and  an  oath  for  confirmation,  is  to 
them  an  end  of  all  strife.  Wherein 
God,  willing  more  abundantly,  &c. 
confirmed  it  by  an  oath. — Heb.  vi. 
13. 16—18 ;  Jer.  xxii.  5 ;  Numb.  xiv. 
21,  22. 

And  the  angel,  &c.  lifted  up  his 
hand  to  heaven,  and  sware  by  him  that 
livcth  for  ever,  &c.  that  there  should 
be  time  no  longer. — Rev.  x.  5,  6. 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

WHAT  THE  GOSPEL  IS  :  OF  GOSPEL 
PREACHERS  IN  GENERAL :  THEIR 
DUTY  AND  RECOMPENSE. 

Sect.  1. — What  the  Gospel  is j  and 
its  Efficacy, 

How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains 
are  the  feet  of  him  that  bringcth 
good  tidings,  that  publisheth  peace, 
&c.  that  publisheth  salvation!  —  Isa. 
lii.'  7. 

The  gospel  of  the  kingdom  shall 
be  preached  in  all  the  world,  for  a 
witness  unto  all  nations,  &c. — Matt. 
xxiv.  14. 

The  preaching  of  the  cross  is,  to 
them  tnat  perish,  foolishness ;  but 
unto  us  which  are  saved  it  is  the 
power  of  God,  &c.  after  that,  in  the 
wisdom  of  God,  the  world  by  wisdom 
knew  not  God ;  it  pleased  God  by 


the  foolishness  of  preaching,  to  8a?e 
them  that  believe. — 1  Cor,  i.  18—21. 
23,24. 

I  have  planted,  ApoUos  watered; 
but  God  gave  the  increase. — 1  Cor. 
iii.  6—9. 

I  declare  unto  you  the  gospel  which 
I  preached  unto  vou,  wnicn  also  ye 
have  received,  ana  wherein  ye  stand; 
by  which  also  ye  are  saved,  Ice.  lor  I 
delivered  unto  you  first  of  all,  thst 
which  I  also  received ;  how  tint 
Christ  died  for  our  sins,  accordii^  to 
the  scriptures ;  and  that  he  was  bnned, 
and  that  he  rose  again  the  third  day 
according  to  the  scriptures. — 1  Cor. 
XV.  1,  &c. 

How  shall  they  believe  in  him  of 
whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  and  how 
shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher? 
and  how  shall  they  preach  except 
they  be  sent  ? — Rom.  x.  14,  &c. 

And  though  the  Lord  give  yoa  the 
bread  of  adversity,  and  the  water  of 
affliction,  yet  shall  not  thy  teachers 
be  removed  into  a  comer  anj  more: 
but  thine  eyes  shall  see  thy  teachers 
— Isa.  XXX.  20. 

The  Lord  said  unto  Jeremiah,  Thon 
shalt  go  to  all  that  I  shall  send  thee : 
and  whatsoever  I  command  thee,  thoa 
shalt  speak.  Be  not  afraid,  &c.— Jer. 
i.  7,  8. 

If  thou  take  forth  the  precious  from 
the  vile,  thou  shalt  be  as  my  mouth. — 
Jer.  XV.  19. 

The  word  of  the  Lord  was  made  t 
reproach  unto  me,  and  a  derision 
daily :  then  I  said,  I  will  not  make 
mention  of  him,  nor  speak  any  more 
in  his  name ;  but  his  word  was  in 
mine  heart,  as  a  burning  fire  shut  up 
in  my  bones :  and  I  was  weary  with 
forbearing,  and  I  could  not  stay. — 
Jer.  XX.  §,  9. 

If  thou  speakest  not  to  warn  the 
wicked  from  his  wicked  way,  to  save 
his  life,  &c.  he  shall  die  in  his  ini- 
quity, but  his  blood  will  I  require  at 
thy  hand,  &c. — Ezek.  iii.  18,  occ. 

Freely  ye  have  received,  freely 
give  :  provide  neither  gold  nor  silver, 
nor  brass  in  your  purses,  &c.  for  the 
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workman  is  wortby  of  his  meat,  &c. 
I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst 
of  wolves ;  be  ye  therefore  wise  as 
serpents,  and  harmless  as  doves. — 
Matt.  X.  8 — 10.  16;  John  xx.  21; 
Luke  x.  1,  &c. 

Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost:  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you :  and  lo,  I  am  with 
you  alway,  &c. — Matt,  xxviii.  19, 20; 
John  XX.  21—23. 

He  that  despiseth  you,  despiseth 
me;  and  he  that  despiseth  me,  de- 
spiseth him  that  sent  me. — Luke  x.  16. 

He  that  speaketh  of  himself,  seek* 
eth  his  own  glory :  but  he  that  seeketh 
his  glory  that  sent  him,  the  same  is 
true,  &c. — John  vii.  18. 

The  apostles  were  very  desirous  to 
do  good  to  the  souls  of  others,  and 
therefore  took  all  occasions  possible 
to  preach  the  gospel  every  wnere. — 
Acts  ii.  13,  &c. ;  iii.  12,  Sec. ;  iv.  8— 
11 ;  V.  29—31.  42;  vii.  1,  &c. 

When  the  apostles  were  forbid  to 
preach  Christ,  they  answer,  Whether 
it  be  right  in  the  sight  of  God  to 
hearken  unto  you  more  than  unto 
God,  judge  ye;  for  we  cannot  but 
speak  the  things  which  we  have  seen 
and  heard. — Acts  iv.  19,  20. 

We  will  give  ourselves  continually 
to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the 
word. — Acts  vi.  4. 

Sirs,  why  do  you  these  things  ?  we 
also  are  men  of  like  passions  with 
you;  and  preach  unto  you,  that  ye 
should  turn  from  these  vanities  unto 
the  living  God,  which  made  heaven 
and  earth. — Acts  xiv.  15, 16;  xvii. 
22,23. 

Sbct.  2. —  Of  Gospel  PrecLcIiers, 
their  Duty  and  Recompense. 

These  men  are  the  servants  of  the 
most  high  God,  who  shew  unto  us  the 
wav  of  salvation. — Acts  xvi.  17. 

Paul,  being  a  tent-maker,  abode 
with  Aquila,  being  of  the  same  craft, 
and  wrought  with  him,  &c.    He  rea- 


soned in  the  synagogue  every  sabbath, 
&;c.  He  testified  to  the  Jews,  that 
Jesus  was  Christ,  &c  ApoUos  shew- 
ing by  the  scriptures  that  Jesus  was 
Christ. — ^Acts  xviii.  1 — 5.  28. 

Paul  preached  three  months,  dis- 
puting and  persuading  the  things  con- 
cerning the  kingdom  of  God;  but 
when  divers  were  hardened,  &c.  he 
separated  the  disciples,  disputing,  &c. 
— Acts  xix.  8,  9. 

Paul  said,  I  kept  back  nothing  that 
was  profitable  unto  you :  but  have 
shewed  you,  and  have  taught  you 
publicly,  and  from  house  to  house, 
testifying,  &c.  repentance  toward 
God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  &c.  Neither  count  I 
my  life  dear,  so  that  I  might  finish 
my  course  with  joy,  and  the  ministry 
which  I  have  received  of  the  Lord  Je- 
sus, to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace 
of  God.  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of 
all  men:  for  1  have  not  shunned  to 
declare  unto  you  all  the  counsel  of 
God,  &c.  I  have  coveted  no  man's 
silver,  or  gold,  or  apparel ;  ye  your* 
selves  know  that  these  hands  have 
ministered  unto  my  necessities,  and  to 
them  that  were  with  me. — Acts  xx. 
20,  21.  24.  26, 27.  33-35. 

The  Gentiles,  unto  whom  now  I 
send  thee,  to  open  their  eyes,  and  to 
turn  them  from  darkness  to  light,  &c. 
—Acts  xxvL  17,  &c. ;  Gal.  i.  10—12. 
15,  16. 

Paul  dwelt  two  whole  years  in  his 
own  hired  house,  and  received  all 
that  came  in  unto  him :  preaching  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  teaching  those 
things  which  concern  the  Lord  Jesus 
Chnst. — ^Acts  xxviii.  30,  31. 

1  thank  my  God,  &c.  that  your  faith 
is  spoken  of,  &c.  Without  ceasing  I 
make  mention  of  you  always  in  my 
prayers,  &c.  I  long  to  see  you,  that 
I  may  impart  unto  you  some  spiritual 
gifl,  to  the  end  that  you  may  be  es- 
tablished, &;c.  I  am  not  ashamed  of 
the  gospel  of  Christ :  for  it  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation. — Rom. 
1. 8—11. 16;  Col.  i.  9;  Eph.  i.  15, 16. 

I  will  not  dare  to  speak  of  any  of 
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those  things  which  Christ  hath  not 
wrought  by  me,  to  make  the  Gentiles 
obedient,  &c.  I  beseech  you,  bre- 
thren, for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ's 
sake,  and  for  the  love  of  the  Spirit, 
that  ye  strive  together  with  me  in 
your  prayers  to  God  for  me,  that  I 
may  be  delivered  from  them  which 
do  not  believe  in  Judea. — Rom.  xv. 
18.30. 

When  I  came  to  you,  I  came  not 
witli  excellency  of  speech,  or  of  wis- 
dom, declaring  unto  you  the  testi- 
mony of  God :  for  I  determined  not 
to  know  any  thing  among  you,  save 
Jesus  Christ,  and  liim  crucified,  &c. 
and  my  speech  and  my  preaching  was 
not  with  enticing  (or  persuasive)  words 
of  man's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstra- 
tion of  the  Spirit,  &c.  which  things 
also  we  speak,  not  in  the  words  which 
man's  wisdom  teacheth,  but  which 
the  Holy  Ghost  teacheth :  comparing 
spiritual  things  with  spiritual. — I  Cor. 
ii.  1—4.  13 ;  XV.  1—4. 

And  I,  brethren,  could  not  speak 
unto  you  as  unto  spiritual,  &c.  I  nave 
fed  you  with  milk,  and  not  with  meat : 
for  hitherto  ye  were  not  able  to  bear 
it,  &c.  I  have  planted,  Apollos  wa- 
tered, but  God  gave  the  increase  :  so 
then,  neither  is  he  that  planteth  any 
thing,  &c. — 1  Cor.  iii.  1,  2.  6,  7. 

Account  of  us  as,  &c.  stewards  of 
the  mysteries  of  God :  moreover,  it  is 
required  in  stewards,  that  a  man  be 
found  faithful,  &cc.  Even  to  this  pre- 
sent hour  we  hunger,  &c.  and  labour, 
working  with  our  own  hands. — 1  Cor. 
iv.  1,  2.  11—13. 

Have  we  not  power  to  eat  and  to 
drink  ?  &c.  Who  gocth  a  warfare  at 
any  time  at  his  own  charges?  &c. 
even  so  the  Lord  hath  ordained,  that 
they  which  preach  the  gospel  should 
live  of  the  gospel,  &c.  but  I  have  used 
none  of  these  things,  &c.  woe  is  unto 
me  if  -I  preach  not  the  gospel,  &c. 
though  I  be  free  from  all  men,  yet 
have  I  made  myself  servant  unto  all, 
that  I  might  gain  the  more :  and  unto 
the  Jews,  I  became  as  a  Jew,  &cc.  I 
am  made  all  things  unto  all  men,  that 


1  might  by  all  means  save  some.— 1 
Cor.  ix.  7. 14—16.  19—23. 

I  speak  as  to  wise  men ;  jadge  ye 
what  I  say :  the  cup  of  blesBiDgy  kc 
Even  as  I  please  all  men  in  all  tliiBg% 
not  seeking  mine  own  profit,  bat  toe 
profit  of  many,  that  thej  may  be  saved. 
—1  Cor.  X.  15,  16.  33. 

In  the  church  I  had  rather  speak 
five  words  with  my  understanaiiig, 
that  by  my  voice  I  might  teach  othen 
also,  than  ten  thousand  words  in  tn 
unknown  tongue. — 1  Cor.  xiv.  10. 

The  gospel  which  I  preached  unto 
you,  kc.  which  I  received,  how  that 
Christ  died  for  oar  sins,  according  to 
the  scriptures,  &c.  By  the  grace  of 
God,  I  am  what  I  am,  &c.  I  laboared, 
&c.  yet  not  I,  but  the  grace  of  God 
which  was  with  me.— 1  Cor.  xv.  1^.  IQ. 

Ye  also  helping  together  by  prayer 
for  us,  &c.  not  tor  that  we  have  do- 
minion over  your  iaith,  but  are  help- 
ers of  your  joy. — 2  Cor.  i.  11.  24. 

If  I  make  you  sorry,  who  is  he 
then  that  maketh  me  glad,  bat  the 
same  which  is  made  sorry  by  me?  &c 
Out  of  much  affliction  and  anmish  of 
heart,  I  wrote  unto  you  with  many 
tears :  not  that  you  should  be  grieved, 
but  that,  &c.  we  are  not  as  many 
which  corrupt  the  word  of  God ;  bat 
as  of  sincerity,  but  as  of  God,  in  the 
sight  of  God  speak  we  in  Christ. — 
2Cor.  ii.  2.  4.  17;  iv.  1,2. 

Not  that  we  arc  sufficient  of  our- 
selves, to  think  any  thing  as  of  our- 
selves ;  but  our  sufficiency  is  of  God : 
who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers, 
&c. — 2  Cor.  iii.  5,  C ;  Eph.  iii.  7. 

Commending  ourselves  to  every 
man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God, 
&c.  we  preach  not  ourselves,  but 
Christ  Jesus  the  Lord ;  and  ourselves 
your  servants  for  Jesus'  sake,  &c. 
We  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith, 
&c.  believe,  and  therefore  speak. — 

2  Cor.  iv.  2.  5.  13. 

Knowing  therefore  the  terror  of  the 
Lord,  we  pei*suade  men,  &c.  the  love 
of  Christ  constraineth  us,  &c.  God 
hath  given  to  us  the  ministry  of  re- 
conciliation,   kc.     We    are    ambas- 
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sadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God,  &c. 
—2  Cor.  V.  11. 14. 18—20. 

Giving  no  offence  in  any  thin^,  that 
the  ministry  be  not  blamed;  but  in 
all  things  approving  ourselves  as  the 
ministers  of  God,  in  much  patience, 
in  necessities,  in  distresses,  &c.  by 
pureness,  by  knowledge,  &c. — 2  Cor. 
vi.  3—10. 

We  have  wronged  no  man,  we  have 
corrupted  no  man,  we  have  defrauded 
no  man,  &c.  though  I  made  you  sorry 
with  a  letter,  I  do  not  repent,  &c.  1 
do  rejoice ;  not  that  you  were  made 
sorry,  but  that  ye  sorrowed  to  re- 
pentance, &c.  that  ve  might  receive 
damage  by  us  in  nothing. — 2  Cor.  vii. 
2.  8—10. 

The  weapons  of  our  warfare  are  not 
carnal,  but  mighty  through  God,  &c. 
— 2  Cor.  X.  4,  5. 

Paul  (being  forced  to  it  for  the 
gospel's  sake)  justifies  and  commends 
himself. — 2  Cor.  xi ;  xii. 

I  will  not  be  burdensome  to  you : 
for  I  seek  not  yours,  but  you ;  for  the 
children,  &e.  and  I  will  very  gladly 
spend,  and  be  spent  for  you ;  though, 
&c.  we  do  all  tnings,  dearly  beloved, 
for  your  edifying :  for  I  fear,  &c.  lest, 
when  I  come  again,  my  God  will 
humble  me  among  you,  and  that  I 
shall  bewail  many  which  have  sinned, 
and  have  not  repented. — 2  Cor.  xii. 
14.  17.  19—21. 

We  can  do  nothing  against  the 
truth,  but  for  the  truth,  &c.  I  should 
use  sharpness,  according  to  the  power 
which  the  Lord  hath  given  me  to  your 
edification,  &c. — 2  Cor.  xiii.  8 — 10. 

Do  I  seek  to  please  men  ?  for  if  I 
yet  pleased  men,  I  should  not  be  the 
servant  of  Christ,  &c. — Gal.  i.  10,  &c. 

Paul  blamed  Peter  for  dissembling, 
openly. — Gal.  ii.  11 — 14. 

Paul  had  a  holy  jealousy  of  the 
Galatians :  and  after  he  had  written 
largely  to  them  about  their  turning 
back  to  the  law,  he  saith,  Ye  observe 
days,  and  months,  and  years  :  I  am 
afraid  of  you,  lest  I  have  bestowed 
upon  you  labour  in  vain. — Gal.  iii; 
iv.  10, 11. 


When  he  ascended  up  on  high,  he 
led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifU 
unto  men,  &c.  and  he  gave  some 
apostles,  and  some  prophets,  and  some 
evangelists,  and  some  pastors  and 
teachers;  for  the  perfecting  of  the 
saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
&c.— Eph.  iv.  8. 11—13. 

Praying,  &c.  for  me,  that  utterance 
may  be  given  unto  me,  that  I  may 
open  my  mouth  boldly. — Eph.  vi.  18, 
19;  2Thess.  iii.  1,2;  Col.  vi.3,4. 

God  is  my  record,  how  greatly  I 
long  after  you  all  in  the  bowels  of 
Jesus,  &c.  some  indeed  preach  Christ 
even  of  envy,  &c.  what  then  ?  notwith- 
standing, every  way,  whether  in  pre- 
tence or  in  truth,  Christ  is  preacbed| 
and  I  therein  do  rejoice,  yea,  and  will 
rejoice. — Phil.  i.  8.  16 — 18;  Luke 
ix.  50. 

If  I  be  offered  upon  the  sacrifice 
and  service  of  your  faith,  I  joy,  &;c. 
I  have  no  man  likeminded ;  all  seek 
their  own,  not  the  things  which  are 
Jesus  Christ's.— Phil.  ii.  17. 19—21. 

Not  because  I  desire  a  gifl,  but  I 
desire  fruit  that  may  abound  to  your 
account. — Phil.  iv.  17. 

Christ,  whom  we  preach,  warning 
every  man,  and  teaching  every  man, 
in  all  wisdom,  that  we  may  present 
every  man  perfect  in  Christ  Jesus; 
whereunto  I  also  labour,  striving  ac- 
cording to  his  working,  which  work« 
eth  in  me  mightily. — Col.  i.  27 — 29. 

I  would  that  ye  knew  what  great 
conflict  I  have  for  you,  and  for  them 
at  Laodicea,  &;c.  that  their  hearts 
might  be  comforted. — Col.  ii.  1, 2. 

Our  exhortation  was  not  of  deceit, 
&c.  but  as  we  were  allowed  of  God^ 
&;c.  even  so  we  speak :  not  as  pleas- 
ing men,  but  God,  who  trieth  our 
hearts :  fbr  neither  at  any  time  used 
we  flattering  words,  as  ye  know,  nor 
a  cloke  of  covetousness,  God  is  wit- 
ness; nor  of  men  sought  we  glory, 
&c.  but  we  were  gentle  among  you, 
even  as  a  nurse  cnerisheth  her  chil- 
dren ;  so  being  affectionately  desirous 
of  you,  we  were  willing  to  have  im- 
parted unto  you,  &c.  laoouring  night 
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and  day,  because  we  wcmid  not  be 
chargeable  unto  any  of  you,  we 
preached  nnto  you  the  Gospel  of  God : 
ye  are  witnesses,  and  God  also,  how 
holily,  and  justly,  and  unblameably  we 
behaved  ourselves,  &c.  What  is  our 
hope,  or  joy,  or  crown  of  rejoicing  ? 
are  not  even  ye  in  the  presence  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  at  nis  coming? — 

1  Thess.  ii.  3—12. 19. 

I  could  no  longer  forbear :  I  sent 
to  know  your  faith,  lest  by  some 
means  the  tempter,  &c.  for  now  we 
live,  if  ve  stand  fast  in  the  Lord. — 
lThess.*iii.5.7— 10. 

Brethren,  pray  for  us.-l  Thess.  v.  25. 

We  behaved  not  ourselves  disorderly 
among  you :  neither  did  we  eat  any 
man's  bread  for  nought :  but  wrought 
with  labour  and  travail  night  and  day 
that  we  might  not  be  chargeable  to 
any  of  you :  not  because  we  have  not 
power,  but  to  make  ourselves  an  ex- 
ample unto  you  to  follow  us,  &c. — 

2  Thess.  iii.  7 — 10 ;  Acts  xviii.  1,  &c. 

Refuse  profane  and  old  wives'  fa- 
bles, and  exercise  thyself  rather  unto 
godliness.  These  things  command  and 
teach,  &CC.  Be  thou  an  example  of  the 
believers  in  word,  in  conversation,  in 
charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity. 
Till  I  come,  give  attendance  to  read- 
ing, to  exhortation,  to  doctrine ;  ne- 
glect not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee,  &c. 
meditate  upon  these  things ;  give  thy- 
self wholly  to  them,  that  thy  profiting 
may  appear  to  all,  (or  in  all  things ;) 
take  heed  unto  thvself,  and  unto  the 
doctrine,  &c. — 1  Tim.  iv.  7. 11 — 16. 

Rebuke  not  an  elder,  but  entreat 
him  as  a  father,  and  the  younger  men 
as  brethren. — 1  Tim.  v.  1. 

Stir  up  the  gift  of  God  which  is  in 
thee,  &c.  hold  fast  the  form  of  sound 
words  which  thou  hast  heard  of  me, 
in  faith  and  love,  &c. — 2 Tim.  i.  6.13. 

The  things  that  thou  hast  heard  of 
me  among  many  witnesses,  the  same 
commit  thou  to  faithful  men,  who  shall 
be  able  to  teach  others  also;  thou 
therefore  endure  hardness  as  a  good 
soldier  of  Jesus  Christ :  no  man  that 
warreth  entangleth  himself  with  the 


afiairs  of  this  life ;  that  he  may  please 
him  who  hath  dhoaen  him  to  be  a 
soldier,  &c.  I  endure  all  things  for 
the  elect's  sake,  &c.  Study  to  ahew 
thyself  approved  unto  (hya,  a  work- 
man that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed ; 
rightly  dividing  the  word  of  troth, 
&c.  foolish  and  unlearned  qneatimis 
avoid,  knowing  that  they  do  engender 
strifes :  and  the  servant  of  the  Lord 
must  not  strive,  but  be  gentle  unto  all 
men,  apt  to  teach,  patient  (or  lor- 
bearing)  in  meekness,  instmctiiiff 
those  that  oppose  themselves,  if  God 
perad venture  will  give  them  repent- 
ance, &c.— 2Tim.  ii.  2 — 4. 10, 16,16. 
23—25. 

Preach  the  word :  be  instant  in 
season,  out  of  season :  reprove,  re- 
buke, exhort,  with  all  long-sufierin?, 
and  doctrine,  &c.  But  watch  thou  m 
all  thin|^s ;  endure  afflictions,  do  the 
work  ofan  evangelist,  make  fall  proof 
of  (or  fulfil)  thy  ministry. — 2  Tim. 
iv.  2.  5. 

There  are  many  unruly  and  vain 
talkers  and  deceivers,  especially  they 
of  the  circumcision,  whose  mouths 
must  be  stopped,  &c.  Wherefore  re- 
buke them  sharply,  that  they  may  be 
sound  in  the  faith  ;  not  giving  heed 
to  Jewish  fables,  and  commandments 
of  men,  that  turn  from  the  truth. — 
Titus  i.  10, 11. 13, 14. 

Speak  tliou  the  things  which  be- 
come sound  doctrine ;  in  all  things 
shewing  thyself  a  pattern  of  good 
works :  in  doctrine,  shewing  unoor- 
ruptncss,  gravity,  sincerity,  sound 
speech,  that  cannot  be  condemned: 
that  he  that  is  of  the  contrary  part 
may  be  ashamed,  having  no  evil  thing 
to  say  of  yon. — Titus  ii.  1,  7,  8. 

Avoid  foolish  questions,  and  gene- 
alogies, and  contentions,  and  strivings 
about  the  law,  for  they  are  unprofitable 
and  vain. — Titus  iii.  9. 

If  any  man  speak,  let  him  speak  as 
the  oracles  of  God,  &c.  that  God  in  all 
things  may  be  glorified. — 1  Pet.  iv.  11. 

I  will  not  be  negligent  to  put  you 
always  in  remembrance  of  these 
things,  though  ye  know  them,  and  be 
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established  in  the  present  truth ;  yea, 
I  think  it  meet,  as  long  as  I  am  in 
this  tabernacle,  to  stir  you  up,  by 
putting  you  in  remembrance ;  know- 
ing that  shortly  I  must  put  off  my 
tabernacle,  &c.  Moreover,  I  will  en- 
deavour that  you  may  be  able,  after 
my  decease,  to  have  these  things 
always  in  remembrance :  for  we  have 
not  followed  cunningly  devised  fa- 
bles, when  we  made  known  unto  you 
the  power  and  coming  of  our  liord 
Jesus  Christ.— 2  Pet  1. 12—16. 

That  which  we  have  seen  and  heard, 
declare  we  unto  vou,  &c. — 1  John 
i.  3. 

I  rejoiced  greatly  that  I  found  of 
thy  children  walking  in  truth.— 2  John 
4;  3  John  3,  4. 

CHAPTER  XXV. 

OF  THB  CHURCH  OF  CHRIST,  UNDER

First.    Tlie  several  Acceptations  of 
the  Church  mentioned  in  Scripture, 

I.  Oeneraly  or  Universal, 

Upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my 
church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  it. — Matt.  xvi.  18. 

Christ  is  the  head  of  the  church : 
and  he  is  the  Saviour  of  the  bod  v,  &;c. 
Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and  gave 
himself  for  it,  &c.  that  he  might  pre- 
sent it  to  himself  a  glorious  church. 
— Eph.  V.  23. 25. 27. 

To  the  general  assembly  and  church 
of  the  firstborn,  which  are  written  in 
heaven. — Heb.  xii.  23. 

II.  Universal,  Visible, 

The  Lord  added  to  the  church  daily 
such  as  should  be  saved. — Acts  ii.  47. 

That  now,  kc,  might  be  known  by 
the  church  the  manifold  wisdom  of 
God,  &c.  unto  him  be  glory  in  the 
church  by  Christ  Jesus,  throughout 
all  ages,  &c. — Eph.  iii.  10.  21. 


I,  Paul,.&c.  rejoice  in  my  suffer- 
ings, &c.  for  his  body's  sake,  which 
is  the  church. — Col.  i.  24. 

III.  Particular  visible  Churches f  who 
are  joined  together  as  one  Body, 
and  usually  meet  together  in  one 
Place,  for  the  Participation  of 
the  same  Ordinances,  and  exerciS" 
ing  Duties  as  a  Church,  and  one  to 
another,  as  Members  thereof. 

Can  two  walk  together,  except  they 
be  apeed  ?— Amos  iii.  3. 

Tfiey  all  continued  with  one  accord 
in  prayer  and  supplication,  &c.  The 
number  of  the  names  together  were 
about  an  hundred  and  twenty. — Acts 
i.  13—15. 

And  the  same  day  there  were  added 
unto  them  about  three  thousand  souls; 
and  thev  continued  stedfastly  in  the 
apostles  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and 
in  breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayersi 
kc.  And  all  that  believed  were  to- 
gether, &c.  And  they  continuing 
daily  with  one  accord  in  the  temple, 
&c.— Acts  ii.  41, 42. 44. 46. 

Then  had  the  churches  rest  through- 
out all  Judea,  and  Galilee,  and  Sa- 
maria.— ^Acts  ix.  31. 

Then  tidings  of  these  things  came 
unto  the  ears  of  the  church  which 
was  in  Jerusalem,  and  they  sent  forth 
Barnabas,  &;c.  At  Antioch.  they  as- 
sembled themselves  a  whole  year  with 
(or  in)  the  church,  and  taught  much 
people. — Acts  xi.  22. 26. 

And  when  they  had  ordained  them 
elders  in  every  church,  kc,  they  went 
to  Antioch,  &;c.  when  they  had  ga- 
thered the  church  together,  &c.— 
Acts  xiv.  23. 27. 

Paul  and  Barnabas  came  to  Jeru- 
salem :  they  were  received  of  the 
church,  and  of  the  apostles  and  elders, 
&c.  then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and 
elders,  with  the  whole  church,  to 
send,  &c.  being  assembled  with  one 
accord,  they  gathered  the  multitude 
together,  they  delivered  the  epistle, 
&c.  Paul  went  through  Syria,  &c. 
confirming  the  churches. — Acts  xv. 
2—4.  22. 25. 30.  41 ;  xxi.  17, 18. 
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When  he  had  landed  at  CsBsarea, 
and  gone  up  and  saluted  the  church, 
&c. — Acts  xviii.  22. 

Paul  sent  to  Ephesu8,and  called  the 
elders  of  the  church. — Acts  xx.  17. 

Gains  mine  host,  and  of  the  whole 
church,  saluteth  you ;  greet  the  church 
in  the  house  of  Aquila. — Rom.  xvi.  3. 
5.  23 ;  Philem.  2. 

Unto  the  church  of  God  which  is  at 
Corinth. — 1  Cor.  i.  2;  2  Cor.  i.  1. 

As  I  teach  every  where,  in  every 
church. — 1  Cor.  iv.  17. 

In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  when  ye  are  gathered  toge- 
ther, and  my  spirit,  &c. — 1  Cor.  v.  4. 

When  ye  come  together  in  the 
church,  &c.  when  ye  come  together 
therefore  into  one  place,  &c.  despise 
ye  the  church  of  God  ?  &c.  Where- 
fore, my  brethren,  when  ye  come  to- 
gether to  eat,  tarry  one  for  another. 
—1  Cor.  xi.  18.  20—33. 

If  therefore  the  whole  church  be 
come  together  in  one  place,  &c.  let 
him  keep  silence  in  the  church,  &c. 
as  in  all  churches  of  the  saints.  Let 
your  women  keep  silence  in  the 
churches,  &c.  It  is  a  shame  for 
women  to  speak  in  the  church. — 
1  Cor.  xiv.  23. 28. 33—35. 

As  I  have  given  orders  to  the 
churches  of  Galatia,  even  so  do  ye. 
The  churchesof  Asia.-lCor.  xvi.  1. 19. 

The  churches  of  Macedonia,  &c. 
throughout  all  the  churches,  kc.  and 
chosen  of  the  churclies,  &c.  brethren, 
the  messengers  of  the  churches,  and 
the  glory  of  Christ,  shew  ye  to  them, 
and  before  the  churches  the  proof, 
&c.— 2  Cor.  viii.  1.  18,  19.  23,  24; 
Rom.  xvi.  16. 

Paul,  &c.  unto  the  churches  of  Ga- 
latia, &c.  unknown  by  face  unto  the 
churches  of  Judea. — Gal.  i.  1, 2.  22. 

Ye  Philippians,  &c.  no  church 
communicated  with  me,  as  concerning 
giving  and  receiving,  but  ye  only. — 
Phil.  iv.  15. 

When  this  epistle  is  read  amongst 
you,  cause  that  it  be  read  also  in  the 
church  of  the  Laodiceans. — Col.  iv. 
16. 


To  the  church  of  the  ThesBaloniaiis 
which  is  in  God. — 1  Thess.  i.  1. 

The  churches  of  God  which  in 
Judea  are  in  Christ  Jesos. — 1  Then. 
ii.  14. 

So  that  we  ourselves  glory  in  joa, 
in  the  churches  of  God. — 2  Thess.  i.  4. 

The  church  at  Babylon, &c.  saluteth 
you. — 1  Pet.  V.  13. 

Borne  witness  of  thy  charity  before 
the  church,  &c.  I  wrote  unto  the 
church,  but  Diotrephes  receiyeth  us 
not,  and,  &c.  castetn  them  out  o^  the 
church,  &c. — 3  John  6.  9,  10. 

The  seven  churches  of  Asia,  &c. 
Ephesus,  Smyrna,  Pergamos,  &c. — 
Rev.  i.  4.  11;  ii.  7.  11.  17. 

Secondly.  The  Dignity^  Prhnlegeij 
and  Blesxings  belonging  to  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  in  general 
as  such. 

It  is  said  of  Joseph,  that  though  he 
should  be  persecuted,  &c.  vet  his  bow 
should  remain  in  its  strength. — Gren. 
xlix.  23,  24. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  oat 
of  the  midst  of  the  bush,  and  though 
the  bush  burned,  yet  it  was  not  con- 
sumed.— £xod.  iii.

There  is  a  river,  the  streams 
whereof  shall  make  glad  the  city  of

The  Lord  of 
hosts  is  with  us :  the  God  of  Jacob,

Out  of  Zion,  the  perfection  of 
beauty,  God  hath  shined. — Ps.  1.  2. 

The  hill  of  God  is  as  the  hill  of 
Bashan,  an  high  hill;  why  leap  ye, 
ye  high  hills  ?  This  is  the  hill  which 
God  desireth  to  dwell  in,  yea,  the 
Lord  will  dwell  in  it  for  ever. — Ps. 
Ixviii.  15, 16;  Ixix.  35,  d6;  Ixxiv.  2. 

Deliver  not  the  soul  of  thy  turtle- 
dove unto  the  multitude  of  the  wick- 
ed.— Ps.  Ixxiv.  19. 

In  Judah  is  God  known,  his  name 
is  great  in  Israel ;  in  Salem  also  is 
his  tabernacle,  and  his  dwelling  place 
in  Zion. — Ps.  Ixxvi.  1,  2. 

He  delivered  his  strength  into  cap- 
tivity, and  his  glory  into  the  enemies' 
hand :  he  gave  his  people  over  also 
unto  the  sword,  and  was  wroth  with 
his  inheritance. — Ps.  Ixxviii.  61,  62. 

How  amiable  are  thy  tabernacles, 
O  Lord  of  hosts !  &c.  Blessed  are 
they  that  dwell  in  thy  house,  they 
will  be  still  praising  thee,  &c.  they 
go  from  strength  to  strength,  every 
one  of  them  in  Zion  appeareth  before 
God. — Ps.  Ixxxiv.  1.  4.  7. 

The  Lord  loveth  the  gates  of  Zion 
more  than  all  the  dwellings  of  Jacob  : 
glorious  things  are  spoken  of  thee, 
O  city  of  God,  kc,  and  of  Zion  it 
shall  be  said.  This  and  that  man  was 
bom  in  her,  and  the  Highest  himself 
shall  establish  her. — Ps.  Ixxxvii.  2, 
3.5. 

Those  that  be  planted  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord  shall  flourish,  &c.  they 
shall  still  bring  forth  fruit. — Ps.  xcii. 
13, 14. 

Holiness  becometh  thine  house,  O 
Lord,  for  ever. — Ps.  xciii.  5. 

The  Lord  is  great  in  Zion,  and  he 
is  high  above  all  people. — Ps.  xcix.  2;

The  Lord  bath  chosen  Zion,  he 
hath  desired  it  for  his  habitation. 
This  is  my  rest  for  ever,  here  will  I 
dwell,  for  I  have  desired  it:  I  will 
abundantly  bless  her  provision,  I  will 


satisfy  her  poor  with  bread,  &c. — Ps. 
cxxxii.  13-— 17 ;  xlviii.  14. 

The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  even 
thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all  genera- 
tions.— Ps.  cxlvi.  10. 

Praise  thy  God,  O  Zion,  for  he 
hath,  &c.  blessed  thy  children  within 
thee.  He,  &c.  fiUeth  thee  with  the 
finest  of  the  wheat,  &c.  He  sheweth 
his  word  unto  Jacob;  his  statutes 
and  his  judgments  unto  Israel :  he 
hath  not  dealt  so  with  any  nation, 
&c.— Ps.  cxlvii.  12—14. 19,  20. 

The  mountain  of  the  Lord's  hou6« 
shall  be  established  in  the  top  of  th^ 
mountains,  and  shall  be  exalted  above 
the  hills,  &c.  out  of  Zion  shall  go 
forth  the  law. — Isa.  ii.  2 — 4 ;  Micah 
iv.  1—7 ;  Ps.  xlviii.  8,  9. 

The  Lord  will  create  upon  every 
dwelling  place  of  Mount  Zion,  and 
upon  her  assemblies,  cloud  and  smoke 
by  day,  and  the  shining  of  a  flaming 
fire  by  nighty  for  upon  all  the  glory 
shall  be  a  defence. — Isa.  iv.  5,  6. 

The  Lord  of  hosts,  which  dwelletb 
in  Mount  Zion.

The  wolf  also  shall  dwell  with  the 
lamb,  &c.  they  shall  not  hurt  nor  de- 
stroy in  all  my  holy  mountain. — Isa.

Cry  out  and  shout,  thou  inhabitant 
of  Zion,  for  great  is  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel  in  the  midst  of  thee. — Isa.  xii.6. 

The  Lord  hath  founded  Zion,  and 
the  poor  of  his  people  shall  trust  in 
it. — -Isa.  xiv.  32. 

The  moon  shall  be  confounded,  &c. 
when  the  Lord  of  hosts  shall  reign  in 
Mount  Zion. — Isa.  xxiv.  23. 

In  this  mountain  shall  the  Lord  of 
hosts  make  unto  all  people  a  feast  of 
fat  things,  a  feast  of  wines  on  th^ 
lees,  &c.  and  he  will  destroy  in  this 
mountain  the  face  of  the  covering  cast 
over  all  people,  &c. — Isa.  xxv.  6,  7. 

A  vineyard  of  red  wine,  I  the  Lord 
do  keep  it ;  I  will  water  it  every  mo- 
ment, lest  any  hurt  it :  I  will  keep  it 
night  and  day. — Isa.  xxvii.  2,  3. 

As  when  an  hungry  man  dreameth, 
and  behold  he  eatem ;  but  he  awaketh 
and  his  soul  is  empty,  &;c.  so  shall 
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tbe  multitade  of  all  the  nations  be 
that  fieht  against  Mount  Zion.

As  the  lioDy  &c.  so  shall  the  Lord 
of  hosts  come  down  to  fight  for  Moant 
Zion,  and  for  the  hill  thereof.  The 
Lord  whose  fire  b  in  Zion,  and  his 
furnace  in  Jerusalem.

&c.  many  nations  shall  be  joined  to 
the  Lord  in  that  day,  and  shall  be  my 
people,  and  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst 
of  thee,  &c.  and  the  Lord  shall  inherit

Her  priests  have  violated  my  law,

Be  not  unequally  yoked  together 
with  unbelievers :  for  what  fellow- 
ship hath  righteousness  with  un- 
rignteousness  ?  and  what  communion 
hath  light  with  darkness?  &c.  Ye 
are  the  temple  of  the  living  God ;  as 
God  hath  said,  I  will  dwell  in  them, 
and  walk  in  them,  and  I  will  be  their 
God,  &c.  wherefore  come  out  from 
among  them,  and  be  ye  separate,  saith 
the  Lord,  &c.  and  I  will  receive  you.

First  they  gave  their  ownselves  to 
the  Lord,  and  unto  us  by  the  will  of 
God.

To  the  saints  and  faithful  brethren 
in  Christ  which  are  at  Colosse.

I  charge 
you,  that  this  epistle  be  read  unto 
all  the  holy  brethren. — 1  Thess.  v. 
5.27. 

Be  ready  always  to  give  an  answer 
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to  evenr  man  that  asketh  joa  a  reason 
of  the  hope  that  is  in  you,  with  meek- 
ness and  fear. — 1  Pet.  iii.  15. 

Fourthly. — Of  the  Property  that 
particular  Churches  had  in  their 
MemherSy  and  of  others  joining 
themselves  to  them. 

And  great  fear  came  upon  all  the 
church,  &c.  and  they  were  all  with 
one  accord  in  Solomon's  porch ;  and 
of  the  rest  durst  no  man  join  himself 
to  them ;  but  the  people  magnified 
them. — Acts  v.  11 — 13. 

And  when  Saul  was  come  to  Jeru- 
salem, he  assayed  to  join  himself  to 
the  disciples ;  and  they  were  all  afraid 
of  him )  and  believed  not  that  he  was 
a  disciple :  but  Barnabas  took  him, 
and  brought  him  to  the  apostles,  and 
declared  unto  them,  how  he  had  seen 
the  Lord,  &c.  and  he  was  with  them, 
coming  in  and  going  out  at  Jerusa- 
lem.—Acts  ix.  26—28. 

They  determined,  that  Paul  and 
Barnabas,  and  certain  others  of  them, 
should  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  &c.  It 
pleased  the  apostles  and  elders,  with 
the  whole  church,  to  send  chosen  men 
of  their  own  company  to  Antioch,  &c. 
Judas  and  Silas,  chief  men  among 
the  brethren. — Acts  xv.  2.  22. 

Phebe  our  sister,  which  is  a  ser- 
vant of  the  church  which  is  at  Cen- 
chrea. — Rom.  xvi.  1. 

Because  of  false  brethren  unawares 
brought  in,  who  came  in  privily  to 
spy  out  our  liberty,  &c. — Gal.  ii.  4. 

Epaphroditus  my  brother,  &;c.  but 
your  messenger,  &c.  I  sent  him 
therefore  the  more  carefully,  that 
when  ye  see  him  again  ye  may  rejoice, 
&c.  he  was  nigh  unto  death,  &c. — 
Phil.  ii.  25—28. 

Onesiraus,  &c.  who  is  one  of  you, 
&c.  Epaphras,  who  is  one  of  you, 
&c.  saluteth  you. — Col.  iv.  9.  12. 

Our  friends  salute  thee ;  greet  the 
friends  by  name. — 3  John  14. 


Fifthly.  Of  Letters  eammendaiary ; 
or  the  Churches  receiving  of  suck 
as  were  recommended  to  them  from 
otherSj  by  Word  or  Letter, 

Barnabas  took  Paul  and  brought 
him  to  the  apostles,  and  declared 
unto  them  how  he  had  seen  the  Lord, 
&c.  and  he  was  with  them  comiDg  iD, 
&c.— Acts  ix.  27,  28. 

When  Apollos  was  dispoeed  to  pass 
into  Achaia,  the  brethren  wrote,  ex- 
horting the  disciples  to  receive  him : 
who,  when  he  was  come,  helped  them 
much. — Acts  xviii.  27. 

1  commend  unto  you  Phebe  our 
sister,  &c.  that  ye  receive  her  in  the 
Lord,  &c. — Rom.  xvi.  1,  2. 

If  Timotheus  come,  see  that  be  may 
be  with  you  without  fear:  for  he 
worketh  the  work  of  the  Lord,  as  I 
also  do. — 1  Cor.  xvi.  10,  11. 

Need  we,  as  some  others,  epistles 
of  commendation  to  you,  or  letters  of 
commendation  from  you  ? — ^2  Cor.  iiL 

He  remembereth  the  obedience  of 
you  all,  how  with  fear  and  trembling 
ye  received  him. — 2  Cor.  vii.  15. 

Whether  any  do  inquire  of  Titus, 
he  is  my  partner,  &c.  or  our  brethren 
be  inquired  of,  they  are  the  messengers 
of  the  churches :  wherefore  shew  ve 
to  them,  &c.— 2  Cor.  viii.  23,  24.  ' 

Marcus,  sister's  son  to  Barnabas, 
touching  whom  ye  received  com- 
mandment; if  he  come  unto  you, 
receive  him. — Col.  iv.  10. 

The  brethren  testified,  &c  whom 
if  thou  bring  forward,  &c.  we  there- 
fore ought  to  receive  such,  &c.  I 
wrote  unto  the  church ;  but  Diotre- 
phes,  who  loveth  to  have  the  pre- 
eminence among  them,  receiveth  us 
not,  &c.  and  forbiddeth  them  that 
would,  &c. — 3  John  3.  6.  8.  10. 

Sixthly.  Of  the  Order  of  the 
Churches  in  their  Assemblies  and 
Meetings :  their  stated  Regulations 
in  their  constant  worship. 

God  is  greatlv  to  be  feared  in  the 
assembly  of  tlie  saints;  and  to  be 
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haci  in  reverence  of  all  them  that  are 
about  him. — Ps.  Ixxxix.  7. 

Where  two  or  three  are  gathered 
together  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in 
the  midst  of  them. — Matt,  xviii.  20. 

Christ  said,  the  Scribes  and  Pha- 
risees, &c.  love  the  chief  seats  in  the 
synagogues,  &c.  but  he  that  is  greatest 
among  you  shall  be  your  servant,  &c. 
—Matt,  xxiii.  6.  11, 12. 17. 

These  all  continued,  with  one  ac- 
cord, in  prayer  and  supplication,  kc. 
Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the 
disciples,  kc,  the  number  of  the 
names  together  were  about  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty,  &c. — Acts  i.  IS- 
IS. 

Thev  were  all  with  one  accord  in 
one  place,  &c.  and  they  continued 
stedfastly  in  the  apostles'  doctrine 
and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of 
bread,  and  in  prayers,  &c.  And  all 
that  believed  were  together,  kc,  and 
they  continuing  daily  with  one  accord 
in  the  temple,  kc, — Acts  ii.  1.  42. 44. 
46. 

The  apostles  being  let  go,  they 
went  to  their  own  company,  kc,  and 
they  lifted  up  their  voice  to  Gt>d  with 
one  accord;  and  said,  Lord,  &c. — 
Acts  iv.  23,  kc. 

The  church,  &c.  and  they  were  all 
with  one  accord  in  Solomon's  porch. 
—Acts  V.  11, 12. 

Barnabas  and  Saul  a  whole  year 
assembled  themselves  with  the  church, 
and  taught  much  people. — Acts  xi. 
25,26. 

Prayer  was  made  without  ceasing 
of  the  church  unto  God  for  him,  kc, 
many  were  met  together,  praying. — 
Acts  xii.  5.  12. 

Ye  come  together  not  for  the  better, 
but  for  the  worse.  When  ye  come 
together  in  the  church,  I  hear  that 
there  be  divisions,  kc.  When  ye  come 
together  into  one  "place,  this  is  not  to 
eat  the  Lord's  Supper,  &c.  wherefore, 
my  brethren,  when  ye  come  together 
to  eat,  tarry  one  for  another. — 1  Cor. 
xi.  17,  18.  20.  33. 

If  therefore  the  whole  church  be 
come  together  into  one  place,  fjx.    If 


all  prophesy,  kc.  How  is  it  then, 
bretnren?  when  ve  come  together, 
every  one  of  you  nath  a  psalm,  hath 
a  doctrine,  kc,  let  all  thin^  be  done 
to  edifying,  kc,  for  God  is  not  the 
author  of  confusion,  but  of  peace.;  as 
in  all  churches  of  the  saints. — 1  Cor. 
xiv.  23—26.  31.  33. 

I  am  with  you  in  the  Spirit,  joying, 
and  beholding  your  order.-^ol.  ii.  5. 

Comfort  yourselves  together,  and 
edify  one  another :  even  as  also  ye 
do. — 1  Thess.  v.  11. 

Let  us  consider  one  another,  to 
provoke  unto  love  and  to  good  works : 
not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  our- 
selves together,  as  the  manner  of  some 
is :  but  exhorting  one  another. — Heb. 
X.  24,  25. 

My  brethren,  have  not  the  faith  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Lord  of 
glory,  with  respect  of  persons:  for 
if  there  come  unto  your  assembly  (or 
synagogue)  a  man  with  a  gold  ring, 
in  goodly  apparel ;  and  there  come  inr 
also  a  poor  man  in  vile  raiment,  and 
ye  have  respect  to  him  that  weareth 
the  gay  clothing,  and  say  unto  him. 
Sit  thou  here  in  a  good  place:  and 
say  to  the  poor  man,  Stand   thou 
there;  or.  Sit  here  under  my  foot- 
stool ;  are  ye  not  then  partial  ?  kc. 
Hath  not  God  chosen  the  poor  of 
this  world,  rich  in  faith,  and  neirs  of 
the  kingdom  ?  kc.    If  ve  fulfil  the 
royal  law,  according  to  tne  scripture, 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself,  ye  do  well :  but  if  ye  have 
respect  to  persons,  ye  commit  sin. — 
James  ii.  1 — ^10. 

Seventhlt.  Of  miraculous  Oifts: 
Of  Prayer y  Prophesying^  Psalms ^ 
Tongues^  ^c.  and  how  they  did  use 
them  in  the  Church-AssemblieSy  and 
elsewhere ;  for  the  Edification  of 
one  another^  and  Instruction  of 
others :  the  order  how  they  should 
be  usedf  directed :  such  G^s  to  be 
desired  for  this  end. 

Eld  AD  and  Medad  prophesied  in  the 
camp :  and  there  ran  a  young  man, 
and  told  Moses;  and  Joshua, &c.  said. 
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My  lord  MoseSy  forbid  them:  and 
Moses  said  unto  him,  Enviest  thou 
for  my  sake  ?  Would  God  that  all  the 
Lord's  people  were  prophets,  and  that 
the  Lord  would  put  his  Spirit  upon 
them  !  —  Numb.  xi.  26—29 ;  Mark 
xi.  27,  28. 

Solomon  stood  before  the  altar  of 
the  Lord  in  the  presence  of  all  the 
congregation,  and  spread  forth  his 
hands  toward  heaven  ;  and  he  said, 
Lord  God  of  Israel,  &c. — 1  Kings 
yiii.  22,  &c. 

Jehoshaphat  stood  in  the  congre- 
gation, &c.  in  the  house  of  the  Lord, 
before  the  new  court,  and  said,0  Lord 
God  of  our  fathers,  art  not  thou  God 
in  heaven  ?  &;c. — 2  Chron.  xx.  4,  &c. 

Then  they  that  feared  the  Lord, 
spake  often  one  to  another :  and  the 
Lord  hearkened,  &c.  They  shall  be 
mine,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  &c. — 
Mai.  iii.  16,  17. 

John  said.  Master,  we  saw  one 
casting  out  devils  in  thy  name,  and 
he  folToweth  not  us,  and  we  forbad 
him  :  but  Jesus  said,  Forbid  him  not; 
for  there  is  no  man  which  shall  do  a 
miracle  in  my  name,  that  can  lightly 
speak  evil  of  me :  for  he  that  is  not 
against  us,  is  on  our  part. — Mark  ix. 
38—40 ;  Luke  ix.  50. 

The  Jews  used  to  have  such  to  speak 
in  their  synagogues,  who  were  either 
priests,  or  other  officers,  as  appears  in 
these  instances.  —  Luke  iv.  16 — ^22; 
Acts  xiii.  14 — 19 ;  xvii.  1 — 3. 

There  was  a  great  persecution 
against  the  church  which  was  at  Je- 
rusalem :  and  they  were  all  scattered 
abroad,  &c.  except  the  apostles,  &cc. 
therefore  they  tliat  were  scattered 
abroad,  went  every  where  preaching 
the  word. — Acts  viii.  1.  4. 

Now  they  which  were  scattered, 
&c.  when  tliey  were  come  to  Antioch, 
spake  unto  the  Grecians,  preaching 
tne  Lord  Jesus ;  and  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  was  with  them :  and  a  great 
number  believed,  and  turned  unto  the 
Lord. — Acts  xi.  19 — 21. 

Apollos,  &c.  an  eloquent  man,  and 
mighty  in  the  scriptures,  &c.  he  spake 


and  taught  diligently  the  things  of 
the  Lord,  knowing  only  the  baptim 
of  John,  &c.  whom  when  Aqailatnd 
Priscilla  had  taught  the  way  of  God 
more  perfectly,  he  did  mightily  con- 
vince the  Jews,  and  that  publickly; 
shewing  by  the  scriptures  that  Jem 
was  Christ. — Acts  xviii.  24 — 28. 

Think  soberly,  according  as  God 
hath  dealt  to  every  man  (he  measore 
of  faith.  For  as  we  have  many  mem- 
bers in  one  body,  and  all  memben 
have  not  the  same  office  :  80  w^ 
being  many,  are  one  body,  &c.  Hav- 
ing then  gifts  differing,  according  to 
the  grace  that  is  given  to  ns,  wh^ber 
prophecy,  let  us  prophesy  according 
to  tne  proportion  of  faith,  &c.  Or  be 
that  teacheth,  on  teaching :  or  he 
that  exhorteth,  on  exhortation,  kc* 
he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence. — ^Rom* 
xii.  3—9. 

I  myself  am  also  persuaded  of  yoa, 
my  brethren,  that  ye  also  are  full  of 
goodness,  filled  with  all  knowledge, 
able  also  to  admonish  one  another. — 
Rom.  XV.  14. 

I  thank  my  God,  &c.  that  in  every 
thing  ye  are  enriched  by  him,  in  ail 
utterance,  and  in  all  knowledge. — 
1  Cor.  i.  4,  5. 

Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts, 
but  the  same  Spirit,  &c.  But  the 
manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given 
to  every  man  to  profit  withal.  For 
to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the  word 
of  wisdom,  to  another  the  word  of 
knowledge,  &cc,  to  another  faith,  &c. 
to  another  prophecy,  &c.  But  all 
these  worketh  that  one  and  the  self- 
same Spirit,  dividing  to  every  man 
severally,  as  he  will,  &c.  If  the  foot 
shall  say,  Because  I  am  not  the  hand, 
I  am  not  of  the  body,  &c.  Grod  hath 
set  the  members  every  one  of  them 
in  the  body,  as  it  hatn  pleased  him, 
&c.  Are  all  apostles  ?  &c.  Have  all 
the  gifls  of  healing?  Do  all  speak 
with  tongues?  &c.  But  covet  ear- 
nestly the  best  gifts.  —  1  Cor.  xii.  4 
7—11.15.  18.28—31. 

Desire  spiritual  gifts,  but  rather 
that  ye  may  prophesy,  &c.     He  that 
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prophesieth,  speaketh   unto  men  to 
edification,  and  exhortation,  and  com- 
fort, &c.    He  edifieth  the  church,  &c. 
Forasmuch  as  ye  are  zealous  of  spi- 
ritual gifts,  seek  that  ye  may  excel  to 
the  edifying  of  the  church,  &c.    If  all 
prophesy,  and  there  come  in  one  that 
believeth  not,  &c.  he  is  convinced  of 
all,  &c.  he  will  report  that  God  is  in 
you  of  a  truth.    Uow  is  it  then,  bre- 
thren ?  when  ye  come  together,  everv 
one  of  you  hath  a  psalm,  &c.    Let  all 
things  be  done  to  edifying,  &c.    Let 
the  prophets  speak,  two  or  three,  and 
let  the  other  judge.    If  any  thing  be 
revealed  to  another  that  sitteth  by, 
let  the  first  hold  his  peace.     For  ye 
may  all  prophesy  one  by  one,  that  all 
may  learn,  and  all  may  be  comforted. 
And  the  spirits  of  the  prophets  are 
subject  to  the  prophets.   For  God,  &c. 
Let  your  women  keep  silence  in  the 
churches,  &c.    Wherefore,  brethren, 
covet  to  prophesy,  &c.    Let  all  things 
be  done  decently,  and   in  order. — 
1  Cor.  xiv.  1.  3—5. 12.  23—26.  29-^ 
34.  37.  39,  40. 

We  also  believe,  and  therefore 
speak. — 2  Cor.  iv.  13. 

As  ve  abound  in  everv  thing,  in 
faith,  m  utterance,  and  knowl^ge, 
&c. — 2  Cor.  viii.  7. 

Be  ye  filled  with  the  Spirit,  speak- 
ing to  yourselves  in  psalms,  &c.  sing- 
ing, &c. — Eph.  v.  18, 19. 

Many  of  the  brethren  in  the  Lord 
waxing  confident  by  my  bonds,  are 
much  more  bold  to  speak  the  word 
without  fear.  Some,  indeed,  preach 
Christ  out  of  envy,  &c.  What  then? 
&c.  Christ  is  preached,  and  I  therein 
do  rejoice,  &c. — Phil.  i.  14 — 18. 

Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you 
richlv,  in  all  wisdom,  teaching  and  ad- 
monishing one  another. — Col.  iii.  16. 

Comfort  (or  exhort)  one  another 
with  these  words. — 1  Thess.  v.  11. 

Take  heed,  brethren,  lest  there  be 
in  any  of  you  an  evil  heart  of  unbe- 
lief, &c.  But  exhort  one  another 
daily,  while  it  is  called  to-day;  lest 
any  of  you  be  hardened  through  the 
deceitfulnessof  sin. — ^Heb.  iii.  12, 13. 


For  when  for  the  time  ye  ought 
to  be  teachers,  ye  have  need  that  one 
teach  you  again  which  be  the  first 
principles  of  the  oracles  of  God. — 
Heb.  V.  12. 

Let  us  consider  one  another,  &c. 
not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  our- 
selves togemer,  as  the  manner  of 
some  is ;  out  exhorting  one  another ; 
and  so  much  the  more,  &c. — Heb.  x. 
24,25. 

As  every  man  hath  received  the 
gift,  even  so  minister  the  same  one 
to  another,  as  good  stewards  of  the 
manifold  grace  of  God.  If  any  man 
speak,  let  him  speak  as  the  oracles 
of  God :  if  any  man  minister,  let  him 
do  it  as  of  the  ability  which  God 
giveth,  that  God  in  all  things  may  be 
glorified.— 1  Pet.  iv.  10, 11. 

EiOHTHLT.  Of  other  Acts  datie  in, 
and  by  these  particular  Churches^ 
in  sending  Messengers  to  other 
Churches ;  and,  upon  occasion^  cfe- 
termining  Controversies  in  religious 
Matters ;  mritina,  and  sending 
JSpistleSf  and  ordering  other  Af- 
fairs. Of  their  meeting  together^ 
in  order  hereto^  and  receiving^  and 
hearing  such  Epistles :  the  Epistles 
directm  to  the  whole  Body. 

When  tidings  of  the  Gentiles  re- 
ceiving the  gospel  came  unto  the  ears 
of  the  church  wnich  was  in  Jerusalem^ 
they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he 
should  go  as  far  as  Antioch,  &c. 
When  the  dearth  came  which  was 
prophesied  of,  the  disciples,  every 
man  according  to  his  ability,  deter- 
mined to  send  relief  unto  the  brethren 
which  dwelt  in  Judea.  Which  also 
they  did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by 
the  hands  of  Barnabas  and  Saul. — 
Acts  xi.  22.  28—30. 

Paul  and  Barnabas  coming  to  An- 
tioch, gathered  the  church  together, 
and  rehearsed  all  that  God  had  done 
for  them,  and  how,  &c. — Acts  xiv. 
26,27. 

When  the  matter  of  circumcision 

was  in  dispute  in  the  church  at  An- 

I  tioch,  they  detennined  that  Paul  and 
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Barnabas,  and  certain  others  of  them, 
should  go  up  to  Jerusalem  unto  the 
apostles  and  elders,  about  this  ques- 
tion. And  being  brought  on  their 
way  by  the  church,  &c.  when  they 
were  come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were 
received  of  the  church,  and  of  the 
apostles,  &c.  All  the  multitude  kept 
silence,  and  gave  audience  to  Bar- 
nabas and  Paul,  &c.  Then  James 
spake,  &c.  Then  pleased  it  the  apos- 
tles and  elders,  with  the  whole 
church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  their 
own  company  to  Antioch,  &c.  and 
wrote  letters  by  them  after  this  man- 
ner; The  apostles,  and  elders,  and 
brethren,  send  greeting  unto  the  bre- 
thren which  are  of  the  Gentiles,  &c. 
It  seemed  good  to  us,  being  assembled 
with  one  accord,  to  send  chosen  men 
unto  you,  &c.  it  seemed  good  to  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  to  us,  &c.  They 
came  to  Antioch ;  and  when  they 
had  gathered  the  multitude  together, 
they  delivered  the  epistle. — Acts  xv. 
1—4.  6.  12, 13.  22,  23.  25.  27,  28. 
30. 

If  then  ye  have  judgments  of  things 
pertaining  to  this  life,  set  them  to 
judge  who  arc  least  esteemed  in  the 
church. — 1  Cor.  vi.  4. 

When  I  come,  whomsoever  you 
shall  approve  by  your  letters,  them 
will  I  send  to  bring  your  liberality 
unto  Jerusalem. — 1  Cor.  xvi.  3. 

We  have  sent  with  him  the  bro- 
ther, &c.  who  was  also  chosen  of  the 
churches  to  travel  with  us,  with  this 
prace,  (or  gift,)  &c.  Whether  any  do 
mquire,  &c.  of  our  brethren,  they  are 
the  messengers  of  the  churches,  and 
the  glory  of  Christ. — 2  Cor.  viii.  18, 
19.23. 

I  supposed  it  necessary  to  send  to 
you  Epaphroditus,  &c.  your  messen- 
ger, and  he  that  ministered  to  my 
wants. — Phil.  ii.  25. 

When  this  epistle  is  read  among 
you,  cause  that  it  be  read  also  in  the 
church  of  the  Laodiceans ;  and  that 
ye  likewise  read  the  epistle  from  Lao- 
dicea.  And  say  to  Archippus,  Take 
beed  to  the  ministry  which  thou  hast 


received  in  the  Lord,  that  tfaoa  fblfil 
it— Col.  iv.  16, 17. 

I  charge  you  by  the  Lord,  that  Urn 
epistle  be  read  unto  all  the  holy  bre- 
thren.— 1  Thess.  V.  27. 

Salute  all  them  that  have  the  mie 
over  you,  and  all  the  saints. — Hek 
xiii.  24. 

Peter,  having  written  at  large  to 
the  saints,  speaks  distinctly  to  die 
elders  thus :  The  elders  which  ire 
among  you,  I  exhort,  &c.  to  feed  the 
flock  of  God,  &c.— 1  Pet.  v.  1—3. 

I  wrote  unto  the  church,  bat  Dio- 
trephes,  who  loveth  to  have  the  pr^ 
emmence  amon^  them,  receiveth  m 
not :  wherefore  if  I  come,  I  will  re- 
member his  deeds,  &c.  and  not  con- 
tent therewith,  neither  doth  he  him- 
self receive  the  brethren,  and  ior- 
biddeth  them  that  would,  and  castedi 
them  out  of  the  church.  Beloved, 
follow  not  that  which  is  evil. — 3  John 
9—11. 

John  wrote  to  the  seven  churcbei 
in  Asia  distinctly,  though  they  were 
in  one  country,  and  charges  each 
church  with  its  own  guilt,  and  com- 
mends  each  church  by  itself:  takes 
no  notice  of  any  power  that  any  had 
over  other.  He  directs  bis  epistles 
to  the  angel  of  the  church ;  but  the 
matter  he  speaks  to  the  whole  church: 
and  concludes.  Hear  what  the  Spirit 
saith  unto  the  churches. — Rev.  i.  4;

Ninthly.  Of  the  ending  of  Contro- 
versies arising  between  the  Afem- 
hers  of  the  Church  to  avoid  going 
to  Law  before  the  Infidels. 

Dare  any  of  you,  having  a  matter 
against  another,  go  to  law  before  the 
unjust,  and  not  before  the  saints? 
Do  ye  not  know,  that  the  saints  shall 
judge  the  world?  and  if  the  world 
shall  be  judged  by  you,  are  ye  un* 
worthy  to  judge  the  smallest  matters? 
Know  ye  not,  that  we  shall  judge 
angels?  how  much  more  things  tluit 
pertain  to  this  life  ?  &c.    Set  them  to 
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judge,  who  are  least  esteemed  in  the 
church.  I  speak  to  your  shame :  Is 
it  so  that  there  is  not  a  wise  man 
among  you?  no,  not  one  that  shall 
be  able  to  judge  between  his  bre- 
thren :  but  brother  goeth  to  law  with 
brother,  and  that  before  the  unbe- 
lievers. Now,  therefore,  there  is  ut- 
terly a  fault  among  you,  because  ye 
go  to  law  one  with  another :  why  do 
ye  not  rather  take  wrong?  &c. — 
1  Cor.  vi.  1—8. 

Tenthlt.  Of  the  'Relief  of  the  Poor 
of  the  Churches;  and  their  Cori' 
tributions  to  the  Necessity  of  other 
Churches f  and  the  Order  of  it. 

And  the  multitude  of  them  that  be- 
lieved were  of  one  heart  and  one 
soul :  neither  said  any  of  them,  that 
ought  of  the  things  which  he  pos- 
sessed was  his  own:  but  they  had 
all  things  common,  &c.  Neither  was 
there  any  among  them  that  lacked: 
for  as  many  as  were  possessors  of 
lands,  or  houses,  sold  them,  and 
brought  the  prices,  &c.  and  laid  them 
down  at  the  apostles'  feet:  and  dis- 
tribution was  made  unto  every  man 
according  as  he  had  need. — Acts  iv. 
32.  34,  35. 

The  price  of  the  land  ?  While  it 
remained,  was  it  not  thine  own  ?  and 
after  it  was  sold,  was  it  not  in  thine 
own  power?  why  hast  thou?  &c. — 
Acts  v.  1 — 4. 

When  the  number  of  the  disciples 
was  multiplied,  there  arose  a  mur- 
muring of  the  Grecians  against  the 
Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were 
neglected  in  the  daily  ministration. 
Whereupon  the  church  chose  deacons 
to  look  to  this  matter. — Acts  vi.  1 — 
6. 

The  disciples,  every  man  according 
to  his  ability,  determined  to  send  re- 
lief unto  the  brethren,  &c. — Acts  xi. 
2a— 30. 

These  hands  have  ministered  unto 
my  necessities,  and  to  them  that  were 
with  me.  I  have  shewed  you  all 
things,  how   that,  so  labouring,  ye 
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ought  to  support  the  weak;  and  to 
remember  the  words  of  the  Lord  Je- 
sus, how  he  said,  It  is  more  blessed 
to  give  than  to  receive. — ^Acts  xx. 
34,35. 

It  hath  pleased  them  of  Macedonia 
and  Achaia  to  make  a  certain  contri- 
bution for  the  poor  saints  which  are 
at  Jerusalem. — Rom.  xv.  25,  26. 

Now,  concerning  the  collection  for 
the  saints,  as  I  have  given  order  to 
the  churches  of  Galatia,  even  so  do 
e ;  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
et  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in 
store,  as  God  hath  prospered  him, 
that  there  be  no  gatherings  when  I 
come. — 1  Cor.  xvi.  1, 2. 

By  occasion  of  the  forwardness  of 
others,  and  to  prove  the  sincerity  of 
your  love :  for  ye  know  the  grace  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  though 
he  was  rich,  &c.  Not  that  other  men 
be  eased,  and  ye  burdened:  but  by 
an  equality,  &c. — 2  Cor.  viii.  8, 9. 13, 
14. 

Every  man,  according  as  he  pur- 
poseth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him  give; 
not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity :  for 
Godloveth  a  cheerful  giver,  &c.  The 
administration  of  this  service  not  only 
supplieth  the  wants  of  the  saints,  but 
it  is  abundant  also  by  many  thanks- 
givings unto  God,  &c.  They  slorify 
Grod  for  your  professed  subjection 
unto  the  gospel  of  Christ. — 2  Cor.  ix. 
7. 12, 13. 

If  any  would  not  work,  neither 
should  he  eat,  &c.  But  ye,  brethren, 
be  not  weary  in  well  doing,  &c. — 
2The8s.iii.  10—13. 

If  any  widow  have  children  or 
nephews,  let  them  learn  first  to  shew 
piety  at  home,  and  to  requite  their 
parents,  &c.  If  any  provide  not  for 
nis  own,  &c.  If  any  man  or  woman 
that  believeth,  have  widows,  let  them 
relieve  them ;  and  let  not  the  church 
be  charged,  that  it  may  relieve  them 
that  are  widows  indeed.-^l  Tim.  v. 
4.  8.  16.

Thou  aiialt  speak  my  words  unto 
them,  whether  they  will  hear,  or 
whether  they  will  forbear. — Ezek.  ii, 
7;  Levit.  x.  11. 

I  have  made  thee  a  watchman,  &c. 

five  them  warning  from  me.  When 
say  unto  the  wicked,  &c.  and  thou 
givest  him  not  warniag,  &c.  his  blood 
will  I  require  at  thine  hand:  yet  if 
thou  warn,  &o.— Ezek.  iii.  17 — 19. 

They  shall  teach  my  people  the 
difierence  between  the  liofy  and  pro- 
&ne,  and  cause  them  to  discern  bc- 
ttreen  the  unclean  and  the  clean,  &e. 
and  they  shall  keep  my  laws  and  my 
statutes  in  all  mine  assemblies,  &c. — 
Ezek.  xli7.  23,  24:  Jer.  xv.  19; 
Levit.  X.  8—10. 

Their  widows  were  neglected  in 
the  daily  ministration.  Then  the 
twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the 
disciples  unto  them,  and  said.

selves continually  to  prayer,  and  thc 
ministry  of  the  wonl. — Acts  vi.  1 — 4. 

Paul  sc-nt  to  Epiiesus,  and  called 
the  ciders  of  the  church;  and  wlier 
tliey  were  come  to  him,  he  said  untc 
them,  &c.  Take  heed  therefore  untc 
yourselvfs,  and  to  all  the  flock,  over 
the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made 
you  overseers,  (or  bishops,)  to  feed 
the  church  ofGod,  &c.  I  know  this, 
that  after  my  departing,  grievous 
wolves  shall  enter  in  among  you,  &c. 
therefore    watch,  &c.    and   I    have 
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shewed  yoa  all  thing*,  how  tlut,  n 
labonring,  ye  ought  ta  snpport  (lie 
weak ;  and  to  remember  uie  wordi 
of  the  Lord  Jesns,  how  be  said,  Itii 
more  blessed  to  give  than  to  recehK 
—Acts  XX.  17, 18. 28—31.  33. 

Let  ua  wait  on  our  iDinistering ;  or 
he  that  teacheth,  on  teaching ;  or  he 
that  exhorteth,  on  exhortaUtm,  kt. 
be  that  ruletb,  with  diligence,  &&— 
Rom.  xii.  7,  8. 

It  is  required  in  stewards,  that  t 
man  be  found  faithful.— 1  Cor.  n.  t 

Ood  hath  set  some  in  the  chnnk: 
first  apostles,  secondarilv  prophcu, 
thirdly  teachers,  jcc.  helpa,  govOB- 
mcnts.- 1  Car.  xii.

He  gave  some  apostles,  end  mmh 
prophets,  and  Bome  eTaDgelists,  oA 
some  pastors  and  teachers ;  fiir  the 
:  perfecting  of  the  sunta,  for  the  worfc 
of  the  mini8U7,  for  the  editing  of 
the  body  of  dfanst;  till  we  all  eomt 
in  the  unity  of  the  fiiith,  fcc — Eph. 
iv,  11—14. 

To  all  the  saints  in  Christ  Jesni 
which  are  at  Pbilippi,  with  the  bishop 
and  deacons. — Phil.  i.  1. 

Sa^  to  Archippus,  Take  heed  lo 
tlie  ministry  which  thon  haet  received 
in  the  Lord,  that  thon  ful&I  it— C<^ 
iv.  17. 

Neither  give  heed  to  &bles,  snd 
endless  genealogies ;  which  ministei 
questions,  rather  than  godly  edifybg, 
&c.  from  which  some  having  swerved, 
have  turned  aside  unto  vain  janHiis. 
—1  Tim.  i.  4.  6.  ■      " 

If  a  man  desire  the  office  of  ■ 
bishop,  he  desireth  a  good  work :  > 
bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  tk 
husband  of  one  wife;  vigilant,  sober, 
of  good  beheviour,  (or  modest;)  givoi 
to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach  ;  not 
given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy 
of  filthy  lucre,  but  patient:  not  i 
brawler,  not  covetous :  one  tbil 
ruletb  well  his  own  house,  having  hii 
children  in  subjection  with  all  gra- 
vity T  for  if  a  man  know  not  how  to 
rule  his  own  house,  how  shall  he  take 
care  of  the  church  of  God  ?  not  • 
novice,  (or  one  newly   came  to  the 
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faith,)  lest,  being  lifled  up  with  pride, 
he  fall  into  the  condemnation  of  the 
devil.  Likewise  must  the  deacons  be 
grave,  not  doubled-tongued,  not  given 
to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre,  holding  the  mystery  of  the 
faith  in  a  pure  conscience:  and  let 
these  also  first  be  proved,  then  let 
them  use  the  office,  &c.  let  the  dea- 
cons be  the  husbands  of  one  wife, 
ruling  their  children  and  their  own 
houses  well. — 1  Tim.  iii.  1 — 13. 

If  thou  put  the  brethren  in  remem- 
brance of  these  things,  thou  shalt  be 
a  good  minister,  &c.  but  refuse  pro- 
fane and  old  wives'  fables,  &c.  Be 
thou  an  example  of  the  believers  in 
word,  in  conversation,  in  charity,  &c. 
give  attendance  to  reading,  to  exhor- 
tation, to  doctrine,  &c.  meditate  upon 
these  things:  give  thyself  wholly 
unto  them,  &c.  take  heed  unto  thy- 
self and  the  doctrine. — 1  Tim.  iv.  6, 
7. 11—13. 15, 16. 

Rebuke  not  an  elder,  but  intreat 
him  as  a  father,  and  the  younger  men 
as  brethren :  the  elder  women,  &c. 
Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be 
counted  worthy  of  double  honour; 
especially  they  that  labour  in  the 
word  and  doctrine. — 1  Tim.  v.  1. 17. 

0  Timothy,  keep  that  which  is 
committed  to  thy  trust :  avoiding 
profane  and  vain  babblings. — 1  Tim. 
vi.  20. 

1  put  thee  in  remembrance,  that 
thou  stir  up  the  gifl  of  God  which  is 
in  thee,  &c.— 2  Tim.  i.  6,  7. 

The  things  that  thou  hast  heard  of 
me,  amon^  many  witnesses,  the  same 
commit  thou  to  faithful  men,  who 
shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also,  &c. 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of 
truth ;  but  shun  profane  and  vain 
babbling,  &c.  The  servant  of  the 
Lord  must  not  strive,  but  be  gentle 
unto  all  men :  apt  to  teach,  patient, 
(or  forbearing,)  in  meekness  instruct- 
ing those  that  oppose  themselves,  if 
God  peradventure,  &c. — 2  Tim.  ii.  2. 
15,16.23—26. 

Ordain  elders  in  every  city,  as  I 


had  appointed  thee.  If  any  be  blame- 
less, &c.  not  accused  of  riot,  or  un- 
ruly :  for  a  bishop  must  be  blameless, 
as  the  steward  of  God :  not  self- 
willed,  not  soon  angry,  not  given  to 
wine ;  no  striker,  not  given  to  filthy 
lucre,  but  a  lover  of  hospitality,  a 
lover  of  good  men,  sober,  lust,  holy, 
temperate;  holdine  fast  the  &ithfiil 
word  as  he  hath  been  taught,  that 
he  may  be  able  by  sound  doctrine 
both  to  exhort  and  to  convince  the 
gainsayers. — ^Titus  i.  6 — ^9. 

Shewing  thyself  a  pattern  of  good 
works;  in  doctrine  shewing uncorrupt- 
ness,  gravity,  sincerity,  sound  speech 
that  cannot  be  condemned,  &c.  these 
things  speak  and  exhort,  and  rebuke 
with  all  authority. — Titus  ii.  7,  8. 16. 

Them  that  have  the  rule,  &c.  watch 
for  your  souls,  as  they  that  must  give 
account. — Heb.  xiii.  17. 

Is  any  sick  among  you?  let  him 
call  for  the  elders  of*^  the  church, 
and  let  them  pray  over  him,  &c. — 
James  v.  14. 

The  elders  which  are  amone  you, 
I  exhort,  &c.  feed  the  flock  of  God, 
which  is  among  you,  (or  as  much  as 
in  yon  is;)  taking  the  oversight 
thereof,  not  by  constraint,  but  wil- 
lingly :  not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a 
ready  mind;  neither  as  being  lords 
(or  over-ruling)  over  Gk)d's  heritage, 
but  being  ensamples  to  the  flock. — 
1  Pet.  V.  1—3. 

Diotrephes,  who  loveth  to  have 
the  preeminence,  receiveth  us  not — 
3  John  9,  10. 

Sect.  2. — Complaints  of,  and  Threat' 
enings  against  evil  Officers^  or  MU 
nisters  of  the  Church. 

His  watchmen  are  blind :  they  are  all 
ienorant,  they  are  all  dumb  dogs, 
they  cannot  bark;  sleeping,  lying 
down,  loving  to  slumber:  yea,  they 
are  greedy  dogs,  which  can  never 
have  enough ;  and  they  are  shepherds 
that  cannot  understand  :  they  all  look 
to  their  own  way,  every  one  for  bis 
own  eain  from  his  quarter :  come  ye, 
say  tney,  I  will  fetch  wine,  and  we 
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will  fill  ourselves  with  strong  drink, 
and  to-morrow  shall  be  as  this  day. — 
Isa.  Ivi.  10—12. 

The  priests  said  not,  Where  is  the 
Lord?  and  they  that  handle  the 
law,  knew  me  not:  the  pastors  also 
transgressed  against  me,  &c.  Where- 
fore I  will  yet  plead  with  you,  &c. — 
Jer.  ii.  8, 9. 

The  prophets  prophesy  falsely,  and 
the  priests  bear  rule  by  their  means ; 
and  my  people  love  to  have  it  so :  and 
what  will  ye  do  in  the  end  thereof? — 
Jer.  V.  30,  31. 

From  the  prophet  unto  the  priest, 
every  one  dealetli  falsely:  thus  they 
have  healed  also  the  hurt  of  the 
daughter  of  my  people  slightly,  say- 
ing, Peace,  &e.  when,  &e. — Jer.  vi. 
13, 14  J  viii.10,11. 

The  pastors  are  become  brutish, 
and  have  not  sought  the  Lord :  there- 
fore they  shall  not  prosper,  and  all 
their  flocks  shall  be  scattered. — Jer. 
X.  21. 

Many  pastors  have  destroyed  my 
vineyard,  they  have  trodden  my  por- 
tion under  foot,  &c. — Jer.  xii.  10, 11. 

Woe  be  unto  the  pastors  that  de- 
stroy, and  scatter  the  sheep  of  my 
pasture,  saith  the  Lord  :  therefore 
thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel 
against  the  pastors  that  feed  my 
people,  Ye  have  scattered  my  flock, 
and  driven  them  away,  and  have  not 
visited  them  :  behold,  I  will  visit  upon 
you  the  evil  of  your  doings,  &c.  The 
prophets,  &c.  They  strengthen  the 
nands  of  evil-doers,  so  that  none  doth 
return  from  his  wickedness. — Jer. 
xxiii.  1,  2.  14. 

The  priests  and  the  prophets  advise 
to  put  Jeremiah  to  death,  because  he 
told  them  what  God  spake. — Jer. 
xxvi.  10,  11.16. 

Her  priests  have  violated  my  law, 
and  have  profaned  mine  holy  things : 
they  have  put  no  difference  between 
the  holy  and  profane,  neither  have  they 
shewed  difference  between  the  unclean 
and  the  clean. — Ezek.  xxii.  26. 

Woe  to  the  shepherds  of  Israel, 
that  do  feed  themselves :  should  not 


the  shepherds  feed  the  flocks  ?  je  eit 
the  fat,  and  ye  clothe  yoa  with  ths 
wool,  &c.  but  ye  feed  not  the  flock: 
the  diseased  have  ye  not  strengtli- 
ened,  neither  have  ye  healed  that 
which  was  sick,  &c.  bat  with  force 
and  with  cruelty  have  ye  ruled  them. 
— Ezek.  xxxiv.  2—4.  8. 10. 

The  priests  thereof  teach  for  hire, 
and  the  prophets  thereof  divine  fat 
money ;  yet  will  they  lean  upon  the 
Lord,  &c.  therefore  shall  Zion  fbryoor 
sake  be  plowed,&c. — Micah  iii.  11, 12. 

Her  priests  polluted  the  sanctuary, 
and  have  done  violence  to  the  law.— 
Zeph.  iii.  4. 

Woe  to  the  idle  shepherd,  thit 
leaveth  the  flock  I  the  sword  shall  be 
upon  his  arm,  &c. — Zech.  zi.  17. 

O  priests,  that  despise  nay  name^ 
&c.  ye  offer  polluted  bread  unto  mine 
altar,  &c.  If  ye  offer  the  hlind,  and 
the  lame,  is  it  not  evil?  Sec. — UaL 
i.  6-^. 

The  priests'  lips  should  keep  know- 
ledge, &c.  but  ve  are  departed  oat  of 
the  way;  ve  have  caused  many  to 
stumble  at  tne  law ;  ye  have  corrupted 
the  covenant  of  Levi,  &c.  therefore 
have  I  also  made  you  contemptible 
and  base  before  the  people. — MaL  ii. 
7—9. 

He  that  is  an  hireling,  &c.  seeth 
the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the 
sheep,  and  ff eeth ;  and  the  wolf  catch- 
eth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep. 
—John  X.  12, 13. 

Sect.  3. — The  Churches'  Duty  to- 
ward their  Officers,  and  stick  others 
who  labour  among  them. 

Provide  neither  gold  nor  silver,  &c. 
for  the  workman  is  worthy  of  his 
meat. — Matt.  x.  9, 10. 

They  all  wept  sore,  &c.  sorrowing 
most  of  all  for  the  words  which  be 
spake,  that  they  should  see  his  fiuse 
no  more. — Acts  xx.  37,  38. 

If  the  Gentiles  have  been  partaken 
of  their  spiritual  things,  their  duty 
is  also  to  minister  unto  them  in  camid 
things. — Rom.  xv.  27. 

Have  wc  not  power  to  eat  and  to 
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drink?  kc.  or  to  forbear  working? 
Who  goeth  a  warfare  at  any  time  at 
his  own  charges?  &c.  Say  I  these 
things  as  a  roan  ?  or  eaith  not  the  law 
the  same  also  ?  Thou  shalt  not  muz- 
zle the  mouth  of  the  ox  that  treadeth 
out  the  corn.  Doth  God  take  care 
for  oxen?  Or  saith  he  it  altogcether 
for  our  sakes?  For  our  sakes,  no 
doubt,  &c.  If  we  have  sown  unto 
you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great 
thing  if  we  shall  reap  your  carnal 
things?  &e.  Nevertheless,  we  have 
not  used  this  power,  but  suffer  all 
things,  lest  we  snould  hinder  the  gos- 
pel of  Christ.  Do  ye  not  know,  that 
they  which  minister  about  holy  things, 
live  (or  feed)  of  the  things  of  the 
temple?  &c.  Even  so  hath  the  Lord 
ordained,  that  they  which  preach  the 

fospel  should  live  of  the  gospel. — 
Cor.  ix.  4 — 15. 

Know  the  house  of  Stephanas,  &c. 
that  ye  submit  yourselves  unto  such, 
and  to  every  one  that  helpeth  with 
us,  and  laboureth. — 1  Cor.  xvi.  15, 
16. 

Ye  received  me  as  an  angel  of  God, 
&c.  Am  I  therefore  become  your 
enemy,  because  I  tell  you  the  truth  ? 
—Gal.  iv.  14—16. 

Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word 
communicate  unto  him  that  teacheth 
in  all  good  things. — Gal.  vi.  6. 

Praying  always,  &c.  and  for  me, 
that  utterance  may  be  given  unto  me, 
&c. — Ephes.  vi.  18,  19;  1  Thess. 
v.  25;  2Thes8.  iii.  1,2. 

I  supposed  it  necessary  to  send  to 
you  Epaphroditus,  my  brother,  and 
companion  in  labour,  &c.  but  your 
messenger,  &c.  Receive  him  there- 
fore in  the  Lord,  with  all  gladness : 
and  hold  such  in  reputation,  (or  ho- 
nour such,)  because  for  the  work  of 
Christ  he  was  nigh  unto  death,  &c. — 
Phil.  ii.  25.  29,  §0. 

Ye  sent  once  and  again  unto  my 
necessity:  not  because  I  desire  a  gift, 
but  I  desire  fruit  that  may  abound 
to  your  account,  &c.  having  received 
the  things  which  were  sent  from  you, 
an  odour  of  a  sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice 


acceptable,  well  pleasing  to  God. — 
Philip,  iv.  16—19. 

We  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  know 
them  which  labour  among  you,  and 
are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  admo^ 
nish  you:  and  to  esteem  them  very 
highly  in  love  for  their  work's  sake. — 
1  Thess.  V.  12, 13. 

Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be 
counted  worthy  of  double  honour ; 
especially  they  who  labour  in  the  word 
and  doctrine.  For  the  scripture  saith, 
Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that 
treadeth  out  the  corn,  and  the  labour- 
er is  worthy  of  his  reward.  Against 
an  elder  receive  not  an  accusation,  but 
before  two  or  three  witnesses. — 1  Tim. 
V.  17—19. 

Remember  them  which  have  the 
rule  over  you ;  who  have  spoken  unto 
you  the  word  of  God :  whose  faith 
follow,  &c.  Obey  them  that  have  the 
rule  over  you,  (or  guide  you,)  and  sub- 
mit yourselves:  for  they  watch  for 
your  souls,  &c.  Pray  for  such,  &c. 
Salute  all  them  that  have  the  rule 
over  you. — Heb.  xiii.  7. 17, 18.  24. 

Is  any  sick  among  you?  let  him 
call  for  the  elders  of  the  church,  and 
let  them  pray  over  him. — James  v.  14. 

Likewise,  ye  younger,  submit  your- 
selves unto  the  elder. — 1  Pet.  v.  5. 

IV.  Of  the  Appointment  and  OrdLna^ 
tion  of  Officers  in  Churches, 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses, 
saying,  Take  Aaron  and  his  sons  with 
him,  &c.  and  gather  thou  all  the  con- 
gregation together,  &c.  And  Moses 
did  as  the  Lord  commanded  him,  &c. 
and  said  unto  the  congregation.  This 
is  the  thing  which  the  Lord  command- 
ed to  be  done.  And  Moses  brought 
Aaron  and  his  sons,  and  washed  them 
with  water. — Levit.  viii.  1,  &c. 

Thou  shalt  bring  the  Levites  before 
the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation, 
and  thou  shalt  gather  the  whole  assem- 
bly of  the  children  of  Israel  together : 
and  thou  shalt  bring  the  Levites  be- 
fore the  Lord,  and  the  children  of 
Israel  shall  put  their  hands  upon  the 
Levites. — Numb.  viii.  9. 11. 
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Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the 
disciples,  and  said,  (the  number  of 
the  names  together,  were  about  an 
hundred  and  twenty,)  &c.  Wherefore, 
-of  these  men  which  have  companied 
with  us  all  the  time  that  the  Lord 
Jesus  went  in  and  out  among  us,  &c. 
must  one  be  ordained,  to  be  a  witness 
with  us  of  his  resurrection.  And 
thev  appointed  two,  &c.  And  tliey 
prayed,  and  said.  Thou,  Lord,  which 
Kuowest  the  hearts  of  all  men,  shew 
whether  of  these  two  thou  hast 
chosen,  &c.  And  they  gave  forth 
their  lots ;  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Mat- 
thias, and  he  was  numbered  with 
the  eleven  apostles. — Acts  i.  15.  21. 
26. 

Then  the  twelve  called  the  multi- 
tude of  the  disciples  unto  them,  and 
said,  &c.  Brethren,  look  ye  out  among 
you  seven  men,  of  honest  report,  fufi 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  wisdom,  whom 
we  may  appoint  over  this  business, 
&c.  And  the  paying  pleased  the  whole 
multitude:  and  they  chose  Stephen, 
&c. — Acts  vi.  2, 3.  5, 6. 

And  when  they  had  ordained  them 
elders  in  every  church,  and  had 
prayed,  with  fsistin^r,  they  commended 
them  to  the  Lord. — Acts  xiv.  22, 
23. 

For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete, 
that  thou  shouldest  set  in  order  the 
things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain 
elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appqint- 
ed  thee. — Titus  i.  5. 

TwELFTDLY.  Of  laying  oji  of  Hands 
upon  the  several  occasions^  and  to 
the  several  ends  in  Scripture  ynen- 
tioned. 

Bring  forth  him  that  hath  cursed 
without  the  camp,  and  let  all  that 
heard  him  lay  their  hands  upon  his 
head. — Levit.  xxiv.  14. 

Thou  slialt  bring  the  Levites  be- 
fore the  Lord ;  and  the  children  of 
Israel  shall  put  their  hands  upon  the 
Levites. — Numb.  viii.  10. 

Moses  set  Joshua  before  Eleazar, 
and  before  all  the  congregation,  and 
he  laid  his  hands  upon  him,  and  gave 


him  a  charge. — Numb,  xxvii.  18, 19. 
22,23. 

Joshua,  the  son  of  Nun,  was  fiill  of 
the  spirit  of  wisdom :  for  M oaes  had 
laid  his  hands  upon  him. — Deot 
xxxiv.  9. 

They  chose  Stephen,  Sec.  whom 
they  set  before  the  apostles:  and 
when  they  had  prayed,  tliey  laid  their 
hands  on  them. — Acts  vi.  5,  6. 

Peter  and  John  prayed,  and  laid 
their  hands  on  the  disciples,  and  they 
received  the  Holy  Ghost. — Acts  TiiL 
14, 15.  17. 

The  prophets  and  teachers  at  An- 
tioch,  by  tne  command  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  separate  Paul  and  Barnabas, 
&c.  did  pray,  and  fiwt,  and  lay 
their  hands  upon  them. — ^Acls  xiiL 
1— ^. 

Paul,  finding  certain  disciples,  kc 
And  when  Paul  had  laid  his  hands 
upon  them,  the  Holy  Ghost  came  oo 
them. — Acts  xix.  1.  6. 

Paul  prayed,  and  laid  his  hands  on 
Publius's  father,  and  healed  him, 
being  sick. — Acts  xxviii.  8. 

Neglect  not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee, 
which  was  given  thee  by  prophecy, 
with  the  laymg  on  of  the  hands  of  the 
presbytery. — 1  Tim.  iv.  14. 

Lay  hands  suddenly  on  no  man: 
neither  be  partaker  of  other  men's 
sins. — 1  Tim.  v.  22. 

Stir  up  the  gift  of  Grod,  which  is  in 
thee  by  the  putting  on  of  mj  hands. 
—2  Tim.  i.  6. 

Not  laying  again  the  foundation  of 
repentance,  ^c.  and  of  laying  on  of 
hands. — Heb.  vi.  1,  2. 

Thirteen THLY.  Of  the  severed  Or- 
dinances  of  Christy  to  be  observed 
in  and  by  tlie  Churches  of  Christy 
and  elsewhere. 

The  earth  is  defiled  under  the  in- 
habitants thereof;  because  they  have 
transgressed  the  laws,  changed  the 
ordinance,  &c. — Isa.  xxiv.  5. 

And  they  continued  stedfastly  in  the 
apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and 
in  breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers, 
&c.    And  they,  continuing  daily  with 
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one  accord  in  the  temple,  &c. — Acts 
ii.  41,  42.  46. 

And  now  I  praise  you,  brethren, 
that  you  remember  me  in  all  things, 
and  keep  the  ordiiiunces,  as  I  deliver- 
ed them  to  you. — 1  Cor.  xi.  2. 

Ordinancr  I.  Prayers. 

These  all  continued  with  one  ac- 
cord in  prayer  and  supplication,  with 
the  women,  &c. — Acts  i.  14. 

And  they  continued,  &c.  and  in 
prayers. — Acts  ii.  42. 

II.  Reading,  teaching ^  preaching  of 
the  Ward  of  God;  Prophesying. 

Thou  slialt  set  him  king  over  thee, 
whom,  &c.  He  shall  write  him  a  copy 
of  this  law  in  a  book,  &c.  he  shall 
read  therein  all  the  days  of  his  life, 
that  he  may  learn  to  fear  the  Lord. — 
Deut.  xvii.  15.  18—20;  2  Kings 
xxii.  11,  &c. 

When  all  Israel  is  come  to  appear 
before  the  Lord  thy  God,  in  the  place 
which  he  shall  choose,  thou  shalt 
read  this  law  before  all  Israel,  in  their 
hearing.  Gather  the  people  together ; 
men,  and  women,  and  children,  and 
thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates; 
that  they  may  hear,  and  that  they 
may  learn,  and  fear  the  Lord  your 
God,  and  observe  to  do  all  the  words 
of  this  law ;  and  that  their  children, 
which  have  not  known  any  thing,  may 
hear  and  learn  to  fear  the  Lord,  &c. 
— Deut.  xxxi.  11 — 13. 

Joshua  read  all  the  words  of  the 
law,  the  blessings  and  cursings,  ac- 
cording unto  all  that  is  written  in  the 
book  of  the  law ;  there  was  not  a  word 
of  all  that  Moses  commanded,  which 
Joshua  read  not  before  all  the  con- 
gregation of  Israel,  with  the  women, 
and  the  little  ones,  and  the  strangers 
that  were  conversant  among  them. — 
Josh.  viii.  34,  35. 

Jehoshaphat  sent  to  bis  princes, 
even  to  Ben-bail,  &c.  to  teach  in  the 
cities  of  Judah,  and  with  them  £Ii- 
shama  and  Jehoram,  priests  ;  and 
they  taught  in  Judah,  and  had  the 


book  of  the  law  of  the  Lord  with 
them :  and  went  about  tliroughout 
all  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  taught  the 
people. — 2  Chron.  xvii.  7 — ^9. 

And  Ezra  the  priest  brought  the 
law  before  the  congregation,  &c.  and 
he  read  therein,  &c.  from  the  morning 
until  midday,  &c.  Also  Jeshua  and 
Bani,  &c.  and  the  Levites,  caused  the 
people  to  understand  the  law ;  and  the 
people  stood  in  their  place:  so  they 
read  in  the  book  of  tne  law  of  God 
distinctly,  and  gave  the  sense,  and 
caused  them  to  understand  the  read- 
ing.— Neh.  viii.  1 — 9;  xiii.  1. 

He  established  a  testimony  in 
Jacob,  and  appointed  a  law  in  Israel, 
which  he  commanded  our  fathers, 
that  they  should  make  them  known 
to  their  children,  &c.  that  they  might 
set  their  hope  in  God,  &c.— Ps.  Ixxviii. 
5—7. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  heareth 
me,  watching  daily  at  my  gates,  wait- 
ing at  the  posts  of  my  doors :  for 
whoso  findetti  me,  findeth  life. — Prov. 
viii.  34,  35. 

How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains 
are  the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good 
tidings,  that  publisheth  peace,  &c. 
that  publisheth  salvation,  &c. — Isa. 
Hi.  7 ;  Nahum  i.  15. 

The  prophet  that  hath  a  dream,  let 
him  tell  a  dream ;  and  he  that  hath 
my  word,  let  him  speak  my  word 
faithfully;  what  is  the  chaff  to  the 
wheat,  saith  the  Lord? — Jer.  xxiii. 
28,29. 

Thou  shalt  speak  my  words  unto 
them,  whether  they  will  hear,  or 
whether  they  will  forbear. — Ezek.  ii.  7. 

They  shall  wander  from  sea  to  sea, 
&c.  to  seek  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
and  shall  not  find  it. — Amos  viii.  12. 

And  this  gospel  of  the  kingdom 
shall  be  preached  in  all  the  world, 
and  then  shall  the  end,  &c. — Matt, 
xxiv.  14. 

Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, &c.  teaching  them  to  observe 
all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded yon. — Matt,  xxviii.  19,  20. 

The  parable  of  the  sower  opened 
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by  Oirist  to  be  the  word  preached. — 
Mark  iv.  14,  &c.;  Luke  viii.  11. 

Whosoever  shall  not  receive  you, 

nor  hear  you,  when  ye  depart  thence, 

'shake  off  the  dust  under  your  feet  for 

a  testimony  against  theu. — Mark  vi. 

11 ;  Luke'x.  IG;  Matt.  x.  11— lt3. 

Jesus,  as  his  custom  was,  went 
into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath 
day,  and  stood  up  for  to  read ;  and 
there  was  delivered  unto  him  the 
book  of  the  prophet  Esaias ;  and  when 
he  had  opened  the  book,  be  found 
the  place  where  it  is  written,  The 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  &c. 
and  he  closed  the  book,  and  gave  it 
again  to  the  minister,  and  sat  down, 
&c.  And  he  began  to  say  unto  them. 
This  day  is  this  scripture  fulfilled  in 
your  ears,  &c.  and  all  bare  him  wit- 
ness, and  wondered  at  the  gracious 
words  which  proceeded  out  of  his 
mouth. — Luke  iv.  16 — 22. 

Jesus  went  throughout  every  city 
and  village,  preaching  and  shewing 
the  glad  tidings,  &c. — Luke  viii.  1. 

Jesus  said,  &c.  Ought  not  Christ 
to  have  suffered''  &c.  And  beginning 
at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  he  ex- 
pounded unto  them  in  all  the  scrip- 
tures, the  tilings  concerning  himself, 
&c.  then  opened  he  their  undcrt^tand- 
ings,  that  they  might  understand  the 
scriptures. — Luke  xxiv.  20,  27.  45. 

1  pray,  &c.  for  them  also  which 
shall  believe  on  me  throujrh  their 
word. — John  xvii.  20. 

When  the  apostles  were  command- 
ed not  to  preach  Christ,  they  said, 
Whether  it  be  right  in  the  sight  of 
God  to  hearken  unto  vou  more  than 
unto  God,  judge  ve. — Acts  iv.  18, 19; 
V.  28. 

Go,  stand  and  speak  in  the  temple 
to  the  people  all  the  words  of  tliis 
life :  and  when,  &c.  And  daily  in  the 
temple,  and  in  every  house,  they 
ceased  not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus 
Christ.— Acts  v.  20.  42. 

The  Eunuch  reading  the  prophet 
Esaias,  Philip  ran  thither  to  him,  &c. 
and  opened  his  mouth,  and  began  at 
the  same  scripture,  and  preached  unto 


him  Jesus:   he  believed^  &c. — ^ActB 
viii.  27—38. 

We  are  here  all  present  before  God 
to  hear  all  things  that  are  commanded 
thee  of  God :  while  Peter  vas  preach- 
ing Christ,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  all 
them  which  heard. — Acts  x.  33,  34; 
ii.  37,  &c. 

Call  for  Simon,  &c.  who  shall  tell 
thee  words,  whereby  thou  and  all  thy 
house  shall  be  saved. — Acts  xi.  13, 14. 

When  Paul  and  his  company  came 
to  Antioch,  he  went  into  the  sjna- 
gogue,  &c.  and  after  the  reading  of 
the  law  and  the  prophets,  the  rulen 
of  the  synagogue  sent  unto  them, 
saying.  Ye  men  and  brethren,  if  ye 
have  any  word  of  exhortation  for  the 
people,  say  on :  then  Paul  stood  up, 
and  preached,  &c. — Acts  xiii.  13,  &c. 

Then  spake  the  Lord  to  Paul,  &c* 
Speak,  and  hold  not  thy  peace ;  for  I 
have  4nuch  people  in  this  city :  and 
he  continued  there  a  year  and  six 
months,  teaching  the  word  of  God 
among  them. — Acts  xviii.  d — 11. 

Paul  went  into  the  synagogue,  aud 
spake  boldly  for  the  space  of  three 
months,  disputing  and  persuading  the 
thiiijrs  concerning  the  kingdom  of 
God  ;  hut  when  divers  were  hardened, 
and  believed  not,  &c.  he  separated  the 
disciples,  disputing  daily  in  the  school 
of  one  Tyrannus ;  and  this  continued 
by  the  space  of  two  yeal^ ;  so  that 
all  they  which  dwelt  in  Asia  heard 
the  word  of  the  Lord  Jesus. — Acts 
xix.  8—10.  20. 

Now,  brethren,  I  commend  you  to 
God,  and  to  the  word  of  his  grace, 
which  is  able  to  build  you  up. — Acts 
XX.  32. 

I  have  appeared  unto  thee  for  this 
purpose,  to  make  thee  a  minister,  &c. 
delivering  thee  from  the  Gentiles,  to 
whom  I  now  send  thee,  to  open  tlieir 
eves,  and  to  turn  them  from  darkness 
to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Sataa 
unto  God. — Acts  xxvi.  16 — 18. 

And  Paul  dwelt  two  whole  years 
in  his  own  hired  house,  and  received 
all  that  came  in  unto  him  :  preaching 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  teaching 
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those  tbings  which  concern  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. — Acts  xxviii.  23.30,31 ; 
ix.  22;  xviii.  23;  xi.  20,  21. 

I  am  ready  to  preach  the  gospel  to 
you  that  are  at  Rome  also :  for  I  am 
not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ ; 
for  it  is  the  power  ofGod  unto  salva- 
tion, &c. — Rom.  i.  15,  16:  2  Thess. 
ii.  14. 

How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in 
whom  they  have  not  believed?  and 
how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of 
whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  and  how 
shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher? 
and  how  shall  they  preach  except 
they  be  sent?  &c.  So  then  faith 
Cometh  by  bearing,  and  hearing  by 
the  word  of  God. — Rom.  x.  14,  15. 
17 ;  Titus  i.  3. 

Christ  sent  me  not  to  baptize,  but 
to  preach  the  gospel,  &;c.  for  the 
preaching  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that 
perish,  foolishness :  but  unto  us  which 
are  saved,  it  is  the  power  of  God,  &c. 
It  pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of 
preaching  to  save  them  that  believe, 
&c.  — 1  Cor.  i.  17,  18.  21.  23,  24  j 
XV.  1 — 4. 

My  preaching  was  not  with  enticing 
words  of  man's  wisdom,  &c.  but  that 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  teacheth. — 
1  Cor.  ii.  4,  5.  13. 

In  Christ  Jesus  I  have  begotten 
you,  through  the  gospel. — 1  Cor.  iv. 
15. 

Every  man,  praying  or  prophesy- 
ing, having  his  head  covered,  dis- 
honoureth  his  head. — 1  Cor.  xi.  4. 

He  that  prophesieth,  speaketb  unto 
men  to  edification,  and  exhortation, 
and  comfort,  &c.  be  edifieth  the 
church,  &c. — 1  Cor.  xiv.  3,  4. 

Who  hath  made  us  able  ministers 
of  the  New  Testament,  &c.  if  the 
ministration  of  death,  written  and  en- 

f  raven  in  stones^  was  glorious,  so,  &c. 
ow  shall  not  the  ministration  of  the 
Spirit  be  rather  glorious? — ^2 Cor.  iii. 
6—10. 

The  ministry  of  reconciliation :  to 
wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ,  &c.  we 
are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though 
God  did  beseech  you  by  us :  we  pray 


you,  in  Christ's  stead,  be  yc  reconciled 
unto  God.— 2  Cor.  v.  18—20. 

And  he  gave  some  apostles,  &c.  for 
the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying 
of  the  body  of  Christ,  until,  &c. — 
Eph.  iv.  11—14. 

The  apostles  rejoiced  that  Christ 
was  preached,  although  some  did  it 
not  uprightly.— Phil.  1.  15,  16.  18. 

When  this  epistle  is  read  amongst 
you,  cause  that  it  be  read  also  in  tne 
church  of  the  Laodiceans. — Col.  iv. 
16. 

Ye  received  the  word  of  God  which 
ye  heard  of  us ;  ye  received  it  not  as 
the  word  of  men,  but  (as  it  is  in  tnith) 
the  word  of  God,  &c.  —  1  Thess.  ii. 
13.16;  Eph.  i.  13;  Col.  i.  6. 

Despise  not  prophesyings.— 1  Thess. 
V.  20. 

Give  attendance  to  reading,  to  ex- 
hortation, to  doctrine. — 1  Tim.  iv.  13^ 

I  charge  thee,  &c.  preach  the  word : 
be  instant  in  season,  and  out  of  season : 
reprove,  &c. — 2  Tim.  iv.  1 — 3. 

If  the  word  spoken  by  angels  was 
stedfast,  &;c.  how  shall  we  escape  if 
we  neglect  so  great  salvation,  which 
at  the  first  began  to  be  spoken  by  the 
Lord,  and  was  confirmed  unto  us  by 
them  that  heard  him  ? — Heb.  ii.  2, 3. 

For  unto  us  was  the  gospel  preached, 
as  well  as  unto  them :  but  the  word 
preached  did  not  profit  them,  not 
being  mixed  with  faith  in  them  that 
heard  Tor  because  they  were  not  united 
by  faitn  to)  it. — Heb.  iv.  2. 

I  beseech  you,  brethren,  suffer  the 
word  of  exhortation :  for  I  have 
written,  &c. — Heb.  xiii.  22. 

Of  his  own  will  begat  he  us  with 
the  word  of  truth,  &c.  wherefore,  my 
beloved  brethren,  let  every  man  be 
swifl  to  hear,  &c.  receive  with  meek- 
ness the  engrafted  word,  which  is  able 
to  save  your  souls:  but  be  ye  doers 
of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  only, 
deceiving  your  own  selves. — James  i. 
18, 19.  21—23. 

Being  born  again,  not  of  corrupti- 
ble seed,  but  of  incorruptible,  by  the 
word  of  God,  &c.  and  this  ia  the. ^o.^ 
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which  by  the  gospel  is  preached  unto 
you.— 1  Pet.  1.  23.  25. 

As  newborn  babes,  desire  the  sin- 
cere milk  of  the  word^  that  ye  may 
grow  thereby. — 1  Pet.  ii.  2. 

If  any  man  speak,  let  him  speak  as 
the  oracles  of  God. — 1  Pet.  iv.  II. 

I  will  not  be  negligent  to  put  you 
always  in  remembranceof  these  things, 
though  ye  know  them,  and  be  esta- 
blished in  the  present  truth;  yea,  I 
think  it  meet,  as  long  as  I  am  in  this 
tabernacle,  to  stir  you  up,  by  putting 
you  in  remembrance. — 2  Pet  i.  12, 
13;  iii.  1,  2;  Jude  5. 

That  which  we  have  seen  and  heard, 
declare  we  unto  you,  that  ye  also  may 
have  fellowship  with  us:  and  truly, 
our  fellowship  is  with  the  Father,  and 
with  his  Son  Jesus  Christ.  —  1  John 
i.  3. 

Blessed  is  he  that  readeth,  and  they 
that  hear  the  words  of  this  prophecy, 
and  keep  those  things  which  are 
written  therein. — Rev.  i.  3.

III.  JBaptism. 

God  said  unto  Abraham,  Thou  shalt 
keep  my  covenant,  &c.  Every  man 
child  among  you  shall  be  circumcised, 
&c,  and  it  shall  be  a  token  of  the 
covenant  betwixt  me  and  you,  4cc. 
Abraham  took  Ishmael  his  son,  and 
all  that  were  born  in  his  house,  &c. 
and  circumcised  the  flesh,  &c.  And 
Abraham  was  ninety  and  nine  years 
old  when  he  was  circumcised,  &c. 
And  Ishmael  his  son  was  thirteen 
years  old  when  he  was  circumcised. — 
Gen.  xvii.  0—13.  23—25. 

Suffer  little  children,  and  forbid 
them  not,  to  come  unto  me,  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  :  and 
he  laid  his  hands  on  them. — Matt, 
xix.  13 — 15. 

Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost. — Matt,  xxviii.  19. 

John  said,  I  indeed  baptize  you 
with  water:  but  one  mightier  ibau 


I  cometh,  &:c.  he  shall  baptise  yea 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  fire. — 
Luke  iii.  16;  Acts  xi.  15,  16;  John 
i.  26.  31.33;  Acts  i.  5. 

Jesus  himself  baptized  not,  but  bis 
disciples. — John  iv.  1,  2. 

Repent,  and  be  baptized,  every  one 
of  you,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Cnnst, 
for  the  remission  of  sins :  for  the  pro- 
mise is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children, 
and  to  all  that  are  afar  off:  even  as 
many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call. 
Then  they  that  gladly  received  the 
word,  were  baptized. — ^Acts  ii.  38,30. 
41 ;  xxii.  16. 

But  when  they  believed,  &c.  they 
were  baptized,  both  men  and  women, 
&c.  Then  Simon  was  baptized,  &c. 
The  Eunuch  said,  See,  here  is  water, 
what  doth  hinder  me  to  be  baptized? 
and  Philip  said.  If  thou  believest  with 
all  thine  heart,  thou  mayest,  &c.  they 
went  both  into  the  water,  and  be 
baptized  him. — ^Acts  viii.  12, 13. 36 — 
38. 

Saul  arose,  and  was  baptized. — 
Acts  ix.  18 ;  xxii.  16. 

Can  any  man  forbid  water  that 
these  should  not  be  baptized,  which 
have  received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  well 
as  we  ?  and  he  commanded  them  to 
be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
—Acts  X.  47,  48. 

Who  shall  tell  thee  words  whereby 
thou  and  all  thy  house  shall  be  saved. 
— Acts  xi.  14. 

Lydia,  &c.  whose  heart  the  Lord 
0|>ened,  that  she  attended  unto  the 
things  which  were  spoken  of  Paul: 
and  when  she  was  baptized,  and  her 
household,  &c.  Believe  on  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  thou  shalt  be  saved,  thou 
and  thine  house,  &c.  and  he  took 
them  the  same  hour,  &c.  and  was 
baptized,  he,  and  all  his,  straightway. 
—Acts  XV i.  14,  15.  30—34. 

Some  who  were  baptized  with 
John's  baptism,  were  baptized  again. 
— Acts  xix.  3 — 5. 

Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as 
were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ,  were 
baptized  into  his  death,  buried,  &c. — 
t  Rom.  vi.  3,  4. 
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I  baptized  also  the  house  of  Ste- 
phanas :  besides,  I  know  not  whether 
I  baptized  any  other. — 1  Cor.  i.  16. 

The  unbelieving  husband  is  sanc- 
tified by  the  believing  wife :  and  the 
unbelieving  wife  is  sanctified  by  the 
believing  husband ;  else  were  your 
children  unclean :  but  now  are  they 
holy. — 1  Cor.  vii.  14. 

All  our  fathers  were  under  the 
cloud,  and  all  passed  through  the  sea, 
and  were  all  baptized  unto  Moses  in 
the  cloud,  and  in  the  sea,  &c.  but 
with  many  of  them  God  was  not  well 
pleased,  for  they  were  overthrown  in 
the  wilderness,  &c. — 1  Cor.  x.  1 — 5. 

Leaving  the  principles,  &c.  of  the 
doctrine  of  baptisms. — Heb.  vi.  1,2. 

The  ark,  wherein  few,  that  is  eight 
souls,  were  saved  by  water :  the  like 
figure  whereunto,  even  baptism,  doth 
also  now  save  us:  not  the  putting 
away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the 
answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward 
God,  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ.— 1  Pet.  iii.  20,  21. 

IV.  Breaking  of  Bread,  or  the 
LorSi  Supper. 

The  Passover :  and  all  the  direc- 
tions about  it. — Exod.  xii. 

The  doubt,  whether  one  unclean 
might  eat  the  passover,  resolved  by 
God  unto  Moses. — Numb.  ix.  6,  &c. 

The  people  not  prepared,  yet  did 
eat  the  passover:  Hezekiah  prayed 
for  them. — 2  Chron.  xxx.  18,  19. 

As  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took 
bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake  it, and 

fave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said, 
'ake,  eat,  this  is  my  bodv:  and  he 
took  the  cup,  and  ^ve  thanks,  and 
gave  it  to  them,  saymg.  Drink  ye  all 
of  it;  for  this  is  my  blood  of  the 
New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for 
many  for  the  remission  of  sins ;  but 
I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink 
henceforth,  &c.  and  when  they  had 
sung  an  hymn,  &o. — Matt.  xxvi.  26 
—30. 

They  all  drank  of  the  cup. — Mark 
xiv.  23. 

He  sat  down,  and  the  twelve  apos- 


tles with  him,  &c.  He  took  the  cup, 
and  gave  thanks,  and  said.  Take  this, 
and  divide  it  among  yourselves,  &c. 
And  he  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  unto  them, 
saying.  This  is  my  body  which  is 
given  for  you;  this  do  in  remembrance 
of  me.  Likewise  also  the  cup  afler 
supper,  saying.  This  cup  is  the  New 
Testament  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed 
for  you. — Luke  xxii.  14.  16 — ^20. 

When  Judas  had  received  the  sop 
at  supper,  he  went  immediately  out. — 
John  xiii.  26.  30. 

And  they  continued  stedfastly,  &c. 
in  breaking  of  bread. — Acts  ii.  42. 

Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
when  the  disciples  came  together  to 
break  bread,  Paul  preached  unto  them, 
&c.  in  the  upper  chamber  where  they 
were  gathered  together,  &c.  When 
he,  therefore,  was  come  up  again,  and 
had  broken  bread,  and  eaten,  &c. — 
Acts  XX.  7 — 11. 

Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven, 
that  ye  may  be  a  new  lump,  &c.  let 
us  keep  the  feast,  not  with  old  leaven, 
&c.  but  with  the  unleavened  bread  of 
sincerity  and  truth. — 1  Cor.  v.  7,  8. 

The  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless, 
is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  blood 
of  Christ  ?  the  bread  which  we  break, 
is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  body 
of  Christ  ?  for  we,  being  many,  are 
one  bread,  and  one  body  :  for  we  are 
all  partakers  of  that  one  bread,  &o. 
ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord, 
and  the  cup  of  devils :  ye  cannot  be 
partakers,  &c. — 1  Cor.  x.  16,  17.  21, 
22. 

When  ye  come  together,  therefore, 
into  one  place,  this  is  not  to  eat  the 
Lord's  Supper,  (or  ye  cannot  eat;) 
for  in  eating,  every  one  taketh  before 
other  his  own  supper;  and  one  is 
hungry,  and  another  is  drunken : 
what !  have  ye  not  houses  to  eat  and 
to  drink  in  ?  or  despise  ye  the  church 
of  God,  and  shame  them  that  have 
not,  for  are  poor?)  for  I  have  re- 
ceivea  of  the  Lord,  that  which  also  I 
delivered  unto  you.  That  the  Lord 
Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which  he  was 
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betrayed,  took  bread,  and  when  he 
had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and 
said,  Take,  eat,  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you :  this  do  in 
(or  for  a)  remembrance  of  me.  Afler 
the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup, 
when  he  had  supped,  saying,  This 
cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my 
blood ;  this  do  ye,  as  oh  as  ye  drink 
it,  in  remembrance  of  me :  for  as 
often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup,  ye  do  shew  (or  shew  ye^  the 
Lord's  death  till  he  come :  woere- 
fore,  whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread, 
and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord  un- 
worthily, shall  be  guilty  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  the  Lord,  &c.  he  that 
eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth 
and  drinketh  damnation  to  himself, 
not  discerning  the  Lord's  body,  &c. 
When  ye  come  together  to  eat,  tarry 
one  for  another :  and  if  any  man 
hunger,  let  him  eat  at  home. — 1  Cor. 
xi.  17.  20—27.  29.  33,  34. 

V.  Discipline,  Church  Censures,  or 
removing  of  Scandals. 

If  a  soul  sin,  and  hear  the  voice  of 
swearing,  and  is  a  witness,  whether 
he  hath  seen  or  known  of  it ;  if  he 
do  not  utter  it,  then  he  shall  bear  his 
iniquity. — Levit.  v.  1. 

If  there  were  a  leper  in  the  camp 
of  Israel,  he  was  to  be  pronounced 
unclean,  and  his  habitation  without 
the  camp,  alone. — Levit.  xiii.  44.  46. 

When  he  was  to  be  brought  into 
the  camp  again,  he  was  first  to  be 
pronounced  clean  by  the  priest,  after 
ne  had  viewed  him,  and  onered  sacri- 
fices for  him,  and  performed  other 
things :  so,  for  other  uncleannesses, 
they  were  to  be  separated  from  the 
congregation,  &c.  and  so  brought  in 
again. — Levit.  xiv.  1,  &c.;  xv  jlViatt. 
vni.  4. 

Thou  shalt  not  hate  thy  brother  in 
thine  heart :  thou  shalt  in  anywise 
rebuke  thy  neighbour,  and  not  suffer 
sin  upon  him,  for  that  thou  bear  not 
sin  for  him.)— Levit.  xix.  17. 

If  the  people  of  the  land  do  any 
wafs  hide  their  eyes  from  the  man 


when  he  eiveth  of  bis  seed  unto  Ho- 
lech,  and  Kill  him  not,  then  I  will  set 
my  face  against  that  roan,  and  against 
his  famil}'. — Levit.  xx.  4,  5. 

The  priests  or  people  who  were 
unclean,  &c.  by  any  uncleanness, 
were  not  to  eat  or  touch  the  holy 
things,  that  they  might  not  proftne 
the  holy  name  of  the  Lord ;  if  they 
did,  before  they  were  cleansed,  they 
were  to  be  cut  off  from  the  presence 
of  God :  no  stranger  was  to  eat  of 
the  holy  thing. — Levit.  xxii.  1 — 10. 
14, 15. 

Put  out  of  the  camp  every  leper, 
and  every  one  that  hath  an  issae,  and 
whosoever  is  defiled  with  the  dead: 
both  male  and  female  shall  ye  pat 
out;  without  the  camp  shall  ye  pat 
them,  that  they  defile  not  their  camps 
in  the  midst  whereof  I  dwell :  and 
the  children  of  Israel  did  so,  &c. — 
Numb.  V.  1 — 4;  Deut.  xxiii.  14. 

Uzziah  the  king  was  a  leper :  and 
being  in  the  temple,  the  priests 
thrust  him  out  from  thence,  &c.  he 
dwelt  in  a  several  house,  being  a 
leper :  for  he  was  cut  off  from  the 
house  of  the  Lord. — 2  Chron.  xxvi. 
19—21. 

The  people  of  Israel,  and  the  priests, 
and  the  Levites,  have  not  separated 
themselves  from  the  people  of  the 
lands,  &c.  for  they  have  taken  of  their 
daughters,  for  themselves  and  for 
their  sons,  so  that  the  holy  seed  have 
mingled  themselves  with  the  people 
of  those  lands ;  yea,  the  hand  of  the 
princes  and  rulers  hath  been  chief  in 
this  trespass,  &c. — Ezra  ix.  1,  2. 

They  read  in  the  book  of  Moses, 
&c.  that  the  Ammonite  and  Moabite 
should  not  come  into  the  congrega- 
tion of  God  for  ever,  &c-  Now  it 
came  to  pass  when  they  had  heard 
the  law,  that  they  separated  from 
Israel  all  the  mixed  multitude. — Neh. 
xiii.  1.  3. 

He  that  spa  ret  h  his  rod,  hateth  his 
son :  but  he  that  loveth  him,  chasten* 
eth  him  betimes. — Prov.  xiii.  24. 

Debate  thy  cause  with  thy  neigh- 
bour himself,  and  discover  not  a  secret 
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to  another,  (or  the  secret  of  another.) 
— Prov.  XXV.  9. 

Open  rebuke  is  better  than  secret 
love. — Prov.  xxvii.  5. 

If  thou  take  forth  the  precious  from 
the  vile,  thou  shalt  be  as  my  mouth. 
— Jer.  XV.  19. 

Her  priests  have  violated  my  law, 
and  have  profaned  mine  holy  things : 
they  have  put  no  difference  between 
the  holy  and  profane :  neither  have 
they  shewed  difference  between  the 
unclean  and  the  clean.— Ezek.  xxii.  26. 

They  shall  teach  my  people  the 
difference  between  the  holy  and  pro- 
fane, and  cause  them  to  discern  be- 
tween the  unclean  and  the  clean. — 
Ezek.  xliv.  23. 

Ephraim  hath  mixed  himself  among 
the  people;  Ephraim  is  a  cake  not 
turned. — Hosea  vii.  8. 

Jesus  said  unto  Peter,  &c.  I  will 
give  unto  thee  the  keys  of  the  king- 
dom of  heaven :  and  whatsoever  thou 
shalt  bind  on  earth,  shall  be  bound  in 
heaven:  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt 
loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in 
heaven. — Matt.  xvi.  17 — 19. 

If  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against 
thee,  go  and  tell  him  his  fault  be- 
tween thee  and  him  alone :  if  he  shall 
hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy 
brother :  but  if  he  will  not  hear  thee, 
then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more, 
that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three 
witnesses  every  word  may  be  esta- 
blished ;  and  if  he  shall  neglect  to 
hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the  church: 
but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church, 
let  him  be  unto  thee  as  an  heathen 
man  and  a  publican.  Verily,  I  say 
unto  you.  Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind 
on  earth,  shall  be  bound  in  heaven ; 
and  whatsoever  ye  shall  loose  on 
earth,  &c. — Matt,  xviii.  15 — 18;  John 
XX.  21—23. 

If  thy  brother  trespass  against  thee, 
rebuke  him  :  and  if  ne  repent,  forgive 
him,  &c.  If,  &e.  seven  times  in  a 
day. — Luke  xvii.  3,  4. 

I  beseecli  you,  brethren,  mark  them 
which  cause  divisions  and  offences, 
contrary   to  the  doctrine  which  ye 


have  learned,  and  avoid  them :  for 
they  that  are  such  serve  not  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  but  their  own  belly,  &c. 
— Rom.  xvi.  17,  18. 

It  is  reported  commonly  that  there 
is  fornication  among  you,  and  such, 
&c.  and  ye  are  pufied  up,  and  have 
not  rather  mourned,  that  ne  that  hath 
done  this  deed  might  have  been 
taken  away  from  among  you,  &c.  In 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
when  ye  are  gathered  together,  and 
my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  to  deliver  such  an  one 
unto  Satan,  for  the  destruction  of  the 
flesh,  that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in 
the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  &c.  Know 
ye  not  that  a  little  leaven  leaveneth 
the  whole  lump  ?  Sec.  I  wrote  unto 
you  in  an  epistle,  not  to  keep  com- 
pany with  fornicators:  yet  not  alto- 
gether with  the  fornicators  of  this 
world,  &c.  But  if  any  man  that  is 
called  a  brother,  be  a  fornicator,  or 
covetous,  or  an  idolater,  &c.  with 
such  an  one  no  not  to  eat.  For  what 
have  I  to  do  to  judge  them  also  that 
are  without?  do  not  ye  judge  them 
that  are  within?  therefore  -put  away 
from  among  yourselves  that  wicked 
person. — 1  Cor.  v. 

Sufficient  to  such  a  man  is  this 
punishment  (or  censure)  which  was 
inflicted  of  many :  so  that  contrari- 
wise ye  ought  rather  to  forgive  him, 
and  comfort  him,  &c.  wherefore  I  be«> 
seech  you,  that  ye  would  confirm 
your  love  toward  him,  &c.  to  whom 
ye  forgive  any  thing,  I  also  forgive. 
—2  Cor.  ii.  6—11. 

Be  not  unequally  yoked  together 
with  unbelievers;  for  what  fellow- 
ship hath  righteousness  with  unrighte- 
ousness? &c.  Ye  are  the  temple  of 
the  living  God,  &c.  Wherefore,  come 
out  from  among  them,  and  touch  not 
the  unclean  thing,  &c. — 2  Cor.  vi. 
14—18. 

When  Paul  had  written  to  the 
Galatians  about  some  who  troubled 
them,  and  would  pervert  the  gospel 
of  Christ,  &c.  and  had  preached  the 
circumcision,  &c.  he  said  to  them, 
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Ye  did  run  well;  who  did  hinder  you, 
that  ye  should  not  obey  the  truth? 
this  persuasion  cometh  not  from  him 
that  calleth  you :  a  little  leaven  lea- 
veneth  the  whole  lump  :  I  have  con- 
fidence in  you  through  the  Lord,  that 
ye  will  be  none  otherwise  minded : 
but  he  that  troubleth  you  shall  bear 
his  judgment,  whosoever  he  be,  &c. 
I  would  they  were  even  cut  off  which 
trouble  you :  for,  brethren,  ye  have 
been  called  unto  liberty. — Gal.  v.  7 — 
13. 

If  a  roan  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye 
which  are  spiritual,  restore  such  an 
one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness :  con- 
sidering thyself,  lest  thou  also  be 
tempted. — 6al.  vi.  1. 

Have  no  fellowship  with  the  un- 
fruitful works  of  darkness,  but  rather 
reprove  them  :  for  it  is  a  shame  even 
to  speak  of  those  things  which  are 
done  of  them,  &c. — Eph.  v.  II,  12. 

Now  we  exhort  (or  beseech)  you, 
brethren,  warn  them  that  are  unruly. 
—1  Thess.  v.  14. 

Now  we  command  you,  brethren, 
in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus,  that 
ye  withdraw  yourselves  from  every 
brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and 
not  after  the  tradition  which  ye  re- 
ceived of  us:  for  yourselves  know 
how  ye  oueht  to  follow  us,  &c.  Some 
which  walk  among  you  disorderly, 
working  not  at  all,  &c.  If  any  man 
obey  not  our  word  by  this  epistle, 
note  (or  signify)  that  man,  and  have 
no  company  with  him,  that  he  may 
be  ashamed ;  yet  count  him  not  as 
an  enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a 
brother.— 2  Thess.  iii.  6,  7.  11,  12. 
14,  15. 

Holding  faith,  and  a  good  con- 
science ;  which  some  having  put  away 
concerning  faith  have  made  ship- 
wreck :  of  whom  is  Hymeneus  and 
AlexaTider;  whom  I  have  delivered 
unto  Satan,  that  they  may  learn  not 
to  blaspheme. — 1  Tim.  i.  19,  20. 

Rebuke  not  an  elder,  but  entreat 
him  as  a  father,  and  the  younger 
men  as  brethren ;  the  elder  women 
as  mothers,  the  younger  as  sisters, 


with  all  purity,  kc  Against  an  eider 
receive  not  an  accusation,  but  before 
(or  under)  two  or  three  witnesses: 
them  that  sin,  rebuke  before  all,  that 
others  also  may  fear. — 1  Tim.  t.  1, 2. 
19,  20. 

Men  of  corrupt  minds,  and  desti- 
tute of  the  truth,  &c.  from  anch  with- 
draw thyself. — 1  Tim.  vi.  5 ;  2  Tim. 
111.  5. 

A  man  that  is  an  heretic  after  the 
first  and  second  admonition  reject; 
knowing  that  he  that  is  such  is  sub- 
verted, and  sinneth,  being  condemned 
of  himself. — ^Titus  iii.  10,  11. 

Follow  peace  with  idi  men,  and 
holiness,  without  which  no  man  shall 
see  the  Lord ;  looking  diligently,  lest 
any  man  fail  of  (or  fall  from)  the 
grace  of  God :  lest  any  root  of  bit- 
terness springing  up,  trouble  yon, 
and  thereby  many  be  defiled;  lest 
there  be  any  fornicator  or  profiue 
person,  as  £san,  who  for  one  moreel 
of  meat  sold  his  birthright. — Heb. 
xii.  14—16. 

I  know  thy  works,  &c.  and  bow 
thou  canst  not  bear  them  which  are 
evil :  and  thou  hast  tried  them  which 
say  they  are  apostles,  and  are  not, 
and  hast  found  them  liars,  &c.  The 
church  in  Per^mos,  &c.  I  have  a 
few  things  against  thee,  because  thon 
hast  there  them  that  hold  the  doctrine 
of  Balaam,  &c.  So  hast  thou  abo 
them  that  hold  the  doctrine  of  the 
Nicolaitanes,  which  thing  I  hate,  &c 
The  church  of  Thyatira,  &c.  I  have 
a  few  things  against  thee,  because 
thou  sufferest  that  woman  Jezebel, 
which  calleth  herself  a  prophetess,  to 
teach  and  to  seduce  my  servants,  to 
commit  fornication,  and  to  eat  things 
sacrificed  to  idols,  &c.  All  the 
churches  shall  know,  that  I  am  he 
which  searcheth  the  reins  and  hearts, 
&c.— Rev.  ii.  2.  12. 14, 15.  20.  23. 
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CHAPTER  XXVI. 

OP  HYPOCRITES  AND  HTP0CRI8T :  THE 
SPIRIT  AND  PRACTICES  OF  SUCH  WHO 
ARE  VERY  FORMAL  AND  EARNEST  IN 
THE  EXTERNAL  PART  OF  WORSHIP 
AND  PROFESSION,  AND  IN  SHOW  FOR 
god;  yet  HIGH  IN  THEIR  OPPOSI- 
TION TO  CHRIST,  THE  TRUTH  OF  THE 
GOSPEL,  AND  POWER  OF  GODLINESS 
IN    OTHERS. 

Except  your  righteousyiess  shall  ex- 
ceed  tlie  righteousness  of  the  Scribes 
and  Pharisees^  ye  shall  in  no  case 
enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaveti. 
—Matt.  V.  20;  xxi.  31,  32. 

The  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when 
the  true  worshippers  shall  worship 
the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth :  for 
the  Father  seeketh  such  to  worship 
him.  God  is  a  spirit,  and  they  that 
worship  him  must  worship  him  in 
spirit  and  in  truth. — John  iv.  23,  24. 

They  are  not  all  Israel  which  are  of 
Israel;  neither  because  they  are  the 
seed  of  Abraham,  are  they  all  chil- 
dren, &c. — Rom.  ix.  6,  7. 

Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more  ac- 
ceptable sacrifice  than  Cain :  Cain 
was  therefore  angry,  and  slew  his 
brother. — Gen.  iv.  3-— 8 ;  Heb.  xi.  4. 

Absalom  pretended  to  justice,  and 
to  pay  a  yow  which  he  had  yowed  to 
the  Lord  in  Hebron :  but  he  pur- 
posed to  steal  away  the  hearts  of  the 
people,  and  to  rebel  a^nst  the  king, 
and  advance  himself  into  the  throne. 
—2  Sam.  xy.  1—11. 

Ahaziah  the  king,  when  rebuked 
by  Elijah  for  departing  from  God,  and 
sending  to  an  idol,  gives  order  to  his 
soldiers  to  fetch  Elijah  ;  and  though 
one  company,  and  another,  were  con- 
sumed with  fire,  yet  he  sent  again. — 
2  Kings  L  3,  4.  ft— 13. 

Jehu  met  Jehonadab,  and  said  unto 
him,  Is  thine  heart  right  as  my  heart  ? 
&c.  and  he  said.  Come  with  me,  and 
see  my  zeal  for  the  Lord,  &c.  But 
Jehu  took  no  heed  to  walk  in  the  law 
of  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  with  all  his 


heart ;  for  he  departed  not  from  the 
sins  of  Jeroboam,  which  made  Israel 
to  sin. — 2  Kings  x.  15,  16.  31. 

Amaziah,  &c.  did  that  which  was 
right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  but 
not  with  a  perfect  heart. — 2  Chron. 
XXV.  1,  2. 

What  is  the  hope  of  the  hypocrite  ? 
&e.  will  he  delight  himself  in  the 
Almighty  ?  will  he  always  call  upon 
God  f— Job  xxvii.  8.  10. 

The  hypocrites  in  heart  heap  up 
wrath  ;  they  cry  not  when  he  bindetn 
them.--Job  xxxvi.  13. 

They  speak  vanity  every  one  with 
his  neighbour:  with  flattering  lips, 
and  with  a  double  heart  do  they  speak. 
— Ps.  xii.  2 ;  Ixii.  4 ;  Proy.  xxiii.  7. 

They  speak  peace  to  their  neigh- 
bours, but  mischief  is  in  their  hearts. 
— Ps.  xxviii.  3 ;  Iv.  21. 

When  he  slew  them,  then  they 
sought  him  :  and  they  returned  and 
inquired  early  afler  God :  and  they 
remembered  that  God  was  their  rock, 
and  the  high  God  their  redeemer; 
nevertheless  they  did  flatter  him  with 
their  mouth,  and  they  lied  unto  him 
with  their  tongues:  for  their  heart  was 
not  right  with  him,  neither  were  they 
stedfast  in  his  covenant. — Ps.  Ixxviii. 
34—37 ;  Isa.  xxvi.  16 ;  Hos.  xi.  12. 

The  way  of  a  fool  is  right  in  his 
own  eyes. — Proy.  xii.  15. 

There  is  a  generation  that  are  pure 
in  their  own  eyes,  and  yet  is  not 
washed  from  their  filthiness. — Prov. 
XXX.  12. 

This  people  draw  near  me  with 
their  mouth,  and  with  their  lips  they 
honour  me,  but  have  removeii  their 
heart  far  from  me  :  and  their  fear  to- 
ward me  is  taught  by  the  precept  of 
men. — Isa.  xxix.  13 ;  xlviii.  1,  2. 

Shew  my  people  their  transgres- 
sion, and  the  house  of  Jacob  their 
sins ;  yet  they  seek  me  daily,  and  de- 
light to  know  my  ways,  as  a  nation 
that  did  righteousness,  and  forsook 
not  the  ordinance  of  their  God :  they 
ask  of  me  the  ordinances  of  justice ; 
they  take  delight  in  approaching  to 
God ;  Wherefore  have  we  fasted,  say 
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they,  and  thou  seest  not?  wherefore 
have  we  afflicted  our  soul,  and  thou 
takest  no  knowledge  ?  Behold,  in  the 
day  of  your  fast  ye  iind  pleasure,  and 
exact  ail  your  labours ;  behold,  ye  fast 
for  strife,  &c. — Isa.  Iviii.  1,  &c. 

I  have  spread  out  my  hands  all  the 
day  unto  a  rebellious  people,  &c.  that 
provoketh  me  to  anger  continually  to 
my  face,  &c.  which  say.  Stand  by 
thyself,  come  not  near  to  me,  for  I 
am  holier  than  thou :  these  are  a 
smoke  in  my  nose. — Isa.  Ixv.  2 — 5. 

Judah  hath  not  turned  unto  me 
with  her  whole  heart,  but  feignedly. 
— Jer.  iii.  10. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  &c. 
Amend  your  ways,  &c.  trust  ye  not 
in  lying  words,  saying.  The  temple 
of  tne  Lord,  the  temple  of  the  Lord, 
&c.  Behold,  ye  trust  in  lying  words 
that  cannot  profit :  will  ye  steal,  mur- 
der, &c.  and  come  and  stand  before 
me  in  this  house,  which  is  called  by 
my  name?  &c. — Jer.  vii.  3,  4.  8^10; 
Ezek.  xxiii.  38, 39 ;  Matt.  iii.  8—10. 

Egypt,  &c.  are  uncircumcised,  and 
all  the  house  of  Israel  uncircumcised 
in  heart. — Jer.  ix.  26. 

Thou  art  near  in  their  mouth,  and 
far  from  their  reins. — Jer.  xii.  2. 

Judah  said.  Pray  for  us  to  the  Lord 
thy  God,  &c.  that  the  Lord  thy  God 
may  shew  us  the  way  wherein  we  may 
walk,  and  the  thing  that  we  may  do, 
&c.  We  will  obey  the  voice  of  the 
Lord,  kc.  But  Jeremiah  afterward 
said,  O  ye  remnant  of  Judah,  &c.  Ye 
dissembled  in  your  hearts  for  have 
used  deceit  against  your  souls)  when 
ye  sent  me  unto  the  Lord  your  God, 
saying.  Pray  for  up,  &c.  We  will  do 
it,  &c.  but  ye  have  not  obeyed  the 
voice  of  God,  nor  any  thing  for  which 
he  hath  sent  me  unto  you. — Jer.  xlii. 
1«_6.  19—21. 

And  they  come  unto  thee  as  the 
people  Cometh,  and  they  sit  before 
tliee  as  my  people  :  and  they  hear  thy 
words,  but  they  will  not  do  them  :  for 
with  their  mouth  they  shew  much 
love,  but  their  heart  goeth  after  their 
covetousness.    And  to,  thou  art  unto 


them  as  a  very  lovely  song,  &c.  for 
they  hear  thy  words,  but  they  do 
them  not.  —  Ezek.  xxxiii.  31,  32; 
Luke  xii.  1,  2. 

O  Ephraim,  what  shall  I  do  nnto 
thee?  O  Judah,  what  shall  I  do  unto 
thee  ?  for  your  goodness  is  a  mornhi? 
cloud,  ana  as  the  early  dew  it  goeth 
away. — Hosea  vi.  4. 

They  have  not  cried  to  me  with 
their  heart,  &c.  they  return,  but  Dot 
to  the  Most  High,  &c. — Hosea  viL 
14.  16. 

The  heads  thereof  judge  for  re- 
ward, and  the  priests  thereof  teadi 
for  hire ;  yet  will  they  lean  upon  the 
Lord,  and  say,  Is  not  the  Liord  among 
us?  &c. — Micah  iii.  11, 

When  ye  fasted,  did  ye  at  all  fast 
unto  me,  even  to  me  ?  &e.  Did  not 
ye  eat  ?  &c. — Zech.  vii.  5,  6- 

Herod  sent  to  seek  Christ  under 
pretence  of  worshipping  bim  :  but  be 
designed  to  kill  him. — Matt.  ii.  3.  5. 
8.  16. 

When  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do 
not  sound  a  trumpet  before  thee,  as 
the  hypocrites  do,  in  the  synagogues, 
and  in  the  streets,  that  they  may  have 
glory  of  men,  &c.  And  when  thou 
prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hy- 
pocrites are  :  for  they  love  to  pray 
standing  in  the  synagogues,  and  in 
the  corners  of  the  streets,  that  they 
may  be  seen  of  men,  &c.  Moreover, 
when  ye  fast,  be  not  as  the  hypocrites, 
of  a  sad  countenance :  for  they  dis- 
figure their  faces,  that  they  may  ap- 
pear unto  men  to  fast. — Matt.  vi.  2. 
5.  16. 

Why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that 
is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but  considerest 
not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye? 
or,  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother. 
Let  me  pull  out  the  mote  out  of  thine 
eye,  and  behold,  a  beam  is  in  thine 
own  eye  ?  Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast 
out  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye. 
Sec,  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me, 
Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  heaven,  &c.  Many  will  say 
to  me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord,  have 
,  we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  kc. 
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then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never 
knew  you. — Matt.  vii.  3—5.  21 — ^23; 
Luke  xiii.  26,  27. 

John  came  neither  eating  nor 
drinking,  and  thev  say,  He  hath  a 
devil ;  the  Son  of  man  came  eating 
and  drinking,  and  they  say,  Behold  a 
man  gluttonous,  and  a  wine-bibber,  a 
friend  of  publicans  and  sinners. — 
Matt.  xi.  18, 19. 

When  the  Pharisees  saw  the  dis- 
ciples plucking  com  on  the  sabbath 
day,  they  said,  Behold,  thy  disciples 
do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon 
the  sabbath  day.  Jesus  said.  Have 
ye  not  read,  &c.  how  that  on  the  sab- 
bath days  the  priests  in  the  temple 
profane  the  sabbath,  and  are  blame- 
less? &c.  They  asked  him,  saying. 
Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbaUi 
day?  that  they  might  accuse  him,  &c. 
then  he  cured  the  man,  &c.  Then  the 
Pharisees  went  out  and  held  a  coun- 
cil against  him,  how  they  micrht  de- 
stroy him,  &c.  They  said,  this  fel- 
low doth  not  cast  out  devils  but  by 
Beelzebub  the  prince  of  the  devils. — 
Matt.  xii.  1—5. 10^14.  24;  John  v. 
16 ;  Luke  xiii.  14 — 16. 

The  stony  ground,  &c.  is  one  who 
hath  not  root  in  himself,  but  dureth 
for  a  while :  for  when  tribulation  and 
persecution  ariseth,  because  of  the 
word,  by  and  by  he  is  offended,  &c. 
They  said  of. Christ,  Is  not  this  the 
carpenter's  son  ?  &c.  whence  then  hath 
this  man  all  these  things?  and  they 
were  offended  in  him. — Matt.  xiii.  20, 
21,  55--57. 

Then  came  to  Jesus  the  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  &c.  saying.  Why  do 
thy  disciples  transgress  the  tradition 
of  the  elders,  for  they  wash  not  their 
hands  when  they  eat  bread  ?  But  he 
answered,  and  said  unto  them,  Why 
do  ye  also  transgress  the  command- 
ment of  God  by  your  tradition  ?  for 
God  commanded,  saying.  Honour  thy 
father,  &c.  but  ye  say,  &c.  Thus  have 
ve  made  the  commandment  of  God  of 
none  effect  by  your  tradition :  ye  hy- 
pocrites, well  did  Esaias  prophesy  of 
yon,  saying.  This  people  draweth  nigh 


unto  me  with  their  mouth,  &:c.  but 
their  heart  is  far  from  me. — Matt.  xv. 
1 — ^9;  Mark  vii.  1,  &c.;  Luke  xi. 
42—44. 

The  young  rich  man  had  observed 
much  of  the  law;  yet  when  Christ 
had  said  unto  him.  If  thou  wilt  be 
perfect,  go  and  sell  that  thou  hast, 
and  give  to  the  poor ;  he  went  away 
sorrowful,  for  he  had  great  posses- 
sions, &c.  Many  that  are  first  shall 
be  last,  and  the  last  shall  be  first.-— 
Matt.  xix.  16—22.  30. 

Those  who  agree  for  wages,  mur- 
mur because  those  who  did  not  agree, 
nor  do  so  much  work  as  they,  had 
alike  wages  freely  given  them. — Matt 
XX.  1 — 15. 

When  the  chief  priests  and  scribes 
saw  the  wonderful  things  that  he  did, 
and  the  children  crying  in  the  temple, 
and  saying,  Hosanna  to  the  Son  of 
David ;  thev  were  sore  displeased, 
&c.  And  when  he  was  come  into  the 
temple,  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders 
of  tne  people  came  unto  him,  as  he 
was  teaching,  and  said.  By  what  au- 
thority doest  thou  these  things  ?  and 
who  gave  thee  this  authority  i  When 
Christ  had  put  forth  the  parable  of 
the  vineyard,  and  the  chief  priests 
heard  his  parables,  they  perceived 
that  he  spake  of  them  :  but  when  they 
sought  to  lay  hands  on  him,  they 
feared,  &c.— Matt.  xxi.  15.  23. 33— 
37.  45,  46. 

Then  went  the  Pharisees  and  took 
counsel  how  they  might  entangle  him 
in  his  talk,  &c.  asking  him,  Is  it  law- 
ful to  give  tribute  to  Caesar,  or  not  ? 
Jesus  said.  Why  tempt  ye  me,  ye 
hypocrites?  &c. — Matt.  xxii.  15 — 18; 
John  viii.  3,  &c. ;  Luke  vi.  7;  xi.  53, 
54 ;  XX.  20^22. 

The  scribes  and  Pharisees,  &c.  they 
say,  and  do  not ;  for  they  bind  heavy 
burdens,  and  grievous  to  be  borne, 
and  lay  them  on  men's  shoulders, 
but  they  themselves  will  not  move 
them  with  one  of  their  fingers ;  but 
all  their  works  they  do  for  to  be  seen 
of  men :  they  make  broad  their  phy- 
lacteries, and  enlarge  the  borders  of 
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their  garments^  and  love  the  upper- 
most rooms  at  feasts,  and  the  chief 
scats  in  the  synagogues,  and  greet- 
ings in  the  markets,  and  to  be  called 
of  men  Rabbi,  Rabbi,  &c.  But 
woe  unto  you.  Scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites  !  for  ye  shut  up  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  against  men  :  for  ye 
neither  ^o  in  yourselves,  neither  suf- 
fer ye  them  that  are  entering  to  go 
in,  &;c.  Ye  devour  widows'  nouses, 
and  for  a  pretence  make  long  prayers, 
&c.  Ye  compass  sea  and  land  to 
make  one  proselyte,  and  when  he  is 
made,  ye  make  him  twofold  more  the 
child  of  hell  than  yourselves.  Woe 
unto  you,  blind  guides!  which  say, 
Whosoever  shall  swear  by  the  temple, 
it  is  nothing;  but  whosoever  shall 
swear  by  the  gold  of  the  temple,  he 
is  a  debtor,  &c.  Ye  pay  tithe  of  mint, 
and  anise,  and  cummin,  and  have 
omitted  the  weightier  matters  of  the 
law,  judmnent,  mercy,  and  faith,  6cc. 
Ye  blind  guides !  which  strain  at  a 
gnat,  and  swallow  a  camel,  &c.  Ye 
make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup,  &c. 
but  within  they  are  full  of  extortion 
and  excess  :  ye  outwardly  appear 
righteous  unto  men,  but  within  ye 
are  full  of  hypocrisy. — Matt,  xxiii. 
2—7.13—17.23—31. 

The  foolish  virgins  took  their  lamps, 
and  took  no  oil  with  them ;  but  the 
wise  took  oil  in  their  vessels  with 
their  lamps. — Matt.  xxv.  3,4. 

The  chief  priests  and  the  scribes, 
&c.  consulted  that  they  might  take 
Jesus  by  subtilty,  and  kill  him,  &c. 
Judas  betrayed  Christ  with  a  kiss, 
&c.  The  chief  priests  and  ciders,  and 
all  the  council,  sought  false  witness 
against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death. — 
Matt.  xxvi.  3,  4.  49.  59;  Luke  iv. 
28,29. 

Judas  said  to  the  chief  priests,  &c. 
I  have  sinned,  in  that  I  have  betrayed 
innocent  blood :  and  thev  said,  What 
is  that  to  us?  see  thou  to  that^  6cc. 
They  i)ersuaded  the  multitude  that 
they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and  de- 
stroy Jesus,  (when  the  governor  would 
have  released  Jesus:)  they  said,  His 


blood  be  on  us,  and  on  oar  children, 
&c.  They,  mockine  him,  Kaid,  He 
trusted  in  God,  let  him  deliver  him 
now  if  he  will  have  him,  &c.  and  not- 
withstanding all  the  wonders  at  hu 
death,  which  made  the  centurion  say, 
Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  GU>d ;  yet 
the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  came  , 
to  Pilate,  and  said,  &c.  That  deoeiTer 
said,  &c.  desired  and  set  a  watch  npoo  i 
the  sepulchre.— Matt,  xx  vii.  9,  4. 17— 
20.  24,  25.  41—43.  53,  64.  62^-61 
66 ;  Mark  xv.  10, 11. 14.  29.  31, 32. 

When  they  were  convinced  that 
Christ  was  risen,  they  gave  large 
money  to  the  soldiers  to  hide  it  whh 
a  lie,  and  promised  the  soldiers  to  se- 
cure them. — Matt  xxviii.  11 — 16. 

Herod  heard  John  gladly,  and  did 
many  things. — Mark  yi.  20. 

But  the  Pharisees  and  lawjen 
rejected  the  counsel  of  God  against 
(or  within)  themselves,  being  not  bap- 
tized of  him. — Luke  vii.  30. 

Then  shall  ye  begin  to  say,  We 
have  eaten  and  drunk  in  thy  presence, 
and  thou  hast  taught  in  our  streets: 
but  he  shall  say,  &c.  De|)art  from  me, 
all  ye  workers  of  iniquity. — Luke  xiii. 
20,27;  XV.  7. 

Ye  are  they  which  justify  yourselves 
before  men,  but  God  knoweth  your 
hearts;  for  that  which  is  highly  es- 
teemed, &c. — Luke  xvi.  15. 

And  he  spake  this  parable  unto 
certain  which  trusted  in  themselves, 
that  they  were  (or  as  being)  righte- 
ous, and  despised  others.  Two  men 
went  up  into  the  temple  to  pray,  the 
one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a  PuIh 
lican  :  the  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed 
thus  with  himself;  God,  I  thank  thee, 
that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  ex- 
tortioners, &c.  1  fast  twice  in  the 
week  :  I  ^ve  tithes  of  all  that  I  pos- 
sess.— Luke  xviii.  9 — 12. 

When  Jesus  went  unto  Zaccheos's 
house,  the  Jews  murmured,  saying, 
That  he  was  gone  to  be  guest  with  a 
man  that  is  a  sinner:  liis  citizens 
hated  him,  and  said,  They  would  not 
have  this  man  to  reign  over  them. — 
Luke  xix.  5 — 7.  14. 
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The  chief  priests  and  scribes  would 
kill  Jesusy  &c.  Judas  offered  to  be- 
tray him ;  and  they  were  glad,  and 
covenanted  to  give  him  money. — 
Xuke  xxii.  2.  4,  5. 

They  accuse  Christ  before  Pilate, 
saying,  We  have  found  this  fellow 
perverting  the  nation,  and  forbidding 
to  ?ive  tribute  to  Csesar,  saying.  That 
he  nimself  is  Christ,  a  king. — Luke 
xxiii.  1 , 2. 

How  can  ye  believe,  which  receive 
honour  one  of  another,  and  seek  not 
the  honour  that  cometh  from  God 
only  ? — John  v.  43,  44. 

Ye  seek  me,  not  because  ye  saw 
the  miracles,  but  because  ye  did  eat 
of  the  loaves  and  were  filled,  &c. 
Jesus  said,  &c.  No  man  can  come 
unto  me,  except  it  were  given  unto 
him  of  my  Father.  From  that  time 
many  of  his  disciples  went  back,  and 
walked  no  more  with  him. — John  vi. 
26.  65,  66. 

Some  said  of  Christ,  He  deceived 
the  people :  howbeit,  no  man  spake 
openly  of  him,  for  fear  of  the  Jews, 
&c.  The  chief  priests  and  Pharisees 
said  unto  the  officers,  Why  have  ye 
not  brought  him?  The  officers  an- 
swered. Never  man  spake  like  this 
man.  Then  answered  them  the  Pha- 
risees, Are  ye  also  deceived?  have 
any  of  the  rulers,  or  of  the  Pharisees 
believed  on  him  ?  but  this  people, 
who  knoweth  not  the  law,  are  cursed. 
Nicoderaus  saith,  &c.  Doth  our  law 
judge  any  man  before  it  hear  him,  and 
know  what  he  doeth  ?  And  they  said 
unto  him,  Art  thou  also  of  Galilee  ? 
—John  vii.  12, 13.  45—48. 50-52. 

This  woman  was  taken  in  adultery, 
&c.  What  sayest  thou?  This  they 
said,  tempting  him,  that  they  might 
have  to  accuse  him,  &c.  We  be  Abra- 
ham's seed, and  were  never  in  bondage 
to  any  man,  &c.  Jesus  said,  &c.  Who- 
soever committeth  sin,  is  the  servant  of 
sin,  &c.  Ye  seek  to  kill  me,  a  man  that 
hath  told  yon  the  truth,  which  I  have 
heard  of  God ;  this  did  not  Abraham. 
Ye  do  the  deeds  of  your  father,  &c. 
The  Jews  said.  Say  we  not  well  that 


thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil? 
-^ohn  viii.  3—6. 33, 34. 40, 41.  48. 

The  Pharisees  said.  This  man  is 
not  of  God,  because  he  keepeth  not 
the  sabbath  day,  &c.  The  Jews  had 
agreed  already,  that  if  any  man  did 
confess  that  he  was  Christ,  he  should 
be  put  out  of  the  synagogue,  &c.  They 
s^  of  Christ,  He  is  a  smner ;  we  are 
Moses'  disciples:  as  for  this  fellow, 
we  know  not  from  whence  he  is,  &c. 
When  they  were  convinced  by  the 
man  who  had  been  blind,  that  Christ 
must  be  of  God ;  they  said  to  him, 
Thou  wast  altogeUier  born  in  sins,  and 
dost  thou  teach  us  ?  and  they  cast  him 
out.  Christ  said  to  the  Pharisees,  Ye 
say.  We  see,  &c. — John  ix.  16. 22 — 
24.28-^.40,41. 

Some  said  of  Christ,  He  hath  a 
devil,  and  is  mad,  why  hear  ye  him  ? 
&c.  for  eood  works  we  stone  thee  not, 
but  for  blasphemy,  &c. — John  x.  20. 
32,  33. 

When  Lazarus  was  raised  from  the 
dead,  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pha- 
risees gathered  a  council,  and  said, 
What  do  we,  for  this  man  doeth  many 
miracles  ?  If  we  let  him  thus  alone, 
all  men  will  believe  on  him,  and  the 
Romans  shall  come  and  take  away 
both  our  place  and  nation,  &c.  from 
that  day  forth  they  took  counsel  to- 
gether for  to  put  him  to  death. — John 
xi.  44.  46—48. 53.  57. 

Judas  said.  Why  was  not  this  oint- 
ment sold  for  three  hundred  pence, 
and  given  to  the  poor?  This  he 
said,  not  that  he  cared  for  the  poor, 
but  because  he  was  a  thief,  and  had 
the  bag,  &c.  The  chief  priests  con- 
sulted that  they  might  put  Lazarus 
also  to  death,  because  that  by  reason 
of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went  away, 
and  believed  on  Jesus,  &c.  The  Pha- 
risees therefore  said  among  them- 
selves, Perceive  ve  how  ye  prevail 
nothing  ?  Behold,  the  world  is  gone 
afler  him,  &c.  Among  the  chief  rulers 
also  many  believed  on  him ;  but  be- 
cause of  the  Pharisees  they  did  not 
confess  him,  lest  they  should  be  put 
out  of  the  synagogue ;  for  they  loved 
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the  praise  of  men  more  than  the 
praise  of  God. — John  xii.  5, 6. 10, 11. 
19.  42,  43. 

The  time  cometh,  that  whosoever 
killcth  you,  will  think  that  he  docth 
God  service.  And  these  things  they 
will  do  unto  you,  because  they  have 
not  known  the  Father  nor  me.— John 
xvi.  2,  3. 

Pilate  sought  to  release  Jesus ;  but 
the  Jews  cried  out,  saying.  If  thou  let 
this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Cffisar's 
friend :  whosoever  maketh  himself  a 
king,  speakcth  against  Caesar,  &c. 
Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall  I  cru- 
cify your  king?  the  chief  priests  an- 
swered, We  have  no  king  but  Cffisar. 
— John  x\\.  12. 15. 

Others  mocking  said.  These  men 
are  full  of  new  wine.  But  Peter  said, 
&c.  These  men  are  not  drunken,  as  ye 
suppose. — Acts  ii.  13 — 15. 

As  the  apostles  spake  unto  the 
people,  the  priests,  and  the  captain  of 
the  temple,  and  the  Sadducees,  came 
upon  them,  being  grieved  that  they 
taught  the  people,  &c.  And  they  laid 
hands  on  tnem,  &c.  saying.  By  what 
power,  or  by  what  name,  have  ye  done 
this?  &c.  They  said.  What  shall  we 
do  to  these  men?  for  that  indeed  a 
nolable  miracle  hath  been  done  bv 
them,  is  manifest  unto  all,  &c.  and 
we  cannot  deny  it ;  but  that  it  spread 
no  further  amon:^  the  people,  let  us 
straitly  ihreaten  them,  that  they  speak 
henceforth  to  no  man  in  this  name: 
and  they  called  them,  and  command- 
ed them  not  to  speak  at  all,  nor  teach 
in  the  name  of  Jesus. — Acts  iv.  1 — 
3.  7.  14—18. 

Ananias  and  Sapphira  brought  part 
of  the  price,  and  would  have  deceived 
the  Holy  Ghost,  &c.  Multitudes  were 
added  to  the  Lord.  Then  the  high 
priest,  &c.  were  filled  with  indigna- 
tion, and  laid  their  hands  on  the 
apostles,  and  put  them  in  the  com- 
mon i)rison,  &c.  They  doubted  w here- 
unto this  would  grow,  &c.  Said  to 
the  apostles,  Ye  have  filled  Jerusaloni 
with  your  doctrine,  and  intend  to 
bring  this  man's  blood  upon  us,  &c. 


When  the  apostles  bad  jmid.  That 
God  had  exalted  that  JesuB  whom 
they  slew,  they  were  cut  to  the  heart, 
and  took  counsel  to  slay  them. — ^Acli 
V.  1—3. 14—18. 24. 28. 30—33;  viL 
51,  d2.  54,  55. 

When  they  could  not  resist  the 
spirit  and  wisdom  by  which  Stephea 
spake,  then  they  suborned  men,  wnich 
said.  We  have  heard,  &c  and  thtj 
stirred  up  the  people,  and  the  elden 
and  scribes,  and  came  upon  him,  and 
caught  him,  &c.  And  set  up  Mm 
witnesses. — Acts  vi.  10 — 13. 

Simon,  when  he  saw  the  apostks 
through  laying  on  of  hands  conferred 
the  Holy  Ghost,  offered  them  monej 
for  the  like  power,  &c.  He  was  ia 
the  gall  of  bitterness. — Acts  viii.  18^ 
19.23. 

When  Saul  had  preached  the  gos- 
pel, the  Jews  took  counsel  to  kill 
liim :  but  their  laying  in  wait  was 
known  of  Saul :  and  they  watched 
the  gates  day  and  night  to  kill  him. — 
Acts  ix.  22—24. 

The  next  sabbath  day,  came  almost 
the  wliole  city  together,  to  hear  the 
word  of  God.  But  when  the  Jeirs 
saw  the  multitudes,  thev  were  filled 
with  envy,  and  spake  against  the 
things  which  were  spoken  by  Paul, 
contradicting  and  blaspheming,  &c. 
But  the  Jews  stirred  up  the  devout 
and  honourable  women,  and  the  chief 
men  of  the  city,  and  raised  persecu- 
tion against  Paul  and  Barnabas,  and 
expelled  them  out  of  their  coasts. — 
Acts  xiii.  44, 45.  50. 

The  unbelieving  Jews  stirred  up 
the  Gentiles,  and  made  their  minds 
evil  affected  against  the  brethren,  kc. 
and  persuaded  the  people  to  stone 
thom. — Acts  xiv.  2. 19. 

When  Paul  had  preached,  and  many 
believed,  the  Jews  which  believed 
not,  moved  with  envy,  took  unto  them 
certain  lewd  fellows  of  the  baser  sort, 
and  gathered  a  company,  and  set  all 
the  city  in  an  uproar,  &c.  They  drew 
Jason  and  certain  brethren  unto  the 
rulers  of  the  city,  crying.  These  that 
have  turned  the  world  upside  down 
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&c.  These  do  all  contrary  to  the  de- 
crees of  Caesar,  saying,  That  there  is 
another  king,  one  Jesus.  The  Jews 
came  also  to  Berea,  and  stirred  up  the 
people. — Acts  xvii.  2 — 7. 13. 

The  Jews  made  an  insurrection 
with  one  accord  against  Paul,  and 
brought  him  to  the  judgment  seat, 
saying.  This  fellow  persuadeth  men  to 
worship  God  contrary  to  the  law. — 
Acts  xviii.  12,  13. 

Paul  said,  I  was  zealous  toward 
God,  as  ye  all  are  this  day :  and  I 
persecuted  this  way  unto  the  death, 
binding  and  delivering  into  prisons, 
&c. — Acts  xxii.  3 — 7. 

Certain  Jews  bound  themselves 
under  a  curse  to  kill  Paul,  &c.  The 
chief  priests  and  elders  agree  to  help  it 
forward. — Acts  xxiii.  12—14 ;  xx  v.  2,3. 

They  got  an  orator  to  accuse  Paul, 
thus :  We  found  this  man  a  pestilent 
fellow,  and  a  mover  of  sedition  among 
all  the  Jews  throughout  the  world, 
and  a  ringleader  of  the  sect  of  the 
Nazarenes ;  who  also  hath  gone  about 
to  profane  the  temple,  &c.  When 
Paul  reasoned  of  righteousness,  &c. 
Felix  trembled,  and  answered.  Go  thy 
way  for  this  time  :  when  I  have  a  con- 
venient season,  I  will  call  for  thee, 
&c. — Acts  xxiv.  1,  2.  5,  6.  25. 

Paul  said,  I  verily  thought  with 
myself,  that  I  ousht  to  do  many 
things  contrary  to  the  name  of  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  :  which  things  I  also  did, 
&c.  being  exceedingly  mad. — Acts 
xxvi.  9 — 11. 

The  Jews  told  Paul,  That  con- 
cerning this  sect,  it  was  every  where 
spoken  against. — Acts  .xxviii.  22. 

Behold,  thou  art  called  a  Jew,  and 
restest  in  the  law,  and  makest  thy 
boast  of  God,  and  knowest  his  will, 
&c.  and  art  confident  that  thou  thy- 
self art  a  ^ide  to  the  blind,  &c. 
Thou,  therefore,  which  teachest  ano- 
ther, teachest  thou  not  thyself?  Thou 
that  preachest,  a  man  shall  not  steal, 
dost  thou  steal  ?  &c.  He  is  not  a  Jew 
which  is  one  outwardly:  neither  is 
that  circumcision  which  is  outward  in 
the  flesh,  &c.— Rom.  ii.  17—23.  28. 


Israel,  which  followed  after  the  law 
of  righteousness,  hath  not  attained  to 
the  law  of  righteousness :  wherefore  ? 
because  they  sought  it  not  by  faith,  but 
as  it  were  by  the  works  of  the  law : 
for  they  stumbled  at  that  stumbling 
stone,  &c. — Rom.  ix.  31,  32. 

Thev  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not  ac- 
cording  to  knowledge :  for  they,  being 
ignorant  of  God's  righteousness,  and 
going  about  to  establish  their  own 
righteousness,  have  not  submitted 
themselves  unto  the  righteousness  of 
God. — Rom.  X.  1 — 3. 

As  many  as  desire  to  make  a  fair 
shew  in  the  flesh,  they  constrain  vou 
to  be  circumcised;  only  lest  they 
should  sufier  persecution  for  the  cross 
of  Christ :  for  neither  they  themselves 
who  are  circumcised  keep  the  law; 
but  desire  to  have  you  circumcised, 
that  they  may  glory  in  your  flesh. — 
Gal.  vi.  12,  13. 

The  Jews,  who  both  killed  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  their  own  prophets,  and 
have  persecuted  us,  (or  chased  us  out;) 
and  they  please  not  God,  and  are  con- 
trary unto  all  men :  forbidding  us  to 
speak  to  the  Gentiles  that  they  might 
be  saved,  to  fill  up  their  sins  alway ; 
for  the- wrath  is  come  upon  them  to 
the  uttermost. — 1  Thess.  ii.  14 — 16. 

Having  a  form  of  godliness,  but  de- 
nving  the  power  thereof,  &c.  These 
also  resist  the  truth,  &c. — 2  Tim.  iii, 
5.8. 

They  profess  that  they  know  God, 
but  in  works  they  deny  him :  being 
abominable  and  disobedient,  and  unto 
every  good  work  reprobate,  (or  void 
of  judgment.) — Titus  i.  16. 

They  went  out  from  us,  but  they 
were  not  of  us,  &c.  they  went  out  that 
they  might  be  made  manifest,  kc, — 
1  John  li.  19. 

Thou  hast  a  name  that  thou  livest, 
and  art  dead,  &c.  I  have  not  found 
thy  works  perfect  before  God,  &c. 
The  church  of  the  Laodiceans,  &c.  I 
know  thy  works,  that  thou  art  neither 
hot  nor  cold,  &c.  Thou  sayest,  I  am 
rich,  and  increased  with  goods,  and 
have  need  of  nothing :  and  knowest 
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not  that  tbou  art  wretched,  and  mi- 
serable, and  poor,  and  blind,  and 
naked,  &c. — Rev.  iii.  1,2.  14, 15. 17. 

Sect.  I. — The  great  Danger  of  Hy- 
pocrisy and  Formality^  and  the 
End  of  Hypocrites. 

The  Israelites  had  sinned ;  and  though 
they  had  the  ark  amongst  them,  yet 
they  fell  before  their  enemies.  —  1 
Sam.  iv. 

The  hypocrite's  hope  shall  perish, 
whose  hope  shall  be  cut  off,  and  whose 
trust  shall  be  a  spider's  web :  he  shall 
lean  upon  his  house,  but  it  shall  not 
stand :  he  shall  hold  it  fast,  but  it 
shall  not  endure. — Job  viii.  13 — 15. 

He  also  shall  be  my  salvation  :  for 
an  hypocrite  shall  hot  come  before 
him. — njob  xiii.  16. 

The  congregation  of  hypocrites 
shall  be  desolate,  &c. — Job  xv.  34. 

He  that  speaketh  flattery  to  his 
friends,  the  eyes  of  his  children  shall 
fall. — Job  xvii.  5. 

The  joy  of  the  hypocrite  is  but  for 
a  moment :  though  his  excellency 
mount  up  to  the  heavens,  and  his 
head  reach  unto  the  clouds,  he  shall 
perish  for  ever  like  his  own  dung : 
they  which  have  seen  him,  shall  say. 
Where  is  he  ?  and  he  shall  flee  away 
as  a  dream,  and  shall  not  be  found. 
The  eye  also  which  saw  him,  shall  see 
him  no  more,  &c. — Job  xx.  5,  &c. 

What  is  the  hope  of  the  hypocrite, 
thoujjh  he  hath  gained,  when  God 
taketh  away  his  soul  ?  Will  God  hear 
his  cry  when  trouble  cometh  upon 
him  ? — .Tob  xxvii.  8,  9. 

The  hypocrites  in  heart  heap  up 
wrath. — Job  xxxvi.  13. 

Bloody  and  deceitful  men  shall  not 
live  out  half  their  days,  &c. — Ps.  Iv. 
23. 

O  Assyrian,  the  rod  of  mine  anger, 
&c.  I  will  send  him  against  an  hypo- 
critical nation,  and  against  the  people 
of  my  wrath  will  I  give  him  a  charge. 
— Isa.  x.  5,  G. 

Woe  unto  them  that  seek  deep  to 
hide  their  counsel  from  the  Lord,  and 
their  works  are   in  the  dark;  and 


they  say,  Who  seeth  us?  and  who 
knoweth? — Isa.  xxix.  15,  16. 

The  sinners  in  Zion  are  afiraid; 
fearfulness  hath  surprised  the  hypo- 
crites. Who  among  us  shall  dwell 
with  the  devouring  fire?  &c. — Isa. 
xxxiii.  14. 

Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle  a  fire, 
that  compass  yourselves  about  with 
sparks,  walk  in  the  light  of  vour  fire, 
and  in  the  sparks  that  je  have  kindled: 
this  shall  ye  have  of  my  band,  ye  shall 
lie  down  in  sorrow. — Isa.  1.  11. 

I  will  declare  thy  righteousness  and 
thy  works,  for  they  shall  not  profit 
thee. — Isa.  Ivii.  12. 

Trust  ye  not  in  lyine  words ;  say- 
ing. The  temple  of  the  Lord,  kc. 
Behold,  ye  trust  in  lyine  words  that 
cannot  profit,  &c.  thererore  will  I  do 
to  this  house  which  is  called  by  my 
name,  wherein  ye  trust,  and  unto  tl^ 
place  which  I  gave  to  you  and  to  your 
fathers,  as  I  have  done  to  Shiloh ;  and 
I  will  cast  you  out  of  my  8igfat.---Jer. 
vii.  4.  8—11. 

I  will  punish  all  them  which  are 
circumcised,  with  the  uncircumcised. 
Egypt,  &c.  all  these  nations  are  un- 
circumcised :  and  all  the  house  of 
Israel  are  uncircumcised  in  the  heart 
— Jer.  ix.  25,  26. 

Ye  dissembled  in  your  hearts,  when 
ye  sent  me  unto  the  Lord  your  God, 
&c.  Now,  therefore,  know  certainly, 
that  ye  shall  die  by  the  sword,  by  the 
famine,  &c. — Jer.  xlii.  20 — 22 ;  Isa. 
ix.  17. 

Cursed  be  the  deceiver,  which  hath 
in  his  flock  a  male,  &c.  and  sacrificeth 
to  the  Lord  a  corrupt  thing.— Mai.  i.14. 

Think  not  to  say  within  yourselves. 
We  have  Abraham  to  our  father,  &c. 
The  axe  is  laid,  &c. — Matt.  iii.  8—10; 
vii.  18,  19. 

Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth  :  but  if 
the  salt  have  lost  his  savour,  wherewith 
shall  it  be  salted  ?  It  is  thenceforth 
good  for  nothing  but  to  be  cast  out, 
and  to  be  trodden  under  foot  of  men, 
&c.  I  say  unto  you.  That  except  your 
righteousness  shall  exceed  the  righte- 
ousness of  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees, 
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ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.— r Matt.  v.  13.  20. 

Many  will  say  unto  me  in  that  day, 
Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not  prophesied 
in  thy  name?  &c.  and  then  will  1 
profess  unto  them,  1  never  knew  you: 
depart  from  me,  ye  that  work  ini- 
quity.— Matt.  vii.  22,  23 ;  Luke  xiii. 
25—27. 

He  heareth  the  word,  and  anon 
with  joy  receiveth  it ;  yet  hath  he 
not  root  in  himself,  but  duretli  for 
awhile,  &c. — Matt.  xiii.  20,  21. 

Every  plant  which  my  heavenly 
Father  hath  not  planted,  i^hall  be 
rooted  up :  let  them  alone,  &c.  If  the 
blind  lead  the  blind,  both  shall  &11 
into  the  ditch. — Matt.  xv.  13, 14. 

When  Christ  found  nothing  but 
leaves  on  the  fig-tree,  he  said.  Let  no 
fruit  grow  on  tnee  henceforward  for 
ever;  and  presently  it  withered  away, 
&c.  Jesus  said  to  the  priests,  &:c. 
The  publicans  and  harlots  go  into  the 
kingdom  of  God  before  you. — Matt, 
xxi.  19.  23.  29—31. 

When  the  king  came  in  to  see  the 
guests,  he  saw  there  a  man  which  had 
not  on  a  wedding  garment:  and  he 
said  unto  him.  Friend,  how  camest 
thou  in  hither?  &c.  and  he  was 
speechless :  then  said  the  king  to  his 
servants.  Bind  him,  &c.  and  cast  him 
into  outer  darkness ;  there  shall  be 
weeping,  &c. — Matt.  xxii.  11 — 13. 

Woe  unto  the  Scribes  and  Phari- 
sees, hypocrites,  often  pronounced. — 
Matt,  xxiii.  13—16.  2a  25.  27. 29— 
33. 

The  foolish  virgins  who  had  no  oil 
to  put  into  their  lamps,  were  shut  out. 
— Matt.  XXV.  8,  &c. 

Whosoever  hath  not,  from  him  shall 
be  taken  even  that  which  he  seemeth 
to  have,  (or  thinketh  be  hath.) — Luke 
viii.  18. 

Beware  ye  of  the  leaven  of  the 
Pharisees,  which  is  hypocrisy,  &c. 
He  that  knoweth  his  Lord's  will,  and 
doeth  not  according  to  his  will,  shall 
be  beaten  with  many  stripes. — Luke 
xii.  1.  47 ;  James  iv.  17. 

They  shall  begin  to  say,  We  have 


eaten  and  drunk  in  thy  presence,  &c. 
but  he  shall  say,  1  tell  you,  1  know 
you  not  whence  ye  are :  depart  from 
me,  all  ye  workers,  &c.  Ye  shall  see 
Abraham,  &c.  in  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  you  yourselves  thrust  out. — Luke 
xiii.  25—28. 

Ye  are  they  which  justify  your- 
selves, but  God  knoweth  vour  hearts : 
for  that  which  is  highly  esteemed 
amongst  men,  is  abomination  in  the 
sight  of  God. — Luke  xvi.  15. 

Every  branch  that  heareth  not  fruit 
in  me,  he  taketh  away. — John  xv.  2. 

Ananias  and  Sapphira,  both  smote 
with  death  for  their  hypocrisy. — ^Acts 
V.  5.  10. 

They  are  not  all  Israel,  which  are 
of  Israel,  &c. — ^Rom.  ix.  6,  7 ;  ii.  28; 
1  Cor.  X.  1—^. 

The  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from 
heaven  against  all  ungodliness,  &c.  of 
men,  who  hold  the  truth  in  unrighte- 
ousness.— Rom.  i.  18. 

If  a  man  thinketh  himself  to  be 
something  when  he  is  nothing,  he  de- 
ceiveth  himself. — Gal.  vi.  3. 

A  double  minded  man  is  unstable 
in  all  his  ways.— James  i.  8. 

The  Jews,  &c.  forbidding  us  to 
speak  to  the  Gentiles  that  they  might 
be  saved,  to  fill  up  their  sins  alway : 
for  the  wrath  is  come  upon  them  to 
the  uttermost. — 1  Thess.  ii.  16. 

Behold,  I  will  make  them  of  the 
S3magogue  of  Satan,  which  say  they 
are  Jews,  and  are  not,  but  do  lie,  &c. — 
Rev.  iii.  9. 

CHAPTER  XXVII. 

OF  THB  CONSCIENCE. 

And  it  came  to  pass  afterward,  that 
David^s  heart  smote  him,  because  he 
had  cut  off  Saul's  skirt :  and  he  said 
unto  his  men.  The  Lord  forbid  that  I 
should  do  this  thing  unto  my  master, 
the  Lord's  anointed,  to  stretch  forth 
my  hand  against  him,  &c.-*l  Sam. 
xxiv.  5,  6. 

And  David's  heart  smote  him  after 
that  he  had  numbered  the  people; 
and  David  said  unto  the  Lord,  I  have 
2b2 
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sinncd  greatly  in  that  I  have  done, 
&c. — 2  Sam.  xxiv.  10 ;  xii.  13. 

When  Josiah  had  heard  the  words 
of  the  book  of  the  law,  he  rent  his 
clothes ;  and  he  commanded^  &c.  Go 
ye,  inquire  of  the  Lord  for  me,  and 
for  the  people,  concerning  this  book 
that  is  found ;  for  great  is  the  wrath 
of  the  Lord,  &c.  Tell  the  man  that 
sent  you  to  me,  &c.  I  will  bring  evil 
upon  this  place,  &c.  But  to  the  king 
of  Judah,  &c.  Because  thine  heart 
was  tender,  and  thou  hast  humbled 
thyself,  &c.  thine  eyes  shall  not  see  all 
the  evil,  &c. — 2  Kings  xxii.  11 — 13. 
15, 16.  18-20. 

I  will  not  remove  mine  integrity, 
&c.  my  heart  shall  not  reproach  me 
so  long  as  I  live. — Job  xxvii.  5,  6. 

He  that  is  without  sin,  let  him  first 
cast  a  stone  at  her,  &c.  They  which 
heard  it,  being  convicted  by  their  own 
conscience,  went  out  one  by  one. — 
John  viii.  7.  9. 

Now  when  they  heard  this,  they 
were  pricked  in  tdeir  heart,  and  said 
unto  Peter,  &c.  What  shall  we  do? — 
Acts  ii.  37. 

Paul  said,  Men  and  brethren,  I  have 
lived  in  all  good  conscience  before 
God  until  this  day. — Acts  xxiii.  1. 

And  herein  do  I  exercise  myself, 
to  have  always  a  conscience  void  of 
offence  toward  God,  and  toward  men. 
— Acts  xxiv.  16. 

Which  shew  the  work  of  the  law 
written  in  their  hearts ;  their  con- 
science also  bearing  witness,  (or  the 
conscience  witnessing  with  them,)  and 
their  thoughts  the  meanwhile  ^or  be- 
tween themselves)  accusing  or  else  ex- 
cusing one  another. — Rom.  ii.  15, 16. 

I  say  the  truth  in  Christ,  I  lie  not ; 
my  conscience  also  bearing  me  wit- 
ness in  the  Holv  Ghost. — Rom.  ix.  1. 

Wherefore  ve  must  needs  be  sub- 
ject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for 
conscience  sake. — Rom.  xiii.  5. 

Whatsoever  is  sold  in  the  shambles, 
that  eat,  asking  no  question  for  con- 
science sake :  for  the  earth  is  the 
Lord's,  and  the  fulness  thereof:  if 
a/iy  of  them  that  believe  not,  bid  you 


to  a  feast,  &c.  whatsoerer  is  set  be- 
fore you  eat)  asking  no  question  lor 
conscience  sake ;  bat  if  any  man  say 
unto  you,  This  b  offered  in  sacrifice 
to  idols ;  eat  not,  for  his  sake  that 
shewed  it,  and  for  conscience  sake^ 
&c.  Conscience,  I  say ;  not  thine 
own,  but  of  the  other :  ror  wby  is  my 
liberty  judged  of  another  man's  con- 
science ?  &c.  Give  none  oflence,  nei- 
ther to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  Gentiles, 
nor  to  the  church  of  God. — 1  Cor.  x. 
25—29.  32 ;  viii.  7. 

Our  rejoicing  is  this,  the  testimony 
of  our  conscience,  that  in  simplicity 
and  godly  sincerity,  not  with  fleihly 
wisdom,  but  by  the  grace  of  God,  kL 
—2  Cor.  i.  12. 

By  manifestation  of  the  truth,  com- 
mending ourselves  to  every  man's 
conscience  in  the  sight  of  Gk>d. — 
2  Cor.  iv.  2. 

We  are  made  manifest  unto  Grod ; 
and  1  trust  also  are  made  manifest  ia 
your  consciences. — 2  Cor.  ▼.  11. 

Now  the  end  of  the  commandment 
is  charity,  out  of  a  pure  heart,  and  of 
a  good  conscience,  and  of  faith  un- 
feigned, &c.  holding  faith  and  a  good 
conscience ;  which  some  having  put 
away,  concerning  faith  have  made 
shipwreck. — 1  Tim.  i.  5.  19. 

Holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in 
a  pure  conscience. — 1  Tim.  iii.  9. 

The  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that 
in  the  latter  times  some  shall  depart 
from  the  faith,  &c.  speaking  lies  in 
hypocrisy,  having  their  consciences 
seared  with  a  hot  iron,  forbidding  to 
marry,  &c. — 1  Tim.  iv.  1 — 3. 

I  thank  God,  whom  I  serve  from 
mv  forefathers,  with  pure  conscience. 
— 2Tim.  i.  3. 

Unto  them  tliat  are  defiled  and  un- 
believing, is  nothing  pure;  but  even 
their  mind  and  conscience  is  defiled. 
— Titus  i.  15. 

In  which  were  offered  both  gifts 
and  sacrifices,  that  could  not  make 
him  that  did  the  service  perfect,  as 
pertaining  to  the  conscience,  &c.  If 
the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats  sanc- 
tifieth,  to  the  purifying  of  the  flesh ; 
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how  much  more  shall  the  blood  of 
Christ,  &c.  purge  your  consciences 
from  dead  works,  to  serve  the  living 
God  ?— Heb.  ix.  9. 13, 14. 

The  law,  having  a  shadow  of  good 
things  to  come,  &c.  can  never  with 
those  sacrifices  they  offered  year  by 
year  continually  make  the  comers 
thereunto  perfect :  for  then  would 
they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered; 
because  that  the  worshippers  once 
purged,  should  have  had  no  more 
conscience  of  sins ;  but  in  those  sa- 
crifices there  is  a  remembrance  again 
made  of  sins  every  year.  Let  us 
draw  near,  &c.  having  our  hearts 
sprinkled  from  an  evil  conscience, 
&c.— Heb.  X.  1—3. 22. 

We  trust  we  have  a  good  conscience 
in  all  things,  willing  to  live  honestly. 
— Heb.  xui.  18. 

This  is  thankworthy,  if  a  man  for 
conscience  toward  God  endure  grief, 
suffering  wrongfully. — 1  Pet.  ii.  19. 

Having  a  good  conscience;  that 
whereas  they  speak  evil  of  you,  &c. 
Baptism  doth  also  now  save  us :  not 
the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  con- 
science toward  God,  by  the  resurrec- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ. — 1  Pet.  iii.  16. 
21. 

Let  us  not  love  in  word,  &c.  Here- 
by we  know,  &c.  For  if  our  heart 
condemn  us,  God  is  greater  than  our 
heart,  and  knoweth  all  things.  Be- 
loved, if  our  heart  condemn  us  not, 
then  have  we  confidence  toward  God. 
—1  John  iii.  18—22. 

CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

OF  THE  DEVIL  :  OF  HIS  SUBTILTT  BT 
HIMSELF,  AND  BT  HIS  INSTRUMENTS, 
WICKED  MEN,  FALSE  TEACHERS,  DE- 
CEIVERS, AND  SEDUCERS.  THE  DE- 
SCRIPTION OF  THEM. 

Sect.  1. — Of  Satan y  the  Devil 
himself. 

Now  the  serpent  was  more  subtil 
than  any  beast  of  the  field  which  the 
Lord  God  had  made :   and  he  said 


unto  the  woman.  Yea,  (or  because,) 
hath  God  said,  Ye  shall  not  eat  of 
every  tree  of  the  garden  ?  The  woman 
said  unto  the  serpent.  We  may  eat,  &c. 
but  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  which  is  in 
the  midst  of  the  garden,  Grod  hath 
said.  Ye  shall  not  eat  of  it,  neither 
shall  ye  touch  it,  lest  ye  die.  And 
the  serpent  said  unto  the  woman,  Ye 
shall  not  surely  die;  for  God  doth 
know,  that  in  the  day  ye  eat  thereof^ 
then  your  eyes  shall  be  opened,  and 
ye  shall  be  as  gods,  knowing  good  and 
evil.  And  when  the  woman  saw  that 
the  tree  was  good,  &c. — Gen.  iii.  1 — 7. 

Satan  was  a  lying  spirit,  in  the 
mouth  of  all  his  prophets,  to  persuade 
Ahab,  &c. — 1  Kings  xxii.  21 — 23; 
2Chron.  xx.21,22. 

And  Satan  stood  up  against  Israel, 
and  provoked  David  to  number  Israel. 
— 1  Chron.  xxi.  1;  2  Sam.  xxiv.  1. 

Now  there  was  a  day,  when  the 
sons  of  God  came  to  present  them- 
selves before  the  Lord  :  and  Satan 
^or  the  adversary)  came  also  among 
(or  in  the  midst  of)  them ;  and  the 
Lord  said  unto  Satan,  Whence  comest 
thou  ?  Then  said  he,  &c.  From  going 
to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and  from 
walking  up  and  down  in  it,  &c.  He 
said.  Doth  Job  fear  God  for  nought  ? 
Hast  not  thou  made  an  hedge  about 
him  ?  &c.  Put  forth  thine  hand  now, 
and  touch  all  that  he  hath,  and  he 
will  curse  thee  to  thy  face,  &c.  Then 
Satan,  having  leave  eiven  him,  de- 
stroyed all  he  had. — Job  i.  6,  &c. ;  ii. 
1—3. 

Hast  thou  considered  my  servant 
Job  ?  &c.  still  he  holdeth  fiist  his  in- 
tegrity, although  thou  movedst  me 
against  him,  to  destroy  him  without 
cause.  And  Satan  answered  the  Lord, 
and  said.  Skin  for  skin ;  yea,  all  that 
a  man  hath  will  he  give  for  his  life : 
but  put  forth  thine  hand  now,  and 
touch  his  bone  and  his  flesh,  and  he 
will  curse  thee  to  thy  face.  And  the 
Lord  said.  He  is  in  thine  hand :  but 

Sor  only)  save  his  life.    So  went  Satan 
brth  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord, 
and  smote  Job,  &c. — Job  ii.  3—7.

And  he  shewed  me  Joshua  the 
high  priest,  standing  before  the  angel 
of  the  Lord,  and  Satan  standing  at 
his  right  hand,  to  resist  him.  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  Satan,  The  Lord 
rebuke  thee,  O  Satan ;  even  the  Lord 
that  hath  chosen  Jerusalem,  &c. — 
Zech.  iii.  1,  2. 

Jesus  was  led  up  of  the  spirit  into 
the  wilderness,  to  be  tempted  of  the 
devil.  And  when  he  had  fasted,  &c. 
the  tempter  came  to  him :  he  said.  If 
thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  command 
that  these  stones  be  made  bread.  But 
he  answered,  and  said,  It  is  written, 
&c.  Then  the  devil  taketh  him  up 
into  the  holy  city,  and  setteth  him  on 
a  pinnacle  of  the  temple,  and  saith 
unto  him.  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God, 
cast  thyself  down :  for  it  is  written, 
He  shall  give  his  angels  charge,  &c. 
Jesus  said.  It  is  written  again,  &c. 
The  devil,  kc.  sheweth  him  all  the 
kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  the  glory 
of  them;  and  saith  unto  him.  All 
these  things  will  I  give  thee,  if  thou 
wilt  fall  down  and  worship  me,  &c. 
Get  thee  hence,  Satan ;  for  it  is  writ- 
ten, Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy 
God ;  and  him  only  shalt  thou  serve. 
—Matt.  iv.  1—12. 

When  Jesus  was  come  to  the  other 
side,  &c.  there  met  him  two  possessed 
with  devils,  &c.  and  they  cried  out, 
saying.  What  have  we  to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  God?  art 
thou  come  hither  to  torment  us  be- 
fore the  time  ?  &c.  So  the  devils  be- 
sought him,  saying,  If  thou  cast  us 
out,  suffer  us  to  go  away  into  the 
herd  of  swine.  And  he  said  unto 
them.  Go,  &c.  The  whole  city  came 
out,  and  besought  him  that  he  would 
depart  out  of  their  coasts. — Matt.  viii. 
28—34 ;  Mark  v.  2,  &c. ;  Luke  viii. 
27,  &c. 

When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone 
out  of  a  man,  he  walketh  through 
dry  places,  seeking  rest,  and  findeth 
none.  Then  he  saith,  I  will  return 
into  my  bouse  from  whence  I  came 
out :  and  when  he  is  come,  he  findeth 
it  empty,  swept,  and  garnbhed :  then 


goeth  he,  and  taketh  with  hinndf 
seven  other  spirits,  more  wicked  than 
himself;  and  they  enter  in  and  dwdl 
there :  and  the  last  state  of  that  man 
is  worse  than  the  first. — Matt.  xiL 
43—45. 

When  any  one  heareth  the  word  of 
the  kingdom,  and  undentandeth  it 
not,  then  cometh  the  wicked  one, 
and,  &c.  The  tares  are  the  cdiildren 
of  the  wicked  one ;  the  enemy  that 
soweth  them,  is  the  deviL — Matt.  ziiL 
19.  38,  30. 

Jesus  rebuked  the  devil,  and  he 
departed  out  of  him,  and  the  child 
was  cured  from  that  very  honr,  kc, 
Howbeit,  this  kind  goeth  not  out  but 
by  prayer  and  fasting. — Matt.  xviL 
18.  21. 

Christ  suffered  not  the  devils  to 
speak,  because  they  knew  him. — 
Mark  i.  24,  25. 34. 

Lord,  even  the  devils  are  sahject 
unto  us  through  thy  name.  And  he 
said  unto  them,  I  beheld  Satan  as 
lightning  fall  from  heaven. — Luke  x. 
17, 18. 

And  he  was  casting  out  a  devil, 
and  it  was  dumb.  But  some  of  them 
said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub,  the  chief  of  the  devils,  &c. 
If  Satan  also  be  divided  against  him- 
self, how  shall  his  kingdom  stand? 
Because  ye  say,  I  cast  out  devils 
through  Beelzebub.  But  if  I  by 
Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom 
do  your  sons  cast  them  out  ? — Luke 
xi.  14, 15. 17—21 ;  Mark  iii.  22, 23, 

Ought  not  this  woman,  being  a 
daughter  of  Abraham,  whom  Satan 
hath  bound,  lo,  these  eighteen  years, 
be  loosed?  &c. — Luke  xiii.  16. 

Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift 
you  as  wheat ;  but  I  have  prayed  for 
thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not. — Luke 
xxii.  31,  32. 

Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil ; 
and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will 
do.  He  was  a  murderer  from  the 
beginning,  and  abode  not  in  the 
truth,  because  there  is  no  truth  in 
him :  .when   he  spcakcth  a  lie,   he 
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Bpeaketh  of  his  own :  for  he  is  a  liar^ 
and  the  father  of  it. — John  viii.  44. 

The  devil  having  now  put  it  into 
the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's 
son,  to  betray  him,  &c.  After  Jesus 
had  given  the  sop  to  Judas,  Satan 
entered  into  him. — John  xiii.  2.  26, 
27 ;  Luke  xxii.  3. 

The  prince  of  this  world  cometh, 
and  hath  nothing  in  me.-John  xiv.  30. 

When  the  Spirit  is  come,  he  will 
reprove  (or  convince)  the  world  of 
sin^  of  righteousness,  &c.  of  judg- 
ment, because  the  prince  of  this  world 
is  judged. — John  xvi.  8,  9. 11. 

I  pray,  &c.  that  thou  shouldest 
keep  them  from  the  evil  one. — John 
xvii.  15. 

Peter  said,  Ananias^  why  hath 
Satan  filled  thine  heart,  to  lie  to  the 
Holy  Ghost?— Acts  v.  3. 

And  the  God  of  peace  shall  bruise 
Satan  under  your  feet  shortly. — Rom. 
xvi.  20. 

Then  come  together  again,  lest 
Satan  tempt  you  for  your  inconti- 
nency. — 1  Cor.  vii.  5. 

Confirm  your  love  toward  him,  &c. 
lest  Satan  should  get  any  advantage 
of  us :  for  we  are  not  ignorant  of  his 
devices. — 2  Cor.  ii.  8 — 12. 

If  our  gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to 
them  that  are  lost :  in  whom  the  god 
of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds 
of  them  which  believe  not,  lest  the 
light  of  the  glorious  gospel,  &c. — 
2  Cor.  iv.  3, 4. 

But  I  fear  lest  by  any  means,  as 
the  serpent  beguiled  Eve  through  his 
subtilty,  so  your  mind  should  be  cor- 
rupted from  the  simplicity  that  is  in 
Christ,  &c.  No  marvel :  for-  Satan 
himself  is  transformed  into  an  aneel 
of  light. — 2  Cor.  xi.  3. 14;  Acts  xiii. 
10. 

There  was  given  to  me  a  thorn  in 
the  flesh,  the  messenger  of  Satan,  to 
buffet  me. — 2  Cor.  xii.  7. 

Ye  walked,  &c.  according  to  the 
prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,  the 
spirit  that  now  worketh  in  the  chil- 
dren of  disobedience. — Eph.  ii.  2. 

Let  not  the  sun  go  down  upon 


your  wrath,  neither  give  place  to  the 
devil.— Eph.  iv.  26, 27. 

Put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against 
the  wiles  of  the  devil ;  for  we  wrestle 
not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  a- 
gainst  principalities,  against  powers, 
against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness 
of  this  world,  against  spiritual  wick- 
edness (or  wicked  spirits)  in  high 
places :  wherefore  take  unto  you  the 
whole  armour  of  God,  &c.  above  all, 
taking  the  shield  of  faith,  wherewith 
ye  shall  be  able  to  auench  all  the 
fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. — Eph.  vi. 
11—13. 16. 

We  would  have  come  unto  you, 
even  I  Paul,  once  and  again;  but 
Satan  hindered  us. — 1  Thess.  ii.  18. 

I  sent  to  know  your  faith,  lest  by 
some  means  the  tempter  have  tempted 
you. — 1  Thess.  iii.  6. 

That  wicked  one  be  revealed,  &:c. 
whose  coming  is  after  the  working  of 
Satan ;  with  all  power,  and  signs,  and 
lying  wonders. — 2  Thess.  ii.  §,  9. 

Not  a  novice,  lest,  being  lifted  up 
with  pride,  he  fall  into  the  condemna- 
tion of  the  devil. — 1  Tim.  iii.  6. 

In  meekness,  instructing  those,  &c. 
that  they  may  recover  themselves  out 
of  the  snare  of  the  devil,  who  are 
taken  captive  (or  alive)  by  him  at  his 
will.— 2  Tim.  li.  25, 26. 

Throuffh  death  he  might  destroy 
him  that  nad  the  power  of  death,  that 
is,  the  devil. — Heb.  ii.  14. 

Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee 
from  you. — James  iv.  7. 

Be  sober,  be  vigilant ;  because  your 
adversary  the  devil,  as  a  roaring  lion, 
walketh  about,  seekmg  whom  he  may 
devour :  whom  resist,  stedfast  in  the 
faith,  knowing  that  the  same  aAic- 
tions  are  accomplished  in  your  bre- 
thren.—1  Pet,  v.  8, 9. 

I  write  unto  you,  young  men,  be- 
cause ye  have  overcome  the  wicked 
one. — 1  John  ii.13,14;  v.  18;  2  Thess. 
iii.  3. 

He  that  committeth  sin  is  of  the 
devil ;  for  the  devil  sinneth  from  the 
beginning.    For  this  purpose  the  Son 
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of  Ood  was  manifested,  that  he  might 
destroy  the  works  of  the  devil :  DOt 
as  Cain,  who  was  of  that  wicked  one, 
and  slew  his  brother. — 1  John  iii.  8. 
12. 

The  angels  which  kept  not  their 
first  estate  (or  principalities)  he  hath 
reserved  in  everlasting  chains.  The 
archangel,  when  contending  with  the 
devil  he  disputed  about  the  body  of 
Moses,  durst  not  bring  against  him 
a  railing  accusation ;  but  said,  The 
Lord  rebuke  thee. — Jude  6.  9. 

The  devil  shall  cast  some  of  you 
into  prison :  thou  dwellest  even  where 
Satan's  seat  is. — Rev.  ii.  10. 13. 

Them  of  the  synagogue  of  Satan, 
&c. — Rev.  iii.  9. 

The  angel  of  the  bottomless  pit, 
whose  name  in  the  Hebrew  toneue  is 
Abaddon ;  but  in  the  Greek  ApoTlyon. 
— Rev.  ix.  11. 

There  was  war  in  heaven ;  Michael 
and  his  angels  fought  against  the  dra- 
gon, &c.  and  the  great  dragon  was 
cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  called  the 
Devil,  and  Satan,  which  deceiveth  the 
whole  world :  he  was  cast  out  into 
the  earth,  and  his  angels  were  cast 
out  with  him,  &c.  The  accuser  of 
our  brethren  is  cast  down,  which  ac- 
cused them  before  our  God  day  and 
night,  &c.  Woe  to  the  inhabiters  of 
the  earth  and  of  the  sea !  for  the  devil 
is  come  down  unto  you,  having  great 
wrath. — Rev.  xii.  7 — 13. 

Three  unclean  spirits,  like  frogs, 
came  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  dragon, 
&c.  the  spirits  of  devils,  working  mi- 
racles, &c. — Rev.  xvi.  13, 14. 

Satan  laid  hold  on,  bound,  cast 
into  the  bottomless  pit,  and  sealed  up 
from  deceiving,  &c.  let  loose  again, 
and  then  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire  and 
brimstone. — Rev.  xx. 

Sect.  2. — The  Instruments  of  Satan  ; 
Seducers,  Deceivers^  ^t. 

Let  no  man   deceive   you    by   any 
means. — 2  Thcss.  ii.  3. 

When  a  prophet  speaketh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  if  the  thing  fol- 
low not,  &c.  that  is  the  thing  which 


the  Lord  hath  not  spoken. — Dent 

xviii.  22. 

The  devil  was  a  lying  spirit  in  the 
mouth  of  all  the  prophets,  to  deceive 
Ahab.  — 1  Kings  xxii.  19,  20.  23; 
Ezek.  xiii.  9. 

The  prophets  prophesy  lies  in  mj 
name ;  I  sent  them  not,  neither  have 
I  commanded  them,  neither  spake 
unto  them :  they  prophesy  unto  yoa 
a  &lse  vision  and  divination,  and  t 
thing  of  nought,  and  the  deceit  of 
their  heart — Jer.  xiv.  14, 15. 

Beware  of  false  prophets,  which 
come  to  you  in  sheep^s  clothing,  bat 
inwardly  they  are  ravening  wolves; 
ye  shall  know  them  b^  their  traits,  &c 
We  have  prophesied  m  thy  name,  cast 
out  devils,  and  done  many  wonderful 
works.— Matt.  vii.  15, 16. 22, 2a 

Take  heed,  and  beware  of  the  leaven 
of  the  Pharisees,  &c.  of  the  doctrine  of 
the  Pharisees,  &c.-Matt.  xvi.  6.11,12. 

Take  heed  that  no  man  deceive 
you :  for  many  shall  come  in  my 
name,  saying,  I  am  Christ ;  and  shall 
deceive  many,  &:c.  many  false  pro- 
phets shall  arise,  and  shall  deceive 
many,  &c.  Then  if  any  shall  say 
unto  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ,  or  there 
is  Christ,  believe  it  not:  for  there 
shall  arise  false  Christs  and  false 
prophets,  and  shall  shew  great  siens 
and  wonders ;  insomuch  that,  it  it 
were  possible,  they  shall  deceive  the 
yery  elect.  Behold,  I  have  told  you 
before ;  wherefore,  if  they  shall  say 
unto  yon,  Behold,  he  is  in  the  desert, 
go  not  forth,  &c.  For  as  the  light- 
ning Cometh  out  of  the  east,  and 
shincth  even  unto  the  west,  so  shall 
also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man 
be.— Matt.  xxiv.  4,  5. 11.  ^»— 28. 

Ye  received  me  not:  if  another 
shall  come  in  his  own  name,  him  ye 
will  receive. — John  v.  43. 

Ely  mas,  &c.  seeking  to  turn  away 
the  deputy  from  the  mith,  &c.  Paul, 
&c.  said,  O  full  of  all  subtilty  and  all 
mischief,  thou  child  of  the  devil, 
thou  enemy  of  all  righteousness,  wilt 
thou  not  cease  to  pervert  the  rie:ht 
ways  of  the  Lord  ?— Acts  xiii.  8 — 11. 
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Certain  men,  &c.  have  troubled  you 
with  words,  subverting  your  souls, 
saying,  &c. — Acts  xv.  1.  24. 

After  my  departure  shall  grievous 
wolves  enter  in  among  you,  not  spar- 
ing the  flock :  also  of  your  own  selves 
shall  men  arise,  speaking  perverse 
things,  to  draw  away  disciples  after 
them  :  therefore  watch.  —  Acts  xx. 
29—31. 

The  Sadducees  say.  That  there  is  no 
resurrection,  neither  angel,  nor  spirit. 
— Acts  xxiii.  8,  9. 

Mark  them  which  cause  divisions 
and  oflTences,  contrary  to  the  doctrine 
which  ye  have  received,  and  avoid 
them  :  for  they  that  are  such,  serve 
not  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  their 
own  belly ;  and  by  good  words,  and 
fair  speeches,  deceive  the  hearts  of 
the  simple. — Rom.  xvi.  17, 18. 

There  must  be  also  heresies  among 
you,  that  they  which  are  approved 
may  be  made  manifest. — 1  Cor.  xi.  19. 

How  say  some  among  you,  that 
there  is  no  resurrection  of  the  dead  ? 
—1  Cor.  XV.  12. 

We  are  not  as  many,  which  corrupt 
the  word  of  God,  &c. — 2  Cor.  ii.  17. 

Them  which  desire  occasion,  &c. 
for  such  are  false  apostles,  deceitful 
workers  ;  transforming  themselves 
into  the  apostles  of  Christ;  and  no 
marvel,  for  Satan  himself  is  trans- 
formed into  an  angel  of  light :  there- 
fore it  is  no  great  thing  if  his  minis- 
ters be  transformed  as  the  ministers 
of  righteousness  :  whose  end  shall  be 
according  to  their  works,  &c.  Ye 
suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  your- 
selves are  wise :  for  ye  suffer,  if  a 
man  bring  you  into  bondage,  if  a  man 
devour  you,  if  a  man  take  of  you,  if  a 
man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man  smite  you 
on  the  face.— 2  Cor.  xi.  12—15. 19,20. 

There  be  some  that  trouble  you, 
and  would  pervert  the  gospel  of 
Christ:  but  though  we,  or  an  angel 
from  heaven,  preach  any  other  gos- 
pel unto  you,  than  that  which  we  have 
preached  unto  you,  let  him  be  accurs- 
ed :  as  we  said  before,  so  say  I  now 
again,  I£  any  man  preach  any  other 


gospel  unto  you,  than  that  ye  have 
received,  let  him  be  accursed. — Gal. 
i.  7—9. 

False  brethren,  who  came  in  privily 
to  spy  out  our  liberty  which  we  have 
in  Christ  Jesus,  that  they  might  bring 
us  into  bondage;  to  whom  we  gave 
place  by  subjection,  no,  not  for  an  hour; 
that  the  truth  of  the  gospel  might 
continue  with  vou :  but  of  those  who 
seemed  to  be,  &c. — Gal.  ii.  4 — 6. 

They  zealously  affect  you,  but  not 
well:  yea,  they  would  exclude  you, 
that  you  might  affect  them. — Gal.  iv. 
17. 

As  many  as  desire  to  make  a  fair 
shew  in  the  flesh,  they  constrain  you 
to  be  circumcised ;  lest  they  should 
suffer  persecution  for  the  cross  of 
Christ:  for  neither  they  themselves 
who  are  circumcised  keep  the  law; 
but  desire  to  have  you  circumcised, 
that  they  may  glory  in  your  flesh. — 
Gal.  vi.  12, 13 ;  Phil.  iii.  2. 

Be  no  more  children,  tossed  to  and 
fro,  and  carried  about  with  every  wind 
of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men,  and 
cunning  craftiness,  whereby  they  lie 
in  wait  to  deceive. — Eph.  iv.  14. 

This  I  say,  lest  any  should  beguile 
ou  with  enticing  words,  &c.  Beware, 
est  any  man  spoil  you  through  phi- 
losophy, and  vain  deceit,  after  the  tra- 
dition of  men,  after  the  rudiments  of 
the  world,  and  not  after  Christ,  &:c. 
Let  no  man  jud^e  you  in  meat,  (or 
for  eatin?,)  &c.  intruding  into  those 
things  which  he  hath  not  seen,  &c. 
and  not  holding  the  head,  &c.  Whv 
are  ye  subject  to  ordinances  ?  Touch 
not,  &c.— Col.  ii.  4.  8.  16—21. 

Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any 
means,  &c.  That  man  of  sin,  &:c. 
who  opposeth  and  exalteth  himself 
above  all  that  is  called  God,  or  that  is 
worshipped :  so  that  he,  as  God, 
sitteth  m  the  temple  of  God,  shewing 
himself  that  he  is  God,  &c.  Then 
shall  that  wicked  one  be  revealed, 
whom  the  Lord  shall  consume  with 
the  spirit  of  his  mouth,  and  shall  de- 
stroy with  the  brightness  of  his  com- 
ing ;  even  him  whose  coming  is  after 
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the  working  of  Satan,  with  all  power, 
and  signs,  and  lying  wonders,  and 
with  all  (leceivableness  of  unrighte- 
ousness in  them  that  perish ;  because 
they  received  not  the  love  of  the 
truth,  that  they  mieht  be  saved.  And 
for  this  cause  God  shall  send  them 
strong  delusion,  that  they  should  be- 
lieve a  lie :  that  they  all  might  be 
damned,  &c. — 2  Thess.  ii.  2 — 4.  8 — 
13 ;  Rev.  xiii.  13,  14. 

Charge  some,  that  they  teach  no 
other  doctrine,  neither  give  heed  to 
fables,  &c.  Some,  having  swerved, 
have  turned  aside  to  vain  jangling, 
desiring  to  be  teachers  of  the  law, 
understanding  neither  what  they  say, 
nor  whereof  they  affirm. — 1  Tim.  i. 
3,  4.  6,  7. 

Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly, 
that  in  the  latter  times  some  shall 
depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to 
seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of 
devils  :  speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy  ; 
having  their  conscience  seared  with  a 
hot  iron :  forbidding  to  marry,  and 
commanding  to  abstain  from  meats, 
&c.— 1  Tim.  iv.  1—3. 

If  any  man  teach  otherwise,  &c.  he 
is  proud,  knowing  nothing;  but  doting 
(or  sick)  about  questions  and  strifes 
of  words,  whereof  cometh  envy,  rail- 
ings, evil  surmisings,  perverse  dis- 
putings  of  men  of  corrupt  minds,  and 
destitute  of  the  truth  ;  supposing  that 
^in  is  godliness:  from  such  with- 
draw thyself.  Some  professing,  have 
erred,  &c. — 1  Tim.  vi.  3 — 5.  21. 

Strive  not  about  words  to  no  profit, 
but  to  the  subverting  of  the  hearers, 
&c.  Shun  profane  and  vain  babblings, 
for  they  will  increase  unto  more  un- 
godliness; and  their  word  will  eat 
as  doth  a  canker,  (or  gangrene  :)  of 
whom  is  Hyraenaeus  and  Philetus; 
who,  concerning  the  truth,  have  erred ; 
saying.  That  the  resurrection  is  passed 
already ;  and  overthrow  the  faith  of 
some :  nevertheless,  the  foundation  of 
God  standeth  sure,  &c. — 2  Tim.  ii. 
14.  16--19. 

Perilous  times  shall  come ;  for  men 
shall  be  lovers  of  their  own  selves. 


covetous,  boasters,  proud,  blasphem- 
ers, disobedient  to  parents,  uothaiik- 
ful,  unholy,  without  natural  afiectkn, 
truce-breakers,  false  accusers,  incon- 
tinent, fierce,  despisers  of  those  that 
are  good,  traitors,  heady,  high-mind- 
ed, lovers  of  pleasure  more  than 
lovers  of  God ;  naving  a  fbnn  of  god- 
liness, but  denying  the  power  t£ere- 
of :  from  such  turn  awaj  :  for  of  this 
sort  are  they  which  creep  into  hoosei, 
and  lead  captive  silly  women,  laden 
with  sins,  lea  away  with  divers  losts ; 
ever  learning,  and  never  coming  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  Now  at 
Jannes  and  Jambres  withstood  Mosa, 
so  do  these  also  resist  the  truth :  moi 
of  corrupt  minds,  reprobate  (or  of  no 
judgment)  conceminff  the  mith.  Sec 
But  evil  men  and  seducers  shall  wax 
worse  and  worse ;  deceiving,  and  be- 
ing deceived :  but  continue  thou  in 
the  things  which  thou  hast  learned. — 
2  Tim.  iii.  1--8. 13, 14. 

The  time  will  come,  when  they  will 
not  endure  sound  doctrine ;  but  after 
their  own  lusts,  shall  they  heap  to 
themselves  teachers;  having  itching 
ears :  and  they  shall  turn  away  their 
ears  from  the  truth,  and  shall  be  turn- 
ed unto  fables :  but  watch  thou,  kxi.— 
2  Tim.  iv.  3—5. 

A  bishop  must  be  blameless,  kc, 
holding  fast  the  faithful  word,  as  he 
hath  been  taught,  (or  in  teaching,) 
that  he  may  be  able  by  sound  doc- 
trine both  to  exhort  and  to  convince 
the  gainsayers:  for  there  are  many 
unruly  and  vain  talkers  and  deceivers, 
especially  they  of  the  circumcision, 
whose  mouths  must  be  stopped ;  who 
subvert  whole  houses,  teaching  things 
which  they  ought  not,  for  filthy  lucre's 
sake,  kc.  Rebuke  them  sharply,  that 
they  may  be  sound  in  the  faith ;  not 
giving  heed  to  Jewish  fables,  and 
commandments  of  men,  that  turn  from 
the  truth,  £cc.  They  profess  that  they 
know  God,  but  in  works  they  deny 
him ;  being  abominable,  &c. — Titus  i. 
7.  9—11.  13,  14.  16. 

Be  not  carried  about  with  divers 
and  strange  doctrines :    for   it  is  a 
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good  thing  that  the  heart  he  esta- 
bliBhed,  &c. — Heb.  xiii.  9. 

But  there  were  false  prophets  also 
among  the  people,  even  as  tnere  shall 
be  false  teachers  among  you,  who 
privily  shall  bring  in  damnable  here- 
sies, even  denying  the  Lord  that 
bought  them,  and  oring  upon  them- 
selves swift  destruction:  and  many 
shall  follow  their  pernicious  ways,  bv 
reason  of  whom  the  way  of  trutn 
shall  be  evil  spoken  of:  and  through 
covetousness  shall  they,  with  feigned 
words,  make  merchandise  of  you ; 
whose  judgment  now  of  a  long  time 
lingereth  not,  &c.  Chiefly  them  that 
walk  after  the  flesh  in  the  lust  of  un- 
cleanness,  and  despise  government, 
(or  dominions ;)  presumptuous  are 
they,  self-willed :  they  are  not  afraid 
to  speak  evil  of  dignities,  &c.  These, 
as  natural  brute  beasts,  made  to  be 
taken  and  destroyed,  speak  evil  of 
the  things  that  they  understand  not, 
&c.  sporting  themselves  with  their 
own  deceivings,  while  they  feast  with 
you;  having  eyes  full  of  adultery, 
and  that  cannot  cease  from  sin;  be- 
guiling unstable  souls :  an  heart  they 
have  exercised  with  covetous  prac- 
tices ;  cursed  children :  which  nave 
forsaken  the  right  way,  and  are  gone 
astray,  &c.  These  are  wells  without 
water,  clouds  that  are  carried  with  a 
tempest ;  to  whom  the  mist  of  dark- 
ness is  reserved  for  ever :  for  when 
they  speak  great  swelling  words  of 
vanity,  they  allure  through  the  lusts 
of  the  flesh,  through  much  wanton- 
ness, those  that  are  clean  escaped 
from  them ;  who  live  in  error :  wnile 
they  promise  them  liberty,  &c. — 
2  Pet.  ii.  1—3. 10—19. 

There  shall  come  in  the  last  days 
scoffers,  walking  after  their  own  lusts ; 
and  saying,  Where  is  the  promise  of 
his  coming  ?  for  since  the  iktliers  fell 
asleep,  all  things  continue  as  they 
were  from  the  beginning,  &c.  Some 
things  hard  to  be  understood ;  which 
they  that  are  unlearned  and  unstable 
wrest,  as  they  do  also  the  other  scrip- 
tures,  unto    their   own   destruction. 


Ye,  therefore,  beloved,  seeing  ye 
know  these  things  before,  beware, 
lest  ye  also,  being  led  away  with  the 
error  of  the  wicked,  fall  from  your 
own  stedfastness. — 2  Pet.  iii.  3, 4. 16, 
17. 

Little  children,  it  is  the  last  time : 
and  as  ye  have  heard  that  antichrist 
shall  come,  even  now  are  there  many 
antichrists;  whereby  we  know  that 
it  is  the  last  time :  they  went  out 
from  us,  but  they  were  not  of  us,  &c. 
Who  is  a  liar,  but  he  that  denieth 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  ?  He  is  anti- 
christ, that  denieth  the  Father  and 
the  Son,  &c.  These  things  have  I 
written  unto  you  concerning  them 
that  seduce  you. — 1  John  ii.  18,  19. 
22.  26. 

Believe  not  every  spirit;  but  try 
the  spirits,  whether  they  are  of  God ; 
because  many  false  prophets  are  gone 
out  into  the  world :  hereby  know  ye 
the  Spirit  of  God ;  every  spirit  that 
confesseth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come 
in  the  flesh,  is  of  God:  and  every 
spirit  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh,  is  not  of 
God :  and  this  is  that  spirit  of  anti- 
christ, whereof  you  have  heard  that 
it  should  come;  and  even  now  al- 
ready is  it  in  the  world.  Ye  are  of 
God,  and  have  overcome  them  ;  be- 
cause, greater  is  he  that  is  in  you, 
than  he  that  is  in  the  world.  They 
are  of  the  world,  therefore  speak  they 
of  the  world,  and  the  world  heareth 
them,  &c.  He  that  knoweth  God, 
heareth  us:  he  that  is  not  of  God, 
heareth  not  us :  hereby  know  we  the 
spirit  of  truth,  and  the  spirit  of  error, 
&c. — 1  John  iv.  1 — 1, 

Many  deceivers  are  entered  into 
the  world,  who  confess  not  that  Je- 
sus Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh :  this 
is  a  deceiver,  and  an  antichrist :  look 
to  yourselves,  that  ye  lose  not  those 
things  which  we  wrought,  but  that 
ye  receive  a  full  reward.  Whosoever 
transgresseth  and  abideth  not  in  the 
doctrme  of  Christ,  hath  not  God,  &c. 
If  there  come  any  unto  you,  and  bring 
not  this  doctrine,  receive  him  not 
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into  your  house,  neither  bid  him  Ood 
speed ;  for  he  that  biddeth  him  God 
speed,  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds. — 
2  John  7—12. 

Earnestly  contend  for  the  faith 
which  was  once  delivered  unto  the 
saints :  for  there  are  certain  men 
crept  in  unawares,  who  were  before 
of  old  ordained  to  this  condemnation ; 
ungodly  men,  turning  the  grace  of 
God  into  lasciviousness,  and  denying 
tl)e  only  Lord  God,  and  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ,  &c.  These  filthy  dream- 
ers defile  the  flesh,  despise  aominion, 
and  speak  evil  of  dignities :  yet 
Michael  the  archangel,  contending 
with  the  devil,  &c.  durst  not  bring 
against  him  a  railing  accusation.  But 
these  speak  evil  of  those  things 
which  they  know  not,  &c.  Clouds 
are  they  without  water,  &c.  These 
are  murmurers,  complainers,  walking 
after  their  own  lusts,  and  their  mouth 
speaketh  great  swelling  words :  hav- 
ing men's  persons  in  admiration  be- 
cause of  advantage,  &c.  These  be 
they  who  separate  themeelves;  sen- 
sual, having  not  the  Spirit. — Judc  3, 
4.  8—10.  12, 13. 16,  19.      . 

I  know  the  blasphemy  of  them 
which  say  they  are  Jews,  and  are  not; 
but  are  the  svnajroffue  of  Satan,  &c. 
hold  the  doctrine  of  Balaam,  &c.  So 
the  doctrine  of  the  Nicolaitanes,  &c. 
Thou  sufFercst  that  woman  Jezebel, 
&c.  to  teach  and  seduce  my  servants, 
&c.— Rev.  ii.  9, 14, 15.  20;  iii.  9. 

All  that  dwell  upon  the  earth, 
whose  names  are  not  written  in  the 
book  of  life,  &c.  worshipped  the  beast, 
&c.  And  he  had  power,  &c.  that  the 
image  of  the  beast  should  both  speak, 
and  cause  that  as  many  as  would  not 
worship  the  image  of  the  beast 
should  be  killed  :  and  he  causeth  all, 
both  small  and  great,  rich  and  poor, 
free  and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark  in 
their  right  hand,  or  in  their  fore- 
heads: and  that  no  man  might  buy 
or  sell,  save  he  that  had  the  mark,  or 
the  name  of  the  beast,  or  the  number 
of  his  name. — Rev.  xiii.  9. 12. 15 — 17. 
Unclean  spirits  come   out  of  the 


mouth  of  the  dragon,  k^,  beast,  and, 
&c.  false  prophet,  Sec.  the  spirits  of 
devils,  working  miracles,  &c — ^Rer. 
xvi.  13, 14. 

I  heard  another  voice  from  hetven, 
saying,  Come  out  of  her,  my  people, 
that  ye  be  not  partakers  of  her  nm, 
and  that  ye  receive  not  of  her  plagues;

This  I  recall  to  my  mind,  therefore 
have  I  hope.  It  is  of  the  Lord's  mer- 
cies that  we  are  not  consumed. — Lam. 
iii.  21,  22. 

They  shall  remember  liie  among 
the  nations,  whither  they  shall  be 
carried  captives. — Ezek.  vi.  9. 

Son  of  man,  prepare  thee  stuff  for 
removing,  and  remove  by  day  in  their 
sight,  &c.  it  may  be  they  will  consider,

When  I  would  have  healed  Israel, 
then  the  iniquity  of  Ephraim  was  dis- 
covered, &c.  and  they  consider  not 
in  their  hearts,  that  I  remember  all 
their  wickedness :  now  their  own 
doings  have  beset  them  about,  they 
are  before  my  face. — Hosea  vii.  1,  2. 

When  my  soul  fainted  within  me, 
I  remembered  the  Lord. — Jonah  ii. 
7. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  Con- 
sider (or  set  your  hearts  upon)  your 
ways. — Hag.  i.  5.  7. 

Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what 
ye  shall  eat.  Sec.  Behold  the  fowls 
of  the  air ;  for  they  sow  not,  &c.  And 
why  take  ye  thought  for  raiment? 
consider  the  lilies  of  the  field  how 
they  grow :  they  toil  not,  neither  do 
they  spin :  and  yet  Solomon,  &c. — 
Matt.  vi.  25,  26.  28—30. 

Why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that 
is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but  considerest 
not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own 
eye  ? — Matt.  vii.  3. 


The  disciples  (for  want  of  consi- 
deration) said.  To  what  purpose  is 
this  waste  ?  for  this  ointment  might 
have  been  sold  for  much,  &c.  Jesus 
said.  Why  trouble  ye  the  woman,  for 
she  hath  wrought  a  good  work  upon 
me. — Matt.  xxvi.  7 — 11. 

The  wind  ceased,  and  they  were 
sore  amazed,  &c.  and  wondered ;  for 
they  considered  not  the  miracle  of  the 
loaves,  for  their  heart  was  hardened. 
—Mark  vi.  51,  52. 

All  they  that  heard  it,  wondered, 
&c.  but  Mary  kept  all  these  things, 
and  pondered  them  in  her  heart. —

All  men  mused  (or  reasoned,  or

And  God  saw  that  the  wickedness  of 
man  was  great  in  the  earth,  and  it 
repented  the  Lord  that  he  had  made 
man  on  the  earth,  and  it  grieved  him 
at  his  heart. — Gen.  vi.  5,  6. 

Moses  prayed,  and  said,  &c.  Turn 
from  thy  fierce  wrath,  and  repent  of 
this  evil  against  thy  people,  &c.  and 
the  Lord  repented  of  the  evil  which 
he  thought  to  do  unto  his  people. — 
Exod.  xxxii.  11, 12. 14. 

Ye  shall  bear  your  iniquities,  even 
forty  years;  and  ye  shall  know  my 
breach  of  promise,  (or  altering  of  my 
purpose.)— Numb.  xiv.  34. 

God  is  not  a  man,  that  be  shoold 
lie,  neither  the  son  of  man,  that  he 
should  repent :  hath  he  said,  and  shall 
he  not  do  it  ?  or  hath  he  spoken,  and 
shall  he  not  make  it  good  ? — Numb. 
xxiii.  19;  1  Sam.  xv.  29;  Heb.  vi. 
18 ;  Titus  i.  2. 
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The  Lord  shall  judge  his  people, 
and  repent  himself  for  his  servants, 
when  he  seeth  that  their  power  is 
^one,  and  there  is  none  shut  up  or 
left. — Deut.  xxxii.  36. 

It  repented  the  Lord  because  of 
their  groanings,  by  reason  of  them 
that  oppressed  them. — Judges  ii.  18. 

It  repenteth  me  that  I  have  set  up 
Saul  to  be  king;  for  he  is  turned 
back,  &c.  the  Lord  hath  rent  the 
kingdom  of  Israel  from  thee  this  day, 
&c.  and  also  the  strength  (or  eternity) 
of  Israel,  will  not  lie  nor  repent :  for 
he  is  not  a  man,  that  he  snould  re- 
pent—1  Sam.  XV.  11.  28, 29.  35. 

When  the  angel  stretched  out  his 
hand  upon  Jerusalem  to  destroy  it, 
the  Lord  repented  him  of  the  evil;

The  Lord  will  judge  his  people, 
and  he  will  repent  himself  concerning 
his  servants.

For  this  shall  the  earth  mourn,  and 
the  heavens  above  be  black :  because 
I  have  spoken  it :  I  have  purposed 
it,  and  will  not  repent,  neither  will  I 
turn  back  from  it.

but  when  they  in  their  trouble  did 
turn  unto  the  Lord  God  of  Israel, 
and  sought  him,  he  was  found  of 
them.

Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  he  will  draw 
nigh  to  you  :  cleanse  your  hands,  ye 
sinners,  &c. — James  iv.  8—10. 

Brethren,  if  any  of  you  do  err  from 
the  truth,  and  one  convert  him,  let 
him  know,  that  he  which  converteth 
the  sinner  from  the  error  of  his  way 
shall  save  a  soul  from  death,  &c. — 
James  v.  19,  20. 

For  ye  were  as  sheep  going  astray, 
but  are  now  returned  unto  the  Shep- 
herd and  Bishop  of  your  souls. —

And  the  rest  of  the  men  which 
were  not  killed  by  these  plagues,  yet 
repented  not  of  the  worKS  of  their 
hands,  that  they  should  not  worship 
devils  and  idols  of  gold,  kc,  neither 
repented  they  of  their  murders,  &c. — 
Rev.  ix.  20,  21. 

And  men  were  scorched  Tor  burned) 
with  great  heat,  and  blaspnemed  the 
name  of  God,  kc,  and  they  repented 
not  to  give  him  glory,  kc.  and  re*" 
pented  not  of  their  deeds.

I  have  taken  upon  me  to  speak 
unto  the  Lord,  which  am  but  dust 
and  ashes. — Gen.  xviii.  27. 

Sarah  died,  kc,  and  Abraham  came 
to  mourn  for  Sarah,  and  to  weep  for 
her. — Gen.  xxiii.  2. 

Abraham  died  in  a  good  old  age, 
an  old  man,  and  full  of  years,  and  was 
gathered  to  his  people,  &;c.  Ishmael, 
&C.  gave  up  the  ghost,  and  died,  and 
was  gathered  unto  his  people. — Gen. 
XXV.  8. 17. 

Isaac,  kc,  said,  Behold,  now  I  am 
old,  I  know  not  the  day  of  my  death. 
— Gen.  xxvii.  1,  2 ;  xxxv.  28,  29. 

Rachel  died  in  bearing  Benjamin 
by  the  way ;  buried  there ;  and  Jacob 
set  a  pillar  upon  her  e^rave. — Gen*

Jacob  said  unto  Pharaoh,  The  days 
of  the  yei^rs  of  my  pilgrimage  are  one 
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hundred  and  thirty  years :  few  and 
eyil  have  the  days  of  the  years  of  ray 
life  been. — Gen.  xlvii.  9. 

He  mourned  for  Joseph,  refused  to 
be  comforted,  and  said,  I  will  go  down 
into  the  grave  unto  my  son  mourning. 
— Gen.  xxxvii.  34,  35. 

Jacob  ordered  Joseph  not  to  bury 
him  in  Egypt,  but  to  carry  him  to  the 
burying  place  of  his  fathers. — Gen. 
xlvii.  29,  30. 

Joseph  wept  for  his  father  Israel 
when  he  dieu,  and  there  was  great 
mourning  and  lamentation  for  him. — 
Gen.  1.  1.  3.  10.  17. 

Aaron  died  in  the  top  of  the  mount, 
&c.  all  the  house  of  Israel  mourned 
for  him  thirty  days. — Numb.  xx.  28, 
29 ;  Deut.  xxxiv.  8. 

Balaam  said,  Let  me  die  the  death 
of  the  righteous,  and  let  my  last  end 
be  like  his ! — Numb,  xxiii.  7.  10. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  &c. 
When  thou  hast  seen  it,  thou  also  shalt 
be  gathered  unto  thy  people,  as  Aaron 
thy  brother  was  gathered ;  for  ye  re-

O  that  they  were  wise,  that  they 
understood  this,  that  they  would  con- 
sider their  latter  end  !

Behold,  this  day  I  am 
going  the  way  of  all  the  earth,  &c. — 
Josh,  xxiii.  14 ;  1  Kings  ii.  2. 

Now  Samuel  was  dead,  and  all 
Israel  had  lamented  him,  &c.  and 
Samuel  said  to  Saul,  why  hast  thou 
disquieted  me,  to  bring  me  up? — 
1  Sam.  xxviii.  3.  15. 

David,    and    his   men   with   him, 
mourned  and  wept,  and  fasted  until  ; 
even,  for  Saul,  and  for  Jonathan,  &c. 
—2  Sam.  i.  11,  12. 

When  David's  child  was  sick,  he 
fasted  and  prayed :  he  said,  Who  can 
tell  whether  God  will  be  gracious  to 
me,  that  the  child  may  live  ?  but 
when  it  was  dead,  he  rose  up  and  did 
eat,  and  said,  I  shall  go  to  him,  but 
he  shall  not  return  to  me. — 2  Sam.

David  wept  for  Absalom  his  son, 


and  criedy  O  my  son  Absalom,  mj 
son,  &c. — 2  Sam.  xviii.  38 ;  zix.  4. 

The  child  shall  die,  and  all  Inad 
shall  mourn  for  hiuiy  and  baiy  him; 
for  he  only  of  Jeroboam  shall  come  to 
the  grave. — 1  Kings  xiv.  12,  13. 

Elijah  stretched  himself  npon  the 
dead  child,  kc.  and  said,  O  Lord  mj 
God,  I  pray  thee  let  thin  child's  sosl 
come  into  him  aeain,  (or  into  his  is- 
ward  parts.) — 1  Kings  zyii.  21,22; 
Acts  XX.  10. 

We  are  strangers  before  thee,  && 
our  days  on  the  earth  are  as  a  shadov, 
and  there  is  none  abiding. — 1  Chron.

ships;  as  the  eagle  that  hastcth  to 
the  prey.

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Man  that  is  born  of  a  woman  is  but 
of  few  days,  and  full  of  trouble ;  he 
cometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and  is  cut 
down ;  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow, 
and  continueth  not,  &c.  seeing  his 
days  are  determined,  the  number  of 
his  months  are  with  thee ;  thou  hast 
appointed  his  bounds,  that  he  cannot 
pass,  &c.

&c.  One  dieth  in  his  full  strength, 
(or  very  perfection,)  being  wholly  at 
ease  and  quiet:  his  breasts  are  full 
of  milk,  &c.  and  another  dieth  in  the 
bitterness  of  his  soul,  and  never  eat- 
eth  with  pleasure?  they  shall  lie 
down  alike  in  the  dust — Job  xxi.

thing before  thee,  &c.  Spare  me,  &c. 
before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more. —

They  that  trust  in  their  wealth, 
&c.  none  of  them  can  by  any  means 
redeem  his  brother,  nor  give  to  God 
a  ransom  for  him,  &c.  that  he  should 
still  live  for  ever,  and  not  see  corrup- 
tion :  for  he  seeth  that  wise  men  die,

and  groweth  up ;  in  the  evening  it  is 
cut  down  and  withered,  &;c.  The  days 
of  our  years  are  threescore  years  and 
ten :  and  if  by  reason  of  strength 
they  be  fourscore,  yet,  &c.  it  is  soon 
cut  off,  &c.

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Put  not  your  trust  in  princes,  nor 
in  the  son  of  man,  in  whom  there  is 
no  help :  his  breath  goeth  forth,  he 
returneth  to  his  earth:  in  that  yerj 
day  his  thoughts  perish. — Ps.  cxlvi. 
3,4. 

When  a  wicked  man  dieth,  his  ex- 
pectation shall  perish.

James  i.  10, 11 ;  1  Pet.  i.  24. 

That  thou  shouldest  be  afraid  of  t 
man  that  shall  die,  and  of  the  won  of 
man  which  shall  be  made  as  graas. —

The  righteous  perisheth,  and  no 
man  layetn  it  to  heart ;  and  meraful 
men  are  taken  away  :  none  oonsider^ 
ing  that  the  righteous  is  taken  away 
from  the  evil  to  come. — ^Isa.

Lamentation  and  bitter  weeping:

When 
Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weeping,  and 
the  Jews  also  weeping  which  came 
with  her,  he  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and 
was  troubled,  &c.

He  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  na- 
tions of  men  to  dwell  on  the  face  of 
the  earth,  and  hath  determined  the 
times  before  appointed ;  and  the 
bounds  of  their  habitation.

xvii.  11. 

Whether  we  live,  we  live  unto  the 
Lord ;  and  whether  we  die,  we  die 
unto  the  Lord;  whether  we  live, 
therefore,  or  die,  we  are  the  Lord's : 
for  to  this  end  Christ  both  died,  and 
rose,  and  revived,  that  he  might  be 
Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  living. — 
Rom.  xiv.  8,  9. 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin,  and  the 
strength  of  sin  is  the  law ;  but  thanks 
be  to  God,  &c. — 1  Cor.  xv.  56,  57. 

We  have  this  treasure  in  earthen 
vessels. — 2  Cor.  iv.  7. 

If  our  earthly  house  of  this  taber- 
nacle were  dissolved,  we  have  a  build- 
ing of  God,  &c.  We  groan,  being 
burdened,  &c.  Whilst  we  are  at 
home  in  the  body,  we  are  absent  from 
the  Lord :  we  are  confident,  I  say, 


and  willing  to  be  absent  from  the 
body,  and  to  be  present  with  the  Lord.

I  knew  a  man  in  Christ  about  four- 
teen years  ago ;  whether  in  the  body, 
or  out  of  the  body,  I  cannot  tell. —

To  die  is  gain,  &c.  haying  a  desire 
to  depart  and  to  be  with  Christ, 
which  is  far  better.— Phil.  i.  21.  23. 

Indeed  he  was  sick  nigh  unto  death : 
but  God  had  mercy  on  him ;  and  not 
on  him  only,  but  on  me  also,  lest  I 
should  have  sorrow  upon  sorrow. —

Who  shall  change  our  vile  body, 
&c. — Phil.  iii.  21. 

I  would  not  have  you  to  be  i^o- 
rant,  brethren,  concerning  them  which 
are  asleep ;  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even 
as  others  which  have  no  hope.

Christ,  who  died  for  us:  that 
whether  we  wake  or  sleep,  we  should 
live  to&:ether  with  him.- — 1  Thess.  v.

Go  to,  now,  ye  that  say,  To-day  or 
to-morrow  we  will  go  into  such  a  city, 
&c.  whereas  ye  know  not  what  shall 
be  on  the  morrow :  for  what  is  your 
life?  it  is  even  a  vapour  that  appear- 
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eth  for  a  little  time,  and  then  vanisheth 
away.  For  that  ye  ought  to  say,  If 
the  Lord  will,  we  shall  live,  and  do 
this  or  that.

—27  ;  Pfl.  xlix.  1-5. 

I  shall  be  satisfied  when  I  awake 
with  thy  likeness. — Ps.  xvii.  15. 

He  will  swallow  up  death  in  vic- 
tory, &c. — Isa.  XXV.  7,  8. 

Thy  dead  men  shall  live  :  together 
with  my  dead  body  shall  they  arise. 
Awake,  and  sing,  ye  that  dwell  in 
dust :  for  thv  dew  is  as  the  dew  of 
herbs;  and  the  earth  shall  cast  out 
the  dead. — Isa.  xxvi.  19. 

And  many  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of 
the  earth  shall  awake  :  some  to  ever- 
lasting life,  and  some  to  shame,  &c. 
Thou  shalt  rest,  and  stand  in  thy  lot  at 
the  end  of  the  days. — Dan.  xii.  2. 13. 

I  will  ransom  them  from  the  power 
of  the  graven  I  will  redeem  them  from 


death :  O  death,  I  will  be  thy  plagues; 
O  grave,  I  will  be  tbj  destroctioD.-*-

But  as  touching  the  resarrectioD 
of  the  dead,  &c.  I  am  tbe  GMl  of 
Abraham,  &c.  God  is  not  tbe  €rod 
of  the  dead,  but  the  GUxl  of  the  liv- 
ing.— Matt.  xxii.  31,  92;  Lake  xx. 
35.  37,  38. 

Many  bodies  of  the  saints  which 
slept,  arose  at  the  death  of  Christ- 
Matt,  xxvii.  52. 

Thou  shalt  be  recompensed  at  the 
resurrection  of  the  just.— Lnke  xit.  14 

The  hour  is  comings  in  which  all 
that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  hit 
voice,  and  shall  come  forth :  they  that 
have  done  good,  unto  the  resurrec- 
tion of  life,  &c. — John  v.  28,  29. 

I  should  lose  nothing ;  but  sboaU 
raise  it  up  again  at  tbe  last  day,  &e. 
and  I  will  raise  him  np  at  the  last 
day. — John  vi.  39,  40.  44,  45* 

I  know  that  he  shall  rise  again  in 
the  resurrection  at  the  last  daj.  Jesus 
said  unto  her,  I  am  tbe  resurrectioii 
and  the  life ;  he  that  believeth  in  me, 
&c. — John  xi.  24 — ^26. 

Because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also. — 
John  xiv.  19. 

They  taught  the  people ;  and 
preached,  through  Jesus,  tbe  resuiv 
rection  from  the  dead. — Acts  iv.  2. 

And  when  they  heard  of  the  resuiv 
rection  from  the  dead,  some  mocked. 
— Acts  xvii.  32. 

Of  the  hope  and  resurrection  from 
the  dead  I  am  called  in  question,  &c. 
The  Sadducees  say.  There  is  no  re- 
surrection, neither  angel,  nor  spirit : 
but  the  Pharisees  confess  both. — Acts 
xxiii.  0.  8 ;  xxiv.  21. 

Thev  themselves  also  allow  that 
there  shall  be  a  resurrection  of  the 
dead,  both  of  the  just  and  unjust. — 
Acts  xxiv.  15. 

Why  should  it  be  thoufirht  a  thin^ 
incredible  with  you,  that  God  should 
raise  the  dead  ? — Acts  xxvi.  8. 

God  who  quickeneth  the  dead,  &c 
— Rom.  iv.  17. 

The    earnest    expectation     of    the 
,  creature  waiteth  for  the  manifestation

That  we  should  not  trust  in  our- 
selves, but  in  God,  which  raiseth  the 
dead.

He  which  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus, 
shall  raise  up  us  also  by  Jesus ;  and 
shall  present  us  with  you.

The  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby 
ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemp- 
tion.— Eph.  iv.

We  look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ ;  who  shall  chanee  our 
vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned 
like  unto  his  elorions  body,  according 
to  the  working  whereby  he  is  able 
even  to  subdue  all  things  unto  him- 
self.—Phil,  iii.  20, 21. 

He  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the 
church;  who  is  the  beginning,  the 
firstborn  from  the  dead,  &c.

I  would  not  have  you  to  be  igno- 
rant, brethren,  concerning  them  which 
are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even 
as  others  which  have  no  hope  :  for  if 
we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose 
again,  even  so  them  also  which  sleep 
in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  hiro. 
For  this  we  say  unto  you  by  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  Xhat  we  which  are  alive, 
and  remain  unto  the  coming  of  the 
Lord,  shall  not  prevent  them  which 
are  asleep :  for  the  Lord  himself  shall 
descend,  &;c.  and  the  dead  in  Christ 
shall  rise  first :  then  we  which  are 
alive  and  remain,  shall  be  caught  up 
together  with  them,  &c. — 1  These,  iv. 
13—17. 


Hymenspus  and  Philetus,  who  con- 
cerning the  truth  have  erred,  saying. 
That  tne  resurrection  is  past  already; 
and  overthrow  the  faith  of  some. — 
2  Tim.  ii.  17, 18. 

Not  laying  again  the  foundation, 
&c.  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. — 
Heb.  vi.  1,2. 

Others  were  tortured,  not  accept- 
ing deliverance,  that  they  might  ob- 
tain a  better  resurrection. — Heb.  xi. 
35. 

Thy  wrath  is  come  :  and  the  time 
of  the  dead,  that  they  should  be  judg- 
ed.— Rev.  xi.  18. 

I  saw  the  souls  of  them  that  were 
beheaded  for  the  witness  of  Jesus, 
&c.  and  they  lived  and  reigned  with 
Christ  a  thousand  years  :  but  the  rest 
of  the  dead  lived  not  again  until  the 
thousand  years  were  finished.  Thu 
is  the  first  resurrection :  blessed  and 
holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first 
resurrection ;  on  such  the  second 
death  hath  no  power,  &c.  And  I  saw 
the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  be- 
fore God,  &c.  And  the  sea  gave  up 
the  dead  which  were  in  it ;  and  death 
and  hell  (or  the  grave)  delivered  up 
the  dead  which  were  in  them. — Rev.

The  ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  the 
judgment ;  nor  sinners  in  the  congre 
gation  of  the  righteous.

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The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into 
hell,  and  all  the  nations  that  forget 
God. — Ps.  ix.  17. 

God  is  Judge  himself. — Ps.  1. 6. 

Yerily,  there  is  a  reward  for  the 
righteous ;  verily  he  is  a  God  that 
judgeth  in  the  earth. — Ps.  iviii.  11. 

He  Cometh  to  judge  the  earth ;  and 
he  shall  judge  the  world  with  righte- 
ousness, and  the  people  with  his  truth.

Shall  not  he  render  to  every  man  ac- 
cording to  his  works? — Pro  v.  xxiv.  12. 

Rejoice,  O  young  man,  in  thy  youth, 
&c.  and  walk  in  the  ways  of  thine 
heart,  and  in  the  sizht  of  thine  eyes :

Christ,  by  a  similitude  of  the  la- 
bourers in  his  rin^ard,  and  the  luv- 
ing  of  some  early  mr  a  penny  a  day, 
and  afterwards  others  later,  who  wen 
to  have  what  was  right,  as  the  hirer 
judged  fit;  shewed  &>d's  free  grsee, 
to  give  to  those  who  came  late  ss  to 
the  others  who  bargained ;  his  juitia 
in  giving  to  them  what  they  agreed 
for;  but  they  murmured,  ezpectiB|; 
more :  and  then  his  erace  to  tbe

When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come 
in  his  glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels 
with  him,  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  his  glory  ;  and  beft>re  him 
shall  be  gathered  all  nations :  and  he 
shall  separate  them  one  from  another, 
as  a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep  from 
the  goats :  and  he  shall  set  the  sheep 
on  his  right  hand,  but  the  goats  on 
the  left.  Then  shall  the  King  say 
unto  them  on  his  right  hand,  Come, 
ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the 
kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the 
foundation  of  the  world :  for  I  was  an 
hungered,  &c.  Then  shall  he  say 
unto  them  on  the  left  hand,  Depart 
from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlasting 
fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his 
angels ;  for  T  was  an  hungered,  &c. 
and  these  shall  go  away  into  everlast- 
ing punishment;  but  the  righteous 
into  life  eternal. — Matt.  xxv.  31 — 33. 
35.  41,  42.  46 ;  Luke  iii.  17. 

Hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  Son  of 
man  sitting  on  the  riffht  hand  of 
power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven. — Matt.  xxvi.  64. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  be 
ashamed  of  me,  and  of  my  words,  in 
this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation ; 
of  him  also  shall  the  Son  of  man  be 
ashamed,  when  he  cometh  in  the 
glory  of  his  Father,  with  the  holy 
angels. — Mark  viii.  38. 

The  Father  judgeth  no  man ;  but 
hath  committed  all  jndraient  unto  the 
Son,  that  all  men  shoiud  honour  the 
Son,  &c.  and  hath  given  him  autho- 
rity to  execute  judgment  also,  because 
he  is  the  Son  of  man,&c.  As  I  hear, 
I  judge;  and  my  judgment  is  just,

He  that  rejecteth  roe,  &c.  hath  one 
that  judgeth  him :  the  word  that  I 
have  spoken,  the  same  shall  judge 
him  in  the  last  day. — John  xii.  48. 

I  will  come  again,  and  receive 
you. — John  xiv.  3. 


Ye  now  therefore  have  sorrow,  but 
I  will  see  you  again,  and  your  heart 
shall  rejoice,  &c. — John  xvi.  22. 

The  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken 
from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come 
in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  him 
go  into  heaven. — Acts  i.  11. 

He  commanded  us  to  preach  unto 
the  people;  and  to  testify,  that  it  is  he 
which  was  ordained  of  God,  to  be  the 
judge  of  quick  and  dead. — Acts  x.  42. 

He  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the 
which  he  will  judge  the  world  in 
righteousness,  by  that  man  whom  he 
hath  ordained :  whereof  he  hath  given 
assurance  unto  all  men,  in  that  be 
hath  raised  him  from  the  dead. — Acta 
xvii.  31. 

And  as  he  reasoned  of  righteous- 
ness, temperance,  and  judgment  to 
come,  Felix  trembled. — Acts  xxiv.  25. 

Thinkest  thou  this,  O  man,  that 
judgest,  &c.  that  thou  shalt  escape  the 
judgment  of  Godl  or  despisest,  kc* 
Afler  thy  hardness,  and  impenitent 
heart,  treasurest  up  unto  thyself 
wrath  against  the  dav  of  wrath ;  and 
revelation  of  the  righteous  judgment 
of  God,  who  will  render  to  every  man 
according  to  his  deeds :  to  them  who 
by  patient  continuance  in  well  doing, 
&c.  eternal  life ;  but  unto  them  that 
are  contentious,  &c.  indignation  and 
wrath,  &c.  upon  every  soul  of  man 
that  doeth  evil,  &c.  but  glory,  honour, 
and  peace,  to  every  man  that  worketh 
good,  &c.  For  there  is  no  respect  of 
persons  with  God,  &c.  in  the  day 
when  God  shall  judge  the  secrets  of 
men  by  Jesus  Christ,  according  to  my 
gospel. — Rom.  ii.  3.  5 — 11. 16. 

Is  God  unrighteous?  kc.  God  for- 
bid: for  then,  how  shall  God  judge 
the  world  ? — Rom.  iii.  5,  6. 

Why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother? 
&c.  we  shall  all  stuid  before  the 
judgment  seat  of  Christ:  for  it  is 
written,  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord, 
every  knee  shall  bow  to  me,  and  every 
tongue  shall  confess  to  God.  So  then, 
every  one  of  us  shall  give  account  of 
himself  to  God. — Rom.  xiv.  10 — 12; 
Isa.  xiv.  23. 
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If  any  man  build  on  this  foundation 
goldy  silver,  &c.  every  man's  work 
shall  be  made  manifest,  for  the  day 
shall  declare  it,  because  it  shall  be 
revealed  by  fire ;  and  the  fire  shall 
try  every  man's  work,  of  what  sort  it 
is,  &c. — 1  Cor.  iii.  12^ — 15. 

He  that  judgeth  me,  is  the  Lord : 
therefore  judge  nothing  before  the 
time,  until  the  Lord  come ;  who  both 
will  bring  to  light  the  hidden  things 
of  darkness,  &c.  —  1  Cor.  iv.  4,  5; 
Eph.  V.  12—14. 

Do  ye  not  know,  that  the  saints 
shall  iudge  the  world?  &c.  know  ye 
not  that  we  shall  judge  angels? —

We  must  all  appear  before  the 
judgment  seat  of  Christ,  that  every 
one  may  receive  the  things  done  in 
his  body,  according  to  that  he  hath 
done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad : 
knowing,  therefore,  the  terror  of  the 
Lord,  we  persuade  men. — 2  Cor.  v. 
10,  11 ;  1  Cor.  iii.  8. 

When  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  shall 
appear,  then  shall  ye  also  appear  with 
him  in  glory. — Col.  iii.  4. 

To  the  end  ho  mav  establish  your 
hearts  unblameable  in  holiness,  before 
God,  even  our  Father,  at  the  coming 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  all  his 
saints. — 1  Thess.  iii.  13. 

The  Lord  himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven  with  a  shout;  with  the 
voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the 
trump  of  God.

For  yourselves  know  perfectly,  that 
the  day  of  the  Lord  so  cometh  as  a 
thief  in  the  niglit :  for  when  they  shall 
say,  Peace  and  safety,  then  sudden 
destniction  cometh  upon  them,  as 
travail  upon  a  woman  with  child ;

It  is  a  ricrhteous  thin^i:  with  God 
to  recompense  tribulation  to  them 
that  trouble  you  :  and  to  you  who  are 
troubled,  rest  with  us :  when  the 
Lord  JcBUS  shall  be  revealed  from 


heaven  with  his  mighty  angek,  in 
.flaming  fire,  taking  Yengeance  on 
them  that  know  not  God,  and  that 
obey  not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesu 
Christ ;  who  shall  be  punished  with 
everlasting  destruction  from  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Lord,  and  from  the  giorj 
of  his  power. — 2  Thess.  i.  6—9. 

We  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the

!  A  certain  fearful  looking  for  of 
I  judgment,  and  fiery  indignation, 
•  which  shall  devour  the  adversary,  kc* 
It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall  into  the

27.  31. 

Ye  arc  come  unto  mount  Zion,  &c. 
and  to  God  the  Judge  of  all,  &c. — 
Heb.  xii.  22,  23. 

Be  patient  therefore,  brethren,  until 
the  coming  of  the  Lord,  &c.  for  the 
!  coming  of  the  Lord  drawcth  nigh. — 
I  James  v.  7,  8. 
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That  the  trial  of  your  faith,  &c. 
might  be  found  unto  praise,  and 
honour,  and  glory,  at  the  appearing 
of  Jesus  Christ,  &c.  The  Father, 
who,  without  respect  of  persons, 
judgeth  according  unto  every  man's 
work.— 1  Pet.  i.  7. 13.17;  Ps.  Ixii.  12. 

Who  shall  give  account  to  him 
that  is  ready  to  judge  the  quick  and 
the  dead  ?  &c.  The  end  of  all  things 
is  at  hand :  be  ye  therefore  sober, 
and  watch  unto  prayer,  &c.  The 
time  is  come  that  judgment  must 
begin  at  the  house  of  God :  and  if  it 
first  begin  at  us,  what  shall  the  end 
be  of  them  that  obey  not  the  gospel 
of  God  ?  And  if  the  righteous  scarcely 
be  saved,  wh^re  shall  the  ungodly  and 
the  sinner  appear? — 1  Pet.  iv.  5.  7. 
17, 18. 

When  the  chief  Shepherd  shall 
appear,  ye  shall  receive  a  crown  of 
glory. — 1  Pet.  v.  4. 

If  God  spared  not  the  angels  that 
sinned,  but  cast  them  down,  &c.  to 
be  reserved  unto  judgment,  &c.  The 
Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the 
godly  out  of  temptation,  and  to  re- 
serve the  unjust  unto  the  day  of 
judgment,  to  be  punished. — 2  Pet.  ii. 
4i9. 

There  shall  come  in  the  last  day, 
scoffers,  walking  after  their  own  lusts, 
and  saying.  Where  is  the  promise  of 
his  coming?  For  since  tne  fathers 
fell  asleep,  all  things  continue  as 
they  were  from  the  beginning,  &c. 
The  heavens  and  the  earth,  which 
are  now  by  the  same  word,  are  kept 
in  store,  reserved  unto  fire,  against 
the  day  of  judgment,  and  perdition 
of  ungodly  men,  &c.

and  a  thousand  years  as  one  day,  &c. 
But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  come 
as  a  thief  in  the  night ;  in  which  the 
heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a  great 
noise,  &c.  Seeing  then  that  all  these 
things  shall  be  dissolved,  what  man- 
ner of  persons  ought  ye  to  be  ?  &c. 
Looking  for  and  hastening  unto  the 
coming  of  the  day  of  God. — 2  Pet. 
iii.  3, 4. 7, 8. 10-12 ;  Ps.  cii.  25, 26. 


Abide  in  him  ;  that,  when  he  shall 
•appear,  we  may  have  confidence,  and 
not   be   ashamed   before   him  at  his 
coming.

That  we  may  have  boldness  in  the 
day  of  judgment;  because  as  he  is, 
so  are  we.

And  the  kings  of  the 
earth,  and  the  great  men,  and  the 
rich  men,  and  the  chief  captains,  and 
mighty  men,  &c.  hid  themselves  in 
the  dens,  and  in  the  rocks  of  the 
mountains,  and  said  to  the  mountains 
and  rocks.

In  thy  presence  is  fulness  of  joy:

Lay  up  for  jouTselves  treftsares  in 
heaven ;  where  neither  moth  nor  mt 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do 
not  break  through  nor  steal.

Many  shall  come  from  the  etst 
and  west,  and  shall  sit  down  with 
Abraham,  &c.  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.

The  end,  everlasting  life :  for  the 
wages  of  sin  is  death  ;  but  the  gift  of 
God  is  eternal  life,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. — Rom.  vi.  22,  23 ; 
Gal.  vi.  8;  2Tim.  i.  10. 

Heirs  of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with 
Christ ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with 
him,  that  we  may  be  also  glorified 
together:  for  I  reckon  that  the  suf- 
ferings of  this  present  time  are  not 
worthy  to  be  compared  with  the 
glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us. 
For  the  earnest  expectation  of  the 
creature  waiteth  for  the  manifesta- 
tion of  the  sons  of  God,  &c.  We  our- 
selves groan  within  ourselves,  wait- 
ing for  the  adoption,  the  i*edemption 
of  our  body,  &c.  Whom  he  justified, 
them  he  also  glorified.

They  do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible 
crown  :  but  we,  an  incorruptible. —

Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  change  our 
vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned 
like  unto  his  glorious  body. — Phil, 
iii.  20,  21. 

For  the  hope  which  is  laid  up  for 
you  in  heaven. — Col.  i.  5. 

When  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  shall 
appear,  then  shall  ye  also  appear  with 
him  in  glory. — Col.  iii.  4. 

Then  we  which  are  alive  and  re- 
main, shall  be  caught  up  together 
with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the 
Lord  in  the  air ;  and  so  shall  we  ever 
be  with  the  Lord.  Wherefore  com- 
fort one  another  with  these  words. —

To  you  who  are  troubled,  rest  with 
us,  when  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  re- 
vealed, &:c.  when  he  shall  come  to 
be  glorified  in  his  saints,  and  to  be

He  called  you  by  our  gospel,  to 
the  obtaining  of  the  glory  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.

Abraham  looked  for  a  citv  which 
hath  foundations,  whose  builder  and 
maker  is  God,  &c.  They  desire  a 
better  country,  that  is,  an  heavenly : 
wherefore  God  is  not  ashamed  to  be 
called  their  God ;  for  he  hath  pre- 
pared for  them  a  city,  &;c.  Others 
were  tortured,  not  accepting  deliver- 
ance, that  they  might  obtain  a  better 
resurrection. — Heb.  xi.  10.  16.  35; 
xiii.  14. 

Ye  are  come  unto  Mount  Sion,  and 
unto  the  city  of  the  living  God,  the 
heavenly  Jerusalem  ;  and  to  an  innu- 
merable company  of  angels ;  to  the 
general  assembly,  &c.  and  to  God, 
tne  Judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits  of 
just  men  made  perfect:  and  to  Jesus, 
the  Mediator  of  the  new  covenant. —

begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively  hope, 
&c.  to  an  inheritance  incorruntible, 
and  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth  not 
away,  resttrved  in  heaven  for  you,  &c. 
The  sufibrings  of  Christ,  and  the 
glory  that  should  follow,  &c.  Hope 
to  the  end  for  the  grace  that  is  to  be 
brought  unto  vou  at  the  revelation 
of  Jesus  Christ.— 1  Vet.  i.

Ye  arc  thereunto  railed,  that  ye 
should  inherit  a  blessintr.

The  God  of  all  grace,  who  hath  called 
us  unto  his  eternal  glory,  by  Christ 
Jesus,  kc, — 1  Pet.  v.  4.

We,  according  to  his  promise,  look 
for  new  heavens,  and  a  new  earth, 
wherein  dwelleth  righteousness.  — 
2  Pet.  iii.  13. 


He  tliat  doeth  the  will  of  God, 
abideth  for  ever. — 1  John  ii.  17. 

We  know  that  when  he  shall  ap- 
pear, we  shall  be  like  him ;  for  we 
shall  see  him  as  he  i<>. — 1  John  iii.  *2. 

They  shall  walk  with  me  in  white. 
Sec,  clothed  in  white  raiment,  kc 
will  I  make  a  pillar  in  the  temple  of 
my  God,  and  he  shall  go  no  more 
out,  &c.  will  I  grant  to  nt  with  me 
in  mv  throne,  even  as  I  also  over- 
came,  and  am  set  down  with  my 
Father.

They 
shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst 
any  more ;  neither  shall  the  sun  light 
on  them,  nor  any  heat ;  for  the  Lamb 
which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne 
shall  feed  them,  &c.  And  God  shall 
wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eye?.

THINGS,  AND  THE  EVIL  THEREOF. 

When  Abimelech  had  taken  Sarah, 
Abraham's  wife,  though  in  the  in- 
tegrity of  his  heart,  not  knowing  her 
to  be  Abraham's  wife,  because  he  had 
said,  she  was  his  sister ;  yet  God  said 
unto  him.  Behold,  thou  art  but  a  dead/ 
man,  for  the  woman  which  thou  hast 
taken ;  for  she  is  a  man's  wife. — Gen. 
XX.  2—10. 

Pliai-aoh  said,  Who  is  the  Lord,  that 
I  should  obey  him  ? — Exod.  v.  2. 

And  the  Egyptians  shall  know  that 
I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  stretch  forth 
my  Iiand  upon  Egypt,  and  bring  out 
the  children  of  Israel  from  among 
them. — Exod.  vii.  5 ;  Ezek.  vi.  7. 10. 
13;  Exod.  xiv.  4.  8. 

According  to  thy  word,  that  thou 
ma  vest  know  that  there  is  none  like 
unto  the  Lord  our  God.— Exod.  viii.  10. 

I  have  hardened  his  heart,  and  the 
heart  of  his  servants,  that  I  might 
shew  these  my  signs,  &c.  that  ye 
may  know  how  that  I  am  the  Lord. — 
Exod.  X.  1,  2;  Deut.  iv.  35;  Exod. 
vi.  7. 

Jethro  said,  (when  Moses  had  told 
him  what  God  had  done,)  Now  I 
know  that  the  Lord  is  greater  than  all 
gods ;  for  in  the  thing  wherein  they 
dealt  proudly,  he  was  above  them. — 
Exod.  xviii.  11 ;  2  Kings  v.  15. 

Under  the  law,  they  were  to  offer 
sacrifices  for  sins  of  ignorance,  whe- 
ther of  a  person,  or  of  the  congrega- 
tion.—  Levit.  iv.  2 — 4.  13—15;  v, 
l^C.  17.-19;  Numb.  xv.  24—26. 

Ye  have  seen  all  that  the  Lord  did, 
&c.  Yet  the  Lord  hath  not  given  you 
an  heart  to  perceive,  and  eyes  to  see, 
and  cars  to  hear,  unto  this  day. — 
Deut.  xxix.  2.  4. 

They  sacrificed  to  devils,  not  to 
God :  to  gods  whom  they  knew  not ; 
to  new  gods. — Deut.  xxxii.  17. 

There  arose  another  generation  after 


them,  which  knew  not  the  Lord,  nor 
yet  the  works  which  he  had  done  for 
Israel. — Judges  ii.  10. 

Samson  said  unto  his  father.  Get 
her  for  me,  for  she  pleaseth  me  well : 
but  his  father  and  his  mother  knew 
not  that  it  was  of  the  Lord,  that  he 
sought  an  occasion  against  the  Phi- 
listines.— Judges  xiv.  3,  4. 

The  sons  of  Eli  were  sons  of  Be- 
lial;  they  knew  not  the  Lord. — 1  Sara, 
ii.  12. 

Now  Samuel  did  not  vet  know  the 
Lord,  neither  was  the  word  of  the 
Lord  yet  revealed  unto  him. — 1  Sam. 

HI.  7. 

That  all  the  earth  may  know  that 
there  is  a  God  in  Israel,  &c.  and  that 
the  Lord  saveth  not  with  sword  and 
spear,  &c. — 1  Sam.  xvii.  46,  47. 

Elijah  prays  that  God  will  (by  an 
extraordinary  means)  let  it  be  known 
this  day,  that  thou  art  God  in  Israel, 
&c.  That  this  people  may  know  that 
thou  art  the  Lord  God.  —  1  Kings 
xviii.  36—38. 

Because  the  Svrians  have  said. 
The  Lord  is  God  of  the  hills,  but  he 
is  not  God  of  the  valleys :  therefore 
will  I  deliver  all  this  great  multitude 
into  thine  hand,  and  ye  shall  know 
that  1  am  the  Lord. — 1  Kings  xx.  28. 

Solomon  asked  wisdom  and  know- 
ledge, and  God  gave  it;  and  riches 
also.— 2  Chron.  i.  9—12. 

Nevertheless,  they  shall  be  his 
servants :  that  they  may  know  my 
service,  and  the  service  of  the  king- 
doms of  the  countries.  —  2  Chron. 
xii.  8. 

God  lefl  Hezekiah,  to  try  him, 
that  he  might  know  all  that  was  in 
his  heart. — 2  Chron.  xxxii.  31. 

Canst  thou  by  searching  find  out 
God?  Canst  thou  find  out  the  Al- 
mighty unto  perfection?  &c. — Job  xi. 
7,  8.  12;  xxxvii.  5;  Eccles.  xi.  5. 

I  have  understanding  as  well  as 
you  :  I  am  not  inferior  to  you. — Job 
xii.  3;  xiii.  2. 

Lo,  these  are  parts  of  his  ways  : 
but  how  little  a  portion  is  heard  of 
him  ! — Job  xxvi.  14. 
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There  is  a  spirit  in  man,  and  the 
inspiration  of  the  Almighty  giveth 
him  understanding :  great  men  are 
not  always  wise,  neither  do  the  aged 
understand  judgment. — Job  xxxii.  8, 
9;  xxxviii.  36. 

I  uttered  that  I  understood  not, 
things  too  wonderful  for  me,  which  I 
knew  not :  I  have  heard  of  thee  by 
the  hearing  of  the  ear,  but  now  mine 
eye  seeth  thee :  wherefore  I  abhor 
myself,  &c. — Job  xlii.  3.  5, 6. 

They  that  know  thy  name  will  put 
their  trust  in  thee,  &c.  The  Lord  is 
known  by  the  judgment  which  he 
executcth. — Ps.  ix.  10.  16. 

Have  all  the  w^orkers  of  iniquity  no 
knowledge,  who  eat  up  my  people? 
&c. — Ps.  xiv.  4 ;  liii.  4. 

The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of 
God,  and  the  firmament  sheweth  his 
handy  work :  day  unto  day  uttereth 
speech,  and  night  unto  night  sheweth 
knowledge,  &c.  The  testimony  of  the 
Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the  simple, 
&c.  The  commandment  of  the  Ix>rd 
18  pure,  enlightening  the  eyes. — Ps. 
xix.  1 — 4.  7,  8. 

Be  still,  and  know  that  I  am  God  : 
I  will  be  exalted  among  the  heathen. 
— Ps.  xlvi.  10. 

Consume  them,  that  tliev  mav  not 
be ;  and  let  them  know  that  God 
rulcth  in  Jacob,  unto  the  ends  of  the 
earth.    Selah. — Ps.  lix.  13;  xcix.  8. 

When  I  thought  to  know  this,  it 
was  too  painful  for  me,  until  I  went 
into  the  sanctuary  of  God :  then  un- 
derstood I  their  end,  &c.  So  foolish 
was  I,  and  ignorant :  I  was  as  a 
beast  before  thee. — Ps.  Ixxiii.  16,  17. 
22. 

Pour  out  thy  wrath  upon  the  hea- 
then that  have  not  known  ihee. — Ps. 
Ixxix.  6. 

They  know  not,  neither  will  they 
understand  :  they  walk  on  in  dark- 
ness.— Ps.  Ixxxii.  5. 

Let  them  be  confounded,  &c.  that 
men  may  know  that  thou,  whose  name 
alone  is  Jehovah,  art  the  Most  High 
over  all  the  earth. — Ps.  Ixxxiii.  17, 18. 

Understandf  ye  brutish  among  the 


people :  and  ye  foob,  when  will  ye  be 
wise?  He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall 
he  not  hear? — Ps.  xciv.  7 — 11. 

It  is  a  people  that  do  err  in  their 
heart,  and  they  have  not  known  mj 
ways. — Ps.  xcv.  10. 

Whoso  is  wise,  and  will  observe 
these  things,  even  he  shall  understand 
the  loving  kindness  of  the  Lord.— 
Ps.  cvii.  43. 

For  1  know  that  the  Lord  is  great ; 
and  that  our  Lord  is  above  all  gods. 
— Ps.  cxxxv.  5. 

Cause  me  to  know  the  way  wherein 
I  should  walk ;  for  I  lift  up  my  soul 
unto  thee. — Ps.  cxliii.  8  ;  cxlvi.  8. 

He  shewed  his  word  unto  Jacob, 
&c.  He  hath  not  dealt  so  with  any 
nation ;  and  as  for  his  judgments,  they 
have  not  known  them.

A  wise  man  will  hear,  and  will  in- 
crease learning ;  and  a  man  of  nnder^ 
standing  shall  attain  unto  wise  coun- 
sels, kc.    How  lon^,  ye  simple  (Hies, 
will  ye  love  simplicity  ?  &c.  and  foob    > 
hate  knowledge,  &c.    Thej  shall  call    I 
upon  me,  but  I  will  not  answer;  thev     ' 
shall  seek  me  carl v,  but  thev  shall  not 
nnd  me :  for  that  they  hated  know- 
ledge, and  did  not  choose  the  fear  of 
the  Lord.— Prov.  i.  5.  22.  28,  29. 

Apply  thine  heart  to  understand- 
ing :  yea,  if  thou  criest  after  know- 
ledge, and  liflest  up  thy  voice  for  im- 
derstanding:  if  thou  seekest  her  as 
silver,  &c.  Then  shalt  thou  unde^  I 
stand  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  find 
the  knowledge  of  God ;  for  the  Lord 
giveth  wisdom,  &c.  understanding 
shall  keep  thee. — Prov.  ii.  2—6.  10, 
11;  iv.  7. 

Happy  is  the  man  that  findeth 
wisdom,  and  the  man  that  getteth 
understanding :  for  the  merchandise 
of  it  is  better  than  the  merchandise  of 
silver.  —  Prov.  iii.  13,  14;  viii.  5,  6. 
11 ;  xvi.  10;  Job  xxviii.  12.  l«%&c. 

I  beheld  a  young  man  void  of 
understanding,  passing  throngh  the 
street,  &c. — Prov.  vii.  7,  &c. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  heQ:iD- 
ning  of  wisdom,  and  the  knowledge  of 
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the  holy  is  understanding. — Prov.  ix. 
10. 

Wise  men  lay  up  knowledge. — 
Prov.  X.  14. 

The  wisdom  of  the  prudent  is  to 
understand  his  way. — Prov.  xiv.  8. 

Evil  men  understand  not  judgment; 
but  they  that  seek  the  Lord  under- 
stand all  things. — Prov.  xxviii.  5. 

Surely  I  am  more  brutish  than  any 
man ;  and  have  not  the  understanding 
of  a  man. — Prov.  xxx.  2. 

Tell  me,  O  thou  whom  my  soul 
loveth,  where  thou  feedest,  &c.  If 
thou  know  not,  O  thou  fairest,  &c.  go 
thy  way  forth  by  the  footsteps  of  the 
flock. — Cant.  i.  7,  8. 

The  ox  knoweth  his  owner,  and  the 
ass  his  master's  crib :  but  Israel  doth 
not  know;  ray  people  doth  not  con- 
sider.— Isa.  i.  3. 

Therefore  my  people  are  gone  into 
captivity,  because  they  have  no  know- 
ledge.— Isa.  V.  13. 

Hear  ye  indeed,  but  understand 
not ;  and  see  ye  indeed,  but  perceive 
not :  make  the  heart  of  this  people 
fat,  and  make  their  ears  heavy,  and 
shut  their  eyes ;  lest  they  see,  &c. 
and  understand. — Isa.  vi.  9, 10;  Matt, 
xiii.  13,  14. 

The  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover 
the  sea. — Isa.  xi.  9 ;  Hab.  ii.  14. 

The  Egyptians  shall  know  the  Lord 
in  that  day,  and  shall  do  sacrifice,  &c. 
— Isa.  xix.  21. 

It  is  a  people  of  no  understanding : 
therefore  he  that  made  them  will  not 
have  mercy  on  them. — Isa.  xxvii,  11. 

The  Lord  hath  poured  out  upon 
you  the  spirit  of  deep  sleep ;  and  hath 
closed  vour  eves,  &c.  and  the  vision 
of  all  is  become  unto  you  as  the  words 
of  a  book  that  is  sealed,  &c.  there- 
fore, &c.  the  wisdom  of  their  wise  men 
shall  perish,  and  the  understanding  of 
their  prudent  men  shall  be  hid,  Ice. 
In  that  day  shall  the  eyes  of  the 
blind  see  out  of  obscurity,  &c.  They 
also  that  erred  in  spirit  shall  come  to 
understanding,  &c. — Isa.  xxix.  10 — 
14.  18.  24. 


Save  us  from  his  hand;  that  all 
the  kingdoms  of  the  earth  may  know 
that  thou  art  the  Lord,  even  thou 
onlv. — Isa.  xxxvii.  20. 

JIave  ye  not  known  ?  &c.  it  is  he 
that  sitteth  upon  the  circle  of  the 
earth.— Isa.  xl.  21,  22. 

That  they  may  see,  and  know,  and 
consider,  and  understand  together, 
that  the  hand  of  the  Lord  hath  done 
this. — Isa.  xli.  20. 

I  will  bring  the  blind  by  a  way  they 
knew  not ;  I  will  lead  them  in  paths 
they  have  not  known. — Isa.  xlii.  16. 

They  have  not  known,  nor  under- 
stood ;  for  he  hath  shut  their  eyes, 
that  they  cannot  see ;  and  their  hearts, 
that  they  cannot  understand.  And

My  people  are  foolish,  they  have 
not  known  me ;  they  are  sottish  chil- 
dren, and  they  have  no  understand- 
ing ;  they  are  wise  to  do  evil,  but  to 
do  good  they  have  no  knowledge.-— 
Jer.  iv.  22 ;  viii.  7 ;  ix.  3.  6 ;  v.  21 ; 
Hosea  v.  4. 

Let  him  that  glorieth  glory  in  this, 
that  he  understandeth  and  knoweth 
me,  that  I  am  the  Lord  which  exercise 
loving  kindness,  judgment,  and  righte- 
ousness in  the  earth. — Jer.  ix.  24. 

I  will  give  them  an  heart  to  know 
me,  that  I  am  the  Lord. — Jer.  xxiv.  7 ;

Because  it  is  given  anto  you  to 
know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven ;  but  to  them  it  is  not  eiven, 
&c.  therefore  speak  I  to  them  in  pa- 
rables, &c.  When  any  one  heareth 
the  word  of  the  kingdom,  and  nnder* 
standeth  it  not,  tnen  cometh  the  | 
wicked  one,  kc — ^Matt.  xiii.  11.  U.

If  the  blind  lead  the  blind,  badi 
shall  &11  into  the  ditch,  &o.  Are  js 
also  yet  without  nnderstanding  ? — 
Matt.  XV.  14. 16. 

Ye  do  err,  not  knowing  the  scrip- 
tures, nor  the  power  of  God. — VaiL 
xxii.  29. 

The  Gadarenes  (through  ignorance 
of  Chnst)  besought  him  to  depart 
from  them. — Luke  viii.  37. 

Peter  said,  &c.  Let  ns  make  three 
tabernacles ;  one  for  thee,  and  one  for 
Moses,  and  one  for  Elias ;  not  know- 
ing what  he  said. — Luke  ix.  33. 

I  thank  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of 
heaven  and  earth,  that  thou  hast  hid 
these  things  from  the  wise  and  pru- 
dent, and  hast  revealed  them  unto 
babes;  even  so,  Father,  for  so  it 
seemed  good  in  thv  sight,  &c.  No 
man  knoweth  who  toe  Son  is,  &c.  who 
the  Father  iff,  but  the  Son,  and  he  to 
whom  the  Son  will  reveal  him,  &c. 
Blessed  arc  the  eyes  which  see  the 
things  that  ye  see.

Ye  must  be  born  again,  &c.  Nico- 
demus  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
How  can  these  things  be?  Jesus 
answered  and  said,  Art  thou  a  master 
of  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these 
things?  If  I  have  told  you  earthlv 
things,  and  ye  believe  not ;  how  shall 
ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  heavenly? — 
John  iii.  7.  9, 10.  12. 

If  thou  knewest  the  gift  of  God, 
and  who  it  is  that  saith  to  thee.  Give 
me  to  drink;  thou  wouldest  have 
asked  of  him,  and  he  would  have  given 
thee  living  water,  &c.  Ye  worship  ye 
know  not  what:  we  know  what  we 
worship. — John  iv.  10, 22. 

The  Jews  therefore  strove  among 
themselves,  saying,  How  can  this 
man  give  us  his  flesh  to  eat? — John 
vi.  52. 

If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall 
know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be 
of  God,  &c. — John  vii.  17. 

I  am  the  light  of  the  world :  he 
that  followeth  me,  shall  not  walk  in 
darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light  of 
life,  &c.  ye  neither  know  me  nor  my 
Father;  if  ye  had  known  me,  ye 
should  have  known  my  Father  also, 


&c.  When  ye  have  lifted  up  the  Son 
of  man,  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am 
he,  &c.  If  ye  continue  in  my  word, 
then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed ;  and 
ve  shall  know  the  truth,  &c.  Whv 
do  ye  not  understand  my  speech? 
even  because  ve  cannot  hear  mv  word.

We  know  that  God  spake  unto 
Moses;  as  for  this  fellow,  we  know 
not  from  whence  he  is,  &c.  Jesus 
said.  For  judgment  I  am  come  into 
this  world,  that  they  which  see  not 
might  see;  and  that  they  which  see 
might  be  made  blind,  &c.  If  ye  were 
blind,  ye  should  have  no  sin,  &c. — 
Johnix.29.  39.  41. 

He  that  walketh  in  darkness,  know* 
eth  not  whither  he  goeth. — John  xii. 
35. 

If  ye  know  these  things,  happy  are 
ye  if  ye  do  them. — John  xiii.  17. 

All  these  things  will  they  do  unto 
you  for  my  name  s  sake,  because  they 
know  not  him  that  sent  me. — John 
XV.  21,22;  xvi.  2,  3. 

And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they 
might  know  thee  the  only  true  God, 
and  Jesus  Christ  whom  thou  hast 
sent,  &c.  They  have  known  surely 
that  I  came  out  from  thee,  &c.  The 
world  hath  not  known  thee;  but  I 
have  known  thee,  and  these  have 
known  that  thou  hast  sent  me. — John

or  the  seasons,  which  the  Father  hath 
put  in  his  own  power. — Acts  i.  7. 

Ye  denied  the  Holy  One,  &c.  and 
killed  the  Prince  of  life ;  and  now, 
brethren,  I  wot  that  through  igno- 
rance ye  did  it;  as  did  also  your 
rulers. — Acts  iii.  14, 15. 17. 

When  they  saw  the  boldness  of 
Peter  and  John,  and  perceived  that 
they  were  unlearned  and  ignorant 
men,  they  marvelled ;  and  they  took 
knowledge  of  them,  that  they  had 
been  with  Jesus.—- Acts  iv.  13. 
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They  that  dwell  at  Jemsalem, 
and  their  rulers,  because  thej  knew 
him  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the 

ahets,  which  are  read  every  sab* 
day;  they  have  fulfilled  them 
in  condemning  him. — Acts  xiii.  27. 

I  found  an  altar  with  this  inscrip- 
tion, TO  THE  UNKNOWN  oon.  Whom, 
therefore,  ye  ignorantly  worship,  him 
declare  1  unto  you,  &c.  We  ou^ht 
Bot  to  think  that  the  Godhead  is  like 
unto  gold,  &c.  And  the  times  of 
this  ignorance  Ood  winked  at;  but 
now  commandeth  all  men  every 
where  to  repent — Acts  xvii.  23.  29, 
30. 

I  verily  thought  with  myself  that  I 
ought  to  do  many  things  contrary  to 
the  name  of  Jesus  of  Naiareth. — 
Acts  xxvi.  9. 

That  which  may  be  known  of  God, 
k  manifest,  &c.  *  For  the  invisible 
thines  of  him  from  the  creation  of  the 
worU,  are  clearly  seen,  being  under- 
stood by  the  thmgs  that  are  made, 
even  his  eternal  power  and  godhead ; 
so  that  they  are  without  excuse :  be- 
cause that  when  they  knew  God,  they 
glorified  him  not  as  God,  &c.  Even 
as  they  did  not  like  to  retain  God  in 
their  knowledge;  God  gave  them  over 
to  a  reprobate  mind. — Rom.  i.  19 — 
21.28;  Ps.  xix.  l,&c. 

Or  despisest  thou  the  riches  of  his 
goodness,  and  forbearance,  and  lonsr. 
suffering,  not  knowing  that  the  good- 
ness of  God  leadeth  thee  to  rejient- 
ance?  &c.  Thon  art  called  a  Jew, 
&c.  and  knowcst  his  will,  &c. — Rom. 
ii.  4. 17, 18. 

The  way  of  peace  have  they  not 
known,  &e.  By  the  law  is  the  know- 
ledge of  sin. — Rom.  iii.  17.  20 ;  vii. 

We  glory  also  in  tribulations : 
knowing  that  tribulation  worketh  pa- 
tience, &c. — Rom.  v.  3,  4. 

They  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not 
according  to  knowledge;  for  they 
being  ignorant  of  God's  righteous- 
ness, and  going  about  to  establish 
their  own  righteousness,  have  not 
submitted,  &c. — Rom.  x.  2, 9. 


I  would  nUf  braOiMy  Alt  jt 
should  be  ignonnt  of  thu  myataiy, 
(lest  ^e  ahoald  be  wise  in  jour  owa 
coneeita,)  that  bUndneae  in  part  ii 
happenea  to  Israelf  Aco«  O  the  depth 
of  the  riobesy  both  of  the  wiadom  aad 
knowledge  of  Ood  I  how  vuMaidi- 
able  are  his  jadgmente,  end  hia  wup 
past  finding  out!  For  who  bath  known 
the  mind  of  the  Lord*  or  who  hath 
been  his  oonmellor?

That  ye  may  prore  wbet  b  that 
good,  and  acceptable,  end  perfect  will 
of  God. — Rom.  zii.  2. 

I  myself  also  am  perranded  of  yoet 
my  brethren*  that  je  ebo  efe  iiiu  of 
goodness,  filled  with  ell  knowledge^- 
able  to  admonish  one  another. — ^Rom. 
XV.  14. 

The  mystery  which  wee  kept  aeeiet 
since  the  world  beseo,  bat  now  ii 
made  mani&tti  and  bj  Ae  acrip 
turee  of  the  prophets,  according  lo 
the  commandment  of  tbe  erorlaitiDg 
Gknly  made  known  to  all  national — 
Rom.  xvi.  85,  2& 

In  every  thing  ye  are  Miriehed 
by  him,  in  all  utterance,  and  in  aU 
knowledge,  &c.  The  world  by  wis- 
dom knew  not  God,  &c. — 1  Cor.  i.  & 
21. 

I  determined  not  to  know  any  thinff 
among  you,  save  Jesoa  Christ,  aoa 
him  crucified,  &c.  We  speak  the 
wisdom  of  God  in  a  mjratery,  ke, 
which  none  of  the  princes  of  thii 
world  knew  ;  for  had  they  known  it, 
they  would  not  have  crucified  the 
Lord  of  glory,  &c.  God  hath  re- 
vealed them  unto  us  by  his  Spirit,  &c. 
The  things  of  God  knoweth  no  mao ; 
but  the  Spirit  of  God.  Now  we  have 
received,  not  the  spirit  of  the  world, 
but  the  Spirit  which  is  of  GUnI,  that 
wc  might  know  the  thim^  that  are 
freely  given  to  us  of  Groo,  &c.  The 
natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things 
of  the  Spirit  of  God,  for  they  are 
foolishness  imto  him  ;  neither  can 
he  know  them,  because  they  are  spi- 
ritually discerned,  &c.  Who  hath 
known  the  mind  of  the  Lord,  that 
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he  may  instruct  him  ?  but  we  have 
the  mind  of  Christ.  —  1  Cor.  ii.  2. 
7,  8.  10—12.  14.  16;  Pa.  xcii.  5, 
6. 

If  any  man  among  you  seemeth  to 
be  wise  in  this  world,  let  him  become 
a  fool,  that  he  may  be  wise. — 1  Cor. 
iii.  18. 

Do  ye  not  know  that  the  saints 
shall  judge  the  world  ?  &c.  Know  ye 
not  that  your  bodies  ?  &c. — 1  Cor.  vi. 
2,  3. 15. 

We  know  that  we  all  have  know- 
ledge :  knowledge  pufieth  up,  hut 
charity  edifieth ;  and  if  any  man 
think  he  knoweth  any  thing,  he  know- 
eth  nothing  yet  as  he  ought  to  know, 
&c.  We  know  that  an  idol  is  nothing, 
&c.  Howbeit,  there  is  not  in  every 
man  that  knowledge. — 1  Cor.  viii.  1, 
2.  4.  7. 

I  would  not  that  ye  should  be  igno- 
rant, how  that  all  our  fathers  were 
under  the  cloud. — 1  Cor.  x.  1,  2. 

To  another,  the  word  of  knowledge 
by  the  same  spirit. — 1  Cor.  xii.  8. 

Though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy, 
and  understand  all  mysteries,  and  all 
knowledge,  &c.  and  have  not  charity, 
I  am  nothing,  &c.  Whether  there  be 
knowledge,  it  shall  vanish  away;  for 
we  know  in  part,  &c.  Now  we  see 
through  a  glass,  darkly,  (or  in  a  rid- 
dle,) but  then  face  to  &ce:  now  I 
know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I  know, 
even  as  also  1  am  known. — 1  Cor. 
xiii.  2.  8—10.  12 ;   Job  viii.  9. 

If  any  man  be  ignorant,  let  him  be 
ignorant. — 1  Cor.  xiv.  38. 

Some  have  not  the  knowledge  of 
God :  I  speak  this  to  your  shame. — 

1  Cor.  XV.  34. 

Lest  Satan  should  get  an  advantage 
of  us :  for  we  are  not  ignorant  of  his 
devices. — 2  Cor.  ii.  11, 

But  their  minds  were  blinded  :  for 
until  this  day  reraaineth  the  same  veil, 
untaken  away,  in  the  reading  of  the 
Old  Testament,  &c.  When  Moses  is 
read,  the  veil  is  upon  their  heart. — 

2  Cor.  iii.  14,  15. 

If  our  gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to 
tliem  that  are  lost ;  in  whom  the  god 


of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds 
of  them  which  believe  not;  lest  the 
light  of  the  glorious  gospel,  &c.  should 
shine  unto  tliem,  &c.  God,  who  com- 
manded the  light  to  shine  out  of  dark- 
ness, hath  shmed  in  our  hearts,  to 
give  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
glory  of  God  in  the  face  of  Jesus 
Christ. — 2  Cor.  iv.  3,  4.  6. 

We  know  that  if  our  earthly  house, 
&c.  Knowing  therefore  the  terror  of 
the  Lord,  we  persuade  men,  &c. 
Henceforth  know  we  no  man  after  the 
flesh :  yea,  though  we  have  known 
Christ  after  the  flesh,  yet  now  hence- 
forth know  we  him  no  more. — 2  Cor, 
V.  1. 11. 16. 

Therefore  as  ye  abound  in  every 
thing,  in  faith,  and  utterance,  and 
knowledge. — 2  Cor.  viii.  7. 

Howbeit  then,  when  ye  knew  not 
God,  ye  did  service  unto  them  which 
by  nature  are  no  gods :  but  now,  after 
that  ye  have  known  God,  or  rather 
are  known  of  God,  how  turn  you? 
&c. — Gal.  iv.  8,  9. 

Having  made  known  unto  us  the 
mystery  of  his  will,  &c.  That  God, 
&c.  may  give  unto  you  the  spirit  of 
wisdom  and  revelation  in  the  know- 
ledge of  him ;  the  eyes  of  your  under- 
standing being  enlightened,  that  ye 
may  know  what  is  the  hope,  &c. — 
Eph.  i.  9. 17— 19. 

The  mystery  of  Christ,  which  in 
other  ages  was  not  made  known  unto 
the  sons  of  men,  as,  &c.  that  ye  may 
be  able  to  comprehend  with  all  saints, 
what  is  the  breadth,  &c.  and  to  know 
the  love  of  Christ  which  passeth  know- 
ledge.—Eph.  iii.  4,  5. 18, 19. 

He  gave  some  apostles.  Sec,  Till 
we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of 
God,  &c.  Walk  not  as  other  Gen- 
tiles, &c.  having  the  understanding 
darkened ;  being  alienated  from  the 
life  of  God,  through  the  ignorance 
that  is  in  them ;  because  of  the  blind- 
ness or  hardness  of  their  heart — Eph.

Saul  said  to  Samuel,  I  liave sinned; 
yet  honour  me  now,  I  pray  thee,  be- 
fore the  elders  of  my  people,  and  be- 
fore Israel,  and  turn  again  with  me,

The  women,  &c.  said,  Saul  had 
slain  his  thousands,  and  David  his  ten 
thousands :  and  Saul  was  very  wroth, 
and  the  saying  displeased  him :  and 
he  said.

Every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  show; 
surely  they  are  disquieted  in  vain :  he 
heapeth  up  riches,  and  knoweth  not 
who  shall  gather  them.

They  that  trust  in  their  wealth, 
and  boast  themselves  in  the  multitude 
of  their  riches ;  none  of  them  can  by 
any  means  redeem  his  brother,  nor  give 
to  God  a  ransom  for  him,  &c.  Wise 
men  die,  likewise  the  foolish,  &c.  and 
leave  their  wealth  to  others:  their 
inward  thought  is,  that  their  houses 
shall  continue  for  ever,  &e.  they  call 
their  lands  by  their  own  name:  ne- 
vertheless, man  being  in  honour, 
abideth  not :  he  is  like  the  beasts  that 
perish,  &c.  Be  not  thou  afraid,  when 
one  is  made  rich,  when  the  glory  of 
his  house  is  increased;  for  when  he 
dieth,  he  shall  carry  nothing  away, 
his  glory  shall  not  descend  afler  him. 
— Ps.  xlix.  6,  7.  10—12.  16,  17.  20. 

Every  beast  of  the  forest  is  mine, 
and  the  cattle  upon  a  thousand  hills, 
&c.  If  I  were  hungry,  I  would  not 
tell  thee ;  for  the  world  is  mine,  and 
the  fulness  thereof. — Ps,  1.  10.  12. 

Lo,  this  is  the  man  that  made  not 
God  his  strength,  but  trusted  in  the 
abundance  of  his  riches. — Ps.  Hi.  7. 

Men  of  low  degree  are  vanity,  and 
men  of  high  degree  are  a  lie,  &c.  If 
riches  increase,  set  not  your  heart 
upon  them. — Ps.  Ixii.  9,  10. 

Thou  visitest  the  earth,  and  water- 
est  it ;  thou  greatly  enrichest  it :  with 
the  river  of  God,  which  is  full  of 
water,  thou  preparest  them  corn,  &c. 
Thou  waterest  the  ridges,  &c. — Ps. 
Ixv.  9,  &c;  Deut.  xi.  14,  15;  Job 
xxxvii.  11 — 13  ;  v.  10. 


These  are  the  ungodly  who  prosper 
in  the  world ;  they  mcrease  in  riches. 
— Ps.  Ixxiii.  7.  12. 

And  they  tempted  God  in  their 
heart,  by  asking  meat  for  their  lust. 
— Ps.  Ixxviii.  18 ;  cvi.  14,  15. 

He  causeth  the  grass  to  grow  for 
the  cattle,  and  herb  for  the  service  of 
man:  that  he  may  bring  forth  food 
out  of  the  earth,  and  wine,  &c.  These 
all  wait  upon  thee,  that  thou  mayest 

five  them  their  meat  in  due  season, 
c— Ps.  civ.  14,  15.  27,  28;  cxlv. 
15 ;  cxlvii.  8,  9. 

The  heavens  are  the  Lord's;  but 
the  earth  hath  he  given  to  the  chil- 
dren of  men. — Ps.  cxv.  16. 

He  turneth  rivers  into  a  wilder- 
ness, and  the  watersprings  into  dry 
ground ;  a  fruitful  land  mto  barren- 
ness, &c.  he  turneth  the  wilderness 
into  a  standing  water,  &c.  He  blesseth 
them  also,  so  that  they  are  multiplied 
greatly,  &c. — Ps.  cvii.  33—39. 

He  raiseth  up  the  poor  out  of  the 
dust,  &c.  He  maketh  the  barren 
woman  to  keep  house,  and  to  be  a 
joyful  mother  of  children.

Incline  my  heart  unto  thy  testimo- 
nies, and  not  to  covetousness. — Ps.

So  are  the  ways  of  every  one  that 
is  greedy  of  gain,  which  taketh  away 
the  life  of  the  owners  thereof. — Prov. 
i.  19. 

Honour  the  Lord  with  thy  sub- 
stance, and  with  the  first  fruits  of  all 
thine  increase  ;  so  shall  thy  bams  be 
filled  with  plenty. — Prov.  iii.  9,  10. 

Gt>  to  the  ant,  thou  sluggard,  &c. 
Yet  a  little  sleep,  &c.  So  shall  thy 
poverty  come  as  one  that  travelleth. — 
Prov.  vi.  6.  10, 11. 

The  rich  man's  wealth  is  his  strong 
city.  The  destruction  of  the  poor  is 
their  poverty:  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord,  it  maketh  rich,  and  he  addeth 
no  sorrow  with  it.

Riches  profit  not  in  the  day  of 
wrath,  &c.  There  is  that  scattereth, 
and  yet  increaseth ;  and  there  is  that 
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withboldeth  more  than  is  meet,  but 
it  tendeth  to  poverty.  The  liberal 
Boul  shall  be  made  fat,  &c.  He  that 
trusteth  in  his  riches  shall  fall. — 
Proy.  xi.  4. 24, 26. 28 ;  £zek.  vii.  19. 

There  is  that  maketh  himself  rich, 
yet  hath  nothing;  there  is  that  maketh 
himself  poor,  yet  hath  great  riches, 
&c.  Wealth  gotten  by  yani^  shall 
be  diminished,  &c. — Prov.  xiii.  7. 11. 

The  poor  is  hated  eyen  of  his  own 
neighbour;  but  the  rich  hath  many 
friends. — Prov.  xiv.  20 ;  xix.  4. 

Better  is  a  little  with  the  fear  of 
the  Lord,  than  great  treasure  and 
trouble  therewith,  &c.  He  that  is 
greedy  of  gain  troubleth  his  own 
house. — Proy.  xv.  16.  27. 

Better  is  a  little  with  righteous- 
ness, than  great  revenues  without 
right :  the  lot  is  cast  into  the  lap, 
but  the  whole  disposing  thereof  is  of 
the  Lord. — Prov.  xvi.  8.  33. 

The  rich  man's  wealth  is  his  strong 
city,  and  as  an  high  wall  in  his  own 
conceit. — Prov.  xviii.  11. 

An  inheritance  may  be  gotten 
hastily  at  the  beginning,  but  the  end 
thereof  shall  not  be  blessed. — Prov. 
XX.  21. 

He  that  lovcth  pleasure  shall  be  a 
poor  man :  he  that  loveth  wine  and 
oil  shall  not  be  rich. — Prov.  xxi. 
17. 

The  rich  and  the  poor  meet  to- 
gether; the  Lord  is  the  maker  of 
them  all. — Prov.  xxii.  2.  7. 

Labour  not  to  be  rich ;  cease  from 
thine  own  wisdom.  Wilt  thou  set 
thine  eyes  upon  that  which  is  not?

Vanity  of  yanitiee,  ell  ie  venity,  Idc. 
And  I  gave  my  lieeit  to  aedk  wai 
search  out  by  wndooi^  oonoeniiiigtl 
things  that  are  done  under  beaveii 
tec  and  behold,  all  is  Tnnitj  aad 
vexation  of  spirit  fcc  I  nm  coom  ti 
great  estate,  and  haye  gotten  mors 
wisdom  than  all  they.  Ice  and  I  gavt 
my  heart  to  know  wiadom,  and  ti 
know  madness  and  fbllj.  I  peredfel 
that  this  also  is  vexation  of  apirit: 
for  in  much  wisdom  m  much  grief: 
and  he  that  increaaeth  knowledfRe,  in- 
creasetb  sorrow. — ^Eocles.  i.  2.  3^  14 
16—18. 

I  will  prove  thee  with  mirth,  ther^ 
fore  enjoy  pleasure :  and,  behold,  tUi 
also  is  vanity.  I  said  of  laughter,  It 
is  mad :  and  of  mirth.  What  doeth  it? 
I  sought  in  mine  heart  to  gire  mysdf 
unto  wine,  &c.  I  made  me  grett 
works :  I  builded  me  houses,  I  planted 
me  vineyards:  I  made  me  garden 
and  orchards,  &c.  I  got  me  servaots 
and  maidens,  &c.  I  had  g^reat  pos- 
sessions of  great  and  small  cattle,  Ice. 
also  silver  and  gold,  &c.  I  got  me  men 
singers  and  women  singers,  and  the 
delights  of  the  sons  of  men,  as  mnsi-> 
cal  instruments,  and  that  of  all  sorts, 
&c.  whatsoever  mine  csyes  deaired,  I 
kept  not  from  them :  I  withheld  not 
mine  heart  from  any  joy,  &c.  Then 
I  looked  on  all,  &c.  and  behold,  sli 
was  vanity  and  vexation  of  sfHrit: 
and  there  was  no  profit  under  the 
sun,  &c.  I  bated  all  my  labour,  &c. 
because  I  should  leave  it  unto  the 
man  that  shall  be  afler  me :  and  who 
knoweth  whether  he  shall  be  a  wise 
man,  or  a  fool  ?  yet  shall  he  have  mle 
over  all  ray  labour,  &o.  Nothing  bet* 
ter  for  a  man,  than  that  he  ahooU 
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eat  and  drink,  &c.  This  also  I  saw, 
that  it  was  from  the  hand  of  God. — 
Eccles.  ii.  1—11. 18, 19.  24. 

I  know  that  there  is  no  good  in 
them,  but  for  a  man  to  rejoice  and  to 
do  good  in  his  life ;  and  also  that  every 
man  should  eat  and  drink,  and  enjoy 
the  good  of  all  his  labour :  it  is  the 
gift  of  God.— Eccles.  iii.  12, 13;  v.  19. 

There  is  one  alone,  and  there  is 
not  a  second :  yea,  he  hath  neither 
child  nor  brother ;  yet  there  is  no  end 
of  all  his  labour,  neither  is  his  eye 
satisfied  with  riches ;  neither  saith  he, 
For  whom  do  I  labour,  and  bereave 
my  soul  of  good  ?  This  is  also  vanity. 
— Eccles.  iv.  8 ;  Prov.  xxvii.  20. 

He  that  loveth  silver,  shall  not  be 
satisfied  with  silver;  nor  he  that 
loveth  abundance,  with  increase ;  this 
is  also  vanity.  When  goods  increase, 
they  are  increased  that  eat  them  ;  and 
-what  good  is  there  to  the  owners 
thereof,  saving  the  beholding  of  them 
with  their  eyes  ?  The  sleep  of  a  la- 
bouring man  is  sweet,  whetner  he  eat 
little  or  much ;  but  the  abundance  of 
the  rich  will  not  suffer  him  to  sleep, 
&c.  Riches  kept  for  the  owners  there- 
of, to  their  hurt,  &c.  What  profit 
hath  he  that  hath  laboured  for  the 
wind  ?— Eccles.  v.  10—13. 16. 

A  man,  to  whom  God  hath  given 
riches,  wealth,  and  honour,  so  that 
he  wanteth  nothing  for  his  soul  of  all 
that  he  desireth,  yet  God  giveth  him 
not  power  to  eat  thereof,  &c.  All 
the  labour  of  man  is  for  his  mouth ; 
and  yet  the  appetite  (or  soul)  is  not 
filled. — Eccles.  vi.  2.  7. 

Woe  unto  them  that  join  house  to 
house,  that  lay  field  to  field,  till  there 
be  no  place,  &c.  Woe  unto  them  that 
rise  up  early  in  the  morning,  that 
they  may  follow  strong  drink,  &c. 
and  the  harp  and  the  viol,  &c.  are  in 
their  feasts,  &c. — Isa.  v.  8. 11, 12. 

Doth  the  plowman  plow  all  day 
to  sow?  for  his  God  doth  instruct 
him  to  discretion,  and  doth  teach 
him  :  for  the  fitches  are  not  threshed, 
&c.  This  also  cometh  forth  from  the 
Lord  of  hosts. — Isa.  xxviii.  24 — ^29. 


All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  good- 
liness  thereof  is  as  the  flower  of  the 
field :  the  grass  withereth,  the  flower 
fadeth,  &c.

Thou  saidst,  I  shall  be  a  lady  for 
ever,  &c.  Hear  now  this,  thou  that 
art  given  to  pleasures,  that  dwellest 
carelessly ;  that  sayest  in  thine  heart, 
kc.

but  these  two  things  shall  come  to 
thee  in  a  moment,  in  one  day,  the 
loss  of  children  and  widowhood :

Are  there  any  among  the  vanities 
of  the  Gentiles  that  can  cause  rain  ?

Let  not  the  wise  man  glory  in  his 
wisdom;  neither  let  the  mighty  man 
glory  in  his  might ;  let  not  the  rich 
man  glory  in  his  riches. — Jer.  ix.  23. 

He  that  getteth  riches,  and  not  by 
right,  shall  leave  them  in  the  midst 
of  his  days ;  and,  at  his  end,  shall  be 
a  fool. — Jer.  xvii.  11. 

I  have  made  the  earth,  the  man, 
and  the  beast  that  are  upon  the 
ground,  &;c.  I  have  given  it  unto 
whom,  &c. — Jer.  xxvii.  5,  6. 

Their  silver  and  their  gold  shall 
not  be  able  to  deliver  them  m  the  day 
of  the  wrath  of  the  Lord ;  they  shall 
not  satisfy  their  souls,  neither  fill 
their  bowels.

She  said,  I  will  go  after  my  lovers, 
that  give  me  my  bread,  and  my  water, 
my  wool,  and  my  flax,  mine  oil,  and 
my  drink,  &c.  She  did  not  know 
that  I  gave  her  com,  and  wine,  and 
oil,  and  multiplied  her  silver  and  gold ; 
therefore  I  will  return,  and  take  away 
my  corn  in  the  time  thereof,  &c. — 
Hosea  ii.  6 — 9. 

God  threatens  such  who  took  their 
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pleasures  in  those  things,  and  were 
not  afflicted  for  their  sin. — Amos  yi. 

Although  the  fig  tree  shall  not 
blossom,  neither  shall  fruit  be  in  the 
vines;  the  labour  of  the  olive  shall 
fail,  &c.  jet  I  will  rejoice  in  the  Lord, 
I  will  joy  in  the  God  of  mj  salva- 
tion.— Hab.  iii.  17, 18.         , 

When  will  the  new  moon  be  gone, 
that  we  may  sell  com ;  and  the  sab- 
bath, that  we  may  set  forth  wheat? 
&c. — ^Amos  viii.  5,  &c. 

Is  it  a  time  for  you,  O  ye,  to  dwell 
in  your  cieled  houses,  and  this  house 
lie  waste  ?  &c.  Consider  your  ways, 
ve  have  sown  much,  and  bring  in 
little :  ye  eat,  but  ye  have  not  enough, 
&c.  I  did  blow  upon  it:  Why? 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  Because  of 
mine  house  that  is  waste,  and  ye  run 
every  man  unto  his  own  house. — 
Hag.  i.  4—0. 

Ask  ye  of  the  Lord  rain  in  the 
time  of  the  latter  rain :  so  the  Lord 
shall,  &c.  give  them  showers  of  rain.

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures 
on  earth,  where  moth  and  ru8t  doth 
corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break 
through,  &c.  for  where  your  treasure 
is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also.

Herod,  to  please  Herodias's  daugh- 
ter, and  others,  orders  the  catting  off 
John  Baptist's  head.

What  is  a  man  profited,  if  he  shall 
gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose  his 
own  soul? — Matt  xvi.  26;  Luke  ix.

Jndas's  covetonsness  made  him  to 
betray  Christ  into  the  hands  of  the 
Jews. — Matt.  xxvi.  15. 

Go  and  sell  that  thon  hast,  and 
ive,  &c.  But  when  the  young  man 
card  that  saying,  he  went  away  sor- 
rowful, for  he  had  great  possessions. 
Then  said  Jesus,  &c.  that  a  rich  man 
shall  hardlj^  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. — Matt.  xix.  21 — 23;  Luke 
xviii.  24;  Mark  x.  21— 28. 

The  disciples'  ambition  made  them 
to  envy  each  other.  Christ  rebuked 
them. — Matt.  xx.  21,  &c. 

Those  who  were  invited  to  the 
feast,  made  light  of  it,  and  went  their 
ways ;  one  to  his  farm,  another  to  his 
merchandise,  &c. — Matt.  xxii.  4,  5;

Jesus  saidy  Take  heed,  and  beware 
of  covetousness ;  for  a  man's  life  con- 
sisteth  not  in  the  abundance  of  the 
things  which  he  possesseth,  &c.  The 
rich  man  said  to  his  soul,  Soul,  thou 
hast  much  goods  laid  up  for  many 
years;  take  thine  ease,  eat^  drink, 
and  be  merry :  but  God  said  unto 
him,  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  soul 
shall  be  required  of  thee :  then  whose 
shall  those  things  be  which  thou  hast 
provided?  So  is  he  that  layeth  up 
treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not  ricn 
toward  God. — Luke  xii.  15 — ^21. 

The  parable  of  the  rich  man  and 
Lazarus. — Luke  xvi.  20,  &c. 

Take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any 
time  your  hearts  be  overcharged  with 
surfeiting,  and  drunkenness,  and  cares 
of  this  life ;  and  so  that  day  come  upon 
you  unawares. — Luke  xxi.  34. 

Judas,  for  money,  betrays  Jesus 
Christ.  —  Luke  xxii.  3  —  6;  Matt, 
xxvi.  14, 15, 

How  can  ye  believe,  which  receive 
honour  one  of  another,  and  seek  not 
the  honour  that  cometh  from  God 
only? — John  v.  44. 

Labour  not  for  the  meat  which  pe- 
risheth,  but  for  that  meat  which  en- 
dureth  unto  everlasting  life. — John 
vi.  27. 

He  is  of  age,  ask  him ;  he  shall 
speak  for  himself.  These  words  spake 
his  parents,  because  they  feared  the 
Jews:  for  the  Jews  had  aereed  al- 
ready, that  if  any  man  did  confess 
that  he  was  Christ,  he  should  be  put

In  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribula- 
tion :  but  be  of  ^ood  cheer,  I  have 
overcome  the  world. — John  xvi.  33. 

I  pray  not  that  thou  shouldest  take 
them  out  of  the  world,  but  that  thou 
shouldest  keep  them  from  the  evil. — 
John  xvii.  15. 

Jesus  answered.  My  kingdom  is 
not  of  this  world:  if  my  kingdom  were 
of  this  world,  then  would  my  ser- 
vants fight,  that  I  should  not  be  de- 
livered, &c.

When  Paul  had  cast  the  evil  spirit 
out  of  the  damsel,  and  her  masters 
saw  that  the  hope  of  their  gain  was 
gone,  they  caught  Paul  and  Silas,  &e. 
and  said.  That  they  did  exceedingly 
trouble  the  city,  &c. — Acts  xvi.  18— 
22. 

God,  that  made  the  world,  and  all 
things  therein,  seeing  that  he  is  Lord 
of  heaven  and  earth,  &c.  giveth  to 
all  life,  and  breath,  and  all  things. — 
Acts  xvii.  24,  25. 

So  Demetrius,  a  silversmith,  and 
others  of  the  same  trade,  who  made 
silver  shrines  for  Diana,  &c.  com- 
plained against  Paul  for  preaching 
the  gospel,  and  cried  up  Diana,  be- 
cause tney  were  like  to  lose  their 
gain,  if  men  esteemed  not  Diana  as 
a  goddess. — Acts  xix.  24 — ^28. 

Yourselves  know  that  these  hands 
have  ministered  unto  my  necessities, 
and  to  them  that  were  with  me.  I 
have  shewed  you  all  things;  how 
that  so  labouring,  ye  ought  to  sup-

Make  no  provision  for  the  flesh,  to 
fulfil  the  lusts  thereof. — Rom.  xiii.  14. 

Ye  see  your  calling, brethren:  how 
that  not  many  wise  men  after  the  flesh, 
not  many  noble  are  called ;  but  God 
hath  chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the 
world  to  confound  the  wise,  &c.  that 
no  flesh  should  glory  in  his  presence. 
—1  Cor.  i.  26.  29. 

All  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  I 
will  not  be  broueht  under  the  power 
of  any :  meats  for  the  belly,  and  the 
belly  for  meats:  but  God  shall  de- 
stroy both  it  and  them. — ^1  Cor.  vi.

Whose  end  is  destractiony  whose

Mortify,  therefore,  year 
members,  &c.  inordinate  affection,  evil 
concupiscence,  and  covetonsnesBy 
which  is  idolatry. — Col.  iii.  2,  6. 

Meats,  which  Grod  hath  created  to 
be  received,  &c.  For  eYerj  creatare 
of  God  is  ^od,  and  nothing  to  be 
refused.

She  that  liveth  in  pleasure  (or  de

for  the  love  of  money  is  the  root  of 
all  evil ;  which,  while  some  coveted 
after,  they  have  erred  from  the  faith, 
and  pierced  themselves  through  with 
many  sorrows.  But  thou,  O  man  of 
God,  flee  these  things,  &c.  Charge 
them  that  are  rich  in  this  world,  that 
they  be  not  high  minded,  nor  trust 
in  uncertain  riches,  but  in  the  living 
God,  who  giveth  us  richly  all  things 
to  enjoy ;  that  they  do  good,  that 
they  be  rich  in  good  works,  ready  to 
distribute,  willing  to  communicate ; 
laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a 
good  foundation  against  the  time  to 
come.— 1  Tim.  vi.

Endure  hardness,  as  a  good  soldier 
of  Jesus  Christ.  No  man  that  war- 
retb,  entangleth  himself  with  the  af- 
fairs of  this  life,  that  he  may  please 
him  who  hath  chosen  him  to  be  a 
soldier.

In  the  last  days,  &;c.  men  shall  be 
lovers  of  their  own  selves,  &c.  lovers 
of  pleasures  more  than  lovers  of  God.

Demas  hath  forsaken  me,  having 
loved  this  present  world,  &c. — 2  Tim. 
iv.  10. 

The  earth,  which,  &c.  bringeth 
forth  herbs  meet  for  them  by  whom 
it  is  dressed,  rcceivcth  blessing  from 
God. — Heb.  vi.  7. 

Ye,  &c.  took  jovfully  the  spoiling 
of  your  goods;  knowing  in  your- 
selves that  ye  have  in  heaven  a  better 
and  enduring  substance. — Heb.  x.  34. 

By  faith,  Moses,  when  he  was  come 
to  years,  refused  to  be  called  the  son 
of  Pharaoh's  daughter ;  choosing  ra- 
ther to  suffer  affliction  with  the  people 
of  God,  than  to  enjoy  the  pleasures 
of  sin  for  a  season;  esteeming  the 
reproach  of  Christ  greater  riches  than 


the  treasures  in  Egypt — Heb.  xi. 
24—26. 

Let  your  conversation  be  without 
covetousness ;  and  be  content  with 
such  things  as  ye  have ;  for  he  hath 
said,  I  wOl  never  leave  thee,  nor  for- 
sake thee:  so  that  we  may  boldly 
say,  the  Lord  is  my  helper,  &c.-^— 
Heb.  xiii.  5,  6. 

Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  re- 
joice in  that  he  is  exalted;  but  the 
rich,  in  that  he  b  made  low ;  because 
as  the  flower  of  the  grass  he  shall 
pass  away.  For  the  sun  is  no  sooner 
risen  with  a  burning  heat,  but  it 
withereth  the  grass,  and  the  flower 
thereof  falleth,  and  the  grace  of  the 
fashion  of  it  perisheth ;  so  also  shall 
the  rich  man  fade  away  in  his  ways. 
— James  i.  9 — 11.  ^ 

Hath  not  God  chosen  the  poor  of 
this  world,  rich  in  faith,  and  heirs  of 
the  kingdom,  which  he  hath  promised 
to  them  that  love  him  ?  but  ye  have 
despised  the  poor.  Do  not  rich  men 
oppress  you,  and  draw  you  before  the 
judgment-seats?  Do  not  they  blas- 
pheme that  worthy  name?  &c. —

Know  ye  not,  that  the  friendship  of 
the  world  is  enmity  with  God  ?  Who- 
soever therefore  will  be  a  friend  of 
the  world  is  the  enemy  of  God,  &c. 
(Gro  to  now,  ye  that  say.  To-day  or 
to-morrow  we  will  go  into  such  a  city, 
and  continue  there  a  year,  and  buy, 
and  sell,  and  get  gain ;  whereas  ye 
know  not  what  shall  be  on  the  mor- 
row :  for,  what  is  your  life  ?  it  is 
even  a  vapour,  &c.  For  that  ye  ou^ht 
to  say,  If  the  Lord  will,  we  shall  live, 
and  do  this  or  that :  but  now  ye  re- 
joice in  your  boastings :  all  such  re- 
joicing is  evil. — James  iv.  4. 13 — 16; 
Acts  xviii.  21 ;  1  Cor.  xvi.  7. 

Go  to  now,  ye  rich  men ;  weep 
and  howl,  for  your  miseries  that  shall 
come  upon  you.  Your  riches  are  cor- 
rupted, and  your  garments  are  moth- 
eaten;  your  gold  and  silver  is  can- 
kered, and  the  rust  of  them  shall  be 
a  witness  against  you,  and  shall  eat 
your  flesh  as  it  were  fire :  ye  have 
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heaped  treeenre  together  for  the  last 
days.  Behold,  the  hire  of  the  laboup- 
eiB  which  have  reaped  down  vonr 
fields,  which  is  of  you  kept  baoL  by 
fimad,  crieth,  &:c.

Lahan  said  to  Jaoob»  Wheiefiire 
hast  thou  stolen  my  godsf — Gau 
xzxi.  80. 

Jacob  said  unto  his  hoDMhoId,  and 
to  all  that  were  with  hiniy  Put  sway 
the  stranffe  sods  that  are  among  you, 
&0.  And  uey  gave  unto  Jacob  all 
the  strange  gods  which  were  in  their 
hand,  and  all  their  earrinn  whid 
were  in  their  ears;  and  Jacob  lud 
them  under  the  oak  which  was  bj 
Shechem. — Gen.  xxzv.  2.  4. 

I  am  the  Lord  thy  Gk>d.  Thoushalt 
have  no  other  gods  before  me.  Thou 
shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven 
image,  or  any  likeness  of  any  thing 
that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in 
the  earth  beneath,  or  diat  is  in  the 
water  under  the  earth :  thou  shalt 
not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor 
serve  them ;  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God 
am  a  jealous  God,  &e.  Ye  shall  not 
make  with  me  gods  of  silver,  neither 
shall  ye  make  unto  you  gods  of  gold. 
— Exod.  XX.  2—5.  23;  Deut  iv. 
15—18;  Ps.  Ixxxi.  9,  10:  Hoses 
xiii.  4. 

He  that  saerificeth  unto  any  god, 
save  unto  the  Lord  only,  he  shall  be 
utterly  destroyed. — Exod.  xxii.  20; 
Deut.  XXX.  17, 18 ;  xxxi.  16 — 18. 

Make  no  mention  of  the  names  of 
other  gods:  neither  let  it  be  heard 
out  of  thy  mouth,  &c.  Thou  shalt  not 
bow  down  to  their  gods,  nor  serve 
them,  nor  do  afler  their  works;  but 
thou  shalt  utterly  overthrow  them, 
and  quite  break  down  their  images, 
&c.  Thou  shalt  make  no  covenant 
with  them,  nor  with  their  gods,  &G. 
If  thou  serve  their  gods,  it  will  surely 
be  a  snare  unto  thee. — Exod.  xxiii. 
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13.  24.  32,  33 ;  Ps.  cvi.  36 ;  Judges 
ii.  3. 

The  people  gathered  themselves 
together  unto  Aaron,  and  said  unto 
him,  Up,  make  us  gods,  whi(;h  shall 
go  before  us ;  for,  as  for  this  Moses, 
&c.  we  wot  not  what  is  become  of 
liim.  And  Aaron  said  unto  them. 
Break  off  the  golden  earrings,  &c. 
and  bring  them  unto  me,  &;c.  And 
he  received  them  at  their  hands,  and 
fashioned  it  with  a  graving  tool,  after 
lie  had  made  it  a  molten  calf.  And 
they  said,  These  be  thy  gods,  O  Is- 
rael, which  brought  thee  up  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt :  and  when  Aaron 
saw  it,  he  built  an  altar  before  it,  &c. 
And  they  rose  up  early  on  the  mor- 
row, and  offered  burnt-offerings,  &c. 
And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  &c. 
Let  me  alone,  that  my  wrath  may 
wax  hot  against  them,  &c.  Moses 
caused  the  calf  to  be  broken  into 
powder,  and  scattered,  &c. — £xod. 
xxxii.  1—6. 9, 10. 20;  Ps.  cvi.  19, 20; 
Acts  vii.  38,  &c. 

Ye  shall  destroy  their  altars,  break 
their  images,  and  cut  down  their 
groves;  for  thou  shalt  worship  no 
other  god :  for  the  Lord,  whose  name 
is  Jealous,  is  a  jealous  God  :  lest 
thou  make  a  covenant  with  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  land,  and  they  go  a 
whoring  after  their  gods,  and  do  sacri- 
fice unto  their  gods,  &c.  Thou  shalt 
make  thee  no  molten  gods. — Exod. 
xxxiv.  12. 17 ;  Numb,  xxxiii.  51,  52. 

And  they  shall  no  more  offer  their 
sacrifices  unto  devils,  afler  whom  they 
have  gone  a  whoring,  &c. — Levit. 
xvii.  7. 

Turn  you  not  unto  idols,  nor  make 
yourselves  molten  gods :  for  I  am 
the  Lord  your  God. — Levit.  xix.  4. 

Ye  shall  make  vou  no  idols,  nor 
graven  image,  neither  rear  you  up  a 
standing  image,  (or  pillar;)  neither 
shall  ye  set  up  any  image  (or  figure) 
of  stone  in  your  land,  to  bow  down 
to  it :  for  I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 
— Levit  xxvi,  1. 

They  called  the  people  unto  the 
sacrifices  of  their  goos  :  and  the  peo- 


ple did  eat,  and  bowed  down  to  their 
gods ;  and  Israel  joined  himself  unto 
Baal-peor :  and  the  anger  of  the  Lord 
was  kmdled  against  Israel. — Numb. 
XXV.  2,  3 ;  Ps.  cvi.  28. 

Upon  their  gods  also  the  Lord  exe- 
cuted judgments. — Numb,  xxxiii.  4. 

Take  heed  unto  yourselves :  for  ye 
saw  no  manner  of  similitude.  Sec.  lest 
ye  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  you 
a  graven  image,  the  similitude  of  any 
figure.— Deut.  iv.  15—18.  23.  25. 

Ye  shall  not  go  afler  other  gods, 
of  the  gods  of  the  people  which  are 
round  about  you :  for  the  Lord  thy 
God  is  a  jealous  God. — Deut,  vi.  14, 
15;  xi.  16. 

Neither  shalt  thou  make  marriages 
with  them,  &c.  for  they  will  turn 
away  thy  son  from  following  me,  that 
they  may  serve  other  gods;  so  will 
the  anc:er  of  the  Lord  be  kindled 
against  you,  &c.  Ye  shall  destroy 
their  altars,  &c. — Deut.  vii.  3—5. 16. 
25. 

Take  heed  to  yourselves,  that  your 
heart  be  not  deceived,  and  ye  turn 
aside  and  serve  other  gods,  and  wor- 
ship them ;  and  then  the  Lord's 
wrath  be  kindled  against  you,  and  he 
shut  up  the  heaven  that  there  be  no 
rain,  and  that  the  land  yield  not  her 
fruit. — Deut.  xi.  16,  17. 

Ye  shall  utterly  destroy  all  the 
places  wherein  the  nations  which  ye 
shall  possess  served  their  gods,  &c. 
ye  shall  overthrow  their  altars,  &c. 
Do  not  inquire  afler  their  gods,  say- 
ing. How  did  these  nations  serve  their 
gods?  &c.— Deut.  xii.  2,  3.  30,  31. 

Such  who  should  endeavour  to  draw 
others  to  idolatry,  were  to  be  put  to 
death. — Deut.  xiii. 

Thou  shalt  not  plant  thee  a  grove 
of  any  trees  near  unto  the  altar  of  the 
Lord  thy  God,  which  thou  shalt  make 
thee :  neither  shalt  thou  set  thee  up 
any  image  (or  statue)  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  hateth.— Deut.  xvi.  21,  22. 

If  any  hath  gone  and  served  other 
gods,  and  worshipped  them  ;  either 
the  sun,  or  moon,  or  any  of  the  host 
of  heaven,  which  I  have  not  com- 
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manded,  be  shall  be  Btoned,  fcc. — 
Deut  xTii.  8.  6.  ' 

Tbat  tbey  teach  yon  not  to  do  after 
all  their  abominations,  which  they 
have  done  nnto  their  gods :  so  sboald 
ye  sin  against  the  Lord  year  Grod. — 
Dent.  XX.  18. 

Cursed  be  the  man  that  maketh 
any  graven  or  molten  image,  fce.  the 
work  of  the  hands  of  the  craftsman. 
— Deut.  xxvii.  15. 

Ye  have  seen  their  abominations, 
and  their  idols,  (or  dunghill  gods ;) 
wood,  stone,  &c. — Deut.  xxix.  17, 
18.  24,  &c. 

.  God  said,  Israel  would  go  after 
strange  gods;  and  that  he  would 
leave  them,  and  much  evil  should 
come,  &c. — Deut.  xxx.  16—18. 

They  provoked  him  to  jealou^ 
with  strange  gods,  &c.  They  sacn- 
ficed  to  devils,  not  to  God ;  to  gods 
whom  thev  knew  not,  &c. — Deut. 
zxxii.  17.  21 ;  Ps.  cvi.  37. 

Neither  make  mention  of  the  name 
of  their  gods,  neither  cause  to  swear 
by  them;  neither  serve  them,  nor 
bow  yourselves  to  them. — Josh,  xxiii. 
7.  10 ;  xxiv.  14,  23. 

When  Josliua  and  that  generation 
were  dead,  and  there  arose  a  new 
^neration  which  knew  not  the  Lord, 
they  forsook  the  Lord,  and  followed 
strange  gods. — Judges  ii.  10. 12 — 14. 
19;  Deut.  xxxi.  10.  29;  Judges  x. 
6.  13 ;  iii.  6,  7. 

Will  ye  plead  for  Baal  ?  &c.  If  he 
be  a  god,  let  him  plead  for  himself. — 
Judges  vi.  31. 

Gideon  made  an  ephod  thereof,  and 
put  it  in  his  city,  even  in  Ophrah ; 
and  all  Israel  went  thither  a  whoring 
after  it :  which  thing  became  a  snare 
nnto  Gideon,  and  his  house.  And 
when  Gideon  was  dead,  the  children 
of  Israel  turned  again,  and  went  a 
whoring  after  Baalim,  and  made  Baal- 
berith  their  god. — Judges  viii.  27. 33. 
X.  6,  7.  13, 14. 

The  Philistines  praise,  and  offer 
sacrifice  to  Dagon  their  god,  for  de- 
livering Samson  to  them.--Judgc8 
xvL  23,  24. 


MioaVi  mother  nid,  I  hsid  wboUj 
dedicated  the  silver  unto  the  Lord,  to 
make  a  graven  vaagb,  tec  And  she 
made  an  image,  &e.  Mioah  ooiise> 
crated  the  L^ite,  ke*  The  Danilei 
take  away  the  idol,  and  the  prien, 
&c.  Then  Mlcah  cried  out,  Te  hate 
taken  away  my  gods  which  I  madc^ 
and  the  pnest,  and  ye  are  gone  awav: 
and  whskt  have  I  more?  tee.  And  me 
children  of  Dan  set  vp  the  graven 
image. — Judges  xvii.8— 5. 12;  xviiL 
16—20.  22—24.  aO,  81. 

The  Philistines,  when  the  god 
Dagon  fell  before  the  ark,  woold  not 
tread  on  the  threshold  on  which  it 
fell  and  broke. — 1  Sam.  ▼•  2,  kc 

Solomon,  in  his  old  age,  was  drawn 
away  to  commit  idolatry. — 1  Kings 
xi.  4-10. 

Israel,  in  Ahab's  time,  wonhipped 
Baal  as  a  god,  and  called  on  hinu — 
I  Kings  xviii.  26. 

Jeroboam  (lest  Israel,  by  goioff  up 
to  Jerusalem  to  worship,  ahonld  re- 
volt to  Rehoboam)  umae  two  calves 
of  gold,  and  set  one  in  Bethel,  and 
the  other  put  he  in  Dan ;  and  saki, 
Behold  thy  gods,  O  Israel!  So 
Israel  went,  and  worshipped.  And 
he  made  an  house  of  high  places: 
and  made  priests  of  the  lowest  of  the 
people,  &c.  ordained  a  feast,  &c 
which  he  had  devised,  &c. — 1  Kings 
xii.  26— 33;  xiv.  9,10;  2Chron.xi. 
15. 

They  built  them  high  places,  and 
images,  and  groves,  on  every  higii 
hill,  and  under  every  green  tree.— 
1  Kings  xiv.  23 ;  2  Kings  xvii.  9— 
12.  16. 

Asa,  kins  of  Judab,  removed  all 
the  idols,  &c.  but  the  high  places 
were  not  removed. — 1  Kings  xv.  11 
— lo. 

Elijah  mocked  the  worshippers  of 
Baal ;  and  said,  Cry  aloud,  for  he  a 
a  god :  either  he  is  talking,  parsning, 
or  in  a  journey,  or  peradventnre  he 
sleepeth,  &c. — 1  Kings  xviii.  27. 

All  the  kings  of  Israel,  after  Jero- 
boam, did  continue  in  the  same  ido- 
latry, till  Ahab:  and  Ahaziah,  son 
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of  Ahaby  served  Baal,  and  worshipped 
him. — 1  Kings  xvi ;  xxii.  51 — 53. 

Hezekiah  destroyed  idolatry,  re- 
moved the  high  places,  brake  the 
images,  and  cut  down  the  groves, 
and  brake  in  pieces  the  brazen  ser- 
pent that  Moses  had  made ;  for  unto 
those  days  the  children  of  Israel  did 
burn  incense  to  it;  and  he  called  it 
Nehushtan,  &c.  8o  did  Jpsiah  the 
king. — 2  Kings  xviii.  4 ;  xxiii.  4,  &c. 
Manasseh's  idolatry ;  setting  up  all 
his  father  had  pulled  down. — 2  Kings 
xxi.  3—7. 

King  Ahaz's  idolatry. — 2  Chron. 
xxviii.  23.  25. 

If  we  have  forgotten  the  name  of 
our  God,  or  stretched  out  our  hands 
to  a  strange  god,  shall  not  God  search 
this  out  ?  for  he  knoweth  the  secrets 
of  the  heart— Ps.  xliv.  20,  21. 

All  the  gods  of  the  nations  are  idols, 
but  the  Lord  (or  Jehovah)  made  the 
heavens. — Ps.  xcvi.  5. 

Confounded  be  all  they  that  serve 
graven  images,  that  boast  themselves 
of  idols.  Worship  him,  all  ye  gods. — 
Ps.  xcvii.  7. 

Our  God  is  in  the  heavens;  he 
hath  done  whatsoever  he  pleased. 
Their  idols  are  silver  and  gold,  the 
work  of  men's  hands :  they  have 
mouths,  but  they  speak  not :  eyes 
have  they,  but  they  see  not:  they 
have  ears,  but  they  hear  not:  noses 
have  they,  but  they  smell  not,  &c. 
They  that  make  them,  are  like  unto 
them  :  so  is  everv  one  that  trusteth 
in  them. — Ps.  cxv.  3 — ^9 ;  cxxxv.  15, 
&c.;  Deut.  iv.  28;  Hab.  ii.  18, 19. 

Their  land  is  also  full  of  idols : 
they  worship  the  work  of  their  own 
hands :  that  which  their  own  fingers 
have  made ;  and  the  mean  man  bow- 
eth  down,  and  the  great  man  hum- 
bleth  himself,  &c.  The  idols  he  shall 
utterly  abolish ;  and  they  shall  go 
into  the  holes  of  the  rocks,  and  into 
the  caves  of  the  earth,  for  fear  of  the 
Lord,  &c.  In  that  day,  a  man  shall 
cast  his  idols  of  silver,  and  his  idols 
of  gold,  which  they  made  each  one 
for  himself  to  worship,  to  the  moles. 


and  to  the  bats. — Isa.  ii.  8,9. 18 — ^20 ; 
XXX  i.  7. 

At  that  day  shall  a  roan  look  to 
his  Maker,  &c.  and  he  shall  not  look 
to  the  altars,  the  work  of  his  hands ; 
neither  shall  he  respect  that  which  his 
fingers  have  made,  either  the  groves, 
or  the  images. — Isa.  xvii.  7, 8 ;  Rosea 
xiv.  8. 

To  whom  then  will  ye  liken  God  ? 
or  what  likeness  will  ye  compare  unto 
him  ?  The  workman  melteth  a  graven 
image,  &c. — Isa.  xl.  18 — ^20.  ^. 

The  carpenter  encouraged  the  gold- 
smith, (or  founder,)  &c.  Shew  the 
things  that  are  to  come  hereafter, 
that  we  may  know  that  ye  are  gods : 
yea,  do  good,  or  do  evil,  &c.  Be- 
hold, ye  are  of  nothing,  (or  worse 
than  nothing,)  and  your  work  of 
nought :  an  abomination,  &c.  Their 
molten  images  are  wind,  and  con- 
fusion.—Isa.  xli.  7.  23, 24.  29. 

I  am  the  Lord  :  that  is*  my  name ; 
and  my  glory  will  I  not  give  to  ano- 
ther, neither  my  praise  to  graven 
images,  &c.  They  shall  be  turned 
back,  they  shall  be  greatly  ashamed, 
that  trust  in  graven  images ;  that  say 
to  the  molten  images.  Ye  are  our 
gods. — Isa.  xlii.  8.  17. 

They  that  make  a  graven  image, 
are  all  of  them  vanity,  &c.  they  see 
not,  nor  know,  that  they  may  be 
ashamed.  Who  hath  formed  a  god, 
or  molten  a  graven  image,  that  is 
profitable  for  nothing?  Behold,  all 
his  fellows  shall  be  ashamed:  and 
the  workmen,  &c.  they  shall  be 
ashamed  together,  &c.  The  carpen- 
ter, &c.  heweth  him  down  cedar,  &c. 
he  will  take  thereof,  and  warm  him- 
self: yea,  he  kindleth  it,  and  baketh 
bread :  yea,  he  maketh  a  god,  and 
worshippeth  it :  he  maketh  it  a  gra- 
ven image,  and  falleth  down  thereto : 
he  bumetb  part  thereof  in  the  fire, 
&c.  and  the  residue  thereof  he  maketh 
a  god,  even  his  graven  image;  he 
falleth  down  and  worshippeth  it,  and 
prayeth  unto  it,  and  saith.  Deliver 
me,  for  thou  art  ray  god,  &c.  None 
considereth  in  his  heart;   neither  is 
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there  knowledge  nor  understanding 
to  say,  I  have  burnt  part  of  it  in  the 
fire,  &c.  and  shall  I  make  the  residue 
thereof  an  abomination?  Shall  I 
fall  down  to  the  stock  of  (or  that 
which  comes  from)  a  tree  ? — Isa.  zliv. 
9—20. 

Thej  shall  be  ashamedi  and  also 
confounded,  all  of  them :  they  shall 
go  to  concision  together,  that  are 
makers  of  idols,  &c.  They  hsTC  no 
knowledge,  that  set  up  the  wood  of 
their  craven  image,  and  pray  unto  a 
eod  that  cannot  save. — Isa.  xlv.  IG. 

To  whom  will  ye  liken  me?  &c. 
They  lavish  ^Id  out  of  the  bag,  and 
weigh  silver  m  the  balance ;  and  hire 
a  goldsmith,  and  he  maketh  it  a  god; 
they  fall  down,  yea,  and  worship: 
they  bear  him  upon  the  shoulder; 
they  carry  him,  and  set  him  in  his 
place,  and  he  standeth  :  from  his 
place  shall  he  not  remove :  yea,  one 
shall  cry  to  him;  yet  can  he  not 
answer,  nor  save  him  out  of  his 
trouble. — Isa.  xlvi.  5 — 7. 

I  have  even  from  the  beginning 
declared,  Sec,  lest  thou  sliouldest  say, 
Mine  idol  liath  done  them,  and  my 
graven  image,  and  my  molten  image, 
nath  commanded  them. — Isa.  xlviii.  5. 

A  people  that  provoketh  me  to 
anger  continually  to  my  face :  that 
sacrificeth  in  gardens,  and  bumeth 
incense  upon  altars  of  brick,  &c. — 
Isa.  Ixv.  3,  4;  Jcr.  i.  IG. 

Hath  a  nation  changed  tlicir  gods, 
which  are  yet  no  gods  ?  But  my 
people  have  changed  their  glory  for 
that  which  doth  not  profit,  &c.  The 
house  of  Israel  is  ashamed,  &c.  say- 
ing to  a  stock,  Thou  art  my  father; 
and  to  a  stone,  Thou  hast  brought 
me  forth,  &c.  But  where  are  thy 
sods,  that  thou  hast  made  thee?  let 
them  arise,  if  they  can  save  thee  in 
the  time  of  thy  trouble ;  for  according 
to  the  number  of  thy  cities,  are  thy 
gods,  O  Judah.— Jer.  ii.  11.  2G— 28; 
xi.  12, 13, 

Israel  is  gone  up  upon  every  high 
mountain^   and   under  every   green 


tree;  and  there  hath  phjad  Aehv- 
lotyfcc  Her  treacherous  siiterJiidBk 
fyared  not,  but  went  and  pisyed  Ike 
harlot  also,  ke.  Gommitted  addteiy 
with  stones,  and  with  stocks. — Jer. 
ui.  a  8, 9. 

Seest  thoo  not  what  thej  do  ii 
the  cities  of  Jodsh,  and  in  tlie  streeli 
of  Jerusalem?  The  children  gather 
wood,  aod  the  fathers  kindle  the  fire; 
and  the  women  knead  their  dongfa  to 
make  cakes  to  the  queen  of  heaven, 
and  to  pour  out  drink-oflferings  mto 
other  gods,  that  they  may  provoke  me 
to  anger.--Jer.  Tii.  17,  lo. 

One  cutteth  a  tree  oat  of  the  forest, 
&c.  they  fasten  it  with  naihi;  they 
speak  not,  &c.  be  not  afraid  of  them, 
for  they  can  do  neither  evil  nor  good, 
&c.  They  are  altogether  bmtish,  and 
foolish:  the  stock  is  a  doctrine  of 
vanities,  silver  spread  into  plates,  kc 
but  the  Lord  is  the  true  Grod,  kc 
The  gods  that  have  not  made  the  hea> 
vens  and  the  earth,  even  they  shall 
perish  from  the  earth,  and  from  under 
the  heavens,  &c.  Every  founder  b 
confounded  by  the  graven  image ;  for 
his  molten  image  is  falsehood,  and 
there  is  no  breath  in  them  :  they  are 
vanity,  and  the  work  of  errors. — Jer. 
X.  3-^.  8-11.  14,  15. 

Arc  there  any  among  the  vanities  of 
the  Gentiles  that  can  cause  rain? — 
Jer.  xiv.  22. 

The  Gentiles  shall  come,  &c.  and 
say,  Surely  our  fathers  have  inherited 
lies,  vanity,  and  things  wherein  is  no 
profit :  shall  a  man  make  gods  unto 
nimself,  and  they  are  no  gods  ? — Jer. 
xvi.  19,  20. 

Then  all  the  men  which  knew  that 
their  wives  had  burnt  incense  unto 
other  gods,  and  all  the  women  that 
stood  by,  &c.  answered  Jeremiah, 
saying,  &c.  We  will  certainly  do 
whatsoever  thing  goeth  forth  out  of 
our  own  mouth,  to  bum  incense  unto 
the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour  out 
drink-offerings  unto  her,  as  we  have 
done,  we  ana  our  fathers,  our  kings 
and  our  princes,  in  the  cities  of  Jadah, 
and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem ;  for 
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then  had  we  plenty,  &c.  So  that  the 
Lord  could  no  longer  bear,  because  of 
the  evil  of  your  doings. — Jer.  xliv. 
15—22. 

I  am  broken  with  their  whorish 
heart,  which  hath  departed  from  me ; 
and  with  their  eyes,  which  so  a 
whoring  after  their  idols. — Ezek.  vi. 

The  vision  that  Ezekiel  had  of  their 
abominable  idolatry. — Ezek.  viii. 

These  men  have  set  up  their  idols 
in  their  heart,  and  put  the  stumbling- 
block  of  their  iniquity  before  their 
face :  should  I  be  inquired  of  at  all 
by  them?  &c.  I  the  Lord  will  an- 
swer him  that  cometh,  according  to 
the  multitude  of  his  idols,  &;c.  I  the 
Lord  will  answer  him  by  myself. — 
Ezek.  xiv.  3 — 7 ;  Hosea  ii.  2-— 4. 

The  insatiable  idolatry  of  Jerusa- 
lem, with  all  nations.  —  Ezek.  xvi. 
15,  &c. 

I  will  do  these  things  unto  thee, 
because  thou  hast  gone  a  whoring 
after  the  heathen,  and  because  thou 
art  polluted  with  their  idols. — Ezek. 
xxiii.  30 ;  xvi.  36,  &c. 

Such  of  the  Levites  who  had  offered 
before  idols,  God  refused,  afterwards, 
that  they  should  offer  any  more  unto 
him. — Ezek.  xliv.  10 — 15. 

The  image  Nebuchadnezzar  set  up. 
— Dan.  iii. 

Belshazzar  and  his  princes,  &c. 
praised  the  gods  of  gold  and  of  silver, 
&c. — Dan.  V.  3,  4. 

My  people  ask  counsel  at  their 
stocks,  and  their  staff  declareth  unto 
them :  for  the  spirit  of  whoredoms 
hath  caused  them  to  err,  and  they 
have  gone  a  whoring  from  under  their 
God  :  they  sacrifice  upon  the  tops  of 
the  mountains,  and  bum  incense  upon 
the  hills,  under  oaks,  &c.  Ephraim  is 
joined  to  idols;  let  him  alone. — Hosea 
iv.  12, 13.  17. 

Of  their  silver  and  their  gold  have 
they  made  them  idols,  that  they  may 
be  cut  off.  Thy  calf,  O  Samaria, 
hath  cast  thee  off:  mine  anger  is 
kindled,  &c.  The  workman  made  it, 
therefore  it  is  not  God :  but  the  calf 


of  Samaria  shall  be  broken  in  pieces ; 
for  they  have  sown  the  wind. — Hosea 
viii.  4— -7. 

According  to  the  multitude  of  his 
fruit,  he  hath  increased  the  altars : 
according  unto  the  goodness  of  his 
land,  they  have  made  goodly  images: 
their  heart  is  divided ;  now  shall  they 
be  found  faulty ;  he  shall  break  down 
their  altars :  he  shall  spoil  their 
images. — Hosea  x.  1,  2. 

And  now  they  sin  more  and  more, 
and  have  made  them  molten  images 
of  their  silver,  and  idols  accordmg 
to  their  own  understanding;  all  of 
it  the  work  of  the  craflsmen  :  they 
say  of  them,  Let  the  men  that  sacri- 
fice, kiss  the  calves :  therefore  they 
shall  be  as  the  morning  cloud,  &c. — 
Hosea  xiii.  2,  3. 

I  will  cut  off  them  who  worship  the 
host  of  heaven,  &c.  that  swear  by  the 
Lord,  and  swear  by  Malcham. — Zeph. 
i.  4,  5 ;  Amos  viii.  14. 

For  the  idols  have  spoken  vanity, 
and  the  diviners  have  seen  a  lie,  and 
have  told  false  dreams,  &c. — Zech. 
X.2. 

Nor  will  we  say  any  more  to  the 
work  of  our  hands,  ye  are  our  gods. — 
Hosea  xiv.  3. 

Judah  hath  profaned  the  holiness  of 
the  Lord,  which  he  loved,  (or  ought  to 
love ;)  and  hath  married  the  daughter 
of  a  strange  god. — Mai.  ii.  11. 

God  turned,  and  gave  them  up  to 
worship  the  host  of  heaven. — Acts 
vii.  42. 

The  people  said,  &c.  The  gods  are 
come  down  unto  us  in  the  likeness 
of  men :  and  they  called  Barnabas, 
Jupiter;  and  Paul,  Mercurius,  be- 
cause he  was  the  chief  speaker.  Then 
the  priest  of  Jupiter,  which  was  be- 
fore the  city,  brought  oxen  and  gar- 
lands unto  the  gates,  and  would  have 
done  sacrifice  with  the  people :  which 
when  the  apostles,  Barnabas  and  Paul, 
heard  of,  they  rent  their  clothes,  and 
ran  in  among  the  people,  crying  out, 
an4  saying,  Sirs,  why  do  ye  these 
things?  We  also  are  men  of  like 
passions  with  you;  and  preach  unto 
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you,  that  ye  should  turn  from  these 
yanities  unto  the  living  God,  which 
made  heaven  and  earth,  &c. — Acts 
adv.  11—15. 18. 

We  write  unto  them,  that  they  ab- 
stain from  pollution  of  idols. — Acts 
XV.  20.  29. 

Paul,  &c.  at  Athens,  his  spirit  was 
stirred  within  him,  when  he  saw  the 
city  wholly  given  to  idolatry,  (or  full 
of  idols,)  therefore  disputed  he  in  the 
synagogue,  kc.  Ye  men  of  Athens, 
I  perceive  that  in  all  things  ye  are 
too  superstitious :  for  as  I  passed  by, 
and  beheld  your  devotions,  (or^gods 
whom  ye  worship,)  I  found  an  altar 
with  this  inscription,  to  thx  uxKirowir 
QOD.  Whom  therefore  ye  ignorantly 
worship,  &c.  Forasmuch  then  as  we 
are  the  of&pring  of  Gt)d,  we  ouffht 
not  to  think  that  the  Godhead  is  bke 
unto  gold,  or  silver,  or  stone,  graven 
by  art,  or  man's  device. — Acts  xvii. 
16, 17.  22,  23.  29. 

Demetrius  said.  This  Paul  hath  per- 
suaded and  turned  away  much  people, 
saying,  That  they  be  no  gods  which 
are  made  with  hands :  so  that  not  only 
this  our  crafl  is  in  danger  to  be  set  at 
nought;  but  also,  that  the  temple  of 
the  great  goddess  Diana  should  be 
despised;  and  her  magnificence  should 
be  destroyed,  whom  all  Asia  and  the 
world  worshippcth,  &c.  Great  is 
Diana  of  the  Ephesians,  &c.  The 
image  which  fell  down  from  Jupiter. 
—Acts  xix.  2ft— 28.  34,  35. 

When  they  knew  God,  they  glori- 
fied him  not  as  God,  neither  were 
thankful ;  but  became  vain  in  their 
Imaginations,  &c.  and  changed  the 
glorjr  of  the  uncorruptible  God  into 
an  image  made  like  to  corruptible 
man,  and  to  birds,  &c.  who  changed 
the  truth  of  God  into  a  lie,  and  served 
the  creature  more  than  the  Creator. — 
Rom.  i.  21.  23.  25;  ii.  22;  Ps.  cvi. 
19—21. 

Thou  who  abhorrest  idols,  dost  thou 
commit  sacrilege  ? — Rom.  ii.  22. 

We  know  that  an  idol  is  nothing 
in  the  world,  and  that  there  is  none 
other  God  but  one :  for  though  there 


be  that  are  called  gods,  whether  k 
heaven  or  earth,  (as  then  be  godi 
many,  and  lords  manj^Vbat  to  ■ 
there  is  but  one  God,  «c* — ^1  Cor. 


viii. 

Neither  be  ye  Idolalere,  as  wan 
some  of  them :  aa  it  is  writteo,  Ue 
people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink,  aad 
roee  up  to  pleyt  Ace.  My  dearly  bfr> 
loved,  flee  nom  idolatrjr,  fce.  What 
say  I  then,  that  the  idol  k  any  thing? 
or  that  which  is  oflBsred  in  eaciifioe  to 
idols  is  any  thing?  Bat  I  say,  tint 
the  thii^  which  the  Oeotiles  SMri- 
fice,  they  sacrifice  to  devils^  and  not 
to  Gk>d;  and  I  woold  not  'that  js 
should  have  fellowship  with  devils.^ 
1  Cor.  X.  7. 14. 19,  2a 

Ye  know  that  ye  were  Oentiki, 
carried  away  unto  these  dumb  idob, 
even  as  ye  were  led. — 1  Cor.  xiL  2. 

Ye  did  service  unto  them,  which  by 
nature  are  no  gods. — Gal.  ir.  8. 

How  ye  turned  to  God  from  idds, 
to  serve  the  living  and  true  Crod.— 
1  Thess.  i.  0. 

Little  children,  keep  yonrselvss 
from  idols. — 1  John  v.  21. 

And  the  rest  of  the  men  which  were 
not  killed  by  these  plagues,  yet  re- 

Ecnted  not  of  the  works  of  their 
ands,  that  they  should  not  worship 
devils,  and  idols  of  gold,  and  silver, 
and  brass,  and  stone,  and  of  wood; 
which  neither  can  see,  nor  hear,  nor 
walk. — Rev.  ix.  20. 

The  Lord  will  be  terrible  unto 
them ;  for  he  will  famish  (or  make 
lean)  all  the  gods  of  the  earth. — ^Zeph. 
ii.  11. 

CHAPTER  XXXIX. 

OF  ANGRLS  APPEARING  TO  MBN  :    WHAT 
THET  ARE,  AND  DO. 

And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  found 
Ha^r  by  a  fountain  of  water,  &c. 
And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  said  unto 
her,  Return  to  thy  mistress,  &c.  I 
will  multiply  thy  seed  exceedingly, 
&c. — Gen.  xvi.  7 — 11. 

Three  men  appeared  to  Abraham : 
his  discourse  with  them,  and  enters 
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taining  of  them.  —  Gen.  xviii ;  Dan. 
X.  5,  &c. 

And  there  came  two  angels  to  So- 
dom at  even,  and  Lot  sat  m  the  gate 
of  Sodom  :  and  Lot  seeing  them,  rose 
up  to  meet  them ;  and  he  bowed  him- 
self with  his  face  toward  the  ground, 
&;c.  but  the  men  put  forth  their  hand, 
and  pulled  Lot  into  the  house,  &c. 
and  they  smote  the  men  that  were  at 
the  door  of  the  house  with  blindness, 
&c.  And  the  men  said  unto  Lot, 
Hast  thou  here  any  besides  ?  son-in- 
law,  &c.  for  we  will  destroy  this 
place,  &c.  The  angels  hastened  Lot, 
&c.  and  while  he  lingered,  the  men 
laid  hold  upon  his  hand,  &c.  When 
they  had  brought  them  forth  abroad, 
he  said,  Escape  for  thy  life,  &c.  And 
Lot  said  unto  them,  O  not  so,  my 
Lord,  &c.  And  he  said  unto  him.  See, 
I  have  accepted  thee  concerning  this 
thing,  &c.  Then  the  Lord  rained 
upon  Sodom,  and  upon  Gomorrah, 
brimstone,  &c. — Gen.  xix.  1. 10 — 13. 
15—19.  21.  24. 

And  the  angel  of  God  called  to 
Hagar  out  of  heaven,  and  said  unto 
her.  What  aileth  thee,  Hagar  ?  Fear 
not,  for  God  hath  heard  the  voice  of 
the  lad. — Gen.  xxi.  17. 

And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  called 
unto  him  out  of  heaven,  and  said, 
Abraham,  Abraham,  &c.  Lay  not 
thine  hand  upon  the  lad,  &c.  And 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  called  unto 
Abraham  out  of  heaven  the  second 
time. — Gen.  xxii.  11, 12. 15. 

Abraham  said  unto  his  servant. 
The  Lord  God  of  heaven,  &c.  he  shall 
send  his  angel  before  thee,  and  thou 
shalt  take  a  wife  unto  my  son  from 
thence. — Gen.  xxi  v.  6,  7. 

Jacob  dreamed,  and  behold  a  ladder, 
&c.  and  the  angels  of  God  ascending 
and  descending  on  it.— Gen.  xxviii.  12. 
The  angel  of  God  spake  unto  Jacob 
in  a  dream,  &c.  said.  For  1  have  seen 
all  that  Laban  doeth  unto  thee :  1  am 
the  God  of  Bethel,  where  thou  anoint- 
edst  the  pillar,  and  where  thou  vow- 
edst  a  vow  unto  me. — Gen.  xxxi. 
11—13. 


And  Jacob  went  on  his  way,  and 
the  angels  of  God  met  him :  and 
when  Jacob  saw  them,  he  said.  This  is 
God's  host,  &c.  And  Jacob  was  left 
alone,  and  there  wrestled  a  man  with 
him,  &c.  As  a  prince  hast  thou  power 
with  God  and  with  men,  &;c.  And 
Jacob  said,  1  have  seen  God  face  to 
face,  and  my  life  is  preserved. — Gen. 
xxxii.  1, 2. 24. 28.  30 ;  Hosea  xii.  4. 
The  angel  which  redeemed  me  from 
all  evil,  bless  the  lads. — Gen.  xlviii.l6. 

And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared 
unto  Moses  in  a  flame  of  fire  out  of 
the  midst  of  a  bush,  &c.  And  when 
the  Lord  saw  that  he  turned  aside  to 
see,  God  called  unto  him  out  of  the 
midst  of  the  bush,  &;c.  said,  1  am  the 
God  of  thy  father,  &c. — Exod.  iii. 
2—6;  Acts  vii.  30.  a5. 

And  the  angel  of  God,  which  went 
before  the  camp  of  Israel,  removed 
and  went  behind  them  :  and  the  pillar 
of  the  cloud,  &c. — Exod.  xiv.  19, 20. 

Behold,  I  send  an  angel  before  thee 
to  keep  thee  in  the  way,  &c.  for  mine 
angel  shall  go  before  thee,  and  bring 
thee  in  unto  the  Amorites. — Exod. 
xxiii.  20.  23 ;  xxxii.  34 ;  xxxiii.  2. 

He  heard  our  voice,  and  sent  an 
angel,  and  hath  brought  us  forth  out 
of  Egypt. — Numb.  xx.  16. 

God  was  ansrrv  with  Balaam,  be- 
cause  he  went :  and  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  stood  in  the  way,  for  an  adver- 
sary against  him,  &c.  And  the  ass 
(upon  which  he  rode)  saw  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  standing  in  the  way,  and 
his  sword  drawn  in  his  hand :  and  the 
ass  turned  aside,  &c.  But  the  an^el 
of  the  Lord  stood  in  a  path  of  the 
vineyards,  &c.  And  when  the  ass 
saw  the  angel  of  the  Lord,  she  thrust 
herself  unto  the  wall,  &c.  And  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  went  farther,  and 
stood  in  a  narrow  place,  &c.  and  when 
the  ass  saw  the  angel  of  the  Lord, 
she  fell  down  under  Balaam,  &c. 
Then  the  Lord  opened  the  eyes  of 
Balaam,  and  he  saw  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  standing  in  the  way,  and  his 
sword  drawn  in  his  hand :  and  he 
bowed  down  his  head,  and  fell  flat  on 
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his  fiice,  &c.  And  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  said  unto  Balaam,  Oo  with  the 
men ;  but  only  the  word  that  I  shall 
speak  unto  thee,  that  thon  shalt  speak. 
—Numb.  xxii.  22—27. 31-^36. 

When  Joshua  was  by  Jericho,  kc, 
behold  there  stood  a  man  over  against 
him  with  his  sword  drawn  in  his 
hand :  and  Joshua  went  unto  him,  and 
said  unto  him,  Art  thou  for  us,  or  for 
our  adversaries?  and  he  said.  Nay, 
but  as  captain  (or  prince)  of  the  host 
of  the  Lord,  am  I  now  come.  And 
Joshua  fell  on  his  face  unto  the  earth, 
and  did  worship ;  and  said  unto  him, 
What  saith  my  Lord  unto  his  servant? 
—Josh.  V.  13— -16. 

An  angel  of  the  Lord  came,  &c. 
when  the  angel  of  the  Lord  snake 
these  words,  £c.  the  people  liftea  un 
their  voice  and  wept— Judges  ii.l.  4. 

Curse  ye  Meroz,  said  the  angel  of 
Uie  Lord,  &c.  because  they  came  not 
to  the  help  of  the  Lord.— Judges  v. 

And  there  came  an  aneel  of  the 
Lord,  and  sat  under  an  oak,  kc,  ap- 
peared unto  Gideon,  and  said  unto 
nim,  The  Lord  is  with  thee,  &c.  And 
Gideon  said  unto  him,  O  my  Lord, 
&c.  The  Lord  said  unto  him,  Surely, 
I  will  be  with  thee,  &e.  And  the 
angel  of  God  said  unto  him,  Take  the 
flesh  and  the  unleavened  cakes,  and 
lay  them  upon  this  rock,  &c.  Then 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  put  forth  the 
end  of  the  staff,  and  touched  the  flesh, 
&c.  And  when  Gideon  perceived 
that  he  was  an  angel  of  tne  Lord, 
Gideon  said,  Alas !  O  Lord  God ! 
for  because  I  have  seen  an  angel  of 
the  Lord  face  to  face.  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  him,  Peace  be  unto  thee; 
fear  not :  thou  shalt  not  die. — Judges 
vi.11,12.15— 17.20— 23. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  to 
Manoah's  wife,  &c.  When  Manoah 
knew  that  he  was  an  angel  of  the 
Lord,  he  said  unto  his  wife.  We  shall 
surely  die,  because  we  have  seen 
God — Judges  xiii.  3.  6. 8. 13. 16. 18. 
21,  22. 

My  lord  is  wise,  according  to  tlie 


wisdom  of  an  tasel  of  God. — 3  Sam. 
xiv.  20. 

When  the  angel  atretched  oat  Ui 
hand  upon  Jerusalem  to  deatrojr  i^ 
the  Lord  repented  him  of  die  eviL — 
2  Sam.  xxiv.  16;   1  Chron.  zzL  10^ 

16. 18. 20.  ao. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  came  lo 
Elijah,  am  nye  him  fi»od,  &&— 
1  Kings  xix.  fr— 7. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  said  unto 
Elijah,  Go  down  to  meet  the  ums- 
sengers,  &c. — 2  Kings  L  15. 

'ihe  angel  of  the  Lord  went  out, 
and  smote  in  the  camp  of  the  Assy- 
rians one  hundred  firanoore  and  five 
thousand. — 2  Kings  xix.  35;  Iss. 
xxxvii.  36. 

His  angeb  he  charged  with  fbllj.— 
Job  iv.  18. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampelh 
round  about  them  that  ftar  him,  and 
delivereth  them. — Ps.  xxxiT.7;  Dao. 
iii.  28 ;  yL  22. 

Let  the  angel  of  the  Lord  cfasK 
them,  &c.  Persecute  them.  —  Pa 
XXXV.  5,  6. 

The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty 
thousand;  even  thousands  (or  many 
thousands)  of  angels.

The  similitude  of  the  unclean  spint 
entering  afler  a  cleansing  and  gar^ 
nishing. — Matt.  xii.  48     45. 

The  parahle  of  the  sower  and  the 
seed.  Of  the  tares  sowed  among  the 
good  seed.  Of  the  mustard-seed.  Of 
the  leaven  hid  in  the  meal.  Of  the 
hidden  treasure.  Of  the  precioos 
pearl.  Of  the  net  cast  into  the  sea, 
and  gathering  all  kinds. — Matt  xiii. 
18.  24.  31.  33.  44,  45;  Mark  iv; 
Luke  viii.  5 ;  xiii.  18. 

The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto 
a  man  that  is  an  householder,  who 
sent  labourers  into  his  vineyaird  at 
several  hours,  and  paid  them  all  alike.

Can  the  children  of  the  bridecham- 
ber  fast  while  the  bridegroom  is  with 
them?  &c.  No  man  also  seweth  a 
piece  of  new  cloth  on  an  old  garment,

old  bottles. — Mark  ii.  19 — ^22 ;  Luke 
V.  34—39. 

Why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that 
is  in  thy  brother's  eye?  &c.  A  cor- 
rupt tree  bringeth  not  forth  good 
fruit,  &c.

A  certain  creditor,  which  had  two 
debtors :  the  one  owed  five  hundred 
pence,  the  other  fifty :  and  when  they 
had  nothing  to  pay,  he  frankly  forgave 
them  both :  tell  me  therefore  which 
of  them  will  love  him  most  ?  &c.

Peter's  mother-in-law  of 
a  fever.  Stilleth  the  tempest  on  the 
sea.  Driveth  out  the  devils  out  of 
the  two  men  possessed  amongst  the

He  cureth  the  sick  of  the  palsy, 
whom  they  brought  on  a  bed  to  him. 
The  woman  who  had  the  bloody  issue, 
cured  by  touching  his  garment.  He 
raiseth  from  the  dead  Jairus's  daugh- 
ter :  ^iveth  sight  to  two  blind  men  : 
healeth  a  dumb  man  possessed  with 
a  devil.— Matt.  ix.  2.  G,  7.  20.  25. 
28.  32 ;  Mark  ii.  3, 4;  Luke  viii.  44; 
Mark  ix.  20. 

He  restoreth  the  withered  hand. — 
Matt.  xii.  10. 13. 

The  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes, 
wherewith  he  fed  five  thousand.  He 
walked  on  the  sea. — Matt.  xiv.  15, 16. 
25 ;  Luke  ix.  12 ;  John  vi.  5,  6. 

He  cured  the  daughter  of  the  wo- 
man of  Canaan,  who  was  vexed  with 
a  devil :  he  cured  multitudes.  With 
seven  loaves,  and  a  few  little  fishes, 
he  fed  four  thousand  men,  besides 
women  and  children. — Matt.  xv.  22. 
30,  31.  3:3,  34. 

He  cured  the  lunatic. — Matt.  xvii. 
15,  16. 

He  cured  two  other  blind  men. — 
Matt.  XX.  30,  &c. 

He  said  unto  the  fig-tree,  Let  no 
fruit  grow  on  thee  henceforward  for 
ever;  and  presently  the  fig-tree  wi- 
thered away. — Matt.  xxi.  19. 

The  graves  were  opened,  and  many 
bodies  of  saints,  which  slept,  arose, 
and  went  into  the  holy  city. — Matt, 
xxvii.  52 — 54. 

He  cast  out  the  unclean  spirit. — 
Mark  i.  23,  &c. 

He  cured  the  blind  man  with  spit- 
tle.—Mark  viii.  22,  23. 

The  miraculous  number  of  fish 
taken  by  Peter  and  his  company, 
when  Christ  had  commanded  them 
to  take  their  net  and  cast  it  into  the 
sea. — Luke  v.  1 — 9. 

He  healed  the  centurion's  servant : 
raised  the  widow's  only  son  from  the 
dead,  when  they  were  carrying  him 
to  be  buried. — Luke  vii.  2,  &;c. 

He  made  the  woman  straight,  who 
had,  by  reason  of  an  infirmity,  been 


bowed  together,  and  could  not  stand 
up. — Luke  xiii.  11 — 18. 

He  cured  a  man  of  leprosy. — Lake 
xiv.  2—4. 

He  healed  ten  lepers. — Luke  xm 
12—16. 

He  restored  sight  to  another  blind 
man. — Luke  xviii.  41 — 43. 

He  cured  the  high  priest's  ser^nfi 
ear. — Luke  xxii.  51. 

He  turned  water  into  wine  at  the 
marriage  feast  in  Cana. — John  ii.  7 — 
9. 

He  healed  the  nobleman's  son  bj 
his  word;  which  the  nobleman  be- 
lieved, and  found  that  his  child  mend- 
ed the  same  hour  in  which  Christ 
spake. — John  iv.  47 — 53. 

He  cured  the  man  who  had  an  in- 
firmity thirty-eight  years,  and  bad 
waited  long  at  the  pool,  and  could 
not  get  in.— John  v.  5 — 9. 

He  restored  sight  to  the  man  who 
was  born  blind :  he  anointed  his  eyes 
with  clay  made  of  the  spittle,  and  Wd 
him  wash,  &c. — John  ix.  1 — 7, 

He  raised  Lazarus  after  he  had 
been  dead  four  days. — John  zi.  99. 
43,44. 

He  caused  Peter  and  the  other 
disciples  to  cast  their  net  Into  the 
sea ;  and  they  took  a  miraculous 
number  of  fishes. — John  xxi.  6—8. 

Many  wonders  and  signs  were  done 
by  the  apostles. — Acts  ii.  43;  xiv.  3. 

Peter  raised  up  the  lame  man, 
whom  they  laid  daily  at  the  temple 
gate. — Acts  iii.  2.  6,  7. 

Ananias  and  Sapphira,  at  the  apo- 
stle^s  word,  fell  down  dead,  &c.  And 
by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  were 
many  signs  and  wonders  wrought 
among  the  people,  &c.  insomuch  tnat 
they  brought  sick  folks,  and  them 
which  were  vexed  with  unclean  spi- 
rits ;  and  they  were  healed  every 
one. — Acts  v.  9, 10. 12.  15,  16. 

Philip  did  many  miracles;  cast 
out  unclean  spirits,  healed  palsies, 
and  the  lame. — Acts  viii.  6,  7. 

Peter  healed  iEneas  of  the  palsy, 
and  raised  Dorcas  from  the  dead. — 
Acts  ix.  34.  40,  41. 
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Paul  cured  the  cripple  at  Ljstra, 
who  had  heen  lame  from  his  mother's 
womb. — Acts  xiv.  8 — 10. 

Paul  casteth  the  spirit  of  divina- 
tion out  of  the  damsel. — Acts  xvi. 
16—18. 

God  wrought  special  miracles  by 
the  hands  of  Paul ;  so  that  from  his 
body  were  brought  unto  the  sick, 
handkerchiefs,  or  aprons;  and  the 
diseases  departed  from  them,  and  the 
evil  spirits  went  out  of  them. — Acts 
xix.  11, 12. 

Paul  raised  Eutychus  from  the 
dead,  when  he  had  fallen  down  from 
the  window. — Acts  xx.  9, 10. 

Paul  healed  the  father  of  Publius 
of  his  fever  and  bloody  flux,  and 
others. — Acts  xxviii.  8,  9. 

So  great  salvation,  which  at  the 
first  began  to  be  spoken  by  the  Lord, 
and  was  confirmed  unto  us  by  them 
that  heard  him ;  God  also  bearing 
them  witness,  both  with  signs  and 
wonders,  and  with  divers  miracles, 
&c. — Heb.  ii.  3,  4. 

Mighty  signs  and  wonders,  by  the 
power  of  the  Spirit  of  God. — Uom. 
XV.  19. 

CHAPTER  XLII. 

OF  THE  KINGS  OP  ISRAEL  AND  JUDAH  : 
THEIR  APPOINTMENT  AND  ESTA- 
BLISHMENT DIVINE. 

Gideon  judged  Israel ;  he  had  seventy 
sons.  Abimelech,  one  of  the  sons  of 
Gideon  by  his  concubine,  by  subtil ty 
with  the  men  of  Shechem,  that  it  was 
better  one  should  reign,  than  all  the 
seventy  sons,  procures  money,  hires 
vain  and  light  persons,  and  kills  all 
his  brethren,  except  Jotham,  the 
youngest,  who  hid  himself.  Abime- 
lech, by  the  men  of  Shechem,  and 
the  house  of  Millo,  made  king.  Af^r 
a  few  years,  he  was  slain  by  a  piece 
of  mill-stone,  which  a  woman  threw 
down  upon  him  :  after  whom  judges 
governed  a  long  time,  till  Samuel. — 
Judges  ix. 

Israel,  by  the  elders,  came  to  Sa- 
muel, and  said^  Makeusaking  to  judge 


us,  like  all  the  nations :  and  though 
God  was  displeased  at  it,  and  said, 
that  they  had  not  rejected  Samuel, 
but  God  himself,  that  he  should  not 
reign  over  them ;  yet  he  bids  Samuel 
hearken  unto  them,  and  make  them 
a  king. — 1  Sam.  viii.  5.  7.  22. 

Samuel,  before  Saul  came,  was  told 
by  the  Lord  of  his  coming ;  and  that 
he  should  be  the  man  whom  he  should 
anoint  king.  Samuel  anoints  him 
king  accordingly. — 1  Sam.  ix ;  x. 

According  to  this,  afterward,  all 
the  people  went  to  Gilgal :  and  there 
they  made  Saul  king  before  the  Lord. 
— 1  Sam.  xi.  15. 

Samuel  said  to  Saul,  When  thou 
wast  little  in  thine  own  sight,  wast 
thou  not  made  head  of  the  tribes  of 
Israel,  and  the  Lord  anointed  thee 
king  over  Israel  ?  &c.  Because  thoa 
hast  rejected  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
he  hath  also  rejected  thee  from  being 
kin^. — 1  Sam.  xv.  17. 23. 

Samuel,  by  God's  special  direction, 
anointed  David  the  son  of  Jesse  to 
be  king,  although  Saul  was  yet  liv- 
ing :  and  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  de- 
parted from  Saul,  and  came  upon 
David. — 1  Sam.  xvi.  1. 12 — 14. 

And  afler  Saul's  death,  the  men  of 
Judah  came  to  Hebron,  and  there 
they  anointed  David  king  over  the 
house  of  Judah:  but  Abner  made 
Ishbosheth,  the  son  of  Saul,  king 
over  all  Israel. — 2  Sam.  ii.  4.  8,  9. 

Afler    the    death    of   Ishbosheth, 

{being  slain,)  came  all  the  tribes  of 
sraef  to  David  unto  Hebron,  &c. 
And  all  the  elders  of  Israel  came  to 
the  king  to  Hebron ;  and  king  David 
made  a  league  with  them ;  and  they 
anointed  David  king  over  Israel. — 
2Sam.v.  1— 3. 

Adonijah,  David's  son,  being  about 
to  set  up  himself,  David  sets  up  So- 
lomon.— 1  Kines  i.  5,  &c. 

The  Lord  said  unto  Solomon,  &c. 
Thou  hast  not  kept  my  covenant,  &c. 
I  will  surely  rena  the  kingdom  from 
thee,  and  will  give  it  to  thy  servant, 
&c.  Ahijah  the  prophet  told  Jero- 
boam, That  God  would  give  ten  tribes 
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to  hiiDy  and  take  the  kingdom  out  of 
the  hands  of  Solomon's  son :  Solo- 
mon died  :  Rclioboam  his  son  reigned 
in  his  stead.  —  1  Kings  xi.  11,  12. 
29—31.  35—37.  43. 

All  Israel  came  to  Shechcm  to  make 
Rehoboam  king;  the  people  propos- 
ing ease,  and  Rehoboam  refusing  to 
grant  it,  (the  cause  being  from  the 
Lord,  that  he  might  perform  ^hat  he 
had  said,)  ten  tribes  fell  off  from  him. 
And  when  all  Israel  heard  that  Je- 
roboam was  come  again,  they  sent 
and  called  him  unto  the  congregation, 
and  made  him  king  over  all  Israel. 
When  Rehoboam  intended  by  force 
to  reduce  them,  God  forbade  it,  and 
said,  This  thing  is  from  me.  Only 
Judah  remained  subject  to  Reho- 
boam.—  1  Kings  xii.  1 — 4.  13—17. 
20—24. 

Go,  tell  Jeroboam,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  of  Israel,  Forasmuch  as  I 
exalted  thee  from  among  the  people, 
and  made  thee  prince  over  my  people 
Israel,  and  rent  the  kingdom  away 
from  the  house  of  David,  and  gave  it 
to  thee,  &c.  Jeroboam  slept  with  his 
fathers,  and  Nadab  his  son  reigned 
in  his  stead  over  Israel.  Rehoboam 
slept  with  his  fathers,  and  Abijam 
his  son  reigned  in  his  stead  over  Ju- 
dah.—1  Kings  xiv.  7,  8.  20.  31. 

Abijam  died,  and  Asa  his  son  reign- 
ed in  his  stead  over  Judah.  Asa  died, 
and  Jehoshaphat  his  son  reigned  in 
his  stead  over  Judah.  Baasha  con- 
spired against  Nadab  king  of  Israel, 
and  smote  him,  and  reigned  in  his 
stead  over  Israel. — 1  Kings  xv.  8. 24. 
27,  28. 

Tlie  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  Jehu 
the  son  of  Hananiah  against  Baasha, 
saying,  Forasmuch  as  I  exalted  thee 
out  or  the  dust,  and  made  thee  prince 
over  my  peo})le  Israel,  and  thou  hast 
walked  in  the  way  of  Jeroboam  :  be- 
hold, I  will  take  away  the  posterity 
of  Baasha,  &c.  Baasha  slept  with 
his  fathers.  Elah  his  son  reigned  in 
liis  stead.  Zimri,  one  of  Elah's  ser- 
vants, conspired  against  him,  and 
fimote  hlrrif  and  killed  him, and  reigned 


in  his  stead  over  Israel.  Bat  when 
Israel,  being  in  the  camp,  heard  of 
it,  they  mstde  Omriy  the  captain  of 
the  host,  king  over  Israel  that  day 
in  the  camp.  Zimri  was  burnt.  Then 
half  of  the  people  followed  Tibni  to 
make  him  king;  and  half  followed 
Omri.  Tibni  died,  and  Omri  pre- 
vailed and  reigned:  he  died,  and 
Ahab  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. — 
1  Kings  xvi.  1—3.  &  9,  10.  16.  Id. 
21,  22.  28. 

God  appointed  Elijah  to  anoint 
Jehu  the  son  of  Nimshi  to  be  king 
over  Israel,  (Ahab  being   alive.)— 

1  Kings  xix.  16. 

Ahab  the  king  of  Israel  was  slain 
in  the  battle,  and  Ahaziah  >  his  son 
reigned  in  his  stead  over  Israel. 
Jehoshaphat  king  of  Judah  died,  and 
Jehoraro  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead 
over  Judah. — 1  Kings  xxii.  34,  3& 
40.50. 

Ahaziah  the  king  of  Israel  died, 
and  Jehoram  reigned  in  his  stead 
over  Israel,  because  he  had  no  son. — 

2  Kings  i.  17. 

Joram, otherwise  Jehoram,  the  kin«j 
of  Judah,  slept  with  his  fathers,  and 
Ahaziah  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead 
over  Judah. — 2  Kings  Tiii.  24,  25. 

Elisha  sent  one  of  the  children  of 
the  prophets  to  Jehu,  the  captain  of 
the  host  of  Israel,  to  anoint  him  king 
over  Israel,  Jehoram  the  king  being 
yet  living  in  Jczreel,  and  wounded. 
When  the  young  man  anointed  him, 
he  said,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of 
Israel,  I  have  anointed  thee  king 
over  the  people  of  the  Lord,  even 
over  Israel :  and  thou  shalt  smite  the 
house  of  Ahab  thy  master,  that  I 
may  avenge  the  blood,  &c.  Then 
the  army  proclaimed  him  king :  and 
Jehu  killed  Jehoram  king  of  Israel, 
&c.  and  also  Ahaziah  the  king  of 
Judah  was  slain  by  Jehu. — 2  Kmgs 
ix.  1—7. 13, 14.  24.  27. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Jehu,  Be- 
cause thou  hast  done  well  in  execut- 
ing that  which  was  right  in  mine 
eyes :  and  hast  done  unto  the  house 
of  Ahab  according  to  all  that  was  in 
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my  heart,  thy  children  of  the  fourth 

feneration  shall  sit  on  the  throne  of 
srael.  Jehu  slept  with  his  fathers, 
and  Jehoahaz  his  son  reigned  in  his 
stead  over  Israel. — 2  Kings  x.  33. 
oo. 

Athaliah  the  mother  of  Ahaziah 
Raw  her  son  was  dead,  she  arose  and 
destroyed  all  the  blood  royal,  (except 
Joash,  who  was  hid,)  and  reigned 
OTer  Judah.  Jehoiada  caused  tieho- 
ash  (or  Joash)  to  be  made  king,  and 
sit  on  the  throne,  and  Athaliah  to  be 
slain.— 2  Kings  xi.  1. 3. 19, 20. 

Jehoash  was  slain  by  two  of  his 
servants,  who  conspired  against  him ; 
and  Amaziah  his  son  reigned  in  his 
stead  over  Judah. — 2  EJngs  xii.  20, 
21. 

Jehoahaz  slept  with  his  fathers, 
and  Joash  his  son  reined  in  his 
stead  over  Israel.  Joasn  slept  with 
his  fathers,  and  Jeroboam  sat  upon 
his  throne  over  Israel. — 2  Kings  xiii. 
9.13;  xiv.  16. 

They  made  a  conspiracy  against 
Amaziah,  and  slew  him.  And  all  the 
people  of  Judah  took  Azariah  his 
son,  and  made  him  king  over  Judah. 
Jeroboam  king  of  Israel  died,  and 
Zechariah  his  son  reigned  over  Israel. 
2  Kings  xiv.  19—21.  29. 

Azariah  king  of  Judah  died,  and 
Jotham  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 
Shallum  conspired  against  Zechariah 
king  of  Israel,  and  smote  him  before 
the  people,  and  reigned  in  his  stead. 
—2  Kings.  XV.  7—10. 

Menahem  smote  Shallum  king  of 
Israel,  and  slew  him,  and  reigned  in 
his  stead.  Menahem  slept  with  his 
fathers,  and  Pekahiah  his  son  reigned 
in  his  stead  over  Israel.  Pekah,  one 
of  his  captains,  conspired  against  him, 
smote  him,  killed  nim,  and  others, 
and  reigned  in  his  room  over  Israel. 
Hoshea  made  a  conspiracy  against 
Pekah  king  of  Israel,  and  smote  him, 
and  slew  him,  and  reigned  in  his  stead. 
Jotham  the  king  of  Judah  died,  and 
Ahaz  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. — 
2  Kings  XV.  14.  22.  25.  30.  38. 

Ahaz  king  of  Judah  died,  Hezekiah 


his  son  reigned  in  his  stead  over  Ju- 
dah.— 2  Kings  xvi.  20. 

And  Hezekiah  slept  with  his  &- 
thers,  and  Manasseh  nis  son  reigned 
in  his  stead  over  Judah. — 2  Kings  xx. 
21. 

Manasseh  the  king  of  Judah  died, 
and  Amon  his  son  reigned  in  his 
stead.  The  servants  of  Amon  king 
of  Judah  conspired  against  him,  and 
slew  the  king  in  his  own  house.  The 
people  of  the  land  slew  all  the  con- 
spirators, and  made  Josiah  the  son  of 
Amon  king  in  his  father's  stead :  he 
reigned  over  Judah. — 2  Kings  xxi. 
18.  23,  24.  26. 

Josiah  is  slain  by  Pharaoh-nechoh 
king  of  Egypt.  The  people  of  the 
land  took  Jehoahaz  the  son  of  Josiah 
and  anointed  him,  and  made  him  king 
in  his  father's  stead.  Pharaoh  put 
Jehoahaz  out,  and  set  up  Eliakim  in 
the  room  of  Jehoahaz,  and  called  him 
Jehoiakim. — 2  Kings  xxiii.  29,  30. 
33,34. 

Jehoiakim  died,  and  Jehoiachin  his 
son  reigned  in  his  stead  over  Judah. 
Jehoiachin  is  carried  away  captive  to 
Babylon ;  and  the  king  of  Babylon 
made  Mattaniah,&c.  king  in  his  stead, 
and  changed  his  name  to  Zedekiah. — 
2  Kings  xxiv.  6. 15. 17. 

Zedekiah  the  king,  the  rest  of  the 
people,  and  the  fugitives,  carried  cap- 
tives.— 2  Kings  XXV. 

CHAPTER  XLIII. 

OF  SACRIFICES  AND  ALTARS,  AND  CALL- 
ING UPON  THE  NAME  OF  THE  LORD, 
BEFORE  THE  GIVING  OF  THE  LAW. 

Cain  brought  of  the  fruit  of  the 
ground  an  offering  unto  the  Lord: 
and  Abel  also  brought  of  the  first- 
lings of  his  flock,  and  of  the  fat 
thereof:  and  the  Lord  had  respect 
unto  Abel,  and  to  his  offering;  but 
unto  Cain  and  to  his  offering  he  had 
not  respect,  &c.  Then  began  men 
to  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord. — 
Gen.  iv.  3-^.  26. 

Noah  builded  an  altar  unto  the 
Lord  ;  and  took  of  evcrv  clean  beast. 
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and  of  every  clean  fowl,  and  offered 
bumt-offerings  on  the  altar :  and  the 
Lord  smelled  a  sweet  savour,  (or  a 
savour  of  rest.) — Gen.  viii.  20,  21. 

And  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Abram, 
and  said,  Unto  thy  seed  will  I  give 
this  land:  and  there  builded  he  an 
altar  unto  the  Lord,  who  appeared 
unto  him  ;  and  he  removed  from 
thence  unto  a  mountain  on  the  east 
of  Bethel,  and  pitched  his  tent,  &c. 
and  there  he  builded  an  altar  unto 
the  Lord,  and  called  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord. — Gen.  xii.  7, 8. 

Afterwards,  Abram  came  a^in  to 
the  place  on  the  east  of  Bethel,  unto 
the  place  of  the  altar  which  he  had 
made  there  at  the  first:  and  there 
Abram  called  on  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  &c.  Then  Abram  removed  his 
tent,  and  came  and  dwelt  in  the  plain 
of  Mamre,  which  is  in  Hebron,  and 
built  there  an  altar  unto  the  Lord. — 
Gen.  xiii.  3, 4. 10. 18. 

Abraham  planted  a  grove  (or  a 
tree)  in  Beersheba,  and  called  there 
on  the  name  of  the  Lord,  the  ever- 
lasting God. — Gen.  xxi.  33. 

Isaac  said,  Behold  the  fire  and 
wood,  but  where  is  the  lamb  for  a 
burnt-offering?  &c.  Abraham  built 
an  altar  there,  and  laid  the  wood  in 
order :  and  bound  Isaac  liis  son,  and 
laid  him  on  the  altar  upon  the  wood, 
&c.  Then  Abraham  took  the  ram 
and  offered  him  up  for  a  burnt-offer- 
ing in  the  stead  of  his  son. — Gen. 
xxii.  7 — 9. 13. 

The  Lord  appeared  unto  Isaac  at 
Beersheba;  and  he  builded  an  altar 
there,  and  called  upon  the  name  of 
the  Lord,  and  pitched  his  tent  there. 
—Gen.  xxvi.  23—25. 

Jacob  offered  sacrifice  upon  the 
mount,  when  Laban  came  to  him. — 
Gen.  xxxi.  54. 

And  Jacob  came  to  Shalem,  and 

E itched  his  tent  before  the  city :  and 
e  erected  there  an  altar,  and  called 
it  El-elohe-Israel,  (that  is,  God,  the 
God  of  Israel.) — Gen.  xxxiii.  18—20. 
And  God  said  unto  Jacob,  Arise, 
go  up  to  Bethel,  and  dwell  there, 


and  make  there  an  altar  unto  God, 
who  appeared  unto  thee  when  thoa 
fieddest  from  the  face  of  Esaa  thy 
brother.  Then  Jacob  said  unto  hu 
household,  and  unto  all  that  were 
with  him,  &c.  Let  us  arise,  and  go 
unto  Bethel,  and  I  will  make  there 
an  altar  unto  God,  who  answered  me 
in  the  dav  of  my  distress,  &c.  And 
he  built  there  an  altar,  and  called  the 
place  £1-Bethel,  &c.  (the  God  of 
Bethel.) — Gen.  xxxv.  1 — 3.  7. 

And  Israel  took  his  joumej  with 
all  that  he  had,  and  came  to  Beer^ 
sheba,  and  offered  sacrifices  unto  the 
God  of  his  father  Isaac. — Gen.  xlvi.  1, 

Moses  directed  of  God  to  say  unto 
Pharaoh,  Let  us  go,  we  beseech  thee, 
three  days'  journey  into  the  wilder- 
ness, that  we  may  sacrifice  to  the 
Lord  our  God. — £xod.  iii.  18. 

And  Moses  built  an  altar,  and 
called  the  name  of  it  Jehovah-nissi, 
(that  is,  the  Lord  my  Banner:)  for 
he  said.  Because  the  Lord  hath  sworn 
that  the  Lord  will  have  war  with 
Amalek,  &c. — Exod.  xvii.  15, 16. 

And  Jethro,  Moses's  father-in-law, 
took  a  burnt-offering  and  sacrifices 
for  God. — Exod.  xviii.  12. 

God,  when  lie  had  given  the  law 
upon  Mount  Sinai,  commanded  the 
building  of  an  altar,  and  the  offering 
of  sacrifices. — Exod.  xx.  24 — 26. 

CHAPTER  XLIV. 

THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  CHRISTIANITY, 
AND  THE  DIFFICULTY  OF  BEIMQ  A 
CHRISTIAN  INDEED. 

If  thy  right  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it 
out,  &c.  if  thy  right  hand  offend  thee, 
cut  it  off,  &c.— Matt.  V.  29,  30. 

Then  said  Jesus  to  his  disciples, 
If  any  man  will  come  after  me,  let 
him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his 
cross  and  follow  me:  for  whosoever 
will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and 
whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for  my 
sake,  shall  find  it. — Matt.  xTi.  24,25; 
Luke  ix.  23 ;  xiv.  2C,  27.  33. 

Strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is 
the  way,  which  leadeth  unto  life,  and 
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few  there  be  that  find  it. — Matt.  vii. 
14 ;  Luke  xiii.  24. 

If  thou  wilt  be  perfect,  go  and 
sell  that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the 
poor,  &c.  He  went  away  sorrowful, 
for  he  had  great  possessions :  then 
said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you.  That  a  ricn  man  shall 
hardly  enter,  &c. — Matt.  xi\.  21 ,  &c. ; 
xiii.  45,  46. 

Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not 
into  temptation,  &c. — Matt.  xxvi.  41. 

The  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first 
last;  for  many  be  called,  but  few 
chosen. — Matt.  xx.  16 ;  xxii.  14. 

Labour  not  for  the  meat  which 
perislieth,  but  for  that  meat  which 
endureth  unto  everlasting  life. — John 
vi.  27. 

There  is  a  law  in  my  members 
warring  against  the  law  of  my  mind, 
&c. — Rom.  vii.  23 ;  Gal.  v.  17. 

Not  slothful  in  business,  fervent  in 
spirit,  serving  the  Lord. — Rom.  xii. 
11. 

Be  ye  stedfast,  immoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  la- 
bour is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. — 
1  Cor.  XV.  58. 

Wherefore  we  labour,  that  whether 
present  or  absent  we  may  be  accepted 
of  him. — 2  Cor.  v.  9. 

The  weapons  of  our  warfare  are 
not  carnal,  but  mighty  through  God, 
to  the  pulling  down  of  strong  holds, 
casting  down  imaginations,  and  every 
high  thing  that  exalteth  itself  against 
the  knowledge  of  God  ;  and  bringing 
into  captivity  every  thought,  to  the 
obedience  of  Christ. — 2  Cor.  x.  4,  5. 

The  flesh  lusteth  against  the  spirit, 
&c.  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things 
that  ye  would. — Gal.  v.  17;  Rom. 
vii.  21.  23. 

That  ye  may  know,  &c.  what  is 
the  exceeding  greatness  of  his  power 
to  us-ward  who  believe ;  according 
to  the  working  of  his  mighty  power, 
which  he  wrought  in  Christ  wnen  he 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  and  set  him 
at  his  own  right  hand  in  the  heavenly 
places. — Eph.  i.  18 — ^20. 


See  that  ye  walk  circumspectly, 
not  as  fools,  but  as  wise :  redeeming 
the  time,  &c. — Eph.  v.  15, 16. 

Put  on  the  whole  armour  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against 
the  wiles  of  the  devil.  For  we 
wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood ; 
but  against  principalities,  against 
powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the 
darkness  of  this  world,  against  spi- 
ritual wickedness  in  high  places,  (or 
against  wicked  spirits^  Therefore 
take  unto  you  the  whole  armour  of 
God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  with- 
stand in  the  evil  day;  and  having 
done  (or  overcome)  all,  to  stand. — 
Eph.  vi.  11—13. 

Work  out  your  own  salvation  with 
fear  and  trembling. — Phil.  ii.  12. 

I  reach  forth,  &c.  I  press  toward 
the  mark. — Phil.  iii.  13, 14. 

We  pray  always  for  you,  that  our 
God  would  count  you  worthy  of  this 
calling,  and  fulfil  all  the  good  plea- 
sure of  his  goodness,  and  the  work 
of  faith  with  power. — 2  Thess.  i.  11. 

Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith :  lay 
hold  on  eternal  life. — 1  Tim.  vi.  12 ; 
2  Tim.  iv.  7,  8. 

Thou  therefore  endure  hardness, 
as  a  good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ: 
no  man  that  warreth  entangleth  him- 
self with  the  afiairs  of  this  Gfe,  &c. — 
2  Tim.  ii.  3,  4. 

Let  us  labour  therefore  to  enter 
into  that  rest,  lest  any  man  fall  after 
the  same  example  of  unbelief. — Heb. 
iv.  11. 

That  ve  be  not  slothful,  but  fbl- 
lowers  of  them  who  through  faith  and 
patience  inherit  the  promises. — Heb. 
vi.  12. 

Let  us  run  with  patience  the  race 
that  is  set  before  us,  &c.  Consider 
him  that  endured  such  contradiction 
of  sinners  against  himself,  lest  ye  be 
wearied  and  faint  in  your  minds.  Ye 
have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood, 
striving  against  sin,  &c. — Heb.  xii. 
1.  3,  4. 

Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee 
from  you. — James  iv.  7. 

An   inheritance,  &c.  reserved    in 
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heaven  for  jou  (or  us)  who  are  kept 
by  the  power  of  Goa  through  faith 
unto  salvation. — 1  Pet.  i.  4,  5. 

If  the  righteous  scarcely  be  saved, 
where  shall  the  ungodly  and  the  sin- 
ner appear  ? — 1  Pet.  iv.  18. 

Be  sober,  be  vigilant;  because 
vour  adversary  the  devil,  as  a  roaring 
lion,  walketh  about,  seeking  whom 
he  may  devour:  whom  resist,  sted- 
fast  in  the  faith,  &c.

And  the  Lord  said,  My  Spirit  shall 
not  always  strive  with  man,  for  that  he 
also  is  flesh  :  yet  his  days  shall  be  an 
hundred  and   twentv  years.  —  Gen.

For  this  shall  every  one  that  is 
godly  pray  unto  thoe  in  a  time  when 
thou  maycst  be  found,  (or  in  a  time  of 
finding.) — Ps.  xxxii.  C. 

I  will  run  the  way  of  thy  command- 
ments when  thou  shalt  enlarge  my 
heart,  &c.  quicken  thou  me  in  thy 
way,  &c.  I  made  haste,  and  delayed 
not  to  keep  thy  commandments. — Ps. 
cxix.  32.  37.  GO. 

When  God  speaks,  and  men  will 
not  hearken,  then  thougli  they  cry  to 
him,  he  will  not  hear.  —  Prov.  i.  22, 
&c.;  Zech.  vii.  13. 

Boast  not  thyself  of  to-morrow,  for 
thou  knowest  not  what  a  day  may 
bring  forth. — Prov.  xxvii.  1. 

To  every  thing  there  is  a  scaaou, 


and  a  tune  to  every  purpose  und^ 
heaven ;  a  time  to  be  born,  and  a  time 
to  die,  &e.  He  hath  made  every 
thing  beautiful  in  his  time. — Eccles. 
iii.  1,  &c. 

A  wise  man's  heart  discemeth  both 
time  and  judgment :  because  to  every 
purpose  there  b  time  and  judgment 
— Eccles.  viii.  5, 6. 

Whatsoever  thine  hand  findeth  to 
do,  do  it  with  thy  might ;  for  there  is 
no  work,  nor  device,  nor  knowledge, 
nor  wisdom  in  the  grave  whither  then 
goest. — Eccles.  ix.  10 ;  John  ix.  4 

Remember  now  thy  Creator  in  the 
days  of  thy  youth,  while  the  evil  days 
come  not,  &c. — Eccles.  xii.  1. 

Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be 
found ;  call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is 
near. — Isa.  Iv.  6. 

Break  up  the  fallow  ground :  for  it 
is  time  to  seek  the  Lord,  till  he  come, 
&c. — Hosea  x.  12. 

Agree  with  thine  adversary  quickly 
whiles  thou  art  in  the  way  with  him ; 
lest  at  any  time  the  adversary  deliver 
thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  de- 
liver thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be 
cast  into  prison.  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee.  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come 
out  thence  till  thou  hast  paid  the  ut- 
termost farthing.  —  Matt.  v.  25,  26; 
Luke  xii.  57,  58. 

The  foolish  virgins  neglected  get- 
ting oil,  till  the  door  was  shut  against 
them  :  and  he  that  had  received  one 
talent  did  not  use  it  —  Matt.  xxv. 
5—29. 

He  comcth  and  findeth  them  sleep- 
ing, and  saith  unto  Peter,  SimoD, 
sleepest  thou  ?  couldest  not  thoa 
watch  one  hour?  watch  ye,  and  pray, 
lest  ye  enter  into  temptation. — Mark 
xiv.  37,  38. 

The  days  will  come  when  ye  shall 
desire  to  see  one  of  the  days  of  the 
Son  of  man,  and  ye  shall  not  see  it. 
— Luke  xvii.  22. 

He  beheld  the  city  and  wept  over 
it,  saying,  If  thou  hadst  known,  even 
thou,  at  least  in  this  thy  day,  the 
things  which  belonj^^  unto  thy  peace; 
but  now  they  arc  hid  from  thine  eyes: 
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for  the  days  come  upon  thee,  that 
thine  enemies  shall  cast  a  trench 
about  thee,  &c.

A  little  while  is  the  light  with  you : 
walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  lest  dark- 
ness come  upon  you, — John  xii.  35. 

God,  &c.  hath  made  of  one  blood 
all  nations  of  men,  &c.  and  hath  de- 
termined the  times  before  appointed, 
and  the  bounds  of  their  habitation; 
that  they  should  seek  the  Lord,  if 
haply  they  might  feel  after  him,  &c. 
The  times  of  this  ignorance  God 
winked  at :  but  now  commandetb  all 
men  every  where  to  repent. — Acts 
xvii.  24—30. 

And  that  knowing  the  time,  that 
now  it  is  high  time  to  awake  out  of 
sleep :  for  now,  &c.  the  nisht  is  far 
spent,  the  day  is  at  hand;  let  us 
tnerefore  cast  off  the  works  of  dark- 
ness, &c. — Rom.  xiii.  11,  12. 

This  I  say,  brethren,  the  time  is 
short ;  it  remaineth  that  both  they 
that  have  wives  be  as  though  they 
had  none,  &c. — 1  Cor.  vii.  29. 

So  run,  that  ye  may  obtain.  And 
every  man  that  striveth  for  the  mas- 
tery, is  temperate  in  all  things :  now 
they  do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible 
crown,  but  we  an  incorruptible. — 

1  Cor.  ix.  24,  25. 

Behold,  now  is  the  accepted  time : 
behold,  now  is  the  day  of  salvation. — 

2  Cor.  vi.  2 ;  Isa.  xlix.  8. 

When  it  pleased  God,  &c.  to  reveal 
his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach 
him  among  the  heathen,  immediately 
I  conferred  not  with  flesh  and  blood, 
neither  went  I  up,  &c. — Gal.  i.  15 — 
17. 

In  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we 
faint  not.  As  we  have  therefore  op- 
portunitv,  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men, 
especially  unto  them,  &c.  —  Gal.  vi. 
9,  10. 

Awake,  thou  that  sleepest,  &c.  re- 
deeming the  time,  because  the  days 


are  evil.  Wherefore  be  ye  not  un- 
wise, but  understanding  what  the  will 
of  the  Lord  is.— Eph.  v.  14.  16,  17 ; 
Col.  iv.  5. 

Work  out  your  own  salvation  with 
fear  and  trembling. — Phil.  ii.  12. 

If  by  any  means  I  mi^ht  attain 
unto  the  resurrection  of  tne  dead : 
not  as  though  I  had  already  attained, 
either  were  already  perfect;  but  I 
follow  after,  if  that  I  may  apprehend, 
&c.  this  one  thing  I  do,  foreetting 
those  things  which  are  behind,  and 
reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which 
are  before,  I  press  toward  the  mark, 
&c.  Let  us  tnerefore,  as  many  as  be 
perfect,  be  thus  minded.  —  Phil.  iii. 
11—16. 

Wherefore,  as  the  Holv  Ghost 
saith.  To-day,  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice, 
harden  not  your  hearts,  as  in  the  day 
of  provocation,  &c.  wherefore  I  was 

frieved,  &c.  so  I  sware  in  tny  wrath, 
hey  shall  not  enter  into  my  rest. — 
Heb.iii.7 — 11;  Ps.xcv.7;  Heb.iv.7. 

And  we  desire  that  every  one  of 
you  do  shew  the  same  diligence,  to 
the  full  assurance  of  hope  unto  the 
end ;  that  ye  be  not  slothful,  but 
followers  of  them  who  through  faith 
and  patience  inherit  the  promises. — 
Heb.  vi.  11,  12;  1  Cor.  xv.  58. 

Let  us  lay  aside  every  weight,  and 
the  sin  which  doth  so  easily  beset  us ; 
and  let  us  run  with  patience  the  race 
that  is  set  before  us :  looking  unto 
Jesus,  &c. — Heb.  xii.  1 — 3. 

Go  to  now,  ye  that  say,  To-day  or 
to-morrow  we  will  go  into  such  a  city, 
and  continue  there  a  year,  and  buy, 
and  sell,  and  get  gain :  whereas  ye 
know  not  what  shall  be  on  the  mor- 
row :  for  what  is  your  life  ?

Giving  all  diligence,  add  to  your 
faith,  virtue,  &c.  wherefore  the  rather, 
brethren,  give  diligence  to  make  your

Wherefore,  beloved,  seeing  that  ye 
look  for  such  things,  be  diligent  that 
ye  roay  be  found  of  him  in  peace,  &c.

I  gave  her  space  to  repent  of  her 
fornication,  and  she  repented  not. 
Behold,  I  will  cast  her  into  a  bed,

The  Lord  shall  repent  himself  for 
his  servants,  when  he  seeth  that  their 
power  is  gone,  &c.

Ye  shali  give  glory  unto  the  Grod  of

Hate  the  evil,  and  love  the  good, 
and  establish  judgment  in  the  eate; 
it  may  be  that  the  Lord  God  of  hosts 
will  be  gracious  unto  the  remnant  of 
Joseph. — Amos  v.  16. 

The  ship  was  like  to  be  broken,  &;c. 
Jonah  was  gone  down  into  the  sides 
of  the  ship,  and  he  lay,  and  was  fast 
asleep;  and  the  shipmaster  came  to 
him,  and  said  unto  him,  &c.

Jacoij  vowed  a  vow,  saying,  if  God 
will  be  with  me,  and  will  keep  me  in 
this  way  that  I  go,  and  will  give  mc 
bread  to  cat,  &c.  then  shall  the  Lord 
be  my  God. — Gen.  xxviii.  20 — 22; 
xxxi.  13. 

The  laws  for  redemption  of  things 
vowed. — Levit.  xxvii. 

The  law  about  vows ;  where  it  binds, 
and  is  to  be  ke|)t,  and  where  not. — 
Numb.  XXX. 

When  thou  shalt  vow  a  vow  unto 
the  Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt  not 
slack  to  pay  it :  for  the  Lord  thy 
God  will  surely  require  it  of  thee, 
and  it  would  be  sin  in  thee.  But  if 
thou  shalt  forbear  to  vow,  it  shall  be 
no  sin  in  thee.  That  which  is  gone 
out  of  thy  lips,  thou  shalt  keep  and 
perform,  even  a  freewill  offering,  ac- 
cording as  thou  hast  vowed  unto  the

Israel  vowed  a  vow  to  the  Lord, 
and  said,  If  thou  wilt  indeed  delifer 
this  people  into  my  hand,  then  I  will 
utterly  destroy  their  cities. — Numb. 
xxi.  2,  3. 

Jephthah's  vow,  to  dedicate  to  God 
whatever  came  forth  of  the  doors  of 
his  house  to  meet  him  :  after  his  vic- 
tory his  daughter  met  him ;  who  did 
with  her  according  to  his  vow.— 
Judges  xi.  30 — 39. 

Hannah  vowed  to  give  her  child 
unto  the  Lord ;  and  she  performed  it. 
— 1  Sam.  i.  11.  27,  28. 

Absalom  pretended  a  vow  which 
he  had  vowed  unto  the  Lord,  that  be 
might  go  to  carry  on  the  conspirac? 
he  designed  against  his  &ther  David. 
—2  Sam.  XV.  1—10. 

Offer  unto  God  thanksgiving :  and 
pay  thy  vows  unto  the  Most  High.— 
Ps.  1.  14. 

Thy  vows  are  upon  me,  O  God :  I 
will  render  praises  unto  thee. — Ps. 
Ivi.  12. 

Thou,  O  God,  hast  heard  my  vows: 
thou  hast  given  me  the  heritage,  &c. 
So  will  I  sing  praise  unto  thy  name 
for  ever,  that  I  may  daily  perform  my 
vows. — Ps.  Ixi.  5.  8. 

I  will  go  into  thy  house  with  burnt- 
offerings  :  I  will  pay  thee  ray  vows, 
which  my  lips  have  uttered,  &c.  when 
I  was  in  trouble. — Ps.  Ixvi.  13, 14. 

Vow,  and  pay  unto  the  Lord  yonr

I  will  nay  my  vows  unto  the  Lord, 
now,  in  the  presence  of  all  his  people.

It  is  a  snare  to  the  man  who  de- 
voureth  that  which  is  holy ;  and  after 
vows,  to  make  inquiry. — Pro  v.  xx.25. 

When  thou  vowest  unto  God,  defer 
not  to  pay  it ;  for  he  hath  no  plea- 
sure in  fools,  &c.  Better  is  it  that 
thou  shouldest  not  vow,  than  that 
thou  shouldest  vow  and  not  pav. — 
Eccles.  V.  4,  5. 

God  threatens  Israel  for  saying, 
they  would  perform  their  vows  which 
they  had  made,  to  bum  incense  to  the

Bring  forth  him  that  hath  cursed, 
without  the  camp;  and  let  all  that 
heard  him  lay  their  hands  upon  his 
head,  and  let  all  the  congregation 
stone  him,  &c.  Whosoever  curseth 
his  God,  shall  bear  his  sin :  and  he 
that  blasphemeth  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death. 
— Levit.  xxiv.  11—16.  23. 

Jezebel,  king  Ahab's  wife,  com- 
manded the  nobles  to  set  up  false 
witnesses  against  Naboth,  to  testify 
that  he  did  blaspheme  God  and  the 
king ;  and  so  stone  him  to  death : 
which  accordingly  they  did. — 1  Kings 
xxi.  8—13;  Acts  vi.  11.  13. 

Sennacherib,  king  of  Assyria,  by 
his  servants,  said,  Who  among  all  the 
gods,  &c.  could  deliver  his  people 
out  of  mine  hand?  that  your  God 
should  be  able  to  deliver  you  out  of 
mine  hand?  &c.  No  eod  of  any  na- 
tion or  kingdom  was  Me  to  deliver. 


&c.  how  much  less  shall  your  Qod 
deliver  you  out  of  mine  hand  ?  And 
his  servants  spake  yet  more  against 
the  Lord  God,  and  against  his  servant 
Hezekiah.  He  wrote  also  letters, 
to  rail  on  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  and 
to  speak  against  him,  &c.  And  they 
spaKe  against  the  God  of  Jerusalem, 
as  against  the  gods  of  the  people  of 
the  earth,  which  were  the  works  of 
the  children  of  men. — 2  Chron.  xxxii. 
9—20. 

The  shame  of  my  face  hath  covered 
me,  for  the  voice  of  him  that  re- 
proacheth  and  blasphemeth.  —  Ps. 
xliv.  15, 16. 

O  God,  how  long  shall  the  adver- 
sary reproach?  Shall  the  enemy 
blaspheme  thy  name  for  ever?  Re- 
member this,  that  the  enemy  hath 
reproached,  O  Lord,  and  that  the 
foolish  people  hath  blasphemed  thy 
name. — -Ps.  Ixxiv.  10.  18.  22. 

Render  unto  our  neighbours  seven- 
fold into  their  bosom,  tneir  reproach, 
wherewith  they  have  reproached  thee, 

0  Lord. — Ps.  Ixxix.  12. 

What  have  I  here,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  my  people  is  taken  away  for 
nought?  &c.  and  my  name  continu- 
ally every  day  is  blasphemed  ? — Isa. 
Hi.  5. 

In  this  your  fathers  have  blas- 
phemed me,  in  that  they  have  com- 
mitted a  trespass  against  me,  when 

1  had  brought  them  into  the  land, 
&c.  Then  they  saw  every  high  hill, 
and  all  the  thick  trees;  and  then 
they  offered  sacrifices  there,  &c. — 
Ezek.  XX.  27,  28. 

Thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord,  and  that  I  have  heard  all  thy 
blasphemies,  which  thou  hast  spoken 
against  the  mountains  of  Israel,  say- 
ing, They  are  laid  desolate,  they  are 
given  us  to  consume.  Thus  with 
your  mouth  you  have  boasted  against 
me,  and  have  multiplied  your  words 
against  me. — Ezek.  xxxv.  12,  13. 

When  Christ  had  said  to  the  sick 
man.  Thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee,  then 
behold  certain  scribes  said  within 
themselves.    This    man  blaspemeth. 
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&c.  The  Pharisees  said,  He  easteth 
out  devils  by  the  prince  of  devils. — 
Matt.  ix.  2,  3.  34 ;  Luke  y.  21 ; 
Mark  ii.  7. 

The  Pharisees  said,  This  fellow 
doth  not  cast  out  devils,  but  by  Beel- 
zebub the  prince  of  the  devils,  &;c. 
Jesus  said.  If  I  cast  out  devils  by  tlie 
Spirit  of  God,  then  the  kingdom  of 
God  is  come  unto  you,  &c.  Where- 
fore I  say  unto  you.  All  manner  of 
sin  and  blasphemy  shall  be  forgiven 
unto  men  ;  but  the  blasphemy  against 
the  Holy  Ghost  shall  not  be  forgiven 
unto  men.  And  whosoever  speaketh 
a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it 
shall  be  forgiven  him  :  but  whosoever 
speaketh  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  it 
snail  nbt  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in 
this  world,  neither  in  the  world  to 
come.— Matt  xii.  24.  28.  31,  32; 
Luke  xii.  10. 

Hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  Son  of 
man  sitting  on  the  risht  hand  of 
power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of 
neaven.  Then  the  high  priest  rent 
his  clothes,  saying,  He  hath  spoken 
blasphemy :  what  further  need  have 
we  of  witnesses?  behold,  now,  ye 
have  heard  his  blasphemy. — Matt. 
xxvi.  04,  (55. 

He  that  shall  blaspheme  against 
the  Holv  Ghost,  hath  never  forgive- 
nesB,  but  is  in  danger  of  eternal  dam- 
nation ;  because  they  said.  He  hath 
an  unclean  spirit. — Mark  iii.  29,  30. 

From  within,  out  of  the  heart  of 
men,  proceed  evil  thoughts,  blasphe- 
mies, &c. — Mark  vii.  21,  22. 

They,  &c.  asked  him,  saying,  Pro- 
phesy, who  is  it  that  smote  thee? 
And  many  other  things  blasphem- 
ously spake  they  against  him. — Luke 
xxii.  64,  65. 

For  a  good  work  we  stone  thee 
not ;  but  for  blasphemy :  because 
that  thou,  being  a  man,  makest  thy- 
self God,  &c.  Say  ye  of  him  whom 
the  Father  hath  sanctified,  and  sent 
into  the  world.  Thou  blasphemest; 
because  I  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God? 
—John  X.  33.  36. 

They  suborned  men,  who  said.  We 


have  heard  him  raeak  blasphemooi 
words  against  Moses  and  against 
God.— Acts  vi.  11.  13. 

When  Herod  had  spoken,  &;c.  the 
people  gave  a  shout,  saying.  It  is  the 
voice  of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  mai. 
And  immediately  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  smote  him,  because  he  gave  not 
God  the  glory,  &c. — Acts  xii.  21 — 2S. 

Paul  testified  to  the  Jews,  that 
Jesus  was  the  Christ.  And  when 
they  opposed  themselves,  and  blas- 
phemea,  he  shook  his  raiment,  and 
said  unto  them,  Your  blood  be  upon 
your  heads,  &c. — Acts  xviii.  5,  6; 
xix.  9 ;  xiii.  45. 

I  punished  them  oft  in  every  83ma- 
gogue,  and  compelled  them  to  blas- 
pheme; and  being  exceeding  mad 
against  them,  &c. — Acts  xxvi.  11. 

The  name  of  God  is  blasphemed 
among  the  Gentiles,  through  you, 
&c. — Rom.  ii.  23,  24. 

But  now  ye  also  put  off  all  these, 
anger,  &c.  blasphemy,  &c. — Col.  iii.  8. 

jPutting  me  into  the  ministry,  who 
before  was  a  blasphemer,  &c.  Alex- 
ander, whom  1  have  delivered  unto 
Satan,  that  they  may  learn  not  to 
blaspheme.—!  Tim.  i.  12,  13.  20. 

Servants,  &;c.  count  your  own 
masters  worthy  of  all  honour,  that 
the  name  of  God,  and  his  doctrine, 
he  not  blasphemed. — 1  Tim.  vi.  1. 

Men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  own 
selves,  &c.  blasphemers,  &c. — 2  Tim. 
iii.  2. 

Discreet,  chaste,  keepers  at  home, 
good,  obedient  to  their  own  hus- 
bands, that  the  word  of  God  be  not 
blasphemed. — Titus  ii.  5. 

Do  not  rich  men  oppress  you  ?  &c 
Do  not  they  blaspheme  that  worthy 
name  by  the  which  ye  are  called  ? — 
James  ii.  6,  7. 

They  think  it  strange  that  you  run 
not  with  them  to  the  same  excess  of 
riot,  (or  blaspheming,)  speaking  e?il 
of  you. — 1  Pet.  iv.  4. 

I  know  the  blasphemy  of  them, 
who  say  they  are  Jews,  and  are  not, 
but  are  the  synagogue  of  Satan. — 
Rev.  ii.  9. 
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I  saw  a  beast,  &c.  and  upon  his 
heads  the  name  of  blasphemy,  &c. 
And  there  was  given  unto  him  a 
mouth  speaking  great  things,  and 
blasphemies,  &c.  and  he  opened  his 
mouth  in  blasphemy  against  God,  to 
blaspheme  his  name,  and  his  taber- 
nacle, and  them  that  dwell  in  heaven. 
— Rev.  xiii.  1.  5,  6. 

And  men  were  scorched  with  great 
heat,  and  blasphemed  the  name  of 
God,  which  hath  power  over  these 
plagues:  and  they  repented  not,  to 
give  him  glory,  &c.  They  gnawed 
their  tongues  for  pain,  and  blasphemed 
the  God  of  heaven,  because  of  their 
pains  and  their  sores ;  and  repented 
not  of  their  deedi?,  k,c.  Men  blas- 
phemed God,  because  of  the  plague 
of  hail,  &c. — Rev.  xvi.  9 — 12. 


CHAPTER  LI. 

Israel's  murmurings  against  qod 
and  moses,  when  god  was  in  his 
wat  of  redeeming  them. 

When  Moses  and  Aaron  had  been 
with  Pharaoh,  and  Pharaoh  had  made 
their  burden  heavier,  they  met  Moses 
and  Aaron,  who  stood  in  the  way  as 
they  came  forth  from  Pharaoh ;  and 
they  said  unto  them,  The  Lord  look 
upon  you,  and  judge;  because  you 
have  made  our  savour  to  be  abhorred 
(or  to  stink)  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh, 
and  in  the  eyes  of  his  servants,  to  put 
a  sword  in  their  hands  to  slay  us. — 
Exod.  v.J,2.  6,  7.  20,  21. 

When  they  were  pursued  by  the 
Egyptians,  they  cried  unto  the  Lord : 
and  they  said  unto  Moses,  because 
there  were  no  graves  in  !Egypt,  hast 
thou  taken  us  away  to  die  in  the 
wilderness?  Wherefore  hast  thou 
dealt  thus  with  us,  to  carry  us  forth 
out  of  Egypt?  Is  not  this  the  word 
that  we  did  tell  thee  in  Egypt,  saying. 
Let  us  alone,  that  we  may  serve  the 
Egyptians?  For  it  had  been  better 
for  us  to  serve  the  Egyptians,  than 
that  we  should  die  in  the  wilderness. 
—Exod.  xiv.  10—12. 


They  could  not  drink  of  the  waters 
of  Marah,  for  they  were  bitter,  &c. 
And  the  people  murmured  against 
Moses,  saying,  What  shall  we  drink? 
—Exod.  XV.  23,  24. 

And  the  whole  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel  murmured  against 
Moses  and  Aaron  in  the  wilderness ; 
and  the  children  of  Israel  said  unto 
them.  Would  to  God  we  had  died 
by  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  when  we  sat  by  the  flesh 
pots,  and  when  we  did  eat  bread 
to  the  full ;  for  ye  have  brought  us 
forth  into  this  wilderness,  to  kul  this 
whole  assembly  with  hunger,  &c. 
Ye  shall  see  the  glory  of  the  Lord, 
for  that  he  heareth  your  murmurings 
against  the  Lord  :  and  what  are  we, 
that  ye  murmur  against  us  ?  &c. 
Your  murmurings  are  not  against  us, 
but  against  the  Lord. — Exod.  xvi.  2, 
3.  7,  8.  12. 

The  people  did  chide  with  Moses, 
and  said.  Give  us  water,  that  we 
may  drink.  And  Moses  said  unto 
them,  Why  chide  ye  with  me? 
wherefore  do  ve  tempt  the  Lord? 
and  the  people  thirsted  there  for 
water :  and  the  people  murmured 
against  Moses,  and  said,  Wherefore 
is  this,  that  thou  hast  brought  us  up 
out  of  Egypt  to  kill  us  and  our  chil- 
dren and  our  cattle  with  thirst  ?  &c. 
They  tempted  the  Lord«  saying,  Is 
the  Lord  among  us,  or  not? — Exod. 
xvii.  2,  3.  7. 

When  the  people  complained,  it 
displeased  the  Lord,  &c.  and  his 
anger  was  kindled,  and  the  fire  of 
the  Lord  burnt,  &c.  And  the  mixt 
multitude  that  was  among  them  fell 
a  lusting :  and  the  children  of  Israel 
also  wept  again,  (or  murmured  and 
wept,)  and  said,  Who  shall  give  us 
flesh  to  eat?  We  remember  the  fish 
which  we  did  eat  in  Egypt  freely; 
the  cucumbers,  and  the  melons,  and 
the  onions,  and  the  garlick ;  but  now 
our  soul  is  dried  away  ;  there  is  no- 
thing at  all,  beside  this  manna,  be- 
fore our  eyes,  &;c.  God  gave  them 
flesh ;   but  while  the  flesh  was  yet 
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between  their  teeth,  ere  it  was 
chewed,  the  wrath  of  the  Lord  was 
kindled  against  the  people;  and  the 
Lord  smote  the  people  with  a  very 

freat  plague.  —  Nnmb.  xi.  1.  4 — 6. 
2,33. 
Upon  the  report  of  the  spies,  of 
the  (liificulty  of  entering  the  land,  all 
the  congregation  of  Israel  lifted  up 
their  voice,  and  cried ;  and  the  peo- 
ple wept  that  night.  And  all  the 
children  of  Israel  murmured  against 
Moses,  and  against  Aaron :  and  the 
whole  congre^tion  said  unto  them. 
Would  Grod  £at  we  had  died  in  the 
land  of  Egypt!  or,  would  God  we 
had  died  in  this  wilderness!  And 
wherefore  hath  the  Lord  brought  us 
unto  this  land,  to  fall  by  the  sword, 
that  our  wives  and  our  children  should 
be  a  prey  ?  were  it  not  better  for  us 
to  return  into  Egypt?  &c.  Let  us 
make  us  a  captain,  and  let  us  return 
into  Egypt  Your  carcases  shall  fall 
in  this  'wilderness,  &c.  These  men, 
who  saw  my  glory,  and  my  signs, 
have  tempted  me,  &c. — Numb.  xiv. 
1—4.  9, 10.  22,  23.  28—32. 

When  Korah  and  his  company 
were  swallowed  up,  all  the  eongrejja- 
tion  of  the  children  of  Israel  mur- 
mured against  Moses,  and  against 
Aaron,  saying,  Ye  have  killed  the 
people  of  the  Lord. — Numb.  xvi.  41. 
Ihere  was  no  water  for  the  con- 
gregation :  and  they  gathered  them- 
selves together  against  Moses,  and 
against  Aaron  ;  and  the  people  chode 
with  Moses,  and  spake,  saying,  Would 
God  that  we  had  died  when  our  bre- 
thren died  before  the  Lord  !  And  whv 
have  ye  brought  up  the  congrega- 
tion of  the  Lord  into  this  wilderness, 
that  we  and  our  cattle  should  die 
there  ?  And  wherefore  have  ye  made 
us  to  come  up  out  of  Egypt,  to  bring 
us  in  unto  this  evil  place  ?  It  is  no 
place  of  seed,  or  of  figs,  or  vines,  &c. 
— Numb.  XX.  2 — 5. 

The  soul  of  the  people  was  much 
discouraged,  because  of  the  way. 
And  the  pcoi)1e  spake  against  God, 
aud  against  Moses :  Wherefore  have 


ye  broucht  ua  up  out  of  Egrpty  tQ 
die  in  we  wilderness?  for  there  ii 


no  bread,  neither  is  there  any  water: 
and  our  soul  loatbeth  this  light  bread. 
And  the  Lord  sent  fiery  serpeoli 
among  the  people,  and  tliey  bit  the 
people,  and  much  people  of  Isrul 
died. — Numb.  xxi.  4 — a. 

Ye  have  been  rebellious  against  the 
Lord  from  the  day  that  I  knew  joa. — 
Deut.  ix.  23,  24. 

They  tempted  God  in  their  heart, 
by  asking  meat  for  their  lost;  yea, 
they  spake  against  God :  they  saidf 
Can  God  furnish  a  table  in  toe  w3- 
demess  ?  Behold,  he  smote  the  rock, 
&c.  Can  he  give  bread  also  ?  Can  he 
provide  flesh  for  his  people  ?  There- 
fore the  Lord  heara  diis,  and  was 
wroth.  So  a  fire  was  kindled  against 
Jacob,  &c.  because  they  believed  not 
in  God,  nor  trusted  in  his  salvation, 
&c.  They  sinned  still,  and  believed 
not  for  his  wondrous  works,  &c.  How 
oft  did  they  provoke  him  in  the  wil- 
derness, and  grieve  him  in  the  desert? 
Yea,  they  turned  back,  and  tempted 
God,  and  limited  the  Holy  One  of  ' 
Israel.— Ps.  Ixxviii.  18 — ^22.  32.  40, 
41. 

I  would  not  that  ye  should  be  ig- 
norant how  that  all  our  fathers  were 
under  the  cloud,  &c.  but  with  many 
of  them  God  was  not  well  pleased, 
for  they  were  overthrown  in  the  wil- 
derness. Now  these  things  were  for 
our  examples,  to  the  intent  we  should 
not  lust  after  evil  things,  as  they  also 
lusted,  &c.  Neither  let  us  tempt 
Christ,  as  some  of  them  also  tempted, 
and  were  destroyed  of  serpents.  Nei- 
ther murmur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also 
murmured,  and  were  destroyed  of  the 
destroyer.  Now  all  these  things  hap- 
pened unto  them  for  ensampTes,  (or 
types,)  and  they  are  written  for  our 
admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of 
the  world  are  come:  wherefore,  let 
him  who  thinkcth  he  standeth,  take 
heed  lest  he  fall. — 1  Cor.  x.  1 — 13. 
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CHAPTER  LII. 

MOTIVES  TO  DILIGENCB  AKD  INDUSTRY 
IN  OUR  CALLINGS. 

Go  to  the  ant,  thou  sluggard,  con- 
sider her  ways,  and  be  wise :  which 
having  no  guide,  overseer,  or  ruler, 
provideth  her  meat  in  the  summer, 
and  gathereth  her  fruit  in  the  harvest. 
How  lon^  wilt  thou  sleep,  O  slug- 
gard? When  w^ilt  thou  arise  out  of 
thj  sleep  ?  Yet  a  little  sleep,  a  little 
slumber,  a  little  folding  of  tne  hands 
to  sleep ;  so  shall  thy  poverty  come, 
as  one  that  travelleth,  and  thy  want 
as  an  armed  man. — Prov.  vi.  6 — 11 ; 
xxiv.  33,  34. 

He  becometh  poor  that  dealeth 
with  a  slack  hand ;  but  the  hand  of 
the  diligent  maketh  rich :  he  that 
gathereth  in  summer,  is  a  wise  son ; 
but  he  that  sleepeth  in  harvest,  is  a 
son  that  cause th  shame,  &c.  As 
vinegar  to  the  teeth,  and  as  smoke  to 
the  eyes,  so  is  the  sluggard  to  them 
that  send  him. — Prov.  x.  4,  5.  26. 

He  that  tilleth  his  land,  shall  be 
satisfied  with  bread :  but  he  that  fol- 
loweth  vain  persons,  is  void  of  under- 
standing, &c.  The  hand  of  the  dili- 
gent shall  bear  rule ;  but  the  slothful 
shall  be  under  tribute,  &c.  the  slothful 
man  roasteth  not  that  which  he  took 
in  hunting ;  but  the  substance  of  a 
diligent  man  is  precious. — Prov.  xii. 
11.  24.  27. 

The  soul  of  the  sluggard  desireth, 
and  hath  nothing ;  but  the  soul  of  the 
diligent  shall  be  made  fat. — Prov. 
xin.  4. 

In  all  labour  there  is  profit:  but 
the  talk  of  the  lips  tendeth  only  to 
penury. — Prov.  xiv.  23. 

The  way  of  the  slothful  man  is  an 
hedge  of  thorns. — Prov.  xv.  19. 

He  also  that  is  slothful  in  his 
work,  is  brother  to  him  that  is  a 
great  waster. — Prov.  xviii.  9. 

Slothfuiness  casteth  into  a  deep 
sleep  :  and  an  idle  soul  shall  suffer 
hunger,  &c.  A  slothful  man  hideth 
his  hand  in  his  bosom,  and  will  not 


so  much  as  bring  it  to  his  mouth 
again. — Prov.  xix.  15.  24;  xxvi.  15. 

The  sluggard  will  not  plow,  by 
reason  of  the  cold :  therefore  shall 
he  beg  in  harvest,  and  have  nothing, 
&c.  Love  not  sleep,  lest  thou  come 
to  poverty  :  open  thme  eyes,  and  thou 
shalt  be  satisfied  with  bread. — Prov. 
XX.  4. 13. 

He  that  loveth  pleasure  (or  sport) 
shall  be  a  poor  man,  &c.  The  desire 
of  the  slothful  killeth  him,  for  his 
hands  refuse  to  labour. — Prov.  xxi. 
17.  25. 

The  slothful  man  saith.  There  is  a 
lion  without ;  I  shall  be  slain  in  the 
streets,  &c.  Seest  thou  a  man  dili- 
gent in  his  business?  he  shall  stand 
before  kings ;  he  shall  not  stand  be- 
fore mean  men. — Prov.  xxii.  13.  29; 
xxvi.  13. 

Drowsiness  shall  clothe  a  man  with 

T. — Prov.  xxiii.  21. 
went  by  the  field  of  the  slothful, 
kjc.  and  lo,  it  was  all  grown  over 
with  thorns,  and  nettles  had  covered 
the  face  thereof,  &c.  Yet  a  little 
sleep,  k,c,  so  shall  thy  poverty  come, 
&c. — Prov.  xxiv.  30 — 34. 

By  much  slothfuiness,  the  building 
decayeth ;  and  through  idleness  of  the 
hands,  the  house  droppeth  through. — 
Eccles.  X.  18. 

As  the  door  turneth  upon  its  hinges, 
so  doth  the  slothful  upon  his  bed,  &c. 
The  sluggard  is  wiser  in  his  own  con- 
ceit, than  seven  men  that  can  render 
a  reason. — Prov.  xxvi.  14. 16. 

He  that  tilleth  his  land  shall  have 
plenty  of  bread:  but  he  that  followeth 
after  vain  persons  shall  have  poverty 
enough. — ^Prov.  xxviii.  19. 

The  industry  of  a  good  wife  set 
forth  at  large. — Prov.  xxxi.  10,  &c. 

Rise  up,  ye  women  that  are  at  ease : 
hear  my  voice,  ye  careless  daughters, 
&c.  Many  days  and  years  shall  ye  be 
troubled,  ye  careless  women ;  for  the 
vintage  shall  fail,  &c.  Tremble,  ye 
women  that  are  at  ease :  be  troubled, 
ye  careless  ones,  &c. — Isa.  xxxii.  9 — 
11.' 

This  was  the  iniquity  of  thv  sister 
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Sodoni :  pride,  fulness  of  bread,  and 
abundance  of  idleness  was  in  her, 
and  in  her  daughters ;  neither,  &c. — 
Ezek.  xvi.  49;  Matt.  xx.  3.  6. 

Ye  yourselves,  know  that  these 
hands  have  ministered  unto  my  ne- 
cessities, and  to  them  that  were  with 
me.  I  have  shewed  you  all  things, 
how  that  so  labouring  ye  ought  to 
support  the  weak,  and  to  remember 
the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he 
said.  It  is  more  blessed  to  jg^ive  than 
to  receive. — Acts  xx.  33—35;  xviii. 
1—3;  2  Thess.  iii.  7— 10. 

Let  him  that  stole  steal  no  more : 
but  rather  let  him  labour,  working 
with  his  hands  the  thing  which  is 
eood,  that  he  may  have  to  give  to 
him  that  needeth. — Eph.  iv.  $S. 

That  ye  study  to  be  quiet,  and  to 
do  your  own  business,  and  to  work 
with  your  own  hands,  as  wc  com- 
manded you. — 1  Thess.  iv.  11. 

We  commanded  you,  that  if  any 
would  not  work,  neither  should  he 
eat.  For  we  hear  there  are  some 
among  you  which  walk  disorderly, 
working  not  at  all,  &c.  We  com- 
mand, &c.  that  with  quietness  they 
work,  and  cat  their  own  bread. — 
2  Thess.  iii.  10—12. 

Withal,  they  learn  to  be  idle; 
wandering  about  from  house  to  house. 
—1  Tim.  V.  13. 

That  they  which  have  believed  in 
God,  mi^rht  be  careful  to  maintain 
good  works,  (or  honest  trades ;)  these 
things  are  good  and  profitable  unto 
men,  Sec.  and  let  ours  also  learn  to 
maintain  good  works  (or  profess 
honest  trades)  for  necessary  uses, 
that  they  be  not  unfruitful.

God  came  to  Abimeleeh  in  a  dream 
by  night,  and  said  to  him.  Behold, 
thou  art  but  a  dead  man  :  for  the 
woman  which  thou  hast  taken,  &c.

God  spake  unto  Israel  in  the  visions 
of  the  night,  and  said,  Jacob,  Jacob,

God  called  to  Moses  out  of  the 
burning  bush. — Exod.  iii. 

Moses  went  up  unto  God :  and 
the  Lord  called  unto  him  out  of  the 
mountain,  saying,  Thus  shalt  thou 
say  to  the  house  of  Jacob,  &c.  Moses 
spake :  and  God  answered  him  by  a 
voice,  &c.

Behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  ap-

And  being  warned  of  God  in  <« 
dream,  that  they  should  not  "^  ti 
unto  Herod,  &c.  And  when  tiiey  were 
departed,  behold,  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  appeared  to  Joseph  in  a  dream, 
saying.  Arise,  and  take  the  young 
child,  &c.— Matt.  ii.

Pilate's  wife  sent  unto  him,  saying, 
Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that 
just  man :  for  I  have  suffered  many 
things  this  day  in  a  dream  because  of 
him.

Saul  saw  a  vision,  and  heard  a 
voice  saying  unto  him,  Saul,  Saul, 
why  persecutest  thou  me?  &c.  A 
certain  disciple  at  Damascus,  named 
Ananias ;  and  to  him  said  the  Lord 
in  a  vision,  &c.  Arise  and  go,  &c. —

A  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  tho 
night:  there  stood  a  man  of  Mace- 
donia, and  prayed  him,  sayioffrOome 
over  unto  Macedonia,  maifMp  us; 
and  after  be  had  seen  the  vision,  im- 
mediBtely:  yre  endeavoured  to  go : 
assuredly  gathering,  that  the  Lord 
had  called  us  for  to  preach  the  gospel 
unto  them. — Acts  xvi.  Q,  10. 

Then  spake  the  Lord  to  Paul  in 
the  night,  by  a  vision,  Be  not  afraid, 
but  speak,  &c.  for  I  am  with  thee. — 
Acts  xviii.  9. 

It  is  not  expedient  for  me,  donbt- 
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lessy  to  glory :  I  will  come  to  visions 
aud  revelations  of  the  Lord.  I  knew 
a  man  in  Christ,  &c.  —  2  Cor.  xii.

God,  who  at  sundry  times,  and  in 
divers  manners,  spake  in  times  past 
unto  the  fathers  by  the  prophets,  hath 
in  these  last  days  spoken  unto  us  by 
his  Son,  &c.

CHAPTER  LIV. 

THE  CALL  AND  COMMISSION  OF  THE 
APOSTLES  EQUAL. 

Jesus,  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee, 
saw  two  brethren,  Simon,  called 
Peter,  and  Andrew,  his  brother,  cast^ 
ine  a  net  into  the  sea :  for  they  were 
fisbers.  Aud  he  saith  unto  them. 
Follow  me,  and  I  will  make  you 
fishers  of  men,  &c.  He  saw  other 
two  brethren,  James  the  son  of 
Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  &c. 
and  he  called  them,  and  they  imme- 
diately left  the  ship,  and  their  father, 
and  followed  him. — Matt.  iv.  18 — ^22; 
Mark  i.  16—20. 

One  is  your  master,  even  Christ; 
and  nil  ve  are  brethren,  &e.  whosoever 
shall  exult  himself,  shall  be  abased. — 
Matt,  xxiii.  8.  11,  12. 

As  Jesus  passed  forth,  he  saw  a 
man  named  Matthew,  sitting  at  the 
receipt  of  custom ;  and  he  saith  unto 
him.  Follow  me:  and  he  arose  and 
followed  him. — Matt.  ix.  9 ;  Mark  ii. 
14;  Luke  v.  27,  28. 

Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on  earth, 
shall  be  bound  in  heaven.  —  Matt, 
xviii.  18. 

He  ordained  twelve :  that  they 
should  he  with  him,  and  that  he  might 
send  them  forth  to  preach,  and  to  have 
power  to  heal  sicknesses,  and  to  cast 
out  devils :  and  Simon  he  surnamed 
Peter,  and  James  the  son  of  Zebedee, 
and  John,  the  brother  of  James,  &c. 
and  Andrew,  and  Philip,  and  Bartho- 
lomew, and  Matthew,  and  Thomas, 
and  James  the  son  of  Alpheus,  and 
Thaddeus,  and  Simon  the  Canaanite, 
and  Judas. — Mark  iii.  14 — 19. 

By   the   way   they    had    disputed 


among  themselves,  who  should  be  the 
greatest :  and  he  sat  domi  and  called 
the  twelve,  and  saith  unto  them.  If 
any  man  desire  to  be  first,  the  same 
shall  be  last  of  all,  and  servant  of  all. 
—Mark  ix.  34,  35. 

James  and  John,  &c.  said.  Grant 
unto  us  that  we  may  sit  one  on  tbr 
right  hand,  &c.  And  when  the  ten 
heard  it,  they  began  to  be  much  dis- 

5 leased  with  James  and  John:  bat 
esus  called  them  to  him,  and  saith 
unto  them.  Ye  know  that  th^  which 
are  accounted  to  rule  over  the  Gen- 
tiles,  exercise  lordship  over  them, 
&c.  but  so  it  shall  not  be  among  you: 
but  whosoever  will  be  great  among 
you,  shall  be  your  minister ;  and  who- 
soever of  you  will  be  chiefest,  shall  be 
servant  of  all:  for  even  the  Son  of 
man  came  not  to  be  ministered  nnto, 
&c.— Mark  x.  35—38.  41 — 44;  Luke 
xxii.  24 — 27. 

He  called  unto  him  his  disciples, 
and  of  them  he  chose  twelve,  wnom 
also  he  named  apostles:  Simon,  whom 
he  also  named  Peter,  and  Andrew  his 
brother :  James  and  John,  Philip  and 
Bartholomew,  Matthew  and  Thomas, 
James,  the  son  of  Alpheus,  and  Si- 
mon, called  Zelotes,  and  Judas  the 
brother  of  James,  and  Judas  Iscariot. 
— Luke  vi.  13 — 16. 

Then  he  called  his  twelve  disciples 
tojjether,  and  gave  them  power  and 
authority  over  all  devils,  and  to  cure 
diseases  :  and  he  sent  them  to  preach 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  to  heal  the 
sick :  and  he  said  unto  them.  Take 
nothinp:  for  vour  journev,  &c. — Luke 
ix.  1—5. 

When  Jesus  had  washed  his  dis- 
ciples' fctit,  he  said,  I  have  given  you 
an  example,  tliat  ye  ought  to  wash 
one  another's  feet :  now  there  was 
Ieanin|Gr  on  Jesus'  bosom  one  of  his 
disciples,  whom  Jesus  loved.  Simon 
Peter  therefore  beckoned  to  him,  that 
he  should  ask  who  it  should  be  of 
whom  he  spake,  &c. — John  xiii.  13 — 
15.  22—25 ;  xix.  26,  27 ;  xx.  2  ;  xxi. 
7.  20—22. 

Jrsus  came,  &c.  and  said.  Peace  be 
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unto  you:  as  my  Father  hath  sent 
me,  even  so  send  I  you :  and  when 
lie  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on  them, 
and  saith  unto  them,  Receive  ye  the 
Holy  Ghost;  whose  soever  sins  ye  re- 
mit, they  are  remitted  unto  them ; 
and  whose  soever  sins  ye  retain,  they 
are  retained. — John  xx.  19 — ^23. 

To  whom  ye  forgive  any  thing,  I 
forgive  also :  if  I  forgave,  &c.  for  your 
sakes  forgave  I  it  m  the  person  (or 
sight)  of  Christ.— 2  Cor.  ii.  10. 

The  twelve  called  the  multitude  of 
the  disciples  unto  them,  and  said,  &c. 
Look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men, 
of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may 
appoint  over  this  business:  but  we 
will  give  ourselves  continually  to 
prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the 
word,  &c.  whom  they  set  before  the 
apostles  :  and  when  they  had  prayed, 
they  laid  their  hands  on  them. — Acts 
vi.  2—6. 

Now  when  the  apostles  which  were 
at  Jerusalem  had  heard  that  Samaria 
had  received  the  word  of  God,  they 
sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John ;  who, 
when  they  were  come  down,  prayed 
for  them. — Acts  viii.  14, 15. 

The  believing  Jews  dispute  with 
Peter  for  going  to  the  Gentiles ;  and 
he  gives  them  an  account  of  God's 
worK  upon  them. — Acts  xi.  2,  &c. 

I  speak  to  you  Gentiles,  inasmuch 
as  I  am  the  apostle  of  the  Gentiles, 
I  magnify  mine  office. — Rom.  xi.  13, 
14. 

For  I  suppose  I  was  not  a  whit  be- 
hind (or  in  nothing  inferior  to)  the 
very  chiefest  apostles,  &c.  Are  they 
ministers  of  Christ?  (I  speak  as  a 
fool)  I  am  more:  in  labours  more 
abundant,  &c.  besides  those  things 
that  are  without,  that  which  cometh 
upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the 
churches.— 2Cor.xi.  5. 23. 28;  ICor. 
XV.  10. 

I  knew  a  man  in  Christ,  &c.  such 
an  one  caught  up  to  the  third  heaven, 
&c.  into  Paradise,  heard  unspeakable 
words,  &c.  I  ought  to  have  been 
commended  of  you ;  for  in  nothing 


am  I  behind  (or  any  way  inferior  to) 
the  very  chiefest  apostles,  &c. — 2  Cor, 
xii.  2—4.  11. 

When  it  pleased  God,  &c.  to  reveal 
his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach 
him  among  the  heathen ;  immediately 
I  conferred  not  with  flesh  and  blood  : 
neither  went  1  up  to  Jerusalem  to 
them  which  were  apostles  before  me, 
but  I  went  into  Arabia,  &c.  Then, 
afler  three  years,  I  went  up  to  Jeru- 
salem to  see  Peter,  and  abode  with 
him  fifteen  days;  but  other  of  the 
apostles  saw  I  none,  save  James,  the 
Lord's  brother. — Gal.  i.  15 — 19. 

When  they  saw  that  the  gospel  of 
the  uncircumcision  was  committed 
unto  me,  as  the  gospel  of  the  circum- 
cision was  unto  Peter,  (for  he  that 
wrought  effectually  in  Peter  to  the 
apostleship  of  the  circumcision,  the 
same  was  mighty  in  me  toward  the 
Gentiles :)  and  when  James,  Cephas, 
and  John,  (who  seemed  to  be  pillars,) 
perceived  the  grace  that  was  given 
unto  me,  they  gave  to  me  and  Barna- 
bas the  ri^ht  hand  of  fellowship,  that 
we  should  go  unto  the  heathen,  and 
they  unto  the  circumcision,  &c.  but 
when  Peter  was  come  to  Antioch,  I 
withstood  him  to  the  face,  because  he 
was  to  l>e  blamed:  for  before  that 
certain  came  from  James,  he  did  eat 
with  the  Gentiles;  but  when  they 
were  come,  he  withdrew,  and  sepa- 
rated himself,  fearing  them  which 
were  of  the  circumcision,  &c.  but 
when  I  saw  that  they  walked  not  up- 
rightly, &c.  I  said  unto  Peter,  be- 
fore them  all.  If  thou,  being  a  Jew, 
livest  afler  the  manner  of  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  not  as  do  the  Jews,  why 
compellest  thou  the  Gentiles  to  live 
as  do  the  Jews?— Gal.  ii.  7—9. 11— 
14. 

I  am  appointed  a  preacher,  an 
apostle,  and  a  teacher  of  the  Gentiles. 
—2  Tim.  i.  11.

8—13.16;  Micabiv;  Zepb.iii.]4y&c. 

At  that  time  they  shall  call  Jeru- 
salem the  throne  of  the  Lord ;  and  all 
the  nations  shall  be  gathered  unto  it, 
to  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  Jerusalem, 
&c.  In  those  days  the  house  of  Judah 
shall  walk  with  the  house  of  Israel, 
and  they  shall  come  together  out  of 
the  land  of  the  north,  to  the  land  that 
I  have  given  for  an  inheritance  unto 
your  fathers.  But  I  said,  &c. — Jer. 
iii.  17—19. 

The  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  it  shall  no  more  be  said,  The 
Lord  liveth  that  brought  up  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt ;  but  the  Lord  liveth,  who 
brought  up  the  children  of  Israel 
from  the  land  of  the  north,  and  from 
all  the  lands  whither  he  had  driven 
them :  and  I  will  bring  them  aeain 
into  their  land  that  I  gave  unto  weir 
fathers. — Jer.  xvi.  14,  16;  xxiii.  3— 
9. 

I  will  be  the  God  of  all  the  families 
of  Israel,  and  they  shall  be  my  peo- 
ple, &c.  A  sain,  I  will  build  tnee, 
and  thou  shalt  be  built,  O  virgin  of 
Israel,  &c.  thou  shalt  yet  plant  vines 
upon  the  mountains  of  Samaria,  thy 
planters  shall  plant  and  shall  eat,  &c. 
for  thus  saith  the  Lord,  Sing  with 
gladness  for  Jacob,  and  shout  among 
the  chief  of  the  nations,  &c.  behold, 
I  will  brine  them  from  the  north 
country,  and  gather  them  from  the 
coasts  of  the  earth,  &c.  a  great  com- 
pany shall  return  thither,  &c.  for  I 
am  a  father  to  Israel,  and  Ephraim  is 
my  first-born.  Hear  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  O  ye  nations,  and  declare  it  in 
the  isles  afar  off,  and  say.  He  that 
scattered  Israel,  will  gather  him,  and 
keep  him  as  a  shepherd  does  his 
flock;  for  the  Lord  hath  redeemed 
Jacob,  and  ransomed  him  from  the 
hand  of  him  that  was  stronger  than 
he:  therefore  they  shall  come  and 
sing  in  the  height  of  Zion,  &c.  If 
heaven  above  can  be  measured,  and 
the  foundations  of  the  earth  searched 
out  beneath,  I  will  also  cast  off  all 


the  seed  of  Israel,  for  all  that  they 
have  done,  saith  the  Lord:  behold 
the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
the  city  shall  be  built  to  the  Lord, 
&c.— Jer.  xxxi.  1.  3—5.  7—12.  37, 
&c.;  XXX. 

Behold,  I  will  gather  them  out  of 
all  countries  whither  I  have  driven 
them  in  mine  anger,  &c.  and  I  will 
brin^  them  again  unto  this  place ; 
and  I  will  cause  them  to  dwell  safely, 
and  they  shall  be  my  people,  and  I 
will  be  their  God. — Jer.  xxxii.  37, 38. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  If  my  cove- 
nant be  not  with  day  and  night,  &c. 
then  will  I  cast  away  the  seed  of 
Jacob,  and  David  my  servant;  so  that 
I  will  not  take  any  of  his  seed  to  be 
rulers  over  the  seed  of  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob :  for  I  will  cause 
their  captivity  to  return,  and  have 
mercy  on  them. — Jer.  xxxiii.  26, 26; 
xlvi.  27,  28. 

And  in  those  days,  and  in  that  time, 
saith  the  Lord,  the  children  of  Israel 
shall  come,  they  and  the  children  of 
Judah  together,  going  and  weeping, 
&c. — Jer.  1.  4.  20. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  Although 
I  have  cast  them  afar  off  among  &e 
heathen,  and  although  I  have  scat- 
tered them  among  the  countries,  yet 
will  I  be  to  them  as  a  little  sanctu- 
ary in  the  countries  where  they  shall 
come:  therefore  say.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God,  I  will  even  gather  you 
from  the  people,  and  assemble  you 
out  of  the  countries  where  ye  have 
been  scattered ;  and  I  will  give  vou 
the  land  of  Israel,  and  they  shall 
come  thither,  and  they  shall  take 
away  all  the  detestable  things  there- 
of, &c. — Ezek.  xi.  16 — 18. 

Ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord, 
when  I  shall  bring  you  into  the  land 
of  Israel,  into  tlie  country  for  the 
which  I  lified  up  mine  hand  to  eive 
it  to  your  fathers,  and  there  shall  ye 
remember  your  ways,  &c. — Ezek.  xx. 
42,  43 ;  xxviii.  24r-26. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  Behold 
I,  even  I,  will  both  search  my  sheep 
and  seek  them  out^  &c.  and  deliver 
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them  oat  of  all  places  where  they 
have  been  scattered,  kc.  and  will 
brioff  them  to  their  own  land,  kc. 
and  I  will  set  up  the  shepherd  over 
them,  &c. — ^EzcK.  xxziy.  11 — ^13. 23, 
fcc. 

Mountains  of  Israel,  ye  shall  shoot 
forth  jour  branches,  and  yield  your 
firuit  to  my  people  of  Israel,  for  they 
are  at  hand  to  come :  for  behold  I  am 
for  you,  and  I  will  turn  unto  you,  and 
ye  shall  be  tilled  and  sowed,  &c.  and 
the  city  shall  be  inhabited,  and  the 
wastes  shall  be  builded,  &c.  I  will 
settle  you  after  your  old  estates,  and 
will  do  better  unto  you  than  at  your 
beginnings;  and  ye  shall  know  that 
I  am  the  Lord,  &c.  I  will  take  you 
from  amone  the  heathen,  and  saUier 
vou  out  of  all  countries,  and  will 
bring  you  into  your  own  land,  &c. 
and  ye  shall  dwell  in  the  land  that  I 
gave  to  your  fiitbers,  and  ye  shall  be 
my  people,  &c.  then  shall  ye  remem- 
ber your  own  evil  ways,  &c.  Not 
tor  your  sakes  do  I  this,  saith  the 
Lord  Qod :  be  it  known  unto  you,  &c. 
then  the  heathen  that  are  left  round 
about  you,  shall  know,  that  I  the 
Lord  build  the  ruined  places,  and 
plant  that  which  was  desolate :  I  the 
Lord  have  spoken  it,  and  I  will  do  it. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  will  yet 
for  this  be  inquired  of  by  the  house 
of  Israel. — Ezek.  xxxvi.  8 — 11.  24. 
28. 31—33.  36,  37;  Hosea  ii.  14, 15; 
Amos  iz.  11. 14, 15. 

By  the  dry  bones  is  typified  the 
Israelites'  return.  TUese  bones  are 
the  whole  house  of  Israel;  behold, 
they  say.  Our  bones  are  dried,  and 
our  hope  is  lost,  and  we  are  cut  off 
for  our  parts :  therefore  prophesy, 
&c.  O  my  people,  I  will  open  your 
graves,  cause  you  to  come  up  out  of 
your  graves,  and  brine  you  into  the 
land  of  Israel,  &c.  i  will  take  the 
children  of  Israel  from  among  the 
heathen,  whither  they  be  gone,  and 
will  gather  them  on  every  side,  and 
brine  them  into  their  own  land :  and 
I  will  make  them  one  nation  in  the 
land,  upon  the  mountains  of  l«Taje\> 


and  one  king  shall  be  Ung  to  tiMA 
all ;  and  they  shall  be  no  more  two 
nations,  neither  shall  they  be  divided 
into  two  kingdoms^  &c.  and  tbej  ahall 
dwdl  in  the  land  that  I  have  ffiveQ 
unto  Jacob. — Eiek.  xxxyii.  S.  ll,  12. 
21,22.25;  Hosea i.  10, 11 ;  JoeliiL 
6,7. 

Now  will  I  bring  again  the  capti- 
▼ity  of  Jacob,  and  nave  mercy  npon 
the  whole  house  of  Israel.  Bat  I  have 
sathered  them  unto  their  own  land, 
&c.  neither  will  I  hide  my  face  any 
more. — Eiek.  xxxix.  26,  «c. 

Jerusalem  shall  be  inhabited,  &c 
Flee  from  the  land  of  the  north,  saith 
the  Lord;  for  I  have  spresid  you 
abroad  as  the  four  winds  of  the  hea- 
ven, saith  the  *Lord.  Deliver  thy- 
self, O  Zion,  that  dwellest  with  the 
daughter  of  Babylon,  fcc  for  he  that 
toucneth  you,  toucheth  the  apple  of 
his  eye. — Zech  ii.  4—8. 12 ;  Joel  iii ; 
Zeph.  iii.  14,  &c. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord,  I  am  retnmed 
unto  Zion,  and  will  dwell  in  the  midst 
of  Jerusalem,  &c.  There  ahaU  yet 
old  men  and  old  women  dwell  in 
the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  &c.  and  the 
streets  of  the  city  shall  be  full  of 
boys  and  girls  playing  in  the  streets 
thereof,  &c.  Behold,  I  will  saTO  my 
people  from  the  east  country,  and 
from  the  west  country;  and  I  will 
bring  them,  and  they  shall  dwell  in 
the  midst  of  Jerusalem,  and  thej  shall 
be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their  God, 
&c.  As  1  thought  to  punish  you, 
when  your  fathers  provoked  me  to 
wrath,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  I 
repented  not;  so  again  have  I  thought 
in  these  days  to  do  well  unto  Jerusa- 
lem, and  to  the  house  of  Judah :  fear 
ye  not,  &c.  Yea,  many  people,  and 
strong  nations  shall  come  to  seek 
the  Lord  of  hosts  in  Jerusalem, 
and  to  pray  before  the  Lord. — 2!ech. 
viii.  3—5.  7, 8. 14, 15. 22;  xii.  7—0; 
xiv.  10, 11. 20,  21 ;  Joel  iii.  19,  20. 

In  that  day  I  will  make  Jerusalem 

a  burdensome  stone  for  all   people, 

&c.     They   shall  be  cut  in   pieoea, 

VxViov^Vv  the  \)eoplc  of  the  earth  be 
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gathered  together  against  it. — Zeoh. 
xii.  3,  &c. 

I  would  not,hrethreiiy  that  ye  should 
be  ignorant  of  this  mystery,  lest  ye 
should  be  wise  in  your  own  conceits ; 
that  blindness  in  part  is  happened  to 
Israel,  until  the  fulness  of  the  Gen- 
tiles be  come  in.  And  so  all  Israel 
shall  be  saved :  as  it  is  written,  There 
shall  come  out  of  Sion  the  Deliverer, 
and  shall  turn  away  ungodliness  from 
Jacob :  for  this  is  my  covenant  unto 
them  when  I  shall  take  away  their 
sins,  &c.  They  are  beloved  for  the 
fathers'  sakes. — Rom.  xi.  26 — ^28. 


CHAPTER  LVI. 

OF  THE  SEVENTH,  OR  SABBATH  DAY,  IN 
THE  OLD  TESTAMENT,  AND  THE  LAWS 
ABOUT  it;  and  of  ITS  CHANGE  TO 
THE  FIRST  DAT  OF  THE  WEEK. 

On  the  seventh  day  God  ended  his 
work  which  he  had  made;  and  he 
rested  on  the  seventh  day  from  all  his 
work  which  he  had  made :  and  God 
blessed  the  seventh  day,  and  sancti- 
fied it,  because  that  in  it  he  had  rested 
from  all  his  work. — Gen.  ii.  2,  3. 

To-morrow  is  the  rest  of  the  holy 
sabbath  unto  the  Lord:  bake  that 
which  you  will  bake  to-day,  &c.  for 
to-morrow  is  the  rest  of  the  holy  sab- 
bath unto  the  Lord,  &c.  Six  days 
ye  shall  gather  it,  but  on  the  seventh 
day,  which  is  the  sabbath,  in  it  there 
shall  be  none,  &c.  Abide  ye  eyerj 
man  in  his  place ;  let  no  man  go  out 
of  his  place  on  the  seventh  day.  So 
the  people  rested  on  the  seventh  day. 
— Exod.  xvi.  23—30. 

Remember  the  sabbath  day  to  keep 
it  holy.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labour, 
and  do  all  thy  work ;  but  the  seventh 
day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy 
God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any 
work,  thou  nor  thy  son,  &c.  for  in  six 
days  the  Lord  made  heaven,  &c.  and 
rested  the  seventh  day  ;  wherefore  the 
Lord  blessed  the  sabbath  day,  and  hal- 
lowed it. — Exod.  XX.  8—11;  Deut. 
V.  12—14. 


On  the  seventh  day  thou  shalt  rest; 
that  thine  ox  and  thine  ass  may  rest, 
and  the  son  of  thine  handmaid,  and 
the  stranger  may  be  refreshed. — 
Exod.  xxiii.  12;  xxxiv.  21. 

Ye  shall  keep  the  sabbath  there- 
fore ;  for  it  is  holy  unto  you :  every 
one  that  defileth  it  shall  surely  be 
put  to  death :  for  whosoever  doeth 
any  work  therein,  that  soul  shall  be 
cut  off  from  amongst  his  people,  and 
he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death. 
Wherefore  the  children  of  Israel  shall 
keep  the  sabbath,  &c.  it  is  a  sign  be- 
tween me  and  the  children  of  Israel 
for  ever:  for  in  six  days  the  Lord 
made  heaven  and  earth. — Exod.  xxxi. 
14—18 ;  XXXV.  2. 

Six  days  shall  work  be  done,  &c. 
ye  shall  kindle  no  fire  throughout 
your  habitations  upon  the  sabbath 
day. — Exod.  xxxv.  2,  3. 

Six  days  shall  work  be  done,  but 
the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of 
rest :  an  holy  convocation. — Levit. 
xxiii.  3. 

They  found  a  man  that  gathered 
sticks  upon  the  sabbath  day,  &c.  and 
the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  The  man 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death,  all  the 
congregation  shall  stone  him  with 
stones  without  the  camp. — Numb.  xv. 
32—36. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs, 
&c.  this  is  the  burnt-ofiering  of  every 
sabbath,  besides  the  continual  burnt- 
ofiering,  and  his  drink-ofiering. — 
Numb,  xxviii.  9,  10. 

Keep  the  sabbath  day  to  sanctify 
it,  &c.  and  remember  that  thou  wast 
a  servant  in  the  land  of  Egypt: — 
Deut.  V.  12—15. 

If  the  people  of  the  land  bring 
ware,  or  any  victuals,  on  the  sabbath 
day  to  sell,  we  would  not  buy  it  on 
the  sabbath. — Neh.  x.  31. 

Nehemiah  contended  with  the  no- 
bles of  Judah,  for  profaning  the  sab- 
bath, and  he  caused  the  gates  to  be 
shut  on  the  sabbath,  to  keep  out  mer- 
chandises, and  threatened  such  who 
brought  them  to  sell  on  the  sabbath 
day. — Neh.  xiii.  15 — ^23* 
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If  thou  turn  away  ihrtooi  from  the 
sabbath,  from  doing  thy  pleasare  on 
my  holy  day,  and  mII  the  sabbath  a 
delighty  the  holy  of  the  Lord,  honour- 
able, and  shalt  honour  him,  not  doing 
thine  own  ways,  nor  finding  thine 
own  pleasure,  nor  speaking  thine  own 
words;  then,  &c.  I  will  cause  thee 
to  ride  upon  the  high  places  of  the 
earth. — Isa.  IviiL  13, 14. 

Bear  no  burden  on  the  sabbath  day, 
nor  bring  in  by  the  g&tes  of  Jeru- 
salem :  neither  carry  rorth  a  burden 
out  of  jrour  houses  on  the  sabbath 
day,  neither  do  ye  any  work;  but 
hallow  ye  the  sabbath  day,  &c. — 
Jer.  xTii.  21,  22.  24.  27. 

I  gave  them  my  sabbaths,  to  be  a 
sign  between  me  and  them,  kc* — 
Eiek.  XX.  12.  20,  21. 

Hear  this,  O  ye  that  swallow  up 
the  needy,  &c.  saying,  When  will  the 
new  moon  be  gone,  that  we  may  sell 
oom  ?  and  the  sabbath,  that  we  may 
set  forth  wheat? — Amos  viii.  4,  6. 

Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath  day 
through  the  com,  and  his  disciples 
were  an  hungered,  and  began  to  pluck 
the  ears  of  corn,  and  to  eat.  But 
when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said 
to  him,  Behold,  thy  disciples  do  that 
which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the 
sabbath  day.  But  he  said  unto  them, 
Have  ye  not  read  what  David  did, 
when  he  was  an  hungered,  &c.  and 
how  that  on  the  sabbath  day  the 
priests  in  the  temple  profane  the  sab- 
bath, and  are  blameless?  &c.  If  ye 
had  known  what  this  meaneth,  I  will 
have  mercy,  and  not  sacrifice,  ve 
would  not  have  condemned  the  guilt- 
less. For  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord 
even  of  the  sabbath  day,  &c.  What 
man  shall  there  be  among  you,  that 
shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  shall 
fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath  day, 
will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it 
out?  Whererore,  it  is  lawful  to  do 
well  on  the  sabbath  days. — Matt, 
xii.  1 — 13  J  Luke  vi.  1,  &c. ;  xiii.  14 
—16. 

The  sabbath  was  made  for  man, 
and  not  man  for  the  sabfa&th :  ibere- 


%re  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of 
the  sabbath.— Mark  ii.  27, 28. 

Very  early  in  the  morning,  the  first 
day  of  the  wedc,  they  came  unto  the 
sepulchre,  at  tbe  rising  of  the  sun, 
fcc. — ^Mark  xvi.  2,  &o. ;  Lake  zziy. 
I,  ke. 

Jesus,  &C.  as  his  custom  was,  wait 
into  the  synaeogue  on  the  wibhath 
day,  and  stood  up  for  to  read ;  and 
there  was  delivered  unto  him  the 
book  of  the  prophet  Isaiah. — Luke 
iv.  la  81. 

Ye  on  the  sabbath  day  circumcise 
a  man.  If  a  man  on  the  sabbath  day 
receive  circumcision,  that  the  law  ci 
Moses  should  not  be  broken,  (or  with- 
out breaking  the  law ;)  are  ye  angry 
at  me,  becaose  I  haye  made  a  man 
erery  whit  whole  on  the  sabbath  day? 
—John  yii.  22, 23. 

Then  the  same  day,  at  eTening, 
beine  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when 
the  doors  were  shut  where  the  disoi* 

Sles  were  assembled,  for  fear  of  the 
ews,  came  Jesus,  and  stood  in  the 
midst,  and  saith  to  them,  Peace,  &o. 
And  afler  eight  days  again  (or  in 
eight  days)  his  disciples  were  within, 
&c.  came  tfesus,  the  doors  beine  shut, 
and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  said. 
Peace  be  unto  you. — John  xx.  19. 26. 

Paul  reasoned  in  the  synagogue 
every  sabbath,  and  persuaded  the 
Jews  and  the  Greeks,  &c. — Acts 
xviii.  4. 

Paul,  &c.  abode  at  Troas  seven 
days ;  and  upon  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  when  the  disciples  came  toge- 
ther to  break  bread,  Paul  preached 
unto  them,  ready  to  depart  on  the 
morrow,  and  continued  his  speech 
until  midnight,  &c.  when  he,  &c.  had 
broken  bread,  and  eaten,  and  talked 
a  long  while,  even  till  break  of  day, 
he  departed. — Acts  xx.  6 — 8.  II. 

Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  let 
every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store 
as  God  hath  prospered  him,  that  there 
be  no  gatherings  when  I  come. — 1 
Cor.  XVI.  2. 

For  he  spake  in  a  certain  place  of 
the  seventh  day  on  this  wise ;   And 
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God  did  rest  the  seyenth  day  from  all 
his  works,  &c.  If  Jesus  (or  Joshua) 
had  given  them  rest,  then  would  he 
not  aflerward  have  spoken  of  ano- 
ther day;  there  remaineth  therefore  a 
rest  (or  a  sabbath)  to  the  people  of 
God,  &c. — Heb.  iv,  4 — 9. 

I  John,  &c.  was  in  the  Spirit  on 
the  Lord's  day,  &c. — Rev.  i.  9,  10. 


CHAPTER  LVII. 

OF  USURT. 

If  thou  lend  money  to  any  of  rov 
people  that  is  poor  by  thee,  thou  shaft 
not  be  to  him  as  an  usurer,  neither 
shalt  thou  lay  upon  him  usury. — 
Exod.  xxii.  25. 

And  if  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor, 
and  fallen  into  decay  with  thee,  then 
thou  shalt  relieve  nim,  &c.  Take 
thou  no  usury  of  him,  or  increase; 
but  fear  thy  Gbd,  that  thy  brother 
may  live  with  thee.  Thou  shalt  not 
give  him  thy  money  upon  usury,  nor 
lend  him  thy  victuals  for  increase. — 
Levit.  XXV.  35 — 37. 

Thou  shalt  not  lend  upon  usury  to 
thy  brother :  usury  of  money,  usury 
of  victuals,  usury  of  any  thing  that  is 
lent  upon  usury.  Unto  a  stranger 
thou  mayest  lend  upon  usury,  but 
nnto  thy  brother  thou  shalt  not 
lend  upon  usury,  &c. — Deut.  xxiii. 
19,20. 

When  the  Jews  were  low,  and 
borrowed  money  of  each  other  to  buy 
corn,  and  for  necessary  uses,  and 
took  mortgages  of  their  lands,  and 
sold  their  sons  and  daughters  each  to 
other  for  it :  then  Nehemiah  rebuked 
them  for  this  usury;  and  further  tells 
them,  that  be  and  his  brethren  might 
exact  of  them  money  and  com,  and 
prays  them  to  leave  off  this  usury. — 
Neh.  V. 

Loi*d,  who  shall  abide  in  thy  ta- 
bernacle? &;c.  He  that  putteth  not 
out  his  money  to  usury,  nor  taketh 
reward  against  the  innocent. — Ps.  xv. 
1.  5. 

He  that  by  usury  and  unjust  gain 


increaseth  his  substance,  he  shall  ga« 
ther  it  for  him  that  will  pity  the  poor. 
— Prov.  xxviii.  8. 

I  have  neither  lent  on  usury,  nor 
men  have  lent  to  me  on  usury,  yet 
every  one  of  them  doth  curse  me. — 
Jer.  XV.  10. 

If  a  man  be  just,  &c.  and  hath  not 
oppressed  any,  &c.  hath  given  his 
bread  to  the  hungry,  &c.  liath  not 
given  forth  upon  usury,  nor  taken  in- 
crease.— Ezek.  xviii.  5.  7,  8. 12, 13. 

Thou  hast  taken  usury  and  in- 
crease, and  thou  hast  greedily  gained 
of  thy  neighbours  by  extortion. — 
Ezek.  xxii.  12. 


CHAPTER  LVIII. 

OF  ENVT,  WRATH,  HATRED,  MALICE, 
BITTERNESS,  EMULATION,  DISCON- 
TENT, AND  STRIFE. 

Abeam  said  unto  Lot,  Let  there  be 
no  strife,  I  pray  thee,  between  me 
and  thee,  and  between  my  herdmen 
and  thy  herdmen,  for  we  be  bre- 
thren, &c.  If  thou  wilt  take  the  left 
hand,  then  I  will  go  to  the  right ;  if 
thou  depart  to  the  right,  then  I  will 
go  to  the  left. — Gen.  xiii.  8,  9. 

When  Rachel  saw  that  she  bare

CHAPTER  LIX. 

OF  MURDER  AND  TAKING  AWAT  THE 
LIFE  OF  MAN. 

Because  God  accepted  of  Abel's 
offering,  and  had  not  respect  unto 
Cain,  and  his  offering,  Cain  rose  up 
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against  his  brother  Abel,  and  slew 
him  And  the  Lord  said,  &c.  What 
hast  thou  done  ?  the  voice  of  thy  bro- 
ther's blood  crieth  unto  me  from  the 
ground.  And  now  art  thou  cursed 
from  the  earth,  which  hath  opened 
her  mouth  to  receive  thy  brother's 
blood  from  thy  hand,  &c. — And  La- 
mech  said  unto  his  wives,  &c.  I  have 
slain  a  man  to  my  wounding,  and  a 
young  man  to  my  hurt.  If  Cain  shall 
be  avenged  sevenfold,  truly  Lamech 
seventy  and  sevenfold. — Gren.  iv.  4 — 
6.  8.  10, 11.  23,  24. 

Your  blood  of  your  lives  will  I  re- 
quire ;  at  the  hand  of  every  beast  will 
I  require  it,  and  at  the  hand  of  man  ; 
at  the  hand  of  every  man's  brother 
will  I  require  the  life  of  man.  Whoso 
sheddeth  man's  blood,  by  man  shall 
his  blood  be  shed :  for  in  the  imagfe 
of  God  made  he  man. — Gen.  ix.  5, 6. 

Because  Jacob  had  gotten  his  fa- 
ther's blessing,  Esau  hated  him.  And 
Esau  said  in  his  heart,  The  days  of 
mourning  for  my  father  are  at  hand, 
then  will  I  slay  my  brother  Jacob. — 
Gen.  xxvii.  41. 

Joseph's  brethren  hated  him,  and 
conspired  against  him  to  slay  him. — 
Gen.  xxxvii.  4. 11.  18. 

Simeon  and  Levi  are  brethren ;  in- 
struments of  cruehy  are  in  their  habi- 
tations. O  my  soul,  come  not  thou  into 
their  secret,  &c.  for  in  their  anger 
they  slew  a  man,  and  in  their  self-will, 
&c.  Cursed  be  their  anger,  for  it  was 
fierce;  and  their  wrath,  tor  it  was  cruel. 
-Gen.  xlix.  5 — 7;  xxxiv.  25,  &c. 

Thou  shalt  not  kill. — Exod.  xx.  13. 

He  that  smiteth  a  man,  so  that  he 
die,  he  shall  be  surely  put  to  death, 
&c.  If  a  man  come  presumptuously 
upon  his  neighbour  to  slay  him  with 
guile,  thou  snalt  take  him  from  mine 
altar,  that  he  may  die. — Exod.  xxi. 
12 — 14 ;  Levit.  xxiv.  17. 

If  a  thief  be  found  breaking  up,  and 
be  smitten  that  he  die,  there  shall  no 
blood  be  shed  for  him,  &c. — Exod. 
xxii.  2,  3. 

If  he  smite  him  with  an  instrument 
of  iron,  so  that  he  die,  &c.  or  with 


throwing  a  stone,  kc.  or  with  an  hand 
weapon  of  wood,  wherewith  he  may 
die,  and  he  die,  he  is  a  murderer :  the 
murderer  shall  surely  be  put  to  death, 
&c.  If  he  thrust  him  of  hatred,  or 
hurl  at  him  by  laying  of  wait,  that  he 
die ;  or  in  enmity  smite  him  with  bis 
hand,  that  he  die ;  he  that  smote  him 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death,  for  he  is 
a  murderer,  &c.  But  if  be  thrust  him 
suddenly  without  enmity,  or  have  cast 
upon  him  any  thing  without  layin?  of 
wait,  or  with  any  stone,  where witii  a 
man  may  die,  seeing  him  not,  and 
cast  it  upon  him  that  he  die,  and  was 
not  his  enemy,  neither  sought  his 
harm;  then  the  congregation  shall 
judge,  and  deliver  the  smyer  out  of 
the  hand  of  the  avenger  of  blood,  &c. 
The  murderer  shall  be  pnt  to  death 
by  the  mouth  of  witnesses ;  bnt  one 
witness  shall  not  testify  against  any 
person  to  cause  him  to  die.  More- 
over, ye  shall  take  no  satisfacdon  for 
the  lite  of  a  murderer,  but  he  shall  be 
surely  put  to  death,  &c.  So  ye  shall 
not  pollute  the  land  wherein  ye  are ; 
for  blood,  it  defileth  the  land,  and  the 
land  cannot  be  cleansed  of  the  blood 
that  is  shed  therein,  (or  there  can  be 
no  expiation  for  the  land,)  but  by  the 
blood  of  him  that  shed  it. — Numb. 
XXXV.  16,  &c.;  Deut.  xix.  4 — 6. 10 — 
13 ;  Exod.  xxi.  12—15. 

When  David  had  met  with  Saul  (who 
was  pursuing  his  life)  upon  an  advan- 
tage m  the  cave,  and  might  have  slain 
him,  and  was  moved  thereto;  yet  here- 
fused,  and  said.  The  Lord  avenge  me; 
but  mine  hand  shall  not  be  upon  thee. 
— 1  Sam.  xxiv.  12, 13 ;  xxvi.  9 — 11. 

David's  murder  of  Uriah,  and  judg- 
ments from  God  on  David's  house  for 
it. — 2  Sam.  xi ;  xii. 

The  murdering  of  Naboth  threaten- 
ed and  punished  upon  Ahab's  house. 
— 1  Kings  xxi ;  xxii.  38. 

Surely  at  the  commandment  of  the 
Lord  came  this  upon  Jadah,  to  re- 
move them  out  of  his  sight,  for  the 
sins  of  Manasseh,  &c.  and  for  the  in- 
nocent blood  that  he  shed  ;  for  he 
filled  Jerusalem  with  innocent  blood, 
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which  the  Lord  would  not  pardon. — 
2  Kings  xxiv.  3,  4. 

The  murderer,  rising  with  the 
light,  killeth  the  poor  and  needy,  and 
in  the  night  is  as  a  thief. — Job  xxiv. 
14 ;  Ps.  x.  4.  8. 

Deliver  me  from  blood-guiltiness, 
O  God,  thou  God  of  my  salvation. — 
Ps.  li.  14 ;  2  Sam.  xi. 

They  sleep  not  except  they  have 
done  some  mischief:  and  their  sleep 
is  taken  awav,  unless  they  cause  some 
to  fall.— Prov.  iv.  16, 17. 

God  hates  him  whose  hands  shed 
innocent  blood. — Prov.  iv,  16, 17. 

Will  ye  steal,  murder,  &c.  and 
come  and  fitand  before  me  in  this 
house,  which  is  called  by  my  name  ?

By  swearing,  and  lying,  and  killing, 
and  stealing, and  committing  adultery, 
they  break  out,  and  blood  toucheth 
blood  :  therefore  shall  the  land  mourn, 
and  e\eTy  one  that  dwelleth  therein 
shall  languish. — Hosea  iv.  2,  3. 

The  mariners,  when  they  were  to 
cast  out  Jonah  into  the  sea,  prayed 
to  God,  That  they  might  not  perish 
for  his  life,  and  that  God  would  not 
lay  innocent  blood  to  their  charge. — 
Jonah  i.  14. 

The  chief  priests  and  elders  impli- 
citly acknowledged  their  guilt  of  mur- 
dering Christ :  for  that,  when  Judas 
had  agreed  with  them  for  thirty  pieces 
of  silver  to  betray  him,  and  being 
struck  with  remorse  for  his  execrable 
villany,  and  bringing  back  the  money, 
said,  I  have  betrayed  innocent  blood ; 
when  they  said,  What  is  that  to  us  ? 
see  thou  to  that.  Then  they  afterward 
said.  It  is  not  lawful  to  put  those 
pieces  of  silver  into  the  treasury,  be- 
cause it  is  the  price  of  blood. — Matt, 
xxvii.  3 — 6. 

Out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil 
thoughts,  murders,  &c. — Matt.  xv.  19. 

Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  &c. 
he  was  a  murderer  from  the  begin- 
ning.— John  viii.  44. 

The  barbarians  thought  that  ven- 
geance would  not  suffer  a  murderer 
to  live. — Acts  xxviii.  3,  4. 


The  works  of  the  flesh  are,  envy- 
ings,  murders,  &c.  of  the  which  I  tell 
you  before,  as  I  have  also  told  you  in 
time  past,  that  they  which  do  such 
things  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom 
of  God.— Gal.

CHAPTER    LX. 

OF  ADULTBRIES. 

Abraham  and  Jacob,  by  the  consent 
of  their  wives,  went  in  unto  their 
maidens,  and  had  children  by  them. — 
Gen.  xvi.  1,  &c.;  xxx.  1,  &c. 

Abimelech,  king  of  (rerar,  sent 
and  took  Sarah,  Abraham's  wife;  but 
God  came  to  Abimelech  in  a  dream 
by  night,  and  said  to  him,  Behold, 
thou  art  but  a  dead  man  for  the  wo- 
man which  thou  hast  taken,  for  she  is 
a  man's  wife :  but  Abimelech  had  not 
come  near  her,  &c.  He  said,  In  the 
innocency  of  my  hands  have  I  done 
this :  and  Gk)d  said  unto  him  in  a 
dream,  Yea,  I  know,  &c.  therefore 
suffered  I  thee  not  to  touch  her;  now 
therefore,  restore  the  man  his  wife, 
&c.  if  not,  know  that  thou  shalt  surely 
die. — Gen.  xx,  2 — 7, 

Abimelech  saw  Isaac  sportine  with 
Rebekah  his  wife,  and  Abimelech  call- 
ed Isaac,  and  said,  Behold,  of  a  sure- 
ty she  is  thy  wife;  and  how  saidst 
thou.  She  is  my  sister?  kc.  What  is 
this  thou  hast  done  unto  us?     One 
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of  the  people  might  lightly  have  lien 
with  thy  wife,  and  tnou  shouldest 
have  hrou^ht  guiltiness  upon  us.  And 
Ahimelech  charged  all  his  people, 
saying.  He  that  toucheth  this  man  or 
his  wife,  shall  surely  be  put  to  death. 
— Gen.  xxvi.  8—11. 

Reuben  went  and  lay  with  Bilhah, 
his  father's  concubine. — Gen.  xxxy. 
22 ;  xlix.  3,  4. 

When  Potiphar's  wife  tempted  Jo- 
seph to  have  lain  with  her,  he  answer- 
ed her.  My  master,  &c.  hath  not  kept 
back  any  thing  from  me  but  thee,  be- 
cause thou  art  his  wife ;  how  then  can 
I  do  this  great  wickedness,  and  sin 
against  God  ?  and  it  came  to  pass,  as 
she  spake  to  Joseph  day  by  day,  that 
he  hearkened  not  to  her  to  lie  by  her, 
or  to  be  with  her,  &c.  she  causht  him 
by  his  garment,  saying,  Lie  with  me ; 
and  he  left  his  garment  in  her  hand, 
and  fled  and  gat  him  out.  —  Gen. 
xxxix.  7 — 13. 

Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. — 
Exod.  XX.  14. 

The  man  that  comraitteth  adultery 
with  another  man's  wife ;  even  he  that 
comniittoth  adultery  with  his  neigh- 
bour's wife,  the  adulterer  and  adul- 
teress shall  surely  be  put  to  death. — 
Levit.  XX.  10 ;  xviii.  20.  22. 

David's  adultery  with  the  wife  of 
Uriah,  and  God's  great  displeasure 
against  him  for  it. — 2  Sam.  xi ;  xii. 

The  eye  also  of  the  adulterer  wait- 
eth  for  the  twilight,  sayinjr.  No  eye 
shall  sec  me ;  and  disguiseth  his  face. 
— Job  xxiv.  15. 

If  my  heart  have  been  deceived  by 
a  woman,  or  if  I  have  laid  wait  at  my 
neighbour's  door ;  let  my  wife  grind 
unto  another,  and  let  others  bow  down 
upon  her :  for  this  is  a  heinous  crime, 
&c.  It  is  a  fire  that  consumeth  to 
destruction,  and  would  root  out  all 
my  increase. — Job  xxxi.  9 — 12. 

By  means  of  a  whorish  woman,  a 
man  is  brought  to  a  piece  of  bread, 
and  the  aduheress  will  hunt  for  the 
precious  life.  Can  a  man  take  fire  in 
liis  bosom,  and  his  clothes  not  be 
burnt  ?  &c.  so  he  that  gocth  in  to  his 


neighbour's  wife,  whosoever  toaeheth 
her  shall  not  be  innoceoty  &c.  Whoso 
committeth  adultery  with  a  woman, 
lacketh  understanding ;  he  that  doeth 
it,  destroyeth  his  own  booI  ;  a  wound 
and  dishonour  shall  he  get,  and  his  re- 
proach shall  not  be  wiped  away.  For 
jealousy  is  the  rage  of  a  man,  there- 
fore he  will  not  spare  in  the  day  of  ven- 
geance.—Prov.  vi.  26—29. 32—35. 

See  the  flattering  and  enticing 
words  and  language  of  an  adulterous 
woman,  whereby  me  deceiveth  a  fool- 
ish man. — Prov.  vii.  7 — ^21. 

Such  is  the  wav  of  an  adnlterout 
woman,  she  eateth  and  wipeth  her 
mouth,  and  saith,  I  htfve  done  no 
wickedness. — Prov.  xxx.  20. 

Will  ye,  &c.  commit  adultery,  &c. 
and  stand  in  this  house  before  me? 
&c. — Jer.  vii.  9, 10. 

Because  they  have  committed  vii- 
lany  in  Israel,  and  have  committed 
adultery  with  their  neighbour's  wives, 
&c.  I  know,  and  am  a  'witness,  saith 
the  Lord. — Jer.  xxix.  23. 

How  shall  I  pardon  thee  for  this  ? 
&c.  When  I  had  fed  them  to  the  fnll, 
they  then  committed  adultery,  and  as- 
sembled themselves  by  troops  in  the 
harlots'  houses.  They  were  as  fed 
horses  in  the  morning :  every  one 
neighed  afler  his  neighbour's  wife. 
Shall  I  not  visit  for  these  things,  saitli 
the  Lord:  and  shall  not  my  soul  be 
avenged  of  such  a  nation  as  this  ? — 
Jer.  v.  7—9. 

I  have  seen  thy  adulteries  and  thy 
neighings,  the  lewdness  of  thy  whore- 
dom, and  thy  abominations  on  the 
hills,  in  the  fields  :  woe  unto  thee,  0 
Jerusalem,  wilt  thou  not  be  made 
clean  ? — Jer.  xiii.  27. 

The  Lord  hath  a  controversy  with 
the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  because, 
&c.  by  swearing,  &c.  committing  of 
adultery,  they  break  out,  &c-  there- 
fore shall  the  land  mourn,  &c. — Hosea 
iv.  1—^. 

Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
except  it  be  for  fornication,  and  shall 
marry  another,  committeth  adultery, 
and  whoso  marricth  her  which  is  put 
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awaj,  doth  commit  adalteiy. — Matt. 
xix.  9;  Mark  x.  9—12.  19. 

Let  not  the  wife  depart  from  her 
husband ;  but  and  if  sne  depart,  let 
her  remain  unmarried,  or  be  recon- 
ciled to  her  husband  ^  and  let  not  the 
husband  put  away  his  wife. — 1  Cor. 
vii.  10,  11. 

Be  not  deceived:  neither  fornica- 
tors, &c.  nor  adulterers,  nor  effemi- 
nate, nor  abusers  of  themselves  with 
mankind,  &c.  shall  inherit  the  king- 
dom of  God. — 1  Cor.  vi.  9,  10. 

The  works  of  the  flesh  are  mani- 
fest, which  are  these,  adultery,  forni- 
cation, uncleanness,  &c.  I  tell  you, 
that  they  which  do  such  things,  shall 
not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  Crod.  — 
Gal.  V.  19—21 5  Eph.  v.  5,  6;  Col. 
iii.  5,  6. 

Out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil 
thoughts,  &c.  adulteries,  &c. — Matt. 
XV.  19. 

Whosoever  looketh  on  a  woman  to 
lust  afler  her,  hath  committed  adul- 
tery with  her  already  in  his  heart. — 
Matt.  V.  28. 

Jesus  said  unto  the  woman  taken  in 
adultery,  Neither  do  I  condemn  thee : 
go,  and  sin  no  more. — John  viii.  11. 

Let  us  walk  honestly  as  in  the  day,

The  lips  of  a  strange  woman  drop  as 
an  honeycomb,  and  her  mouth  is 
smoother  than  oil ;  but  her  end  is 
bitter  as  wormwood,  &c. :  remove  thv 
way  far  from  her,  and  come  not  nigh 
the  door  of  her  house ;  lest,  &c.  thou 
mourn  at  the  last,  when  thy  flesh  and 
thy  body  are  consumed. — Prov.  v.  3, 
4.  a  11. 

Keep  thee  from  the  evil  woman, 
and  lust  not  afler  her  beauty,  &c.  for 
by  means  of  a  whorish  woman  a  man 


is  brought  to  a  piece  of  bread. — Prov. 
vi.  24r-26. 

I  discerned,  &c.  a  youne  man  void 
of  understanding,  &c.  ana  there  met 
him  a  woman  with  the  attire  of  an 
harlot,  &c. ;  so  she  caught  him  and 
kissed  him,  and  with  an  impudent 
fiu;e  and  much  flattering  words,  &c. 
forced  him,  and  he  went  afler  her 
straightway,  as  an  ox  gcneth  to  the 
slaughter. — Prov.  vii.  7.  10.  13.  21, 
22;  ix.  13— 15. 

The  mouth  of  strange  women  is  a 
deep  pit :  he  that  is  abhorred  of  the 
Lord  shall  fall  therein. — Prov.  xxii. 
14;  xxiii.  27,  28;  Eccles.  vii.  26. 

Give  not  thy  strength  unto  women, 
nor  thy  ways  to  that  which  destroyeth 
kings.— Prov.  xxxi.  3. 

Out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil 
thoughts,  &c.  fornications,  &c.  these 
are  the  things  which  defile  a  man. — 
Matt.  XV.  19,  20. 

God  gave  them  over  to  a  reprobate 
mind,  &c.  being  filled  with  all  un- 
righteousness, fornication,  &c. — Rom. 
i.  28,  29. 

Let  us  walk  honestly  as  in  the  day, 
not  in  chambering  and  wantonness, 
&c. — Rom.  xiii.  13. 

Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  tem- 
ple of  God?  &c.  If  any  man  defile  the 
temple  of  God,  him  shall  God  destroy. 
— 1  Cor.  iii.  16, 17 ;  vi.  19,  20. 

It  is  reported  commonly,  that  there 
is  fornication  among  you,  &c.  I  wrote 
unto  you  not  to  company  with  forni- 
cators, &c.  If  any  man  that  is  called 
a  brother  be  a  fornicator,  with  such 
an  one  no  not  to  eat. — 1  Cor.  v.  1. 
9.  11. 

Know  ye  not  that  the  unrighteous 
shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God  ? 
Be  not  deceived  :  neither  fornicators, 
&c.  Now  the  body  is  not  for  fornica- 
tion, but  for  the  Lord,  &c.  your  bodies 
are  the  members  of  Christ:  shall  I 
then  take  the  members  of  Christ,  and 
make  them  the  members  of  an  harlot  ? 
God  forbid :  What?  know  ye  not  that 
he  which  is  joined  to  an  harlot  is  one 
body?  &c.  Flee  fornication.  Every  sin 
that  a  man  doeth  is  without  the  body; 
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jfut  'he  tbat  COiDmitteth  fornication 
sinneth  against  his  own  body. — 1  Cor. 
vi.  9, 10.  13. 15, 16.  18  J  x.  8;  Eph. 
V.  5, 6. 

If  they  cannot  contain,  let  them 
marry ;  for  it  is  better  to  marry  than 
to  burn. — 1  Cor.  vii.  9. 

I  fear^  &c.  my  God  will  humble  me 
among  you ;  and  that  1  shall  bewail 
many  which  have  sinned  already,  and 
have  not  repented  of  the  uncleanness, 
and  fornication,  and  lasciviousness 
which  they  have  committed. — 2  Cor. 
xii.  20,21. 

The  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest, 
which  are  these,  fornication,  unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness. — Gal.  v.  19. 

But  fornication  and  all  uncleanness, 
&c.  let  it  not  be  once  named  amongst 
you,  as  becometh  saints,  &c.  because 
of  these  things  cometh  the  wrath  of 
God  upon  the  children  ordisobedience 
(or  unbelief.)

Mortify  therefore  your  members 
which  are  upon  the  earth,  fornication, 
uncleanness,  inordinate  afiection,  &c.

Whoremongers,  &c.  God  will  judge. 
— Heb.  xiii.  4. 

But  the,  &c.  and  whoremongers, 
&c.  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake 
which  burneth,  &c. — Rev.  xxi.  8. 

CHAPTER  LXII. 

OF    DRUNKENNESS. 

And  Noah  drank  of  the  wine,  and 
was  drunken,  and  he  was  uncovered 
within  his  tent. — Gen.  ix.  21. 

Lot's  daughters  made  him  drink 
wine,  so  that  they  lay  with  him,  and 
he  knew  not  when  they  lay  down,  nor 
when  they  rose. — Gen.  xix.  32,  &c. 

This  our  son  is  a  glutton  and  a 
drunkard :  and  all  the  men  of  his  city 
shall  stone  him. — Deut.  xxi.  20,  21. 

Lest  there  should  be  among  you  a 
root  that  beareth  gall  and  wormwood; 
and  it  come  to  pass  when  he  heareth 
the  words  of  this  curse,  that  he  bless 
himself  in  his  heart,  saying,  I  shall 
have  peace,  though  I  walk  in   the 


imagination  (or  stubbornness)  of  mine 
heart,  to  ada  drunkenness  to  thirst; 
the  Lord  will  not  spare  him ;  but 
then  the  anger  of  the  Lord,  and  his 
jealousy,  shall  smoke  against  tbat 
man,  &c. — Deut.  xxix.  18 — ^20- 

Nabal's  heart  was  merry  within 
him :  for  he  was  very  drunken. — 
1  Sam.  XXV.  36. 

When  David  had  called  Uriah,  he 
did  eat  and  drink  before  him :  and  he 
made  him  drunk. — 2  Sam.  xi.  13. 

When  Elah  was  drinking  himself 
drunk  in  the  house  of  Arza,  Zimri 
smote  him  and  killed  him. — 1  Kings 
xvi.  9,  10. 

Benhadad  was  drinking  himself 
drunk  in  the  pavilions,  when  Israel 
came  and  slew  the  Syrians. — 1  Kings 
XX.  16. 19,  20. 

And  they  gave  them  drink  in  ves- 
sels of  gold,  &c.  and  royal  wine  in 
abundance,  according  to  the  state  of 
the  king ;  and  the  drinking  was  ac- 
cording to  law,  none  did  compel :  for 
so  the  king  had  appointed  to  all  the 
officers  of  his  house,  that  they  should 
do  according  to  every  man's  pleasure. 
— Esth.  i.  7,  8. 

They  that  sat  in  the  gate  spake 
against  me,  and  I  was  the  song  of  the 
drunkards. — Ps.  Ixix.  12. 

Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is 
raging,  and  whosoever  is  deceived 
thereby  is  not  wise. — Pro  v.  xx.  1. 

Be  not  amongst  wine  bibbers, 
amongst  riotous  eaters  of  flesh;  for 
the  drunkard  and  the  glutton  shall 
come  to  poverty. — Prov.  xxiii.  20,21. 

It  is  not  for  kings  to  drink  wioe, 
nor  for  princes  strong  drink ;  lest 
they  drink  and  forget  the  law,  and 
pervert  the  judgment  of  any  of  the 
afflicted. — Prov.  xxxi.  4,  5. 

Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early 
in  the  morning,  that  they  may  follow 
strong  drink,  that  continue  until  night, 
till  wine  inflame  them,  &e.  Woe  unto 
them  that  are  mighty  to  drink  wine, 
and  men  of  strength  to  mingle  strong 
drink. — Isa.  v.  11.  22. 

The  earth  shall  reel  to  and  fro  like 
a  drunkard. — Isa.  xxi  v.  20. 
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They  also  have  erred  through  wine, 
and  through  strong  drink  are  out  of 
the  way :  the  priest  and  the  prophet 
have  erred  through  strong  drink,  they 
are  swallowed  up  of  wine,  they  are 
out  of  the  way  tnrough  strong  drink ; 
they  err  in  vision,  they  stumble  in 
judgment:  for  all  tables  are  full  of 
vomit  and  filthiness.  —  Isa.  xxviii. 
7,8. 

His  watchmen  are  blind,  &c.  Come 
ye,  sav  they,  I  will  fetch  wine,  and  we 
will  fill  ourselves  with  stron?  drink ; 
and  to-morrow  shall  be  as  Sns  day, 
and  much  more  abundant. — Isa.  Ivi. 
10—12. 

Awake,  ye  drunkards,  and  weep, 
and  howl,  all  ye  drinkers  of  wine,  be- 
cause of  the  new  wine ;  for  it  is  cut 
off  from  your  mouth. — JToel  i.  5. 

Woe  to  them  that  are  at  ease  in 
Zion,  &c.  that  drink  wine  in  bowls. — 
Amos  vi.  1.  6. 

While  they  are  drunken  as  drunk- 
ards, they  shall  be  devoured  as  stubble 
fully  dry. — Nahum  i.  10. 

Woe  unto  him  that  giveth  his 
neighbour  drink,  that  puttest  thy  bot- 
tle to  him,  and  makest  him  drunken 
also,  that  thou  mayest  look  on  their 
nakedness.

I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  &c.  if  any  man  that  is  called 
a  brother,  be,  &c.  a  drunkard,  or  an 
extortioner,  with  such  an  one  no  not 
to  eat.

Be  not  deceived:  neither  fornica- 
tors, &c.  nor  drunkards,  shall  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God.

Wherefore,  putting  away  lying, 
speak  every  man  truth  with  his  neigh- 
bour :  for  we  are  members  one  of  an- 
other.— Eph.  iv.  25. 


Lie  not  one  to  another,  seeing  that 
ye  have  put  off  the  old  man  with  his 
deeds. — Col.  iii.  9. 

The  law  is  made  for  the  lawless, 
&c.  for  liars. — 1  Tim.  i.  9, 10. 

All  liars  shall  have  their  part  in 
the  lake  which  bumeth  with  nre  and 
brimstone,  which  is  the  second  death, 
&c.  There  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into 
the  New  Jerusalem  any  thing  that 
defileth,  neither  whatsoever  worketh 
abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie. — Rev. 
xxi.  8.  27. 

For  without  are  dogs,  and  sorcerers, 
&c.  and  whosoever  loveth  and  maketh 
a  lie. — Rev.  xxii.  15. 

CHAPTER  LXVI. 

OF  TEMPTING  GOD :    OR  WHEREIN   MEN 
MAT  BE  SAID  TO  TEMPT  HIM. 

MosES  said  to  the  people.  Why  chide 
ye  with  me  ?  Wherefore  do  ye  tempt 
the  Lord  ? — Exod.  xvii.  2. 

They  tempted  God  in  their  heart, 
by  asking  meat  for  their  lusts,  &c. 
yea,  they  turned  back,  and  tempted 
God,  and  limited  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel,  &c.  yea,  they  tempted  and  pro- 
voked the  most  high  God,  and  kept 
not  his  testimonies. — Ps.  Ixxviii.  18. 
41.  56. 

Harden  not  your  hearts  as  in  the 
provocation,  and  as  in  the  day  of 
temptation  in  the  wilderness,  when 
your  fathers  tempted  me,  proved  me, 
and  saw  my  works. — Ps.  xcv.  8,  9. 

Ask  thee  a  si^n :  but  Ahaz  said,  I 
will  not  ask,  neither  will  I  tempt  the 
Lord. — Isa.  vii.  11, 12. 

Ye  have  said.  It  is  in  vain  to  serve 
God,  &c.  they  that  tempt  God  are 
even  delivered. — Mai.  iii.  14, 15. 

If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  cast 
thyself  down,  &c.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him,  It  is  written  a^in.  Thou  shalt 
not  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. — Matt, 
iv.  6 — 8 ;  Deut.  vi.  16 ;  Luke  xxii. 
28. 

When  Christ  had  raised  the  ruler's 
daughter,  he  commanded  that  some- 
thing should  be  given  her  to  eat. — 
Mark  v.  43. 
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When  the  Jews  had  asked  Jesus, 
Is  it  lawful  to  eive  tribute  to  Caesar  7 
be  said  unto  tnem.  Why  tempt  ye 
me? — Mark  xii.  14, 15;  Luke  iv.  2. 

The  Jews  tempted  Christ,  that  they 
might  have  to  accuse  him  about  the 
woman  taken  in  adultery. — John  yiii. 


Ananias  and  Sapphira  are  said  to 
tempt  the  Lord  by  their  lying  about 
the  sale  of  their  possessions. — ^Acts  y. 
1—10. 

Now,  therefore,  why  tempt  ye  God 
to  put  a  yoke  upon  the  neck  of  the 
disciples,  which  neither  our  fathers 
nor  we  were  able  to  bear? — ^Acts  xy. 
10. 

Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ,  as  some 
of  them  also  tempted,  and  were  de- 
stroyed of  serpents. — 1  Cor.  x.  9. 

God  cannot  be  tempted  with  evil, 
neither  tempteth  he  any  man. — James 
1.18. 

CHAPTER  LXVII. 

OF  WITCHCRAFT :    OR  DEALING  WITH 
FAMILIAR  SPIRITS. 

Thou  shalt  not  suffer  a  witch  to  liye. 
— Exod.  xxii.  18. 

The  soul  that  tumeth  afler  such  as 
have  familiar  spirits,  and  afler  wiz- 
ards, to  go  a  whoring  afler  them,  I 
will  even  set  my  face  against  that 
soul,  and  will  cut  him  off,  &c.  A 
man  also,  or  a  woman,  that  hath  a 
familiar  spirit,  or  that  is  a  wizard, 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death. — Levit. 
XX.  6.  27. 

Regard  not  them  that  have  familiar 
spirits,  neither  seek  afler  wizards,  to 
be  defiled  by  them :  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God. — Levit.  xix.  31. 

When  Balaam  saw  that  it  pleased 
the  Lord  to  bless  Israel,  he  went  not, 
as  at  other  times,  to  seek  for  (or  to 
the  meeting  of)  enchantments. — 
Numb.  xxiv.  1 ;  xxiii.  23 ;  Josh, 
xxiii.  7. 

There  shall  not  be  found  among 
you  any,  &c.  that  useth  divination, 
or  an  observer  of  times,  or  an  en- 
chanter^ or  a  witch,  or  a  charmer,  or 


a  contulter  with  &miliar  spirita,  or  a 
wizard,  or  a  necromancer ;  for  all  that 
do  these  things,  are  an  abomination 
unto  the  Lord ;  and  because  of  these 
abominations,  the  Lord  thy  God  dolh 
drive  them  out  from  before  thee.— 
Deut.  xviii.  10—12. 14.  20. 

Rebellion  is  as  the  sin  of  witchcraft. 
— 1  Sam.  XV.  23. 

Saul  said  unto  his  servants.  Seek 
me  a  woman  that  hath  a  familiar  spi* 
rit,  that  I  may  ^o  to  her,  and  inquire 
of  her.  And  his  servants  said  to 
him.  Behold,  there  b  a  woman  that 
hath  a  familiar  spirit  at  Endor.  And 
Saul  went  to  her,  and  said,  I  pray 
thee,  divine  unto  me  by  the  familiskr 
spirit,  and  bring  me  him  up  whom  I 
snail  name,  &c.  which  she  did  (though 
she  hazarded  her  life  by  it) — 1  Sam. 
xxviii.  7,  &c. 

What  peace,  so  long  as  the  whore- 
doms of  thy  mother  Jezebel,  and  her 
witchorafls  are  so  many? — 2  Kings 
ix.  22. 

Manasseh,  &c.  observed  times,  and 
used  enchantments,  and  dealt  wiUi  fa- 
miliar spirits  and  wizards. — 2  Kings 
xxi.  1.  6;  2  Chron.  xxxiii.  6. 

The  workers  with  familiar  spirits, 
and  the  wizards,  &c.  did  Josian  put 
away. — 2  Kings  xxiii.  24. 

So  Saul  died  for  his  transgression, 
&c.  and  also  for  asking  counsel  of  one 
that  had  a  familiar  spirit,  to  inquire 
of  it. — 1  Chron.  x.  13. 

Therefore  thou  hast  forsaken  thy 
people,  the  house  of  Jacob,  because 
they  be  replenished  from  the  east,  and 
are  soothsayers,  like  the  Philistines. 
— Isa.  ii,  6. 

When  they  shall  say  unto  you, 
Seek  unto  them  that  have  familiar 
spirits,  and  unto  wizards  that  peep, 
and  that  mutter :  should  not  a  people 
seek  unto  their  God?  for  the  living 
to  the  dead  ? — Isa.  viii.  19. 

Stand  thou  with  thy  enchantments, 
and  with  the  multitude  of  thy  sorce- 
ries, wherein  thou  hast  laboured  from 
thy  youth ;  if  so  be  thou  shalt  be  able 
to  profit,  if  so  be  thou  mayest  pre- 
vail, &c.     Let  now  the  astrologers, 
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the  Btargazers,  the  monthly  prog^osti* 
cators^  stand  up,  and  save  thee  from 
these  things  which  shall  come  upon 
thee. — Isa.  xlvii.  12, 13. 

The  king  commanded  to  call  the 
magicians,  and  the  astrologers,  and 
the  sorcerers,  and  the  Chaldeans,  to 
shew  the  king  his  dreams. — Dan.  ii. 
2.10;  iv.7;  v.  7. 

I  will  cut  off  witchcraft  out  of  th j 
hand,  and  thou  shalt  have  no  more 
soothsayers. — Micah  v.  12. 

Because  of  the  multitude  of  the 
whoredoms  of  the  well  favoured  har- 
lot, the  mistress  of  witchcrafts,  that 
selleth  nations  through  her  whore- 
doms, and  families  through  her  witch- 
crafts.— Nahum  iii.  4. 

I  will  be  a  swift  witness  against  the 
sorcerers. — Mai.  iii.  5. 

If  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils, 
by  whom  do  your  sons  cast  them 
out? — Luke  xi.  19. 

There  was  a  certain  man  called 
Simeon,  which  beforetime  in  the  same 
city  used  sorcery,  and  bewitched  the 
people  of  Samaria,  giving  out  that 
tiimself  was  some  great  one. — ^Acts 
viii.  9. 

They  found  a  certain  sorcerer,  a 
false  prophet,  a  Jew,  whose  name 
was  Bar-Jesus,  &c.  who  sought  to 
turn  away  the  deputy  from  the  faith, 
kc.  Then  Saul  said,  O  full  of  all 
subtilty  and  all  mischief,  thou  child 
of  the  devil,  &c. — Acts  xiii.  6 — 10. 

A  certain  damsel  possessed  with  a 
spirit  of  divination  (or  of  Python) 
met  us,  which  brought  her  masters 
much  gain  by  soothsaying,  &c.  which 
spirit  Paul  cast  out. — Acts  xvi.  16 — 
18. 

Certain  of  the  vagabond  Jews,  ex- 
orcists, when  they  saw  Paul  cast  out 
evil  spirits,  attempted  to  do  the  same, 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus ;  but 
the  evil  spirit  overcame  them :  upon 
which  many  of  them  which  used  cu- 
rious arts  brought  their  books  toge- 
ther, and  burned  them. — Acts  xix. 
13—16. 18, 19. 

The  works  of  the  flesh  are  mani- 
fest, &c.  witchcrafts. — Gal.  v.  19, 20. 


Sorcerers  (among  others)  are  to 
have  their  part  in  the  lake  which 
bumeth,  &c. — Rev.  xxi.  8. 

Without  are  dogs  and  sorcerers, 
&c. — Rev.  xxii.  15. 

CHAPTER  LXVIIL 

OF  A  HARDENED  HEABT,  AND  G0D*8 
GIVING  MEN  UP  TO  HARDNESS  OF 
HEART. 

The  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  &c.  See 
that  thou  do  all  these  wonders  before 
Pharaoh,  &c.  but  I  will  harden  Pha- 
raoh*s  heart,  that  he  shall  not  let  the 
people  go. — £xod.  iv.  21 ;  vii.  13, 14; 
viii.  15. 

Sihon,  king  of  Heshbon,  would 
not  let  Israel  pass  by  him :  for  the 
Lord  thy  Ood  hardened  his  spirit, 
that  he  might  deliver  him  into  thy 
hand. — Deut.  ii.  30. 

He  turned  their  heart  to  hate  his 
people,  to  deal  subtilly  with  his  ser* 
vants. — Ps.  cv.  25. 

O  Lord,  why  hast  thou  made  us  to 
err  from  thy  ways,  and  hardened  our 
heart  from  thy  fear  ? — Isa.  Ixiii.  17. 

Thou  hast  consumed  them,  but 
they  have  refused  to  receive  correc- 
tion :  they  have  made  their  faces 
harder  than  a  rock;  they  have  re- 
fused to  return. — Jer.  v.  3. 

They  hearkened  not  unto  me,  nor 
inclined '  to  me,  but  hardened  their 
neck;  they  did  worse  than  their  fa- 
thers.— Jer.  vii.  26. 

Ephraim  is  joined  to  idols ;  let  him 
alone. — Hosea  iv.  17. 

Jesus  spake  to  the  wilful  Jews  in 
parables,  Because  (said  he^  they  see- 
mg,  see  not,  &c.  for  this  people's 
heart  is  waxed  gross,  and  their  ears 
are  dull  of  heanng,  and  their  eyes 
they  have  closed,  lest  at  any  time  they 
should  see,  &c.  and  should  be  con- 
verted, and  I  should  heal  them. — 
Matt.  xiii.  13—15 ;  Acts  xxviii.  25 — 
27. 

According  to  which  prophecy,  their 
judicial  hardness  was  evident  in  their 
persecuting  Christ  to  the  death,  not- 
withstanding the  apparent  evidence 
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that  he  was  the  Son  of  Ood,  both  be- 
fore his  death,  in  his  death,  and  in  his 
resurrection. 

Jesus  said,  For  judgment  I  am 
come  into  this  world,  &c.  that  they 
which  see  might  be  made  blind,  &c. 
He  said  to  the  Pharisees,  If  ye  were 
blind,  ye  should  have  no  sin :  but 
now  ye  say,  We  see ;  therefore  your 
sin  remaineth. — John  ix.  39.  41. 

Therefore  thev  could  not  believe, 
because  Isaiah  had  said.  He  hath 
blinded  their  eyes,  and  hardened  their 
hearts,  that  they  should  not  see  with 
their  eyes,  &c.— John  xii.  37. 39, 40. 

They  are  without  excuse,  because 
that  when  they  knew  God,  they  glo- 
rified him  not  as  God,  neither  were 
thankful,  but  became  vain  in  their 
imaginations,  and  their  foolish  heart 
was  darkened,  &c.  wherefore  God  also 
gave  them  up  to  uncleanness,  &c.  for 
diis  cause  God  gave  them  up  unto  vile 
affections,  &c.  and  even  as  they  did 
not  like  to  retain  God  in  their  know- 
ledge, God  gave  them  over  to  a  re- 
probate mind,  Tor  a  mind  void  of  judg- 
ment,) being  filled  with  all  unrighte- 
ousness.— Rom.  i.  21,  &c. 

God  saith  to  Moses,  I  will  have 
mercy  on  whom  I  will  have  mercy, 
&o.  and  whom  he  will  be  hardencth. 
— Rom.  ix.  1-5. 17, 18. 

Israel  hath  not  obtained  that  which 
ho  seeketh  for,  but  the  election  hath 
obtained  it;  and  the  rest  were  blinded 
(or  hardened)  according  as  it  is  writ- 
ten, God  hath  given  them  the  spirit 
of  slumber ;  eyes  that  they  should  not 
see. — Rom.  xi.  7 — 10. 

If  our  gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to 
them  that  are  lost.  In  whom  the  god 
of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds 
of  them  which  believe  not,  lest  the 
light  of  the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ, 
&c.  should  snine  unto  them. — 2  Cor. 
iv.  3,  4. 

Because  they  received  not  the  love 
of  the  truth,  that  they  might  be 
saved ;  and  for  this  cause  God  shall 
send  them  strong  delusion,  that  they 
should  believe  a  lie,  that  they  all 
jn'jght  be  damned  who  believed  not 


the  truth,  but  had  pleasure  in  on- 
righteousness. — 2  Thess.  ii.  10 — 12. 

By  these  three  was  the  third  part 
of  men  killed,  &c.  and  the  rest  of  the 
men  which  were  not  killed  by  these 
plagues,  yet  repented  not  of  the  works 
of  their  hands,  that  they  should  not 
worship  devilsy  and  idols  of  gold, 
&c.— Rev.  ix.  18. 20, 21. 

Men  were  scorched  (or  burned)  with 
great  heat,  and  blasphemed  the  name 
of  God,  which  hath  power  over  these 
plagues ;  and  repented  not  to  give  him 
glory,  &c.  They  gnawed  their  tongues 
for  pain,  and  blasphemed  the  GcMd  of 
heaven,  and  repented  not  of  their 
deeds. — Rev.  xvi.  9 — 11.  21. 

He  that  is  unjust,  let  him  be  unjust 
still ;  and  he  which  is  filthy,  let  him 
be  filthy  still. — Rev.  xxii.  11. 

CHAPTER  LXIX. 

OF  VAIN  CURIOSITY  :    OR  BEIKQ  WISS 
ABOVE  WHAT  IS  WRnTEN. 

Secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord 
our  God,  but  those  things  which  are 
revealed  belong  unto  us  and  to  our 
children  for  ever,  that  we  may  do  all 
the  works  of  this  law. — Deut.  xxix.29. 

Manoah  said  unto  the  angel  of  the 
Lord,  What  is  thy  name,  &c.  that  we 
may  do  thee  honour?  And  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Why  askest 
thou  thus  after  my  name,  seeing  it  is 
secret  (or  wonderful)  ? — Judges  xiii. 
17, 18. 

Jesus  said  unto  them,  It  is  not  for 
you  to  know  the  times  or  the  seasons, 
which  the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own 
power. — Acts  i.  6,  7. 

These  things,  brethren,  I  have  in  a 
figure  transferred  to  myself,  and  to 
Apollos,  for  your  sakes,  that  you 
might  learn  in  us  not  to  think  of  men 
above  that  which  is  written. — 1  Cor. 
iv.  6. 

CHAPTER  LXX. 

OF  GOD*S  PROVIDENCE  IN  THE  DISPOSAL 
OP  ALL  EVENTS. 

Thine,  O  Lord,  is  the  greatness,  and 
the  power,  &c.  both  riches  and  ho- 
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DOur  come  of  thee,  and  thou  reignest 
over  all ;  and  in  thine  hand  is  power 
and  might ;  and  in  thine  hand  it  is  to 
make  great,  and  to  give  strength  unto 
all. — 1  Chron.  xxix.  11,  12. 

He  disappointeth  the  devices  of 
the  crafty,  so  that  their  hands  cannot 
perform  their  enterprise:  he  taketh 
the  wise  in  their  own  craftiness ;  and 
the  counsel  of  the  froward  is  carried 
headlong.  They  meet  with  darkness 
(or  cannot  perform  any  thing)  in  the 
daytime,  and  grope  in  the  noonday 
as  in  the  night. — Job  v.  12 — 14. 

The  Lord,  &c.  in  whose  hands  is  the 
soul  of  every  living  thing,  and  the 
breath  of  all  mankind,  &c.  behold  he 
breaketh  down,  and  it  cannot  be  built 
again :  he  shutteth  up  a  man,  and 
there  can  be  no  opening. — Job  xii. 
10.  14. 

The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of 
the  heathen  to  nought,  he  maketh  the 
devices  of  the  people  of  none  effect. 
The  counsel  of  the  Lord  standeth  for 
ever,  &c. — Ps.  xxxiii.  10,  11. 

Promotion  cometh  neither  from  the 
east,  nor  from  the  west :  but  God  is 
the  judge  :  he  putteth  down  one,  and 
setteth  up  another. — Ps.  Ixxv.  6,  7. 

Except  the  Lord  build  the  house, 
they  labour  in  vain  that  build  it :  ex- 
cept the  Lord  keep  the  city,  the 
watchman  waketh  but  in  vain :  it  is 
vain  for  you  to  rise  up  early,  &c. — 
Ps,  cxxvii.  1,  2. 

Put  not  your  trust  in  princes,  nor 
in  the  son  of  man,  in  whom  there  is 
no  help :  his  breath  goeth  forth,  he 
retumeth  to  his  earth,  and  that  very 
day  his  thoughts  perish. — Ps.  cxlvi. 
3,4. 

A  man's  heart  deviseth  his  way; 
but  the  Lord  directeth  his  steps,  &c. 
The  lot  is  cast  into  the  lap :  but  the 
whole  disposing  thereof  is  of  the 
Lord. — Prov.  xvi.  9.  33. 

Man's  goings  are  of  the  Lord :  how 
can  a  man  then  understand  his  own 
way  ? — Prov.  xx.  24. 

There  is  no  wisdom,  nor  under- 
standing, nor  counsel,  against  the 
Lord. — Prov.  xxi,  30. 


Boast  not  thyself  of  to-morrow; 
for  thou  knowest  not  what  a  day  may 
bring  forth. — Prov,  xxvii.  1. 

Let  not  the  wise  man  glory  in  his 
wisdom,  neither  let  the  mighty  man 
glory  in  his  might :  let  not  the  rich 
man  elory  in  his  riches. — Jer.  ix.  23. 

0  Lord,  I  know  that  the  way  of 
man  is  not  in  himself:  it  is  not  in 
man  that  walketh  to  direct  his  steps. 
—Jer.  X.  23. 

Grod,  that  made  the  world,  kc.  hath 
made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men 
for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the 
earth,  and  hath  determined  the  times 
before  appointed,  and  the  bounds  of 
their  habitation. — Acts  xvii.  24.  26. 

1  will  not  see  you  now  by  the  way, 
but  I  trust  to  tarry  awhile  with  you^ 
if  the  Lord  permit. — 1  Cor.  xvi.  7. 

But  I  trust  in  the  Lord  Jesus  to 
send  Timotheus  shortly  unto  you,  &;c. 
him,  therefore,  I  hope  to  send,  &c. 
But  I  trust  in  the  Lord,  that  I  also 
myself  shall  come  shortly. — Phil  ii, 
19.  23,  24. 

Now  God  himself,  and  our  Father, 
and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  direct  our 
way  unto  you. — 1  Thess.  iii.  11. 

Go  to  now,  ye  that  say,  To-day  or 
to-morrow  we  will  go  into  such  a  city, 
and  continue  there  a  year,  and  buy, 
and  sell,  and  get  gain :  whereas  ye 
know  not  what  shall  be  on  the  mor- 
row. For  what  is  your  life  ?  It  is  even 
a  vapour,  that  appeareth  for  a  little 
time,  and  then  vanisheth  away.  For 
that  ye  ought  to  say.  If  the  Lord  will, 
we  shall  live,  and  do  this,  or  that. — 
James  iv.  13^ — 15. 

CHAPTER  LXXI. 

OF  RESIGNATION  TO,  AND  CONTENT- 
MENT WITH,  ALL  god's  DISPENSA- 
TIONS. 

Israel's  murmuring  and  discontent 
for  want  of  flesh  in  the  wilderness 
was  reckoned  amongst  their  sins,  and 
said  to  be  a  temptmg  God  in  their 
heart,  by  asking  meat  for  their  lust. 
— Ps.  Ixxviii.  18;  Numb.  xi.  4 — 10. 
When  Nadab  and  Abihu,  the  8Qia& 
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of  AaroDi  were  devoured  by  fire  for 
their  sinfi,  &c.  Aaron  held  his  peace. 
— Levit.  X.  1 — 3. 

The  children  of  Israel  said  unto  the 
Lord,  We  have  sinned :  do  thou  unto 
us  whatsoever  seemeth  good  unto 
thee ;  deliver  us  only,  we  pray  thee, 
this  day. — Judges  x.  15. 

When  Samuel  had  told  Eli  what 
God  had  threatened  against  his  house, 
because  of  his  sons'  wickedness,  Eli 
said,  It  is  the  Lord,  let  him  do  what 
seemeth  him  good. — 1  Sam.  iii.  15—18. 

David  said,  Carry  back  the  ark  of 
God  into  the  city  :  if  I  shall  find  fa- 
vour in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord,  he  will 
bring  me  again,  and  shew  me  both  it 
and  his  habitation.  But  if  he  thus 
say,  I  have  no  delight  in  thee ;  behold 
here  am  I,  let  him  do  to  me  as  seem- 
ethgood  unto  him.— 2  Sam.  xv.  25, 26. 

When  Hezekiah  was  threatened  by 
Isaiah,  for  his  having  shewed  to  the 
messengers  of  the  king  of  Babylon 
his  treasures,  he  said.  Good  is  the 
word  of  the  Lord  which  thou  hast 
spoken. — 2  Kings  xx.  16 — 19. 

Job,  when  he  had  lost  all,  said, 
Naked  came  I  out  of  my  mother's 
womb,  and  naked  shall  I  return  thi- 
ther. The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord 
hath  taken  away ;  blessed  be  the  name 
of  the  Lord.— Job  i.  20,  21. 

Job  said,  What !  shall  we  receive 
good  at  the  hand  of  God,  and  shall 
we  not  receive  evil  ? — Job  ii.  10. 

Surely  it  is  meet  to  be  said  unto 
God,  I  have  borne  chastisement,  I 
will  not  offend  any  more ;  that  which 
I  see  not,  teach  thou  me :  if  I  have 
done  iniquity,  I  will  do  so  no  more. —

Thet  are  a  nation  void  of  counsel, 
neither  is  there  any  understanding  in 
them :  O  that  they  were  wise,  and 
that  they  would  consider  their  latter 
end  ! — Deut  xxxii.  28,  29. 

Be  wise  now,  therefore,  O  ye 
kings:  he  instructed,  ye  judges  of 
the  earth.  Serve  the  Lord  with  fear, 
&c.— Ps.  ii.  10—12. 

A  wise  man  will  hear,  and  will  in- 
crease learning ;  and  a  man  of  under- 
standing shall  attain  unto  wise  coun- 
sels, &c.  Fools  despise  wisdom,  &c. 
hate  knowledge. — Prov.  i.  5.  7.  22. 

The  Lord  giveth  wisdom,  &;c. 
When  wisdom  entereth  into  thine 
heart,  and  knowledge  is  pleasant  unto 
thy  soul:  discretion  shall  preserve 
thee,  understanding  shall  keep  thee, 
to  deliver  thee  from  the  way  of  evil 
men,  &c. — Prov.  ii.  6. 10 — 12. 

Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  thine 
heart,  &c.  and  he  shall  direct  thy 
paths.  Be  not  wise  in  thine  own 
eyes,  &c.  keep  sound  wisdom  and 
discretion,  &c.  Then  shalt  thou  walk 
in  the  way  safely,  and  thy  foot  shall 
not  stumble,  &c.  The  wise  shall  in- 
herit glory;  but  shame  shall  be  the 
promotion  of  fools.

Go  to  the  ant,  thou  sluggard,  con- 
sider her  ways,  and  be  wise.

Thou  art  my 
sister;  and  call  understanding  thy 
kinswoman:  that  they  may  keep 
thee  from  the  strange  woman. — Prov.

Wisdom  is  better  than  rubies,  and 
all  the  things  that  may  be  desired. —

Rebuke  a  wise  man,  and  he  will 
love  thee ;  givie  instruction  to  a  wise

The  wise  in  heart  will  receive  com« 
mandments,  &c.  In  the  lips  of  him 
that  hath  understanding,  wisdom  is 
found,  &c.  wise  men  lay  up  know- 
ledge, &c.  He  that  uttereth  a  slander 
is  a  fool.  In  the  multitude  of  words 
there  wanteth  not  sin ;  but  he  that 
refraineth  his  lips  is  wise. — Prov.  x. 
8.  13, 14. 18, 19. 

He  that  winneth  souls  is  wise. — 
Prov.  xi.  30. 

A  man  shall  be  commended  ac* 
cording  to  his  wisdom,  &c.  he  that 
followeth  vain  persons,  is  void  of  un* 
derstanding,  &;c.  The  way  of  a  fool 
is  right  in  nis  own  eyes,  but  he  that 
heaNLcneth  unto  counsel  is  wise.  A 
fool's  wrath  is  presently  known :  but 
a  prudent  man  covereth  shame,  &c. 
he  concealeth  knowledge. — Prov.  xii. 
8.  11. 15, 16.  23. 

The  law  of  the  wise  is  a  fountain 
of  life,  to  depart  from  the  snares  of 
death,  &c.  He  that  walketh  with 
wise  men  shall  be  wise :  but  a  com- 
panion of  fools  shall  be  destroyed. — 
Prov.  xiii.  14. 16.  20. 

The  wisdom  of  the  prudent  is  to 
understand  his  way,  &c.  Fools  make 
a  mock  of  sin,  &c.  A  wise  man  fear- 
eth,  and  departeth  from  evil :  but  the 
fool  rageth,  and  is  confident,  &c.  He 
that  is  slow  to  wrath  is  of  great  un- 
derstanding.— Prov.  xiv.  8,  9. 16. 29. 

The  lips  of  the  wise  disperse  know- 
ledge.— Prov.  XV.  7. 

He  that  handleth  a  matter  wisely 
shall  find  good,  &c.  The  heart  of 
the  wise  teacheth  his  mouth,  and 
addeth  learning  to  his  lips. — Prov. 
xvi.  20.  23. 

A  reproof  entereth  more  into  a 
wise  man,  than  an  hundred  stripes 
into  a  fool. — Prov.  xvii.  10. 

A  fool's  lips  enter  into  contention, 
&c.  He  that  answereth  a  matter 
before  he  heareth  it,  it  is  folly  and 
shame  unto  him.

Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink 
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is    raging;   and    whosoever    is    de- 
ceived thereby,  is  not  wise. — Prov.

A  pradent  man  foreseeth  the  evil, 
and  hideth  himself;  but  the  simple 
pass  on,  and  are  punished. — Prov.

By  wise  counsel  thou  shalt  make 
thy  war.

A  fool  uttereth  all  his  mind,  but  a 
wise  man  keepeth  it  in  till  afterwards.

Wisdom  excelleth  folly,  as  far  as 
light  excelleth  darkness:  the  wise 
man's  eyes  are  in  his  head,  but  the 
fool  walketh  in  darkness. — Eccles.

A  fool's  voice  is  known  by  multi- 
tude of  words. — Eccles.  v.  3;  x.  14. 

Wisdom  strengtheneth  the  wise 
more  than  ten  mighty  men  which  are 
in  the  city.

The  words  of  wise  men  are  heard 
in  quiet,  &c.  Wisdom  is  better  than 
weapons  of  war.

CHAPTER  LXXIIL 

OF  ANTICHRIST. 

Many  false  prophets  shall  arise,  and 
shall  deceive  many,  &c.  When  ye 
therefore  shall  see  the  abomination 
of  desolation,  spoken  of  by  Daniel 
the  prophet,  stand  in  the  holy  place, 
Twhoso  readeth,  let  him  understand,) 
&c.  for  there  shall  arise  false  Christs, 
and  false  prophets,  and  shall  shew 
great  signs  and  wonders,  insomuch 
that  (if  it  were  possible)  they  shall 
deceive  the  very  elect — Matt«  xxiv. 
11.  15.  24;  Dan.  xi.  31.  36,  &c. 

Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  anj 
means :  for  that  day  shall  not  come, 
except  there  come  a  falling  away  first, 
and  that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the 
son  of  perdition  :  who  opposeth  and 
exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is  call- 
ed God,  or  that  is  worshipped;  so 
that  he  as  God  sitteth  in  the  temple 
of  God,  &c.  For  the  mystery  of  ini- 
quity doth  already  work,  only  he  who 
now  letteth  will  let,  until  he  be  taken 
out  of  the  way :  and  then  shall  the 
wicked  one  be  revealed,  whom  the 
Lord  shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of 
his  mouth,  and  shall  destroy  with  thi 
brightness  of  his  coming;  even  him 
whose  coming  is  after  the  working  of 
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Satan,  with  all  power,  and  signs, 
and  lying  wonders,  and  with  all  de- 
ceiyableness  of  unrighteousness  in 
them  that  perish ;  because  thej  re* 
ceived  not  the  love  of  the  truth,  that 
they  might  be  saved.  And  for  this 
cause  God  shall  send  them  strong  de- 
lusion, that  they  should  believe  a  lie ; 
that  they  all  might  be  damned  who 
believed  not  the  truth,  but  had  plea- 
sure in  unrighteousness. — 2  Thess.  ii. 
3,  4.  7—12. 

Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly, 
that  in  the  latter  times  some  shall  de- 
part from  the  faith,  ^ivin^  heed  to 
seducing  spirits,  and  doctrmes  of  de- 
vils ;  speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy,  hav- 
ing their  consciences  seared  with  a 
hot  iron ;  forbidding  to  marry,  and 
commanding  to  abstain  from  meats, 
&c. — 1  Tim.  iv.  1 — 3. 

Perilous  times  shall  come ;  for  men 
shall  be  lovers  of  their  own  selves, 
&c.  having  a  form  of  godliness,  but 
denying  the  power  thereof,  &c.  for 
of  this  sort  are  they  who  creep  into 
houses,  and  lead  captive  silly  women, 
&;c.  Now  as  Jannes  and  Jambres 
withstood  Moses,  so  do  these  also 
resist  the  truth,  &c.  But  evil  men 
and  seducers  shall  wax  worse  and 
worse,  deceiving  and  being  deceived, 
&c.— 2  Tim.  iii.  1—8. 13, 14. 

But  there  were  false  prophets  also 
among  the  people,  even  as  there  shall 
be  false  teachers  among  you,  who  pri- 
vily shall  bring  in  damnable  heresies, 
even  denying  the  Lord  who  bought 
them,  and  bring  upon  themselves  swift 
destruction:  and  many  shall  follow 
their  pernicious  ways;  by  reason  of 
whom  the  way  of  truth  shall  be  evil 
spoken  of;  and  through  covetousness 
snail  they,  with  feigned  words,  make 
merchandise  of  you :  whose  judg- 
ment now  of  a  long  time  lingereth  not, 
&c.— 2  Pet.  ii.  1—3. 10,  &c. 

Little  children,  it  is  the  last  time : 
and  as  ye  have  heard  antichrist  shall 
come,  even  now  are  there  many  anti- 
christs ;  whereby  we  know  that  it  is 
the  last  time :  they  went  out  from  us, 
but  they  were  not  of  us,  &c.    Who 


is  a  liar,  but  he  who  denieth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ?  He  is  antichrist, 
who  denieth  the  Father  and  the  Son, 
&c.  These  things  have  I  written  unto 
you,  concerning  them  who  seduce 
you.— 1  John  ii.  18, 19.  22.  26. 

Believe  not  everv  spirit,  but  try 
the  spirits  whether  they  are  of  God  ; 
because  many  false  prophets  are  gone 
out  into  the  world.  Hereby  know  ye 
the  Spirit  of  God :  Every  spirit  that 
confesseth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come 
in  the  flesh  is  of  God :  and  every 
spirit  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  is  not  of 
God :  and  this  is  that  spirit  of  anti- 
christ whereof  you  have  heard  that  it 
should  come ;  and  even  now  already  is 
it  in  the  world,  &c. — 1  John  iv.  1,  &c^ 

Many  deceivers  are  entered  into 
the  world,  who  confess  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  ;  this  is  a 
deceiver  and  an  antichrist :  look  to 
yourselves,  that  we  lose  not  those 
things  which  we  have  wrought,  &c. 
—2  John  7—12. 

Unclean  spirits  out  of  the  mouth 
of  the  dragon,  beast,  and  false  pro- 
phet ;  the  spirits  of  devils  working 
miracles. — Rev.  xvi.  13, 14. 

CHAPTER  LXXIV. 

NEITHER  EXTERNAL  PRIVILEGES,  NOR 
OUR  RIGHTEOUSNESS  ALONE,  CAN  BE 
OUR  SECURITY  AGAINST  JUDGMENTS 
HERE,  OR  DAMNATION  HEREAFTER: 
NO  CAUSE  OF  BOASTING  IN  THESE 
ONLY. 

What  nation  so  great,  who  hath  God 
so  nigh  unto  them  as  the  Lord  our 
God,  in  all  that  we  call  upon  him 
for  ?  And  what  nation  so  great,  that 
hath  statutes,  &c.  so  righteous  as  all 
this  law  ?  Only  take  heed,  and  keep 
thy  soul  diligently,  lest  thou  forget 
the  things  thme  eyes  have  seen,  &c. 
lest  ye  corrupt,  and  make  you  a  graven 
image,  &c.  lest  ye  forget  the  cove- 
nant, &c.  For  the  Lord  thy  God  is 
a  consuming  fire,  &c.  When,  &c.  ye 
shall  do  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
to  provoke  him  to  anger,  &c.  ye  shall 
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soon  utterly  perish  from  off  the  land, 
&X;.  be  utterly  destroyed,  &c.  Ask 
of  the  days  past,  &e.  JDid  ever  people 
hear  the  voice  of  God,  speaking  out 
of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  as  thou  hast 
heard,  and  live  ?  Or  hath  Ood  assayed 
to  go  and  take  him  a  nation  from  the 
midst  of  a  nation,  by  temptations,  by 
signs  ?  &c.  Because  he  loved  thy  fa- 
thers, he  chose  their  seed  after  them, 
and  brought  thee  out  in  his  sight, 
with  his  mighty  power,  &c.  Thou 
shalt  therefore  keep  his  statutes. — 
Deut  iv.  7—10. 16.  23—27.  33,  34. 
36,  37.  40. 

Speak  not  thou  in  thine  heart, 
after  that  the  Lord  thy  Grod  hath  cast 
them  out  from  before  thee,  saying. 
For  my  righteousness  the  Lord  hatn 
brought  me  in  to  possess  this  land : 
but  lor  the  wickedness  of  these  na- 
tions, &c.  not  for  thy  righteousness, 
or  for  the  uprightness  of  thine  heart, 
dost  thou  go  to  possess  their  land: 
but  for  the  wickeaness,  &c.  the  Lord 
thy  God  doth  drive  them  out,  &c. 
And  that  he  may  perform  the  word 
which  the  Lord  sware  unto  thy  fa- 
thers, Abraham,  &c.  the  Lord  thy 
God  giveth  thee  not  this  good  land 
to  possess  it  for  thy  righteousness; 
for  thou  art  a  stiffnecked  people,  &c. 
— Deut.  ix,  4,  &c. 

To  the  wicked,  God  saith,  What 
hast  thou  to  do  to  declare  my  sta- 
tutes, or  that  thou  shouldest  take 
my  covenant  into  thy  mouth  ?  seeing 
thou  hatest  instruction,  and  casteth 
my  words  behind  thee,  &c. — Ps.  1. 
1(5—18. 

To  what  purpose  is  the  multitude 
of  your  sacrifices  unto  me?  saith  the 
Lord :  I  ara  full  of  the  burnt-offerings, 
&c.  who  hath  required  this  at  your 
hand,  to  tread  my  courts?  &c.  bring 
no  more  vain  oblations ;  incense  is  an 
abomination  to  me;  the  new  moons 
and  sabbaths,  the  calling  of  assem- 
blies, I  cannot  away  with,  &c.  they 
are  a  trouble  unto  me;  I  am  weary 
to  bear  them ;  when  ye  make  many 
prayers,  I  will  not  hear,  &c.  your 
hands  are  full  of  blood.    W«ift\\  70U, 


make  yoa  clean,  &c. — ^Isa.  L 11 — ^18; 
Jer.  vi.  19, 20. 

We  are  all  as  an  unclean  thing,  and 
all  our  righteousness  as  filthy  rags.— 
Isa.  Ixiv.  6. 

He  that  killeth  an  ox,  is  as  if  he 
slew  a  man :  he  that  sacrifioeth  a 
lamb,  as  if  he  cut  off  a  dog^s  netk, 
kc.  They  have  chosen  their  own 
ways,  &c. — Isa.  Levi.  3. 

Trust  ye  not  in  lying  words,  say- 
ing. The  temple  of  the  Lord,  kc.  If 
ye  thoroughly  amend  your  ways,  &c. 
then  will  I  cause  you  to  dwell  in  this 
place,  &c.  Behold,  ye  trust  in  lying 
words,  that  cannot  profit.  Will  je 
steal,  murder,  &c.  and  come  and  stand 
before  me  in  this  house  ?  &c.  There- 
fore I  will  do  unto  this  hoase,  which 
is  called  by  my  name,  wherein  je 
trust,  &c.  as  I  haye  done  to  Shilob, 
&c.—Jer.  vii.  4— 10, 12. 14, 15. 

When  I  say  to  the  righteous,  that 
he  shall  surely  live :  if  be  trust  to 
his  own  righteousness,  and  commit 
iniquity,  all  his  righteousness  shall 
not  be  remembered,  &c.  he  shall  die. 
— Ezek.  xxxiii.  13. 18;  xxiii.  38, 39. 

I  hate,  I  despise  your  feast  days; 
and  I  will  not  smell  in  your  solemn 
assemblies :  though  ye  offer  me  burnt- 
offerings,  and  your  meat-offerings,  1 
will  not  accept  of  them,  &c.  Let 
judgment  run  down  as  waters,  &c. — 
Amos  V.  21 — 24. 

Hear  this,  ye  heads  of  the  house  of 
Jacob,  and  princes  of  the  house  of 
Israel ;  that  abhor  judgment,  and 
pervert  all  equity,  &c.  The  heads 
thereof  judge  for  reward  :  and  the 
priests  thereof  teach  for  hire,  and  the 
prophets  thereof  divine  for  money: 
yet  will  they  lean  upon  the  Lord,  and 
say,  Is  not  the  Lord  among  us  ?  none 
evil  can  come  upon  us.  Therefore 
shall  Zion  for  your  sakes  be  plowed 
as  a  field. — Mic.  iii.  9 — 12. 

Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  meet 
for  repentance :  and  think  not  to  say 
within  yourselves,  We  have  Abraham 
to  our  father,  &c. — Matt.  iii.  8 — 10; 
Luke  iii.  8. 

Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day, 
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Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not  prophesied 
in  thy  name  ?  and  in  thy  name  have 
cast  out  devils?  and  in  thy  name 
done  many  wonderAd  works?  And 
then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never 
knew  you  :  depart  from  me,  ye  that 
work  iniquity. — Matt.  vii.  22,  23. 

Whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  God, 
the  same  is  my  brother,  and  my  sister, 
and  mother. — Mark  iii.  33.  35. 

I  know  you  not  whence  ye  are.  Then 
shall  ye  begin  to  say,  We  have  eaten 
and  drunk  in  thy  presence,  and  thou 
hast  taught  in  our  streets.  But  he 
shall  say,  I  tell  you,  I  know  you  not 
whence  ye  are :  depart  from  me,  all 
ye  workers  of  iniquity,  &c. — Luke 
xiii.  25—27. 

Jesus  said  to  the  Pharisees,  Ye  are 
they  which  justify  yourselves  before 
men  :  but  God  knoweth  your  hearts : 
for  that  which  is  highly  esteemed 
amongst  men,  is  abomination  in  the 
sight  of  God. — Luke  xvi.  14, 15. 

When  ye  shall  have  done  all  those 
things  which  are  commanded  you, 
say.  We  are  unprofitable  servants; 
we  have  done  tnat  which  was  our 
duty  to  do. — Luke  xvii.  10. 

1  he  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus 
with  himself;  God,  I  thauK  thee,  that 
I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extor- 
tioners, &c.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week ; 
I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  possess. 
And  the  Publican,  standing  afar  off, 
would  not  lifl  up  so  much  as  his  eyes 
unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his 
breast,  saying,  God  be  merciful  to 
me  a  sinner!  I  tell  you,  this  man 
went  down  to  his  house  justified  ra- 
ther than  the  other,  &c. — Luke  xviii. 
10—14. 

Then  said  Jesus  to  those  Jews 
which  believed  on  him.  If  ye  con- 
tinue in  my  word,  &c.  the  truth  shall 
make  you  free.  They  answered  him. 
We  be  Abraham's  seed,  and  were  never 
in  bondage  to  any  man  :  how  sayest 
thou,  Ye  shall  be  made  free  ?  Jesus 
said,  &c.  Whosoever  committeth  sin 
is  the  servant  of  sin,  &c.  I  know  ye 
are  Abraham's  seed :  but  ye  seek  to 
kill  me,  &c.     They  said,  Abraham  is 


our  father.  Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
If  ye  were  Abraham's  children,  ye 
would  do  the  works  of  Abraham,  &c. 
They  said  to  him.  We  be  not  born  of 
fornication ;  we  have  one  father,  even 
God.  Jesus  said  unto  them,  If  God 
were  your  father,  ye  would  love  me, 
&c.  Ye  are  of  your  father,  the  devil ; 
and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will 
do.— John  viii.  31, 32, 33. 37. 39. 41, 
42.44. 

Behold,  thou  art  called  a  Jew,  and 
restest  in  the  law,  and  makest  thy 
boast  of  God,  and  knowest  his  will, 
&c.  and  art  confident  that  thou  thy- 
self art  a  guide  of  the  blind,  an  in- 
structor, &c.  Dost  thou  steal?  &c. 
Thou  that  makest  thy  boast  of  the 
law ;  through  breaking  the  law,  dis- 
honourest  thou  God  ? — Rom.  ii.  17 — 
23.  28,  29. 

Therefore  by  the  deeds  of  the  law 
shall  no  fiesh  be  justified  in  his  sight. 
— Rom.  iii.  20 ;  Gal.  ii.  16. 

They  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not 
according  to  knowledge:  for  they, 
being  ignorant  of  God's  righteous- 
ness, and  going  about  to  establish 
their  own  righteousness,  have  not  sub- 
mitted themselves  unto  the  righteous- 
ness of  God. — Rom.  x.  2,  3. 

If  a  man  think  himself  to  be  some- 
thing, when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiv- 
eth  himself. — Gal.  vi.  3. 

If  any  other  man  thinketh  that  he 
hath  whereof  he  might  trust  in  the 
flesh,  I  more :  circumcised  the  eighth 
day,  &c.  yet  I  count  all  things  but 
loss,  kc,  that  I  may  win  Christ,  and 
be  found  in  him;  not  having  mine 
own  righteousness,  which  is  of  the 
law,  but  that  which  is  through  the 
faith  of  Christ,  &c.— Phil.  iii.  4—10. 

Whosoever  shall  keep  the  whole 
law,  and  yet  offend  in  one  point,  he 
is  guilty  of  all,  &;c. — James  h.  10, 11. 

The  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek 
and  to  save  that  which  was  lost — 
Luke  xix.  10.

Abraham  said  of  his  wife,  (when  fae 
was  in  fear,)  She  is  my  sister. — Oen. 
XX.  2. 11, 12. 

Isaac  (in  the  like  &ar)  said  of  hie 
wife.  She  is  my  sister. — Gen.  xxvi. 
7.9. 

Rebekah  caused  her  boh  Jacob  to 
BO  to  Isaac  for  the  blessing,  clothed 
him  with  his  brother's  ^nnents,  and 
put  skins  upon  bis  neck  and  hands, 
to  make  iiim  feel  rou^h  to  Isaac,  that 
Isaac  might  think  him  to  be  Esau, 
and  bless  nim  :  and  Jacob  said  to  his 
father,  (being  asked  who  he  was,)  I  , 
am  ^au,  thy  first-bom,  &c.  Isaac 
said,  Art  thou  ray  very  son  Esau  ? 
and  he  said,  I  am,  &g. — Gen.  xxvii. 
6.  9—29. 

Rachel  having  hid  her  Other's 
images  under  the  camel's  furniture, 
and  sat  upon  them,  when  Laban  | 
searched  for  them,  said  nnto  her 
fatlier,  Let  it  not  displease  my  lord,  . 
that  I  cannot  rise  up  before  thee ;  ■ 
for  the  custom  of  women  is  upon  me, 
&c.— Gen.  x\\\,  34,  .l^j. 

And  tlic  sons  of  Jacob  answered  ' 
Shcclicm  and  Hamor  his  father  dc-  , 
ceitfully,  &c.  They  said  unto  them,  , 
We  cannot  do  tliis  thing,  to  give  our  i 
sister  to  one  that  is  nncircumcised,  < 
&c.  If  every  male  of  you  will  be  i 
oircumeiricd,  then  will  we  give  our  I 
daughters,  &c.  which  when  they  had  i 
done,  Jacob's  sons  fell  on  tlicm,  and  I 
slew  them.— Gen.  xxxiv.  12,  kc.  ' 

When  Joseph's  brethren  saw  that 
their  father  was  dead,  they  said,  Jo- 
seph will  pcradvcnture  hate  us,  and 
will  certainly  requite  us  all  the  evil 
which  we  did  unto  him.  And  they 
sent  mcsseniicrs  unto  Joseph,  saying, 
Thy  father  did  command  before  he 
died,  saying.  So  shall  ye  say  unio 
Joseph  :  forgive,  I  pray  ihec  now ,  the 
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trespass  of  thy  brethrenf  wid  their 
sin :  for  they  did  unto  thee  evil,  kc 
And  Joseph  wept  when  he  heaiil  it, 
&e.— Gen.  1. 15—17. 

When  Pharaoh  had  charged  the 
mid  wives  with  breaking  his  com- 
mands, and  saving  the  mea-childrea 
alive,  they  said  unto  him,  Becaose 
the  Hebrew  women  are  not  as  the 
EWptian  women  :  for  they  are  lively, 
and  are  delivered  ere  the  midwives 
come  in  unto  them.  Therefore  God 
dealt  weU  with  the  midwives.  Sec — 
Exod.  i.  16—21. 

When  Rahab  had  hid  the  spies, 
and  the  king  had  sent  for  them,  she 
said.  There  came  men  unto  me,  bat 
1  wist  not  whence  they  were,  &c. 
when  it  was  dark,  the  men  went 
ontr  whither  the  men  went,  I  wot 
not;  pureue  afler  them  quickly,  for 
ye  shall  overtake  them.  But  she  had 
brouglit  them  up  to  the  roof  of  the 
house,  and  hid  them,  &c. — Josh.  iL 
1—6. 

When  the  inhabitants  of  Gibeon 
came  to  Joshua,  they  took  old  sacks, 
and  said  to  Joshua,  We  be  come  from 
a  far  country ;  now  therefore  make 
ye  a  Iciiguo  with  us,  &c.  from  a  very 
tar  country  thy  servants  are  come, 
because  of  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy 
God ;  for  wc  liave  heart!  the  fame  of 
him,  and  all  that  he  did  in  Egypt, 
&c.  Wherefore  our  elders,  and  all 
the  inliabilants  of  our  country,  spake 
to  us,  saying.  Take  victuals,  &c.  This 
our  bread  we  took  hot  on  the  day  we 
came  forth  to  go  unto  you  ;  but  now, 
liehold,  it  is  dry,  and  it  is  mouldy, 
ice.  by  reason  of  the  very  long  jour- 
ney, &c.  And  Joshua  made  peace 
with  them,  &c.  and  smote  them  not, 
because  the  princes  of  the  congrega- 
tion had  sworn  unto  them,  &c.— Tlosh. 
ix.  ;»,  kc. 

When  the  Moabites  oppressed  Is- 
rael, the  Lord  raised  them  up  a  de- 
liverer; Ehud,&c.  who  going  to  Eg- 
lon,  the  king  of  Moah,  with  a  present 
from  Israel;  aAer  he  had  presented 
it,  he  said,  I  have  a  secret  errand 
unto  thee,  O  king :  who  said.  Keep 
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silence.  And  all  that  stood  by  him 
went  out.  And  Ehud  came  unto  him, 
and  he  was  sitting  in  a  summer  par« 
lour,  &e.  and  said  unto  him,  I  have  a 
message  from  God  unto  thee :  and  he 
arose  out  of  his  seat.  And  Ehud  took 
the  dagger,  and  thrust  it  into  his  belly, 
&c. — Judges  iii.  14 — ^22. 

Samson  said  several  times.  That 
if  thev  did  bind  him,  &c.  he  should  be 
weak,  and  be  as  another  man :  but  it 
was  not  so, — Judges  xvi.  6,  &c. 

When  God  said  to  Samuel,  that  he 
would  send  him  to  anoint  David, 
Samuel  said,  How  can  I  go?  if  Saul 
bear  it,  he  will  kill  me.  And  the 
Lord  said.  Take  a  heifer  with  thee, 
and  say,  I  am  come  to  sacrifice  to  the 
Lord :  and  call  Jesse  to  the  sacrifice, 
&c.  Which  Samuel  did ;  and  said,  I 
am  come  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord. — 
1  Sam.  xvi.  1 — 7. 

When  Saul  had  sent  for  David, 
Michal  his  wife  laid  an  image  in  the 
bed,  &c.  covered  it  with  a  cloth  after 
she  had  sent  him  away :  and  she  said. 
He  is  sick,  &c.  When  Saul  had  said 
unto  her.  Why  hast  thou  deceived  me 
80?  &c.  she  said,  He  said  unto  me, 
Let  me  go :  why  should  I  kill  thee? — 
1  Sam.  xix.  11 — 19. 

When  Saul  had  a  design  to  have 
killed  David,  and  had  inquired  for 
him,  Jonathan  answered,  (as  David 
had  directed  him  to  do,)  and  said, 
David  earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to 
go  to  Bethlehem :  and  he  said.  Let  me 
go,  I  pray  thee ;  for  our  family  hath 
a  sacrifice  in  the  city ;  and  my  brother 
hath  commanded  me  to  be  there ;  and 
now,  if  I  have  found  favour  in  thine 
eyes,  let  me  get  away,  I  pray  thee,  and 
see  my  brethren  :  therefore  he  cometh 
not  unto  the  king's  table. — 1  Sam.  xx. 
6.  27—29. 

David,  when  he  fied  from  Saul,  and 
came  to  Ahimelech  the  priest,  he  asked 
him.  Why  art  thou  alone?  David 
said  unto  Ahimelech,  The  king  com- 
manded me  a  business,  and  hath  said 
unto  me,  Let  no  man  know  any  thing 
of  the  business,  &c.  And  1  have  ap- 
pointed my  servants  to  such  and  such 


a  place,  &c.  Is  there  not  here  under 
thme  hand  spear  or  sword?  for  I  have 
neither  brought  my  sword  nor  my 
weapons  with  me,  because  the  king^ 
business  required  haste,  &c. — 1  Sam. 
xxi.  1—3.  8.  15. 

When  David  and  his  men  had  in- 
vaded the  country  near  him,  and  slain 
all,  Achish  said  to  him,  Whither  have 
ye  made  a  road  to-day?  and  David 
said.  Against  the  south  of  Judah,  &c. 
And  Achish  believed  David ;  saying, 
He  hath  made  his  people  Israel  ut- 
terly to  abhor  him,  &c.  —  1  Sam. 
xxvii.  8—12. 

When  Absalom  designed  to  rebel, 
he  said  unto  the  king,  I  pray  thee,  let 
me  go  and  pay  my  vow,  which  I  have 
vowed  unto  the  Lord  in  Hebron  :  for 
thy  servant  vowed  a  vow  while  I 
abode  at  Geshur  in  Syria ;  saying,  If 
the  Lord  shall  bring  me  again  indeed 
to  Jerusalem,  then  I  will  serve  the 
Lord. — 2  Sam.  xv.  6,  &c. 

Jehu  gathered  all  the  people  to- 
gether, and  said  unto  them,  Ahab 
served  Baal  a  little;  but  Jehu  shall 
serve  him  much :  now  therefore  call 
unto  me  all  the  prophets  of  Baal,  all 
his  servants,  and  all  his  priests;  let 
none  be  wanting :  for  I  have  a  great 
sacrifice  to  do  to  Baal,  &;c.  But  Jehu 
did  it  in  subtilty,  to  the  intent  that 
he  might  destroy  the  worshippers  of 
Baal,  &c.  which  afterward  he  did. — 
2  Kings  X.  18—26. 

When  Zedekiah  had  ordered  Jere- 
miah to  conceal  the  discourse  that  had 
passed  between  the  king  and  him, 
from  the  princes,  when  they  should 
come  and  ask  him  concerning  it :  he 
also  told  him  what  answer  to  make, 
in  the  very  words  the  king  gave  him, 
by  which  he  concluded  the  true  mat- 
ter.— Jer.  xxxviii.  24 — ^27. 

CHAPTER  LXXVI. 

OF  WORDS  OR  SAVINGS  EXPRESSING 
CHOICE,  BUT  NOT  BINDING  US  TO 
THEIR  OBSERVANCE. 

Lot  said  to  the  angels,  Behold  now, 
my  lords,  turn  in,  I  pray  you,  into 
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your  servant's  house,  and  tarry  all 
night,  and  wash  your  feet ;  and  ye 
shall  rise  up  early,  and  ffo  on  your 
ways. — Ana  they  said.  Nay,  but  we 
will  abide  in  the  street  all  night.  And 
he  pressed  them  greatly ;  and  they 
turned  in  unto  him,  and  entered  into 
his  house ;  and  he  made  them  a  feast, 
&c. — Gen.  xix.  2 — ^22. 

When  the  sons  of  the  prophets 
had  said  to  Elisha,  &c.  There  be 
with  thy  servants  fifty  strong  men : 
let  them  go,  we  pray  thee,  and  seek 
thy  master,  &c.  And  he  said.  Ye 
shall  not  send.  And  when  they  had 
urged  him  till  he  was  ashamed,  he 
said,  Send.  And  they  sent,  &c. — 
2  Kings  ii.  14—17. 

When  Jesus  was  about  to  wash 
Peter's  feet,  Peter  saith  unto  him, 
Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet.  Je- 
sus answered  him.  If  I  wash  thee  not, 
thou  hast  no  part  with  me.  Then 
Peter  saith.  Lord,  not  my  feet  only, 
but  also  my  hands  and  my  head. —

While  he  yet  talked  to  the  people, 
his  mother  and  his  brethren  stood 
without,  desiring  to  speak  with  him. 
Then  one  said  unto  him,  Behold,  thy 
mother  and  thy  brethren  stand  with- 


out, desiring  to  speak  with  thee. — 
Matt.  xii.  46, 47 ;  Mark  iii.  31—35. 

Is  not  this  the  carpenter's  son  ?  Is 
not  his  mother  called  Maiy  ?  and  his 
brethren,  James,  and  Joses,  and  Si- 
mon, and  Judas  ?  and  his  sisters,  are 
they  not  all  with  us?  Whence  then 
hath  this  man  all  these  things?  — 
Matt.  xiii.  55,  56. 

She  brought  forth  her  first-born 
son,  &c.  When  Jesus  was  twelve 
years  old,  Joseph  and  his  mother  went 
up  to  Jerusalem ;  and  returning  back, 
missed  him,  &c.  They  sought  him 
amongst  their  kinsfolk  and  acquaint- 
ance, &c. — Luke  ii.  7. 42 — 44;  Matt. 
1.25. 

After  this  he  went  down  to  Caper- 
naum ;  he,  and  his  mother,  and  his 
brethren,  and  his  disciples ;  and  they 
continued  there  not  many  days. — 
John  ii.  12. 

His  brethren  therefore  said  unto 
him.  Depart  hence,  and  go  into  Judea,

Whosoever  heareth  these  sayings 
of  mine,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken 
him  unto  a  wise  man,  which  built  his 
house  upon  a  rock,  &c. — Matt.  vii.  24.

I  would  have  you  wise  unto  that

CHAPTER  LXXIII. 

OP  ANTICHRIST. 

Many  false  prophets  shall  arise,  and 
shall  deceive  many,  &.c.  When  ye 
therefore  shall  see  the  abomination 
of  desolation,  spoken  of  by  Daniel 
the  prophet,  stand  in  the  holy  place, 
(whoso  readeth,  let  him  understand,) 
&c.  for  there  shall  arise  false  Christs, 
and  false  prophets,  and  shall  shew 
great  signs  and  wonders,  insomuch 
that  (if  it  were  possible)  they  shall 
deceive  the  very  elect. — Matt.  xxiv. 
11.  15.  24;  Dan.  xi.  31.  36,  &c. 

Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any 
means :  for  that  day  shall  not  come, 
except  there  come  a  falling  away  first, 
and  that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the 
son  of  perdition  :  who  opposeth  and 
exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is  call- 
ed God,  or  that  is  worshipped;  so 
that  he  as  God  sitteth  in  the  temple 
of  God,  &c.  For  the  mystery  of  ini- 
quity doth  already  work,  only  he  who 
now  letteth  will  let,  until  he  be  taken 
out  of  the  way:  and  then  shall  the 
wicked  one  be  revealed,  whom  the 
Lord  shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of 
his  mouth,  and  shall  destroy  with  the 
brightness  of  his  coming ;  even  hno 
whose  coming  is  after  the  working  d 
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Satan,  with  all  power,  and  signs, 
and  lying  wonders,  and  with  all  de- 
ceiyableness  of  unrighteousness  in 
them  that  perish ;  because  thej  re- 
ceived not  the  love  of  the  truth,  that 
they  might  be  saved.  And  for  this 
cause  Grod  shall  send  them  strong  de- 
lusion, that  they  should  believe  a  lie ; 
that  they  all  might  be  damned  who 
believed  not  the  truth,  but  had  plea- 
sure in  unrighteousness. — 2  Thess.  ii. 
8,  4.  7—12. 

Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly, 
that  in  the  latter  times  some  shall  de- 
part from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to 
seducing  spirits,  and  doctnnes  of  de- 
vils ;  speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy,  hav- 
ing their  consciences  seared  with  a 
hot  iron ;  forbidding  to  marry,  and 
commanding  to  abstain  from  meats, 
&c. — 1  Tim.  iv.  1 — 3. 

Perilous  times  shall  come ;  for  men 
shall  be  lovers  of  their  own  selves, 
^.  having  a  form  of  godliness,  but 
denying  the  power  thereof,  &c.  for 
of  this  sort  are  they  who  creep  into 
houses,  and  lead  captive  silly  women, 
&c.  Now  as  Jannes  and  Jambres 
withstood  Moses,  so  do  these  also 
resist  the  truth,  &c.  But  evil  men 
and  seducers  shall  wax  worse  and 
worse,  deceiving  and  being  deceived, 
&c.— 2  Tim.  iii.  1—8. 13, 14. 

But  there  were  false  prophets  also 
among  the  people,  even  as  there  shall 
be  false  teachers  among  you,  who  pri- 
vily shall  bring  in  damnable  heresies, 
even  denying  the  Lord  who  bought 
them,  and  bring  upon  themselves  swift 
destruction :  and  many  shall  follow 
their  pernicious  ways;  by  reason  of 
whom  the  way  of  truth  shall  be  evil 
spoken  of;  and  through  covetousness 
snail  they,  with  feigned  words,  make 
merchandise  of  you :  whose  judg- 
ment now  of  a  long  time  lingereth  not. 
Sec.— 2  Pet.  ii.  1—3. 10,  &c. 

Little  children,  it  is  the  last  time : 
and  as  ye  have  heard  antichrist  shall 
come,  even  now  are  there  many  anti- 
christs ;  whereby  we  know  that  it  is 
the  last  time :  they  went  out  from  us, 
but  they  were  not  of  us,  &c.    Who 


is  a  liar,  but  he  who  denieth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ  ?  He  is  antichrist, 
who  denieth  the  Father  and  the  Son, 
&c.  These  things  have  I  written  unto 
you,  concerning  them  who  seduce 
you.— 1  John  ii.  18, 19.  22.  26. 

Believe  not  every  spirit,  but  try 
the  spirits  whether  they  are  of  Ood  ; 
because  many  false  prophets  are  gone 
out  into  the  world.  Hereby  know  ye 
the  Spirit  of  God :  Every  spirit  that 
confesseth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come 
in  the  flesh  is  of  Ood:  and  every 
spirit  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  is  not  of 
God :  and  this  is  that  spirit  of  anti- 
christ whereof  you  have  heard  that  it 
should  come ;  and  even  now  already  is 
it  in  the  world,  &c. — 1  John  iv.  1,  &c 

Many  deceivers  are  entered  into 
the  world,  who  confess  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  ;  this  is  a 
deceiver  and  an  antichrist :  look  to 
yourselves,  that  we  lose  not  those 
things  which  we  have  wrought,  &c. 
—2  John  7—12. 

Unclean  spirits  out  of  the  mouth 
of  the  dragon,  beast,  and  false  pro^ 
phet ;  the  spirits  of  devils  working 
miracles. — Rev.  xvi.  13, 14.

Then  said  Jesus  to  those  Jews 
which  believed  on  him.  If  ye  con- 
tinue in  my  word,  &c.  the  truth  shall 
make  you  free.  They  answered  him. 
We  be  Abraham's  seed,  and  were  never 
in  bondage  to  any  man :  how  sayest 
thou.  Ye  shall  be  made  free  ?  Jesus 
said,  &c.  Whosoever  committeth  sin 
is  the  servant  of  sin,  &c.  I  know  ye 
are  Abraham's  seed :  but  ye  seek  to 
kill  me,  &c.

They  said  to  him,  We  be  not  born  of 
fornication ;  we  have  one  father,  even 
God.  Jesus  said  unto  them.  If  God 
were  your  father,  ye  would  love  me, 
&c.  X  e  are  of  your  father,  the  devil ; 
and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will 
do.— John  viii.  31, 32, 33. 37. 39. 41, 
42.44. 

Behold,  thou  art  called  a  Jew,  and 
restest  in  the  law,  and  makest  thy 
boast  of  God,  and  knowest  his  will, 
&c.  and  art  confident  that  thou  thy- 
self art  a  guide  of  the  blind,  an  in- 
structor, &c.  Dost  thou  steal?  &c. 
Thou  that  makest  thy  boast  of  the 
law ;  through  breaking  the  law,  dis- 
honourest  thou  God  ? — Rom.  ii.  17 — 
23.  28,  29. 

Therefore  by  the  deeds  of  the  law 
shall  no  flesh  be  justified  in  his  sight 
— Rom.  iii.  20;  Gal.  ii.  16. 

They  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not 
according  to  knowledge:  for  they, 
being  ignorant  of  God's  righteous- 
ness, and  going  about  to  establish 
their  own  righteousness,  have  not  sub- 
mitted themselves  unto  the  righteous- 
ness of  God. — Rom.  x.  2,  3. 

If  a  man  think  himself  to  be  some- 
thing, when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiv- 
eth  himself.

7.9. 

Rebekah  caused  her  son  Jacob  to 
go  to  Isaac  for  the  blessing,  clothed 
Eim  with  his  brother's  garments,  and 
put  skins  upon  his  nccK  and  bands, 
to  make  him  feel  rou^b  to  Isaac,  that 
Isaac  might  think  him  to  be  Esau, 
and  bless  him  :  and  Jacob  said  to  his 
father,  (being  asked  who  he  was,)  I 
am  Esau,  thy  first-born,  Jtc.  Isaac 
said,  Art  thou  my  very  son  Esau  ? 
and  he  eaid,  I  am,  Stc. — Qen.  zxvii. 
6.9—29. 

Rachel  having  bid  ber  father's 
images  under  the  camel's  furniture, 
and  sat  upon  them,  when  Laban 
searched  for  them,  said  unto  her 
father.  Let  it  not  displease  my  lord, 
that  1  cannot  rise  n]i  bflorc  thee; 
for  the  ciisloni  of  women  is  u]ion  me, 
&c.— Gen.  x\x\.  34,  ij. 

And  the  sons  of  Jacob  answered 
Sheciiem  and  Hamor  his  father  de- 
ceitfully, &c.  They  said  unto  them, 
Wc  cannot  do  this  thing,  to  give  our 
sister  to  one  that  is  uneircnmcised, 
&c.  If  every  male  of  you  will  be 
circunieised,  then  will  we  give  our 
daughters,  &e.  which  when  they  hitd 
done,  Jacob's  sons  fell  on  ihcni,  and  I 
slew  tliein. — Gen.  xxxiv.  12,  &c. 

When  Joseph's  brethren  saw  that 
their  father  was  dead,  they  said,  Jo- 
seph will  iwradventure  hate  us,  and 
will  eertainlv  requite  us  all  the  evil 
which  we  did  unto  him.  And  they 
sent  messengers  unto  Joseph,  saying, 
Thy  father  did  command  before  he 
died,  saying.  So  shall  ye  say  unto 
Joseph :  forgive,  I  pray  ihee  now,  the  ' 


trespass  of  thv  brethren,  and  their 
■in :  for  they  did  onto  thee  evil,  iui. 
And  Joseph  wept  when  he  heatil  it, 
&c.— Gen.  1. 1ft— 17. 

When  Pharaoh  had  charged  the 
midwives  with  breaking  bis  com- 
mands, and  saving  the  men-children 
alive,  they  said  nnto  him.  Because 
the  Hebrew  women  are  not  as  the 
Egyptian  women :  for  they  are  lively, 
and  are  delivered  ere  the  midwives 
come  in  unto  them.  Therefore  God 
dealt  well  with  the  midwives,  &c.— 
Exod.  i.  16—21. 

When  Rahab  had  bid  the  spies, 
and  the  king  had  sent  for  them,  she 
said,  There  came  men  unto  me,  but 
I  wist  not  whence  they  were,  &c. 
when  it  was  dark,  the  men  went 
out :  whither  the  men  went,  I  wot 
not;  pursue  after  them  quickly,  for 
ye  shall  overtake  them.  But  she  had 
brought  them  up  to  the  roof  of  the 
house,  and  hid  them,  &c. — Josh.  ii. 
1—6. 

When  the  inhabitants  of  Gibeon 
came  to  Joshua,  (hey  took  old  sacks, 
and  $aid  to  Joshua,  We  he  come  from 
a  far  country :  now  therefore  make 
ye  a  Icaijue  with  us,  &c.  from  a  very 
far  country  thy  servants  ai'O  come, 
because  of  the  nimic  of  the  Lord  thy 
God  J  for  we  b.ivc  heard  the  fame  of 
him,  and  all  that  he  did  in  Egypt, 
&c.  Wheicfore  our  elders,  and  all 
the  inhabitants  of  our  country,  spake 
to  us,  saying, Take  victuals,  &c.  Tbia 
oui'  bread  we  took  hot  on  the  day  ve 
came  foi'lh  to  go  unto  you  ;  but  m>v, 
behold,  it  is  dry,  and  it  is  mouldy, 
&c.  by  reason  of  the  very  long  jour- 
ney, &c.  And  Joshua  made  peace 
with  them,  kc.  and  smote  ihcm  not, 
because  the  princes  of  the  congrega- 
tion had  sworn  unto  them,  &c.— ^osh. 
ix.  3,  kc. 

When  the  Moabites  oppressed  Is- 
rael, the  Loi'd  raised  them  up  a  de- 
liverer; Ehud,  &c.  who  going  to  Eg- 
lon,  the  king  of  Moab,  with  a  present 
from  Israel;  afler  he  had  presented 
it,  be  said,  I  bave  a  secret  errand 
unto  thee,  O  king :  who  said.  Keep 
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silence.  And  all  that  stood  by  him 
went  out.  And  Ehud  came  unto  him^ 
and  he  was  sitting  in  a  summer  par- 
lour, &c.  and  said  unto  him,  I  have  a 
message  from  God  unto  thee :  and  he 
arose  out  of  his  seat.  And  Ehud  took 
the  dagger,  and  thrust  it  into  his  belly, 
&c. — Judges  iii.  14 — 22. 

Samson  said  several  times.  That 
if  they  did  bind  him,  &c.  he  should  be 
weak,  and  be  as  another  man :  but  it 
was  not  so, — Judges  xvi,  6,  &c. 

When  God  said  to  Samuel,  that  he 
would  send  him  to  anoint  David, 
Samuel  said,  How  can  I  go?  if  Saul 
bear  it,  he  will  kill  me.  And  the 
Lord  said.  Take  a  heifer  with  thee, 
and  say,  I  am  come  to  sacrifice  to  the 
Lord :  and  call  Jesse  to  the  sacrifice, 
&c.  Which  Samuel  did ;  and  said,  I 
am  come  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord. — 
1  Sam.  xvi.  1 — 7. 

When  Saul  had  sent  for  David, 
Michal  his  wife  laid  an  image  in  the 
bed,  &c.  covered  it  with  a  cloth  after 
she  had  sent  him  away :  and  she  said. 
He  is  sick,  dec.  When  Saul  had  said 
unto  her,  Why  hast  thou  deceived  me 
so?  &c.  she  said,  He  said  unto  me. 
Let  me  go :  why  should  I  kill  thee? — 
1  Sam.  xix.  11 — 19. 

When  Saul  had  a  design  to  have 
killed  David,  and  had  inquired  for 
him,  Jonathan  answered,  (ios  David 
had  directed  him  to  do,)  and  said, 
David  earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to 
go  to  Bethlehem  :  and  he  said,  Let  me 
go,  I  pray  thee ;  for  our  &mily  hath 
a  sacrifice  in  the  city ;  and  my  brother 
hath  commanded  me  to  be  there ;  and 
now,  if  I  have  found  favour  in  thine 
eyes,  let  me  get  away,  I  pray  thee,  and 
see  my  brethren  :  therefore  he  cometh 
not  unto  the  king's  table. — 1  Sam.  xx. 
6.  27—29. 

David,  when  he  fled  fi*om  Saul,  and 
came  to  Abimelech  the  priest,  he  asked 
him.  Why  art  thou  alone?  David 
said  unto  Ahimelech,  The  kmg  com- 
manded me  a  business,  and  hath  said 
unto  me.  Let  no  man  know  any  thing 
of  the  business,  &c.  And  I  have  ap- 
pointed my  servants  to  such  and  such 


a  place,  &c.  Is  there  not  here  under 
thme  hand  spear  or  sword  ?  for  I  have 
neither  brought  my  sword  nor  mv 
weapons  with  me,  because  the  king^ 
business  required  haste,  &c. — 1  Sam. 
xxi.  1—3.  8.  15. 

When  David  and  his  men  had  in- 
vaded the  country  near  him,  and  slain 
all,  Achish  said  to  him,  Whither  have 
ye  made  a  road  to-day  ?  and  David 
said.  Against  the  south  of  Judah,  &c. 
And  Achish  believed  David ;  saying, 
He  hath  made  his  people  Israel  ut- 
terly to  abhor  him,  &c.  —  1  Sam. 
xxvii.  8 — 12. 

When  Absalom  designed  to  rebel, 
he  said  unto  the  king,  I  pray  thee,  let 
me  go  and  pay  my  vow,  which  I  have 
vowed  unto  the  Lord  in  Hebron  :  for 
thy  servant  vowed  a  vow  while  I 
abode  at  Geshur  in  Syria ;  saying,  If 
the  Lord  shall  bring  me  again  indeed 
to  Jerusalem,  then  I  will  serve  the 
Lord. — 2  Sam.  xv.  6,  &c. 

Jehu  gathered  all  the  people  to- 
gether, and  said  unto  them,  Ahab 
served  Baal  a  little;  but  Jehu  shall 
serve  him  much :  now  therefore  call 
unto  me  all  the  prophets  of  Baal,  all 
his  servants,  ana  all  his  priests;  let 
none  be  wanting :  for  I  have  a  great 
sacrifice  to  do  to  Baal,  &c.  But  Jehu 
did  it  in  subtilty,  to  the  intent  that 
he  might  destroy  the  worshippers  of 
Baal,  kc,  which  afterward  he  did. — 
2  Kings  X.  18—26. 

When  Zedekiah  had  ordered  Jere- 
miah to  conceal  the  discourse  that  had 
passed  between  the  king  and  him, 
from  the  princes,  when  they  should 
come  and  ask  him  concerning  it :  he 
also  told  him  what  answer  to  make, 
in  the  very  words  the  king  gave  him, 
by  which  he  concluded  the  true  mat- 
ter.— Jer.  xxxviii.  24 — 27.
